Sir, 

THE  flattering  manner  In  v^hich  you 
were  pleased  to  notice  the  Statistical  Survey 
of  Ireland,  on  its  first  appearance,  induces  me 
to  look  forward  to  your  favourable  acceptance 
of  the  Second  volume  of  the  Work, 

Of  its  merits,  I  may  perhaps  be  allowed  to 
speak  with  some  degree  of  confidence,  from  the 
marked  approbation,  with  which  it  has  been  al- 
ready honoured  by  the  present  Chief  Secretary : 
his  permission  to  be  considered  the  patron  of  the 
work  in  its  infancy,  evinces  his  opinion  of  the 
value  of  such  an  undertaking ;  the  continuance 
of  that  patronage,  and  the  sanction  since  bestow- 
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ed  on  it  by  the  public,  prove  that  it  has  not  alto- 
gether failed  in  the  execution,  and  lead  me  to 
form  hopes  of  its  possessing  some  claims  on 
your  attention  also,  as  the  head  of  the  financial 
department  of  Ireland. 

Having  in  that  situation  successfully  brought 
forward  the  resources  of  this  country,  at  a  most 
eventful  period ;  and,  being  now  engaged  in  di- 
recting the  operations  of  the  measure  adopted 
by  the  Imperial  parliament  for  the  Consolidation 
of  the  revenues  of  the  two  countries,  you  have 
had  ample  means  of  appreciating  the  value  of 
such  enquiries  as  the  present.  Your  approbation 
therefore  cannot  but  afford  me  peculiar  satisfac- 
tion ;  and  it  justifies  the  opinion,  that  at  this 
particular  period,  an  effort  to  ascertain  the 
capabilities  and  resoiurces  of  this  part  of  the 
British  empire,  will  prove  interesting  to  the 
Legislator,  and  useful  to  the  State.

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The  Publication  of  the  Second  Volume  of  the 
Statistical  Survey,  has  been  delayed  for  some 
time  beyond  the  intended  period,  from  an  ex- 
pectation, that  the  Work  would  have  obtained 
a  form  more  suited  to  the  importance  of  its  sub- 
ject, but  too  extended  for  the  means  of  a 
private  individual.  The  delay,  however,  af- 
fects the  present  Volume  only.  The  process  of 
enquiry,  which  has  been  carried  on  without 
intermission,  has  already  produced  an  accumu- 
lation of  materials,  requiring  arrangement  only 
for  their  publication.  The  labours  of  the  Com- 
pfler  have  been  ably  supported  by  the  Clergy  of 
Ireland,  who  continue  to  furnish  accounts  of 
their  respective  parishes,  with  an  increased  zeal 
and  attention,  since  the  appearance  of  the  First 
Volume   has  shewn  the   high  value    of  the 
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undertaking,  and  the  practicability  of  its  accom- 
plishment.* 

*  During  the  period  of  Bonaparte's  Consulate,  an  attempt  was  made 
to  ascertain  the  actual  state  of  France,  by  means  of  a  Statistical  Surrey  ; 
the  result  of  which,  as  far  as  it  proceeded  has  been  given  to  the  public 
in  six  octavo  volumes.  As  the  work  b  but  little  known  in  this  country, 
and  afr  every  particular  tending  to  illustrate  the  progress  of  Statistical 
enquiries,  must  prove  interesting  to  the  statesman  and  economist^ 
the  following  brief  account  of  the  contents  of  these  volumes,  has  boea 
drawn  up  from  the  information  contained  in  the  work  itself. 

After  the  termination  of  the  war  in  La  Vend^,  when  the  authority  of 
Bonaparte,  as  chief  magistrate  of  the  French  nation,  was  recognised  by 
most  of  the  Governments  in  Europe,  and  acknowledged  throughout  all 
tiie  interior  of  France,  instructions  were  issued  to  the  prefect  of  etch 
department,  to  furnish  the  minister  of  the  interior  with  a  detailed  account 
of  the  actual  state  of  the  district  over  which  he  presided* 

Answers  were  returned  in  the  form  of  memoirs,  or  statements,  signed 
with  the  name  of  the  person  by  whom  they  had  been  prepared ;  and  these 
were  afterwards  published  at  the  printing  office  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,*^ 
in  detached  pamphlets,  without  any  attention  to  tapographical  ovder. 
As  far  as  can  be  ascertained  from  the  work  itself,  it  does  not  appear  tiimt 
a  detailed  plan  was  prescribed  either  for  the  selection  or  arrangement  of 
the  materials ;  some  of  the  accounts  are  merely  answers  to  queries  relative 
to  what  were  deemed  the  most  important  objects  of  enquiry ;  others  bear 
the  appearance  rather  of  di6qui8ition&  on  the  results  deduced  from  facts 
previously  investigated,  though  not  detailed  in  the  account :  some  ex* 
patiate  in  a  declamatory  manner  on  subjects  but  remotely  connected 
with  the  main  ol:ject ;  others  exhibit  a  bare  detail  of  particulars.  It  is 
however  evident,  that  this  want  of  uniformity  did  not  proceed  from  in- 
attention in  the  government  to  the  chief  object  of  the  enquiry,  as  it  tp^ 
pears  that  several  of  the  accounts  had  been  sent  bock  to  the  authors  for 
revision  before  they  assumed  the  form  in  which  they  finally  appeared- 
But,  notwithstanding  this  occasional  departure  from  uniformity,  a  certain 
degree  of  system  seems  to  have  forcecf  itself  on  the  writers,  from  the  very 
nature  of  the  subject.  Most  of  them  commence  with  a  description  of  the 
topography  of  the  department,  in  which  its  geographical  situation,  ex-

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In  the  selection  of  the  parishes,  included  in 
the  present  volume,  attention  has  been  paid  to 
publish  some  from  every  part  of  Ireland.  By 
this  principle  of  arrangement,  every  volume 
i&rds  in  itself  a  general,  though  certainly  a 
soperficial  view  of  the  leading  features  of 
the  country,  as  detailed  in  the  titles  of  the 
sections,  from  which  many  valuable  conclusions 
may  be  derived.

imki,  the  territory  of  France  was  divided  into  departments,  aadi  cavi- 
pifbcading,  on  an  average,  about  850  square  leegues,  Fiendi.

Tht  basis  an  which  the  calcul»» 
tfons  ralatiTe  to  the  population  rest,  ft  still  men  diflkult  to  be  aacavw 


tan  circW,  similar  to  our  provincai^  of  whicfa,  the  departments  were 
aecdons ;  but  as,  like  our  prorineea  aho,  they  answeled  no  puipose  «f 
l^isbtioh  or  police^  this  feature  of  division  soon.became  oboolete^  and 
is  Mfw  not  even  noticed  on  the  more  recent  maps  of  that  oountiy. 
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muaicattons,  which  have  been  some  time  pre- 
pared for  publication,  and  whose  introduction' 
would  have  added  much  both  of  ornament  and 
(rf*  intrinsic  value  to  the  volume.  Among  these 
the  account  of  the  parish  of  Holy  wood,  in  the 
county  and  diocese  of  Down,  by  the  Rev.  Wm.

With  VMpact  totbe  predueti  of  tfaa  carA,  tfia  atata  of  the  Ibiwla  qp* 
pcen  to  have  occupiad  nrooi  altantioo :  aone  aoeounts  devote  eane  aa^ 
lient  to  it»  and  in  few  h  is  wholly  omitted.  Their  utility,  boA  finr  coo^ 
SMTcial  and  military  purposes,  wonltf  sufliciently  account  for  this  anzie^p 
independently  of  their  paramount  vahie  in  one  respect,  with  wfaidi  our 
own  countries  are  less  concerned,  as  the  national  supply  of  Aid :  the 
forests  are  to  Ranee,  what  the  collieries  are  to  England,  or  the  boga  fa 
Ireland.  Hie  description  of  French  commerce  and  manufactures  repro* 
tents  these  two  great  sources  of  national  prosperity,  as  labouring  to  ristt 
ftaa  the  depreeied  state  into  which  they  had  been  thrown  by  the  stmgglat 
of  contending  parties  consequent  upon  the  revolution  :  more  stress  is  laidi 
en  future  hope  than  on  present  eiperience.  Agriculture  appears  also  to 
iMfa  been  vety  backward.  In  many  instances,  there  is  reason  to  regrett 
that  with  respect  to  these  vtduabia  subjects  in  which  the  mode  of  prodooo 
in  one  country  might  supply  valuable  suggestions  to  another,  though 
fiurther  advanced  in  skill  and  ingenuity,  the  eitent  of  district  comprehended 
in  each  account  compels  the  writer  to  confine  himself  to  a  cunory  sketch 
on  many  points,  in  which  detail  only  is  truly  valuable.  With  respect  to 
literature,  the  same  observation  will  apply  The  revolution  had  umsated 
aD  tlM  aeminaries  of  instruction :  their  restoration  was  at  this  period 
lecent,  and  the  wiitan,  hi  speaking  of  them,  afanost  invariably  pass  bf 
the  prssent  time,  in  their  anticipation  of  futurity.  Yet  some  accounts  die* 
play  Buidi  attention  tothis  rital  elementof  natural  prosperity,  and  IVimiiii 
aaveral  valuable  suggestions  relative  to  it  Statistical  tablea  are  annexed 
totevwil  of  teaocoimts;  that  of  Aina  bat  no  leu  than  18»  ttHfr¥*c 
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aoGQZBte,  and  unprejudiced  views  of  the  portions 
of  the  country  in  which  they  are  placed,  he  has 
bera  sensible,  that  circumstances  may  occasion- 
sDy  occur^  whether  from  ill  health,  absence,  or 
inqierious  and  weighty  calls  of  paramount  duties, 
to  debar  some  individuals  from  putting  their 
good  wi^es  into  practice,  and  that  he  must  be 
at  times,  under  the  necessity  of  drawing  his 
Biaterials  from  whatever  other  sources  may  pre- 
sent themsdlyes.  The  case  now  alluded  to,  is  an

Im  the  forgoing  cxaxninatioii  of  the  contents  of  these  volumes,  the  de- 
I  of  Gok>  and  Bataria  have  not  been  noticed,  as  the/  must  be 
I  rather  as  appendages  than  integral  parts  of  the  French  territory* 
It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  account  of  Liamone,  the  other  departmental 
ianatan  dt  Corsica,  has  not  appeared :  both  together  would  have  afforded 
a  cnmplrtir  atstistical  account,  Tlie  description  of  Bataria  has  been  coni« 
i  to  a  aiiigle  pcrKm,  who  appears  to  have  executed  his  task  wiik 
accuracj  and  intelUgenoe.  The  country  was  then  sut^dirided  Into 
t  departments,  somewbat  correspondent  with  its  ancient  territorial  diriuoii 
iafto  provinces.  The  account  is  an  excellent  proof  of  the  value  of  system 
aad  onifonmty  in  an  undertaking  of  this  description.  Each  sub-divinoa 
h  arranged  according  to  the  subsiquent  heads  —GeographJcal  Situation— 
Tcmtorial  Extent-^Popuktion,  with  its  relation  to  Territory — the  Aid* 
Bel  Sii^doca— Public  Contributions— Islands,  Haxbmirs,  Forts  Towni^ 
with  IbMr  population— Narigation — Arable  Land-^Meadou  ».— Woods, 
aad  TariMiy— Gardens  and  Orchards  Rural  Economy --Tradt^  and 
Ifmi&ctures— Commerce — Deceased  Writers — Public  Institutions  and 
Scmarkalile  Factt.— By  means  of  thb  simple  and  luminous  arrangement^ 
Ibe  whole  of  that  celebrated  republic  can  be  exhibited  m  a  tabulated  fomf^ 
aa  aa  to  ptcaent  to  the  view,  almost  at  a  single  glance,  the  leading  t^ 
trntif  botfi  U  nmilai^y  and  differeace,  throughout  «U  its  parts. 
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inustration  of  this  principle.  He  has  reason  to 
think,  that  the  resident  Clergyman  has  waved 
his  right  in  favour  of  a  person  so  peculiarly 
circumstanced,  as  to  have  superior  means  oT 
local  information ;  and  on  whose  skill  and  vera- 
city, he  had  sufficient  gronnds  of  dependance.

Hie  memcrara  wnt  in  finom  the  various  dtpArtmentB,  senred  not  otdy  tm 
give  a  genenl  oudine  of  the  ctste  of  F^Aiioe,  but  to  point  out  to  ihe  go- 
▼emment  thoie  details  most  wortky  of  attention,  either  as  afiSwting  tbe 
wiiole  eountiy,  or  some  of  itsportiens.    The  notice  paid  to  the  slate  4»f 
ihe  national  forests  in  ahnost  erer^teport,  indicates  their  high  importance 
to  fhie  state.      The  details  on  the^  lace  manufacture,  which  are  to  be 
Ibund  onlj  in  the  report  of  a  northern  Department,  direct  the   pecu- 
liar attention  of  the  goiremment  to  that  apet  in  any  future  plan,  with 
respect  to  that  branch  of  manufacture.    These  memoirs  also  convey  numy 
useful  lessons  for  the  goremment  of  the  country,  which  might  not  other- 
wise have  reached  their  ears,  and,  coming  as  they  do  fircmi  different  quar- 
tan^ aad  finom  persons  wholly  unconnected  with  each  other,  except  in  the 
wish  of  recommending  themselTes  (o  the  superior  powers,  may  be  consi- 
dcnd  as  expressing  the  general  sentiment  of  the  people  on  many  points* 
Hie  anticipation  of  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  the  bleasingii  of  pesce^ 
which  are  to  be  met  with  in  most  of  the  accounts,  sufficiently  protes  the 
derirs  of  the  people  at  that  time  for  their  eijoyment    It  is  singular  that 
•ccounts  of  two  of  the  districts  of  France^  which  suffered  most  firom  the 
sevolutioB,  Lyon  and  La  Vend^  are  in  these  vdumes,  and  in  each  the 
same  pacific  feeling  is  forcibly  expressed.    The  description  of  Igron  is 
hi^y    inttfesting  s— **  I«yon  presents   numerous   and  afflictive  ruins. 
Lyen  lost,  in  the  year  S,  more  than  SOO  house%  destroyed  by  bullets 
and  shells^  or  by  the  revolutionaiy  hammer*    The  square  of  Belleoour, 
cue  of  the  finest  and  most  highly  ornamented  squares  in  Europe,  b 
covered  with  ruins.      The  quays,  the  bridges,  the  fountains,  the  dykse 
intended  to  confiiie  the  Rbone»  are  in  a  maUncboly  state  of  digradatieD* 
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hB  every  day  miDre  reaaoB  to  assure  hknself ^ 
that  such  deviations  will  be  comparatively  few* 
He  feels  conscious,  that  now»  when  the  princiide 
tod  plan  of  the  Work  have  been  fully  developed 
in  the  First  Volume,  and  when  the  prospect  of 
its  continuance  and  ultimate  completion  is 
cleared  up  by  that  which  is  now  published, 
tlie  cooperation  of  the  clergy  may  be  univer- 
sally  calculated  on }  nor  can  he  at  times  avoid 
flattering  himself  with  the  hope,  that  the  clergy- 
neD,  who  in  process  of  time  shall  have  succeeded 
to  those  parishes  now  rendered  conspicuous, 
not  only  here,  but  in  other  parts  of  the  empire, 
by  the  abilities  of  their  patriotic  predecessors.

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The  following  Analysis  of  tue  Down  Survkt,  illustrated 
by  a  comparisoa  with  the  Maps  of  Beaufort^  Arrom^ 
smith,  and  other  modem  Geographers,  was  compiled 
by  Edmund  Hydb  Hall,  Esq.  As  it  enters  largely 
into  the  details,  on  which  the  opinions  laid  down  in  the 
foregoing  pages,  relative  to  the  Surrey  and  Census  of 
Irdand  are  founded,  it  has  been  introduced  here  for 
the  purpose  of  their  fuller  illustration. 


THE  Down  Susvxt  constitutes  an  importadt  and  pecu» 
^  document.  Of  its  importance,  as  forming  legal  evi* 
deocej  it  b  unnecessary  to  speak.  Of  its  peculi«*ity,  it 
■nty  be  observed,  that  it  would  still  deserve  the  epithet,  even 
tboogh  many  other  surveys,  both  before  and  after  it,  had 
^  not  only  made,  'but  still  existed.  The  reason  of  this 
K obvious:  the  maps,  as  far  as  they  go,  describe  the  face 
of  tbe  country  at  a  very  singular  and  interesting  period  of 
titttiiland*s  history. 

In  i654>,  when  the  cruel  and  wasting  civil  hostilities,  sub- 
Ibc^  to  madness  by  the  arts  and  the  malignity  of  Rinuncini 
^  his  crew,  had  been  broueht  to  a  bloody  termination  by 
tie  republican  army,  the  lands,  then  forfeited,  afforded  too 
&v  10  opportunity  for  the  reward  of  the  conquerors,  not  to 
be  retorted  to  for  that  purpose.  A  warfare,  in  which  the 
'^onl  was  set  on  to  do  the  work  of  continued  proscription 
^  bodi  parties  was  naturally  followed  by  the  erection  of 
^ipear  of  confiscation  (crudeUs  ilia  hoitaj  by  the  victors. 
Severe  as  may  seem  to  have  been  this  proceeding,  it  may 
^  be  observed,  that  it  was  not  only  a  legal  consequence 
Involved  in  the  forfeiture  of  the  rebel's  property,  but  it  was, 
^  Ut,  considerably  mitigated  by  the  very  circumstance  of 
■•ich  of  the  country's  property  being  actually  void  by  the 
^^termination  of  its  former  possessors.  At  all  events,  the 
^t  of  land,  then  made,  wide  as  it  was,  did  not  want  pre- 
^^  examples ; — ^in  the  South,  under  Elizabeth,  in  the 
^ortb,  under  James  I.,  and  in  the  West,  under  Cnarles  I. 
^  wrious  and  extensive  changes  of  property  had  been  ef- 
fected. 
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Upon  the  last  occasioD,  a  survey  was  directed  by  Lord 
Strafford,  and  made ;  but  in  whatever  shape  it  might  have 
been,  it  perished,  together  with  the  gross  and  civil  surveys, 
in  that  fire,  in  1711,  of  which  these  pages  will  have  abun- 
dant opportunities  to  take  notice.  To  Sir  William  Petty 
was  entrusted  the  work  of  laying  down,  scientifically,  the 
state  of  the  lands  forfeited  in  the  great  rebeUion.  That  he 
performed  his  task  in  a  workmanlike  manner  (notwithstand- 
ing some  cavilling  against  him  at  the  time,  which  has  been 
since  very  unweighedly  repeated)  is  pretty  generally  al- 
lowed ;  and  that  the  object  inten(kd  was  practically  obtain- 
ed, must  be  inferred  from  the  admission  of  the  maps  into 
our  Courts  of  Justice,  as  evidence.  It  should,  however,  be 
borne  in  mind,  that  the  survey  does  not  include  the  whole 
surface  of  the  island,  but  solely  the  lands,  extensive  though 
they  were,  forfeited  by  the  treasons,  real  or  imputed,  of 
their  owners*  Notwithstanding  this,  the  outlines  of  the  un- 
surveyed  grounds  are  sufiicienUy  preserved,  when  they  are 
enchased  or  inclosed  within  those  laid  down  in  detail ;  but 
when  they  lie  upon  the  borders  of  a  parish,  they  are  lost  to 
the  general  purposes  of  science  by  the  omission  of  the  ex- 
ternal boundaries.  For  this,  of  course^  no  blame  can  be 
attached  to  Sir  William  Petty,  who  did  what  he  had  to  do; 
but  the  construction  of  a  map  of  the.  island,  from  the  sur- 
vey alone,  is  thus  rendered  impossible,  as  was  found  to  be 
the  case  by  Delisle,  the  French  Geographer,  into  whose 
hands  the  copies  of  them,  in  the  French  King's  LibrAV* 
were  put,  with  that  view.*  ^ 

The  Down  Survey  is,  however,  notwithstanding  this  h- 
mitation  of  its  extent,  the  fullest  and  most  complete  which 
has,  among  several  others,  been  made  within  the  island*  A 
Survey  also,  it  may  be  remarked,  may  be  constructed  either 
in  maps,  or  in  books,  or  in  both.  Thus  a  suspicion  exists^ 
from  some  passages  in  Giraldus  Cambrensis,  thata^^^j 
I^oomsdaybook  was  composed,  under  the  influence  M)d 
orders  of  Henry  Fita-Empress,  upon  his  arrival  here,  ^^^ 
at  least,  as  the  English  acquisitions  extended*  Thatsu^ 
a  measure  should  be  resorted  to,  with  the  immediate  model

Hcient  meanness  they  were  kept,  in  remarkable  contrast  with  the  Bntisn

'  Vohitjonary  war,'  the  maps  and  charts  of  tfatt  Gulph  of  Meiico,  ^^^^^ 
coasts,  and  those  of  the  Spanish  islands  (in  constructing  whicb»  two  PpS' 
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of  the  great  English  work  hy  his  mfttemal  ancesi^  before 
Mm,  seems  per^ctly  natural ;  as  the  mascuh'ne  understand* 
ing  of  those  princes  might  directly  perceive,  that  before 
tbey  could  reckon  upon  an  efficient  and  prosperous  govern- 
fflent,  It  was  mainly  necessary  to  abcertain  what  it  was  they 
had  to  govern. 

If  such  a  document  existed,  which,  it  is  scarcely  neces« 
fflry  to  observe,  must  have  been  in  the  book  or  roll  form, 
iU  Joss  must  be  lamented  as  one  of  a  very  curious  record, 
dnning  the  nature  and  the  distribution  of  the  property,  as 
well  as  a  good  deal  illustrative  of  Uie  manners  of  the  age. 

Bat,  besides  surveys,  formally  undertaken  and  wklelv 
extended,  their  various  subject  materials  were  in  a  conti- 
mnl  course  of  examination  and  official  report,  under  die 
oftntlen  of  the  numerous  relationships  incidental  to  the 
feudal  holdings  between  vassals  and  superiors.  These,  how. 
ever,  in  a  public  point  of  view,  must  be  considered  as  strict- 

Did}  f«8cis.  admirably  furnished  with  men  of  science,  &c.  for  the  purpose, 
hid  bera  seven  years  employed,)  were  captured  by  a  British  ship  of  war. 
IWy  were  immediately  put  into  the  hands  of  Mr.  ArrowsmUh,  to  be  co^ 
|U  aod  paUHhed  for  the  benefit  of  nuuikind  at  UrgR,  when  the  originab, 
«y  rweBcntly  and  accuratdy  executed,  were  retonied  to  the  Spanish 
GvPcmacBt.  Petty *s  baronial  copies,  thus  placed  in  the  French  King's  li« 
bnry,  are  much  more  explicit  and  comprehensive  than  those  In  the  Sur- 
▼eycr- General's  Office,  which  are  annexed  to  the»  parochial  maps  :  these 
flwrdy  contain  the  parochial  subdivisions  df  the  baronies,  while  the  odiefs 
itt  tfaly  ham  the  same,  but  also  the  boundaries  and  titles  of  each  denomi> 
MiBn,  and  atlver  particiilars ;  besides  a  reference  by  number,  correspond- 
iag  with  the  number  and  particulars  contained  in  the  Books  of  Survey 
and  Distribution,  preserved  in  the  Auditor- Generars,  and  Surveyor- 
GcBCfal's  Offices.  In  order  to  supply  the  deficiency  in  the  maps  occa- 
sooad  by  the  fire  abovementioned,  General  Vallancey  a^d  Major  Taylor 
were  oAei^y  deputed  to  Paris,  for  the  pm'posc  of  taking  copies  of  thoit 
iIrr  depositBd,  with  the  permisaon  of  tha  French  King.  Upon  tha 
bringing  over  of  these  copies,  an  attempt  was  made  to  give  them  validity 
as  evidence,  and  a  bill  actually  passed  the  House  of  Commons  for  that 
purpose ;  but  in  the  Lords  it  met  with  such  opposition,  that  it  was  dropped.

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if  eonfio^d  to  the  hnmediate  English  Govemment  withm 
the  precincts  of  the  pale,  until  the  pale  itself  was  lost  ia  the 
extension  of  English  power,  either  by  down-right  force,  or 
by  the  surrender  of  their  lands,  &c.  by  the  great  Irish  Chief- 
tains* to  be  again  granted  out  to  them,  as  the  King's  ten- 
ants in  capHe.  Thus,  many  very  curious  articles  of  infor- 
mation, bearing  in  a  very  interesting  way  upon  the  History 
of  the  Government,  have  been  disclosed  by  numerous  ioqui- 
fiitions /NMi  mortem^  or  after  the  death  of  a  tenant  in  cajnie; 
and  by  those  leading  to  the  forfeiture  or  restoration  of  the 
aame  class  of  subjects ;  as  may  be  seen  forcibly  illustrated 
in  the  course  of  the  Great  House  of  Kildare's  History. 

Analagous  to  these  partial  and  parcel  Surveys,  (for  sucfa 
they  were  in  the  strictest  form,  upon  the  oaths  and  view  of 
a  Jury,)  may  perhaps  be  accounted  the  documents  touching 
the  King's  prerogative  and  revenue,  as  connected  with  the 
lands  of  individuals  and  incorporated  bodies,  whether  lay  or 
ecclesiastical.  Thus,  in  the  Auditor-General's  Office,  there 
are — 1st,  the  Rent-rolls  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  and  of  Monaste- 
ries ;  2d,  Books  of  Indentures  of  Composition,  in  the  reigns 
of  the  same  Queen  and  of  James  I. ;  3d,  Rent  rolls  of  quit, 
crown,  and  composition  rents,  for  every  district  in  thd 
kingdom,  made  out  in  i692,  &c.  &c.  The  extensive  for- 
feitures and  subsequent  grants  by  James  1.  in  Ulster,  might, 
it  was  to  have  been  hoped,  have  had  much  light  thrown 
upan  them,  by  large  masses  of  documentary  evidence,  such 
as  it  was  reasonable  to  expect  might  have  been  found  among 
the  records  in  Londonderry :  but  from  the  returns  by  the 
Town  Clerk  and  Chamberlain  of  that  city,  it  does  not  ap- 
pear that  any  such  instruments  are  there  in  existence.  As, 
nowever,  it  \%  quite  impossible,  that  such  vast  grants  to  the 
London  companies,  together  with  the  numerous  transactions  i 
which  afterwards  grew  out  of  them,  could  have  been  made 
or  proceeded  in  without  evidences,  and  pretty  exact  ones  of 
the  land,  it  is  probable,  that  they  may  be  found  in  the  seve- 
ral muniment  rooms  of  th^  companies  in  London  itself,  or 
in  any  public  repository  o^  papers  in  that  metropolis. 

The  mention  of  these  various  and  numerous  documents 
may  seem  a  digression  from  the  consideration  of  the  Down 
Survey,  more  immediately  the  subject  of  the  present  sketch. 
But  ft  is  still  necessary  to  refer,  however  succinctly,  to  the 
fbllowing  records  in  the  Auditor-General's  Office ;  such  as 
Books  of  Survey  and  Distribution  of  each  county  in  Ireland) 
in  which  the  names  of  lands  forfeited,  and  of  persons  for- 
feiting,  &c.  are  inscribed ;  and  in  which  the  names  of  the 
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ftffeitaireit  in  1688,  are  also  given— «Dd  such  alto  as  the 
amy  books  of  entries  of  f^rants,  Ac  during  Cromweirs 
timey  which,  however,  ere  not  admitted  as  evidence,  &c  &c* 
B«t  of  these  numerous  authorities  and  documents,  certainly 
Bot  finrgetting  the  Surveys  of  Lord  Strafford*  of  the.  North 
sad  West  of  Ireland,  the  Down  Survey  constitutes  only  a 
member,  however  it  may  be  more  elaborately  executed, 
m  vefl  as  peculiarly  distinguished,  by  its  admission  into  the 
Coarts,  as  Evidence. 

The  integrity  of  Sir  William  Petty  was,  iinquestionably, 
ihme  all  suspicion.  Unfortunately,  however,  the  integrity 
ofs  principal  is  not  always  a  pledge  or  a  proof  of  that  be- 
fangmg  to  his  dependants.  In  conducting  the  Survey,  this 
greit  and  good  roan  necessarily  employed  very  many  assist- 
aata;  but,  when  he  had  ascertained  their  scientific  quaiifi. 
cstions,  and  furnished  them  with  the  necessary  instructions 
isd  apparatus,  he  could  do  no  more.  He  was,  like  every 
other  man,  employing  numerous  persons  under  him,  and 
Idee  diem  had,  in  various  instances,  to  experience  the  effects 
of  that  falsehood  and  treachery,  which  scruple  not  to  sacri. 
Ice  the  interests  of  the  whole  employment,  to  the  paltry  ad- 
vitages  which  an  abandonment  of  their  trust  held  out  to 
tk  respective  individuals. 

It  is  very  easy  to  conceive,  that,  while  the  process  of 
tbas  great  achievement,  in  measuring  the  forfeited  lands, 
wM  going  on,  the  cupidity  of  the  soldiers  and  adventurers 
liid  very  earnestly  roused  them  to  all  sorts  of  inquiries  re- 
ipecting  the  ultimate  nature  of  the  partitions  to  be  made. 
Thence  proceeded  intrigue,  solicitation,  corruption.  They 
wanted  to  buy  the  information  respecting  the  best  lands  to 
be  divided — the  agents  employed  in  the  Survey  were  willing 
to  s^  it.  Thus  copies  of  the  Survey  were,  in  numerous 
iastancea,  surreptitiously  given,  and  there  can  be  little 
doubt  that  they  were  acted  upon  by  tliose  obtaining  them, 
in  the  way  of  prayer  and  petition  for  grants  of  the  lands, 
the  superior  qualities  of  which  were,  by  such  underhand 
prematurely  made  known  to  the  parties  concerned.

iT  nterasied  individuals,  as  happened  with  the  Down  Survey.  It  is  to 
be  wished,  that  any  insmunents  of  this  kind,  which  may  be  lying  about 
^  couiriiy,  may  be  eommunicated,  for  a  subsequent  edition  of  this 
•ork,  or  to  the  ikiard  of  PuhKc  Records. 
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In  fact,  some  of  these  copies,  in  no  wise  infmor  in  sccu- 
raoy  to  those  b<?Ionging  to  the  nation,  are  said  to  be  occa- 
sionally seen  in  the  possession  of  individuals. 

Of  the  authenticated  copies  in  the  Surveyor-General*8 
Office,  the  number  is  about  1,430;  of  these,  about  260  arc 
of  the  baronieSf  and  the  remaining  1,170  of  thej^am^. 
About  67  of  the  baronial  maps  are  burn^,  with  more  or  less 
injury ;  ISO  are  fully  preserved,  and  9  are  stated  to  b^  lost. 
Of  the  parochial  maps,  about  391  have  suflRerdd  from  the 
fire ;  and  about  780,  have  altogether  escaped.  Many,  how. 
ever,  of  both  the  sets,  are  otherwise  injured  by  tearing  or 
dirt,  and  by  the  various  accidents  which  their  careless  keep- 
ing, for  so  many  years,  but  too  naturally  occasioned.  The 
injury  sustained  from  the  flames  varies  in  almost  every  pos- 
sible degree.  In  general,  however,  the  book-form,  in  which 
they  were  kept,  preserved  the  centre,  so  that  the  edges  are, 
for  the  most  part,  burned  off  in  a  circular  shape.  In  very 
many  of  the  damaged  maps  the  scales  are  destroyed,  with 
their  titles  and  authentications  by  Sir  William  Petty ;  but 
the  instances  in  which  their  identity  is  absolutely  lost,  ar^ 
very  few.  The  injury  suffered  in  property  from  their  onforJ 
tunate  destruction  or  mutilation,  may  be  illustrated  by  the 
case  of  the  Blue  Coat  Hospital.  One-half  of  the  estate  oi 
Nodstown,  in  Tipperary,  has  been  lost  to  that  establish* 
ment,  from  the  destruction  of  its  Survey  to  that  extent 
The  whole  of  it  was,  indeed,  restored  by  the  surveyor  eiwi 
ployed,  from  the  baronial  maps,  copied  by  General  Val 
lancey  and  Mr.  Taylor  from  those  lodged  in  the  Frencll 
King's  library.  But  neither  those,  nor,  in  fact,  the  ba 
ronial  maps  of  Sir  William  Petty  himself,  directly  are  ad 
mitted  as  evidence  in  the  Courts. 

The  fire,  which  operated  so  destructively,  took  place  \t 
a  house  in  Essex-street,  where  the  Surveyor-General's  Of 
fice  was  then  kept.  This  happened  in  the  year  171 1 ;  but 
upon  such  occasions,  it  almost  always  unfortunately  fullowi 
as  a  consequence,  that  the  mischief  done  is  by  no  meani 
confined  to  the  ravages  of  the  flames.  Much  is  injured  b] 
sudden  removal  and  rough  carriage — ^much  is  defaced,  anj 
something  is  commonly  stolen,  or  otherwise  lost.  Thi 
Survey,  previous  to  the  fire,  consisted  of  31  folio  vplume^ 
comprising  Survey  Maps  of  all  tlie  lands  forfeited  by  the  ri 
bellion  in  ]64>1,  (except  some,  indeed  almost  all,  of  the  pro 
vince  of  Connaught,}  detailing  in  one  or  more  books,  ih 
forfeitures  of  each  county  distin<tly — the  respective  hare 
nies  of  each  { Vallancey's  maps  are  only  those  of  the  baro 
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i)  ap0Q  t  soiall  scale,  including,  as  well  as  they  could, 
^  deootniDations  of  the  lands  therein  ;  and,  upon  a  more 
«&1  aod  extensive  sc«le,  the  various  deoominations  con- 
akd  Id  the  space  of  the  several  parishes.  To  each  parish 
I  fiilio  sheet  was  given,  that  the  trace  might  he  correct :

To  all  these  were  added  ano- 
im  folio  Afisty  one  to  each  parish,  describing  its  site, 
W^  particular  denominations,  contents,  and  forfeitors* 
vatk  In  the  Auditor^General^s  Books,  which  were 
taMinti  of  references  only,  without  maps,  the  names  are

y^m  pretended  that  the  contents  of  each  province  here 
^  possess  any  thing  like  the  precision  which  might  be 
^^^  from  an  actual  survey ;  but  they  at  least  shew  the 
**»etise  of  the  provinces,  of  which  Munster  is  the  larg- 
^;\]h(ei  the  next,  then  Connaught,  and  lastly,  Leinster. 
^  '^  it  may  be  observed,  that  Leinster  exhibits  the 
2*«  density  of  form,  and  Muwter  next  to  it.— Ulster 
^  Ae  |ei$t,  though,  according  to  the  mode  of  measure- 
^  ftdopted  here,  it  is  not  very  ioferior  in  extent  to 
I  ^**>^-   ConoaoglU  also,  it  may  be  seen,  does  not  very 
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greatly  exceed  Leinster  m  actual  surftce^  however  it  nc 
be  differently  disposed  of  as  to  its  shape. 

The  civil  divisions  afford  matter  of  more  curious  speou 
tion,  Leinster,  the  least  division,  has  no  less  than  12  coi: 
ties,  subdivided  into  105  baronies;  while  Munster,  ^mri 
such  a  superior  extent,  only  presents  6  counties  and  69  1 
ronies.  Ulster,  it  appears,  has  a  larger  proportion  of  con 
ties,  and  a  smaller  one  of  baronies,  than  M unster.  T 
reason  for  this  inequality  of  distribution  may,  perhaps, 
sufficiently  discovered  in  the  history  of  the  country.  LrOl 
settlement,  a  greater  density  of  population  for  so  many  oc 
turies,  an  earlier  adherence  to  comparatively  strict  rules 
descent,  and  the  divisions  of  property,  growing  out  of  sup 
rior  civilization  in  a  more  commercial  district,  may  all  a 
count  for  the  greater  number  of  territorial  divisions  for  tl 
purposes  of  government  in  Leinster,  than  in  the  other  pn 
vinces  It  was,  in  fact,  a  community,  as  it  regarded  i 
English  population,  of  long  and  gradual  growth,  under  coi 
tinual  modification,  as  it  seemed  to  be  called  for,  by  a  gi 
vernment  always  present ;  while  the  others  were  settled,  c 
attempted  to  be  settled,  suddenly  and  per  sakum.  lo  U 
ster,  the  settlement,  we  know,  has  strucK  a  deep  and  atron 
root ;  but  in  Muaster,  the  traces  of  the  planutions,  mad 
by  Elizabeth,  are  said  to  be  scarcely  discernable.  In  Con 
naught,  it  is  known  that  little  was  done,  or  even  attempted 
in  the  way  of  changing  or  mingling  its  population. 

During  that  long  period,  in  which  the  character  of  tli 
several  races  were  respectively  furmed,  and  (as  far  as  tlii 
present  time,  at  least)  fixed,  the  out  provinces,  if  they  nus] 
be  80  called,  were  either  altogether  out  of  the  power  of  th^ 
English  Government,  or  regarded  with  a  sort  of  coropara 
tive  carelessness.  The  meaning  here  intended  to  be  shewi 
may  be  better  explained  by  the  statement  of  the  fact,  tha 
the  Parliament  held  by  Lord  Strafford,  was  the  very  firsi 
which  lad  any  pretensions  to  the  character  of  a  Nationa 
Convention,  on  account  of  its  having  members  in  it  sent  U[ 
hi/  all  the  Provinces.  According  to  the  opinions  of  the  pre- 
sent times,  that  assembly  itself  must  be  regarded  as  forming 
a  very  incompetent  representation  of  the  country ;  but  thai 
very  circumstance  only  shews  more  strongly,  how  little  the 
former  assemblies,  drawn  almost  entirely  from  within  the 
pale,  possessed  the  character  and  authority  of  a  National 
Representative  Body. 

The  English  power,  which  had  slumbered  for  a  century 
or  two  along  the  fluctuating  line  of  the  pale,  began  again  to 
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potisin  of  the  Tudors ;  who>  sanffuinary  and  unrelenting, 
were  jet  sagacious,  patient,  and  fixed  to  have  no  other  op- 
oressors  on  the  nation  than  themselves.*  Under  their  sway, 
mm  various  causes,  among  which  may  be  mainly  reckoned 
the  aasunnption  of  the  mercantile  character  by  Henry  VII. 
was  engendered  a  spirit  of  enterprise,  which,  when  after- 
wards graced  by  the  encouragement  of  Elizabeth,  placed 
in  its  coDseauence  the  name  of  England  upon  a  height  of 
eievation,  which  may  possibly  be  equalled,  but  can  never  b^ 
sorpassed.  Of  this  enterprise,  the  Ocean,  America,  and 
Irefaad,  were  the  chief  scenes ;  though  every  region  in  Eu- 
rope, and  particularly  the  low  countries,  were  moistened  by 
some  of  the  most  precious  blood  which  England  could 
boast.  But  in  America  (  particularly  Virginia )  and  in  Ireland, 
**  SsTTLEMEHT**  was  Contemplated  as  the  end  of  adventure ; 
and  although  the  policy  of  Elizabeth,  strong  and  exact  in 
evenr  other  quarter,  was  in  too  many  respects  weak  and 
vadUatinji^  with  respect  to  Ireland,  there  can  be  no  doubt, 
but  that  the  attention  of  the  English  people  was  very  eager- 
ly directed  towards  thb  country ;  while  the  desolation  of 
mxae  of  iu  fairest  tracts  by  her  captains,  afforded  ample 
room  for  the  coming  and  establishment  of  adventurers* 
That  they  did  come  in  great  numbers  b  well  known,  though 
their  descendants,  as  a  body,  have  for  the  most  part  melted 
away  from  observation  in  a  manner  altogether  painful  and 
tnrprialng. 

Whether  the  distribution  of  Elizabeth's  grants  took  place 
with  any  accompanying  measure  like  a  Survey,  I  am  not  fully 
aware ;  but  a  curious  map  of  Ireland,  the  oldest  I  have  seen, 
was  framed  and  published  in  her  reign.  It  is  upon  a  scale 
of  ahottt  fourteen  English  miles  to  an  inch,  and  exhibits  the 
cooDtry  in  nearly  a  rectangular  shape,  with  its  western 
coast  on  the  upper  part  of  the  paper.  It  is  remarkable  also 
for  bemg  occupied  with  the  names  of  the  proprietors. 

Speed,  in  1610,  (when  measures  were  taking  by  James  I. 
widt  the  advice  of  Lord  Bacon,  to  colonise  the  north  of  Ire- 
land firom  Great  Britam^  gave,  in  a  very  rough  and  inaccu- 
rate form,  1st,  a  general  map  of  Ireland ;  $d,  the  four  pro- 
vinces respectively;  and  dd,  a  plan  of  Dublin.    In  his  ge- 


*  The  wthie  of  the  tcXkmiag  deCaOt  respecting  the  Down  Survey,  can 
only  be  IbBy  ifiprediled  bj  those  who  examine  it  with  a  good  Map  of 
Ifvlaiid  befove  them;  that  of  Beaulort  has  been  usfd,  and  it  reoon- 
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neral  map  he  has  gratified  the  sight  of  his  reader  with 
the  view  of  six  portraits — 1st,  of  a  unld  Irish  man  and  wo- 
man ;  2d,  of  a  civil  Irish  man  and  woman ;  and  3d,  of  a  gen- 
tleman and  lady.  It  is  more  curious  to  remark,  that  he 
represents,  and  doubtless  with  correctness.  Cape  Clear 
Isbnd,  as  covered  with  wood ;  notwithstanding  its  exposure 
•  to  the  full  pelting  of  every  storm,  that  sweeps  over  the  At- 
lantic Ocean  from  the  west.*  There  is  ^so  a  map,  by 
Speed,  of  the  Irish  coast  opposite  the  Isle  of  Man. 

About  the  time  of  Charles  I.  was  published  a  map  df  Ire- 
land, in  nearly  a  square  form,  having,  under  the  harp, 
crowned  with  a  ducal  coronet,  the  title  of  <'  Hiberniae  reg- 
nura,'*  by  Gulielmus  Blaeu.  Similar  to  this  is  another  square 
shaped  map  of  Ireland,  with  its  scale  explained  in  Latin,  and 
its  western  coast  uppermost.  A  map  of  Ireland  during  the 
middle  age,  by  William  Beauford,  A.  M.  and  dedicated  to 
the  Hibernian  Antiquarian  Society,  Is  curious.  Richard 
Blome,  by  his  Majesty's  command,  Charles  II.,  according  to 
the  notice  under  the  title,  constructed  and  dedicated  a  ge- 
neral map  of  the  island  to  Richard  Boyle,  Earl  of  Burling- 
ton in  England,  and  of  Cork  in  Ireland,  Lord  High  Trea- 
surer at  the  Restoration,  and  John  Ld.  Baron  of  KingstoD, 
President  of  Connaught. 

^  In  the  beginning  of  the  last  centurv,  many  maps  were 
given  to  the  public ;  one  in  1716,  by  Thomas  Bakewell;  de- 
dicated to  P.  Breny;  another  in  1720,  by  Senex,  very 
coarsely  done,  and  dedicated  to  Simon  Lord  Lovat.  Pr^* 
yiously,  under  William  and  Mary,  a  chart  of  St.  George  s 
Channel,  dedicated  to  Sir  Richard  Booth.  Knt.  governor  of 
a  fort  near  Kinsale,  was  published  by  Captain  Greenville 
Collins.  About  the  same  time,  or  rather  before  it,  a  oi*P 
seems  to  have  been  constructed,  and  published  in  Holland* 
apparently  with  the  view  to  point  out  the  proper  stations 
for  barracks  against  the  Rapparees.  The  French  language 
18  used  in  it.  In  fact,  the  sheet  contains  two  maps  in  ^^ 
upper  dexter  and  sinister  cornerSi  while  io  the  lower  part 

*  No  man,  whoie  opporttmities  hsre  •Uow«d  him  to  make  tbe  napn^ 
sajy  obscnrstiQna,  can  doubt,  but  that  the  island  would  be  again  cov^rea 
with  wood  down"  to  the  waters*  edge,  if  the  population  and  catde  w^ 
withdrawn.  There  would,  however,  be  probably  exceptions  with  respect 
to  particular  spote ;  for  it  is  a  curious  fiwt,'  that  in  the  American  focests, 
vacant  spaces  are  occasionally  found,  upon  which,  according  to  all  apjfj^ 
ance,  a  tree  has  never  grown  since  the  beginning  of  time.  A  suspid**^ 
is  entertained,  that  such  %ras  the  case  of  the  (Hirragfa  in  the  county  o< 
Kildare,  even  when  Ireland  was  liule  else  than  a  continued  forest 
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there  arc  given  two  prints,  one  of  the  "  Parlement  d'lre- 
lande,"  and  the  other  of  the  *'  Chambre  des  Commumeg 
d'lreJande."  The  whole  is  styled,  **  Carte  de  Gouvermtient 
mil  and  roititaire,  avec  TEtal  des  Offieiers  des  Rcryaume." 
Then  follows  the  lists  of  officers,  and  names  of  towns ; 
making  altogether  a  document  extremely  creditable  to  the 
persons  designing  it.  Such  instruments  are,  in  fact,  the 
(fiagrams  of  an  intelligent  Government.  Kitchin  has  a  ge- 
neral map  of  Ireland,  upon  a  scale  of  twei^^-two  English 
nules  to  an  inch, — a  chart  of  the  Coasts  of  Ireland,  and 
maps  of  Connaught  and  Leinster,  in  the  last  of  which  the 
Grand  Canal,  called  there  the  New  Canal,  is  laid  down. 

Herman  Moll  has  also  given  a  general  map  of  Ireland,  as 
veil  as  one  of  Galway ;  and  another  general  map,  without 
name  or  date,  in  an  oval  frame,  having  circular  notices  and 
explanations  about  it,  has  the  moral  observation,  that  **  The 
Irish  love  repose."  It  would  be  easy  to  recapitulate  many 
•ore  of  these  productions  of  science,  but  i  shall  confine 
myielf  to  the  mention  of  only  three:  those»  1st,  by  Charles 
O*€oonor,  Esq.  containing  the  names  of  the  Septs  at  the 
commencement  of  the  seventeenth  century ;  2d,  by  the  Rev, 
D.  A.  Beaufort,  L.L.D.;  and  Sd,  bjr  Arrowsmith.  The 
first  is  extremely  curious  and  interesting ;  the  second  ap- 
pears to  have  been  very  careAiRy  constructed ;  but  the  plan 
of  giving  the  ecclesiastical  divisions  has  so  crowded  the  two 
^eets  upon  which  the  map  is  laid  down,  that  some  patience 
»  occasionally  necessary  to  its  inspection.  The  splendid 
map  by  Arrowsmitli,  founded,  I  understand,  upon  the  milL 
tary  surveys  made  by  General  Vallancey,  is  upon  a  scale  so 
great,  as  to  have  not  more  than  three  and  a-half  geographi- 
cal miles  to  an  inch.* 

With  these  three  maps  before  me,  I  now  proceed  to  the 
Analysis  of  the  Down  Survey;  of  which  it  is  my  object  to. 
give  such  an  account,  that  any  person,  having  Dr.  Beau- 
fort's map  before  him,  will  be  able  to  understand  what  pa- 
rishes,  or  parts  of  parishes,  have  been  surveyed  by  Sir  Wil- 
liam Petty,  and  consequently  have  been  con6scated. 

The  storm  of  confiscation  burst  with  so  muah  less  force 
upon  Connaught,  than  elsewhere,  that  it  may  be  first  dis- 
posed of;  but,  in  regarding  the  comparative  tranquillity  of 
that  district,  and  the  consequent  light  punishment  in&icted 
1^^  it,  in  this  respect  at  least,  a  suspicion  cannot  but

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arise,  that  the  celebrated  loquisitioDS  in  that  part  of  Ireland, 
by  Lord  Strafford,  so  much  cried  out  against,  could  not  have 
been  so  very  deeply  resented  by  the  people  there,  as  they 
were  by  the  nobles  and  great  landholders,  who  opposed  that 
statesman's  proceedings  at  the  time.  These  were  still  fresh 
in  the  minds  of  the  people,  when  the  rebellion  broke  out  in 
Ulster  and  Leinster ;  and  yet  no  hostilittes  (of  any  impor- 
tance, at  least,)  seem  to  have  taken  place  in  Connaught, 
until  the  last  scene  of  that  unhappy  contest ;  and  even  then 
the  war  was  brought  into  it  from  the  other  provinces,  by  the 
Catholics  flying  from  before  the  ascendant  force  of  the  Par- 
liamentary array. 

Of  the  five  counties  in  Connaught,  Galway,  with  its  fif- 
teen baronies,  and  Roscommon,  with  its  six,  are  not  no- 
ticed at  all ;  and  may  therefore  be  supposed  to  have  re- 
mained free,  in  the  eyes  of  the  victors,  from  that  degree  of 
guilt  which  called  for  the  punishment  of  confiscation.    This 
province,  however,  may  yet  have  suffered  <imWtWy,  (if  it 
may  be  so  said,)  through  the  offences  of  the  more  criminal 
parts  of  the  island.    Upon  the*  division  of  the  lands  in  those 
parts,  at  the  close  of  the  contest,  discovery  was  made^  from 
time  to  time,  that  innocent  persons  had  been  dispossessed 
In  favour  of  the  soldiers  and  adventurers,  as  grantees* 
Equity  required,  that  the  wrong  done  to  these  unhappy- 
people  should  be  redressed ;  and  common  sense,  it  might 
be  supposed,  would  have  pmnted  out  their  restoration  to 
their  own  possessions,  as  the  single  and  simple  course  to  be 
pursued.     Not  so  thought  the  politicians  who  planned  and 
guided  the  distributions.     For  these  people,  though  inno. 
cent,  were  still  Catholics,  or  at  least  Irish,  and  the  policy 
of  obtaining  a  pure  and  unmixed  English  population  required 
the  removal  ftom  among  them  of  the  natives.    These,  there- 
fore, were  assigned  over,  under  the  name  of  Transplanters, 
to  Connaught. 

CONNAUGHT. 

Mato. — In  Mayo,  the  barony  of  Tirawly,  in  the  north 
of  the  county,  was  alone  surveyed.  This  barony,  in  the 
time  of  Elizabeth  and  James,  and  certainly  long  before, 
was  known  as  Mac-William  Burke's  country.  Under  this 
designation,  the  English  reader,  not  intimately  versed  in 
Ireland's  domestic  history,  will  scarcely  recognise  one  of 
the  representative  branches  of  the  great  house  of  De  Burgo. 
It  will  be  no  digression  froAi  the  purpose  of  these  pages,  to 
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fttte,  raccinctly,  the  revolutions  in  that  noble  family's  for. 
times,  whi<^  terminated  in  giving  to  the  Crown,  first  of 
^tfHand  and  then  of  Great  Britain,  the  title  of  the  Earldom 
of  Cbter.  While  the  spirit  of  adventure  was  jet  fresh,  in 
tta  noble  band  of  warriors  who  accompanied  or  followed 
Strangbow  into  Ireland,  John  de  Courcy  broke  into  Ulster, 
mriilialied  himself  there,  and  received,  as  the  reward  of  his 
achievement,  the  title  of  the  Earl  of  Ulster.  But  the  ho- 
n«r  and  the  property  were  soon  conveyed  by  a  female,  the 
iKiress  of  his  name  and  fortuiles,  to  the  equally  noble  house 
of  the  Lacies,  who,  amidst  many  a  storm,  had  fixed  then\* 
Mlhn^  in  Meath,  and  there  erected  the  castle  of  Trim.  By 
s&tditj,  which  seemed  connected  almost  of  necessity  with 
tiai  ^lendid  honour,  the  Earldom  of  Ulster  passed  away 
•oceiDore,  through  a  female,  to  the  illustrious  family  of  the 
De  Burgo'a.  Again,  the  elder  branch  of  the  house  failed, 
by  die  assassination  of  its  last  male  survivor,  in  the  reign  of 
the  third  Edward. 

That  great  Prince,  while  wasting  the  resources  of  his 
ooontry,  hi  his  ambitious  and  unwarrantable  attempts  upon 
die  Crown  of  France,  was  unable  to  afibrd  the  smallest  pro- 
lection  to  his  subjects  ia  Ireland.     The  daughter  of  De 
Borgo  fled  to  England,  and  there  conveyed  her  claims,  (all 
that  remained  of  the  princely  acquisitions  of  De  Courcy  in 
ITlster^)  to  Lionel,  Duke  of  Clarence,  as  her  husband.    In 
the  numerous  and  diversified  instruments  of  agreement,  sub- 
nsiiuu,    pardon,   or  alliance,  that  took  place  thencefor- 
v»ds  between  the  English  Crown,  and  the  chieftains  of  the 
SKient  and  ro3ral  race  of  the  O^Neils,  the  Government  ever 
itipaisted  for  the  performance  from  the  latter^  of  the  duties 
aid  the  payment  of  the  returns  due  to  the  Earls  of  Ulster ; 
iRit,  imtu  the  time  of  the  Tudors,  the  territory  itself  re- 
■abed  in  the  power  of  the  native  Irish.     It  was  upon  the 
€iD  of  the  elder  branch  of  the  De  Burgo*s,  that  two  younger 
kiittmen  betook  themselves  into  Connaught,  and  assuming 
hvk  names,  and  conforming  themselves  to  Irish  habits,  be- 
caffie,  what  was  called  in  the  language  of  their  former  bre- 
thren of  the  pale,  Dboenbrate.    One  of  these  families, 
nbaequesttly,  gradually  reconnected  itself,  from  the  time 
tf  Henry  the  Eighth,  with  the  English  Crown,  and  is  now, 
IB  for  nearly  three  centuries  has  been,  distinguished  by  the 
fide  of  Clanrickarde.     The  other  branch,  I  presume,  was 
that  which  Ortelius's  map  records,  under  the  name  of  Mac- 
WHIiam  Burke,  In  the  N.E.  comer  of  the  county  of  Mayo, 
•r  the  barony  of  Tirawly. 
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Of  the  barony  mtLi^,  and  its  fourteen  parochial  maps»  all 
have  suffered  from  the  fire ;  being  "  generallj  much  burned 
round  the  edges/'  and  for  the  most  part  deprived  of  their 
scales,  titles,  and  points,  or  bearings.  The  map  of  Balli- 
naglasse  Is,  from  having  been  folded,  burned  across  the 
middle.  Tlie  parishes  of  Kilrooremoy,  and  Ballinaglisli, 
are  on  one  map ;  as  are  the  parishes  of  Doonefeeny  aiid  Kil- 
fian  and  the  Commons  of  this  barony  on  another.  The 
Survey  and  Dr.  Beaufort's  map  correspond,  with  some  lit. 
tie  difference  of  orthography,  both  in  the  names  and  the 
numbers  of  the  parishes.*  Dr.  Beaufort's  map,  it  will  be 
borne  in  mind  by  tlie  reader,  is  intended  to  convey  infor- 
mation chiefly  respecting  the  ecclesiastical  condition  of  Ire- 
land.  Mr.  Arrowsmith's  seems  to  rather  aim  at  giving  a 
general  view  of  the  natural  face  of  the  country ;  for  of  the 

Sarishes  t;iven  in  the  Survey,  and  laid  down  by  Beaufort, 
[illala  and  Ball ina  (Ballinaglasse  of  the  Survey)  are  the 
only  ones  mentioned  by  him.  On  the  other  hand,  he  is  very 
full  in  other  respects ;  and  from  the  multitude  of  features 
laid  down,  as  mountains,  hills,  streams,  bogs,  castles,  &c» 
&c  a  considerable  degree  of  correctness  would  seem  to  be 
implied.  Most  assuredly  the  mechanical  execution  of  the 
work  is  exquisitely  beautiful ;  but  a  pretty  attentive  exami- 
nation of  the  two  maps,  in  the  way  of  comparison,  gives  me 
some  right  to  say,  that  where  they  differ,  the  opinion  of  the 
public  in  favour  of  the  superior  correctness  of  Dr.  Beaufort's 
labours  is  well  founded. 

Lbitrim. — The  maps  of  the  five  baronies,  and  of  twenty, 
one  parishes,  (upon  twenty  parochial  maps)  in  the  county 
of  Leitrim,  are  uninjured  by  the  fire,  and  are  in  good  order. 
The  barony  of  Rossclogher,  in  the  north  of  the  county,  pre- 
sents but  two  parishes.  Both  are  laid  down  in  Beaufort, 
though  neither  is  noticed  by  Arrowsmith.  In  OrteIius*s 
map  occur  the  names  O^Connor  and  MacClancy.  In  Dro- 
maliaire  barony,  the  names  of  the  Survey  coincide  with 
those  in  Beaufort.  The  parislics  of  Clonlogher  and  Clon- 
clare  are  on  one  map.  Killargy  and  Killinumery  are  the 
only  ones  in  Arrowsmith,  of  those  given  in  the  Survey  ;  but 
he  represents  Dromahaire  as  having  a  church,  which,  in 
Beaufort,  it  has  not. 

Ortelius's  map  is  very  far  from  being  clearly  laid  down  ; 

*"  The  Surrey  has,  indeed,  s  Kilfinan,  but  I  am  indiiied  to  suspect, 
that  it  may  be  a  part  of  Kilfian ;  as  nothiDg  is  more  usual,  than  this  suit 
•f  division  into  diiSerent  maps  of  parishes. 
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and  ioto  this  barony,  Siigo  is  made  to  encroach  so  much, 
that  I  cannot  certainly  determine  upon  any  ancient  name  as 
belonging  to  it.  The  names  of  tlie  five  parishes  in  the  Sur- 
vey,  belonging  to  the  barony  of  Leitn'm,  coincide  with  those 
in  Beaufort.  Arrowsmith  gives  t]\e  church  of  Annaduff 
alone.  Orteliils  has  the  names  of  M'Gauran  and  O^Ruarc; 
the  latter  of  w]^ich,  with  O'Ruarc's  name,  extends  to- 
irards  the  south-east,  into  the  barony  of  Carigallen.  Cari- 
gallen  barony,  with  its  four  parochial  maps,  coincides  with 
the  names  in  Beaufort.  Carigallen  and  Cloon  parishes  are 
Doticed  by  Arrowsmith,  but  with  a  considerable  difference 
of  orthography .  The  barony  of  Mohill,  with  four  parochial 
maps,  coincides  with  the  names  in  Beaufort.  Mohil)  is  the 
im\y  church  laid  down  by  Arrowsmith.  This  barony  was 
M'Ranairs  country,  according  to  Ortelius's  map. 

Sligo — Of  this  county,  both  the  six  barony  maps,  and 
Ae  thirty- three  parochiad  ones,  "  are  a  good  deal  burned 
round  the  edges,*  and  there  remains  neither  title,  index,  nor 
certificate,  upon  their  faces.  The  parts,  however,  which 
have  not  suffered  from  the  flames,  '*  are  in  tolerably  good 
preservation."  But,  exclusive  of  the  havock  thus  incident- 
ally made,  there  appears  to  have  been  originally  a  little  care, 
liessness  in  the  construction  of  some  of  the  maps;  inasmuch 
as  a  considerable  discrepancy  exists  between  those  officially 
nreserved,  and  the  copies  made  by  General  Vallancey  and 
Major  Taylor.  The  latter,  it  may  be  repeated,  are  not 
matters  of  evidence  ;  but  in  a  scientific  point  of  view,  there 
can  be  no  reason  to  doubt,  but  chat  Sir  William  Petty  meant 
the  tra^cript  of  the  Survey  (destined  for  England,  and, 
perhaps,  intended  to  be  preserved  for  his  own  use)  to  be  as 
nearly  a  Jac  simile  as  possible.  It  is  not,  however,  quite 
out  of  belief,  but  that  some  mistakes  may  have  occurred  ini 
making  the  copies  in  Paris ;  and,  in  either  case,  those  who 
have  been  most  engaged  in  these  laborious  and  responsible 
occupations,  will  be  the  first  to  make  allowances  for  such 
occasional  oversights.  The  discrepancies  shall  be  noticed  in 
the  order  they  occur.  The  barony  of  Carbury  has,  besides 
its  barony  map,  six  parochial  ones,  of  which  the  names  of 
St.  John  and  Calrie  do  not  appear  in  Beaufort.  It  is,  how- 
ever, possible,  that  the  former  is  in  the  town  of  Sligo,  the 
county  town.  DromclifF  is  the  only  parish  laid  down  by 
Arrowsmith  in  this  barony.  In  referring  to  Ortelius's  map, 
for  the  ancient  names  of  proprietors,  it  appears  to  be  so  en- 
tirely inaccurate,  that  the  names  given  in  the  barony  of 
Kesiclogfaer,  in  Leitrim,  do  stem  in  reality  to  belong  to 
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Carbury  io  Sligo.  This,  however,  though  a  crying  tin 
enough,  as  fiar  as  science  is  concerned,  is,  in  fact,  oif  no  ma- 
terial consequence  as  to  the  information  conveyed,  since  the 
identity  of  residence  is  sufficiently  ascertained. 

Besides  the  barony  map  of  Tjnreragh,  there  are  eight  pa- 
rochial  ones,  agreeing  in  number  with  th«  parishes  laid 
down  in  Beaufort,  but  differing  as  to  name  in  one  instance ; 
though  I  doubt  not  but  that  the  Estenagh  of  the  Surv^, 
and  the  Esky  of  Beaufort's  map,  are  the  same.  This  last  is 
in  Arrowsroith ;  but  the  church  of  Skreen  parish  b  the  only 
one  laid  down  by  him  in  this  barony,  which  is,  in  other  re- 

rts,  apparently  full.   Ortcliu8*s  map  has  here  the  0*Dow- 
and  MacFirbis. 

To  Tyraghrill,  belong  eight  parochial  maps,  with  that  of 
the  barony.  Kilross  and  Ballysadere  (the  Ballysandragh  of 
the  Survey)  are  on  the  same  paoer;  and  Kiknacalien  and 
Drumcollim ;  and  Killery  and  Ballisunmaghan,  respectively. 
The  parish  of  Killery  is  entire.  With  respect  to  Ahana 
(the  Athehanagh  of  die  Survey)  it  is  to  be  observed,  that 
**  on  comparing  it  with  Vallancey 's  map,  there  appears  a  de- 
ficiency in  the  bounds  in  his,  on  the  S.E.  side.  The  parish 
map  also  includes  a  denomination  at  the  N.W.  side ;  which 
Vallancey  leaves  entirely  out  of  this,  and  puts  in  the  adjoin- 
ing  parish  of  Collom.  But  it  is  presumed,  that  this  must 
be  wrong,  as  it  disagrees  with  the  **  Rough  Distribution 
Book."  The  names  and  number  of  parishes  agree  with  those 
in  Beaufort,  but  with,  it  must  be  confessed,  m  very  consi- 
derable variation  of  orthography.  Arrowsmith  bas  Killery 
under  the  name  of  Kilra;  and  here,  as  elsewhere,,  it  is  ex- 
tremely to  be  lamented,  that  so  accomplished  an  artist,  who 
has  never  been  surpassed  in  industry  or  ability,  within  his 
department,  should  not  have  sought  further  assistance,  be- 
fore he  gave  to  the  world  so  elaborate  and  beautiful  a  per- 
formance* The  church  of  Taughna  is  laid  down  by  ^i<n> 
but  the  name  is  omitted*  A  small  cross  of  two  slight  hair 
lines  mark  the  place  of  the  church,  and  a  clearer  method 
could  scarcely  be  adopted.  In  Ortelius*s  map,  this  barony 
b  styled  Tir-OiHll;  and  here  are  placed  the  names  of  Con- 
nor Sligo's  counti^,  MacConava,  0*Bean,  MacDonogh, 
and  MacDermod  Koe. 

Leney  Barony  iias,  besides  its  barony  map,  fo>ir  parochial 
ones;  upon  one  of  which,  atcording  U  thetiiU^  Killmac- 
teighe  and  Killoran  parishes  are  laid  down,  though  by  a  cu. 
rious  mistake  the  former  has  its  own  parochial  map ;  and 
Kilvamet,  which  is  not  mentioned  at  all  in  the  title,  though 
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II  be  Dmnied  in  Beaufort,  is  the  one  here  drawn.  Pan  onlf , 
in  an  imihability,  of  BaUiadere  is  here  given,  4tt  it  has  aJ. 
ready  been  described  in  TyraghriU  barony,  where  the  church 
is  placed  by  Beaufort.  ¥^th  respect  to  the  map  of  Kill. 
mactei^e,  there  appears,  upon  comparing  it  with  Vallan- 
oey's  copy,  a  Tariation  in  the  colouring  between  the  forfeit^ 
ed  port,  and  mountain  in  common ;  also  as  to  a  bog  on  the 
sooth.  Killmacteige  and  Alchonry  churches  are  laid  down 
I7  Arrowsmith.  but  the  place  of  the  latter  parish,  accprding 
ta  Beaufort,  is  nearly  usurped  in  his  map,  by  Ballygard 
dmrd,  which  is  neither  in  the  Survey  nor  in  Beaufort* 
The  O'Hara's  were  seated  here  in  Ortelius's  map,  a  name 
i^ich  at  a  more  recent  period  has  appeared  upon  the  pages 
of  general  British  history* 

Besides  the  barony  map  of  Corran,  there  are  six  parochial 
ones,  upon  one  of  which  are  the  two  parishes  of  Kilshalvev 
ndDrnmrat*  In  the  Survey,  Kiltora  parish  is  mentioned, 
sod  k  described  as  differing  from  both  the  baronial  map, 
sad  Yallancey's  copy,  as  to  the  bounds  between  it  and  Clo- 
BOghy,  the  Cloneogill  of  the  Survey.  In  Beaufort,  Kill- 
morgan  is  the  Killmurrogh  of  the  Survey.  Arrowsmith 
has  It  oniter  the  name  of  Kincruen ;  and  bv  an  analogous 
BHtake  of  his  authority,  Timore  church  (the  Tumower  of 
the  Survey)  is  styled  Towr.  On  the  other  hand,  General 
YaUaacey  (whose  labours,  it  has  been  already  observed, 
ceostitate  the  basis  of  this  map)  was  so  much  more  alive  to 
aatifiaities,  than  to  the  designations  of  the  homely  struc- 
tunes,  such  as  country  churdies  usually  are,  that  he  has 
aeticed  several  natural  caves,  in  the  form  of  Gothic  arches. 
Corran,  according  to  Ortelius's  map,  was  occupied  by  the 
MacDcmogh's.  Coolavin*  Barony  is  not  introduced  into  the 
Sorvey ;  and  therefore  is  not  strictly  before  me :  I  will, 
however,  vmiture  to  travel  so  far  out  of  the  record,  as  to 
observe,  that  it  is  described  in  Ortelius's  map,  as  belonging 
to  the  O'Haras,  M'Dermots,  0*Birns,  and  Kings* 

ULSTER. 

It  is  here  premised,  that  the  order  of  review  consecutively 
pursued,  as  far  as  it  coukt  be  observed,  has  been  from  the 
Borth-east  to  the  south-west,  at  least  within  each  province. 
The  strict  observance  of  this  rule  is,  it  is  true,  not  always 
very  easy ;  but  something  like  previous  and  systematic  ar- 
ra&gement  is  so  satis&ctory,  if  it  be  not  even  necessary,  to

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a  writer,  that  t  have  here  resorted  to  it  In  UlBter,  there* 
fore,  Antrim  first  presents  itself,  and  in  Antrim,  the  baroof 
of  Gary. 

Of  thd  nine  coonties  within  the  province,  Hot  one  alto« 
gelher  escaped  the  Survey,  and,  consequently,  confiscation, 
more  or  less  extensive.  Of  these,  the  county  of  Antrim 
has  eight  baronies,  besides  the  county  of  Carrickfergus ; 
and  of  the  baronial  and  parochial  maps,  those  of  the  barony 
of  Belfast,  of  Dunluce,  and  (according  to  the  Survey)  of 
the  barony  first,  and  then  of  the  County  Palatine  of  Camck- 
fergus,  are  burned,  and  are  thus  described.  **  These  maps 
are  all  in  detached  sheets,  the  edges  burned,  being  the  parts 
preserved  of  an  original  book.  The  certificate  and  index 
are  wanting."  The  maps  of  the  other  five  baronies  and  their 
parishes,  are  stated  to  be  in  good  order. 

Besides  the  barony  map  of  Cary,  there  are  six  parochial 
ones,  thus  preserved.  The  names  are  all  in  Beaufort,  but 
Billy  and  Derrykeighan  have  their  churches  laid  down  by 
him  in  the  adjoining  barony  of  Dunluce  to  the  west.  The 
division  of  the  country  into  parishes  may,  in  one  sense,  be 
styled  inunemorial ;  and,  in  general,  the  civil  distribution -of 
territory  has  conformed  to  it,  but  the  exceptions  are  nu- 
merous ;  and  sometimes  a  parish  is  found  not  only  m  difier« 
ent  baronies,  but  in  different  counties.  It  is  remarkable, 
that  Rathlin  Island,  celebrated  as  the  retreat  of  Robert 
Bruce  when  a  fugitive  from  Scotland,  should  be  included 
in  the  Survey.  Its  secluded  situation  might  have  been 
thought  a  sufficient  pledge  for  its  security.  Ballintoy,  which 
Is  not  in  the  Survey,  is  laid  down  by  Beaufort,  and  has 
been  described  in  the  first  volnme  of  the  Statistical  Survey. 
Arrowsmith  likewise  has  it,  with  Ardmoy  and  Culfeightrin, 
remarkable  for  its  coal  pits,  and  Billy.  In  Cary  are  tbe 
Giant's  Causeway  and  the  Whyn-Dykes,  the  last  of  which 
extend  themselves,  at  intervals,  to  Armagh,  as  well  as  into 
Scotland,  across  the  Channel.  Ortelius's  map  assigns  this 
district  to  the  M'Nillins. 

The  maps  of  the  barony  of  Dunluce  and  its  parishes,  (two 
of  which,  Killaghan  and  Kilr^hus,  are  upon  one  paper) 
are  all  burned  round  the  edges^  and  what  is  unusual,  that 
of  Loughgreedy  parish  is  burned  in  the  centre.  Billy  aod 
Derrykeighan  before-mentioned  by  the  iSurvey,  under  Cary, 
are  again  named  here,  and  thus  strengthen  Beaufort's  au- 
thority. Similarly,  Killagan  is  given  by  the  Survey,  both 
here  and  in  Killconway  barony,  where  the  church  is  placed 
by  Beaufort.    His  KiUallok  and  Ballimony,  are  not  in  the 
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Samr*  Part  of  the  latter,  however,  is  there  placed  with 
OghilJ  parish,  in  Kilconway.  Loughgeely  of  the  Survey,  is, 
I  presume,  the  Loughgule  of  Beaufort*  Arrowsmith  has 
onJj  Dunluce,  Ballywillan  and  Ballymony  parishes;  and  by 
Ortelios,  a  sept  of  the  O'Hara's  is  placed  here* 

Of  Glenarm,  the  barony  and  six  parochial  maps  have  beea 
saved  firom  the  fire,  and  are  in  good  order.  Lame  and  Glen* 
arm,  given  as  parishes  in  the  Survey,  are  not  laid  down  as 
soch  by  Beaufort ;  but  he  has  Lickmacrevan  and  St.  Cuming, 
which  are  not  in  the  Survey.  Larne,  Carncastle,  and  Glen- 
ami,  are  noticed  by  Arrowsmith ;  and  Ortelius  places  here 
the  O'Shiels. 

The  barony,  and  six  parochial  maps  of  Kilconwayt  have 
acaped  the  fire.  Dunaghy,  described  in  the  first  volume 
of  this  Statistical  Survey,  and  Grange  of  Dundermount  (the 
last  not  in  Beaufort)  are  on  one  map,  as  are  Ahoghill  (in 
Toome),  and  part  of  Ballimony  in  Dunlucc  on  anothen 
Riibghan  is  partly  in  Dunluce :  the  rest  of.it,  having  th^ 
church,  is  given  here.  The  Maghirisharkan  of  the  fiown 
Surrey,  I  apprehend  to  be  the  Kasharkan  of  Beaufort,  who 
has  not  the  Magherioghill  of  the  Survey,  unless,  as  I  suspect,

rim,  and  three  parochial  ones, 

have  been  preserved.    SkerryrRacavan,  laid  down  as  one 

parish  in  the  Survey,   is  divided,  and  has  two   distinct 

diurcbes  in  Beaufort,  who  has  also  Connor,  giving  name  to 

the  bishoprick,  and  Kells,  which  last>  however,  has  np 

dinrdi.     He  has  also,  Antrim,  Ball^clogg,  Rashee,  Bally* 

corr,  Kilbride,  and  Don^gorr,  not  m  the  Survey.     This  is 

easOy  accounted  for.    This  neighbouil^oed  was,  in  many 

respects,  eminently  protestant,  and  did,  in  fact,  repel  the 

first  efforts  of  the  rebellion.    Arrowsmit|i  l^  Antrim,  Conr 

nor,  Kells,  Donegorr,  and  Ballycorr;  and  Ortelius  has 

mread  over  this  imd  the  adjoining  baronies  of  Toome  and 

Belfast,  die  ancient  and  regal  house  of  the  O^Neils,  and  of 

die  two  (the  higher  and  lower)  G'Neils  Cl|uinaboy. 

The  barony  map  of  Toome,  and  the  parochial  ones  of 
l>uDean,  and  Drumall  and  Magherioghill,  (the  two  last  in 
one)  are  preserved.  The  last  parish  I  a^ain  express  my 
an^icion  to  be  the  Ahoghill  of  Beaufort  (described  in  the 
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first  Vblume  of  thb  Survey };  who  hem  morMver,  Cranfiel<I» 
Ballemenagh,  and  Portglenone  Chapel,  not  noticed  in  the 
Survey.  In  this  Imrony  lies  the  interesting  Moravian  Set- 
dement  and  Sdiools  of  Grace  Hill,  described  in  Uie  first 
volume  of  this  Statistical  Survey.  Arrowsmith  has  Balle- 
menagh,  Gracehill^  Dunean,  Moghill,  and,  I  apprehend, 
Cranfield,  though  the  last  is  scarcely  disccraible  through 
its  orthography.  Here,  on  the  northern  shore  of  Lough 
Neagh  is  situated  Shanes  Castle,  the  princely  seat  of  the 
princely  race  of  the  O  Neils.* 

The  barony  map  of  Belfi^t,  including  the  barony  of  Car- 
rickfergus,  (I  use  the  language  of  the  Survey jf  has  been 
partially  burned.  No  parochial  maps,  under  this  barony, 
are  mentioned.  The  county  palatine  of  Carrickfergus,  as 
it  is  called  in^  the  list,  though  it  has  not,  as  far  as  I  can 
leam,  any  attrtbulea  of  a  palatinate,  has  also  its  map  par- 
tially burnt.  The  same  is  the*  case  with  the  barony  map  of 
Massareene ;  with  which,  however,  no  parochial  maps  are 
given^ 

SowK. — Th^  maps  of  the  county  of  Down  have  been 
partly  preserved,  and  partly  burned.  Of  its  eight  baronies, 
Castfereagh  and  Duffisrin  towards  the  N.,  and  Mourne  in 
the  S.,  af^  not  in  the  Survey ;  and  are  only  mentioned  here, 
as  having  laid  down  in  Ottelius's  map,  toe  MacArtans  in 
Castlereagh,  and  the  Whites  in  Dufferin.  These  Whites 
are  the  first  EnsHsh  names  which  have  hitherto  occurred  in 
this  analysis.  I  may  be  pardoned  for  observing,  that  the 
names  used  within  th^  island,  resolve  themselves  into  those 
of  the  noble  adventurers,  accompanying  Stronffbow ;  of  the 
Bubsequent  English  comers,  whether  individuiwy  or  in  com- 
panies ;  of  the  natives,  within  the  Pale,  compielled  by  the 
Statute  of  Kilkenny  to  assume  the  names  Qf  Trades  and  of 
Colours;  and  of  the  aboriginal  names  of  the  Irish.  The 
Whites,  tbej'efore,  may  either  be  Irish,  adopting  the  name 
of  a  colour,  under  the  Statute  of  Kilkenny,  or,  what  is  far 
mpre  probi^le,  English  adventurers  coming  over  in  the  reign 
of  Elisabeth.    In  Mourne,  remarkable  tor  its  mountains,

according  to  Ortclius. 

The  barony,  and  parochial  maps  of  ArdeSi  are  burned. 
The  firsts  however,  is  perfect,  excepting  the  eastern  side, 
vhich  is  uoforfieited  land.  It  is  unsatisfactory,  that  the 
poiots  of  the  barony  map  disagree  with  those  in  the  paro- 
dud  ones,  Ist,  of  Ardquia;  ^,  of  Gray  abbey,  and  Sd,  of 
the  one  containing  no  fewer  than  the  parishes  of  Ballvphi. 
lip,  Slan^  Witter,  (the  Utter  of  the  Survey)  and  the 
Grange  of  Ballygalglott.  The  two  first,  and  'ballj'philip, 
are  in  Beaufort,  who  has  also  Bangor,  Donaghadee,  New- 
town, and  St«  Andrews,  probably  among  the  unforfeited 
lands.  The  Grange  and  Slane  are  not  in  Beaufort,  but  the 
irst  is  m  Arrowsmith,  as  are  also  Bangor,  Newtown,  Gray- 
aXtbey,  and  Ardquin,  with  many  other  names,  not  of  pa- 
ririiea,  among  which  is  that  of  Rock  Sa.vagb.  This  tract 
ii  given  by  Ortelius's  map  to  the  Savages^  undoubtedly  of 
Englisb  origin. 

The  barony,  and  three  parochial  maps  of  Kinalearty,  have 
tsc^>ed  the  fire.  The  Maghera  of  Beaufort  seems  to  be 
the  Magherahowlet  of  the  Survey.  The  only  parochial 
■ame  here  in  Arrowsmith^  Is  Kilroore. 

The  barony  and  seven  parochial  maps  of  I^wer  Iveagb, 
are  premrved.  Tho  partial  forftutures  shew  great  division 
of  parties  here.  Only  part  of  Segoe  and  Corumbie, 
and  the  quarter  of  Anakett,  all  on  one  map*  are  given  in 
the  Survey.  Corumbie  is  not  in  Beaufort,  and  his  Annahilt 
is  probably  the  last :  Segoe  he  places  in  Oneilland  in  Ar- 
nu^.  Agsitif  the  forfeited  part  of  Dromaragh  is  alone 
laid  down ;  and  in  the  map  containing  Tullylbh,  and  Agga- 
derick,  (the  church  of  which,  Beaufort  has  placed  in  Upper 
Ivea^)  the  forfeited  part  of  Sea|>atrick  parish  is  mentioned. 
The  parish  of  Dromore,  totally  torfeited,  gives  name  to  the 
bishoprick.  The  Glebe  of  Magherallv,  Magheralln,  and 
Donaghlony,  are  all  in  Beaufort,  who  nasj  besides,  Moira, 
Hillsborough,  and  Garvaghy.  For  the  first  time  I  observe 
Arfowsmith's  map  to  contain  all  tlie  parochial  names,  but 
with  curious  diversity  of  spelling,  and  pretty  essential  differ-. 
coce  occasionally  ^f  location.  Here  the  higher  O'Neif 
Clannaboy  seem  to  ha^e  .;»pread  themselves  from  Antrimi 
according  to  Ortelins. 

The  barony,  and  ten  parochial  maps,  all  single  ones,  of 
Upper  Iveagh,  have  suffered  severely  (for  the  most  part) 
from  the  fire.  Garvaghy  parish,  placed  by  Beaufort,  in 
Lower  Iveagh,  is  assigned  hither  m  the  Survey,  of  which 
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he  haft  all  the  names,  with  besides,  Drutnballyronej,  Do. 
naghmore,  aad  Kilcoe.  Of  the  Lordship  of  Newry,  the 
Survey  takes  no  notice.  In  strong  contrast  with  the  last 
barony,  Arrowsmith's  map  has  here  only  the  parish  of  Do- 
naghmore.  That  of  his  Dromatli,  perhaps  may  be  the 
Drumgath  of  Beaufort,  though  the  position  be  essentially 
different. 

The  barony  and  six  parochial  maps  of  Lecale.  haTing 
eight  parishes,  have  been  much  burned ;  and  that  of  Down 
(Downpatrick)  is  nearly  destroyed.  Beaufort  has  all  the 
names  of  the  Survey  (Kilmegan  church  bein^  laid  down  by 
him  in  Upper  Iveagh),  and  he  has  besides,  Inch,  Saul, 
Rathmullin,  Killough  Chapel,  and  Ardglass.  The  two  last» 
with  Rathmullin,  Bailee,  Bright,  Ballyculter,  Downpatrick, 
Terella,  Kilclief,  Inch,  and  perhaps,  Saul,  under  the  name 
of  QuaU,  are  in  Arrowsmith.  The  Dunsford  of  the  Survey 
is,  I  suppose,  the  Dunsport  of  Beaufort. 

LoNDOKDERRT. — The  maps  of  the  county  of  Londonderry 
have  escaped  the  flames.  Coleraine  h  a  double  denomina- 
tipn,  first  of  the  barony,  and  then  of  the  liberties  of  the 
town.  )n  the  former,  the  forfeitures  appear  to  have  been 
partial.  Thus  the  forfeited  lands  of  Camus  and  Killowen 
(the  unfbifeited  parts  of  which,  with  their  churches,  are  in 
the  liberties)  are  on  one  map;  as  are  Desertoghill  and  £r- 
regall  on  another.  The  church  of  Dunboe  and  part  of 
Ashadowy  are  respectively  surveyed ;  but  the  parishes  of 
KiUallocU  and  Agherton,  laid  down  by  Beaufort  within  the 
liberties,  are  not  noticed  in  the  Survey,  while  on  the  other 
hand  the  Ballyagharen  of  the  Survey  is  not  in  his  map. 
^  With  respect  to  Ballyrashan,  part  of  Ballymoney  and  Bally. 
'  willan,  mentioned  in  the  Survey,  their  churches  are  j^laced 
by  Beaufort  in  Dunluce  barony,  across  the  Bann,  in  the 
county  of  Antrim.  I  observe  in  Arrowsmith,  only  the  name 
of.  Aghadowy.  In  Ortelius,  the  0*Cahans,  the  O'Connors, 
and  the  O'Murrys,  (partly  alsq  ii^  X^oughinfil^olinj  are 
placed  here. 

Kenoght  has  unbumt,  Its  barony  and  seven  parochial 
maps,  containing  nine  parishes  in  part  or  in  whole.  Prun^- 
achose  parish,  partly  laid  down  with  that  of  Balteagh,  has. 
a  single  map  for  its  remaining  portion.  Dungiven,  Ba^agh- 
er,  and  Aughanlop,  are  on  one  map.  The  first  has  beei^ 
excellently  described  in  the  first  volume  of  this  Statistical 
Survey,  and  all  those  already  mentioned  are  in  Beaufort, 
but  with  much  difierence  of  orthography.  A  part  of  Bana- 
charr  is  given  in  the  Survey,  which  is  not  in  Beaufort,  and 
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it  probably  belongs  to  the  Baoagher  laid  down  with  Diingi* 
Ten  and  Aughanloo ;  for  nothing  can  be  more  diacordimt 
with  iradf^  than  the  orthography  of  the  Survey.  Tamlaght- 
fidaggan,  Tamloghard,  and  Bovevagh,  are  in  both  Beau- 
fiHt  and  the  Survey.  Balleagh,  Bovevagh,  Dungiven,  and 
BanagheTy  are  in  Arrowsmith,  and  both  maps  have  New^ 
town  Limavady.  0*Donall*s  country  is  placed  here  in  Or- 
tdios's  map. 

Tyiekerm  has  its  barony,  and  five  parochial  maps. 
Faughanvale  has  its  own  map,  but  Clondermot  and  Cum- 
ber are  in  one.  The  church  land  of  Faughanvale  Is,  besides, 
la^  down  on  a  map  by  itself;  so  also  ifi  that  of  Cumber. 
Pint  likewise  of  Clondermot  is  again  given,  with  a  portion 
of  Templemore  in  Inishowen^  across  the  river  Foyle,  in  Do- 
aegalL  The  cause  of  this  confusion  I  am  unable  to  guess. 
Of  these  luunes  none  appears  in  Arrowsroith,  but  near  the 
Bte  of  Comber  church  he  has  laid  down  one  close  upon 
Beanfirat  Lo.  The  liberties  of  Londonderry  are  not  noticed 
m  the  Sarvey,  Here  as  well  as  in  Kenoght  was  the  coun- 
try of  the  0*Donalb,  according  to  Ortelius. 

The  vast  baroi^  of  Loughinsholin  has  its  barony  and  five 
parodiial  maps,  occupying  with  thirteen  parishes  (in  part  or 
B  whole)  the  south  of  the  county.  Tamlaghtocreefy  (the 
Towlagochrill  of  the  Survey)  and  BallyscuUen,  have  parts 
of  them  upon  the  same  mi^.  Parts  also  of  Killdeagh, 
Hagbera,  (described  in  the  first  volume  of  this  Statistical 
Sorvey,.)  Termonary,  and  Kiicronaghan,  are  all  on  one  map. 
The  church  lands  in  Lissan  and  in  Desertmartin  are  also  on 
toe  map.  Ballinaskreen  has  a  single  map,'  but  Tamlaght, 
(tbeTawlaghtkilligh,  I  presume,  of  the  Survey)  Ballindery, 
Arboe,  and  Artrea,  (the  two  last  not  in  Beaufort)  have 
parts  of  them  upon  one  map.  All  these  parishes,  with  the 
exceptions,  as  noted,  are  in  Beaufort,  who  has  besides,  Di- 
lertlyn,  Magherafelt,  Kilrea,  and  the  Chapel  of  Ennisrush : 
he  has  likewise  a  chapel  in  the  woods  near  Lough  Neagh, 
aaotfaer  nameless  one  near  it,  and  one  also  at  Dawson's 
Bcidge.  This  curious  chequer  work  of  impunity  and  con. 
iicatioD,  seems  to  have  been  a  natural  consequence  of  the 
kktermixtare  of  the  two  races,  thus  placed  in  juxtaposition 
^  the  Dolicy  of  James  L,  as  suggested  by  Lord  Bacon. 
There  nas  been,  perhaps,  in  all  history,  no  individual  so 
eriUy  treated  as  this  Sovereign,  who,  because  he  had  some 
personal  foibles,  aud  was  fond  of  peace,  is  undervalued ; 
though  he  condensed,  to  a  very  considerable  degree,  Ire- 
land into  an  Englidiform,  as  well  as  anglicised  a  vast  por^ 
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lion  of  the  globe,  consequentially  at  least,  by  his  colonising 
system  in  America.  But  great  and  admirable  were  his  pm- 
cific  conquests ;  and  beneficent  as  they  have  proTed  to  the 
human  race,  the  brute  judgment  of  mankind  has  pronounced 
him  faulty  and  incapab|e,  and  thus  one  of  the  greatest  be- 
nefactors of  his  fellow-creatures,  that  ever  existed,  is  ana- 
thematised on  the  pages  of  history ;  while  the  villains  who, 
under  the  name  of  heroes,  have  tormented  the  world,  are 
sent  down  to  posterity  in  all  the  brilliancy  of  colouring, 
which  genius  and  industry  have  been  able  to  bestow  upon 
them.  The  human  race  have  had  few  benefactors,  and  they 
have,  perhaps,  deservtsd  few. 

Tykonb. — ^The  barony,  and  four  parochial  maps  of  the 
vast  barony  of  Strabane,  occupying  the  whole  north  part 
of  Tyrone,  have,  with  the  rest  of  the  maps  belonging  to  the 
county,  been  preserved  from  the  fire.  In  the  parish  of 
Ardstraw,  (described  in  the  first  volume  of  the  Statistical 
Survey)  of  Cappagh,  of  Badony,  of  Camus,  of  Umey,  of 
Leckepatrick,  and  of  Donagheady,  the  forfeited  lan<k  are 
noticed  in  the  Survey  as  belonging  to  the  church.  All  these 
parishes  are  in  Beaufort's  map,  who  has  besides  Strabane 
and  a  second  Badony,  of  which  an  Upper  and  Lower  are 
laid  down  by  him.  Donagheady,  Leckepatrick,  and  Camus 
churches,  are  in  Arrowsmith.  The  last  has  also  the  bridge 
of  Ardstraw,  but  not  the  church,  and  this  is  one  of  the 
many  instances,  in  which  the  different  plans  of  the  two  maps 
are  observable.  Bridges,  passes,  gentleman's  seats,  &c  find 
admission  into  Arrowsmitn's  map,  while  that  of  Beaufort 
rarely  passes  over  a  church.  The  Irish  name  of  O'Neil,  the 
Scotch  one  of  Hamilton,  and  the  English  one  of  Caulfield, 
since  ennobled  under  the  title  of  the  Earldom  of  Charlemont, 
are  here  laid  down  in  Ortelius*s  map. 

Besides  the  barony  map  of  Dungannon,  there  are  seven 
parochial  ones.  Of  Uiese,  the  first  has  the  whole  parishes  of 
Lissan,  Derryloran,  and  Kildress ;  the  second,  those  of  Bal* 
lyclog,  Artrea,,  Ballinderry,  and  Arboe;  the  third  has  De» 
sertereagh,  Donoghenry,  Clonoe,  (the  Cuneo  of  the  Sur- 
vey) and  Tullaniskin.  Donaghmore  and  Drumglasse  are  on 
a  fourth  map ;  while,  on  the  fifth,  are  laid  down  the  glebe 
lands  of  both  Clonfeckle,  and  Killjrman,  with  the  forfeited 
part  of  Carrinteel.  On  the  sixth,  Carrinteel  b  again  given 
for  ito  church  lands :  as  are  also  those  of  Aghalow  and  KiU 
lishell,  together  with  the  forfeited  parts  of  the  two  last. 
Clonfeckle  js  again  given,  for  its  forfeited  parts,  as  well  as 
Aghalowi  on  the  seventh.    This  distinction  between  church 
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iiiidft  and  forfeited  lands  in  the  same  parbh  may  induee  a 
soipiciont  that  the  former,  though  surveyed,  were  not  sub- 
jected to  forfeiture;  and,  in  truth,  it  is  not  easy  to  con- 
odre,  that  the  Clergy  of  the  Established  Church  would 
have  joined  in  such  a  rebellion  as  that  of  1641.  It  is,  how. 
ever,  possible,  that  the  lands,  thus  designated,  may  mean 
the  impropriated  property  distributed  among  laymen,  upon 
tbe  diasolution  of  the  monasteries,  and  plunder  of  the  bt« 
ibopricka.  All  the  above  names  are  in  Beaufort,  who  has 
moreover  Pomeroy  and  Dungannon  ;  but  he  has  laid  down 
tbe  churches  of  Lissan  and  Ballinderry  in  the  barony  of 
LoQghinsholin,  within  Londonderry  county.  Drumglasse 
lod  TuUaniskln  are  not  in  Arrowsmith,  and  Lissan  he  hat 
placed  ixx  opposition  to  Beaufort,  within  Tyrone ;  and,  in 
Cut,  the  discrepancies  are  so  striking  and  numerous,  witk 
reipect  to  positions,  that  nothing  but  a  survey  de  novOf  un« 
der  the  authority  of  government,  can  give  that  satisfaction 
called  for  by  men  of  science,  and  requisite  for  the  govern- 
iom\,  iuelf.  The  O'Neils  and  the  Q'Hagans  are  placed 
here  hy  Ortelius*s  map. 

Qmagh  Barony  (Omyin  the  Survey)  has  the  barony  map, 
aod  six,  parochial  ones«  The  ^rst  has  the  church  land  of 
Tenn9nmagurk|  the  second  that  of  Prumragh,  by  Omagh 
town;  tbe  third  the  essheat^d  lands  of  Dromore  and  KUl- 
akeery  ;  and  the  fourth  the  church  lands  of  Maghericrosa 
and  Umey.  llie  fiAh  has  the  church  lands  of  Termonmon- 
gan;  and  the  sixth,  those  o{  Longfield.  Maghericross  is 
not  in  Beaufort»  where,  however,  are  Clogherny  and  Tem- 
pteaume,  described  in  this  Survey,  not;  mentioned  in  the 
Down  Survey.  Urney  pajrish,  partly  here  given,  has  its 
cburcb  placed  by  Beaufort  in  Strabane.  Arrowsgiith  h^s 
noticed  Clogherny,  Dromore,  and  Killskeery,  and  has  also 
the  churches  of  Aghatony  and  Lisky,  which  are  neither  in, 
Beaufort  nor  the  Survey.  Ortelius*s  map  has  placed  here 
the  Engli^  family  of  the  Chichesters. 

Of  Clogner  there  is  only  the  barony  map,  and  that  has 
merely  the  outline  of  the  baronial  boundary,  without  the 
parochial  subdivisions. 

DoRBGALL. — The  maps  of  this  county  have  been  pre- 
MTved  from  the  fire.  Inishowen  has  the  barony  and  five 
parochial  mans.  The  first  contains  the  church  land  of  Mo- 
viU  (of  which  Beaufort  gives  two  churches,  the  upper  and 
lower) ;  the  second,  the  escheated  lands  of  Dysartagny,  and 
Templemore ;  the  Uiird,  the  church  land  of  Clonmany,  de- 
H:nbed  in  the  first  volume  of  this  Survey ;  the  fourth,  those 
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of  CloneUgh,  Culdaff,  and  Donagh ;  while  the  fifth  gifet 
Fahan,  (the  Fanthen  of  the  Survey).  With  the  addition  of 
a  chapel  at  Muff,  Beaufort  agrees  with  them ;  but  Arrow- 
smith  has  only  the  church  of  Culdaff.  The  O'Doghertjs 
are  placed  here  in  Ortelius*8  map. 

Kilmacrenan  has  the  barony  and  eleven  parochial  maps, 
Gartan,  Conwall>  part  of  Aughamunchin»  Aughnish,  Killi- 
garvan,  Clondevaddock,  Mevagh,  Clondehorky,  Ray,  and 
TuIIahobigly,  being  upon  as  many  maps,  are  all  in  Beaufort, 
who,  however,  places  the  church  of  Bay  in  Raphoe  baronj. 
He  has  moreover  Tully,  Kilmacrenan,  and  Raymunterdony, 
not  in  the  Survey.  Arrowsmith  has  Kilmacrenan,  a  Clogh- 
aneely  church,  where  is  the  R^munterdony  of  Beaufort ; 
and  where  the  last  has  Clondehorky,  tlie  former  has  given  a 
church  with  the  name  of  Ballymon.  Ortelius  has  placed 
here  the  sept  of  MacSweenv-Fanad.  The  Survey  has  part 
of  Athnengin,  not  in  Beaufort. 

Rapros  has,  besides  its  barony  map,  those  of  Raphoe,  of 
Li€brd,  and  of  Taugliboyne ;  while  the  fourth  contains  the 
parishes  of  Ray  and  Leek ;  and  the  fifth  those  of  Ponogfa« 
more  and  Stranorlan.  Beaufort  has,  in  addition  to  these, 
All  Saints  Chapel,  Killea,  Clonleigh,  and  Kilkeevagh. 
Raphoe,  Liffbrd,  and  Stranorlan,  are  in  ArroVsmith,  with  a 
nameless  church,  where  Leek  is  placed  by  Beaufort.  The 
McCanmeys  are  placed  in  this  neighbourhood  m  Ortelius's 
map. 

Besides  the  map  of  the  great  barony  of  Boylagh  and  Ban- 
nagh,  there  are  six  parochial  ones.  Parts  of  Inver  and 
Killymand  are  on  the  first ;  Killybegs  occupies  the  second; 
and  the  third  has  Kilrean  (not  in  Beaufort,  as  far  as  I  can 
observe),  Cappella,  which  may  be  the  chapel  laid  down  near 
Ardra,  on  the  Awin-£a  river,  and  Letter  Mac  Ward,  The 
fourth  contains  Templecroan  in  the  north,  and  Kiltaghtee 
in  the  south  of  the  barony ;  and  Inishkeel  has  a  map  to  it- 
self; while  Kilcarr  and  Glencollkill  are  placed  together 
upon  the  sixth  map.  It  will  be  observed,  that  no  whole  pa- 
rish appears  to  have  been  forfeited  here ;  as  they  are  all  laid 
down  as  merely  parts.  Killybegs  and  Inver  arc  in  Arrow- 
smith,  and  Letter  Mac  Ward  is  made,  without  any  church, 
to  extend  over  a  ridge  of  hills,  running  parallel  to  the  river 
Guybarra.  Ortelius's  map  has  to  the  north  of  the  barony 
the  MacSweenys  na  tua,  the  Mac  Wards  next  to  them,  and 
tlien  the  O'Donalls,  MacSwiney's,  and  O'Boyles. 

Tyrhugh  has  its  barony  and  fbur  parodiial  maps.  The 
first  describes  part  of  Came,  alias  Farmon  M^Gragh,  not  m 
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Beaofert  The  second  ha»  parts  of  Kilbarron,  described  in 
the  6rst  volume  of  the  Statistical  Survey,  and  Enish  M'SaiDt, 
^  which  the  last  is  not  in  Beaufort,  and  Drumholm  has  two 
maps  for  as  many  parts.  Ball)  sh^non  and  Donegal!,  laid 
down  in  Beaufort,  are  not  noticed  by  the  Survey.  The  two 
last  are  also  in  Arrowsmith,  as  well  as  the  church  of  Drum- 
holm*  The  O'Galaghers  and  0*Clerys  are  placed  here  in 
Ortelius's  map. 

Armagh. — Of  this  county  the  maps  have  been  partly 
burned  and  partly  preserved.  Either  much  of  the  county 
baa  not  been  surveyed,  or  many  of  the  parochial  maps  have 
been  lest ;  and  at  all  events  those  which  have  been  burn- 
ed ones,  have  suffered  greatly  from  the  fire.  The  barony 
map  of  0*Neillands  has  no  accompanying  parochial  maps, 
ana  has  lost  its  N.E.  and  N.W.  parts.  Of  Armagh  barony 
the  ooly  maps  are  two  parochial  ones  of  the  parish  so  named 
within  the  barony«  both  of  which  are  partially  burned.  Here, 
according  to  Ortelius  were  seated  the  0*Neils  (O'Nialans 
in  hia  map)  as  miglit  be  expected  from  the  present  appella- 
cios,  together  with  the  CaulBelds,  (already  noticed  under 
Tyrone,^  and  the  Brownlows*  The  rest  of  the  county,  it 
may  be  nere  at  once  observed,  was  occupied,  at  the  period 
of  that  map's  construction,  by  other  O'Neils,  the  O  Han- 
bns,  and  the  Achesons»  si^ce  ennobled  with  the  title  of 
Goaford,  but  still  more  distinguished  by  the  pen  of  SwifU 

The  barony  and  three  parochial  maps  of  Orior,  have  been 
nretenred  from  the  fire.  The^whole  of  the  parish  of  Kil. 
fecvy  hht  Killsleeve  perhaps  of  the  Survey)  is  laid  down, 
but  only  the  forfeited  lands  of  Loghgilly,  and  the  forfeited 
and  church  lands  of  Tawnaghtee.  The  last  I  do  not  find  in 
Beaufort,  but  he  has  Tanderagee  and  Forkhill ;  which  two 
last  are  all  I  can  discover  in  Arrowsmith.  Beaufort  has  , 
moreover  one  chapel,  near  Port  Norris,  so  called  after  the 
great  ciq|)taia  of  that  name ;  and  another  in  the  N.  part  of 
uie  barony. 

In  the  barony  map  of  Tyranny,  which  has  suffered  very 
arroely  from  the  fire,  the  parish  of  Fynan  or  Tynan  appears, 
together  with  /probably  part  oxily  of)  Derry noose,  as  the 
church  ia  laid  down  by  Beaufort  in  Armagh  barony.  Ar- 
rowsmith has  not  any  other  name,  but  Beaufqrt  has  Eglish. 

The  barony,  and  two  parochial  maps  of  Fews,  have  been 
preserved  from  the  fire.  There  are  laid  down  in  one  map« 
Creggan  parish,  described  in  the  first  volume  of  this  Sur- 
vey, and  in  another,  parts  of  Mullabragh,  and  Armagh  in 
the  barony  of  that  name.    |n  MuUabragb  lie  apparently 
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Hamilton's  Bawn,  anA  Market-Hill,  names  destined  to  live 
upon  the  pages  of  Swift,  as  long  as  English  literature  eii- 
dures.  Beaufort  has,  moreover,  LisnadUI,  Kilcloney,  Bal« 
lywire,  and  Newtown- Hamilton,  Lisnadill,  Mullybragh, 
Newtown-Hamiltoti,  and  Creggan,  are  in  Arrowsmith. 

FeRmanacr. — tlie  maps  of  this  county  have  been  slight- 
ly burned  at  the  edges,  but  are  otherwise  in  good  order. 
Of  its  eight  baronies,  Lurge,  Tjrreskennedy,  Clonkelly^ 
Coole,  Knockniny,  Maghetaboy,  Clonawly,  and  Maghera- 
fltephana»  the  three  last  alone  are  described  in  the  Survey. 

Magheraboy  has,  besides  its  barony  map,  one  parochial 
one,  with  the  parishes  of  Inish  M'Saint,  and  Beagh  (not  in 
Beaufort,  Unless  it  be  part  of  Bohoe^  laid  down  by  him  in 
Clonawly),  and  another  with  those  of  Devnbh  and  Ros- 
.aory,  both  of  which  are  in  Beaufort.  He  has  also  a  Garri- 
son Chapel,  and  that  of  Ruscar.  The  last  is  the  only  name» 
of  all  these,  which  appears  in  Arrowsmith.  Here,  accord- 
ing to  Ortelius,  dwelt  a  sept  of  the  McGwires— *4tt  did  another 
in  the  barony  of  Lurge.  Of  this  ancient  family,  of  which 
the  representatives  still  remain  in  this  country,  Lord  Mac- 
gwire,  who  was  arrested,  carried  over  to  England,  for  at- 
tempting to  seize  Dublin  Castle  at  the  beginning  of  the 
rebellion  in  1641,  and  executed  at  Tyburn,  was  not  the 
head,  and  was,  according  to  the  emphatic  old  English  ex- 
pression, the  second  son  of  a  second  son. 

The  barQny  map  of  Clonawly  is  lost.  The  parochial  ones 
are  those  of  Killnally  (not%  Beaufort),  Cleenish,  Bohoe, 
and  Killisher.  Of  these  names,  I  observe  none  in  Arrow- 
smith.  The  Coles,  now  ennobled  by  the  earldom  of  En« 
niskillen,  and  the  0*Flanegans,  are  placed  here  in  Ortelius*a 
map. 

In  Magherastephana,  the  bafony  map  has  lost,  by  the 
fire,  a  little  of  the  S.E.  and  W.  with  the  scale.  The  paro- 
chial  are,  two  for  the  E.  and  W.  parts  of  Aghalurcher,  and 
a  third  of  Aghavea.  Beaufort  has  also  Lisnaskea  chapel. 
The  last  name  is  in  Arrowsmith,  but  merely  as  a  village. 
He  has  also  Aghavea  church,  and  one  of  Coltrain,  but  thL§ 
name  appears  not  in  Beaufort,  nor  in  the  Survey.  . 

MoNAGHAN.-^The  maps  of  this  county  have  suffered 
from  the  fire,  but  are  otherwise  in  tolerable  order.  The 
barony  of  Donaghmoyne  to  the  south,  is  not  mentioned  in 
the  Survey,  and  is  also  a  blank  in  Ortelius's  map.  In 
Trough  there  are  the  barony,  and  one  parochial  map  of 
bonagh.  Errigal  is  added  by  Beaufort ;  and  the  last  is  like- 
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inae  m  Aitowsinith.    Here  and  in  Monagban  baronj,  Or^ 
telius*s  map  has  placed  the  M ^Malions.  ' 

Besides  the  barony  map  of  Monaghao,  there  are  the  pa- 
rochial  ones  of  Tihallen,  of  Teelownet  (probably  the  Ti- 
damet  of  Beaufort),  of  M onaghan,  of  Tullycorbet,  of  KiU 
laore,  of  Drninsnatt,  and  of  Clones.  The  church  of  this 
last  is  laid  down  by  Beaufort  in  Dartree  barony,  otherwise 
the  nmnber  pf  his  names  agrees  with  those  of  the  Survey. 
Arrowsmith  has  a  Lagacorry  church  a  little  to  the  N.  of 
Monagban  town,  which  is  mentioned  in  neither  the  Survey 
nor  by  Beaufort.  He  has  also  Monaghan,  Tidavnet,  Ti- 
hallen,  and  Tullycoibet. 

Dartree  has  its  barony  and  five  parochial  maps ;  those  of 
Agbabog,  Edergale,  Killevan,  Clones,  and  Currin.  £der- 
gale  and  Currin  are  not  in  Beaufort ;  but  as  his  number  of 
names  c^oincides  with  those  of  the  Survey,  1  am  willing  to 
believe,  that  they  are  the  same  with  his  Ematris  and  5aU 
kKxu  Anowsmith  gives  Clones,  but  without  notine  of  its 
church  ;  and  be  has  a  Drumswords  diurch,  which  is  noticed 
nestber  by  Beaufort  nor  the  Survey. 

Cremourne  has  its  barony,  and  four  parochial  maps,  of 
Aghamull^i,  of  Clontibret,  of  part  of  Tihallen  in  Monagban 
bvonr*  and  part  of,  (I  suspect)  Tullycorbet,  the  church 
of  whidi  is  in  Monagban.  Beaufort  has  additionally,  Muck* 
ao  cburcb.  Arrowsmith  has  the  names  of  the  last,  but  with- 
out notice  of  the  church,  and  he  baa  also  Clontibret. 

Cavav. — The  maps  of  this  county  have  their  edges  all 
burned,  though  in  other  respects  they  are  in  tolerable  pre- 
servation. « 

The  barany  map  of  Tullagbagh  (about  half  of  which  is 
destroyed)  is  accompanied  with  the  four  parochial  ones  of 
Kildallen,  of  (in  parts,  I  presume)  Killesbandra  and  Kildal- 
len,  of  Templeport,  and  of  Killinagh,  not  ia  Beaufort.  The 
cburches  of  Killeshandra  and  Kildallen  are  by  Beaufort 
placed  in  Tullaghonoho  barony ;  and  in  Tullaghagh  he  has, 
additionallv,  Kinawley,  and  Tomregan.  Killeshandra,  Kil- 
dallen, and  Templeport,  are  all  wliich  I  observe  in  Arrow- 
smith's  n»ap.  Ortelius's  map  is  so  very  indistinctly  laid  down, 
vith  respect  to  its  county  divisions,  that  I  speak  with  diffi- 
dence, when  I  say,  that  he  appears  to  have  lefl  this  barony 
without  any  names  of  inhabitancy. 

Tullaghonoho  barony  is  not  noticed  in  the  Survey ;  but 
the  janction  point  of  the  three  provinces  of  Leinster,  Ulster, 
and  Connaught,  is  on  its  S.W.  side,  at  Arvagh.  The  maps 
of  Arrowsmith  and  of  Beaufort  seem  to  agree,  more  than  I 
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had  been  taught  to  expect ;  but  in  the  course  of  some  of  the 
water8>  the  difference  is  great  and  striking. 

The  barony  of  Tullaghogarvy  has  its  barony  and  five  pa- 
rochial maps  of  Larah,  of  Drung,  of  Kiiiersherdiny,  of 
Dromgoon,  and  of  Annagh,  of  which  the  last  U  not  in  Beau- 
fort. Whether  the  Annalee  of  Arrowsmith  may  mean  this 
place,  may  be  doubted ;  but  of  the  above  parishes  Drung  is 
the  only  one  distinctly  laid  down  by  him. 

Of  Clonchee  the  barony  map  is  lost ;  and  of  the  parochial 
mi^s,  the  single  one  of  Enniskeen  is  noticed.  Beauforti 
however,  has  besides,  the  names  of  Killan,  Knockbride,  and 
Moybolgue,  alias  Bailieborough,  under  which  last  name  it 
is  described  in  the  first  volume  of  the  Statistical  Survey.  In 
this  barony  and  in  Tullaghgarvy,  to  the  N.  of  it,  Ortelius  has 
placed  the  O'Reillys,  the  0<Curries,  and  the  Plunketts.  £n-> 
niskeen  and  Knockbride  are  in  Arrowsmith.  I  have  now  to 
observe,  that  the  Survey  does  not  appear  to  be  always  in- 
fallible. In  this  instance,  under  th^  name  of  Clonchee,  the 
barony  map  is  represented  as  lost,  and  the  single  parish  of 
Enniskeen  is  noticed ;  but  under  the  name  of  Clooehy,  the 
barony  map  is  described  as  having  a  small  part  of  its  N.  side, 
with  part  of  the  scale  burned  off;  with  the  remarkable  ob- 
servation, that  the  N.  point  of  this  constitutes  the  S.  one  of 
Vallancey's  copy.  Moreover  the  identical  parishes  of  Kil- 
lan, Moybolgue,  and  Knockbride,  have  here  their  maps 
mentioned,  with  the  addition  of  that  of  Drumgoop,  the 
church  of  which  is,  by  Beaufort,  placed  in  Tullaghgarvy, 

Loughtee  has  its  barony  and  nine  parochial  maps.  These 
are  of  Kilmore,  and  of  Denn  and  Crosserlogh  upon  one  map. 
Of  these  the  last  is  placed  by  Beaufort  in  Clonmoghan. 
Urney,  Anagellifle,  Lowey,  and  Annagh,  have  single  maps. 
The  last  has  been  already  noticed  in  Tullaghgarvy  barony ; 
but  I  do  not  observe  it  at  all  in  Beaufort,  Costleterra  and 
Larah  are  on  one  map,  of  which  the  last  is  by  Beaufort 
placed  in  Tullaghgarvy.  Killinkere  has  its  own  map  ;  but 
by  Beaufort  it  is  placed  in  Castleraghan,  Drumlane  and 
Tomregan  are  on  one  map ;  but  Beaufort  places  the  last  in 
Tullaghagh.  He  has  besides,  Belturbet  and  Cavan.  In 
Arrowsmith  I  only  see  Kilmore  mentioned, 

Cafltleraghan  has  its  barony  and  two  parochial  maps  of 
Killinkere  and  Crosserlogh,  the  last  of  which  is  placed  by 
Beaufort  in  Clonmoghan.  He  has  also  Castleraghan  parish, 
Munterconaught,  Lurgan,  and  Mullogh  cliapel.  Of  all 
these,  Lurgan  alone  is  in  Arrowsmith. 
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Clonmoghan  has,  with  its  barony  map,  the  parochial  0110% 
«f  BaUintemple,  Ball jmacb ugh,  Crosserlogh,  Drumlummon, 
with  parts  of  Denn  and  Kilmore,  which  last  are  placed  by 
Beaufort  in  Loughtee  barony.  He  has  also  Ballimackilleny. 
lo  AiToirsmith  I  observe  BaUintemple  alone.  Over  these 
tikree  list  baronies,  Ortelius  has  spread  the  names  of  the 
O'Sheridans,  the  O'Bradys,  and  the  Mackiernans. 

LEINSTER. 

This  province  may,  in  a  popular  sense,  be  said  to  have 
represented  the  Pale,  or  that  part  of  Ireland,  inhabited  by 
the  English  and  descendants  of  Englishmen.  Within  this 
(vecinct  the  rule  of  English  law  was  confined,  while  the 
Soteretgns  of  England  were  merely  Lords  of  Ireland ;  but 
tfio  the  extension  of  their  power,  and  assumption  of  the 
npl  title  by  Henry  YIIL  this  rule  was  gradually  extended 
bto  the  other  provinces ;  and  the  distinctive  terms  of  Eng. 
lidi  rebel  and  Irish  enemy  formerly  used,  gradually  fell  into 
<iitQse,  until  they  were  lost  in  the  common  appellation  of 
nbject»  after  the  time  of  King  James  I. 

Louth,  the  north^asternmost  county^  of  the  province,  ap- 
petn  to  have  been  always  within  the  pale,  though  occasion. 
lUy  eiposed  to  the  hostile  and  dangerous  character  of  a 
frontier.  Of  this  county,  which  suffered  so  severely  from 
^  brutal  policy  of  Cromwell,  the  maps,  describing  its  con. 
fitcated  land,  have  been  materially  injured  by  the  fire. 
The  remains  are  little  more  than  frazn^ents  of  about  eight 
or  ten  inches  in  diameter ;  and  the  tiUe,  certificate,  and  m« 
^  together  with  the  abstract  sheets^  are  all  wanted. 

Respecting  Dondalk,  the  north-eastemmost  barony  in 
the  county,  no  description  is  given  of  the  baronv  map ;  and 
^  ptrochial  ones  of  Carlingtord  and  Dundalk  have  merely 
sfh^ment  of  their  E.and  N.E.  parts.  Beaufort  has,  addition- 
%,  Foghart,  Ballymascanlan,  Roach,  Kene,  Baronstown, 
Philipotowoy  Ballybarrack,  Dunbyn,  Haggardstown,  and 
Heutown.  The  two  last,  Dundalk,  Ballymascanlan,  and 
CiriiBgford,  are  in  Arrowsmith's  map.  OrteliMS  has  the 
PortUuices  and  Bel  lews  English  names,  and  English  names 
ve  eminently  predominant  through  the  county. 

The  barony  of  Louth  has  only  its  barony  map,  and  the 
ptrochial  one  of  Louth  parish,  both  of  which  are  reduced 
to  B  very  small  part  of  the  north.  Beaufort  has  also  Killur. 
^  Killincool,  Dromiskin,  Derver,  and  Mansficldstown. 
KiUomn  is  the  only  one  of  these  omitted  by  Arrowsmith ; 
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who  has  here  moreover  placed  a  Clonskeen,  which  ta  neither 
in  Beaufort,  nor  in  the  Survey.  Ortclius  lays  down,  about 
here,  the  Taafies  and  the  Verdons. 

The  barpny  map  of  Ardee,  or  Atherdee,  has  only  a  scrap 
of  the  N.  part  remaining.  The  parishes  of  Talanstown, 
Mapustown,  and  Charlestown,  are  all  upon  one  map,Vhich 
IS  greatly  damaged,  to  nearly  the  total  ruin  of  the  first  and 
the  last  parishes.  The  £.  part  of  Shenlis,  the  W.  of  Kil- 
demock,  and  a  little  of  the  N.  of  Sraermore,  are  upon  a  se- 
cond map.  A  small  part  of  the  N.  of  Cloonkeen  remains  on 
a  single  map,  as  does  a  little  of  the  S.W.  of  Ardee  upon 
another.  The  N.W.  of  Dromcar,  and  N.E.  parts  of  Kiisa- 
ran,  remain  upon  the  same  map.  The  latter  parish  I  do  not 
observe  in  Beiaufort ;  but  be  has  additionally,  Philipstown, 
Gemonstown,  Stickellen,  Stabannan,  Richardstown,  Dromy, 
Cappage,  and  Mosstown.  As  far  as  I  can  observe,  Clon- 
keen,  Charlestown,  Dromy,  and  Shenlis,  have  their  churches 
laid  down  by  Arrowsmifh ;  and,  witliout  the  churches,  he 
has  given  the  names  of  Stabannan,  Stickellen,  and  Cappage. 
In  the  name  of  Gemonstown,  that  of  the  Gernons*  placed 
here  in  Ortelius's  map,  is  in  course  recognised.  The  name 
again  occurs  in  Meath ;  and  in  Caernarvonshire,  across  the 
channel,  a  very  respectable  family,  bearing  the  same  name, 
is  to  be  found.  Ortelius  has  also  the  names  of  the  Dowdalls 
and  Flembigs.  Of  the  barony  of  Ferrard,  only  a  small  part 
of  the  N.W.  of  the  barony  map  remains,  and  of  parochial 
maps  there  is  no  notice  whatever  taken  in  the  return.  Now 
the  survey  of  a  barony,  implies  that  of,  at  least,  some  of  its 
parishes,  and  the  want  of  these  maps  therefore  may  be  re- 
ferred to  the  fire.  Beaufort  has  no  fewer  than  twenty- four 
names  of  parishes  laid  down  here ;  and  this  accumulation  in 
so  small  a  space  seems  to  prove,  that  a  dense  popuiatioa 
was  assembled  at  a  very  early  period.  In  fact,  Louth  at 
large  is,  at  this  dgy,  one  of  the  most  populous  districts  iu 
the  world.  BAthdrummin  parish  here  has  been  described  in 
the  first  volume  of  this  Statistical  Survey,  and  6#  also  has 
Clonmore.  The  plan  of  this  analysis  forbids  the  recapitu- 
lation of  parochial  names,  where  the  Down  Survey  is  alto- 
gether silent ;  but  it  may  be  mentioned,  that  the  Nettervilles 
and  Darcies  are  placed  here  in  Ortelius's  map. 

Meath. — fhie  maps  of  this  county  have  been  partly  pre- 
aerved,  and  partly  burned,  though  in  no  respect  so  destruc- 
tively as  those  of  Louth  have  been.  A  remarkable,  and  a 
troublesome  feature,  belonging  td  the  baronies  here,  is,  that 
s.everal  of  them  have  detached  parts,  enchased  in  oUiers,  so 
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that,  mistakes  maj  easily  occur,  in  qpite  ef  the  utmost  yi|I- 
lance  of  attention. 

Tbe  barony  map  of  Morgallion,  and  its  parochial  ones  of 
Nobber,  Clongill,  Killberry,  and  Killnatrick  and  Knock  upon 
One  map,  and  Kilshinny  and  DraKestown  upon  another^ 
hare  been  slightly  buraed.  Tbe  names  coincide  with  those 
of  Beaufort,  who  has  besides,  m  a  detached  part  of  the  ba* 
rony,  that  of  Dunmow.  Nobber  and  Kilberry  (the  last  with 
tbe  church  marked)  are  in  Arrowsmith,  who  has  besides, 
Csstletown,  with  its  church  or  chapel,  a  name  I  obsenre  in 
neither  Beaufort  nor  the  Surrey.  Where  Beaufort  has 
Danmow,  Arrowsmith  has  a  Benaghmore  church.  In  Or- 
telius's  map,  the  Nangles  appear  to  have  been  spread  over 
tbe  northern  part  of  the  county. 

The  barony  map  of  Slane  has  been  burned  towards  the 
centre,  from  its  having  been  folded.  Part  of  Enniskeen 
parish  ^the  church  (^  which  is  placed  fanr  Beaufort  in  Kells, 
on  the  borders  of  Cavan, )  and  a  part  of  Nobber,  (the  odier 
part  of  which  is  in  Morgallion)  are  on  one  map.  Dnnncon« 
rath  has  its  own  map,  as  have  Dowth,  Slane,  and  Ar- 
magh. Gemanstown  and  Stackallen  are  together,  as  are 
Lnighbraccan  and  Mitchelstown ;  and  Innismouthy  with 
Sjdao.  The  Rillary,  spelt  KtUeary  in  Beaufort,  who 
moreover  has  Grangegeeth,  Monk  and  Newtown,  not  in  the 
Survey.  All  these  maps  have  suffered  more  or  less  from 
the  fire.  Arrownnith  has  Dnunconrath,  Dowth,  Slane, 
Stackallen,  Sydan,  and  Gemanstown,  written  by  him  Gre« 


The  baroi^  map  of  Navan  and  its  eleven  parochial  maps, 
containing  eighteen  parishes,  have  suffered  from  the  fire. 
Of  these,  Riuhkenny  is  in  a  detached  Murt  of  the  barony, 
lying  between  Slane  and  Morgallion.  Donaghmore,  Clon« 
vamcddStf  Ardsallagh,  and  Navan,  have  their  respective 
naps.  Churditown  and  Ratane  are  on  one  map,  as  are  part 
of  Trim  and  Trhndstown— and  Tullahehoge  and  Moyett— 
and  KiUcooly  and  Newtown— and  Donaghpatrick,  Liscartan, 
and  Ardbraccan,  described  in  the  first  volume  of  this  Sur- 
vey— and  Rathbojme  and  Martry.  All  these  names  are  in 
Beaufort ;  but  he  places  Rathboyne  within  Kells  barony. 
He  has  also  Bective,  not  in  the  Survey.  ArdsaUagh,  Na- 
van, Trim,  Trimelstone,  Donaghpatrick,  Ardbraccan,  and 
Bective,  are  the  onlv  names  observed  by  me  in  Arrow. 
SBith.    The  Bamwalls  are  placed  here  by  Ortelius. 

The  barony  map  of  Kells,  tcwether  with  those  of  its  pa« 
mbm,  has  esciped  the  fire.    The  parochial  maps  of  Kells,. 
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IUthboyne»  Furrjr,  Girly,  Kilbkyre,  Moynalty,  Donagbpt- 
trick  {wkri  of  whidi  has  been  noticed  under  Nayan),  TeU 
town,  Imla^b^  Duleene,  Newtown,  Killbeg,  Staholmock, 
Cnumtown,  Kittnuun,  and  Caatlekyran,  have  their  names 
Md  down  in  Beaufort.  I  do  tiot,  however,  see  in  his  mw, 
Loghan,  and  BaHybrendhv ;  but  I  presume  the  Poles,  simply 
nikentiOned  hj  him,  ar6  the  Poles  of  Balliattyknaffe  in  the 
Survey;  which  has  not  his  Robertstown  and  Enniskeen. 
Kells,  Monaltv,  Donil|^patrick,  Cruseiown,  Killmain,  Ro- 
bertstown, and  Enniskeen,  are  in  Arrowsmith. 

^The  barony  map  of  Duleek,  with  six  parochial  maps,  con- 
taining fourteen  parishes,  have  been  preserved  from  the 
flames*  Duleek  and  Abbey  are  on  one  map ;  Ardeatb, 
Piercetown,  and  Clonalvy,  on  another;  Stamullen,  Moore- 
ehurch,  and  Ballygarth,  upon  a  third ;  Ballingarvy  and  KUl- 
Moon  (in  k  detached  part  of  the  barony^  placed  m  the  north 
of  Ratoath,)  are  upon  a  fourth.  A  fifth  has  Kentotown, 
Ftonor,  Painstown,  and  Browtestown;  and  the  sixth  contains 
KiHsharvan,  Colpe^  and  Julianstown.  Of  all  the  parishes, 
Abbey,  on  die  flint  map,  is  the  only  one  which  I  do  not  ob- 
serve in  Beaufort.  But  he  has,  besides,  Ardmulkan,  Knocks 
common^  Donore,  St.  Mary's,  and  Momanstown  chapeL 
Duledc,  Ardeath,  Stamullen,  Ballygarth,  and  Painstown, 
are  hdd  down  in  Arrowsmith^  as  well  as  Fennor  and  Julians* 
town.  Can  his  Killmainhill,  in  the  detached  part  of  Duleek 
barony,  be  Uie  Killmoon  of  the  Survey  and  Beaufort?  In 
Ortebus*8  map,  it  is  so  extremely  difficult  to  discriminate 
bMween  the  exact  position  of  the  names,  not  merely  as  to 
baronies^  but  even  as  to  counties,  that  I  suspect  the  &mi- 
lies  here  crowded  together  may  be  developed,  with  proprie- 
ty, over  several  of  the  adjoining  districts.  Here  are  no 
ftwer,  than  the  Deaeys,  thePrestons,  the  Cadells  (a  Welch 
Aame  of  royal  origin)^  the  Cusacks,  the  Bellews^  and  the 
Ch^Vers. 

The  half  barony  of  Foure  (the  other  half  of  which  is  in 
Westmeath)  has  in  barony  and  six  parochial  maps  preserved 
ttotn  the  names.  Dianor  and  Clonabreny  are  upon  one 
map.  Killidlan,  Loughcrew^  MoUogh,  Oldcastle,  and  KiU 
laugh,  have,  each  Its  own.  In  addition  to  these  names 
Beaufbrt  hiM  that  of  Castlecor.  Clonabreny  and  Oldcastle 
afe  laid  down  bv  Arkrowsmith,  who  hai  also  given  Liough- 
crew,  with  its  church.  N^withstanding  the  cUscrepancy  of 
orthography^  t  believe  his  Clenmdlon  to  be  the  Kilialian  of 
B^ufort. 
The  barony  map  of  SkrynCi  and  nine  parochial  maps,  con* 
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twin^  eighteai  parishes,  have  suffered^  though  not  verj^ 
matenaUy,  from  the  fire.  Tunoole,  Rathfeigh,  and  Cul* 
fingstofrn,  are  all  on  one  map.  Templekeran,  Monkstown, 
9nd  Lismulleny  are  on  a  second.  Macetown  and  Danes- 
town  are  on  another ;  and  Killeen  and  Dunsany  are  likewise 
M  joined.  Athlumny  and  Killcam  are  placed  together; 
•8  are  also,  on  another  map,  ArdmulkiM^  and  Folu^town. 
Dowestown  and  Taragh  are  in  ^e  same  map ;  but  Trivett 
and  Skryoe  have  each  their  respective  maps.  Of  all  these 
qames,  Templekeran  is  the  only  one  which  {  do  not  ob« 
serve  in  Beaufort.  Rathfiegh,  tlismuU^,  Athlumny,  Kil- 
leam,  Taragh,  Killeen,  and  Dunsany,  are  aH  in  Arrowsmith, 
Hie  Mainewards  and  Plunkets  are  placed  here  in  Orteiii^s's 
map. 

The  barony  map  of  Lune,  and  four  parod^ial  ones,  cob« 
taining  five  parishes,  have  lost  their  scales  and  titles  in  the 
fcre.  Moyagner  and  Rathmore  are  on  one  map  ;  but  Athboyy 
Kildalky^  and  Killiconigan,  have  eadi  their  respective  maps. 
The  Survey  agrees  both  in  name^  and  numbers  with  9eau- 
ibrt.  Athboy,  Rathmore,  and  Kildalky,  are  in  Arrow- 
smith. 

The  barony  and  nine  parochial  maps  of  Ratoath  hare 
escaped  the  flames.  Cookstpwn  and  Creekstown  are  upon 
^  same  map,  and  Donaghmore  and  Grenogg  on  another. 
Killoglan  has  part  of  Trivett  .(the  church  of  which  is  in 
Skryne)  upon  its  map,  diough  several  pariifies  intervene 
between  them.  Ratbbeggan,  Rathregan,  Palljrmaglassan, 
Dunshaghlm,  Kilbrew,  and  Ratoath,  are  all  in  Beaufort,  who 
has  a^  the  name  of  MilUown.  Creekstowui  Grenogg, 
Bathregan,  Dunshaghlin,  Kilbrew,  and  Ratoath»  are  in  Ar* 
rowbmith. 

The  barony  of  Dvmboyne  is  jiot  noticed  in  the  ^uryey, 
sod  Beaufort  has  not  more  than  three  parishes  in  it. 

The  barony  and  nine  parochid  maps  of  Deece,  containing 
aioeteepi  parishes,  beside^  part  of  Rathcore  (in  Moyfen« 
rath),  have  not  only  suffered  £rom  the  fire,  wt  have  i>een 
odierwiae  injured  by  being  dirtied. 

BaUsQon  and  Assey  are  on  one  map;  Dnpnlargan  and 
Kihnore  on  another ;  Rodanstown,  Balne^;han,  GaUow,  A^^* 
fr,  and  part  of  Rathcors,  are  on  a  third;  Colmolin  and 
Kaqckinark  are  on  a  fourth ;  and  Moy^lare  and'Killclone  on 
a  fi&h.  One  map  contains  Trubly,  Kilmessan,  and  (part,  I 
presume,  of)  fiallsoon.  KUltale,  Galtrom,  and  Djrpatric^, 
are  also  on  one  m«» ;  but  Scurlogstown  has  its  separate  one. 
I  da  not  observe  Rodalutown  in  Beaafort,  who^  however. 
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gives  Ballroddaa  not  in  the  Sunrer.  Of  all  tbete  names  1 
notice  only  Gallow,  Agher,  and  GaJtrim,  in  Arrowsmith.  A 
churchy  however,  which  I  can  assign  to  no  designation,  ia 
laid  down  somewhere  about  where  Ballroddan  is  placed  by 
Beaufort. 

The  barony  and  nine  single  parochial  maps  of  Moyfen- 
ragh,  have  escaped  the  fire.  Trim,  fpart  of)  Laracor,  one 
of  Swift's  livings,  Rathcore,  Rathmolion,  Castlerickard,  Kil- 
lyon,  Clonard,  Balliboffan,  and  Castle  Jordan,  have  each 
their  several  maps,  and  are  all  to  be  found  in  Beaufort* 
Arrowsmith  gives  Rathmdioui  Castlerickard,  Killyon,  Cas« 
tie  Jordan,  and  Clonard. 

Wkstmbath. — ^The  maps  of  this  countv  are  contained  in 
two  volumes,  and  with  Uie  exception  of  the  parochial  mapa 
of  MuUingar,  have  escaped  the  ^unes.  The  burning  of  that 
map  (inthecentre,  it  is  stated)  as  it  thus  stands  alone,  pro- 
bably arose  from  some  other  cause  than  the  general  fire. 

One  moiety  of  the  barony  of  Fewre  has  been  noticed  ua« 
der  Meath.  The  other  half,  styled  in  the  Survey,  Demi- 
foore,  occupies  the  northern  point  of  Westmeath.  Besidea 
its  barony  map,  the  Survey  gives  eight  parochial  ones,  con- 
taining respectively  Foytan,  (Foyran  in  the  Survey),  Lack, 
blah,  St.  Feighan*s,  St.  Mary,  Killpatrick,  Faghalltown,  and 
Rathgarve.  ^  St.  Feighan,  St.  Mary's,  and  Rathgarve,  I  do 
not  observe  in  Beaufort,  who,  however,  has  CasUe  Pollard» 
Mayne,  and  Fowre,  not  in  the  Survey.  These  two  last  are 
also  laid  down  by  Arrowsmith,  but  I  do  not  find  in  him  any 
of  the  other  names. 

Moygoish  has  its  barony  and  six  parochial  maps,  respec- 
tively»  of  Kilbixy,  Templeoran,  Killmacnevin,  Russagh, 
Street,  and  Rathaspick.  With  these  Beaufort  exactly  coin- 
cides, both  as  to  names  and  number.  Of  them,  Street  is  the 
only  name  I  observe  in  Arrowsmith,  Ortelius*s  map  haa 
here  and  in  Rathconrath,  to  the  S.  and  W.  the  name  of 
Dalton.  The  barony  map  of  Delvin  is  accompanied  with 
seven  parochial  maps,  of  which  two  (a  larger  and  a  smaller 

Sortion)  belong  to  Castletown  Delvin  parbh.  Killuagh, 
lillcumny,  Salliveilagh,  Killa^h,  and  part  of  Clonarlv  pa- 
rish (names  and  number  coinciding  with  those  in  Beaufort )» 
have  their  respective  mans.  Castletown  Delvin  is  the  only 
one  of  these  parishes  laid  down  by  Arrowsmith.  The  Nu- 
gents,  as  might  have  been  expected,  are  placed  here  in 
Ortelius's  map. 

Corkery  has  its  baronial  and  seven  parochial  maps,  of 
Taghmon,  of  Leny  and  Tiffisman,  (on  one) ;  of  Poruhan* 
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fHUkf  oTPoitlemoD,  of  Lacken,  of  Multifernaiii  and  of  Stone* 
biU  wparately.  With  these  names,  and  their  numbers,  Beau* 
fort  agrees.  Portlemon,  Lacken,  and  Multifeman,  are  in 
Airowsmjtb* 

Mojashel  and  Magherademon  has,  besides  its  barony, 
three  parochial  maps  of  Mullingar,  of  Rathconnd,  and  of 
D^But.  It  seems  singular,  that  in  a  barony,  not  remarlu 
ablj  small,  and  containing  the  county  town,  there  should 
be  only  three  parishes ;  yet  Beaufort  is  here  in  agreement 
wtth  the  Survey,  Mullingar  and  Rathconnel  are  in  AmnT'- 
anith ;  and  Oitelius*s  map  has  the  O^Malaghlins,  and  the 
Pttits. 

Rsthconrath  has  its  barony  and  seren  parochial  maps. 
Cborchtown  and  Conry  are  upon  one.  Templepatrick  aind 
Btllifflorin  (instead  of  which  Beaufort  has  Almorxtia  and 
MoiTore)  has  one  each,  as  hare  KiUare,  Ballimore,  Rath. 
co&rath,  described  in  the  first  volume  of  this  Survey,  and 
Piercetown.  Arrowsraith  has  the  three  last,  with  the  Moi- 
Tore  of  Beaufort,  who,  with  the  above  exception,  agrees 
with  the  Survey. 

Of  Farbill,  the  barony  map  only  is  in  the  Survey,  and  that 
ii  described  as  having  two  pieces  cut  out,  apparently  by 
tiadng.  Beaufort  places  here  two  parishes,  KtUucan,  Kill- 
bride,  and  a  chapel.    Killucan  is  also  in  Arrowsmith. 

Fartullagh  (the  Turtullagh  of  the  Survey],  besides  its 
btrony,  has  five  parochial  maps.  Upon  the  first  are  Lynn 
aid  i«rt  of  Mulhngar.  Castielost  and  Pace-Kilbrido  are 
upon  another ;  a  tmrd  contains  Newtowii  and  Clonftidda ; 
vbile  a  fourth  ha^  not  only  Carrick  and  Moliscar,  but  (a 
part  of,  I  presume)  Kilbride.  Ennisco^  has  its  own  map. 
Newtown*  and  Clonfadda  do  not  appear  in  Beaufort,  but 
hii  numbers  are  equal,  as  he  has  instead  Clonfadforan  (|>ro- 
bd>l]r  the  Clonfadda  of  the  Survey  )  and  Vasty.  Arrowsmith, 
boirefer,  has  Clonfadda,  together  with  Lynn,  the  only  names 
of  either  the  Survey  or  of  Beaufort,  which  I  observe  in  him. 
The  Tyrds  are  placed  here  in  Ortelius's  mBf. 

With  the  barony  of  Moycashell,  the  Survey  couples 
Migfaerademon,  as  it  had  already  done  with  that  of  Moy- 
«bdl.  The  association  with  Moycashdl,  I  apprehend, 
to  be  a  mistake,  and  certainly  it  is  discountenanced  by  the 
tnthority  of  Beaufort.  Besides  the  barony  map,  there 
»e  the  five  parochial  ones,   respectively,  of  Newtown, 

*  Tbb  if  proUbly  psrt  «r  tb«  Ketrtomi  to  the  &W.  in  Sf«j«nbell 
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Knicumrinigfa,  Ardourcher,  Rathu^i  and  Caitletowoi 
of  which,  the  last  alone  is  oat  in  Beaufort;  who»  howeYer, 
has  Vastina  and  Kilbeggan.  Castletown  is  in  Arrowsmithi 
as  are  also  Kilbeggan,  Newtown,  and  Rathue.  The  Ma- 
geoghagaos  are  placed  here  in  Ortelius*s  map. 

Kilkenny  West,  besides  its  barony  map,  has  four  paro- 
chial ones,  of  Nogheal,  of  Pnunrany,  of  Kilkenny,  and  of 
Bunowen,  with  which  both  in  names  and  number  Beaufort 
agrees.  I  do  not  observe  one  in  Arrowsmith*  Ortejius  ha^ 
Jierethe  Dillons  and  M'Awleys. 

The  territory  of  Brawny,  as  it  is  called  in  the  Survey, 
has  its  single  map,  with  the  Lordship  of  Moydrnm ;  and 
neither  B^fort  nor  Arrowsmith  has  witliin  it  any  other 
SMUie  besides  that  of  Athlone. 

Besides  its  barony  map*  Clonlonaa  has  thr^  parochial 
«nes  of  BaUlloghloe,  and  of  Killdeagh  separately ;  and  of 
Killmanagiian  and  Killonunraghragh  upon  one.  The  last 
4oes  not  appear  in  Beaufort  at  all,  and  Killmanajgban  has 
sts  churdi  laid  down  by  him  in  Killcoursey  barony  in  King's 
county.  Arrowsmith  has  none  of  them  whatever*  Qrte- 
liiis's  map  has  placed  here  or  hereabouts  the  Foxes,  the 
O'Blalones,  and  the  0<Dalys. 

LoKOKOiD.— Of  the  m9pB  belonging  to  this  county,  those 
of  two  baroaies  bttve  been  sUgbdy  burned  at  the  edges 
tothennae  they  ane  in  good  order ) ;  while  those  of  tb^  other 
lour  baronies  have  been  saved  firem  the  fire  altogether. 
Among  the  last  are  tbe  barony  and  four  parodiial  maps  of 
;GvaBard,  containing  Granard,  Columhkijl,  CLQnbron.ey,  and 
4be  6ijgg«r  Mri  of  Abbeylm^.  In  addition  to  tbe^e  four 
parishes,  Beaufi>rt  has  Firmpunt  chapel.  This  last,  and 
Granard,  ane  all  that  are  in  Arrowsmith. 

The  barony  map  of  Longford  barony,  and  four  (parochial 
'Ones  (rf'iClongeshy  MoghiU,  Killpe,  and  part  of  KiUiah^  ia 
M<^oe,  have  been  preserved.  Of  these,  Beaufort  has  onU 
Ckogesh;  hut  he  has  UkewJse  Tenm)e  Michael,  Longford, 
and  Clondra.  Temple  Michael  and  Limgford  are  in  Arrow* 
«mith,  and/here  ane  placed  ^he  O'F^rrals  in  Ortalius's  o|ap. 

The  barony  and  six  |Mirachial  maps  of  Ardagh  h^ve 
^escaped  the  fire.  Kilglass  aaa/A.  Ardi^  are  .^  one  map. 
Temple  Michael,  '(plaoad  by  Beaulort  ^B  above  jn  il^png- 
ferd),  lUthreagh,  Ballymaoonnack,  Moatrim,  imdthebaif 
paiish-of  Street,  httre«acb  their  squM^ate  maps*  AH  these 
names  are  in  Beaufort,  but  the  church  of  Street  is  laid  dowi 
by  him  beyond  the  boundai^  line  mto  Moygoish  in  West* 
meath.    Ardagh  is  in  Arrowsmith,  as  is  a  Moydone  churcb* 
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roDj  is  situated  Edgeworthstown^  one  of  the  few  places  itt 
Irelandy  of  which  the  position  is  settled  by  astronomical  ob« 
saratiod. 

Moydoe  barony  map,  with  four  parochiid  ones,  has  been 
tared  from  the  flames.  KiShnhee  and  Ballimaeormack,  are 
upon  one  tnap.  Of  this  test  parish  a  part  only  is  probably 
here  meant^  for  it  has  been  already  assigned  by  the  Survey 
to  Ardagh,  where  it  is  teid  down  by  Beaufort.  The  same 
mj  be  observed  respecting  Rilglass,  here  siven  on  a  single 
nap.  The  third  map  contains  part  of  Ardagh,  in  Ardagh 
barony,  and  Pasfainode  and  Moydoe»  the  first  of  which  I  do 
aot  find  in  Beaufort.  The  Kildacomoge  of  the  Survey^  is 
agam  mentioned  under  Rathline,  where  a  Killcomack  is  laid 
£wn  by  Beaufort,  which  I  take  to  be  the  same  place.  Beau. 
&ft  has  moreover  Ughsimod  here,  not  in  the  Survey.  Tagh- 
asny  church,  placed  by  Beaufort  in  Shrowle,  Is  here  in  Ar» 
rowsmith's  map,  which  has  also  KiUashee. 

The  barony  and  four  parochial  maps  of  Rathline  have  been 
dightly  burned.  Rathline,  KUdacamoge,  (Killcomack  of 
Bttufort,  I  suppose),  Coshall  (the  Cashell  of  Beaufort),  and 
Shrewre  (hb  Shrule),  have  each  their  several  maps.  With 
these  variations  of  orthography,  Beaufort  agrees  with  the 
Survey.  Arrowsmith  still  fhrther  diversifies  this  variety  for 
Kildaaiaioge  (the  only  church  or  name  as  above  noticed  in 
bii  map)  is  with  hhn  Killcoinack. 

The  b^ony  and  three  parochial  map^  of  Abbeyshrewl,  or 
Shrowle,  have  been  very  slightly  burned.  Ahafa,  Abbey« 
shrewl,  md  part  of  KOglass  (in  Ardagh),  are  on  one  map. 
Forgoey  and  part  of  Knockavale  (Nogh^il,  I  presume,  in 
Weitmeath),  are  on  another;  and  Taghshinny  and  part  of 
KildAcimOge  are  on  the  third.  All  theiie  names,  with  the 
ibove  distinctions,  are  in  Beaufort.  Arrowsmith  has  Forg* 
nejSAd  Faghshinny. 

DuaEtK.— The  reader,  who  recdllecU,  that  after  the  at* 
tempt  to  sfeize  Dublin  Castle  by  the  Catholics  had  failed,  the 
hostilities  afterwards  carried  on  were  chiefly  confined  here  to 
th«6  between  Protestants  and  Englishmen,  may  feel,  some 
Mrprise,  U{Bon  observing  so  great  a  portion  of  this  metropolL 
tan  cooniry  surveyed  for  thepurposes,  it  is  to  be  presumed,  of 
confiscation.  But  So  It  is,  and  the  process  has  reached  every 
harony  in  the  county,  of  whicli  all  the  maj^s  have  escaped 
the  fire.  In  the  baronv  of  Balruddery,  besides  the  barony, 
there  are  eight  parochial  maps.  Balruddery,  Garistown^ 
Haul,  and  Balmaduni  have  each  their  respective  maps.

Hollywood  and  Westphalstown  are  upon  one ;  BalliboghHl 
and  Donabate  upon  another ;  Palmerstown  and  Balliscaddani 
upon  a  third;  and  Holmpatrick,  Baldongan,  and  part  of 
Lusk  upon  a  fourth,  Beaufort  with  all  these  names,  except 
Baldongan»  has  also  Grallagh  and  Killrush ;  and  Arrowsmith 
has  all  the  names  of  the  Survey.  Ortelius's  map  places 
here  the  Graces,  a  branch  from  the  great  family  in  Kil- 
kenny. 

Nethercross  has  its  barony  and  three  parochial  maps. 
Upon  one  is  Swords ;  on  the  second,  Portrahane,  and  the 
greater  part  of  Lusk ;  and  on  the  third,  Clonmethan,  ano- 
ther part  of  Lusk,  and  part  of  Finglass.  Both  Beaufort  and 
Arrowsmith  agree  with  the  Suryey,  but  the  former,  I  think, 
has  also  Chapel  Midway.  The  clustering  of  names,  as  the 
metropolis  is  approached,  makes  it  very  difficult  to  decide* 
Ortelius  has  hereabouts  the  name  of  Taylor,  and  oyer  all 
tliis  district  spread  the  country  of  Fingal,  so  &mous  in  Irish 
history. 

Coolock  has  its  barony  and  three  parochial  maps.  Upon 
the  first  are  Santry,  St.  Margarets,  Killeak,  and  killossery ; 
upon  the  second,  Malahide,  Coolock,  Raheny,  Cloghran, 
and  parts  of  Swords  and  Finglass;  and  upon  the  third,  Port- 
narnock.  With  all  these  Beaufort  1ms  also  Glassnevin  and 
Clontarf,  and  the  chapels  of  Drumcondra,  Killester,  Doo- 
lock,  and  KiUybarac*  In  Arrowsmith  also  may  all  these 
names  be  found,  except  St.  Margarets,  Killeak,  Killossery, 
and  Killybarac  Ortelius  has  the  Laurences,  Warrens, 
Luttrels,  and  Talbots. 

Castleknock  has  its  barony  and  three  parochial  maps. 
Mallahithart  and  Chapel  Ward  are  upon  the  first ;  the  se- 
cond has  Killsologhan ;  and  the  third,  Castleknock.  Beau- 
fort has  these  three  names,  but  Arrowsmith  omits  Chapel 
Ward. 

The  barony  of  Upper  Cross  (laid  down  in  neither  Beau- 
fort  nor  ArrowsmiUi)  is  mentioned  twice  in  the  Survey,  once 
by  itself,  and  again  in  conjunction  with  Newcastle.  In  the 
former  instance,  the  two  parishes  of  Tipperkevan  (neither 
in  Beaufort  nor  Arrowsmith)  and  Ballimore  Eustace,  toge- 
ther with  part  of  Ballibough,  are  assigned  to  it.  These  two 
last,  with  Rathtook  and  Coflendstown  (in  Beaufort)  He  in 
one  of  the  two  detached  portions  of  the  county,  placed  to 
the  south  between  Wicklow  and  Kildare.  In  conjunction 
with  Newcastle,  there  are,  besides  the  barony  map,  no  less 
than  twelve  parochial  ones.  Tallagh,  Tassagara,  part  of 
Rathfamham,  Rathcoole,  Kilmatalwayi  Callanstown,  New- 
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Mstle,  Palnierstovn,  tDd  Kilmainham,  hare  their  respectire 
tups.  Lucan  and  part  of  Alderg,  are  upon  one ;  Creagh 
lod  Whitecliurch  upon  another ;  and  part  of  Ciondalkin  and 
Ballisennol  upon  a  third.  Except  Kilroatalway  and  Kilmain- 
hum^  Beaufort  has  all  these,  together  with  St.  Catherine's, 
Esker.CruiDlin,  Chapelizod,  Stacumny,  and  Newtown.  Both 
these  classes  of  names  are  in  Arrowsroith,  except  Kilmain- 
hsim  Ballisennol,  and  Ballibough.  The  admission,  however^ 
of  these  coincidences,  requires  the  very  largest  indulgencies» 
vhich  a  commentator  can  grant  to  a  varying  orthogra* 
phy. 

The  half  barony  of  Rathdown,  besides  its  baronv,  has 
four  parochial  maps.  Upon  the  first  are  Donybrook  and 
Tawny ;  and  on  the  second  Kill  and  Monkstown ;  the  third 
hts  Killeeny,  Tully,  and  part  of  Whitechurch ;  and  the 
foarth  Kilternany  Old  Connaught,  and  Rathmichell.  With 
these  names  Beaufort  has  also  Stillorgan  and  Kilgobbin. 
TawDy,  Kill«  Monkstown,  Killeeny,  and  TuUy,  are  not  io 
Arroirsmith'a  map.  In  Ortelius*8  map  are  the  Harolds^ 
Wolverstons,  and  0*Brins. 

KiLOARB.— »The  very  early  period,  at  which  this  country 
was  made  the  subject  of  hostilities  between  the  Enfflish 
adfenturers  and  thfi  native  princes,  the  establishment  there 
of  the  Filz-Geralds,  and  the  eventful  fortunes  of  that  noble 
bouse,  have  all  contributed  to  make  it,  in  some  measure, 
the  classical  ground  of  Irish  story.  It  is  the  more  therefora 
to  be  lamented,  that  the  maps  of  so  interesting  a  district, 
ihould  have  suffered  so  severely  from  the  fire,  aa  to  be  re* 
duced  to  little  more  than  firagments. 

The  barony  of  Salt  has  seven  parochial  maps,  besides 
that  of  the  barony.  Taghadoe  has  its  own  map.  The 
greater  part  of  Donacomper  is  on  another ;  and  Leixlip  is 
<»iatbird.  Oughterard  and  Kill  (in  Naas)  are  placed  on 
one  map ;  as  are  also  Killdowen,  with  parts  of  Donacomper 
tod  Kifidrought,  which  has  also  a  separate  map.    Killkeele, 

SiaNaas)  and  parts  (again)  of  Donacomper,  and  of  Cas« 
ediOon  occupy  the  seventh.  The  first  six  names  are  in 
Beaufort,  who  has  also  Cloghoallis,  Lyons,  Confoy,  May* 
nooth,  Cellbridge,  and  Straffon.  The  three  last,  together 
with  Leixlip,  are  in  Arrowsmith.  About  this  district,  and 
to  the  north  of  it,  the  Whites,  Aliens,  Sarsfields,  and 
Kices  are  laid  down  in  Ortelius*s  map.  It  is  extremely 
Btaige,  that.though  the  barony  boundaries  here  should  bo 
given  by  Arrowsmith,  yet  that  the  name  itself  should  b^ 
omitted* 
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Ikeath  and  Oughterany,  besides  the  barony,  has  six  pa* 
rochial  maps.  Kilcock,  Cloncurry,  Mainhaos,  Clonshambo, 
ftnd  Balrain,  hare  each  their  respective  maps.  Drumur- 
pll,  Dooedea,  and  Skulogstovm  are  upon  one.  The  last 
IS  the  only  parish  not  mentioned  in  Beaufort ;  and  Arrow* 
amith  has  the  two  first,  and  Donedea.  The  Wogans  and 
Aylmers  are  placed  about  this  district  in  Ortelius's  map. 

With  the  barony  roup  of  Carbury,  the  Survey  has  seven 
parochial  maps,  of  Dunfert,  Ballinadrummie,  Neemey, 
Cadamstown,  Moylerstown,  Archill,  and  Carrick.  Of  all 
these  I  do  not  observe  a  single  one  in  Beaufort,  who  has 
Killreeny,  Ballyscullog,  Carbury,  and  (perhaps,  for  the 
map  Is  here  very  obscure)  Lulliamore.  Of  these,  Arrow» 
snuth  has  the  two  last,  as  ne  has  the  three  first  in  the  above 
Survey  list.  Ortelius's  map  has  here  the  FitrGeralds,  and 
near  them  the  Browns.  The  Bog  of  Allen  occupies  a  very 
large  proportion  of  this  barony. 

Clame  has  five  parochial  maps,  besid^  that  of  the  ba« 
ny  of  Downings,  Ciaine,  and  KUlybegs,  (on  ooe;)  Tim- 
ahoe,  Ballinafeagh,  and  Brideschurch.  Beaufort,  with  all 
these,  has  also  Carogh ;  and  Arrowsmith  has  the  two  first 
In  the  listt  The  name  of  the  Fitz-Geralds  is  again  intro* 
duced  here  in  Ortelius's  map. 

Of  Naas,  the  barony  map  is  lost.  There  are  six  paro- 
chial ones  of  Naas,  Rathmore,  Carnalway,  Killisha.  oher* 
lockstown,  and  Bodenstown,  (on  one;)  and  Whitechurch.* 
Beaufort  has  all  these,  except  the  last,  which  does  not  occur 
i|i  his  map  nearer  than  ^alf  Rathdown,  Dublin.  He  has 
moreover  Ya^oe,  Conditstown,  Killteel,  Hainstown,  Killf 
Johnstown,  Gilltown,  and  Fumau^nis,  Arrowsmith  has  the 
four  last,  as  well  as  the  first  five  m  the  general  Survey  list, 
and  also  Blackchurch.  About  here  the  Eustaces  are  placed 
in  Ortelius's  map. 

Great  Connel  has,  with  its  barony  map,  five  parochial 
ones,  of  Ladytown,  Great  Connel,  Morristown,  and  Old 
Connel^  on  one  map ;  Kilmaoge,  and  Rathernon,  on  ano« 
ther,  and  Feighcullen.  Beaufort  has  all  these,  (though  the 
last  appears  to  be  in  Ophaly )  together  with  Balliroannv ;  and 
Arrowsmith  has  the  three  first  m  the  above  list,  with  KiU 
maoge, 

*  A  note  rapccting  this  map,  obifnrcf,  **  Tbis  mip  sppcan  to  have 
contained  anoCber  parish,  the  name  of  which  is  unintelligible ;  but  on 
Tefcrcnce  to  the  Book  of  Survey  in  the  Auditor's  Office,  it  appcsn  to  be

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Ophdy  has  three  parochial  maps,  besides  that  of  th« 
barooj.  Killdangan,  Dooany^  and  Numey  are  on  one; 
BaUisax,  KOlinish,  Ballisonnan^  and  Carne  on  another, 
TaDj  if  alone;  but  it  is  judged,  that  upon  the  map, 
when  entire,  there  were  Dunmurry,  Pollardstown,  the  Abbey 
land  ef  KDdare,  and  Silliatt.  All  the  above  names  are  in 
Beaufort,  except  Silliatt.  Bat  he  has  besides  Feiehcullen, 
Knavinstown,  St. Mary,  Lackagh,  Waterstown,  and  (if  I  read 
the  word  aright)  Rathangan,  Thomastown,  and  Kildare* 
Arrowsmith  has  the  three  last  as  he  also  has  the  four  first  of 
the  Surrey  list,  together  with  TuUy.  He  gives  Kilrush  hi 
the  barony  of  Narragh  and  Eheban,  of  which  a  part  therefore 
nmr  be  there* 

The  half  barony  of  Killcullen  has  in  its  map,  (so  the  ex* 
pressions  used  seem  to  imply)  nearly  the  whole  of  Tully, 
and  a  small  part  of  Killcullen  parishes.  Beaufort  has,  be- 
sides, Davicbtown  and  £8ke ;  the  last  of  which^  and  Kill* 
calleo,  are  abo  in  Arrowsmith. 

The  two  baronies  of  Narragh  and  Rheban,  and  of  Kil- 
kea  and  Moone,  in  the  south  of  the  county,  are  not  noticed 
b  the  Survey,  and  are  therefore  passed  over  here,  without 
further  notice,  than  the  observation,  that  Ortelms*s  mi^ 
18  here  quite  bare  of  names.  Kilberry  however^  in  the 
former  barony,  has  been  described  in  this  Survey. 

King's  County.— The  maps  of  this  county  have  beeo 
ptftly  preserved  and  partly  burned.  Amontt  the  former^ 
Warrenstown  is  mentioned  in  the  Survey ;  of  which,  there 
are  however  no  maps  described.  Beaufort  has  BallymHc* 
wiUiam  parish ;  and  Ortelius*s  map  has  on  the  boundaiy  line 
ef  the  county  the  Fitz-Simmons. 

Coolestown  has  preserved  three  parochial  maps,  besides 
that  of  the  barony ;  viz.  of  Monesteroris  and  Ballinakifl 
on  one;  part  of  Kathangan  (in  Kildarel  presume)  and  of 
Cloncast.  Beaufort  has  with  these,  except  Monesterorifl^ 
Castropeter  and  Primult;  and  Arrowsmith  has  Batlinakill,  be« 
sides  a  Ballydermot  Churchi  which  is  neither  in  Beaufort 
nor  the  Survey. 

Philipstown,  with  the  barony,  hasisix  parochial  maps  all 
preserved,  of  Killclonfert  and  Croghan  on  one ;  of  BatU* 
comon,  and  of  the  two  parts  of  Cloonehorke.  If  the  last 
be  the  Clonchurch  of  Beaufort,  there  are  four  in  his  map ; 
but  he  has  opt  got  Harristown  and  Belaghbreckan,  on  one 
map :  or  KUladurhy,  or  B^lvkeene.  He  has  however  the 
towns  of  Portarlington  and  FbiUpstown ;  as  has  also  Arrpift 
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smith  with  Croghao.  Ortelius  places  here  a  fiunfly  of  the 
O'Connors,  andHyFalie,  or  Falies  country.  ^ 

Ballicowen  has  the  harony  and  two  parochial  maps  pre- 
served ;  upon  one  of  which  are  Durrow  and  Killbride ;  and 
upon  the  other,  Raghan  and  Linally :  Beaufort  has  all  these, 
and  no  more*    Arrowsmith  has  only  Durrow. 

The  barony  and  four  parpchial  maps  of  Killcoursey  have 
been  preserved.  Kilbridelanglan  and  Kilmanaghan,  have 
each  their  maps ;  and  so  have  the  parts  of  Ardnurcher  and 
Kilcumriragh,  the  churches  of  which  are  in  Westmeath. 
All  these  names  are  in  Beaufort ;  but  I  observe  none  of  them 
in  Arrowsmith. 

The  barony  map  of  Geshill,  including  the  parish  of  the 
same  name,  has  been  slightly  damaged  by  the  fire.  Beau- 
fort has  in  addition  Kiilighy ;  but  Arrowsmith  has  no  other 
than  Geshill. 

The  barony  and  five  parochial  maps  of  Garrycastle,  have 
been  partially  injured  by  the  fire.  Lemanaghan,  Clonmac- 
noise,  Killegally,  Reynagh,  and  Lushma,  are  all  in  Beau- 
fort, who  has  besides  Tessauran  and  Gallen.  The  last, 
with  Killegally  and  Clonmacnoise,  are  in  Arrowsmith.  The 
Macoghlans  are  placed  here  in  Ortelius's  map.  Here,  at 
the  Dolan  islands,  in  the  Shannon,  the  three  provinces 
meet ;  Connaught,  by  Longford  Barony,  in  Galway ;  Mun- 
•ter,  by  Lower  Ormond  Barony,  in  Tipperary ;  and  Leinster, 
by  Uie  Barony  of  Ballibrit  in  the  King  s  County. 

Balliboy,  besides  its  barony,  has  only  the  two  parochial 
naps  of  Balliboy  and  Killahy ;  nor  has  Beaufort  any  more. 
Arrowsmith  has  the  first,  and  a  nameless  church,  where  the 
second  is  placed  by  Beaufort.  The  0*MuIoys  are  laid  down 
here  in  Ortelius's  map.  The  maps  of  this  barony  are  pre- 
•erved. 

The  barony  map  of  Eglish,  or  Fircal,  with  the  two  pa- 
rochial maps  of  Eglbh  and  DrumcuUen,  have  been  slightly 
burned.  Arrowsmith  has  Eglish,  and  Beaufort  has  both 
theparishes. 

The  barony,  and  six  parochial  maps  of  Ballibritt,  have 
'  been  partially  injured  by  the  fire.*  Birr,  Kinnitty,  and 
Aghancon  1)ave  each  their  respective  maps.  Seikyrau  and 
Roscomroe  are' on  one;  Killcolman  and  Ettagh  on  another; 
«nd  Roscrea  and  Corbally  on  a  third.  Beaufort  has  all 
'^ese  except  Corbally ;  and  Roscrea  Church  is  placed  by 
him  in  Tipperary.  Arrowsmith  has  only  Bii^and  Roscrea. 
Over  this  barony,  and  Clonlisk,  Ortelius's  map  has  spread 
Iba  O'CarroIls  and  the  O'Deianys. 
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The  barony,  and  nine  parochial  maps  of  Clonlbk^  have 
been  preserved.  Dunkerrin,  Cullenwain,  Killcomin,  KltU 
colman,  (in  Ballibritt)  and  Ettagh,  (the  same)  have  their 
tevertl  maps.  Shinrone  and  Killmurry  are  on  one ;  Castle- 
town  and  Aghnaneedle  (in  Tipperary)  on  another  ;  Finglass, 
ind  another  part  of  Castletown  on  a  third ;  and  Roscrea, 
part  of  Dunkerrin,  and  Corbally  on  a  fourth.  Except  the 
last,  Beaufort  has  all  these»  and  also  Ely.  Arrowsmith  has 
only  Dunkerrin  and  Shinrone. 

WiCKLow. — The  maps  of  the  County  of  Wicklow  have 
been  preserved.  The  map  of  the  half  barony  of  Rathdown 
it  given ;  but  there  are  no  parochial  maps  with  it.  Beaufort 
however,  gives  Bray,  Powerscourt,  Delgany,  and  Kilmack« 
enfoge.  Arrowsmith  has  the  three  first ;  and  the  O'Birna 
are  placed  here  in  Ottelius. 

Newcastle  has  the  barony  and  three  parochial  maps^ 
Upon  the  first  are  Delling,  Kilcool,  and  Newcastle ;  upon 
the  second,  Newragh,  and  Killiskee ;  and  on  the  third, 
Wicklow,  Glanely,  and  Derrylossery.  Of  these,  Delling 
and  Killiskee  are  not  in  Beaufort,  who  however  has  Rath* 
new,  Killoughter,  Down,  and  Killacreeny,  not  in  the  Sur- 
Yey.  Arrowsmith  has  Killcool,  Newcastle,  Killoughter, 
Wicklow,  and  Glanely.  The  name  of  Gaval  Bagnall  ap» 
pears  here  in  Ortelius's  map. 

Talbotstown  has  three  parochial  maps,  besides  that  of 
the  barony.  Killbride,  and  the  Lordship  of  the  Three 
Castles  are  on  one ;  Castlesollo^h,  Talbotstown,  and  Bal* 
tinglaso  on  a  second ;  and  the  Bishop  s  Lordship,  the  Lord- 
ship of  Boyestown  and  Hollywood,  the  parish  of  Burgage, 
and  part  of  Ballibough  (in  Dublin)  are  on  a  third.  The 
three  first  names,  with  the  Bishop  s  Lordship,  are  not  in 
Beaufort ;  but  he  has,  additionally,  Donaghmore,  Friendar 
town,  Blessington,  Donboy,  Tubber,  Crehelp,  Dunlavin, 
Dooard,  Rathallagh,  Ballinure,  and  Kilbregan.  Arrow, 
imith  has  all  these,  except  Donaghmore  and  Friendstown ; 
and  of  the  Survey  he  has  Talbotstown,  Baltinglass,  and 
Hollywood. 

Arklow  has  the  barony  and  nine  parochial  maps ;  of  KilL 
common,  Killmacoe,  and  Rathdrum,  (on  one;)  Clanilee 
(part  of  Glaneley  in  Newcastle,  I  presume)  Wicklow,  (part 
of)  and  Killpoole,  (on  one ;)  Ballydonnel,  Castle  M<Adams, 
Templemitchel,  the  Abbey  land  of  Arklow,  and  Newrille 
(oQ  one;)  and  Inishbojme.  Of  these,  the  two  last  are  not  in 
Beanfort,  who  however,  has,  additionally,  Killcashel,Enorelly, 
(tUbride,   Bailintemple,   Killpipe,   KiiUihurler,  and  Dun. 
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ganstown*  The  last  is  in  Arrowsmith,  who  has  also  of  the 
Survey  listy  Kil]pool>  Rathdrum,  and  Killmacoe,  besides 
Wickfow. 

Ballinacor  has  the  barony  and  three  parochial  maps,  con. 
taining  parU  ofKillpipe,  (in  Arklow,)  and  of  Hacketstowo, 
(in  Cariow)  on  one;  Rathdrum  and  Killdalogh*  Thia 
last  I  do  not  find  in  Beaufort,  and  I  feel  inclined  to  read 
It  Glendalough,  the  celebrated  Seven  Churches,  and  a  Bl- 
shoprick*  With  this  correction  the  names  are  all  in  Ar- 
rowsmithy  except  Killpipe.  The  OTools  are  placed  here 
in  Ortelius  s  map.  This  barony  is  a  vast  tract,  character- 
ized (with  some  addition  from  part  of  Talbotstown)  in  Ar* 
row8mith*s  map,  as  containing  about  one  hundred  and 
twenty  square  miles,  uninhabited  and  unimproved.  It  con. 
stitutes  the  interior  of  the  county,  and  occupies  the  high 
ground  of  the  country ;  and  has  within  it  most  of  tlie 
springs  of  the  numerous  and  beautiful  streams,  which  add 
to  the  charms  of  the  scenery  in  Wscklow. 

The  barony  of  ShUelagh  is  not  noticed  by  the  Survey. 

Queen's  Coumty. — The  maps  of  this  county  have  been 
partly  preserved,  and  partly  burned  in  a  slight  degree  round 
the  edges* 

Portaehinch  has  only  the  barony  and  two  parochial  map8» 
(slightly  burned )  iK*  Coolebanchor,  and  Lea  described  in 
the  first  volume  of  the  Statistical  Survey.  The  first  is  not 
in  Beaufort,  who  has,  however,  St.  Peters  and  Ardea* 
Arrowsmith  has  Lea,  spelt  by  him  Leix.  The  0*Regana 
and  O^Dempsys  are  placed  here  in  Orteiius's  map. 

Tinehinoh  has  the  barony  and  four  parochial  maps,  slight- 
ly burned,  of  Rosenallis,  Killmannan,  Castlebracke,  and 
^erymore.  The  last  is  not  in  Beaufort,  who  has,  however, 
Oregan  and  Mountmellck  Chapel.  Rosenallis,  Rerymore, 
and  Mountmelick  are  in  Arrowsmith.  The  O'Donsseem  to 
be  seated  hereabouts  in  Ortelius  s  map. 

StradbaUy  has  the  barony  and  parochial  map  (slightlj 
burned)  of  Corcloane,  and  part  of  Ballyallan  (quere,  Ballv- 
adams,  in  the  barony  of  the  same  name)  tlie  rest  qf  the 
barony  heing  unforfeited  lands.  Beaufort  has  of  these,  Strad- 
baUy, Timoge,  and  Baili^uillane  panshes.  ^  Timoge  and 
Stradbally  are  in  Arrowsmith. 

The  barony  and  three  parochial  maps  of  Maryborough 
are  slightlpr  burned.  On  the  first  are  Kilcoiemanbane,  and 
part  of  Timahoe  in  CuUinagh ;  Burros  is  on  a  second ;  and 
Clonenagh  and  Clonaheen,  on  a  third.  Beaufort  has  all 
thesei  with  Straboe,  KiUteali  Disert,  and  Baliyfin  Chap<^

Arrowsmith  has  this  last,  and  Cloncnagb,  and,  I  guess, 
Straboe  and  Clonaheen ;  but  both  position  and  spelling  are 
so  much  at  variance  with  Beaufort,  that  I  feel  rery  ua« 
asiured.  'Maryborough  or  Fort  Leix,  as  Ortelius's  map 
styles  it,  is,  in  course,  in  both  maps;  and  about  it  were 
snted  the  noble  sept  of  the  O^Mores. 

The  barony  and  two  parochial  maps  of  Balliadams,  have 
been  preserved  from  the  fire :  On  the  first  are  Kilmackedy, 
FoDtstown,  and  part  of  St.  John's ;  the  second  has  Rath, 
netpog,  Tankardstown,  Killibane,  and  Monk's  Grange. 
Of  these  the  first,  St.  John's,  and  Rathnespug,  are  not  in 
fieaufort,  though  the  last  is  probably  his  Rathaspick :  he 
has,  however,  additionally,  Ballyadams  and  TuUownroy* 
This  last,  (under  the  name  of  Tully,  as  I  judge)  and  Bal- 
lyadams, are  all  I  find  in  Arrowsmith.  In  this  barony,  and 
the  adjoining  ones  of  CuUinagh  and  Slewmargy,  the 
0  Mooneys  and  Keatings  appear  to  be  placed  in  Ortelius's 
map. 

The  barony  and  three  parochial  maps  of  Slewmargy  have 
been  very  slightly  and  partially  damaged  by  the  fire.  Kil- 
leitane  and  Rathaspick  are  on  one ;  Slaty  and  Shrule  on 
soother;  and  Killeskin  has  the  third  to  itself.  Beaufort 
coincides  with  the  names  and  the  number ;  and  Arrowsmith 
bas  Uie  two  last 

CuUinagh  barony,  and  two  parochial  maps  have  been  just 
touched  by  the  fire.  The  first  has  Cloneheen,  of  which  the 
cfanrch  is  in  Maryborough ;  and  the  second  contains  Balli- 
roaa  and  Fossi :  Beaufort  has  not  the  last ;  but  he  has  Dy^ 
lart,  Gallen,  Crcmorgan,  Timahoe,  Abbey  Leix,  and 
Ballynakill,  not  in  the  Survey.  Arrowsmith  has  the  four 
last,  and  Balliroan,  of  the  Survey  list. 

The  barony  and  nine  parochial  maps  of  Upper  Ossorj 
bave  been  saved  from  the  fire.  Clonkin,  and  part  of  Ros« 
conael,  (in  Kilkenny)  are  on  one;  Durrow,  Killeny,  and 
part  of  Aghamy  are  on  a  second ;  and  Coolkcrry  and  Agh* 
Bttcarton  a  third ;  a  fourth  has  Boardwell  and  Kiilermo^h ; 
a  6fUi  Aghavoe,  described  in  this  Survev ;  and  a  t^ixth  has 
Eirke,  (in  Kilkenny.)  Rathsarran,  and  Rathdowney,  are 
also  on  single  maps;  and  Skirk,  Donaghmore,  Killdelig^ 
Oflerilian  and  KiiJballidufie,  are  all  upon  one.  Of  these 
perishes  Clonkin,  Durrow,  and  Ki*lbaliiduffe  do  not  appear 
m  Beaofort,  where,  however,  is  the  additional  name  ol  Kyle« 
Hiis  last*  with  Aghavoe  and  Rathdowney,  are  the  only 
names  oat  of  so  great  a  number,  which  I  can  observe  in 
Arrowsmith.  Here  Ortelius*s  map  has,  in  course,  placed 
the  very  ancient  and  royai  race  of  the  Fuz-Pauicks. 
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Carlow. — The  maps  of  this  county  have  been  preserved 
from  the  fire.  Ravilly  has  the  barony  and  six  parochial 
hiaps  of  Rathvilly,  Rathmore,  TuUow,  each  on  a  single 
map  ;  and  Ardristan,  Aghade,  and  Fenagh.  all  on  one.  There 
are  besides,  the  single  maps  of  Rahili  and  Kingath,  the  last  of 
which  I  suspect  to  be  the  Rath  of  Beaufort.  He  has  not 
got  Fenagh  ;  but  he  has  Straboe,  Hacketstovm,  Clonmore, 
Castlenore,  and  Tullobeg.  Of  these  Arrowsmith  has 
Hacketstown,  Castlenore,  and  the  four  first  names  of  the 
Survey  list.  The  Cookes,  Browns,  and  Bagnalls  appear  to 
occupy  tlie  northern  part  of  this  county  iu  Orteliuss 
map. 

Catherlogh,  or  Carlow,  besides  the  barony,  has  aix  pa- 
rochial maps.  On  the  first  are  Clodagh,  Painstown,  and 
part  of  Killerig ;  the  rest  of  which  are  on  another  and  sin- 
gle  map.  Carlow^  Ballinacarrig,  and  Tullowmagrimahy 
have,  each,  their  respective  maps ;  but  Kellystowo,  the 
Lordship  of  Grangeforth,  and  parts  of  Bamycary,  Killerig, 
(again)  and  Urglin,  are  all  on  one.  Clodagh  and  Barnycary 
are  not  in  Beaufort,  who,  however,  has  Ballicroge  and  Clon. 
ipusk,  not  in  the  Survey.  Arrowsmith  has  the  last  with 
Urglin,  Painstown,  Grangeforth,  and  Carlow. 

Besides  the  barony  map  of  Idrone,  there  are  nine  pare, 
chial  ones,  of  Acha,  Kilishynal,  ^single  maps)  and  of 
Cioghguenan,  Kilcreene,  and  Loughland,  all  on  one.  Ar< 
nie  and  Fenagh  are  on  another ;  as  are  also  Kilmeene,  and 
part  of  Wells  parish.  Dunleckny,  and  another  part  of 
Wells  are  likewise  placed  together ;  and  so  are  Cionagoose 
and  Ballielin  ;  and  SiegufF  and  Lorumi  Part  of  St.  MulUn's 
parisli  is  on  a  map  by  itself.  Of  these  numerous  namesi 
the  six.  first  are  not  in  Beaufort.  Kilmeene  and  Balielin, 
are  also  not  in  him  ^  but  then  he  has  got  Cloydob,  Tullow* 
enyn,  Drumlry  Chapel,  Killtennel,  Old  L,eighlin,  and  Nur- 
iiey.  These  two  last  are  in  Arrowsmith^  as  are  Lorum  and 
St.  Mullin*s ;  the  only  ories  of  the  Survey  list.  In  Ortelius  s 
map,  here  are  the  0*Gormans,  the  O'Nolans^  O'Rians,  Ca- 
revvs,  M*Morrugh8,  4nd  Cavanaghs. 

Forth  has,  bes  des  the  barony,  seven  parochial  maps,  of 
]VIy shall,  Ballan,  Barragh,  (single  maps)  and  Ardristan, 
(part  of)  upon  one;  Templepeter  and  Aghade.  (part  of) 
are  on  another;  but  Fennagh  (part  of)  and  Territory  of 
Pobbledrom  have  their  several  maps.  This  last,  and  Bally- 
molden  are  not  in  Beaufort,  who,  however,  has  Gilbertstown 
and  Clonegall.  The  three  first  names  on  the  Survey  list, 
and  Clonegall,  are  in  Arrowsmitli ;  and  be  has  a  Killedincm 
Churchy  of  whi^h  I  see  nothing  elsewliere. 
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St.  Blullin'9  has  its  barony  and  two  parochial  maps,  of 
the  parish  of  the  same  name,  and  Ballyellin  and  Ullard  on 
one  map.  The  last  does  not  appear  m  Beaufort ;  and  St* 
Mollm's  is  marked  by  Arrowsmith,  as  the  Tide-End  up  the 
Barrow.    The  Browns  seem  to  be  placed  here  in  Ortelius's 

Kilkenny. — The  maps  of  this  county  have  been  partly 
preserved  and  partly  burned  slightly  about  the  edges. 
The  barony  and  eight  parochial  maps  of  Fassachdining  have 
been  partly  saved.  Conohy,  Cooleraghin,  Mayne,  and 
Mothel  have  their  respective  maps :  Donaghmore  and  Kill* 
menan  are  on  one ;  Killmademoge,  and  part  of  Donomore, 
are  00  another ;  a  third  double  map  has  Killmodeen,  and 
}»rt  of  Castle-Comer ;  and  Muckully,  and  part  of  Dysert» 
are  on  a  fourth.  Conohy  and  Donomore,  are  not  in  Beau- 
fort, who,  however,  has  Attanagh,  Odogh,  Killmocar,  and 
Sosconnel.  The  last  is  in  Arrowsmith,  who  has  also  Castle- 
Comer;  but  I  observe  no  other  of  the  names  in  his  map. 
Here  was  the  country  of  the  Graces ;  and  by  them  in  Or- 
tdius's  map  are  placed  the  O  Brenans, 

The  barony  and  seven  parochial  maps  of  Gallmoy  have 
been  saved.  Of  these  parishes,  all  on  single  maps,  Durrow, 
(detached  in  the  Queen  s  County)  Aghamy,  Bayllin,  Coolca- 
8hm,  Fartagh,  Eirke,  and  Urlingford,  all  are  in  Beaufort, 
except  Bayllin.  Urlingford  is  in  Arrowsmith ;  and  besides 
a  Rath  Church,  he  has  a  nameless  one,  where  Beaufort  has 
Gliahare,  which  is  not  in  the  Survey.  About  the  borders 
of  this,  and  the  Queen  s  County,  are  the  Wandesfords,  a 
name,  I  had  supposed,  to  be  first  introduced  under  Lord 
Strafford. 

The  barony  and  twenty^two  parochial  maps  of  Gowran 
hsTe  been  saved  from  the  fire.  Blanchfield  and  Smithstown 
are  upon  one  map ;  Blackrath,  and  part  of  St.  Martin's 
opon  another.  The  rest  have  each  tneir  respective  maps, 
^^g*  Ullard,  Powerstown,  Jerpoint,  Collumkill,  Dungar- 
van,  Tulloherin,  Killerney,  Dunbell,  Tascoffin,  Clara,  or 
Churchclara,  Kilderry,  Rathcool,  Kilmodeen,  (in  Fassach- 
diotng,  part  of)  Upper  Grange,  or  Grange  Silvae,  described 
in  the  first  volume  of  the  Survey,  Shankill,  KiUmacahill, 
Iniatioge,  Thomastown,  and  Kilfane.  This  multitude  of 
parishes,  thus  accumulated,  may  perhaps  be  accounted  for 
^  the  great  religious  establishment  at  Kilkenny.  Of 
them,  Killerney,  Dunbell,  Blanchfield,  and  Smithstown,  are 
not  in  Beaufort;  but  he  has,  additionally,  Killkyran,  Gow- 
in»  and  Clooamery.    Arrowsmith  has  only  the  three  last 
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of  the  Surrey  list,  and  ChurcYiclart ;  but  he  hat  Gowran, 
and  a  Ballylinch  churdi^  about  wliere  Beaufort  has  plncmd 
Tulloherin, 

The  County  and  Liberties  of  Kilkenny  have  then'  map 
and  three  parochial  ones  saved  from  the  fire.  They  are  of 
Canice,  St.  Patrick's  and  part  of  Canice,  and  of  St  Joha*8. 
Beaufort  has  also  St.  Mary's.  Arrowsmith  has  none  of 
them  ;  and  the  Butlers  are,  in  course,  placed  here  m  Orte* 
lius's  map. 

Crannagh  barony,  and  ten  parochial  maps,  have  been 
saved  from  the  fire.  Ballicallen,  and  parts  of  KUlaloe  and 
Tullaghan,  (in  Shellilogher)  are  upon  one  map.   Tulloroan* 

*  In  dut  psriih,  about  four  milta  from  KUkenny,  wm  Courtrtowo* 
tiie  aadent  cmbtlUed  teat  of  tht  Graoei,  which,  ifanHing  in  wxnt  €i  ha 
parta,  may  be  tractd  aim  it«  whole  foundatioii.  In  KUkcnny  itaaU^ 
•lio,  thert  WM  n  Oraoe*s  Caatte,  built  in  ina  (Hin  ao  oaUed,  thoagh

which  haa  already  been  mentioned  aa  placed  by  OrtdiuiiB  Dublin  Coun^» 
aa  well  as  in  Fasaacbdining  barony  in  KiUienny.  It  may  not  be  ibrelgB 
to  the  purpose  of  Uiia  wotIc,  to  describe  auccinctly  a  family,  springing 
in  the  eldest  line  fi^om  Hiqrmond  Fits-Williani.  or  Le  Oni^  die  nooat 
nittstrious  of  Slrongbov*s  aaaooiatea;  aa  it  will  shew,  tiiat  the  inmdaft 
brougbt  at  least  aa  much  nobility  aa  they  found.— —Ilie  Fktriaidi  of  ihm 
hmWy  was  Boron  Walter  Fits- Other,  or  de  Windsor,  Gofemor  of  Wind- 
eor  Ca<(t1e  &c  &c  in  1078.  **  The  Houae  of  Howard  **  (a^rs  Honoa 
Walpole)  "afforded  of  itaelf  a  House  of  Peers**  Tlie  same  may  ba 
said  of  die  Houae  of  Windsor,  whidi,  producfaig  tfia  fimiilieB  oi;  lot, 
Windsor  Sd,  Carew  3ri  Grace;  4d^  Fits*ltttaica ;  5th  Genod; 
6th,  Fltf-Gciald;  7th,  Madcensie;  and  Stfa,  Fits-Gibbon,  has,  is  the 
direct  male  linea,  poaaeased  one ,  Dukedom,  two  Marquisatea,  fourteea 
£arldom%  thirteen  Vtscootiea,  and  twenty-eight  Baronies,  in  all  fifty* 
eight  Peerages,  besidea  nine  Baroneldea. 

Rayipond  Le  Groa  was  the  great  grandaon  of  the  Patriarch,  Benin 
Walter,  through  hia  third  son  Gerald  Fits- Walter,  Chamberiain,  fte.  to 
Heniy  I  Of  this  Gerald  William  Flts-Gerald,  Loid  of  Caiew,  &c 
was  the  eldest  aonf .  who  left  the  patronymic  of  Carew  to  Ai«  eldeat  eon ; 
while  Raymond,  the  second  one,  had  given  him,  firom  hia  stature  and 
atrength.  the  Agnomen  of  Gro^  or  Gna,  and.  in  the  eourse  of  tima, 
by  Engliab  pronunciation,  Grsce.  Tbe  heroes  of  the  ezpcditioa  achie?ad 
the  most  solid  rewards  by  thehr  swords.  Thus  Raymond,  for  restoring 
Dermoid  McCarthy  to  die  throne  of  Cork,  raorived  a  fast  tract  qi  land 
in  Kerry,  which  he  settled  on  Maurice  his  second  son,  founder  of  the 
fits  Maurice  family  He  also,  for  his  serrioea,  was  rewarded  with  the 
hand  of  Basilia  de  Clare.  Stnmgbow*s  sister,  and  all  that  country  in  Tip* 
perary  and  Kilkenny,  known  aa  Grace's  Country,  besides  Uie  honour  of 
Standard  Bearer  of  Leinstcr. 

t  Maurice  Fits  Gerald,  the  celebrated  MHem  adfenturer  of  Stroqgbow,, 
was  the  youngef  Un/lfm  of  tfaia  Gfia]d»  aod|  consequently,  iinda  of 
Baymood*

and  Cioghmantaghy  with  parts  of  Fartagh,  and  of  Jerpoint 
Abbey  together.  KilmanaKh,  Ballinamore,  and  Batinogh, 
haveeach  their  maps*  Killagby,  Bannogh,  Kilicooly,  and  Boe* 
iicke  are  not  in  Beaufort ;  who,  however,  has  KiHrush,  Aghour, 
•nd  Dunmore,    Arrowsmlth  has  Killrush  and  Kiilaghy. 


The  weight  of  die  dliuice  ww  felt  bj  Raymond's  posterity,  the  Orao^^ 
Mt  oaly  as  being  hereditary  Lords  IVdatine  of  the  country  called  after 
ilian,  but  as  bcuig  the  only  landholden  in  Kilkenny  who  owed  no  feudal 
ninowledgniem  to  the  Esiri  Blarshall  s  (son>in-law  and  repreaentatite  of 
fibnogbow)  court  aft  Kilkenny.  In  1 296,  Edmund  Le  Gros  was  one  of 
dtt  twenty-oiie  magnates,  securities  to  Edward  I.  for  the  fealty  of  Lord 
Mm  Fits- Thomas  of  Desmond  and  in  1302,  Anselm,  David.  Edmund, 
•fed  HamiDon  Lie  Gras,  received,  summons  to  parliament  as  borons  by 
torare.  They  also  shared  hugely  in  what  has  been  quaintly  celled  tfait 
Mfeifityof  countieaL  Thus  we  find  them  Seneschalls  of  Leinster  and  Car- 
hmia  iSOS  and  1975.  to  W.  Mtfrischall,  Earl  of  Pembroke,  and  Roger 
B%od,  Earl  ef  Norlblk,  the  Lords  thereof;  Sheriift  of  Limerick,  TSppo- 
ny.ead  Kilkenny ;  and  in  1410.  Sir  John  Le  Grss,  of  TUlloroan,  was  Custds 
ftdsof  Kilkenny.  In  1559,  1568.  1(>13,  lt)54,  and  1689.  tht7  repre- 
MMsd  the  same  county  in  parliament  t  and  in  13b5.  there  was  a  curious 
Btnce.  deted  Trym,  to  Br  Abnaric  Grace,  styled  Baron  of  Grace,  to 
Mny  Taiiiia,  dmighter  of  0*Meagfaer.  chief  or  captain  of  his  sept.  Ibr 
dtt  better  preserration  and  impniteiuent  of  the  peace  of  the  country. 

Their  empk)yment,  in  a  mBitary  capacity,  was  likewise  frequent ;  aiid 
in  15  J  5  parucularty,  the  wriaj,  opposing  Edward  Bruce,  wes  coujmanded 
I7  Sfar  Hi^mood  Lc  Gra%  who  Ml  at  the  battle  of  Ascuil.  with  many 
ckief  pcnons  00  both  sides ;  all  of  whom  were  buried  in  the  Dominican 
ibhty  at  Atfay.  For  above  three  centuries  alsa  numeroiu  commissions 
cf  wnttf  were  directed  to  ihem  and  the  Butler's  in  conjunction,  as  govern 
BOB  of  Kilkenny  and  Tipperary. 

Ihe  endowment  of  monasteries,  or  their  benefsction,  forms  a&oth^ 
fvidtnoe  of  a  iSunlly's  eminence.  Thus  a  large  grant  of  land  was  made 
ly  William  Le  Gra%  to  Badenstoke  priory  in  Wiltshire;  and  Russibo- 
cm  mwiastfTy,  opposite  Ross,  across  the  Barrow,  was  founded  by  them 
is  1967.  Here  many  of  the  family  are  said  to  have  been  buried.  a»  well 
ai  hi  TUloroaa  church  nor  is  the  Cathedral  of  Kilkenny  wanting  in 
mnncrous  and  impresbive  proofs  of  this  last  and  solemn  attesuition  of  H 
fimily's  consequence ;  particularly  in  that  monument  to  tije  ni«;niory  of 
John  Grace,  Beron  of  Courtstown  1568,  of  which,  the  inscriptioa  has 
bMa  notieed  by  Doctor  Ledwich. 

A  last  and  firtal  proof  of  this  house's  greatness,  was  the  magiiitode  of 
ibecttate^  forfeited  by  John  Grace,  under  William  HI ,  aniuuniing  to 
a2,670  acres  of  v«rry  valuable  hind  of  which,  above  9,iX}09iam,  and  dlS 
GMk  6f  Ceumtowi^  by  iritbiB  the  psrish  of'Tlitterosiu 
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The  baronies  of  Ida,  Igrin,  and  Ibercorn,  ha^e  but  one 
barony  map  for  them  all,  which,  with  eleven  parochial  ones, 
have  suffered  from  the  flames.  GallskiU  and  Dunkild  are  on 
one  map ;  Balligurin  and  Shanbough  on  another ;  Disert- 
more  and  Listerling  on  a  third.  Killcolm,  Killmanivoge» 
Cloane,  Rathpatrick,  Rosbercon,  Killcullihean,  Rower,  and 
KiUbride,  have  each  their  several  maps.  Cloane  is  not  in 
Beaufort ;  and  Arrowsmith  has  only  the  two  last  parishes. 

Shellilogher  has  its  barony  and  five  parochial  maps,  par- 
tially burned.  Callen,  Mayestown,  Earlstown,  and  Burnt- 
church  are  on  one;  Dunfert,  Ennisnag,  and  Stamcarthy, 
on  another ;  Incholahan,  Grange,  and  part  of  Tullaghman, 
on  a  third ;  Kilrea,  Kilfera,  and  Outragh,  on  a  fourth ;  and 
part  of  Killaloe  on  the  fiflh.  Mayestown,  Grange,  and 
Kilrea,  are  not  in  Beaufort ;  who,  however,  has  Killamery 
and  Aghnamult;  and  Arrowsmith  has  Callen,  Bumtchurch, 
and  Kilrea.  The  Butlers  and  O'Sheas  are  placed  here  in 
Ortelius*s  map. 

The  barony  and  five  parochial  maps  of  Kells  have  been 
slightly  burned.  Kilrea  and  Dunamagon  are  on  one ;  and 
Coolamore,  Whitechurch,  Ballaghtobur,  and  part  of  Earls- 
town, (in  Shellilogher}  are  on  another.  Kells,  Killororj, 
and  Killmaganny,  have  each  their  several  maps.  Dunama- 
gon, Killorory,  and  Whitechurch,  are  not  in  Beaufort ;  but 
he  has  got  Aghaviller,  not  in  the  Survey.  Arrowsmith  has 
Kells,  Whitechurch,  Ballaghtobin,  and  Killmaganny.  Or- 
telius*s  map  has  placed  here  the  Booths  and  the  Harpers. 

The  barony  and  six  parochial  maps  of  Knoctopher  have 
suffered  from  the  fire*  Dernekernery  and  Killneady  are  on 
one  map ;  Killbeacon,  and  part  of  Listerling  on  another  ; 
Knoctopher  and  Jerpoint  on  a  third ;  Killkerril,  and  part  of 
Aghaviller,  on  a  fourth ;  Muckully,  and  part  of  Fiddown, 
(in  Iverk^  on  a  fifth  ;  and  Killahy  and  Killcasy  on  a  sixth* 
Arrowsmith  has  Knoctopher,  Jerpoint,  Killkerril,  and  Fid. 
down.  The  Walshes,  of  the  mountains,  occupy  this  part  of 
Ortelius*s  map. 

Iverk  has  its  barony  and  six  parochial  maps  slightly  burn- 
ed. Clonmore  and  Fiddown  are  on  one  map ;  Kilroacow, 
Ullid,  and  Rathkyran  on  another ;  Aglish,  Ballitarsney,  and 
Portnescully  on  a  third :  Owney  and  Tipperraghny  on  a 
fourth ;  and  Tubrid,  and  part  of  Mackullpr  on  a  fifth.  Tern* 
plegawle  has  a  separate  map :  this  last,  with  Aglish  and  Ow. 
ney,  are  not  in  Beaufort ;  who  has  Buely,  Whitechurch, 
and  Poleran^  not  in  the  Survey.    Ullid^  Fiddown,  Killma* 
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cow,  Aglishy  Poleran,  and  a  Sieunrille  parish  are  in  Arrow 
8iiiith«    Orteliu8*8  map  places  here  the  Shortals. 

WxxFORO. — The  maps  of  this  county  have  been  saved 
from  the  fire.  Gorey  has  the  barony  and  nine  parochial 
maps  of,  part  of  Monomoling,  (in  Ballagheen)  and  Kill- 
trisk  in  one  map ;  of  Liskinfere,  Killmaclogue»  and  part  of 
Tomb,  in  another  ;  of  Killgorman  and  Kiilkevan  in  a  third ; 
of  the  half  parish  of  Arklow  and  Inch  in  a  fourth  ;  and  of 
ptrt  of  Rosmenoge,  (in  Scarewalsh)  and  another  part  of 
Tomb  in  a  fifth.  Ballicornow,  Killcorrauck,  (in  Ballagheen^ 
tbe  forfeited  part  of  Killemore  and  Kiilnehue,  have  each 
their  several  maps.  Killmaclogue  is  not  in  Beaufort ;  but 
he  has  Kiltennel,  Crosspatrick,  Killcomb,  and  Newborough, 
or  Gorey.  The  last  alone  is  in  Arrowsmith  ;  who,  however, 
has  a  Clough  church,  which  is  neither  in  Beaufort  nor  the 
Surrey.  Ortelius*8  map  has,  across  the  northern  part  of 
Che  country,  the  name  of  Ikenselagh,  a  Sept  of  much  con« 
sideration  at  the  time  of  the  Anglo-Norman  invasion. 

Scarewalsh  has  the  barony  and  four  parochial  maps.  Of 
Qoyne  and  Ferns  on  one  map;  Kilrush  and  Carnew  (in 
ShilleUgh  in  Wicklow)  on  another;  and  of  Macomb  and 
Templeshambo  on  their  several  maps.  Cloyne  is  not  in 
Beaufort ;  but  he  has  Rosmenoge  and  Newtqwn  Barry* 
The  last  is  in  Arrowsmith,  with  Templeshambo  and  Carnew. 
Hie  Browns  are  placed  here  in  Ortelius's  map.,^ 

Ballagheen,  besides  the  barony,  has  not  less  than  twenty 
parochisJ  maps.  Killmocrish,  and  part  of  Kiliancooly,  are 
00  one  map ;  another  part  of  the  last,  and  part  of  Killne* 
maoa,  are  on  a  second ;  Bally valloe,  and  part  of  St.  Marga* 
rets,  (in  Shelmaleire)  are  on  a  third  ;  and  Scryne  and  St.  Ni- 
cholas are  on  a  fourth ;  Ballivaidon,  Ardannin,  killenagh, 
DoDoghmore,  Monomoling,  another  part  of  Killnemana, 
MHlenagh,  Killelly,  Castle-Ellis,  Killcormuck,  Kiilesk, 
dcscrib^  in  the  first  volume  of  the  Survey,  Rillmalog,  Bal- 
lioashmy,  Edermine,  Balliuskard,  and  Templeshannon, 
ht?e  their  several  maps.  All  these,  except  Bally  valloe  and 
Millenagh,  are  in  Beaufort.  Arrowsmith  has  only  Killmo- 
eriih  and  Edermine.  To  the  south  of  this  barony,  Talbot's 
country  is  laid  down  in  Ortelius's  map.  Enniscorthy,  in 
both  Beaufort  and  Arrowsmith,  is  described  in  the  first 
vobme  of  the  Survey. 

Bantry  has  the  barony  and  seven  parochial  maps  of 
Clooemore,  Killcommon,  and  Balliskcogue,  upon  one ; 
Whitechurch,  Downony,  and  Corleckan  upon  a  second; 
Old  Ross  and  Adamstown,  described  in  the  first  volume  of 
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the  Survey,  upon  a  third ;  parts  of  Whitecliarchy  BalUaa^ 
and  Carnagh  upon  a  fourth ;  Temple  Udigau.  Ki1laa>  and 
part  of  St*  Mullin's  (in  Carlow^l  upon  a  fiflh;  Killej^nr,  de- 
scribed in  the  first  volume  or  the  Survey,  Chappelf,  and 
Bossdroit,  on  a  sixth;  and  New  Rosis  or  the  Libertiei 
of  Ross,  on  a  seventh.      Corleckan,  Klllegny,  and  Chap* 

5 ell,  are  not  In  Beaufort;  but  he  has  Killscantan, 
*emplescobbin,  and  St.  John*8.  In  Arrowsmith  I  observe 
St.  John's  and  the  two  Rosses  alone.  The  M'Munroughs, 
Colcloughs.  SuttonSy  and  Butlers,  are  seated  about  the 
barony  in  Ortelius's  map. 

Sbelroaliere  has  nineteen  parochial  maps,  besides  that  of 
the  barony.  St.  Margaret's  Ardcolm,  and  part  of  Scryne^ 
(b  Ballagheen)  are  on  one;  Ballinitty  and  Ballingly,  on 
another ;  Inch  and  Clongeen  on  a  third ;  Chappelcarran  and 
Killurin  on  a  fourth ;  and  parts  of  St.  John  s  and  Clone* 
more  (in  Bantry.^  on  a  fifth.  Ardcavia,  ArtremoUi,  Killpa- 
trick,  part  of  BaJlinaslany,  (in  Ballagheen)  Tickillm,  Car* 
lick,  Killbride,  (in  two  parcels)  Ardcandris,  Coolstuflk, 
Taghmon,  Ballilenman,  part  of  Adamstown,  (in  Bantry^ 
Killgarvan,  and  Hoaretown,  have  their  several  maps.  All 
these  names  are  in  Beaufort,  who  has  also  the  town  and 
Liberties  of  Wexford.  Arrowsmith  has  also  the  last,  with 
Taghmon,  Hoaretown,  Killurin,  and  Carrick.  The  Mas« 
tersons  are  si^ated  about  here  in  Ortelius  s  map. 

Shelbume  has  only  Its  barony  map ;  but  in  a  note,  a  sort 
of  intimation  is  hinted,  that  there  might  have  been  parochi* 
al  maps  of  the  following  places :  Whitehead,  (qussre  Wliice* 
church)  Ballibrazil,  part  of  Carnagh,  (in  Bantry)  part  of 
Dunbrody,  Kilmakea,  Kencigh,  Clonmines,  Feathard,  Tern* 
pletown,  and  Hork.  Keneigh  is  not  in  Beaufort ;  but  he 
has  Tintem,  Owenduffe,  and  Killrain.  Arrowsmith  has 
Whitechurch,  Dunbrody,  Owenduflb,  Tintern,  Clonmines, 
Fethard,  and  Hook.  Ortellus  s  map  has  here  the  Keatings 
and  Comerfords.  In  this  barony,  at  Bannow.  it  was  that  the 
first  detachment  of  the  Anglo-Normaa  invaders*  under 
Maurice  Prendergast,  landed. 

Forth  has  the  barony  and  fourteen  paroohial  maps,  of 
Killiane  and  Drinaugh  on  one ;  Killmacree  and  Ratbroacaee 
on  another  t  Ballimore,  and  oarts  of  ishartmon  and  Killi* 
nick  on  a  third;  St.  Michael's,  Ballibrenan,  and  another 
part  of  KiUinick  on  a  fourth  ;  St.  Iberiuss  Island  and  St. 
Margaret's  on  a  fifth ;  and  Killrane  and  St.  Ellen's  (the 
Ladys  Island  of  Beaufort,  I  presume)  on  a  sixth.  Su 
Peter's^  Rathaspicke»  Killdevaui  Maglass,  Killscoran»  Ta- 
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comsbuiy  Carne,  and  Rossclare,  have  their  several  maps. 
Bxoq)t  Killrane,  aTl  these  are  in  Beaufort ;  and  with  some 
violent  pressing  of  the  orthof^phy.  Ratha<(picke,  Killrane. 
KiDinick,  and  Rossclare,  may  be  supposed  to  be  in  Arrow- 
miith.  The  Redmonds  and  Devereux's  are  placed  here  in 
Orteliu's  map. 

Bargie  has  the  barony  and  seven  parochial  maps,  of  Tom* 
bigf^d  and  Kilturk  on  one;  Killmore  and  Killowen  on 
tO(^er;  Mulrankin  and  Killmanan  on  a  third;  Ball3rcor« 
nack,  Ballingullock,  and  Ambrosetown  on  a  fourth ;  Drum* 
eoniiack  and  Bailynagar  on  a  fifVh ;  and  Killkevan,  Carrick, 
ind  St  Imock*s  on  a  sixth.  Bannow  parish  has  it  own  map* 
Of  thext  Beaufort  has  not  got  Bailynagar,  Carrick,  or  St. 
loock's ;  but  he  has  got  Killag.  Bannow  and  Duncormack 
ire  all  I  find  in  Arrowsmith ;  and  in  Ortelius's  map  the  Hays 
replaced  here*  It  is  curious  to  observe  how  sweeping 
the  Survey  was  in  these  two  baronies,  which  were  the  very 
teed  beds  of  the  English  power  in  Ireland ;  but  notwitli« 
rtioding  this,  the  body  of  the  population,  with  very  pecu« 
liar  manaersy  still  continue  ta  be  Strongbowians* 

MUNSTER. 

Uipon  this  unfortunate  province,  whether  harassed  by  the 
kudities  of  the  Desmoads  and  McCarthys,  (aggravfeited  by 
the  perpetual  incursions  of  the  O'Briens  from  the  north ) 
er  by  those  of  the  English  from  the  east ;  whether  laid 
vaite  and  depopulated  by  the  severe  policy  of  Lord  Mount, 
joy,  or  shaken  from  time  to  time,  since,  by  the  attacks 
mie  upon  its  inhabitancy,  all  the  elements  of  confusion 
Hem  to  have  been  let  loose  in  almost  endless  succession. 

Widi  respect  to  TippaRART,  its  honours,  as  a  Palatinate, 
bsve,  fike  honours  in  too  many  cases,  ended  in  its  misfor- 
toaes.  When  the  fortunes  of  the  Ducal  House  of  Butler 
fi^  m  the  cause  of  slavery,  dignified  by  them  with  the  name 
eflayalty,  the  Palatinate  was  indeed  dissolved:  but  the  in- 
flseoce  of  its  operation,  with  many  other  contingent  prin* 
tiples  of  evil,  has  remained,  in  the  opinion  of  many  persons, 
to  the  present  hour ;  and  its  history,  like  that  of  imperial 
line,  under  the  hands  of  the  philosophical  historian,  has 
been,  and  is,  **Oputf  opimum  catibus^  airox  sediihtMus^ 
«*»«  •«  pace  savkM,** 

The  maps  of  this  county  have  partly  escaped  and  partly 
nieredfirom  the  fire.    The  northenunost  barpny  is  that  of 
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Lower  Onnond.  The  barony,  and  sixteen  parochial  maps 
have  been  presenred.  ^  Upon  Uie  first  are  part  of  Lorrha, 
Dorra,  and  Bonohan ;  and  upon  a  second  are  the  united 
parishes  of  Monsea  and  Dromineer,  and  part  of  Nenagh«. 
Ardcrony  and  part  of  Killruan  are  on  a  third.  Another 
part  of  Lorrha,  Lockeen,  part  of  Eglish,  (in  Kind's 
County)  TerryglasSy  Uskean,  Burresakene,  Fenough,  Kill- 
barran,  Modreeny,  Cloghprior,  KiUodiemany  and  Knigh, 
have  idl  their  separate  maps.  Except  Killruan,  Beaufort 
has  all  of  them.  Lorrha*  Ballingary,  Burresakane,  Mo* 
dreeny,  and  Nenagh,  are  in  Arrowsmith ;  and  in  Ortelius's 
map  the  MacEgans,  O^Kennedys,  O'Hogans,  and  Magraths^ 
are  placed  here. 

The  two  baronies  and  six  parochial  maps  of  Owney  and 
Arra>  joined  in  the  Survey,  have  beea  preserved  fromnhc 
fire.  Youghalf  and  part  of  Monsea,  (in  Lower  Ormond ) 
are  on  one  map ;  Templelihally  and  Killmastulla  on  another  ; 
KiUoisculIy»  Killcoroenty,  and  part  of  Stradbally,  on  a  third  ; 
and  Killvellan,  Killneragh,  and  Abbey  Owney,  on  a  fourth. 
Burgesbeg  and  Castletown  have  their  several  maps.  Strad* 
bally  and  Owneybeg  are  not  in  Beaufort ;  and  Arrowsmith 
has  onl^  Youghall  and  Castletown.  The  O'Brians  and 
O'Mulrians  are  placed  here  in  Ortelius's  map. 

The  barony  and  fourteen  parochial  maps  of  Upper  Or. 
mond  have  been  saved  from  the  fire.  Part  of  Agbnaoeedle 
and  Latteragh  are  on  one  map ;  the  greatest  part  of  Tem- 
pledonie,  and  part  of  Killkeary,  are  on  another^  part  of 
AghnaneedlCi  (curiously  entitled,  the  greatest  part#o;i<^- 
Ota  to  the  parish  of  Aghnaneedle)  Balljrmacky,  Bally eibbon, 
Templederry,  part  of  Killkeary,  Ballynaclogh,  KiUroan, 
Lisbunny,  KilliniSe,  DoUa,  Killmore,  and  part  of  Nenagh^ 
(in  Lower  Ormond)  have  their  several  maps.  Templedonie, 
Killruan,  and  Kiiliniffe,  are  not  in  Beaufort,  who  has 
Toomevara  and  Burresnaiarny,  not  in  the  Survey.  Arrow- 
mnifh  has  only  Ballymacky,  LaUeragh,  and  Toomevara. 
Ortelius's  map  has  here  the  O'Hirkys. 

The  barony  and  nine  parochial  maps  of  th«  half  barony 
of  Ikerin  have  suffered,  more  or  less,  from  the  fire.  Cas- 
tletown, (part  of  which  is  in  King's  County)  Killovinoge, 
Templetchy,  Templemore,  (partly  in  EUqgurty)  Tem{Se« 
Erry,  Corbidly,  Roscrea,  Burrine,  and  Bathmaveoge,  have 
all  their  several  maps.  Killovinoge,  Corbaily,  and  Burrine, 
are  not  in  Beaufort,  unless  the  last  be  his  Baman  in  Klio« 
gurty;  but  he  has  Killea  and  Clonmore,  which  are  not 
m  the  Survey.    I  observe  only  Rourea  in  Arrowsmith. 
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The  O'Meagbera  and  O'CarroIs  are  laid  down  here  in  Orte/' 
lius*fiiuip. 

The  small  barony  of  Jleagh  is  not  noticed  at  all  in  the 
Survey ;  and  its  name  is  unaccountably  enough  omitted  in 
Am^wsmith  8  map.  The  single  parish  of  Glankeen  is  placed 
io  it  by  Beaufort. 

The  barony  and  thirteen  parochial  maps  of  Eliogurty 
hare  been  burned.  Loghmoe,  Thurles,  Burresleigh,  Moyne, 
DnuDspeman,  or  Drom,  Inchifogurty,  Killfithmon,  Calla- 
beg,  Ballymurrin,  Rathkelty,  Templemore,  and  Moykarky, 
have  all  their  several  maps*  Holycross  and  Bellacsihill  are 
iip<Hi  one;  and  Rathkeity  ami  Shian  (or  Inshianly)  upon 
soother.  Inchifogurty  and  Bellacahill  are  not  in  Beaufort ; 
who,  howeTer,  has  not  less  than  seven  parishes,  Barnan, 
Doreay  KiUoskehan,  Killclony,  Boly,  Leghmachivoge,  and 
Adnith,  not  in  the  Survey.  I  observe  only  Tem^emore 
and  Thurles  in  Arrowsmith.  Ortelius's  map  has  here  the 
Purcdsi  O'Fogertys,  Matthews  and  Butlers'  country. 

The  barony  and  two  parochial  maps  of  Killnalongurty 
liive  been  saved  from  the  fire.  Upon  one  map  are  parts  of 
MoyalUffe,  (inKillnamanna)  and  of  Bellacahill>  mentioned 
almdy  under  Eliogurty,  from  the  Survey;  and  upon 
toother  TemplcBeg  and  Temple-Outragh.  The  last  alone 
IS  in  Beaufort;  and  Arrowsmith  has  an  Upper  Churchy 
neitfaer  in  Beaufort  ner  the  Survey.    ^ 

The  barony  and  fifteen  parochial  maps  of  Slewardagh 
•nd  Compsey  have  been  saved  from  the  fire.  Fennor  is 
described  as  **  in  two  parcels  ;*  and  Killcooly  in  not  lesa 
than  three  Buolick,  Killenaule,  Crohane,  Mowny,  Ballin- 
my,  Lianalioy  Modeshill,  part  ef  Cloneen,  Ifertkerin^ 
Killvennon,  Grangemockler,  and  Newtowolenane,  have  all 
their  sevenul  maps ;  but  Graystown,  and  part  of  Baliinure, 
are  upon  the  same.  Ballingarry  and  Newtowolenane  are 
not  in  Beaufort ;  who,  however,  has  Templemichael,  Derry 
Baffin,  Lickstim,  and  Gare,  not  in  the  Survey.  Fennorji 
Killcooly,  and  Killenaule,  are  in  Arrowsmith.  The  Everarda 
are  laid  down  here  in  Ortelius's  map. 

The  barony  and  eight  parochial  maps  of  Killnamanna 
have  escaped  the  flames.  Castletown  and  part  of  Doon, 
(the  churches  of  both  which  are  placed  in  Coonagh  in  Li- 
merick by  Beaufort)  are  on  one  map.  Donohill  (in  Clan- 
William  partly)  and  Aghacrew  are  on  another;  Ballintem- 
ple  and  KiUpatrick  on  a  third ;  Clogher,  and  part  of  Holy- 
(m  Eliogurty)  on  a  fourth;  and  Moyalliffei  and  par^ 
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of  Tempte-Oughtragh  (in  Killnalongurty)  on  a  fifth.  Toem, 
ClonoUy,  and  Oghterleagh,  have  their  several  maps.  The 
last  18  not  in  Beaufort  Of  these,  I  only  observe  Moyall- 
ilTe  and  Balligriffin  in  Arrowsmith ;  and  Beaufort  has  Rath- 
lenan,  Bill,  and  Balligriffin,  not  in  the  Survey.  The 
0*Dwyers  are  placed  here  in  0)rteliu8'9  map. 

The  barony  and  fourteen  parochial  mups  of  Clanwilliam 
have  suffered  severely  from  the  fire.  Curro^e,  Templenoe, 
and  Doonegore  are  on  one  map ;  Teroplebredin,  (^^ly  in 
Limerick)  Emly,  and  Kilcorman,  are  on  another ;  kilkhane 
and  Cardangan  on  a  third ;  Donohill  and  Killmilkane  on  a 
fourth ;  Btuib  and  Clonpett  on  a  fifth;  and  Cionballoge  and 
Killardry  on  a  sixth.  Religmurry,  Soltohodbeg,  Shronefl, 
Lattin,  Tipperary,  Solloghoamore»  Tampulanery,  and  Rath* 
Hnan,  have  all  uieir  several  maps.  Doonegore,  Killshane, 
Killmilkane  and  Tampdanery,  are  not  in  Beaufort;  but 
he  has  Clonfinlogh,  Athassel,  Hore  Abbey,  BaDsbaw,  KiH- 
feade,  Corbally,  Clonbeg,  and  Glanbane,  not  in  the  Sur- 
vey. The  names  of  Emly,  Tipperary,  and  Bruis,  are  in 
Arrowsmith.  Ortelftis's  map  has  here  the  Burkes,  Woulfet, 
O'Heffb'nans,  and  Cantwells. 

The  barony  and  nineteen  parochial  maps  of  Middlethird 
have  suffered  very  severely  nrom  the  fire.  On  one  map  are 
Crumpstoi^,  (or  Cfumpsland,)  and  Coolmundri,  with  St. 
Augustine's  Abbey;  Ballycleralian  /"partly  in  Ifiaand  Ofla) 
and  Red  Citv,  are  on  another ;  Boytonrath  and  Dangan- 
dargan  on  a  third;  Collogh  and  Johnstown  are  on  a  fourth; 
Mogorban  and  Killconnel  on  a  fifth;  Knockgraffbn  and 
Oughteragh  on  a  sixth  ;  Donaghmore  and  St.  John  Baptist 
Grange  on  a  seventh  ;  Magowgy  and  Drangan  on  an  eigndi ; 
part  of  Holycross,  (in  Eliogurty)  and  Geal  on  a  ninth; 
and  BallyshebaH  and  Erry  on  a  tenth.  Rathcool,  part  of 
Bahinure,  Tullamaine,  Clonin,  Pepperstown,  St.  Patrick'it 
Moortownkish,  Kiltynane,  and  Ardmayle,  have  their  several 
maps.  The  three  last,  with  Coolemundri  and  Boytownrath, 
are  not  in  Beaufort ;  but  I  suspect  his  Killfinan  to  be  the 
Kiltynane  of  the  Survey.  He  has  got  Cashell,  Fethard, 
Ra^lstown,  Mora,  Waddistown,  Doastown,  and  Coleman, 
which  are  not  in  the  Survey.  Cashell,  Tullamain,  Rathcool, 
Fethard,  Killfinan,  Waddistown,  Johnstov^;  MogorbaiH 
and  Draif^gan,  are  in  Arrowsmith.  The  O'Keameyi,  robins, 
.  Mandevilles,  and  Fitz-Geralds  are  placed  here,  and  in  lifk 
and  OSi  in  Orteliu^^s  map» 

The  barony  of  Ifia  •nd  Offa  ia  not  mentioned  in  the  Sar- 
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jejl  bnt  Besnfort  has  not  ]em  thin  thirty  parnlM,  htclad* 
ing  Clonmeil  and  Carrick* 

Ci^Aas. — The  County  of  Clare*,  with  its  nine  baronies 
of  Burrioy  Inchiquin,  CMVomroe,  Tnll^h,  Bunratty^ 
Ibrickin,  Islands,  Clonderlagh,  aod  Moyferta»  is  nut 
noticed  in  the  Down  Survey.  In  the  barony  of  Corcocnroe 
if  Kilhnanaheen^  described  in  the  first  volume  ef  this  Stm- 
tisticiii  Surrey. 

Limerick.  -The  maps  of  this  County  have  partly  escaped, 
lod  fiartly  sufered  from  the  lire.-  Among  the  fii^t  are  the 
bsrooy  ana  two  parochial  maps  of  Owneybeg.  The  first 
bss  Abby  Ownyt  and  the  second  Toush>  and  part  of  Doon ; 
which  last  has  its  diurch  in  Coonagh*  The  Abington  of 
Betuforty  may  be  the  Abby  Owney  of  the  Survey ;  and  it  is 
also  hud  down  by  Arrowsmith.  The  O'Briens  are  placed 
kere  in  Ortelius's  map. 

Thebtruny  map  of  Coonagh  has  been  much  burned,  and 
tiiere  §fe  no  parochial  maps  belonging  to  it.  Beaufort  lays 
dowB  Dooo,  Castletown,  BaltynacJogh,  Ulloe»  Tough,  Olu- 
gio,  Gweua,  Liscormuck^  Tomplebrediny  Falice,  Kilteel^ 
sod  Culleo.  The  three  last  are  in  Arrowsmith;  and  Orte- 
liiis*s  map  fda^s  here  the  O'Hurlys. 

The  barony  and  thirteen  parochial  maps  of  Clanwilliam 
litveescsqped  injury  from  tha  fire.  Dromkeen  and  Grean 
(the  chora  oi  which  is  in  Coonagh)  are  upon  one  map; 
nsU^hrood  and  Agliscormuck  upon  a  second ;  and  Roches- 
town  and  Fedamore  (which  has  its  church  in  Small-county 
btimiy)  are  upon  a  third ;  Stradbally*  Killnagarruff,  (the 
cbttrch  of  which  is  in  the  county  of  the  city)  Cionkeen, 
Bachjourdan»  Cahlrelly,  Luddenbergh,  Cahinndlyy  (with 
its  church  in  the  County  of  the  city)  Abby  Owney,  (part 
of)  Cahircotilish,  and  Isert  jLawrence,  have  their  several 
■apt.  The  two  last»  with  fiaUybrood  and  Fedamore,  are  in 
Anowmitli.     Beaufort  has,   additionally,   Carrickparson;

The  barony  and  six  parochial  maps  of  Pobblebriao  have 
suffered  from  the  fire. ,  Bi^lycahan  and  Kiiialiathan  are  oa 
one  inapt  Crecorah^  and  parts  of  Killpeacon,  (which  has 
its  church  in  Small  County)  and  of  Knocknegaul,  (the 
church  of  which  is  in  the  Couaty  of  the  city)  are  upon 
another;  Monastemenagh  and  Croom  are  upon  a  third; 
and  Killkeedy  and  Mongret  (which  has  its  church  in  the 
County  of  the  city)  are  upon  a  fourth.  Ejleonahama  and 
Cluonona  have  their  distinct  maps  ;  but  these  two  last  are 
not  m  Beaufort;  who,  however,  has  Adare,  Disert,  and 
Drilsidiarsna,  not  in  the  Survey  Arrowsmith  has  only 
Croomt  Adare,  and  Monastemenagh.  The  O^Qums, 
O'firiensy  and  Fannings,  are  placed  here  ia  Ortelius's 
map. 

The  barony  and  ten  parochial  maps  of  Smsil  County 
have  been,  preserved  from  the  fire.  KUlteel  (the  church  m 
which  is  in  Coooagh)  and  BalHcloghy,  are  on  one  map; 
Killfrush  and  Any  on  a  second;  part  of  Monastemena|^ 
Gienogra»  and  Tullabracky,  on  a  thurd;  Fedamore  and 
Killpeacon  on  a  fourth ;  and  Uregare  and  Athenesay  on  a 
fifth!  Cahircomey,  KiUkellane,  Ballynamona,  Ballinard, 
and  part  of  Bruree  parish^  have  their  several  maps.  About 
the.last>  there  seams  to  be  a  mistake,  as  the  parish  is  placed 
by  Beaufort  in  Connello,  with  the  Liberties  of  Killnialloek 
between  it  and  Small  County.  Beaufiort  has  all  the  abtve 
names ;  and,  additionally,  Hospital,  (which  is  also  in  Arrow* 
smith)  witli  Fedamore,  Killpeacon^  and  Killficush.  The 
Comyns,  Browns,  Creaghs,  and  Stritohes,  occupy  this  and 
the  neighbouring  districts  in  Ortelius  s  map. 

Tha  County  of  the  city,  or  the  Liberties  of  Limerick,  has, 
besides  its  general  map,  twelve  parochial  ones,  all  preserved 
from  the  fire.  Stradbally,  Killnagarruff  Killmurry,  Deii. 
rygalvin,  Carrickparson,  ^ which  has  its  church  in  ClanwO* 
Iiam)  Cahimary,  Cahirvally,  Donaghmore,  Knockeregaule, 
and  Mongret,  have  their  several  maps.  St.  Michael  s  and 
St.  Nicholas  are  on  one  map ;  and  St.  Patrick  s,  with  parts 
of  St  John's  and  of  St.  Laurence>  are  on  another.  The  two 
last  names,  with  Stradbaliy,  are  not  in  Beaufort;  who, 
however,  has  additionally,  Castleconnel  and  Singland, 
both  of  which,  with  CaDimary  and  Mongret,  are  in  Arrow. 
smith*.  The  Harroids  are  laid  down  her^  in  Ort^us's 
map* 
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Tlie  barony  map  of  Kenry  is  wanting ;  and  the  five  pa^ 
Tocbid  maps  of  Killcoman,  Adare,  (partly  in  Pobblebrian) 
Ardcanny,  Killdemo,  and  Askeaton,  have  beei}  bumedl 
The  tiro  last  are  in  Arrowsmtth;  and  Beaufort  cohicides 
with  both  names  and  numbers  m  the  Survey.  The  Mac 
Mtthons,  Nashes,  and  Pureels,  are  placed  here  in  Ortelius*8 

Coehka  has  no  parochial  maps ;  but  that  of  the  barony 
b»  been  saved  (rom  the  fire,  though  otherwise  out  of  order. 
Beaofort  has  laid  down  the  following  parishes : — Ballyscad- 
^  Long,  Duntrileague,  Ballingarry,  Emfygrennan,  Bal- 
lii^ddyi  Ballinlondry,  Galbally,  and  Kiilfinnan.  The 
tvo  last  are  all  I  observe  in  Arrowsmith; 

There  seems  to  be  some  confusion  here  in  the  Survey, 
«  ander  the  head  of  Liberties  of  Killmallock,  all  the  above 
parishes  are  given,  exceptmg  Duntrileague  and  Emlygren* 
mo.  Effin  and  Killcoone  are  on  one  map ;  Kiilfinnan  and 
Futicles  are  on  a  second ;  and  Athenessy  (in  Small  County) 
and  Killbredymajor  aro  added  with  Downe  parish.  This 
last,  with  Killcoone  and  Paiticles,  are  not  in  Beaufort ;  and 
Arrowsmith  has  none  of  the  additional  names.  The  0*Ca* 
leys  are  placed  about  these  Liberties  in  Ortelius*s  map. 

In  this  conAiston,  Coshma  ahio  seems  to  be  involved  with 
its  barony  and  seven  parochial  maps,  which  have  been  pre- 
lerfed  from  the  fire.

on  a  sixth  ;  Cro^gh  and  Cionsheere  on  a  seventh  ;  part  of 
AriieatoD,  (in  Kenry)  and  part  of  Nantinan  on  an  eighth;

and  KiUmacomb  on  a  fourth ;  and  Rathmoylan  artd  Balli* 
Bsadea  on  a  fifth.  This  last,  I  presume,  to  be  the  Killmad- 
leagiie  of  Beaufort ;  who,  however,  has  not  got  Kill,  St 
Nichobw»  nor  Bishop's  Court :  but  be  has  CorMly,  Killcop, 
and  MoneymintOt  not  in  the  Survey.  Ballmakill  and  Faith- 
leg  are  in  Arrowsmith ;  and  Ortelius*s  map  has  here  the 
l^alsfaes.

ire  m  Arrowsasitb ;  and  the  Boyles  are  placed  here  in  Or- 
tdras's  map. 

Coshmore  and  Coshbride  barony  has,  m  Beaufort's  asap, 
Lionore^  (described  ia  tho  first  vohime  of  the  Statistical 
Sorfcyi  and  now  greatly  flourishing  under  the  mnnificent 
MtroDige  of  the  Duke  of  Devonshire)  Maeollop,  Fallow, 
BBirsltermoy^  Killcoccan,  and  Rincrew.  Itie  three  first, 
vith  Rincrew,  are  in  Arrowsmath*s  map. 

Coax.— The  maps  of  the  vast  County  of  Cork  have  been 
fmikf  burned  and  partly  preserved,  and  are  contained  in 
two  volumes.

a  third;  and  Clondullane  and  Leitrim  are  on  a  fourth. 
Macrony  has  its  own  map.  Beaufort  gives^  additionallv* 
Nonane,  Aghacross,  Killdonery,  and  Fermoy,  with  Balli- 
hey  and  Ardskeagh,  in  a  detached  part  of  the  barony,  lyiof^ 
within  that  of  Fermoy.  He  has  not,  however,  Temple- 
theogan ;  and  though  a  note  of  the  Survey  refers  it  to  Fer* 
moy,  (upon  Vallancey's  authority)  I  do  not  there  find  iu 
Ca^elyons,  Macollop,  Morrharytown,  Killworth,  Agha- 
cross, killdorrery,  and  Fermoy^  I  observe  in  Arrowsmith. 
In  this  barony,  aioid  the  adjacent  one  of  Fermoy,  Orte^iua'a 
map  has  laid  down  the  names  of  the  Condons,  MacCarthys, 
Gibbons,  MacDonoghs,  and  the  Roches  and  Nagles. 

The  barony  and  twelve  parodiial  maps  of  Fermoy  bare 
suffered  a  good  deal  from  the  fire.  Killatby  and  Balfihooly 
are  upon  one  map;  DoneraUe  and  part  of  Ballihey  on 
another*;  Killcumner,  part  of  Clondullane,  and  Temple, 
theogan,  (the  former  of  which  has  its  church  in  Condons} 
on  a  third ;  Cahirduggan,  part  of  Clenore,  and  Carrickhan- 
leary,  on  a  fourth ;  Raghan,  Whitechurdi,  (part  of,  pro. 
bably)  in  the  Liberties  of  Cork«  near  a  detached  part  of 
this  barony,  and  Moyallow,  on  a  fifth ;  Wallstown,  and  part 
of  Oarrickdownan,  on  a  sixth ;  Farahy  and  Templerooe  on 
a  seventh ;  and  parts  of  KiilguHanCi  ia  Condons,  and  of 


*  I  hKre  foUowed  the  Sumgr  ia  nnitiiif  Ballihey  with  DoneraiU » 
hut  in  Btaiifort  the  former  is  in  »  detached  part  of  Condons,  coMideinbly 
to  the  north,  wfaarcai  BaUibcg  is  close  upon  Doncrailo. 
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Qallibooljr  and  Ghm#re,  on  aa  eightb*  MoDoniDyy  parts 
of  Whitechurch,  CasUetown,  an4  Clenore,  have  t)ieir 
several  maps.  Besides  these  names,  Beaufort  has  Imphrick, 
Rocbe,  Killbrony,  Bridgetown,  Rossdagh,  and  Greenagb, 
ra  a  detached  part  of  the  barony.  Ballyhoo^,  Doneraile, 
Ballibeg,  Whitechurch,  Castletovm,  Raghan.  Mallow^  Car- 
rickdownan,  Faraghj,  Roche,  and  Bridgeto«yn,  are  all  ^ 
ohsenre  in  Arrowsoiith.  At  Killcolman  Castle,  however, 
to  the  north  of  Doneraile,  he  notes,  that  Speoper  the 
poet  Kved  there. 

The  barony  and  nine  parochial  maps  of  Duhallow  have- 
been  much  Injured  by  the  flames.  The  population,  of  this 
great  barony  seems,  by  the  map,  to  be  but  small  in  propor- 
tbn  to  its  extent.  Tullaleash  and  Clonfert  are  on  one 
map;  Nohoval,  Cullen,  and  part  of  Drishane,  (whose 
church  is  in  Muskerry)  are  on  another.  Killmeen,  Kill* 
ih^nnick,  Dmfmtariff,  Knocktemple,  Clonmeen,  Killbrin, 
and  Ballyclougti,  (whose  church  is  in  Orrery)  have  their 
lereral  maps.  Beaufort  has  also  Drumdowqy  aqd  Rosskeen. 
Ctonmeen^  KHlbrin,  Nobavai,  and  Drisbane,  appear  in 
AiTowsmtth ;  and  about  this  district,  Ortelius*s  map  places 
de  O'Donaghoes  and  the  O^Keefes.  * 

Hie  barony  of  Kilnatalloon  is  not  noticed  in  the  list  of 
the  Survey  maps;  but'  Beaufort  has  Beeltagh,  Aghern, 
^nockmouroe,  Mogealy,  and  Ballinoe.  I  observe  only 
Aghern  in  Arrowsmith;  and  the  O'l^yons  are  here  laid 
i^wn  in  Ortelius's  map. 

The  barony  and  sixteen  parochial  maps  of  Bi^rtympre 
hafO  escaped  the  fire.  Kiicoan,  Kilroan,  and  Killcur^n  %re  on 
one  map;  Carrigtohill,  Mogesagh,  and  Qallicurrany,  ar^qn 
another ;  Templenecarrigy  and^>alHsp^ane  are  oq  a  third ; 
Dunbulloge  and  Templensique  are  oi^  a  fourth  ;  Templebo- 
dane  and  Lisgool  on  a  fifth ;  Cahirlag  and  Little  Island  on 
a  sixth ;  Castlelyons  and  Britway  on  a  seventh ;  Pi;ngQi(r» 
neyand  ClonoiuU  on  an  e^hth ;  and  Ballynacorra,  Gar* 
fanekinefeaky,  Ahkdda,  and  Titeskin,  on  a  ninth.  These 
two  last  belong  to  Imokilly,  and  the  two  which  precede 
tliem,  4o  W^^  appear  in  Beaufort.  Gortroe,  Templerobin, 
KHlgarvan,  (the  Killshanahane,  I  suspect,  of  the  Survey) 
donmell,  ArcTnagehy,  and  Rathcormick,  have  their  several 
maps.  £jeaufort  has,  moreover,  KiliaspugmuUane,  St. 
Michael's,  Inchinabacky,  Castrochore,  Cahirultan,  and 
C^Unay.  In  Arrowsmith  J  can  $ud  ^tk\y  parrigtohill, 
UunbuUoge^  and  Templeusque^  (called  by  him  Temple* 
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nicbael)  Casdeljrons^  Dungourney,  ftathcormick,  and, 
perhaps,  Cahirultan.  The  Baines,  Copingers,  Fitz.GeralcU, 
and  Golds,  are  laid  down  here  in  Ortelius's  map. 

The  Liberties  of  Mallow  are  passed  over  in  the  Survey  ; 
but  Beaufort  has  within  them  Mallow  and  Mourne  Abbey. 

The  barony  and  twentv  parochial  maps  of  Muskerry 
have  been  preserved  from  the  6re.  Ballinaboy  (in  Kinalea) 
and  Finbarris,  are  on  one  map ;  KnockavUly  and  Desertmore 
on  a  second  ;  Macloneigh  and  Kannaboy  on  a  third ;  Dri- 
ahane  and  Killcomey  on  a  fourth ;  Aghabulloge  and  Aghi- 
nagh  on  a  6Ab ;  Eillcolman,  Mattahy,  and  Inniscarra,  on 
a  sixth;  and  parts  of  Dunbulloge,  (whose  church  is  in 
Barrymore)  of  Whitechurch,  (in  the  Liberties  of  Cork) 
and  of  Greenagh,  (in  a  detached  part  of  Fermoy)  are  on 
a  seventh.  Ovens,  (the-Athnowen  I  suspect  of  Beaufort) 
Killbonane,  Moyviddy,  Aglish,  Killmlchael,  Inchigeelafa, 
Ballyvoumey,  Clondrohld^Killnamartery,  Macromp,  Donagh. 
more»  and  part  of  Templeroichael,  (in  Kinalea)  have  their 
aeveral  maps.  Finbarris  and  Kannaboy  do  no  appear  in 
Beaufort ;  who,  however,  has  Garrycovne,  (in  a  aetached 

rirt  of  the  county)  Magoumey,  Duniskey,  and  Camaway, 
observe  in  Arrowsmith,  Ovens,  Aglish,  Killmurry,  KiU- 
xnichael,  Ballyvourney,  Clondrohid,  Drishane,  Macromp, 
and  Donaghmore.  Here,  and  in  Barrets,  the  O'Callaghans, 
the  MacCarthp,  the  O'Halys,  O^Hennesys,  Q^Riordans, 
and  O'Dalys,  are  placed  in  Ortelius's  map. 

Some  confusion  is  created  by  the  repetitions  of  not  less 
than  nine  names  in  Barrets,  given  alone,  after  having 
been  coupled  with  Muskerry.  Thus  Aglish,  Mattahy,  and 
Killcoleman,  are  repeated  upon  one  map ;  Ovens,  Desert- 
more,  and  Greenagh,  upon  another;  Finbarris  is  also  re- 
peated upon  a  third,  with  Kilnaglory,  in  Cork  Liberties,  and 
Currycroghanmore;  as  is  Inniscarra  upon  a  fourth,  with 
Currycrofhanbeg.  Donaghmore  has  its  separate  map. 
Currycroghanmore  is  not  in  Beaufort. 

The  barony  and  fifteen  parochial  maps  of  Imokilly  have 
escaped  the  fire.  Killeagh,  Itermurrough,  and  part  of 
Dingandonovan,  are  on  one  map ;  Garivoe  and  Bohillan  are 
on  rmurrough  and  Mogoly  are  on  a

pai  rts  of  Inchnabacky,  (the  church

in  the  Surrey.  Cloyne,  Aghodda,  Trabnllgan,  Rostillan, 
Corkbegy  Castlemartyr,  Mogoly,  and  KUkagh,  are  in  Ar- 
rowsmitb ;  and  the  Boyles  and  Carews  are  laid  down  m 
Ortdius's  map.  Youghall  and  its  Liberties  occupy  the 
S.E.  portion  of  this  barony. 

The  barony  and  fifteen  parodikd  maps  of  Kerricurrihy 
tnd  Kinalea  have  been  preserved  from  the  fire*  Ktllmurryi 
(a  name  wbich  I  do  not  observe  to  be  nearer  than  Muskerry 
in  Beaufort)  parts  of  Lisdeary,  and  of  OarrigaKne,  the 
impropriations  of  Monkstown,  and  a  parcel  of  land  betxtteen 
LUdeary  and  Carrtgaiinef  are  on  one  map ;  Killanully  and 
a  part  of  Carrigalbe  are  upon  another ;  Vymekelly,  and 
psrts  of  Carrigalinet  and  of  Lisdeary,  on  a  third ;  Tern. 
^ebreedy  and  part  of  KJllpatrick  on  a  fourth ;  other  narts 
of  Killpatrick  and  of  Camgaline  on  a  fifth ;  Templemichaely 

Kts  or  Tissasson,  (hi  Kiimle  Liberties)  of  Inbhonan,  of 
ndurrow^  and  Leoffoly,  (can  this  be  the  Leighmony  of 
Beaufbrt?  I  suspect  it,)  upon  a  sixth;  Brinny,  and  parts 
of  KnockaviUy,  and  of  Inishonan,  upon  a  seventh ;  Bally- 
martlcy  parts  of  Ballinaboy,  and  of  Knockemannagh,  upon 
an  eigbui;  Ballyfoil  and  part  of  Nohavai  upon  a  nmth ; 
parts  (again)  of  Killpatrick  and  Carriealine  are  upon  a 
tendi ;  and  Elnnure  and  (»art  of  Nohavai  upon  an  deventh. 
I^uta  of  BaDmaboy,  of  Lisdearvy  Culleui  KtUmonoge,  and 
Bealefeard,  have  dietr  several  maps.  VymekeTy  and 
Knocknemannagh  are  not  in  Beaufort ;  who  has,  however, 
Baniahdy,  Kjllmonyt  Tracton,  and  Rincoran»  not  in  the 
Survey.    Carrigaline,  Tracton,  Inishonan,  and  Dundurrow^ 

ft\  I  i^rehend  his  Durra  to  mean)  are  in  Arrowsmith. 
e  Barry-Og  Waters,  Skyddys,  Stackpoles,  Archdea* 
c<»s,  and  Sandfields,  are  laid  dovm  here  in  Ortdius'a 
map. 

^bi  the  list  of  the  Survey,  the  Liberties  of  Kinsale  and 
the  barony  of  Courceys,  are  classed  together  on  one  map ; 
and  there  are  fi^ur  parochial  maps*  Ringrone,  KiUroan, 
and  Teropletrine,  are  upon  one ;  and  Clontead,  Tissassoui 
and  parts  of  Dandnrrow»  of  Rincoran,  and  of  Ballymartle^ 
(die  churches  of  the  three  last  being  in  Kmalea  and  Kerri« 
currihv)  are  upon  another.  Part  of  Ringrone,  and  a  part 
also  ot  Rbcoran^  have  their  separate  iniq>8.    Beaufort  has, 
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additidnally)  Killconey  in  Courc^y*.     Biogrone  is  tbe  otdy 
name  I  observe  in  Arrowsmith*    The  Galways  and  0*KeaK-

With  tbe  map  of  the  Liberties  of  Cork^  there  are  six 
parochial  ones,  all  preserved  from  the  fire.  Carrigaline  and 
Killanully,  (in  ICerricurrihy,  where  there  is  also  a  Carriga* 
line)  are  upon  one  map ;  Curryskippard  and  Sliandon  upon 
another ;  and  Inchkenny,  parts  of  Carrigaline,  of  Ballma* 
boy^  /the  church  of  which  is  in  Kinalea)  of  Carrigrohane, 
Und  or  Killnefory,  are  upon  a  thirds  Finbarris*  Rathcon^, 
and  Killcurry,  have  their  several  maps.  Finbarris  is  not  us 
Beaufort ;  who,  however,  has  Corbally  and  Marmullane, 
not  in  the  Survey.  Carrigrohane  is  the  only  parish  of  all 
these^  which  I  observe  in  Arrowsmith^ 

The  barony  of  Kjnalqieaky  is  not  noticed  in  the  list  of 
the  Survey  maps*  Beaufort  has  laid  down  in  it.  Temple- 
teartiii,  Moragh,  Killbrogan,  Ballimolan,  Bandon  Bridge, 
and  Cesartserges  i  of  which,  the  two  last  are  in  Arrow- 
smithy  where,  by  a  strange  oversight,  the  name  of  the 
barony  is  omittedi  though  its  boundaries  are  laid  down* 

In  the  baronies  of  Barry  roe  and  Ibawne,  (the  maps  s»f 
which  are  saved)  Killkerranmore  and  Ardfield  are  on  one 
map ;  and  Rathbarny  is  on  another.  Beaufort  has 'in  Bar- 
ryroe,  Teropleoipalis,  and  Templequinlan,  (on  one 
map;)  and  Abbeymahon  and  Lislee,  (on  another;)  which 
are  in  the  survey,  distinguished  as  belonging  to  the  half 
barony  of  Ibawne.  I  have  no  doubt  that  Beaufort's  map  is 
correct,  which^  besides  the  last  four  parishes,  has  Disert, 
Timoleagc,  Inchidony,  Killsilagh,  and  Donamore.  These 
four  last,  (as  far  as  I  can  judge,  amidst  such  discordant 
spelling)  with  Abbeymahon,  are  in  Arrowsinith. 

The  barony  and  thirty->four  parochial  maps  of  Carbery, 
have  been  preserved.  Templetown,  and  part  of  Bingrona, 
(tlie  church  of  which  is  in  Courceys)  are  on  one  map; 
Killmaloda^  and  part  of  Timoleage,  (which  has  its  church 
In  Barryroe)  are  on  another ;  Fainlobbish,  and  part  of  Kil- 
nine  on  a  third ;  Killgarruff,  (the  GarrifiP  I  presume  of  the 
Survey)  and  part  of  inchidony,  (in  Barryroe)  are  on  a 
fourth;  and  parts  of*  Templequmlan  and  Teropleoma- 
lis  (both  of  whose  churches  are  in  Barryroe)  are  on  afif^h; 
Baltinadee*  part  of  Inlshonan,  (whose  church  is  in  Kinalea). 
Killbrittan,  part  of  BaUim«>dan,  (the  rest  in  Cork  Liber- 
ties)  Rathclarans,  part  of  Disert,  (in  Barryroe)  Kinneigb, 
Drinagh,  Ballymoney,  Kill  mine,  Castroventry,  Killna* 
gross,  Killmacabeai  Kosscarbry,  (the  Ross,  I  suppose  af 
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Beaufort)  Killfanabeg,  Myros,  Castlehaven,  Crcagh,  Tut- 
lak,  or  Baltimore,  Cape  Clear  Island,  Aghadown,  Abbey- 
ihromy,  Cahiragh,  Drunidaleague,  Durrus,  Killcrohao, 
KQlcoe,  Skull,  and  Killmoe,  have  their  several  maps. 
Beaufort  has,  additionally,  TemplebriaD,  RathdowtaD»  Kill- 
i;obaiie,  and  Clooakilty,  with  GariToe ;  but  he  has  not  got 
the  Tenpletown  and  KUlinihil  of  the  Survey.  Skull,  Bal. 
dmore.  Cape  Clear,  Castlehaven,  Drumdaleague,  Bally- 
money,  Ross,  Clonakilty,  Templebrian,  Killmalloda,  and 
Killbrittan,  are  the  only  names  which  I  observed  in  Arrow- 
Hnith.  The  0*Learys  the  0*Croulys,  the  MacCarthya- 
reagb,  the  O'Heas,  the  O'Mahonrys,  and  O'Driscolls, 
oecupy  this  part  of  Ortelius*s  xnap« 

The  barony  and  four  parochial  maps  of  Bear  and  Bantry, 
kave  escaped  the  Barnes.  Killmaconioge,  part  of  Durrus, 
(of  which  the  church  is  in  Carbery)  and  Killeaskin,  have 
tkieir  separate  maps.  Killmanaght,  Killconina,  and  Killca- 
tem,  are  upon  one  map.  Beaufort  agrees  both  as  to  names 
and  numbers  with  the  Survey.  Arrowsmith  has  Killcatern 
and  KSleonina ;  and  Ortelius  places  here  the  O'SulUvans^ 
ODonoTans,  and  Barrys. 

The  County  of  Kerry  b  not  n<iticed  in  the  list  of  the 
Sunrey  naps.  It  may  not,  however,  be  **  ungermane  to  the 
natter/'  to  enumerate  the  baronies,  the  parishes  according 
to  Doctor  Beaufort,  and  the  names  of  the  population  in  Orte- 
lius's  map.  This  county,  with  the  western  parts  of  Cork, 
h  interesting  as  having  constituted  the  territory  of  Des- 
mond, which,  by  rabing  one  branch  of  the  noble  House  of 
the  Fiiz  Geralds,  to  a  power  and  consequence  beyond  that 
of  a  subject,  yet  less  than  that  of  a  substantive  Sove- 
reign, brought  to  the  ground  with  ruinous  violence  the 
ch^  of  that  family.  It  contains  seven  baronies,  of  which, 
IraghUconnor  has,  in  Beaufort's  maps,  the  parishes  of  Kill- 
coiuy,  Aghavallen,  Killnaghtin,  Killahiny,  Liseltin,  Galey, 
Morrhir,  Lbtowhill,  and  Knockanure.  Ortelius  places 
here  the  O'Connors,  styling  the  district  their  Country. 

Claomaurice  barony  has  Diiagh,  Finuge,  Killcarragh,  Rat« 
too,  Disert,  Killury,  Baliiheigh,  Killmoily,  Killtoomey, 
KiUfeigfany,  Killaghin,  Ardfert,  Killflin,  and  Killshinane 
parishes.  The  Blennerhassets  and  Crosbies  are  here  in  Qfl:. 
teUos's  map. 

Tmgbanacmy  barony  contains  Brosna,  O'Brennan.  Clo« 
gherbnen,  Tralee,  Ballinahaglbh,  Ratass,  Ballimacelligot, 
Nofaaraly  Castle  klandi  Bailbeedy,  Disert,  Kilitalla,  Kill- 
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coleman,  KiI)orglin»  killgarrilander,  Currens,  Killent^rna, 
and  Balltcuslan  parishes.  The  Fitz-Mauricea,  Denoys, 
Fitz-Geralds,  and  MacElioti,  are  placed  here  bj  Orte. 
Hus. 

Corcaguinny  barony  has,  for  its  parishes  in  its  peninsular 
situation,  Annagh,  Killgobban,  Killeiny,  Stradbally,  Bal- 
liduff,  Ballinacotirty,  Dallinyoher,  Garfinagh,  Killquan, 
Killmelchedor,  Kinnard,  Dingle,  Donnuiiifig,  Msrhir, 
Killdrum,  Ventry,  and  Dunquin.  The  Fitz-Geralds,  KnighU 
of  Kerry,  the  Trancs,  and  Rices,  are  placed  here  by 
Ortelius. 

Magunthy  has  Molahiflb,  Killbonane,  Aglish,  KOlcarn- 
rain,  Aghadoe,  Killamey,  and  KQlaha.  The  Brownes, 
O'Donaghoes,  and  Con  ways,  are  here  in  Ortelius  s  map. 

danerought  has  Killgarvan,  Kenmiire,  and  Tuosiiu. 
Ortelius's  map  has  here  the  O'Faloys. 

Dunkerrin,  a  vast  expanse  of  lalce,  mountain,  and  rock, 
has,  in  Beaufort,  only  Knockane,  Templenoe,  and  Kill- 
crohane.  The  ClanCarthys,  MacCartys,  MacGiUycuddys, 
and  O'Sullivans  Mor,  are  laid  down  here  in  Ortelius's 
map. 

Iveragh  barony  has  for  its  parishes,  Glanbehy,  Killinane, 
Cahir,  Dromod,  Valentia,  and  Killconly.  The  0<Ma- 
howns  and  MacCartys  are  here  in  Ortelius's  map. 


OvERthb  Analysis,  lengthened  and  minute,  and  assuredly 
most  interesting  as  it  has  been,  a  colouring  of  melancholy 
was  almost  necessarily  spread,  from  the  circumstances  and 
the  purposes  of  the  Survey  itself.  It  is  no  slight  matter 
to  unseat  the  property  of  a  country,  nor  can  even  subse- 

2uent  generations,  however  proffting  from  a  general  con* 
scation  refuse  to  confess,  and  to  lament  the  consequence! 
of  so  terrible  a  measure.  Tne  subject  has  not  been  ren- 
dered more  cheerful  by  the  circumstances  of  ill  health  under 
which  it  has  been  treated.  But  if  the  benefits,  contempla* 
ted  by  the  enquiry,  should  ever  even  partially  take  place^ 
the  labours  leading  to  them  will  not  have  been  in  vain  under* 
taken.  Intellect  and  philanthropy  have  already  done  muck 
for  Ireland,  within  the  period  of  the  present  reign :  they 
have  still  something  more  to  do ;  and  I  entertain  the  con-i 
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finned  hopr,  though  I  shall  probably  nerer  see  its  accom- 
plofaiiient,  that  wlmt  is  thus  called  for  will  be  done.* 

A  penrasive  and  exact  survey  of  the  island  would  of  itself 
operate,  I  hare  no  doubt,  as  a  forcible  and  permanent 
metnire  of  police';  and  if  accompanied  with  the  division  of 
the  Jtrgor  and  more  remote  counties,  into  smaller  districts, 
ioorder  to  make  every  part  of  the  country  ssx  and  fxxl 
THE  LAW,  would  petoaps  leave  nothing  to  be  desired  but 
vbt  the  lapse  of  time  itself  would  bring  about.  If  I  speak 
vith  some  earnestness  upon  the  subject,  I  am  encouraged 
to  do  10  by  the  recollection  of  the  marvellous  progress, 
wtach  Ireland  has  made  during  the  reign  of  George  the 
Third.  Neither  Russia  nor  America,  both  of  which  may 
be  nsmed  to  be  honoured,  has  outstripped  her  in  the  race 
of  ifflprovement,  though  placed  under  circumstances  so 
ndically  different.  I  may  be  farther  allowed  to  press  what 
I  conceive  to  be  of  use  to  the  country,  as  a  debt  of  duty 
and  tfiection.  My  earliest  and  my  dearest  friends  have 
been  Irishmen ;  to  Irishmen  I  lie  under  the  obligations, 
fkidi  bind  me  to  the  island  by  recent  and  solid  good  offices; 
Bor  beyond  the  precincts  of  its  coasts  have  I  a  wish,  except 
*hit  as  a  citizen  and  a  subject  of  the  Empire  in  general,  I 
ao  boand  by  my  fealty  to  entertain. 

If  i  roan  possessing  leisure,  opportunities,  and  impar- 
tith'tj,  shall  ever  undertake,  in  the  style  and  temper  of  Sir 
Job  Davies,  to  trace  the  causes  of  the  miserable  contest, 
begioning  in  164 1,  he  will  produce  the  work,  of  which  the 
DowH  SuBVXY  constitutes  naturally  the  termination*  Out 
^  tbst  period  of  horror,  I  know  not,  that  any  one  single 
good  end  has  grown,  except  this  very  Survey  itseU*.  Sci- 
ace  has  indeed  gained  something,  ainl  we  profit  by  it,  but 
honaoity  recoils  from  the  scenes,  which  rendered  necessary 
^  oeaiure.  The  civil  war  of  England  and  of  Scotland, 
between  the  king  and  his  parliaments,  produced  the  yety 
belt  eSecti.  Ensland  succeeded  in  diffusing  the  principlea  * 
of  freedom,  whlA  ripened  into  such  precious  fruits  at  the 
Kcrdution;  while  Scotland,  for  the  first  time,  since  her 


*  The  fuU  eflbcu  of  the  altered  'sTstem,  under  Gedrgt  I  IT.,  though 
^  ud  ptdetaHun  felt  in  degree,  cannot,  in  mj  mind    b#  altogether 


*i*ipHwd  within  leas  than  half  a  century.    The  tree  of  improvement 
^tplnt of  flow  gmmb,  and  only  bean  matured  fruit;  after  the  lapio  of 
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liistory  began  to  run,  was  taught  to  know,  across  the  hunri* 
liation  of  her  turbulent  aristocracy,  the  blessings  of  peace- 
able government  under  the  vigorous  sway  of  Cromwel). 
But  in  Ireland  the  tumult  was  all  direct,  unmitigated  evil ; 
and  the  evil  becomes  beyond  measure  aggravated,  when  it 
is  recollected  that  the  prolonged  administration  of  Lord 
Strafford*  would  perhaps,  (I  think  almost  certainly)  have 
set  us  before  cither  England  or  Scotland  in  the  race  of  im- 
proveipent.  He  would  at  all  events  have  done  for  this 
country,  what  the  Tudors  did  for  England  ;  be  would  have 
broken  the  injurious  power  of  the  aristocracy,  and  would  have 
made  the  remotest  corners  of  the  land  understand  what 
Lord  Chesterfield  confessed  that  some  o(^  them,  even  in  his 
time,  wanted-^to  know  that  there  was  a  King,  a  Law,  and  a 
God — Henry  VIL  ascended  the  throne  of  a  semi-barbarous 
people.  His  grand*daughter  Elizabeth  bequeathed  to  her 
kinsman  James,  the  sceptre  of  a  civilized  nation,  victorious 
in  war,  and  distinguished  by  a  Literature,  which  in  modern 
states,  has  been  only  rivalled  by  its  own  genius :  surpassed  it 
could  not  be,  nor,  in  fact,  has  it  been  quite  equalled. 

That  the  disposition  of  Strafford  was  rigorous  cannot  he 
denied;  but  his  intentions  for  the  double  service  of  hir 
roaster  and  of  Ireland,  were  pure,  his  views  clear,  and 
bis  temper  fixed.  These  are  the  qualities,  that  Ireland  has 
too  ofVen  wanted,  inr  her  governors,  in  former  times. 

It  may  in  fact  be  observed,  that  all  the  ability  to  acquire 
information,  all  the  opportunities  ending  in  its  acquisition, 
the  greatest  disposition  to  apply  to  the  best  possible  pur- 
poses, both  the  abilities  aad  the  information  thus  possened, 
are  as  drops  of  rain  in  the  sea,  for  any  refreshing  or  fructi- 
fying purpose,  unless  they  are  accompanied  and  guided  by 
an  evenness  of  temper,  and  coolness  of  head.  Through 
the  reign  of  Anne,  George  I.,  and  the  greater  part  of  hat 
of  George  II.,  a  very  competent  authority  has  declared, 
that  the  Irish  Legislature  never  made  laws,  but  in  anger, 
against  the  mass  of  their  country's  population.  Those 
bodies  were  stimulated  by  bigotry,   lust  of  'power,  and 


*  This  great  man,  and  excellent  governor,  has  been  maligned  as  for- 
^liSly  sailing  the  property,  upon  which  the  great  estates  in  Wicklow,  be- 
longing to  his  bouse,  have  been  founded.  He  did  no,  such  thing.  He 
sold  English  property  to  make  the  purchase  her^ ;  and  be  did  it  fron 
both  a  wish  to  serre  the  country,  and  the  obvious  reason  of  selling  desr 
in  an  old  country,  and  purchasing  cheap  in  a  new  one. 
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nerice;  and  to  keep  down  the  growth  of  the  peopje,  atul 
to  extort  froni  them  their  last  penny,  was  the  policy  which 
giew  out  of  those  most  detestable  feelings  and  motives.  In 
the  plan  of  extortion,  they  a  good  deal  succeeded,  at  the 
expense,  indeed,  of  the  church,  and  of  the  country's  peace, 
not  yet  restored ;  but  in  keeping  down  the  increase  of  the 
popdatkm,  never  did  experiment  more  totally  fail. 

Unfbrtunately,  the  evils  produced,  and  too  much  ma* 
tBttd  by  that  system,  particularly  the  ciiief  misfortune 
of  die  knd,  a  redundant  population,  canpot  at  once  be 
done  away  by  any  enactments,  however  wisely  or  com* 
prahenstyely  conceived,  or  judiciously  set  in  action. 
SomethiDg,  perhaps  mudi,  must  be  conceded  to  time; 
hovever  anxious  may  be  the  wishes  of  every  statesman 
omoitcted  with  the  country,  that  this  population  should  be 
10  d^ested,  that  ev^ry  man  should  find  a  place  and  an  in- 
terest in  Bocie^. 

Borke  has  observed,  that  the  Legblators  of  anti<juity 
mpassed  themselves  in  the  policy  of  classifying  the  di^r* 
ait  orders  of  citizens.  In  the  capacious  and  productive 
and  of  that  great  man,  it  is  not  easy  to  say  in  what  point  of 
liew  die  statesmanlike  arrangement  most  peculiarly  struck 
kioL  But  it  b  obvious,  that  no  statesman  can  be  master  of 
Ui  subject,  until  he  has  mastered  this  knowledge.  It  is 
■oreover  the  knowledge;  without  which,  benevolence  may 
kdeti  exist,  but  an  intelligent  beneficence  cannot  be  put 
ato  action.  In  the  Delphic  temple,  the  votary  of  the  dod 
of  Wisdom  was  reminded,  that  to  «  know  himselt,'*  was 
Ae  fifst  and  principal  of  human  duties.  Alas !  how  Uttle 
ia  extent;  bow  powerless  in  obligation  was  even  this  duty, 
ia  comparison  with  that  imposed  unon  every  government, 
of  knowing  the  coiintry  oyer  which  they  are  set,  and  the 
fcople  whidi  they  are  put  to  rule. 

We  read,  that  in  the  fire  of  1711,  some  of  the  Down 
Surrmr  itself  was  destroyed,  and  more  mutilated.  We  read 
to^  mat  in  the  same  flaimes  perished  the  Sidney,  the  Gross, 
the  (Hvi),  and  the  Strafford  Surveys.  All  these  were  the 
iMtromenu  of  the  harshest  measures  perhaps,  to  which, 
iknt  of  Ronum  or  Frepch  proscriptions,  government  ever 
lot  themselves.  And,  shall  it  be  mdeed  said,  that  science  . 
cm  be  suimnoned  forth  from  her  retreats,  to  trace  the 
asvae  <rf' vengeance,  or  arrange  the  measure  of  confiscation; 
mdtbat  ihe  diall  not  be  called  upon  to  simplify  the  pro* 
oeedii^  of  the  statist,  and  to  place  within  his  reach  know- 
UgCi  without  which;  he  must  do  wrong  ?    The  principle 
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Isliowever  again  allowed ;  and  the  census  of  1800,  and  of 
a  810,  in  Great    Britain,   ^ew  that  the  necessttj  of  ^ 
national  knowledge  is  recognised.    May  it  be  acted  upon! 
and  let  us  hope  tliat  the  period  has  at  length  now  anired, 
when  aniher  Survey^  not  unseating  the  naass  of  the  oountry'i 
population,  but  at  once  fixing  and  girrng  to  them  a  new 
character,  will  at  no  great  dbtance  of  time,   be  aoade. 
The  progress  of  the  Trigonometrical  Survey  in  Great  %tu 
tain,  of  which  some  splendid  specimens  l^ave  been  already 
published,  (in  imitation,  or  rather  in  rivalship  of  Cassiai*! 
noble  map  of  France,')  will  doubtless  be  extended  into  this 
part  of  the  4inited  kingdom.     But  honound>le  to  the  cane, 
and  serviceable  to  the  interests  of  science,  as  these  nattootl 
works  may  be,    thuy  still  do  not  constitute  the  cammm 
jiace  bohk  of  the  statesman.     That  must  consist  of  diitriet 
Surveys,  like  those  made  under  Sir  W^Iiam  Petty ;  and  as 
the  Parishes  are  already  in  being,  no  other  arrangeoieDt 
need  be  resorted  to,  as,  in  fact,  no  better  can  be  made-*- 
can  it  be  doubted    but  a  statesman,  having  before  him  such 
almost  living  pictures  of  the  actual  condition  of  every  part 
of  the  land,  would  not  be  able  to  take  his  ineaaurci».  irtie* 
tfaer  of  police,  or  of  fixed  calculation,  with  an  accuracy, 
which,  under  the  present  circumstances,  must  be  deqmind 
of?    There  would  be  the  number  of  houses,  their  respective 
desctiptions,  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  oneloauresy  the 
soil,  the  woods,  the  exact  location,  all  matters  of  deep 
interest  to  the  State;  and  not  less  so,  let  it  be  added, 
(when  the  prodigious  change  o^  property  now  going  on 
here,  with  the  certainty  of  its  encreasmg,  under  the  causes 
in  operation^  is  considered)  to  the  numerous  individuais 
ccmcemed  in  the  characters  of  buyer  and  seller.     The  very 
act  of  numbering  and  laying  down  the  houses,  even  of  the 
hinnblest  description,  let  it  bQ  again  said,  must  operate 
nowerfuUy,  not  only  upon  the  conviction,  but  upon  the 
imaginations  of  the  people,  as  a  vigorous  measure  of  poKce. 
fut  it  may  be  stated,  by  the  way  of  objection^ 'tlutt  ato 
all,  these  Surveys  must  be  repeated  from  time  te  Uose; 
inasmuch  as  from  the  very  lapse  of  years,  they  will  becoM 
antiquated.    |n  the  first  place,  it  m^y  be  replied,  that  in 
the  case  of  the  Down  Survey,  the  very  oppesite^ct  is.  the 
true  one,  as  it  is  still  the  rule  of  property,  as  fiur  as  it  goes. 
But  be  it  so'.    Let  a  Survey  be  made  de  mno  at  least  oace 
in  a  century*    Exclusive  of  the  advantages  above  stated^ 
and  the  gtneral  interests  which  must  be  by  all  taken  ia 
such  a  worjc^  the  expenditure  would  chiefly  go  |UD«»g  t 
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eb»  (^  persons,  men  of  tctence  for  instance,  upon  whom 
fertnne  comiiionly  drops  very  few  of  her  favours ;  and  aa 
for  the  expeadkare,  shame  itself  refuses  to  make  the  cal- 
CQ^alioD. 

The  merchant  and  the  tradennan  think  it  necefuary  to 
tale  ttod  from  time  to  time.  The  cultivator,  in  balancing 
1»  yearly  accounts,  institutes  a  comparison  between  the 
psewnt  and  former  y^u^  and  proceeds  accordingly  Every 
nsn  Imows,  or  at  least  everv  prudent  man  kno  vs,  his  means, 
br  the  extent  and  nature  or  which,  he  finds  the  scale  for 
cbediog  and  regulating  his  e:q>eaditure.  jShali  the  states-  ^ 
nsn  alone   ■    ■    ■  ?  but  the  thing  is  too  plain  to 

require  mrgument.  The  empire  has  now  reached  a  situa- 
tion, that,  after  being  both  tired  and  satiated  with  glory, 
it  folds  itself  labouring  to  its  very  centre.  One  of  the 
chief  means  of  relief  must  rest  upon  the  knewledge  of  its 
sctual  condidoo,  without  which,  no  radical  and  dedsive 
step  for  ita  relief  can  be  taken.  The  means  of  doing  this 
sre  at  hand,  and  already  in  some  measure  in  operation ; 
sad  with  respect  to  the  expense,  (to  mention  that  sabjeol 
s§aia)  it  most  prove  at»  nothaqg  in  comparison  with  the  ad- 
Tsot^ges  springing  from  the  protection  afforded  by  it, 
sgsinstUhe  very  serious  mistakes  into  which,  without  suclv 
uau9Cf  of  imfeniiatioo,  the  BsoH  acut#  wd  vigilant 
must  frequently  fallf.

AGHALEE^  or  AghaiuJae^  is  situate  in  the  barony  of  Name. 

Upper  Massareene^  and  county  of  Antrim,  and  is  in  the 

diocese  of  Dromore.    It  is  united  to  die  parities  of  UuioA:     : 

AghagalleB  and  Magiwramisk  (or  Maghcramebky)  boA

vicarages;  the  two  htter  jein  each  odier,  and  Aghiito^y 

in  which  the  ,chnrch  stands,  forms  the  centre.* -The 

won  of  these  tliroe  benefices  is  very  ancient;  no  record 

of  thethn^  when  it  oecurred  exists  in  the  registries  of      '     '  ' 

<tther  diocese.    They  are  imntided  on  the  east  by  tW  Boui^^es 

pviihes  of  Maglwragall  iOid  Lisburn,  on  the  west  b^ 

iMgh  NeBgh,  on  the  north  by  Ballind^rry,  and  on  the 

Mtb  by  M<nra  and  Sbank-hill.    The  contents  of  die'  OontMUi. 
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Soil.  union  are  about  8500  English  acres.  Almost  the  entire 
of  the  land  is  arable,  being  put  under  tillage  as  suits  the 
convenienoe  of  the  fanner ;  none  is  wholly  appro{niated 

Bog.  to  paiture,  and  not  a  twentieth  part  to  meadow.  There 
are  about  100  acres  of  bog  in  the  parish  of  Aghagallen. 

No  river  runs  through  these  parishes;  nor  are  there 

any  lakes,  unless  we  except  Lough  Neagh,  which,  b» 

Lagan  Na-  alitedy  said,  bounds  them  on  the  west.  The  canal  from 

^^^^^^^^     Bel£Eist  to  this  lake,  called  the  La^n  Navigation,  passes 

through  the  entire  union.    There  are  no  mountains  or 

hills  of  any  note  in  it. 

II.  Mines,  Minerals,  SfC. 

No  mines  have  been  discovered  here.    Some  quarries 
WhinStone  of  amorphous  trap,  or  whin-stone,  which  is  commonly 
applied  to  the  purposes  of  building,  have  been  found  in 
Aghalee  and  Magheramisk. 

III.  Modem  Buildings,  Sfc.

Gentk-  On  the  left  hand  side  of  the  road  leadmg  from  Moira  to 
c_^  Aghalee,  and  immediately  oiqposite  the  chnrdi,.  stands 
the  house  of  Stafford  Gorman,*E8q. :  it  is  about  one 
mile  from  Moira.    In  Magheramisk,  on  the  left  hand 
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side  of  tbe  road  from  Lisburn  to  Moira,  at  the  distance 
of  five  miles  from  the  former  of  these  towns,  and  one 
and  a  half  from  the  latter,  stands  Trumry-house,  the 
residence  of  Joshua  Conran,  Esq.

As  to  the  number  of  inhabitants,  it  is  supposed  they  Fbpulstion 
may  amount  to  5000 ;  about  one  half  of  this  num)>er  ad-  IVote^Mit.

equally  divided  between  the  roman  catholic  and  presby*  CathoUc 
tcrian  congregations.    They  are  mostly  employed  in  v[^^'^ 
agriculture,  and  in  the  linen. and  cotton  manufacture.  £>°^W- 
The  usual  food  of  the  lower  classes  is  oatmeal  and  milk,  Food, 
potatoes,  and  oocasionaUy  fish  from  Lough  Neagh.   Ani- 
mal food  has  been  at  so  high  a  price  for  several  years 
that  they  seldom  can  obtain  it     As  to  clothing,  health.

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VI.  The  Genius  ^  Disposition  tfthe  Poorer  Classes,  Sf<^ 

Lmguaigc.       Tl^e  usual  language  spoken  is  English.   The  poorer 
Diipodtion  classes  of  the  people  are  peaceable  and  industrious. 

Tradition.  The  only  tradition  wortli  noticing  is  one  relating  to 
the  ancient  church  of  Magheramisk,  now  in  ruins.  An 
old  man  from  a  neighbouring  parish,  whom  I  recently 
met  with  in  the  church-yat'd  after  attending  a  funeral, 
gave  me  the  following  account  ofthe  old  parish  churcb, 
which  he  had  heard,  when  young,  from  his  great  grand- 
father, an  old  inhabitantjof  Magheramisk.  He  told  me 
that  this  old  man  remembered  Trumry  Church  stand- 
ing, and  divine  service  performing  in  it,  and  that  it  was 
destroyed  in  the  civil  wars  daring  the  protectorate  in  the 
following  manner.  A  strong  stone  house,  standin^r 
where  Trumry-house  is  now  built,  about  400  yards 
from  the  church,  was  occupied  by  a  small  party  of  Crom« 
well's  soldiers  to  overawe  the  neighbouring  country.  To 
counteract  this  plan,  a  detachment  of  the  Irish  army 
took  post  in  the  church  by  night,  and  were  beginning 
to  fortify  tbemselves,  when  they  were  attacked  and  dis- 
lodged by  Cromwell's  soldiers,  who  set  fire  to  the  church 
for  this  purpose. 

VII.  Education  and  Employmenl  of  Children,  %c. 

jB^tucatkm.  The  chUdren  are  generally  taught  to  read,  and  many 
of  them  learn  writing  and  accounts.     There  are  four 

Sdiools.  schools  at  present  in  the  parish  of  Aghalee,  which  are 
numerously  attended  during  the  summer  months  but

The  Marquis  of  Hertford -has  the  right  of  presenla-  Advowson. 
ticHi  to  this  benefice.     There  is  a  |2^ood  parish  church  in-  Chmdi. 
Ag^alee,  which  stands  nearly  in  the  centre  of  the  three 
ptrisbai^    At  Aghagallen  .there ;  ia  a ,  Roinao  Catholic  Chapei. 
chapel,  and  a  meeting-house  for  quakers  at  Maghera- 
mak.    There  is  neither  g^boJkonae  nor  gtebtb    The  lytfaes. 
rectorial  tytbes  are  the  property  of  the  patron ;  the  vi- 
carial, which  include  one  third  of  the  great  ty  thes,  go  to 
the  ficar.     The  vicarial  tythes  are  let  at  an  aereable 
valuation  made  thii:^  years  agq^  from  4d.  to  6d.  per 
acre,  according  to  the  quali^  of  the  land  at  that  time.

L  The  Name  of  the  Parish^  Situation^  Extent^  Sfc. 

1  HE  parish  of  Annahilt  is  situated  in  the  county  of  situatioiL 
Down,  and  diocese  of  Dromore.    It  contains  ten  town-  XownUncU 
lands,  nine  of  which  are  in  the  barony  of  Lower  Iveagh, 
and  one  in  that  of  Kinnalarty :  On  the  north,  it  is  boun-  BoundaiiM 
ded  by  Drumbo;  on  the  east|  by  Killany,  MaheradroU, 
or  Ballinahinch ;  on  the  west,  by  Cnimlin,  or  Hillsbo- 
rough ;  and  on  the  south,  by  Dromore  and  Dromara 
parishes. 

The  superficial  contents  are  about  8600  acres  of  ara-  Contents. 
Ue  and  pasture  lands ;  the  bogs  and  lakes  may  altoge- 
ther amount  to  400  acres  more,  making  the  whole  about 
^000  acres.  The  church  and  glebe  of  Annahilt  lie  about  fiearingf. 
nine  Irish  miles  south  of  Bel&st,  which  is  in  latitude 
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54^.  55'.  north :  they  are  in  the  north-western  side  of 
the  parish,  which  extends  thence  about  three  miles  to 
the  east  and  south. 

^9*^  The  sur&ce  of  the  parish  presents  great  variety,  as  it 

principally  consists  of  hills,  containing  from  20  to  50  or 
60  acres :  These  are  ^sepanrted  by  vallies  or  plains  of 
Tery  small  extent,  except  where  the  turf-bogs  intervene, 
which  are  generally  more  extensive,  than  the  other  fiat 
grounds.  From'  a  given  point  tlie  hills  extend  like  an 
amphitheatre ;  and  the  irregular  undulating  lines  formed 
by  their  summits  exhibit  something  very  pleasing  to  the 
eye.  As  the  country  rises  to  the  southward,  all  these 
hills  are  most  difficult  of  ascent  on  the  north  side. 

SoiU  The  soil  on  the  hills  is  generally  from  four  to  six 

inches  deep,  of  a  hazel  mould,  with  a  substratum  of 
greyish,  or  reddish  till,  under  which  lies  a  strong  red^ 
coloured  or  whitish  clay  with  many  stones,  which  seem  to 
have  had  their  sur&cea  smoodied  by  motion.  In  the 
little  plaiiia  pr  vallies  the  soil  piurtakes  more  of  clay  or 
turf:  the  miicture  of  these  ibrms  many  varieties  of  soil, 
and  \%  much  4e€()er  t|iap  any  other.  The  greater  part 
of  these  Ifinds,  is  in  meadow,  producing  abundant  crops

the  higher  grounds.     Of  the  vallies,  several  hftve  been

^boait  of  cultivalion ;  producing^  wl^en  jodiciously  ma-* 
nagedi  excaUeot  cro|>ii  of  potatoes,  grain,  and  graitt,  to 
the  culture  <^  which  they  seem  peculiarly  fdapted. 

Clinuit^         The  climata^  Ube  that  of  the  rest  of  Ireland,  is  varia* 
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ble:  but,  from  the  shape  of  the  grounds,  and  the  nature 
of  tbe  soil,  the  rain  that  falls,  soon  mnsofi;  so  that  upon 
the  whole,  it  may  be  considered  one  of  thef  driest 
tracts  in  the  county.  From  iu  inland  situation,  howeyer, 
and  from  its  vicinity  to  the  mountains  snow  is  apt  to 
tall  heavily,  and  to  remain  a  considerable*time  undis- 
solved. The  disorders  of  the  district  are  puhnonic  com-  Piteam. 
plaints  and  low  fevers  in  the  spring^ 

Annahilt  Is  not  without  its  portion  of  the  ttnall  lakes  Lakca. 
or  loughs,  which  abound  in  the  county  of  Down ;  the 
largest  is  Lough  A^tj^  which  constitutes  one  of  the 
boundaries  of  the  parish  to  the  sonih.  This  fine  piece 
of  water,  the  exact  extent  of  whibh  it  is  difficult  to 
ascertain,  seems  to  cover  about  100  acres  or  something 
more ;  as  no  streams  run  into  it,  the  supply  of  water 
most  arise  from  springs,  and  the  level  of  the  surface^ 
dioogh  encreased  by  snow,  is  seldom  raised  by  rain. 
The  next  in  size  is  Lough  Erne,  which  is  in  the  townland 
of  Ballyheel ;  the  extent  of  this  water  is  less  than  40 
acres,  but  its  depth  far  exceeds  that  of  the  former  lake ; 
tad  at  a  very  small  distance  from  the  border,  the  sides 
are  quite  perpendicular.  Both  of  these  loughs,  as  well 
as  those  in  Ballycoune,  are  well  supplied  with  trout, 
pike,  and  eels;  the  second  of  which  species  of  fish  is 
lometimes  taken  of  the  large  size  of  from  10  to  20 
pounds  weight 

Many  rivulets  run  along  the  vallies,  serving  as  feeders  RHrm. 
of  these  lou^s,  or  as  outlets  to  their  superfluous  wa- 
ters. Those  streams  which  rise  in  the  eastern  and 
tOQtheni  quarters  find  their  way  to  the  sea  near  Down- 
patiick ;  Uiose  of  the  other  parts,  by  the  river  Lagan, 
to  Belfast  lough.  / 
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IL  MineSf  Minerals^  S^c. 

XliMnlfc  No  metals  have  ever  been  found,  though  this  parish 
\a  evidently  part  of  the  transition  country,  the  rocks 
being  mostly  gray-wacke,  gray-wacke  slate,  or  silicioos 
slate.  In  many  parts  these  shew  themselves  on  the 
surface,  and  in  others  they  lie  so  near  it,  that  they  are 
scarcely  concealed  by  a  thin  covering  of  soil.  In  the 
townland  of  Cluntogh,  on  the  southern  extremity  of 

ante  Quar-  Mr.  ^ger's  estate,  there  is  a  fine  slate  quarry,  which 
however  has  not  hitherto  been  wrought  to  advantage ; 
the  slates  that  have  been  raised  at  the  depth  of  20  feet 
from  the  surface  are  ei^cellent  in  colour,  size,  and  dura- 
bility, ^ 

Oniiite&  A  few  detached  pieces  of  granite  and  granulated 
quartz  ire  found ;  but  veins  of  basalt,  better  known  by 

Whin-  the  name  of  whin-dykes  are  frequent ;  these  generally 
travers.  the  wacke  and  slaty  rocks  in  an  eastern  direo- 
tion,  inclining  much  tp  the  south ;  and  appear  to  ema« 
nate  from  the  great  body  of  basalt  of  which  the  County 
of  Antrim  is  composed,  and  which  li^s  to  the  north- 
west In  position,  (the  prisms  lying  horizontally)  firac- 
ture,  and  composition,  they  seem  to  be  exactly  of  the 
same  nature  as  those  so  commoq  in  the  counties  of  An- 
trim and  Londonderry ;  and  it  has  been  observed  that 
whenever  the  other  rocks  are  traversed  by  them,  there 
is  a  manifest,  dislocation  of  the  strata.  Some  of  these 
whin-dykes  are  20  or  30  feet  in  breadth,  others  not 
more  than  2  or  3 :  and  they  are  all  in  a  greater  or  smidler 
degree  coated  with  an  ocbreous  earth ;  in  which  stones 
interspersed  with  zeolite,,  round,  and  composed  of  pelli- 
cles like  the  coats  of  onions^  are  sometimes  foimd  embed- 
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ded  in  an  ochreons  paste.  How  d«ep  they  run  is  not 
bdirn,  bat  Baany  of  them  hare  been  traced  along  the 
vBsAidd  to  the  eastern  coa^t,  where  they  are  lost  in  the

Ihereait  no  village8,/and  but  one  public-house.  The 
prindpai  roads  which  traverse  the  parish  are  those  from  Roads. 
Hillflboroi^  to  Dcrwnpatrick,  and'  from  Dromore  te 
the samepkce ;  these  run  from  east  to  west.  A.'  road 
fiom  Bel&st  and  Lisbum  to  Rathfryland  passes  thi*ough 
the  glebe,  and  one  from  Lisbum  to  Downpatrlck  through 
Cargicreevy ;  both  these  roads  run  from  nc  rth  to 
xmth.  There  is  also  a  road  which  runs  in  an  easterly 
direction  from  Hillsborough  to  Saintfield.  Besides 
these^  other  roads  give  great  facility  in  drawing  turf, 
(the  fuel  of  the  country)  lime,  &c.  through  the  parish. 
About  ^S  years  ago,  few  of  these  roads  were  in  existence : 
for  most  of  them  we  are  indebted  to  Mr.  Mussenden, 
4e  only  resident  proprietor,  except  the  rector. 

About  60  years  ago,  the  present  Mr.Mussenden'sgrwd*  cenUe- 
&ther  made  extensive  plantations,  and  built  a  mansion*  ™^'»^~*^ 
house  at  Larchfield,  which  received  its  name  from  the 
tree  he  was  fond  of:  his  grandson  has  been  a  more  ex- 
tensive planter ;  and  by  exciting  the  same*  spirit  among 
Us  tenants,  the  estate  has  assumed  a  very  cultivated 
appearance.  About  the  sanie  time  that  Mr.  Mussenden 
first  planted  at  Larchfield,  Mr.  Cowan  of  Ballytentogh 
made  considerable  improvements  at  his  residence,  and 
some  years  after,  his  son,  Mr.  Andrew  Cowan,  improv- 
ed his' place  in  the  same'tOwnlatid  ;  Captain  Cowan  also 
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is  now  oddiBg  to  those  formerly  naadei  as  wdt  as  hfe 
brother,  Mr.  Samttd  Coviran.  At  Clantiogb)  aUml  40 
years  ago^  Mr.  Rogers  conunenqed  bis  i«ipit)veiiiflntl  bjr 
building  a  lodge  and  planting  several  acres;  they  are 
now  highly  ornamental.  Mr.  Magill  of  Loughaghry 
must  not  be  omitted  as  an  improver^  having  since  his 
residence  there,  built  and  planted  a  great  deal  in  the 
space  of  four  years.  In  general,  a  greatspirii^r  maUng 
.  improyemests  prevails  amoiig  our  ftmaers^  fai  which 
fdMitiog  and  ditching  hold  the  first  place  Jft  g^tng  to 
any  country  a  cultivated  and  d^lizal  appearance. 

H^  The  glebe-house  was  built  hi  1700  and  \79ly  by  the 

present  incumbent,  at  an  expense  of  nefirly  4?120p ;  He 
built  under  the  old  act  of  parliam^it,  by  nkieh  he  was 
obliged  to  find  the  money  himself,  and  as  be  baa  exceeds 
ed  the  two  years'  income  of  the  parish,  he  cannot  recover 
from  his  successor  more  than  tbree^fourths  of  what  he 
laid  out  in  the  mere  buildings,  in  addition  to  tbi^  be 
has  made  a  good  ^rd^i^  and  has  improved  the  glebe 
lands  by  draining^  ditching  and  planting,  at  a  consL^^^ 
ble  additional  expense ;  but  he  is  in  some  d^pree  remu- 
nerated by  seeing  a  dreary  wild  convierted  into  a  sub- 
stantial and  comfortable  residence  for  bunself  and  for 
his  successors.  He  is  the  first  resident  rector^  the  pa** 
rish  of  AnufAilt  having  formerly  been  part  of  the  coq^ 
of  the  presentorship  of  DrpmcHre,  from  which  it  was 
separated  by  an  act  of  council  with  the  conseoU  of  tbf 
biihop  and  the  incumbent;  by  the  advice  of  tlie  first 
Marquis  of  Downsbire, 

IV.  Ancient  Buildings^  Sfc. 
The  antiquities  of  this  parish  are  inconsiderable^  and 
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thej  viU  fiimuh  Imt  Kule  gmtificfttion  to  the  antiqnaiy. 
b  Afcbddl's  BiooMtiaoa  Hibeniicaini  her  jMOtiom  Moniiiie 
EwMirhphe  as  a  cbiiroh  fbmded  in  tfaeterritorjr  of  Hib*  ^^ 
hethack  (Iveagb)  by  H.  Molibba :  he  adds^  it  b  now 
ttoknows.  This  name  of  Eanadidte  has  been  oonrapted 
to  Anni&ilt.  Until  the  middle  of  the  last  century  there 
vaa  no  ^srdi;  about  that  time  a  cburoh  was  built, 
when  a  Mr.  Ralph  Smyth  was  precentor  df  Maghera- 
liP)  to  whidi  this  parish  was  jmce  united,  but  bong  in  a 
s  state  of  decay  soon  after,  the  first  Marquis  of  Down* 
shir^  upon  the  parish  subscribing  jS50.  defircQred  the 
Kmaiiider  of  tlie  expaise  of  building  the  preset  very 
aeat  edifice*. 

Tlie  burying  gnomd  about  the  x^urch  is  of  great  an->  Andcnt 
tiqaicy ;  and  tlia  foit  iti  which  }t  stands  is  oirlous ;  bmng  ^^^ 
the  iniM»(io|t<xf  four  snclbaures,  the  whole  occupying 
at  kfliti)ine-<aciM»  and  sloping  to  the  east  in  a  regular 
^adfl.  Bofork  the  inroitkm  of  cannon  it  must  hare 
been  a  very  strong  place;  for,  though  it  is  not  in  an 
devale4  sitjnatloli,^  it  had  a  mcmiss  on  every  side  except 
on  tbenortk  west.  Heie  Sir  Phelim  O^Neil  retr^ted 
when  be  was  repulsed  at  Lisbum  by  Sir  John  Rawdon^ 
en  due  S8th  of  N^ember  164L  Several  articles  whbh  Amupiitiet 
he  left  behind  have  since  been  found ;  a  handsome  gre^ 
nade,  a  six  pound  cannon  ball,  several  querns  or  hand 
■ntt-stoncSs,  and  a  camp  fitre-fdaca  In  digging  a  drain 
Afolig^  the  bog  to.  that  sMth-east^  the  road  by  which 
he  got  from  his  position  was  found  overgrown  with 
tort;  !t  was  fonned  of  large  stones  covered  with  sods^ 
and  hid  upon  tfaia  pieces  of  wood,  many  of  which,  when 
e«mmed,  appeared  to  be  pieces  of  fianmitdre,  &c.  that 
w«re  broken  up  br  the  purpose.    Besides  the  endo^ 
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sures  which  form  di«  entrenchmeiits  in  whioh  the  oborcfa 
l>tBisii  j-ard  lies,  there  are  nnmeroug  foirU  on  the  hiDs»  all  of 
which  are  within  view  of  each  other.  Meet  <^  them 
have  only  one  trench  and  ditch^  and  are  formed  m  the 
manner  of  those  bo  general  in  tliis  part  of  Ireland. 

Antiquities      Some  detochcd  pieces  of  antiquity  have  been  found. 

ii^filiuiy.  Amongst  others  the  heads  of  arrows  or  javelkis  made  of 
flint,  which  indicate  the  djflerent  state  of  civilizatmi  at 
drfierent  times.  Some  are  quite  rude,  others  very  neat- 
ly cut,  and  completely  barbed,  so  as  ^  make  tfadr  ex- 
traction difficult  .  The  writer  of  this  article  found  in  a 

Domestic,  bog  a  bodkin  of  fine  brass,  the  head  carved,  and  Ae 
whole  about  six  inches  long«  such  as  was  used  for  fas- 
tening on  the  mantle  or  cloak  Worn  ^>out  the  shonlden 
of  the  ancient  Irish.  This  and  tlie  arrow-heads  are 
now  lodged  in  the  mttseum  of  the  Dublin  Soci^.  He 
has  also  in  his  possession  part  ofa  wooden,  can  (formerly 
called  a  mether,)  found  in  a  turf*bog»  It  ia  ^hollowed 
from  a  solid  piece  of  alder  y  its  i^hape  square  with  two 
handles,  whioh  are  also  hollowed  out  of  the  soKd  wood; 
the  sides  are  coarsdy  carved  i\\  triangular  eompattments: 
when  fit  for  use  it  would  have  contained  about  six 
quarts,^  and  seems  to  have  been  weil  cofeitrived  fiMr  its 
intended  object.    ; 

FobmIs.  About  the  middle  of  Ae  last  century  a  piair  of  fossil 

horns  quite  perfect,  with  the  skull  of  the  animal  was 
found  in  a  marl  pit  near  Lardifield ;  .they  measure  about 
seven  feet  from  tip  to  tip,  and  are  now  in  Mr.  Mussen- 
den*s  hall.  Fossil  timber  of  different  kinds,  such  as 
oak,,  fir,  alder,  and  sallow,  and  in  some  instances,  yev 
abounds  Jn  the  bogs.     Fossil  shells  have  likewise  been 
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dug  op  in  those  pkces  where  small  beds  of  marl  have 
beenrused. 

V.  Pment  Sf  Former  State  qfPopdation^  Foodf  Fuek  ^c. 

The  pqiulaUon  of  the  parish  at  the  latter  end  of  the  Fopuktioiw 
yeir  \%lSj  consisted  of  514*  families;    2678   persons 
being  protestants,  and  20  catholics.     The  greater  part 
ofthis  population  is  of  Scotch  origini  who  settled  here 
in  the  reign  of  James  L 

The  rent  of  a  hoose  and  garden  is  regulated  by  the  Rtnti^ 
goodness  <^  the  house  and  extent  of  the  garden,  from 
one  to  three  guineas  per  annum,  with  liberty  of  setting 
potstoes  in  their  landlord's  ground,  on  the  manure  they 
mske;  and  sometimes  the  liberty  also  of  sowing  a  cer«* 
tarn  quantity  of  flax*seed  at  a  certain  price. 

VI.  Genius  and  Disposition  qfthe  Poorer  Classes^  S^c. 

This  parish  possesses  a  very  decent,  industrious,  well-  Dlfposition 
disposed,,  and  orderly  people :  For  this  character  the 
rector  can  vouch,  after  a  residence  of  nearly  40  years 
UQoog  them.  They  seldom  drink  any  diing  at  home, 
excq)t  at  weddings  and  at  christenings,  but  milk.  It  is 
at  fairs  and  markeu  that  they  regale  themselves  with 
beer  tod  whiskey,  and  from  the  vicinity  of  the  towns  of 
Lisbum,  Hillsborough,  Dromore,  and  Ballinahinch, 
they  have  frequent  opportunities  of  doing  so ;  but  though 
oftea  dated  upon  their  return,  excessive  intoxication  is 
not  common.  At  those  towns  they  furnish  thonselvcs 
with  good  clothing,  with  groceries,  (amongst  which 
tobacco  is  not  forgotten)  and  with  whatsoever  they  can 
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affiNrd  to  parcliase  for  comfim,  &r  coBTeDicbcet  and 
Food.  even  for  ornament.  The  basis  of  their  food  is  potatoes 
and  oatmeal ;  their  drink  buttermilk,  and  skimmed  milk. 
Most  of  the  brmers  have  salted  pork,  and  many  sdted 
beef  for  their  winter's  store,  and  some  occasionally  boy 
fresh  nieat  at  the  neighbouring  towas^  Tte  is  in  getie* 
ral  usei  and  supplies  the  place  of  milk:  as  to^vns  are 
near,  and  grocers'  shops  not  distant  from  their  honies, 
diis  beverage  is  often  resorted  to  both  Ieis  a  matt^  of 
luxury,  and  as  a  matter  of  necearity;  espedidly  when 
the  season  renders  a  supply  of  milk  diflScult,  if  not  im- 
tmn^fm^  possible  to  be  obtdned*  The  language  is  now  thd  En- 
glish, with  a  strong  Scotch  accent;  in  tbenSddle  <tf  tbe 
last  century  it  was,  as  the  writer  has-  been  tdd^  bread 
Scotch ;  which  has  been  regularly  wearing  oiit^  m  tbt 
intercourse  created  by  increasing  trader  and  ^ood  rdsds 
has  facilitated  the  cominmnication  with  the  aei^bouritig 
Gustomt.  towns.  Whatsoever  customs,  peculiar  to  the  lowlands 
of  Scodand,  (frcmi  whence  they  came,  in  the  reigti  irf 
James  L)  they  might  have  imported,  are  now  nearly 
laid  aside  or  fcM^gotten;  one  peculiar  custom  howei^er, 
generally  prevails ;  the  giving  a  merry  cdifvby  home  tb 
the  bride  and  groom  after  marriage,  and  ihe  stmg^  it 
often  great  between  the  fiieods  of  the  former  a^  of  the 
latter,  who  efaall  first  arrive  at  the  destined  goaL  Mbr- 
riages  take  place  at  an  early  period  of  lifi^  sp  that  pa- 
rents frequently  survive  to  see  their  ofipfing*  settled 
round  them,  and  who  to  aooomplish  that  object  oftea 
divide  small  into  smaller  fanps.

VII.  The  Education  and  EmpUnfment  of  Children,  ^ 

About  the  year  1796  a  Mr.  Jameson,  formerly  of 
this  parish,  who  settled  in  Belfast,  left  the  interest  of 
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j^lOOO.  to  endow  a  school  tor  tlie  male  and  fenude  chil- 
dren thereof.  The  intertet  was  aUowed  to  accunnilate 
until  it  amounted  to  j£440.;  this,  with  the  addition  of 
j^.  given  by  the  late  Marquis  of  Downahire,  i^as  tnf- 
fident  to  build  a  very  good  house  for  the  first  master, 
with  two  large  school-rooms,  one  for  the  boys,  and  the 
other  for  the  girls.  His  lordship  also  gave  three  acres 
of  land  at  Is.  per  annum,  for  the  master's  use.  Hie 
first  master  of  this  school  has*the  house,  land,  and  jf40. 
per  annum,  subject  to  the  repairs  of  the  house :  the 
second  master  has  £20.  per  annum. 

To  these  two  schools  all  the  children  that  come  are 
admitted;  and  as  the  Lancasterian  method  is  to  be  adopt-  . 
ed,  they  will  be  more  than  sufficient  for  the  instruction 
of  all  those  who  can  attend.  The  first  master,  besides 
the  rudiments  of  grammar,  teaches  mathematics,  arith- 
metic, writings  &c.  Added  to  this,  th^re  is  a  sunday- 1^!^ 
idu>ol  held  in  the  same  rooms,  supported  by  subserip- 
tioD,  which  is  most  numerously  attended;  and  some  of 
the  subscribers  go  there  every  sunday  to  see  that  the 
business  is  conducted  as  it  ought  to  be ;  the  children  are 
tang^t  their  catechisms  and  to  repeat  passages  from  the 
bible,  in  addition  to  their  reading.  At  such  places  as 
are  not  within  reach  of  these  schools,  there  are  others, 
soch  as  are  usual  in  country  situations.  Mrs.  Dubour- 
fieu,  in  conjunction  with  the  principal  inhabitants,  has 
had  the  merit  of  establishing  the  sunday^-school :  they 
were  struck  not  only  with  the  good  they  could  do,  but 
fte  evils  they  might  prevent,  by  brinjging  towards  edu- 
cation a  number  of  children  who  had  no  other  time  for 
it,  and  by  teaching  them  what  was  good  at  these  hours 
an  the  sabbath  day,  which  were  generally  devoted  to

ramUiag  alld  to  idleaets^  whihl  their  parenU  were  al>* 
sefti  at  their  reqiective  ptaon  of  worship ;  which  they 
may  now  retort  to  in  peace  of  mind^  tknowing  that  if 
tbqr  make  their  eUIdroi  attend  the  aduooU  they  are  alao 
innoceatly  and  niefolly  employed. 

R«««  of  The  rate  of  school-fees  here  ia  about  2s.  6d.  per  quar- 
ter  for  reading,  58*  5d.  for  writing,  and  about  Ss.  for 
accounts;  but  to  the  endowed  school  all  are  admitted 
without  paying;  and  as  the  manufactures  here  establish- 
ed give  employment  at  so  early  an  age,  there  is  not  too 
great  a  number  for  the  masters  to  instruct. 

No  Irish  manuscripts,  or  documents  relating  to  the 
history  of  Ireland  are  to  be  found  in  this  parish. 

VIII.  SUUeo/ReligUmEadUishmerU^  J\fthes^%c. 

Ch^eL  It  is  but  a  Tery  few  years  since  the  parish  of  Annahilt 

waa  claimed  by  any  roman  catholic  dergyman,  aa  tbeie 
was  only  one  fiunily  of  diat  rdigiow  denaminatioa  m 
is ;  now,  however,  that  there  are  four,  it  ia  claimed  by 
the  diooeee  oP  Dromore,  and  the  small  flock  it  pos- 
sesses attends  puUic  wotshtp  at  BalKnahinch  chapel  in 
the  saaie  dioecte. 

Meeting  The  inhabitanta  are  mostly  protestant  dissenters^  and

IX.  Modes  of  Agriadtttre^  CrOft^  S^c. 

The  mode  of  coltare  n  to  break  up  grass  lands  for  Mod«  of 
otts  after  limidg,  or  by  setting  potatoes  with  dung;  or  "S™^**^ 
plougfaing  stubbles  early,  and  repeating  the  operation 
onto  tbe  soil  is  properly  reduced ;  and  then  setting  po- 
titoes  on  dung  either  with  the  spade  or  with  the  plough : 
of  these  two  modes  of  cultivating  that  plant  on  stubble 
ground,  tbe  fermer  is  reckoned  to  produce  the  best 
potatoes,  ,and  the  greatest  quantity ;  the  latter  to  enable 
the  cnlttvator  to  bring  m  a  greater  quantity  of  ground, 
that  is,  to  manure  the  greatest  extent  of  land  with  a 
liven  ponion  of  manure ;  as  the  cultivation  that  is  given 
whilst  tbe  plant  is  coming  on,  is  equaf  to  a  larger  por- 
tion of  manure  without  it.    After  the  potatoes,  oats  are 
genendly  sown ;  in  some  instances  barley,  and  in  stQI 
fcwer  instances  wheat  r  for  although  the  last  sometimes 
nicceeds,  it  is  not  reckoned  a  certain  crop;  and  the 
straw  is  not  so  nutritious  to  cattle,  of  which  every  land- 
holder keeps  as  many  as  he  can.    Flax-seed  \a  Hkewise  Culture  of 
sown  after  potatoes,  and  not  seldom  on  ground  diat  has  ^^ 
borne  oafo  the  year  before;  in  the  first  instance  the 
crop  of  ihx  is  greater,  in  tbe  second  it  is  finer.

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the  milL  The  greatest  defect  in  the  system  is  the  re- 
peated cropping  after  manure,  but  in  this  the  farmers 
Green  are  beginning  to  see  their  error.  Turnips  do  not  gain 
ground,  though  the  example  of  the  benefit  to  be  derived 
from  them  has  been  shown  several  years  by  Mr,  Mus- 
senden,  and  the  rector  has  successfully  cultivated  thenn 
for  three  years. 

Siie  of  .  The  size  of  £irms  is  from  4  to  20  acres ;  some  amount 
*'"*•       to  SO,  or  even  more,  but  of  these  there  are  very  few. 

Houses.  The  farm-houses,  which  generally  consist  of  a  ground- 
floor  story,  are  comfortable  according  to  the  circum- 
stances of  the  proprietors.  Many  new  houses  are 
slated,  and  many  more  would  have  been  so,  had  not  the 
prices  of  timber  been  so  high :  they  are  all  built  and 
occupied  by  the  tenants,  whose  tenures  are  mostly  free- 

Taxes.  bold.  The  taxes  paid  by  the  tenants  are  window, 
hearth  or  land  tax,  county  cess,  church  Cess  and  tythes ; 
the  whole  amounting  to  about  4s.  6d.  or  Ss.  per  acre ; 

County  of  these  the  county  charges  alone  amount  to  2s.  9d*  at 
least  per  annum. 

Endoiutes.  Enclosures  are  made  according  to  the  size  of  the 
fiums;  the  ditches  are  formed  of  a  trench  and  a  bank, 
in  mapy  instances  planted  with  whitethorn  quicks  and 

FliotiDg.  trees.  Mr.  Mussenden  always  provides  quicks  ibr  his 
tenants,  and  the  Marquis  of  Downshire  has  lately  dis- 

Dnuning.  tributed  many  trees  among  them.  Underground  drain- 
ing is  well  undei^tood  and  extensively  practised.    The 

Manures,  manure  mostly  in  use,  besides  what  is  produced  in  the 
farm<-yard,  is  lime,  of  which  from  50  to  80  barrels  per 
acr<^  are  generally  laid  on  the  grass,  and  then  in  a 
year  or  two  ploughed  in  for  oats.     Clay  is  also  used, 
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and  ashes  both  of  clay  and  tarfrbog;  the  former  lasts 
longer,  bat  the  effect  of  the  latter- appears  to  be  greater 
for  one  or  two  years.  In  general  the  proportion  of  ara- 
ble to  grass  may  be  considered  as  nearly  one  third  of 
the  whole  farm,  but  in  the  be:?t  cultivated  farms  it  is 
more,  sometimes  amounting  to  one  half. 

The  implements  of  husbandry  are  neither  numerous  nor  lmpl«» 
complicated ;  the  Irish  plough  has  by  several  farmers  been 
exchanged  for  the  Scotch,  which,  with  some  alteration, 
is  found  to  do  the  work  better,  and  with  less  labour  to 
both  man  and  beast ;  and  the  Irish  car  is  often  laid  aside 
for  the  light  one-horse  cart,  which,  with  care^  draws 
one  half  more ;  but  the  expense  of  the  machine  is  dou* 
ble  that  of  a  car,  as  it  costs  from  ten  to  twelve  guineas. 
Mr.  Mussenden  has  introduced  a  drill  plough,  which 
WW8  wheat,  barley,  &c.  and,  by  changing  the  barrels,  is 
used  for  beans  and  peas.  It  is  an  excellent  machine,  for  it 
sows  regularly  as  to  quantity  and  depth  :  and  one  half 
of  the  usual  allowance  of  seed  is  saved.  Another  ad- 
^^tage  attending  it,  is  the  facility  it  afibrds  of  weeding 
between  rows  of  from  4  to  6  inches  distant ;  it  sows  4 
rows  at  once,  and  cost  about  12  guineas,  when  imported 
from  London  about  3  years  ago.  It  was  found  on  trial 
to  answer  well,  only  care  must  be  taken  that  it  does  not 
^e  against  large  stones.

day ;  sometimes,  indeed,  they  do  not  make  so  rouch^  as 
linen  may  &I1  after  the  yarn  has  been  bought  at  a  high 
piice;  but  in  buying  cheap  they  have  also  their  chance 
of  a  rising  market*  Journeymen  weavers  do  not  make 
30  much,  but  their  wages  are  certain,  and  from  8  to  19 
rfiillings  per  week  may  be  looked  on  as  the  average  for 
^careful  workman;  from  15  to  21  shillings  per  week

their  linen,  thdr  yarn,  and  many  <Aher  articles  of  tfadr 
prodiioe.  To  Bdiist  they  anostly  go  to  find  eaaplay* 
acnt  in  the  cotton  tmnafactuM!,  whwe  they  receive  the 
jam,  ficc.  freoa  the  diAarent  ncare-roon^  and  vdiere 
they  are  paid  for  their  work*.  At  Bd&st,  as  well  as  M 
the  iDvoia  abeve-meBticiaadt  thay  find  a  market  for  their 
salted  butter,  of  which  a  considerable  quantity  is  flsadf 
iadnsfaorisb;  but  for  their  porl^  Bdfast  ia  the  only 
PMrk^  in  their  oe^boorhood. 

Am  cndeavoar  has  been  thuft  made  to  4aCaiI,  in  as  oon- 
cise  amanoer  as  ponnUe,  whataoe^^et  is  worthy  of  obseiv 
ntion  in  this  parish :  generally  speakii^  a  oaantiy 
piririi,  H>t  very  extenaivi^  can  affi>rd  bat  Ultle  df  va- 
riety; and  to  attempt  to  awallaatiia  hBito?ywiA«Bii»- 
cettary  observations,  would  only  be  a  tax  upon  the 
pri)lic  patience,  and  dftain  dbe  reader  ftom  soma- 
Aing  more  inlerestng.  Oae  cAiaervalioBy  however, 
may  be  added,  aUd  which  the  vnrlter'a  experience  can 
testi^  to  be  true,  that  within  the  last  SO  years  the  pro- 
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gres^in  unprovenients  of  all  kinds  has  been  most  striking, 
and  also  it  may  be  said,  that  in  an  intellectual,  and  it.  is 
hoped,  in  a  moral  and  rdigious  view,  the  progress  has 
not  been  less.  It  is  but  justice  also  to  add,  that  the  Rev* 
Robert  Mc.  Clnre,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wright,  the  mi- 
nisters of  the  congr^^on  of  protestant  diaaenters,  and 
the  Rev.  Wm.  Moorhead,  the  minister  of  the  cotq^re- 
gation  of  seoeders,  have  been  able  and  willing  coadjutors 
in  every  effort  connected  with  the  good  of  this  parish.

I.  The  Name  of  the  Parish^  Situation^  Ejttem^  ^. 

iHE  parish  of  Arklow^  which  h  situated  in  the  baronj 
of  Arklow,  and  aovth-eastera  extremty  of  the  coanly 
of  Wicklow,  occupies  a  small  portion  of  the  baronjr 
of  Gorey,  in  the  county  of  We^rfbrd.  It  consists  rf 
the  union  of  the  parishes  of  Arklow,  Enorily,  Kilbride^ 
Templemichael,  otnd  Killahurler^  or  Kilmain.  It  k 
bounded  on  the  north  by  the  paridi  of  Duiigmstown^* 
on  the  east  by  the  sea;  on  the  south  by  the  parish  df 
Inch ;  and  on  the  west  by  the  parishes  of  Ballintemple 
and  Caale^^Adam. 

'Ea^m.  The  outlines  of  this  parish  form  something  like  a 

paralleUogram,  the  greatest  length  of  which  from  north 
to  south  may  be  estimated  at  eight  miles;  and  (he 
greatest  breadth  from  east  to  west  at  about  four,  but  in 
some  parts  lessening  to  three;  contaiaing  ate  area<^ 
about  twenty-eight  square  miles. 

^DSMon.        It  is  divided  by  the  river  Ovoca,  ( whidi  flows  throiigh 
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the  centre  of  the  parish  from  west  to  eastf)  into  the 
north  and  south  shires ;  the  former,  with  the  parish  of 
Eoorily,  containing  thirty-threo  tpwnlands;  the  latter 
ibirty-nine-  The  north  shire  is  the  property  of  the  eari 
of  Wicklow;  the  south  shire,  which  is  subdivided  into 
the  upper  shire  and  constablewick  of  Arklow,  is  the  pro* 
per^  of  the  earl  of  Carysfoit.  The  pariiJi  of  Enorily 
is  divided  into  several  small  properties,  of  which  Xxwrd 
NettervlUe,  Mr.  Fitzsimmons,  Mr.  Hamilton  Rowan, 
9fiA  Mft  White^  are  the  principal  proprietorsr 

The  woods  of  this  parish,  chiefly  lying  on  the  baoks  woods, 
of  the  Ovoca,  are  considerable,  and  cprer  about  one 
diousand  acres,  of  which  Lord  Carysfort  possesses  eight 
himdred,  and  Lord  Wicklow  the  remainder.  There  is 
BO  old  timber  to  be  found,  except  near  the  mansions  of 
Lord  Carysfort  and  IjoxA  Wicklow ;  young  plantations 
sre  only  to  be  seen  atx)ut  gentlemen's  houses. 

The  Ovoca,  the  only  river  in  the  parish,  takes  its  Rirer. 
rise  among  the  mountains  of  Glendalough,  and  Glen- 
maler,  where  its  different  branches  are  distingttish«4  by 
the  appellations  of  the  AyoqB9ore  and  Avonbeg;  these 
imiting  their  wild  strums  at  the  choraung  retreat  of 
Ovoca  Cottage^  form  the  Ovooa,  or  beautiful  winding 
tfreami  thence  pursuing  its  jneanderixig  course,  (en^ 
creased  by  the  tributary  Darragh,  or  river  of  oaks, 
ninch  rises  ia  the  neighbourhood  of  Shillelagh)  it  flows 
flbroug^  the  vomantic  vale  of  Ovoca,  and  passing  under 
a  bridge  of  nineteen  arches,  ^Is  into  the  sea,  at  the 
distance  of  about  500  yards  bebw  the  town.  About 
durfy  years  ago  the  river  Ovoca  was  remarkable  for 
tbe  great  quantity  of  salmon  which  it  prodi^eed ;  but 
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the  mineral  qualities  of  the  copper  water  which  flowed 
from  the  mines  situate  on  its  banks,  that  were  then' 
worked  to  a  considerable  extent,  have  entirely  des- 
troyed the  fish  from  thence  to  the  sea,  a  distance  of 
eight  miles ;  and  the  salmon  which  attempt  to  run  ap 
the  stream  in  the  spawning  season,  are  frequently  taken 
out  dead,  or  almost  in  a  torpid  state.  A  proposal  has 
lately  been  made,  to  turn  the  mineral  stream  in  another 
direction,  by  means  of  metal  pipes,  and  thereby  to  re- 
store the  river  to  its  native  purity,  and  the  fishery  to  its 
pristine  excellency ;  but  this  project  must  remain  in 
embryo,  unless  undertaken  by  a  company,  or  by  those 
proprietors  whose  interests  are  immediately  concerned. 

The  eastern  part  of  the  county  of  Wicklow,  exteml- 
iBg  along  the  sea  coast,  and  sheltered  from  the  prevail- 
ing western  blasts,  by  a  range  of  mountains  which  tra- 
verse the  county  from  north  to  south,  possesses  a  more 
genial  climate,  than  most  parts  of  Ireland,  and  is  re- 
markable for  its  early  vegetation. 

The  highest  ground  on  the  south  side  of  the  river 
Ovoca,  is  the  mountain  Croghan  Kinshela,  elevated  at 
its  summit  2044*  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea,  and 
rendered  remarkable  by  the  discovery  of  native  gold 
found  there  a  few  years  since,  to  which  we  shall  advert 
in  the  sequel.  From  this  high  ground  the  land  grada- 
ally  declines  to  the  coast,  broken  however  at  the  surface 
by  intervening  elevations  and  hollows;  and  immediately 
on  the  coast  are  the  low  depressed  conical  hills  called 
the  greater  and  the  smaller  Arklow  rocks.  North  of 
the  river,  and  adjoining  to  the  coast,  are  the  two  ranges 
of  Glaihteigue  and   Rockfield  hills,  nearly  parallel  to 
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each  other,  in  a  north-west  and  south-east  direction^ 
separated  by  the  vale  that  follows  the  course  of  the 
Potter's  riven 

II.  MineSf  Minerals^  Jf^c, 

AU  the  rocks  which  form  the  basis  of  this  parish  MincnOf. 
belong  to  the  primary  class,  and  they  may  be  reduced 
b  general  to  the  heads  of  granite,  clay«slate,  and  pri- 
mary trap. 

Granite  occurs  only  in  the  western  portion  of  Crogh-  Ovfnite. 
an  mountain.  Blast  of  this,  clay-slate  is  incumbent  upon,  Cbj-daie'« 
and  several  times  alternates  with  the  granite,  containing 
•ko  occasional  beds  of  primary  trap,  and  thus  it^ictends  1^ 
to  the  coast.     The  clay-slate,  with  its  subordinate  beds, 
has  a  pretty  nniform  north-easterly  direction,  and  south- 
eaiterly  inclination.     Great  and  little  Arklow  rocks, 
and  again  Glenteigue  and  Rockfield  hills,  are  princi- 
pally composed  of  rocks  belonging  to  the  trap  family. 
Varieties  of  greenstone,  from  the  perfectly  characterized  GiemnaBa 
greenstone,  as  composed  of  distinct  crystals  of  horn- 
blende and  felspar,  to  the  complete  incorporation  of 
these  two  substances,  then  bearing  a  close  affinity  in 
aqiect  to  basalt,  is  to  be  fo^d.     Felspar-porphyry  also  Felqwr- 
occurs,  a  greyish  compact  felspar  base,  spotted  with  the    *'^^^' 
matter  of  hornblende,  and  including  crystals  of  glassy 
fel^r.     The  usual  concomitant  of  trap  rocks  also  is 
not  wanting,  common  and  magnetic    pyrites,   which  ^7^^ 
appear  disseminated  more  particularly  in  the  compact 
greenstone  mass.      The  trap  rocks  of  Rockfield  and 
Glenteigue  hills  are  conformable  in  position  to  that  of 
the  clay-slate ;  while  those  of  the  Arklow  rocks  are 
miconformable. 
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The  nfttare  of  the  dfffiMrent  rocks  is  distinctly  marked, 
even  at  a  distance,  by  their  externa!  a^>ect;  the  green- 
stone and  other  trap  rocks  presenting  a  bare,  rugged, 
and  sterile  appearance,  while  the  clay-slate  surface  forms 
smooth  flowing  outlines.  Hence  the  line  of  contiguity 
between  these  two  species  of  rocks  is  frequently  drawn 
with  considerable  precision. 

goa  Witfareq)cct  to  soil,  the  highest  points  of  laadare 

peaty;  the  declivities  partake  of  the  quality  of  the  sub- 
jacent clay-slate,  in  the  upper  parts  more  or  less  shing- 
ly, in  the  lower  merging  into  loam ;  but  the  coast  and 
inlets  between  the  hills  are  composed  of  superior  land, 
abounding  in  valuable  deposits  of  excellent  marl,  the 
use  of  which  is  well  understcxxl  by  Ike  intdligent  and 
indoBtrious  farmers  of  this  aistrict. 


The  particular  repositories  of  minerals  fbopd  in  this 
parish,  are  confined  to  Croghan.  Theclay-slateofthat 
mountain  is  traversed  by  numerous  cotemporaneous 
veins  of  quartz,  mostly  barren,  but  some  are  metaffife- 
rous,  bearing  mi^netic  ironstone,  blende,  iron  pyrites, 
and  toppet  pyrites.  Several  mining  operations,  with  a 
view  to  the  extraction  of  the  latter  metal,  were  carried 
dn  m  die  course  of  die  last  century,  which  however 
proved  unproductive  from  the  great  predominance  of 
the  iron  stone^  in  the  mass  of  the  veins. 


GoUL  But  the  most  interesting  circumstance  in  relation  to 

this  mountain,  is  the  discovery,  of  native  gold,  made 
there  a  few  years  since.  It  was  found  in  lumps  (one  of 
which  was  nine  ounces  in  weight,  a  second  eighteen 
ounces,  and  a  third  even  twenty-two  ounces,}  and  in

nrat  in  conseqoenoe  estabUahed  streanworkt  on  the 
ftveral  streams  descending  from  the  mopntarw  in  order 
laobliin  the  gold.  In  the  processes  of  washing  l^ 
wiiieh  all  the  metallic  particles,  dispersed  throogh  the 
901^  are  coUeeted  fai  a  concentrated  mass,  and  iriUkdi 
an  wdl  known  to  professed  miners^  it  was  shewn  that 
tke  native  gold  was  oenalantly  attended  (more  partico- 
iariym  the  fHrindpal  atrean^work  of  Balfinvally  stream) 
i^qoartz,  magnetic  iron-stone,  (some  in  the  octahedral 
fim,)  magnetic  sand,  cubical  and  dodaoahedral  iroa 
pjrites,  specular  iron  ore,  brown  and  red  iron-stone^ 
iron  ochre^  tinstone  crystals,  wolfram,  and  grey  ore  of 
manganese.  It  appeared  also  that  the  gold,  magnetic 
ironstone^  and  wolfram,  were  each  of  them  frequently 
intermixed  wilh  quartz ;  and  ako  that  the  gold  some- 
times, though  rarely,  oocurred  incorporated  with  iron 
odire^  and  even  with  woUWira ;  of  all  which  the  writer 
hs  specimens  in  his  possession^f 

A  due  consideration  ei  these  circumstances,  hi  con- 
nection with  the  known  existence  of  metallic  veins  ia 
the  mountain,  led  to  the  inference  that  these  reins

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might  upon  adequate  trial  be  found  productive  of  gold; 
aod.  hence  the  directors  of  the  works  were  induced  to 
propose  to  govemment  to  extend  their  researches  upon 
a  systematic  plan,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  truth  of  thti 
conclusion.  The  measures  suggested  for  this  porpoie 
were,  to  continue  the  stream-works  to  the  head  of  the 
several  streams :  to  examine  more  narrowly  the  solid 
mass  of  the  mountain  by  means  of  trenches  cut  in  every 
direction  dow&  to  the  firm  rock ;  to  explore  more  fiilW 
the  veins  already  known,  and  those  that  might  be  dis- 
covered by  the  trenches  on  the  surface  of  the  rock ;  aod 
lastly,  to  try  these  veins  in  depth,  by  means  of  a  levd  or 
gallery,  to  be  driven  into  the  mountain  in  a  direction 
nearly  at  right  angles  with  tl^e  general  range  of  the 
veins. 

These  measures  met  the  approbation  of  govemmcDt, 
and  were  consequently  carried  into  effect.  Numerous 
trials  were  made  by  driving  and  sinking  on  the  veins 
previously  known,  and  subsequently  discovered.  Tbe 
jnineral  substances  obtained,  were  subjected  to  the  ope- 
rations both  of  fire  and  of  amalgamation  ;  but  in  no 
instance  was  a  particle  of  gold  elicited  from  them,  either 
by  the  one  or  the  other  operation. 

This  result  persuaded  government,  that  no  gold  was 
to  be  found  as  an  inherent  ingredient,  in  the  veins  wbidt 
traverse  the  mountain,  and  hence  they  were  induced  to 
abandon  the  works. 

What  then  is  the  origin  of  tbe  gold  found  in  the  bedl 
and  banks  of  the  streams  of  this  mountain?  Aretbert 
depositions  to  be  deemed  of  a  date  approximating  ta 
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that  of  the  first  formotioo  of  the  soil,  as  pRMhoed  firora 
die  d^tus  of  the  suttHicci^  tock^  and  of  the  mineral 
rapoiiuaries  contained  within  it>  by  the  agency  of  the 
iBivarsal  waters  on  their  gradual  retreat  to  the  ocean  ? 
Tbe  oceonrence  of  ^eim  of  ironstone  in  the  mountain 
and  of  rolled  masaea  of  the  same  substance  in  the  Tallies 
ipriDging  from  it,  seems  to  lead  to  an  answer  in  the 
affinaatiTe.  But  as  tbe  mining  tolerations  have  wholly 
ftiled  in  discovering  in  the  solid  mass  of  the  mountain, 
aBj  filed  portion  of  gold,  tinstone,  wolfram^  or  manga* 
Mie,  tbe  prlnuury  source  of  these  anbscances  appears 
at  least  hi  this  instance  to  be  very  problematical* 

IIL  Modern  Buildingu^  4rc» 

Tbe  tovm  of  Arklow,  which  stands  on  the  banks  of  Town. 
&a  Of oca»  nboiii  50a  yards  from  the  sea,  affords  a 
Urikii^  instance  of  the  enoraased  prosperity  of  the  in* 
habitants  in  .the  improved  appearance  of  their  houses^ 
and  in  their  enlarged  population ;  about  40  years  ago, 
it  «as  merely  a  fishing  hamkt,  and  with  the  exception 
of  0D9  slated  boose^  comdsted  of  a  nnmber  of  thatched 
cabins  built  of  mud* 

There  are  at  present  sixty-three  elated  houses,  two 
itcoies  hif^  with  considerable  accommodations  in  the 
nte.  The  town  consists  of  one  large  street,  snfficiendy 
«^  with  a  gentle  fidl  towards  the  sea ;  it  has  been 
^Kidi  ornamented  by  tbe  erection  of  an  handsome 
diorch  with  a  tower  and  minarets,  bnilt  firom  a  plan  of  Chwch. 
Enmcis  Johnson,  Es^  fircmi  whose  designs  the  beauti* 
fill  buildings  of  St«  George's  church,  DuMin,  and  the 
royal  chapel  in  the  Castle  have  been  lately  erected*  It  b 
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well  situated  on  a  rigi&g  grounds  about  die  centre  of 
the  town,  and  is  capable  of  accommpdating  a  nume^oot 
ChaptL  congregation.  A  handsome  square  <ihapel  has  abo  been 
built  within  these  few  years,  in  an  open  and  conTenient 
spot  in  the  upper  part  of  the  town,  which,  when  finished, 
will  considerably  improve  its  appearance* 

Bomcka.  The  barracks,  placed  in  a  commanding  situatioB 
over  the  banks  of  the  river,  are  sufficiently  large  to  ac- 
commodate two  companies  of  soldiers ;  tkey  are  sur- 
rounded by  a  wall,  which  encloses  a  yard  for  exercise^ 

Ancient  and  are  connected  with  the  ruins  of  a  fine  old  tower, 
which,  with  six  others  that  formerly  defended  this  posi- 
tion, were  destroyed  by  Oliver  Cromwdl»  on  his  passsge 
southv^ards;  they  were  once  in  the  possession  of  the 
Ormond  fiunily,  who  still  retain  considerable  portions 
of  the  royalties  through  this,  country,  although  the 
properties  to  which  they  were  attached,  have  been  long 
since  alienated. 


The  town  of  Arklow  may  be  properly  divided  iato 
two  parts,  the  upper  town  and  the  fishery.  The  former 
has  been  already  alluded  ta  The  fishery  is  extremdy 
populous,  and  rapidly  encreasing  in  extent;  but  the 
houses,  which  are  without  exception  built  of  mud,«e 
irregularly  placed^  and  badly  constructed ;  their  num- 
ber is  ^^%^ 

A  dispensary  was  established  in  the  town,  about  seren 
years  ago,  and  a  small  fever-hospital  built  for  the  pre- 
vention of  disease.  It  is  supported  by  subscription,  and 
an  ec|ual  sum  is  allowed  by  the  grand  jury;  the  physi* 
cian  attMids  r^^arly  three  days  in  the  wedc»  and  me- 
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dicine  is  distributed  to  from  three  to  four  hundred 
patients  in  the  year. 

There  are  few  resident  gentlemen  in  the  parish ;  Gentle- 
die  property  (with  a  small  exception)  belonging  to  the  "'^'"^•^ 
esris  f£  Carysfert  and  Wicklow.  The  principal  man* 
■OQs  are  those  of  the  earl  of  Wicklow,  at  Shelton;  the 
earl  of  Caiysfort,  KilcarnMastle ;  Mrs.  Atkins,  Bally- 
iBoe;  William  Christmass,  esq.  Emma-vale;  Rev.  H. 
lambart  Bayly,  Lambarton ;  Joseph  White,  esq.  Sal- 
lymoDilt,  and  the  Rev.  M.  Eaton,  Emoclew.  There 
are  some  good  houses  possessed  by  gentlemen  farmers, 
of  whidb  Woodmonnt,  Mr.  Peter  Murray's,  is  distin- 
gmshed  for  its  situation  and  ^pearance. 

Shdton,  the  seat  of  the  earl  of  Wicklow,  is  beau^  Shelton. 
tifiilly  situated  on  the  north  bank  of  the  Ovoca, 
and  at  the  distance  of  about  two  miles  from  the 
town;  it  stands  at  the  base  of  a  range  of  hilb, 
gently  rising  around  it,  and  luxuriantly  clothed  with 
oak  and  birch-wood,  affi)rding  a  charming  prospect  of 
a  highly  improved  demesne^  richly  studded  with  soma 
of  the  most  magnificent  beech  and  chesnuts  in  Ireland. 
The  house  is  an  ancient  buildings  but  the  interior  was 
€om|detely  modernized  by  the  present  earl;  it  is  two 
Hones  high,  and  presents  a  long  frx>nt  of  eleven  win- 
dows, with  a  projecting  roo£  The  coup  d'oeil,  although 
not  magnificent,  has  a  fine  efibct,  and  with  the  sur- 
rounding scenery  of  hills  and  vale^  forms  one  of  the 
most  duuracteristic  and  charming  retreats  that  this  ro- 
mantic country  can  boast  o£ 

KUcarra-castle,  the  seat  of  the  earl  of  Carysfort.  Kncun. 
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stands  on  the  south  of  the  river,  netf  ly  opposite  to 
Shelton,  but  not  within  view  of  the  vale  of  Ovoca ; 
it  has  lately  been  ornamented  with  towers,  and  a  cas- 
tellated front,  by  its  present  possessorr  who  has  expended 
a  eoMiderable  sum  in  its  improvement.  It  is  situated 
in  a  very  retired  spot,  on  a  gentle  dedivky,  oommaad- 
ing  a  fine  view  of  a  gleo,  the  br^ms  of  which  m:e  clothed 
by  hi6  lordship's  woods;  the  house,  which  Lord  Carya* 
fi>rt  has  much  enlarged,  was  formerly  a  hunting  lo^ge 
belonging  to  his  ancestors.  ,    . 

Bdljraae.       Ballyrane,  ib^  property  of  the  la^  Mr.  Atkin's  chil- 
dren, is  situated  within  a  mile  of  die  toira  af  Arklow^ 
and  commands  a  fine  view  of  the  town  and  sea ;  the 
house  is  modem,  with  a  handsome  d^ation^  and  is  re- . 
marfcaUy  well  finished. 

Imbtfton.  Lambarton,  the  seat  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bayljs  is  built 
an  a  fiurm  of  Lord  Carysfint'si  about  half  a  mile  on  the 
sesrth  side  of  die  town  of  Arklow;  it  enjoys  a  beaotiftil 
view  of  the  sea,  and  the  richly  wooded  hilb  of  Sheltoa 
and  Ballyarthur,  The  proqiect  is  temunated  by  the 
BiagBificettt  range  of  mountains  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Lngna  Cuillahi  It  is  well  shdtered  from  the  western 
blasts,  by  ornamental  plantations,  which  ferm  a  striking 
feature  in  the  country. 

Emma-TBle  Emmarvak,  the  seat  ct  William  Christmassi  Esq^  i$ 
utuated  to  the  south-west  of  the  town,  at  the  distance 
of  a  mile  and  a  half;  the  housci  has  lat^  been  much 
improved  and  enlarged,  and  with  the  surrounding  plan- 
tations forms  «  most  desirable  residence;  it  commands 
«  fine  view  of  Lord  Caryifiirt's  extopsive  woods. 
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Coohdangan,  the  property  of  Mrs.  Atkim,  is  situ-  Cooladafi. 
Jtted  to  the  south  of  Arklow,  at  the  distance  of  about  **^ 
two  mfles^  and  near  the  borders  of  the  cotmty  of  Wex- 
ford; the  hottse  it  lately  baitt,  on  an  exoellent  plai^ 
atnd  forms  a  most  comfortable  and  welt  sheltered  resi^ 
dence. 

Sallymoant,  the  seat  of  Joseph  White,  Esq..  is  fife  Sdl^rmouilt 
miles  distant  from  Arklow,  on  the  northern  or  Dublin 
foid;  it  IB  well  sheltered  with  thriving  plantations, 
ithidt  aie  peculiarly  ornamental  in  a  part  of  the  coun- 
trj  where  there  it  no  wood. 

Emoclew  is  a  neat  and  prettily  situated  lodge,  butk  £moclcw. 
by  the  Rev.  Matthew  Eaton,  near  the  town  of  Arklow, 
towards  the  souths  and  possesses  a  fiae  view  of  the  sea 
and  die  mountains. 

The  roads  in  this  part  of  the  country,  are  generally  BmOl 
speaking,  bad;  materials  being  drawn  from  a  distance^ 
lie  new  mail-coach  road  from  Diiblm  towahls  Wex«  Mafl-ootdi 
ford,  whidi  was  commenced  some  years'  ago,  i*  al 
length  in  a  state  of  forwardness,  dthough  for  a  eonside*' 
nble  time  retarded  by  the  great  expense  incurred  in  its 
construction,  by  running  it  for  miles,  in  many  instances, 
fin  die  side  of  praeq[)iteiis  brows,  and  through  beds  of 
the haideat rodrt  the  width  of  forty-two  feet;  but  no* 
Ikaig  oaa  ezeeed  the  beauty  of  its  course;  entering  the 
pnk  at  die  bicldgfe  oi  Kilcarra^  at  the  distance  of  three 
mSes  from  thd  aea^  it  winda  along  the  banks  of  the 
Ovoca,  beneath  the  lofty  and  magnificent  brows  of 
Ballyarthur,  and  durough  the  beautifully  wooded  hills 
ef  Kikarra  and  Sbdton^  until  it  reaches  the  town  of 
Aiklow.

SB  Statistical  Account 

The  preset  road  from  ^Vezford  to  PubliDi  panei 
almig  the  sea-shorei  from  Wicklow  to  Arklow,  the 
distance  of  twelve  miles,  through  a  cpuntry  rich  in  its 
soil,  though  of  an  uninteresting  aspect.  A  new  rMd  has 
lately  been  constructed  at  the  suggestion,  and  under  the 
directions  of  Mr.  Symes,  of  Ballyarthur,  which  opens 
a  communication  between  Arklow  and  the  western  parts 
of  the  country, 

IVqjccted        A  line  of  road  has  been  surveyed  from  Arklow  to  the

with  a  new  line  of  road  from  Corey ;  which,  when  comr 

pleted,  will  shorten  the  distance  between  Arklow  and 

Gorey,  nearly  two  miles,  and  avoid  all  hills. 

lY.  Ancient  Buildings^  <fc. 

Ruins.  The  antiquarian  can  find  little  in  this  district  to  arrest 

Hooisteiy.  his  attention ;  the  ruins  of  an  old  and  ext^isive  monas- 
tery were  visible  some  years  ago^  at  the  rere  of  the 
town,  but  have  within  these  few  years  been  removed ; 
it  was  endowed  with  considerable  grants  of  land,  which 
were  forfeit^  at  the  reformation. 


CmUs.  The  ruins  of  a  fine  old  castle  standhig  at  the  head  of 

the  town,  in  a  commanding  situation,  and  clothed  with 
the  ivy  of  many  ages,  is  still  in  high  preservation ;  the 
position  was  formerly  strongly  fortified,  with  extensive 
works,  but  they  were  totally  demolished  by  CromwelL 

IfMm.  There  are  some  reinains  of  Danish  raths,  one  in  paiw 

ticular  oi^  the  lands  of  Ballyrane,  idiich  is  in  high 
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preservation;  there  are  no  other  relics  of  antiquity 
worthy  of  observation. 

The  burial  grounds  of  the  parish  afford  no  specimens  Monu- 
of  sqinlchial  monum^its  more  strikiug  than  that  of  a  "^*^ 
omple  tombstone^  except  in  the  instance  of  the  How* 
ard&mily.  The  late  Lord  Wicklow,  father  to  the 
present  earl,  erected  a  mausoleum  in  the  form  of  a 
pyramid,  visible  from  the  distant  parts  of  the  country ; 
the  interior  is  arranged  with  recesses  for  the  dead. 
Within  the  new  church  of  Arklow,  a  handsome  monu- 
ment, ronarkable  for  its  chaste  and  elegant  design,  was 
lately  dedicated  by  John  Knox  Grogan,  Esq.  of  Johns- 
town-castle,  county  of  Wexford,  to  the  memory  of  his 
brother,  Thomas  Knox,  Esq.  who  fell  in  the  year  1798, 
Dt  the  battle  erf*  ArUow,  whilst  gallantly  leading  on  his 
ooips  (tf  yeomanry.

The  population  of  this  parish,  more  particularly  of  FbpuUtioa 
the  town  of  Arklow,  has  visibly  encreased  in  a  rapid 
proportion,  within  the  last  twepty  years ;  which  is  ma- 
nifested in  the  encreased  number  of  habitations  that 
hive  been  erected.    Hie  encrease  is  in  a  great  measure 
lo  be  attributed  to  the  improvement  of  the  herring  Htrring 
Mery,  which  affords  subsistence  to  all  those  who  are  ^^^■''^• 
^g^g^  in  its  pursuit;  lads  of  eighteen  aad  nineteen 
procuFing  from  their  father^  a  share  in  a  herring  boati 
frequently  many,  when  their  friends  unite  in  assisting 
to  build  them  a  thatched  cabin,  in  which  they  are 
enabled  by  their  earnings  to  maintain  a  family,  that 
generally  encreases  with  each'  succeeding  year.    Lord 
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Carysfort  has  appropriated  a  consSderable  portion  of 
ground  approximating  to  the  sea,  for  the  *  enlarge* 
ment  of  the  fishery,  and  has  wisely  given  such  leases 
as  are  an  indncement  to  the  inhabitants  to  lay  oat 
their  property  in  this  town  ;  more  '  particularly  to  such 
as  bnild  slated  houses,  the  encreased  numbers,  and 
improved  appearance  of  which,  manifest  the  advantages 
of  this  system.  No  accurate  census  of  the  inhabitants 
has  been  taken,  previous  to  the  year  when  the  measure 
iFras  authorised  by  parliament,  and  became  generaL

Hiis  decrease  in  the  tenure  of  farms,  has  latterly  be-  Temncs. 
oome  very  prevalent  through  Irdand ;  and  as  it  is  a  new 
sjstem,  introduced  from  the  other  side  of  the  water,  h 
maj  be  %  &ir  subject  to  enquire  bow  far  it  is  likdy  to 
prove  beneficial  or  prejudicial  to  die  interests  of  this 
country.  In  England  it  is  practised  with  success, 
when  the  tenant,  at  the  expiration  of  his  leese^  is  al- 
most always  preferred,  on  agreeing  to  raise  his  ren^ 
according  to  the  rise  of  the  times ;  besides  on  taking 
possession  of  his  farm,  the  Englishman  finds  a  ecmi- 
ftrtable  fium-house,  which  the  landlord  is  obliged  from 
custom  to  build,  and  keep  in  repmr;  his  fiinn,  although 
perhaps  somewhat  exhausted,  is  still  well  fenced  and 
divided,  and  there  is  no  impediment  or  dday  to  hts 
hnmediately  tilling  it  with  profit  to  himself.  His  taxes 
no  doubt  are  heavy,  but  as  no  man  in  England  can  un- 
dertake the  management  of  a  fitrm  without  an  adequate 
capital,  his  means,  with  industry,  are  equal  to  his  de- 
mands. In  Ireland  the  case  is  sadly  reversed ;  without 
capital,  without  a  house  to  reside  in,  the  peasant  takes 
a  piece  of  ground,  at  possibly  its  utmiost  value;  if  he 
AouH  find  on  the  ground  four  mud  walls,  with  some 
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Tmimg,  thatch,  irfuch  bat  imperfectly  rqiek  the  wintry  blUut,  it 
is  the  utmost  be  can  expect.  To  build  when  he  has  m^ 
capital  is  impossible;  he  therefore  takes  possrsflicm  of 
the  hovel  he  finds,  and  stops  the  broken'  windows  ^th 
the  first  material  that  comes  to  his  hand ;  in  many  in- 
stances great  part  of  hiB  fiirm  is  covered  with  furze^ 
which  requires  maliure  and  constant  tillage  for  a  consi* 
derable  period  to  eradicate;  therefore  he  is  with  difficul*^ 
ty  enabled  to  discharge  his  rent  and  taxes,  and  to 
maintain  his  family. 

I^  after  many  years  of  his  life,  he  should  by  the 
greatest  exerUons  become  independ^it  of  his  creditors, 
he  finds  himself  grown  old,  the  years  of  his  lease  ex- 
pired, and  the  only  prospect  for  the  maintenance  of 
probably  a  numerous  fiunily,  depending  on  his  own  life^ 
and  the  money  he  may  have  laid  aside.  Few  nnder  spch 
circumstances  will  expend  the  savings  of  nuuiy  a  hard 
year,  in  improving  a  tenure,  which  the  loss  of  one  old 
life  may  snatch  firom  his  fiunily*  Thus  the  wretched 
state  in  which  the  Irish  have  hitherto  existed,  is  likely 
to  be  perpetuated,  and  instead  of  that  gradual  amdiora- 
tion  in  the  manners,  comforts,  and  general  civilizadon 
of  the  country,  which  should  be  expected  to  take  places 
firom  the  improvement  of  the  age  in  which  we  live^  the 
same  indifierence  to  the  moral  comforts  of  themselves 
and  their  fiimilies  will  be  manifested. 

The  example  of  our  sister  country  has  no  doubt  been 
adduced,  as  sufficient  to  authorise  the  practice  of  simir 
lar  measures  in  this  country,  with  a  prospect  of  similar 
success.  But  perhaps  in  no  one  point  do  the  two 
countries  difler  more,  than  in  their  agricult^ral  an^ 
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conunereial  means.  Ireland  is  at  least  a  century  behind  TemmB. 
her  dder  sister  in  all  the  advantages  of  civilization,  and 
requires  every  possible  encouragement  and  stimulus  to 
rouse hernumerous,  though  indolent  population  into  ex- 
ertion ;  blessed  with  every  physical  advantage  that  can 
d^jnify  and  elevate  her  among  nations,  she  only  re- 
quires time,  and  a  filtering  hand  to  rqmy  with  interest 
the  attention  which  may  be  bestowed  on  hen 

These  remarks  have  been  drawn  forth,  not  from 
the  observance  of  this  system,  as  being  peculiar  to  this 
part  of  the  country,  but  from  its  general  prevalence  of 
late  in  many  parts  of  Ireland;  and  their  justness  receives 
tbe  strongest  corroboration,  in  the  opinion  lately 
expressed  on  the  subject  by  that  first  and  most  enb'gh* 
tened  of  agriculturists  and  landlords,  Mr.  Coke  of 
Norfolk,  in  a  sjteech  delivered  at  hit  agricultural  meet* 
iog  at  Holkam,  last  July.  In  it,  he  strongly  advised 
the  landed  proprietors,  to  grant  good  leases  to  their 
tenantry,  by  which  alone  they  could  ensure  the  improve* 
ment  of  their  estates,  and  the  prosperity  of  the  coun* 

The  general  food  of  the  lower  classes  in  this  country  Food, 
conasts  of  potatoes,  herrings,  oatmeal,  and  buttermilk, 
which  is  sold  from  the  different  dairies  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood. There  are  few  of  the  cottagers  who  have 
uoc  the  advantage  of  a  cow,  or  goats,  so  that  the  people 
of  this  pert  <^  the  country,  are  better  fed  than  those  of 
numy  odier  parts  <^  Irelaqd. 

Fad  in  the  neighbourhood  of  ArUow  is  scarce^  as  it  F^>d. 
is  also  along  the  sea  coast;  the  inhabitants  purchase 
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coal,  at  the  great  piiee  of  two  gniaeas  per  ton ;  an  isft- 
rtor  quality  is  sometioies  procured  fer  tbesam  of  thirty- 
five  shillings.  In  the  neighboorfaood  of  the  moun- 
tains turf  is  used,  but  it  is  not  of  the  best  qtia%. 
Lord  Carysfort  has,  daring  the  late  inclemeDt  win- 
ters purchased  a  large  quantity  of  coal,  and  sold  it  at 
reduced  prices,  which  has  relieved  great  namben.  The 
encreased  facility  of  conveying  turf  to  the  town,  afforded 
by  the  new  road  into  the  interior,  has  considerably  di- 
minished the  price  of  fuel. 

Jkm-  The  geneval  appearance  and  dress  of  the  lower  or- 

ders of  this  country,  arej  with  the  exception  of  die 
bounty  cS  Wexford,  much  superior  to  that  of  tlic 
ndghbouring  counties*  Or  Sundays  the  whole  populap 
tion  is  well  clad ;  the  men  are  industrious,  and  verj 
peaceably  indined ;  fisw  serious  disputes  taking  pUd^ 
eve&  at  the  public  meetings  of  ^o  country. 

Middlemen  The  dass  of  middle-men  is  fortunately  almost  un- 
known in  this  parish;  I^orda  Carysfort  and  Wicklow 
letting  their  ground  to  resident  tenants. 


Hovaefc 


The  houses,  of  the  inhabitants  are  neither  of  the  best 
nor  worst  construction ;  they  consist  of  mud  cabins 
thatched,  but  certainly  much  superior  to  those  in  many 
parts  of  Treland.  They  are  divided  into  two  roortl3»  or 
more,  according  to  the  means  of  the  inhabitants. 

The  diseases  most  pi^evi^nt  in  tfiis  parish,  are  fisfcn, 
pleurisies,  and  agues,  which  are  seldon  fiiUlsi  ^riiea 
treated  with  attention.  Those  who  dwell  in  Arklow  are 
subject  to  ague,  which  is  altiibut^  ttt  the  ne^g^hboor- 
hood  of  a  mordi  of  about  one  hwdsed  aoiai  sitoated 
to  the  north  of  the  town. 
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There.ace  some  instances  of  longevity.  A  few  yean  IxmgeWtj. 
i(p  I  woman  died  at  the  age  of  1 10,  and  in  speaking 
of  her  chiidren,  she  said  her  youngest  boy  was  then  80 ; 
be  u  still  alivew  There  h  at  present  the  crew  of  a  herring 
boit)  five  in  anmber,  who  fish  during  the  season,  and 
wliose  united  ages  amount  to  335  years. — A  strong 
intuice  of  hale  old  age. 

VI.  Genius  and  Dispo$iti(m  <fthe  Poorer  Classes^  S^c. 

There  is  little  variety  to  be  observed  in  the  genius  or  Dtapothian 
Apoflitioii  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  parish,  by  which 
they  can  be  distinguished  from  that  of  the  other  inhabi* 
taotstf  Leinster.    The  Englisli  hinguage  is  exclusively  L«igu«ge. 

TU  labouring  classes,  as  has  been  already  mentioned, 
•re  indastrioua  and  orderly.  The  fishermen,  who  are 
adiKiQet  race,  and  inhabit  a  sqsarate  part  of  the  town, 
tfe  loldy  given  up  to  thdr  own  pursuits ;  nor  will  they, 
even  when  reduced  to  distress,  employ  themselves  in 
Wxwring  works.  Their  lives  afibrd  the  greatest  variety » 
at  times  enduring  all  the  hardships  of  a  sea»faring  life,  at 
odier  times  sittii^  in  perfect  indolence  for  days  in  suc- 
«««oii;  sometimes  abundantly  supplied  with  money,  at 
<Aer,times  enduring  the  effects  of  improvidence  and 
poverty;  probably  differing  little  from  the  same  class  of 
n^ea  in  all  parts  of  the  world. 

VIL  Biiic0tim  and  BmpUyment  of  Children,  ^^ 

The  education  of  the  lower  classes  in  this  parish,  is  Eduoatknu 
^  esiiblifthed  oa  any  extensive  scale,  owitig  to  tfie 
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total  want  of  funds  for  the  miuntenance  of  a  master,  or 
providing  a  commodious  school-bouse.  An  application 
has  been  made  to  the  bokrd  of  Erasmus  Smith,  for  as- 
sistance towards  such  an  undertaking;  but  the  demands 
on  their  funds  have  been  so  great,  as  to  render  an  im- 
mediate compliance  with  this  request  wnattainable.  Some 
Endow-  prospect  is  afforded  however,  of  founding  an  establish- 
"**°  *  ment  commensurate  with  the  wants  of  the  lower  classes, 
and  the  population  of  the  town,  from  the  probable  ^>* 
plication  to  such  a  purpose,  of  a  property  left  by  the 
late  Miss  Mary  Bowland,  of  Arklow,  to  the  amount  of 
nearly  ^00.  per  annum,  for  the  endowment  of  a 
charter  school,  which  was  established  near  this  town; 
but  which,  being  lately  suppressed  by  the  committee  o( 
fifteen,  the  property  is  claimed  by  the  trustees  for  cha* 
ri table  donations,  and  it  is  their  intention,  if  successful 
in  the  suit  now  pending,  to  appropriate  the  funds  to- 
wards the  establishment  of  a  school,  on  a  large  and 
improved  plan,  in  the  town  of  Arklow.  A  protestant' 
master  holds  a  small  school  in  the  town,  which  in  conse- 
quence of  his  contracted  salary,  is  not  extaisively  usefttK 

Rates  of  The  rates  of  schooling  depend  on  the  advance  of  the 
pupils,  and  are  firom  two  shillings  and  sixpence  to  five 

^*^  shillings  per  quarter.  A  classical  school  has  been  late- 
ly established,  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Harris,  who  was  edu- 
cated in  Trinity  College,  Dublin,  at  the  bouse  formerly 
occupied  by  the  charter*school,  which  he  has  greiftly 
improved.  Mr.  Harris,  from  his  education,  appears 
qualified  for  succeeding  in  such  an  undertaking. 

Sonday  About  three  years  ago,  a  sunday-school  was  com« 

menced  in  the  town  of  Arklow,  which  hn  fiilly  an- 
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iwered  the  most  sanguine  expectations  of  its  utility;  fiuBday 
pecfasps  no  measure  adopted  for  the  religious  improve- 
ment of  the  lower  clanes  of  the  rising  generation  has 
^rded  so  fair  a  prospect  of  producing  the  desired 
cflect.  The  introduction  of  any  new  system  is  always 
attended  with  obstacles,  which  the  experience  of  its 
ad?aotages  can  alone  remore ;  time  therefore  is  required, 
tOgire  any  undertaking  of  this  nature  a  fair  trial.  The 
umual  reports  of  the  sunday-school  society,  as  fiur  as 
they  have  gone,  have  tended  to  recommend  the  general 
adopticMi  of  such  institutions ;  and  the  personal  experi- 
oce  which  is  obtained  in  those  districts,  where  the  ad- 
vantages have  been  felt,  forms  a  valuable  corroboration 
of  this  &ct  The  school  was  opened  on  the  most  liberal 
principles;  all  books,  which  could  be  supposed  to  give 
<jfoce  to  any  religious  persuasion,  were  excluded; 
tie  object  being  to  communicate  general  religious  in- 
stractians.  The  number  of  scholat^  on  the  list,  amounts 
to  nearly  two  hundred;  of  which,  from  120  to  140  at* 
fad  r^larly  during  the  whole  year. 

Tic  expenses  of  the  institution  are  defrayed  by  pri- 
vate subscriptions;  but  considerable  grants  of  boohs 
have  been  obteined  at  very  reduced  prices,  from  the 
«onunittec  of  the  Hibernian  Sunday-schools  in  Dublin, 
which  has  materially  forwarded  the  object  of  the  insti- 
tatbn. 

Two  examinations  are  annually  held,  when  premiums 
***  adjudged  for  merit  and  regular  attoidance;  which 
ht?e  had  the  effect  of  cxdting  a  general  spirit  of  emu- 

lation. 
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VIII.  State  of  ReUgioHs  Establishment^  Tytkes^J^. 

hinowwnu  Tbe  union  of  Arklow  consists  of  a  rectory  and  Ticsr- 
agei  episcopally  united,  of  which  the  Archbishop  of 
Dublin  is  the  patron.  The  parish  contains  about  nina 
thousand  acres.  The  rector  and  curate  reside  pear  the 
town.  The  inhabitants  are  divided  into  protestants  and  * 
roman  catholics. 

Glt^  The  only  glebe  which  is  known  in  the  parish,  consists 

of  half  a  rood  of  ground,  in  the  town  of  Arklow;  but^ 
from  its  situation,  it  is  by  no  means  adapted  for  the 
construction  of  a  glebe-liouse.  There '  is  ho  record  of 
such  a  building  having  existed. 

l^o.  TythiBs  are  very  moderate  through  this  parish ;  which 

is  evident,  from  no  instance  having  occurred  for  the  last 
forty  years,  of  their  being  given  in  kind.  During  the  high 
price  which  com  produced,  wheat  was  valued  at  one  gui- 
nea and  a  half  per  barrel;  barley,  at  fourteen  shillings; 
and  oats  at  ten  shillings ;  hay  at  from  six  to  ten  shillUigs 
the  load  of  five  hundred ;  potatoes  from  two  shillings  and 
sixpence  to  five  shillings,  and  ten  shillings  the  aeret 
Cottagers  are  never  charged  for  their  gardens. 

The  half  com^tythe  of  most  of  the  parish,  is  im- 
propriate, and  the  property  of  a  Mr.  Johnsmi.  The 
parish  of  Killahurler,  a  small  parish  in  the  union,  pays 
two  thirds  of  its  tythes  to  the  Dean  of  Christ  Church ; 
the  remaining  third  is  the  property  of  the  rector  of 
Arklow. 
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IX.  Modes  of  Agriculture^  Crops,  4*^. 

The  system  of  agricalture  in  this  district  has  been  AgHcul- 
mnch  improved  within  these  few  years,  owing  to  the  ***"* 
example  and  exertions  of  the  farming  society  of  this 
county,  who  have  distributed  premiums  among  the 
fiinnersy  for  the  best  specimens  of  ploughing ;  in  conse- 
quence of  which,  the  Scotch  plough,  driven  with  long  Mode  of 
rdns,  is  now  very  generally  used.  The  drill  system  in  ^"**H^f 
the  culture  of  potatoes,  where  the  soil  will  admit  of  it, 
if  generally  practised,  and  the  good  effects  are  univer- 
sally acknowledged.  Where  marl  is  found  in  a  conve-  Manures, 
nient  ntoation,  the  farmer  usually  spreads  from  eight 
hundred  to  fifteen  hundred  loads  per  acre  on  his  ground. 
h  tho^  districts  which  lie  contiguous  to  the  mountains, 
lime  is  the  most  usu^  manure ;  which  is  brought  from  Lime. 
Csrlow,  a  distance. of  twenty-eight  miles,  and  costs, 
w^en  laid  on  the  ground,  about  six  shillings  the  barrel, 
of  four  busl^els*  The  industry  and  inde£BLtigable  perse- 
Terance  of  the  smalls  farmers  who  possess  a  horse,  in 
drawing  .lime  from  so  great  a  distance,  to  fertilize  the 
uoprofit^ble  brows,  which  have  been  covered  with  furze 
perhaps  for  ages,  are  strong  proofs  of  what  the  Irish 
peasant  is  capable,  when  the  hopes  of  better  days 
excite  bis  energies.  Frequently  their  rents  are  paid  in 
die  ^onntiy  by  drawing  lime  to  gentlemen  and  richer 
hmfi^  who  me  in  most  instances  glad  to  procure  it ; 
tbty  generally  leave  home  about  two  o'clock  in  the 
Homing,  and  reach  Carlow  about  one  on  the  following 
day,  when  they  load  their  cars,  and  return  over  bad 
•ad  BEiountaiaous  roads,  within  twenty-four  'hours.  They 
purchase  one  barrel  and  a  hal^  or  six  bushels,  as  a  suf- 
ficient load,  which  being  well  heaped,  enables  thqfV.to 

D  \ 
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retail  about  nine  bushels ;  they  pay  at  the  kiln,  sixpence- 
halfpenny  per  bushel,  or  three  and  threepence  per  load; 
for  which  they  subsequently  receive  from  one  shilling 
and  three-pence,  to  one  and  sixpence  per  bushel ;  or 
from  eleven  and  threepence,  to  thirteen  and  sixpence 
the  load ;  making  their  profit  from  eight  shillings  to 
ten  and  threepence*.  A  considerable  quantity  of  lime* 
stone  has  latterly  been  brought  from  Howth. 

Rotation  of     The  usual  rotation  of  crops  is  oats,  potatoes,  wheat, 
"'^        potatoes;   when   the  ground  is  often  laid  down  with 
barley,  sometimes  with  grass-seeds;  but  not  unfrequent- 
ly  it  is  left  to  its  natural  produce. 

Green  The  great  advantage  of  green  crops,  as  afibrding  winter 

fisod  for  cattle,  and  cleaning  the  ground,  is  as  yet  but 
imperfectly  understood,  although  vetches  in  some,  and 
in  a  few  instances,  turnips,  have  been  lately  grown.  In 
some  parts  of  this  parish,  wheat  answers  extremely  well, 
and  the  produce  may  generally  be  computed  from  seven 

ItrigMion.  to  deveu  barrels  per  acre.  The  advantages  of  irrigation 
are  universally  understood  by  the  farmers  of  this  dis- 
trict, and  practised  in  many  instances  with  great  success, 
where  the  nature  of  the  soil,  and  the  position  of  the 
ground  admit  of  it. 

CgtUe.  The  stocks  of  cattle  through  this  parish  are  indiflRsrent, 

chiefly  consisting  of  milch»cows  of  an  unimproved 
breed,  young  horned  cattle,  and  some  mountain  sheep. 
Good  dairy-cows  are  in  high  estimation,  in  consequence 
of  A  considerable  portion  of  the  parish,  extending  along 
the  sea  coast,  being  particularly  well  calculated  for  the 

^  The  prke  of  lime  bis  since  decntted. 
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daily.    Fed  calves,  and  large  quantities  of  batter  are 
constantly  sent  to  the  Dublin  market. 

The  market  day  in  Arklow  is  Thursday,  when  arti-  Market. 
clesof  various  descriptions  are  exposed  for  sale;  great 
in^Iarity  is  however  visible  on  market  days,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  want  of  a  market-house,  and  of  some 
arraogement  for  the  proper  distribution  of  cars  and 
removal  of  obstructions  to  the  business  that  is  to  be 
transacted. 

Large  quantities  of  potatoes  are  sold  for  the  con- 
snmption  of  the  town,  and  considerable  quantities  of 
oats;  wheat  is  generally  purchased  by  the  difierent 
mUlefs  of  the  country,  and  therefore  seldom  exposed 
for  sale  id  the  market.  The  medium  market  prices  of 
provisions  are  given  in  the  appendix. 

The  soil  of  this  parish,  on  the  low  grounds  near  the  SoU. 
sea,  is  chiefly  composed  of  a  stiff  strong  clay,  with  no 
small  inclination  to  moisture ;  it  varies  in  the  higher 
districts  to  a  shingle. 

Immediately  in  the  vicinity  of  the  town  of  Arklow,  B«iits. 
ground  lets  at  the  great  price  of  seven  or  eight  pounds 
macre;  this  may  in  some  degree  be  accounted  for, 
from  its  contiguity  to  the  sea,*  as  well  as  from  the  quan- 
tity of  ground,  which  is  occupied  by  a  marsh,  almost 
wholly  unproductive  in  its  present  state,  and  which 
apiffoaches  dose  to  the  town*  It  is  in  the  estate  of  the 
Earl  of  Wicklow,  and  is  certainly  reclaimable,  at  an 
expense,  by  no  means  great,  and  which  would  be  soon 
^epud. 
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Rents.  In  the  more  distant  part  of  the  parish,  the  price  of 

ground  varies  from  three  poands  to  twenty  shillings 
an  acre ;  no  ground,  except  on  the  mountain,  letting 
at  a  lower  price. 

Fain.  There  are  four  fairs  in   Arklow  during  the   year, 

where  a  considerable  quantity  of  cloth  and  wooUena  of 
different  descriptions  are  exposed  for  sale,  as  also,  black 
cattle,  pigs,  &c«  The  fairs  are  held  on  May  the  14th, 
August  the  9th,  September  the  25th,  and  November 
the  15th. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  town  and  neighbourhood, 
finding  the  number  of  fairs  at  present  established  insuf- 
ficient for  transacting  the  encreased  business  oi  the 
country,  have  signed  a  memorial,  requesting  that 
four  additional  fairs  may  be  added  to  those  already 
granted. 

X.  Trade,  Manufaciuresj  Commerce^  4^. 

Manufic  The  only  manufacture  carried  on  in  this  parish,  is  con- 
nected with  the  fishery,  and  consists  in  spinning  heropi 
and  making  nets  for  the  herring  fishery ;'  this  manufiM> 
ture,  though  apparency  partial,  becomes  an  object  of 
vast  importance,  when  it  is  considered,  that  it  gives 
employment  to  a  great  number  of  women  and  children, 
who  would  otherwise  be  idle;  besides,  although  at 
periods  of  the  year,  large  quantities  of  fish  are  taken, 
yet  from  the  well  known  improvidence  of  the  class  of 
men  employed  in  fisheries^  and  from  the  length  of  time 
they  are  frequently  prevented  from  going  to  sea  by 
st<Mrmy  weather,  the  whole  population^  are  often  indebted 
to  the  industry  of  the  women  and  children,  for  their 


ture. 
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Mppeii;  nor  are  the  early  habits  of  diligence  and  ex- 
erdoD,  which  are  thus  imbibed,  ever  totally  eradicated. 

The  inhaUtants  of  the  parish  are  indebted  to  Mr. 
Plommer  of  Arklow,  (a  man  well  known  in  this  dis- 
trict, as  the  promoter  and  encourager  of  every  laudable 
snd  philanthropic  design)  for  the  commencement  and 
extension  of  this  manufacture,  which  was  at  first  pre- 
sented to  his  mind,  by  witnessing  great  distress  amongst 
the  dense  population  of  the  fishery,  during  unfavorable 
seasons,  when  it  only  appeared  necessary  to  guide  the 
nstoral  bent  of  their  inclinations,  by  afibrding  them 
hemp,  and  a  ready  market  for  their  manufacture. 

The  quantity  of  h^np  manufactured  at  present  in  the 
town  of  Arklow,  amounts  to  about  six  tons  weight,  Hemp  ma. 
within  the  year ;  and  the  number  of  women  and  chil-  n»*^»<^*^^- 
dren  employed  in  spinning  and  knitting,  is  not  less 
than  one  thousand;  each  woman  is  capable  of  earning 
(rem  sixpence  to  ninepence  a  day,  and  children  fron^ 
threepence  to  fourpence.  Every  pound  of  hemp  is  sup- 
posed to  make  seven  fathoQis  of  net,  and  each  herring 
net  consists  of  75  fathoms.  Great  quantities  of  these 
nets  are  used  in  the  fisheries  along  the  coast ;  the  redun* 
dancy  is  diqxMed  of  in  the  Dublin  and  Liverpool  mar- 
kets. 

Mr.  Plummer  has  also  established  a  rope-walk,  where 
cordage  of  a  small  dimension  is  manufactured ;  and  as  Coidafa. 
he  has  had  the  good  saise  and  spirit  to  ad<^t  and  ex- 
tend die  advantages  of  such  useful  manu&ctures,  it  is 
mach  to  be  hoped  that  bis  laudable  exertions  will  meet 
with  the  enoouragement  they  deserve. 
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Commerce.  The  commerce  of  this  town  has  within  the  last  two 
years  rapidly  improved,  notwithstanding  the  great  dan- 
ger and  difficulties  which  are  encountered  by  vessels 
passing  the  bar  of  Arklow. ;  but  although  it  is  not  pro- 
bable that  the  difficulties  which  at  present  oppose  them- 
Imprare-  selves  to  the  improvement  of  the  bar,  could  without  a 
^^^^f^^jf^  great  expense  be  so  totally  removed,  as  to  admit  vessek 
of  heavy  burden  to  pass  safely ;  yet  it  is  the  universal 
opinion  of  all  men,  who  are  well  informed  on  the  sub* 
ject,  that,  if  a  few  thousand  pounds  were  expended  in 
building  a  pier  on  the  northern  side  of  the  river,  aod 
extending  it  into  the  sea,  so  as  to  prevent  the  river  irom 
inclining  to  the  northward;  the  back  water  whieb, 
during  the  winter  floods,  rushes  with  overwhelming  force 
from  the  mountains,  would  constantly  clear  the  bar  of 
/  any  obstructions,  which  collected  sand  might  oppose. 
After  the  effects  of  violej[it  floods  in  clearing  the  passage, 
there  has  been  seventeen  feet  of  water  on  the  bar,  Uie 
sand  being  entirely  removed  to  the  surface  of  the  marl, 
which  lies  beneath  it  at  that  depth ;  but  from  want  of 
a  pier,  and  the  inclination  of  the  river  at  present  to 
change  its  course,  the  advantages  resulting  from  such 
a  force  of  back  water  are  entirely  lost* 

The  inhabitants  of  Arklow  have  lately  exerted  them- 
aelves  considerably,  in  endeavouring  to  apply  tome  re- 
medy to  this  evil ;  and  assisted  by  subscriptions  from 
the  Earls  of  Carysfort  and  Wicklow,  of  one  hundred 
pounds  each,  in  addition  to  what  they  have  collected  in 
the  town  and  neighbourhood,  they  have  constructed  an 
embankment  at  the  north  side  of  the  river,  from  the 
bridge  towards  the  sea,  which  has  already  proved  of 
peat  utility,  and  has  answered  the  expectations  which 
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hare  been  formed  of  it.  A  sketch  of  the  river,  (as  Commeite. 
lately  surveyed  from  the  bridge  towards  the  sea,  with 
the  works  which  have  been  constructed,  and  those 
which  are  proposed)  is  afforded,  in  order  to  give  some 
idea  of  the  design ;  and  as  the  means  which  the  inhabi«i 
tants  can  command,  are  totaHy  inadequate  to  the  ex* 
pense,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  that  at  no  very  distant  period, 
Hhen  the  government  is  more  at  leisure  to  encourage 
domestic  undertakings,  some  attention  will  be  b^ 
stowed  on  the  improvement  of  a  harbour,  which  might 
affinrd  security  to  a  considerable  portion  of  the  coasting 
traders,  who  have  no  port  into  which  they  can  run  for 
shelter,  from  Dublin  to  Waterford,  as  well  as  for  the 
encouragement  of  the  extensive  herring  fishery  on  the 
coast* 

This  branch  of  industry  has  become  an  object  of  Harring 
considerable  importance,  within  these  some  years  past,  ^^^' 
in  consequence  of  the  encreased  attention  which  has 
been  paid  to  it.  There  are  two  seasons  in  the  year ; 
one  commencing  in  May,  and  continuing  for  six  weeks ; 
the  other  in  November,  lasting  an  equal  time.  From 
100  to  ISO  boats  are  generally  collected,  from  different 
parts  of  the  coast,  from  Dublin  to  Wexford ;  some 
h1[ewise  from  the  Isle  of  Man,  and  the  Welsh  coast» 
daring  the  summer  fishery,  when  vessels  from  Dublin 
and  Liverpool  lie  in  the  bay,  and  purchase  for  their 
diferent  markets:  but  much  the  greater  quantity  of 
fiih  Is  distributed  through  the  interior  of  the  counties 
of  Wicklow,  Wexford,  Carlow,  and  Kilkenny,  by  car- 
riers, who  make  a  considerable  profit,  and  find  a  ready 
market.

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Herring  Thc  prices  vary  from  ten  to  twenty  shiUings  the  mui^ 

of  six  buudreil ;  and  they  are  frequently  scJd  firom  t 
guinea,  to  twenty-five  and  thirty  shillings. 

It  is  a  remarkable  circumstance,  that  the  herriag 
fishery  in  the  bay  of  Arklow,  is  considered,  (next  to  that 
of  Galway)  as  the  best  on  the  coast  of  Ireland.  And  as 
the  numerous  advantages  to  be  derived  from  its  encrease 
become  mofe  manifest,  it  will  probably  be  considered, 
at  no  very  distant  period,  as  an  object  of  great  national 
importance. 

The  following  is  a  calculation  of  the  profits  arising 
at  present  from  tlie  fisheries  on  this  coast ;  which,  bow- 
ever,  can  be  encreosed  in  proportion  to  the  additi- 
onal numbers  of  qien  and  boats,  that  may  be  employed 

in  its  pursuit.

The  imports  to  Arklow,  are  coal,  salt,  iron,  timber,  Imports, 
deals,  limestone^  earthenware,  tar,  pitch,  hemp,  rope*, 
&c  The  exports  are  corn,  cattle,  &c.  Great  quanti^ 
ties  of  barley  and  oats,  have  been  exported  from  Ark-  Exports, 
low  to  Dublin  and  Liverpool  within  a  few  3'ears  past ; 
and  large  store  houses  have  been  erected.  But  the 
ih^ment  of  goods  is  attended  with  much  expense  and 
trouble  in  consequence  of  vessels  being  obliged  to  pass 
thebar,  (owing  to  its  present  deplorable  state)  and  an- 
dior  in  the  bay,  before  they  have  received  half  their

XL  NahtnU  CuriostHes^  BemarlccMe  Occurrences,  S^c. 

The  naitaral  curiosities  of  this  parish,  cannot  claim  Native 
adisGnguifSied  recollection  in  its  history,  save  in  Ae  ^^*** 
instance  of  the  production  of  native  gold,  discovered  in 
the  mountain  of  Croghan  Kinchela,  and  of  which  a 
scientific  description  has  been  given,  under  its  proper 
head.    A  more  minute  and  popular  elucidation  of  the 
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Vttift  meftsures  that  were  pursued  for  forwarding  the  oligect 
of  govemnieDt,  in  endeavouring  ta  reach  the  source 
from  whence  such  riches  appeared  to  flow,  is  a£Ebrded 
in  the  transactions  of  the  Dublin  Society,  of  the  year 
1811 ;  with  observations  of  the  famous  naturalist,  Kir- 
wan,  which  will  convey  much  information  on  the  sub- 
ject. 

'  The  works  have  been  discontinued  by  government, 
as  not  affording  any  reasonable  exjiectations  of  success; 
but  a  guard  is  continued  on  the  spot,  to  prevent  die  idle 
assemblage  of  the  populace. 

Hiitory.  The  ancient  history  attached  to  the  limits  of  Arklow 

parish,  and  the  remarkable  occurrences,  which  may 
have  followed  from  them,  are  long  since  confined  to  A 
few  legendary  tales,  unworthy  of  notice,  and  in  many 
instances  most  probably  unsupported  by  truth  ;  or  they 
have  gradually  glided  down  to  the  dreary  gulf  of  obli- 
vion, from  whence^  as  from  the  dark  bourn  of  the  graven 
no  traveller  returns. 

But  in  latter  days  it  has  obtained  a  rdactant  celebriQrf 
and  been  noticed  in  the  annals  of  the  busy  world,  fircmi 
the  brief  details  of  a  bulletin,  to  the  voluminous  history 
of  the  rebellions  of  Ireland ;  and  from  being  the  scene 
of  an  action,  which,  from'  its  fortunate  result,  probably 
preserved  the  capital,  from  pillllge  and  conflagration,  to 
the  distinction  of  being  numbered  amongst  the  coro- 
nets, which  grace  a  royal  brow. 

To  pass  in  perfect  Wlence  the  occurrences  which  took 
place  in  Arklow,  during  the  late  ever*to-be*lamented 
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rebellion^  would  be  an  unpardonable  cnnission,  in  re- 
cording the  village  annate  of  the  day ;  but  in  raising 
die  veil^  which  conceals  the  faults  and  errors  of  our 
coontiynien^  the  reluctance  of  a  parent  to  discover  the 
infirmities  cS  his  ofispring,  should  be  more  visible^  than 
tke  stem  hand  of  kiflexible  justice,  which  would  tear  ' 
sside  the  covering  that  obscures  those  deformities  we 
should  ever  wbh  to  conceal ;  and,  however  necessary 
it  flEiay  be  for  the  future  historian  of  Ireland,  to  collect 
firom  every  authentic  source,  the  causes  of  that  unfortu- 
nate alienation  of  mind,  which  appeared  to  obscure  the 
rational  fiiculties  of  our  countrymen,  and  render  them 
the  ready  tools  of  every  designing  villain,  of  broken 
fortune,  and  deqperate  resolve,  yet,  in  a  concise  and  ^ 
local  description  of  incidents,  which  a  treatise  of  this 
Idod  requires,  it  will  be  sufficient  to  glance  at  the  pUssing 
erents  rdated  in  the  histories  of  that  day,  and  more 
particularly  to  remark  on  any  occurrence,  into  the  recital 
ef  which  error  or  falsehood  may  have  crept,  and  which 
would,  (if  unnoticed  by  those  who  were  eye  witnesses  of 
the  events)  be  considered  hereafter  as  authentic,  because 
uncontradicted,  and  become  incorporated  with  the  his- 
Uny  of  the  country. 

The  several  details  of  the  batUe  of  Arklow  that  have  B^tUf  of 
appeared  in  the  different  narratives  of  the  occurrences  ^  ^^' 
of  the  year  1798,  are  in  the  leading  features,  a  fair  re- 
cital <tf  fiu:ts ;  a  finv  circumstances,  however,  deserve  to 
be  remarked  upon.  It  js  asserted  by  Mr.  Hay,  the 
sothor  of  the  History  of  the  Insurrections  of  the  Coun- 
ty of  Wexford,  when  speaking  of  the  Battle  of  Arklow : 
^  Variously  did  the  fortune  of  the  day  seem  to  incline ; 
^  itisneceaiary  to  mentioui  that  rumours  of  the  retreat 
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Bttde  of    <<  of  the  troope  were  drculftted^  and  that  oi4en  we»

**  given,  and  seeming  preparations  made  for  diat  pop- 
*<  poae ;  bat  this  still  appears  a  diapated  point,  and  ai 
«  the  proverb  has  it,  <  All's  well  that  ends  well/  The 
*^  insurgents,  after  having  displayed  singular  bravery, 
<<  courage,  and  intrepidity,  as  long  as  their  ammunition 
'^  lasted,  retreated  when  that  was  expended,  to  their 
'*  former  position  at  Oorey. 

Now,  the  truth  is,  that  the  fortune  of  the  day,  (how- 
ever the  great  disprc^rtion  of  numbers  might,  before 
the  commencement  of  the  contest,  have  been  supposed 
to  incline  it  in  favor  of  the  rebels,)  was  never  for  one 
moment  doubtful ;  and  the  *<  singular  courage,  bravery, 
and  intrepidity,"  which  they  are  represented  to  have 
displayed,  must  degenerate  in  the  piind  of  a  spectator, 
into  the  character  of  indecision  and  cowardice,  which 
even  the  immense  majority  of  numbers,  and  the  impe- 
netrable breastwork   of  ditches,  could  not  dissipate; 
nor  was  the  smallest  impression  ever  made  on  the 
King's  troops,  although  they  were  for  some  time  expo- 
sed to  a  hot  but  irr^;ular  fire  of  musketry.   .As  to  the 
idea  of  retreat,  no  circumstance  of  prudaM:e  or  necessi^ 
which  occurred  during  the  battle,   rendered  such  a 
measure  a  subject  of  ccosideraticm ;  and  the  assertion 
is  totally  unfounded  in  fact.    While  day-light  and  am- 
munition lasted,  there  was  no  cause  for  apprefaensioi^ 
and  even  had  both  these  auxiliaries  been  absent,  the 
general  who  commanded,  might,  have  fidlen  back  with 
the  must  perfect  safety,  until  reinforced  firom  the  neigh- 
faourhood*     How  therefore^  it  can  be  asserted,  that  the 
fate  of  the  day  depended  on  the  cast  of  a  die^  as  stated 
by  the  same  author,  is  a  matter  perfectly  unknown  to 
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diosewlio  composed  the  Kiog^t  army.  The  cmly  instance  B«ttto  of 
of  apparaot  brav^  and  resolution  whkh  was  evinced  ^***^' 
in  the  conise  of  the  day  by  the  rebek,  was  manifested 
in  an  irrcgukr  attack,  headed  by  the  Rev.  Michael 
Ibipby,  a  county  of  Wexford  priest,  and  made  on  a 
party  of  the  Antrim  militia,  who  with  a  gun,  defended 
the  entrance  <tf  the  town.  The  death  of  the  leader,  who 
boasted  of  supernatural  protectioit,  soon  rendered  the 
attack  abortive ;  being  with  most  of  his  devoted  and  in- 
toxicated   followers  destroyed  by  round   and   grapQ 

The  author  <^  anodier  history  of  the  County  of 
Wexford,  Mr.  Gordon^  has  given  credit  to,  and  related 
s  ttoiy  which  was  never  heard  of  by  those  who  were 
eje-witnesses  of  the  scenes  that  took  place  during,  and 
subsequent  to  the  battle  of  Arklow,  until  this  history 
appeared  before  the  public,  as  aAnrding  a  just  description 
of  the  irritating  and  insulting  conduct  of  the  military 
tcmirds  the  rebels,  and  which,  could  it  even  have  been 
sriistantiated  by  truth,  would  hilve  been  an  injudicious 
drrnmstance  to  have  held  forth  to  the  imagination  of 
an  heated  and  inflamed  population,  whose  temporary 
derangement  vras  more  likely  to  be  perpetuated,  than  re- 
moved by  such  descriptions;  I  allude  to  the  disgusting 
Kdtal,  whidi  is  now  only  m.entioncd  to  be  refuted,  of 
the  iiid^ities  oSered  to  the  body  of  the  deluded  Mur- 
phy, who  was  riiot  through  the  breast  by  a  cannon 
ball,  within  a  few  yards  of  the  gun.  His  body  lay  for 
many  hours  after  his  death,  (which  was  instantaneous,) 
on  the  qx>t  where  it  fell ;  and  after  the  break  of  day, 
the  head  was  cut  o^  and  thrown  vrith  the  body,  and 
with  those  of  his  followers,  into  the  flames  of  some  ad- 
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Jj^J*^  jomitig  bouses,  and  nearly  oonsumed  to  ashes;  the  re- 
mains were  buried  in  the  adjoining  ditcb,  but  no  personal 
indignities  were  offi>red^o  his  corpse;  notiridistanding 
the  feelings  of  the  moment  cannot  be  supposed  to  hare 
been  of  the  most  temperate  kind.  The  unworthy  as- 
persion therefore  cast  upon  the  kiog^s  troops  of  halving 
^  oiled  their  boots  with  his  grease,''  is  as  unfounded  in 
fact,  as  it  was  injudicious  in  the  recital,  and  shews  the 
great  caution  with  which  historians  should  ad(^t  such 
idle  talcs. 

But  if  the  detail  of  those  enormities,  which  disgraced 
the  inhabitants  of  many  counties  in  Ireligid,  is  painful 
to  those  on  whom  the  recital  is  imposed,  it  is.  on  the 
contrary,  a  pleasing  task  to  recount,  that  in  the  small 
spot  which  is  at  present  under  considerMion,  although 
at  one  time  agitated  by  the  horrors  attending  a 
prolonged  and  sanguinary  contest,  no  instance  of 
provoked  or  aggravated  oppression  or  torture  was 
practised  by  the  magistrates,  or  authorised  by  the  ^- 
cers  of  the  army,  before  or  during  the  rebellion ;  nor 
did  the  deluded  populace  appear  insensible  to  such 
conduct,  for  there  were  not  above  ten  or  twelve  of  the 
worst  description,  who  joined  in  open  rebellion,  from 
this  immediate  neighbourhood.  Neither  were  there  any 
acts  of  outrage  worth  recording  committed  in  the  pa« 
rish,  by  the  disaffected,  except  the  conflagration  of  Lam: 
barton,  the  residence  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bayly,, now  rec- 
tor of  Goresbridge,  in  the  county  of  Kilkenny,  which 
was  effected  by  strangers,  during  the  heat  of  battle. 

It  is  a  remarkable  circumstance,  that  except  in  the 
general  advance  of  the  rebels,  from  Gorey  to  Arklow, 
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on  the  ninth  of  June,  1798,  when  the  battle  was  fought,  BatUe  ef 
so  little  impression  should  have  been  made  by  them, 
on  the  eastern  part  of  the  county,  extending  from  Bray 
to  the  bounds  of  the  county  of  Wexford,  and  reaching 
from  the  sea  to  the  great  ranjre  of  mountains,  which 
traverse  the  county  from  north  to  south;  and  that  8o 
few  of  the  inhabitants,  in  proportion  to  the  extent  and 
populati<Hi  of  the  county*  should  have  been  actually  en- 
gaged in  the  rankb  of  rebellion* 

This  comparative  security  enjoyed  by  the  eastern  part 
of  die  county,  ynA  certainly  in  a  great  measure  to  be 
tttributed  to  the  eflbctual  stand  of  the  king's  army  at 
Arklow,  against  the  considerable  majority  of  numbeirt, 
by  which  they  were  attacked  ;  in  consequence  of  which, 
the  further  progress  of  the  rebels  was  prevented ;  and 
no  doubt  the  unremitting  exertions  of  the  resident  ma- 
gistrates and  yeomanry,  who  collected  great  quantities 
rf  pikes  from  the  voluntary  discovery  of  some  of  those 
ddoded  men,  who  were  implicated  in  the  business,  pre- 
vented the  insurrection  from  breaking  out  more  uni- 
venally. 

But  it  would  be  an  act  of  the  greatest  injustice^  in 
retracing  the  evoits  of  that  period,  were  the  services 
of  Lieut  Col,  Hardy,  formerly  in  the  line,  afterwards 
Lteut  Col.  of  the  Antrim  militia,  and  latterly  an  in- 
specting fidd  oflicer,  to  be  passed  over  in  silence ;  more 
especially  in  a  survey  of  the  transactions  of  the  eventful 
period  of  the  rebellion ;  and  in  a  country,  which  is  so 
particularly  indebted  to  his  vigilance  and  talents,  for 
the  comparative  tranquillity,  which  it  enjoyed.  CoL 
Hardy  was   selected  by  government,   to  command  a 
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brigade  of  regular  troops  and  yeomanry,  in  consequence 
of  the  advantages  likely  to  result  irom  bis  intimate  ac- 
quaintance with  the  gentlemen  of  the  country,  his  ge* 
neral  local  knowledge,  and  his  tried  military  expe- 
rience. 

The  confidence  thus  placed  in  his  character  and  m- 
sources,  was  fiitly  justified,  by  the  event ;  for  nothing 
co^ld  exceed  the  degree  of  vigilance  that  waa  observed, 
and  the  acts  of  prevention  that  were  resorted  tOy  throi^ 
the  large  tract  of  country,  over  which  his  oommluid 
extended.  And  it  adds  no  small  addttiooal  credit  to  Us 
character,  to  assert,  Uiat  this  service  was  eflBsoted  widMnt 
axk  instance  having  occurred  of  unnecetsiary  or  wanton 
severity. 

Col.  Hardy  retained  his  command  over  the  forces  of 
the  county  of  Widdow,  nntH  the  unfortunate  defeat  of 
CoL  Walpole,  near  Gorey,  irad  the  subsequent  retreat 
of  his  army,  under  CoL  Sr  Wadcin  Wytm,  to  Wiek- 
low,  rendered  it  necessary  for  government  immei&tely 
to  send  forward  considerable  reinforcements,  and  a  ge- 
neral officer,  whose  superior  rank  should  command  the 
cdonela  of  the  diiiS»«bt  regbneats,  of  wfaidi  tbe  army 
was  composed.

To  point  out  any  plans  of  local  improvement,  beyond 
diose  which  have  been  alluded  to  in  this  treatise^  would 
from  their  general  applicability,  become  uninteresting 
and  of  little  avail. 

Ih  Ireland,  there  is  a  great  field  for  the  statesman 
and  patriot  to  range  in,  and  to  merit-the  gratitude  of 
their  countrymen ;  for  though  we  are  blessed  with  a 
constitation,  the  admiration  and  the  model  of  the 
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^orld;  and  with  a  soil,  the  riches  of  which  are  froyer« 
bial ;  yet  there  are  few  parts  of  civiliaed  Earopci  that 
require  more  of  the  Bieliorati]^  syslem,  which  the 
present  auspicious  eira  holds  forth  to  the  worid,  (n 
which  could  be  more  likely,  from  the  uneducated  iohfr 
bitants  of  the  country,  to  the  ill  cultivated  soil  oa  whid 
he  stands,  to  return  from  their  native  stores  an  hundred 
fold. 

If  Ireland  has  hitherto  been  a  scene  cf  lawlev  sod 
indiscriminate  turbulence;  if  she  still  continues  a  bye- 
word  to  nations,  for  her  disregard  to  the  restnints  d 
religbn  and  ^ood  order,  may  we  not  at  least  iodolgc 
the  fond  hope,  that  firom  the  attention  which  now  ap- 
pears to  dawn  upon  the  hitherto-ncglected  impiovement 
of  the  lower  orders,  in  furnishing  some  general  ajstem 
of  education,  which  wiU  i^each  the  humblest  cottage, 
the  elevation  of  our  countrymen  to  the  rank  ef  i 
civilized  nation,  may  ere  a  distant  period  be  realised  j 
and  that,  possessing  every  physical  requisite  fi>r  aoqiur' 
ing  the  esteem  of  mankind,  she  may  rise  in  the  scale  d

BALLYMASCANLON, 
{Diocese  of  Armagh^  and  County  ofLoutfL)

I.  The  Name  of  the  Parish,  Si/ualiam,  ExUni,  4r. 

Ntmt.  BaLLYMASCANLON  is  the  ancient  and  modem 
name  of  the  parish,  so  called  from  the  Scanlon  fiunily, 

^i^^aMikKL  banished  by  King  James  the  first  It  is  situated  in  the 
half  barony  of  Lower  Dnndalk,  county  of  Louth,  and 

Boundariet  diocese  of  Armagh.  Its  longitude  is  6^  40'  west;  and 
latitude,  51^5'  north ;  and  it  is  bounded  on  the  norths 
by  the  parish  of  Jonesborough,  and  part  of  Killevy 
parish ;  on  the  south,  by  part  of  Carlingford  paridi,  and 
the  sea ;  on  the  west,  by  part  of  Dundalk  parish,  and 
the  sea ;  and  on  the  east,  by  part  of  Carlingfoid  and 

Contenti.    Killery  parishes.    It  contains  thirty-four  townlands, 

Ezieiit.  '  and  is  in  length,  from  north  to  south,  about  nine  miles, 
and  in  breadth,  about  five  miles  and  a  half. 

There  are  about  6000  cultivated  acres,  of  which  thore 
may  be  200  used  as  meadow;  all  the  pasture  land,  ex- 
cept the  mountainous  parts,  receives  the  plough  in  turn. 
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Oleriveri  called  the  Flurry^  nearly  bisects  the  parish,  Rlrer. 
in  a  course  from  north-west  to  south-east ;  it  rises  in  a 
bog^  north-east  of  Slieve-gullin ;  and  taking  a  south-east 
directioiiy  runs  into  the  sea  at  Dundalk,  together  with 
a  trifling  stream,  called  the  Pluister  river,  which  rise» 
loodi-eaBt  of  Slieve-gullin,  and  meets  the  former  river 
at  Ballymascanlon.'  A  circular  lough  also,  in  the  centre  Lake, 
of  a  very  fiertiie  field,  near  the  shore,  covers  about  a    ' 
rood  of  ground,  and  is  remarkable  only  for  its  beauty, 
sod  for  giving  name  to  the  townland  of  Loughanmore, 

A  vast  range  of  mountains,  lying  in  the  eastern  part  Mountains, 
of  this  parish,  goes  by  no  particular  name,  except  one 
which  k  called  Carraquit*  They  are  all  heathy,  yet 
a&rd  tderable  pasture  in  summer.  Their  direction  is 
nearly  north  and  south,  and  they  extend  about  seven 
miles  and  a  half. 

Iliis  parish  has  some  turf-bogs,  but  they  are  not  Bo^. 
wiffth  namii^.   There  are  ik>  woods,  exceptin  Uavena- 
^  demesne ;  no  thicketsi  nor  any  plmts  of  an  un- 
conuiioii  kind< 

IL  MineSf  Minerals^  S^c. 

Vast  iron  mines  may  be  supposed  to  exist  In  the  Mineral  . 
fflOQQtaiQS,  frcmi  the  quantity  of  chalybeate  water  spring-  ^"''^ 
iog  eul  of  them.    The  quarries  consist  of  limestone,  of  Qwanies. 
wbidi  there  is  great  abundance. 

The  river  Flurry  is  well  supplied  with  trout  and  sal-  FSsh. 
nok    There  is  an  extensive  shore  south-east  of  the 
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parish,  joining  the  bay  of  Dundalk,  productive  of  all 
kinds,  and  particularly  of  flat  fish. 

II L  Modem  BuildingSf  SfC. 

There  are  no  infirmaries,  or  other  public  buildings  of 
Bri4ges.  a  similar  nature  in  the  parish.  On  the  old  great  northern 
road,  a  bridge  is  built  over  the  Pluister  water ;  and 
another  over  the  same  river,  on  the  new  great  northern 
road.  Also,  over  the  Flurry,  stands  another  bridge,  on 
OmOe-  the  road  from  Carlingford  to  Newry.  On  the  east  side 
of  the  new  great  norAem  road,  are  Ravensdale  park,* 
the  seat  of  Lord  Clermont,  and  that  of  Baron  M*Cldy 
land,  which  is  also  known  by  the  name  of  Ravensdale^ 
from  its  vicinity  to  the  viihige  of  the  same  name.  This 
villf^,  which  contains  about  thirty-six  houses,  is  situate 
five  miles  and  a  half  from  Newry,  and  four  firom  Dun** 
dalk.  On  the  east  side  of  the  road  from  Dondalk  to 
Carlingford,  distant  from  the  latter  ten,  and  horn  the^ 
former,  two  miks,  is  the  seat  of  J.Wolfe  McNeal^  Esq. 
much  improved  as  to  soil,  but  not  weQ  {Wanted.  Theve 
are  many  other  gentlemen's  seats  in  tlie  parish,  bat  not 
so  conspicuous  as  to  merit  description. 

KMcb.  The  great  northern  roads,  old  and  new,  run  through 

die  parish,  for  about  five  miles.  It  is  interaec^Bd  about 
eight  miles,  by  a  good  road,  leading  from  Cadiogfoid 
to  Newry,  and  meeting  the  new  great  northtrft  road  at

No  other  old  buildings,  either 
religious  or  military,  are  to  be  seen,  except  the  remains  Ruined 
of  an  old  castle  in  Ballymascanlon,  and  some  Danish       ^ 
ibrto,  not  worth  notice.

V.  Present  4r  Former  State  qf  Population^  Food,  Fnd^  4^. 

Thereare  aboBt  1400  inhabited  houses  in  the  parish,  Fopuhtiom 
nHcb,  fiom  the  best  observation,  cannot  be  averaged  at 
JBore  than  four  persons  to  each  house;  of  these  there  are 
about  dghty  families  of  the  established  church,  and 
nearly  as  many  dissenters :  the  majority  is  on  the  female 
side.  The  general  occupation  is  spinning,  weaving,  and  Employ 
agriculture. 

Where  industrious  exertion  arises  more  from  neces-  Wedth. 
aitj  than  wiU,  the  lower  order  never  can  be  wealthy.  It 
is  so  with  the  generality  of  people  here,  who  are  there- 
fore poon  Their  usual  food  is  potatoes :  their  appear-  pood. 
aaee  inot  siqperior  to  their  wealth  or  food.    They  are  oencniap. 
perfectly  contented  and  quiet,  except  when  their  badl 
passions  are  excited' by  the  artifices  of  the  designing,  or 
by  the  harsh  treatment  of  landlords  and  agents,*  of  which, 
it  is  to  be  regretted,    instances    have    been  found. 
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Longevity.  They  are  of  course^  generally  healthy  and  long-lifed ; 
there  being  numbers  now  in  the  parish,  from  80  to  90 
years  old.  Though  there  is  no  public  house  in  Ravels- 
dale  village,  both  beer  and  spirituous  liquors  are  uni- 
versally drank ;  the  latter  however,  is  the  favourite  be- 
verage.

King  James  L  granted  the  tjthex^  with  the 
landsi  t6  a  Mr.  Hamilton,  who  set  them  tythe  firee,  and 
the  succeeding  proprietors  followed  his  Example*  The 
incumbent  is  paid  je20  annually,  by  Lord  Clermont, 
and  jSSO  from  primate  Boulter's  (imd.  He  holds  his 
glebe  at  a  sworn  valuation,  the  late  Lord  Clermont,  who 
gave  it,  being  incapacitated  from  recdving  a  fine*  The 
amount  of  the  clergyman's  income  therefore  is  barely 
K^lOO  per  annum.  An  application  was  lately  made  to 
the  present  incumbent,  through  Lord  Clermont's  agent, 
to  sign  a  bond,  indemnifying  his  lordship  from  the  small 
portion  paid  by  him,  but  it  was  immediately  rejected.

The  means  of  improving  and  meliorating  the  situii- 
tion  of  the  pecqpl^  lie  chiefly  with  themsdres.  A  sti:ict 
adhefCDce  to  habits  of  industry;  a  reiq>ect  and  v^aera-. 
tion  fiir  the  laws  oi  their  country;  a  contempt  and 
hatred  of  disaffected  and  rebellious  principles;  and  the 
constant  practice  of  true  rd^ion,  hones^,  and  virtue, 
nt  the  nnfailing  sources  of  comfort  and  independence, . 
not  only  to  the  inhabitants  of  this  parish,  but  to  those, 
rf  Ireland:  and  no  man  with  health,  thus  acting, 
csn  be  called  poor  or  wretched.  The  diflerent  degrees 
of  poverQr  ftpd  affluence  among  the  peopl<%' grow  chiefly 
from  the  manner  in  which  they  severally  act,  more  than 
from  the  state  of  rent,  wages,  or  any  other  cause ;  which 
may  be  seen  from  a  multiplicity  of  instances  of  a  num- 
ber of  moi  bebg  joint  tenants  in  a  &rm,  similarly  cir«> 
comstanced,  and  under  tsimilar  rents;  some  of  whom 
become  independent  and  happy,  while  others  are  insol- 
vent and  wretched ;  imd  in  truth,  I  know  many  who 
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wou14  become  beggars  upon  ^  portion  of  latKl)  even 
rent  free^  whiob  at  a  high  rent,  would  be  to  others  a 
source  of  independem^  luid  copifioir^  tb4(  ia  po^  ^  be 
jud^ped  ef  by  their  fpod  or  pi^tenud  appcynuifflt^ty 
th^if  cocr^  dealing  and  gDo4  conduct  in  «ocie^;  (pf 
it  18  Ik  common  thing  (o  aee  a  m^ni  wor^b  4S6^  ab9l^ 
his  immedii^  wan^  wearing  the  same  coa|  fox  seyml 
years ;  whUe  others,  who  practice  drunkenness  and  its 
attendant  yices,  Mrill  oppeBX  neat  on  a  iimd^  ^9^ 
their  effects  arc  under  seizure  for  rent.

I.  The  Name  of  the  Parish^  Situation^  Extent,  ^c, 

fitnaOoB.  SaLLYMOYER,  otherwise  called  BaUymoier,  u  fk* 
toated  in  the  qounty  of  Armagh,  and  barony  of  Upper 
Fews.     It  is  separated  from  the  parish  of  Armagh,  and 

BowidiriM  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  parish  of  Mullaghbrack; 
on  the  east,  by  the  parish  of  Loughgilly ;  on  the  southi 
by  the  parishes  of  Loughgilly  and  Newtown  Hamilton; 
and  on  the  west^  by  the  parish  of  Newtown  Hamilton. 

BSfiimi  This  district  consists  of  one  large  townland,  called 
Ballymoier;  divided  agdn  into  eight  townlands,  with 
sub-denominations,  for  which,  see  appendix.  It  con- 
tains about  four  thousand  acres.

causes  a  considerable  portion  of  the  mountainous  land

Many  small  rivers  iss^e  from  the  mountainst  and  nm  Stfttms, 
thxoogh  this  parish ;  some  direct  their  coarse  to  Lough 
Neagb,  and  some  to  Dundalk  bay.

T^  lead  mines  °^™^ 
iferefonnerly  worked  here^  but  they  have  been  deserted,  Lcid 
as  diey  turned  out  unproductive.    Soap-rock,  (steatites) 
of  a  good  quality,  has  been  discovered  in  several  places.  SccttHci. 
Good  potter's  earth,  with  a  number  of  brilliant  cubic 
pyrites,  as  also  iron-stones  of  a  very  rich  quality,  have  FyntM*- 
been  fixmd  in  all  parts  of  Ae  parish* 

III.  Modern  Buildings^  4^ 

Three  main  roads  intersect  this  district;  one  leading  Rondg. 
from  Armagh  to  Belleek,  in  this  county;  another  from 
Port  Norris  to  Newtown  Hamilton;    and  the  third 
from  Newtown  Hamilton  to  Newry. 

Thcgre  are  two  oentlemen's  seats,  with  suitable  houses  OoiUe- 
and  offices  ;ime  belonging  to  Marcus  Synnot,  Esq.  and 
flie  other  to  Walter  Synnot,  Esq.  both  sons  to  Sir  Wal^ 
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t«r  Synnot.  That  on  tbe  left  hand  side  of  tbe  rcHid 
ftcfOtL  Pore  Korris  to  Newtowti  Hamilton,  occupied  by 
tbe  former  of  these  gentlemen,  was  built  by  Sir  Walter 
about  forty  years  ago.  The  demesne  is  laid  cot  with 
admirable  taste,  and  beautiliiny  planted.  It  oMrtaSns 
abottt  bite  htifvdr^  and  twenty  acres^  fifty  of  whiK^  M 
wooded.  Three  mountain  streams  batiiig  tAeA  Mx 
course  througfa^  as  many  glens,  unite  in  tbe  la^Arn;  ftim- 
ing  a  scene  at  oncer  beautiftd  and  romantic  That  on 
the  right  hand  side  of  the  same  road,  and  oeca^edf  by 
Walter  Synnot,  Esq.  was  lately  built  by  himself;  tfod 
the  grounds  are  laid  out  with  taste  and  judgment.  Tbe 
trees  are  flourishing  and  healthy.  Ob  the  left  bsmi 
side  of  the  same  road,  William  Reid,  Esq.  has  a  Tery 
rieat  fodge.  He  is  a  most  spirit^  imprbver,  aud  Kas 
ctf  late  pltfAted  a  number  of  trees  rotrAd  his  ftrttu;  wfoeh 
]»  a  few  years  camiot  fidl  of  adding  greatly  to  tte  g^ 
send  efitet  of  tbe  Baftdscape. 

IV.  Aftcient  BuildingTy  ^. 

Biffowm  No  ancient  buildings  are  tl6  be  met  with*;  but  there 
are  several  tumuli  in  the  mountains,  three  of  wbidi 
were  opened  by  Sir  Waitei^  Synihot;  itronehefimnd 
Sepukhnl  two  circular  urns,  rudely  ornamented  with  r^ohur  fi* 
'^"^  gures ;  mefiisuring'  about  six  inches  in  diameter,  ifod 
cbntaining  Mril  paVtidea  df  burnt  bol^d  S^  «rti 
waS'Covei^'  by  a*  slkte.

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As  to  the  present  state  oT  the  population!  there  are  PopuUUon 
17  fiimilies  of  protestants  of  the  established  church ;  37 
of  dissenters;  and  about  179  of  roman  catholics.  These, 
if  taken  at  an  average  of  five  or  six  to  a  family,  will  very 
easily  g^ve  the  amount  of  persons. 

Neither  poverty  nor  riches  have  been  allotted  to  the  Genertlaip. 
inhabitants  of  this  parish;  a  few  are  in  a  comparative ***"*""^ 
state  of  opulence ;  a  large  proportion  possesses  all  the 
comforts  of  life;  and  none  are  without  its  necessaries: 
beggars,  who  may  be  seen  here  occasionally,  are  from 
other  parts  of  theoountry.     Potatoes,  oaten-bread,  and  Food, 
porridge  with  milk|  constitute  a  principal  part  of  their 
diet;  but  few  are  so  poor  as  not  to  lay  in  a  stock  of 
bacon  and  salt  beef;  many  make  cheese  and  butter,  the 
former  entirely  for  their  own  consumption,  the  latter 
principally  for  sale* 

The  people  are  in  general  a  healthy,  hardy  race;  no  Hedth. 
local  disease  prevails  among  them ;  the  ague  is  a  disor- 
der scarcely  known,  though  the  soil  near  the  mountains 
is  generally  wet.   They  may  be  called  a  long-lived  peo-  Longerity. 
pie;  many  attain  the  age  of  eighty,  and  instancef  of 
longevity  above  a  hundred,  are  by  no  means  unirequent. 
Tbqr  9xe  plentifully  supplied  with  turf,  at  a  very  rea-  Fud. 
KHiable  rate.     Their  appearance  on  Sundays  at  their 
req>ective  places  of  worship,  is  decent  and  comfortable. 
The  dress  ci  both  males  and  females  is  frequently  ma-  l>«^ 
nuGictured  by  themselves,  though  purchased  finery  is 
becoming  perhaps  too  prevalent  among  the  youthful 

u 
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Dwdliiigs.  females.     Their  cottages  are  in  general  neatly  thatched, 
and  many  of  them  whitewashed,  and  roofed  with  foreigo 
timber,  (as  the  bog  oak,  which  formerly  supplied  them, 
is  nearly  exhausted.)     Their  feather  beds,  curtains, 
quilts,  sheets,  and  blankets,  are  mostly  manufactured  in 
their  own  houses.     The  inside  of  their  dwellings  is  in 
general  clean,  and  provided  with  every  thing  essential 
to  the  comforts  of  a  plain  farmer,  and  indicating  a  state 
of  society  not  entirely  debarred   from  luxuries :    the 
clock  has  universally  taken  place  of  the  hour-glass.     In 
some  of  their  houses  cupboards  full  of  cups,  saucers,  &c. 
arranged  with  rustic  taste,  are  common*     Those  little 
luxuries  may  be  justly  considered  as  the  rewards  of  in- 
dustry and  sobriety,  as  there  is  not  a  single  public  house 
in  the  parish,   where  spirits  are  sold,  and  the  greatest 
care  has  been  taken  to  prevent  illegal  distillation.     It 
must  however  be  observed,  that  the  neatness  and  com- 
fort of  their  habitations  vary  exceedingly,  according  to 
the  religious  persuasions  of  the  owners ;  the  superior 
industry  and  orderly  conduct  of  the  protestant  settlers 
of  all  denominations  being  eminently  conspicuous :  yet, 
there  are  many  praiseworthy  exceptions ;  several  of  the 
roman  catholic^  incited  by  the  prosperity  which  they 
saw  attend  the  exertions  of  their  protestant  neighbours, 
have  fully  equalled  them  in  a  regular  course  of  industry, 
sobriety,  and  neatness. 

VI.  Genius  and  Disposition  of  the  Poorer  Classes^  S^c. 

deniusand      Remarkable  quickness  of  intellect,  not  untinctured 

^^^**^'°*  by  cunning,  may  be  accounted  a  strong  feature  in  the 

character  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  parish ;  they  are  too 

apt  to  apply  to  the  attorney  and  magistrate  on  trifling 
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occasions ;  their  habits  of  industry  have  been  already 
noticed ;  convinced  it  is  their  interest  to  remain  peace- 
ibie  and  loyal,  they  do  not  readily  join  in  unlawful  as- 
sociations. 

A  few  speak  Irish,  but  the  prevailing  language  is  Language; 
Eoglish,  strongly  marked  among  the  dissenters  by  a 
broad  Scotch  accent.  A  marked  difference  of  manner 
distinguishes  the  protestant  from  the  catholic ;  in  the 
former  there  is  a  freedom  and  bluntness,  approaching 
to  incivility ;  much  profession  of  respect  and  attach- 
ment, with  a  readiness  to  oblige,  designates  the  latter. 

Some  remains  of  pagan  superstition  still  exist,  as  also  ivevaioit 
die  beliefin  fiuries,  and  in  lucky  and  unlucky  days.  A  ^^^^ 
girl  chasing  a  butterfly  was  chid  by  her  companions, 
saying.  "  that  may  be  the  soul  of  your  grandfiither.*** 
Upon  enquiry  it  was  found,  that  a  butterfly  hovering 
near  a  corpse,  was  regarded  as  a  sign  of  its  everlasting 
bappiness. 

VII.  Education  and  Employment  of  Children^  SfC. 

The  diildreti  are  instructed  in  reading,  writing  and  Education, 
arithmetic,  some  at  private  schools,  and  some  at  one  of 
Erasmus  Smith's  schools,  lately  built  at  Newtown  Ha-  Endowed 
milton,  which  is  contiguous  to  the  district,  and  open  to 
the  children,  as  the  gentlemen  of  Bailymoyer  contri- 
buted to  its  erection.  They  are  also  trained  at  a  very 
early  period  to  habits  of  industry,  by  assisting  their 
parents  in  agriculture,  spinning  and  weaving.  There 
are  no  collections  of  Irish  manuscripts,  or  other  docu*^ 
ments  relating  to  Irish  affairs  existing  in  the  parish*

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VIII.  State  of  Religious  Esiablishmentf  TytheSy  8fc* 

Advowioa.  Ballymoyer  is  a  perpetual  cure^  belonging  to  the  pa- 
rish of  Armagh ;  but  in  the  Roman  Catholic  church  jt  is 
a  part  of  the  parish  of  Loughgilly.  It  belongs  to  the  see 
of  Armagh,  and  is  held  under  his  Grace  the  Primate  of 
Ireland,  by  Sir  Walter  Synnot 


Church. 


The  protestant  church  was  built  in  the  reign  of  Char^ 
les  the  first,  and  roofed  with  fine  oak,  but  never  had 
been  covered  in  till  after  Doctor  Dumville  had  been 
appointed  to  the  deanery  of  Armagh,  which  may  be 
about  fifty  years  ago.  In  this  uncovered  state  dn  oak 
joists  were  stolen  by  the  country  people^  and  it  is  noir 
roofed  with  foreign  fir. 


Oi&gA.  A  new  Catholic  chapel  has  been  erected  williin  diese 

twelve  years.    The  Rev.  Edward  M<Kennagh  is  die 
pastor. 


Gtebe. 


Glebe- 
Houie. 


The  glebe  of  this  district  contains  thirty-three  acres 
of  arable  ground ;  four  or  five  of  which  are  good 
ground,  the  rest  indifferent.  The  glebe-house  was 
erected,  like  most  other  buildings  of  the  same  descrip- 
tion, in  a  manner  reflecting  little  credit  either  on  the 
skill  of  the  architect,  or  the  attention  of  the  superinten- 
dant.  These  houses  are  generally  built  by  contractors, 
who  contrive  to  make  them  appear  fair  to  the  eye,  but 
care  not  if  they  should  tumble  to  the  ground  afler  they 
have  received  the  money. 


Tytfaet.  Tythes  are  very  reasonable,  and  have  been  so  during 

the  incombeiicy,  of  the  present  DeaO)  Lord  Vkcouot 
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Liffi>rd;  aho  under  the  late  Dean  Hamilton,  (after- 
wards  bishop  of  Ossory,)  who  was  a  liberal  benefactor 
finr  maBy  years  to  this  diBtriot,  and  is  still  gratefidly  re* 
nieffibered  by  its  infaabjtants^ 

IX.  Moiet  cf  Agriadture^  Crop^  tfc 

RecUnk^  gnwuHl  here  is  attended  with  vast  Ubour  Maam^. 
and  expense.  The  land  will  not  produce  crops  without 
lime,  and  it  is  naturally  so  wet,  that  it  must  be  drained 
before  lime  is  put  on  it.  The  people  draw  the  limestone 
from  near  Armagh,  some  eight  miles,  some  ten,  and 
have  afterward  to  prepare  tnrf  for  the  kilns,  and  bum 
it  On  a  fair  and  tull  calculation,  the  expense  of  re- 
daiBung  an  acre,  may  be  estimated  at  twenty  pounds. 
It  oMEBt  however  be  ohsorved,  tiiat  the  limestone  is  cb- 
taiaed  on  the  most  reasonable  terms  at  the  Lord  Pri- 
vate's qoarries,  in  order  lo  .promote  the  improvement 
of  thecovmtry;  and  that  the  £surmer  as  fiilly  compen- 
sated for  this  Idbawr,  in  three  years  at  the  farthest. 

Rents  ure  moderate;  from  2s.  6d.  to  £\.  2s.  9d«  the  RMik 
Irish  acve.    Leases  are  in  general  for  twenty  years,  and 
encouragement  is  given  to  new  settlers  in  the  mountain- 
ous  parts  of  the  district. 

The  rates  of  labourers'  wages  vary  much:  in  harvest  WagetoT 
fimners  pay  Is.  8d.  per  day,  with  diet:  Is.  Id.  per  day,  ^'***^' 
withaut  diet,  is  the  average  wages  of  labourers  who  are 
employed  throughout  the  year.  Mr.  Fei^guson  pays  8d.    ' 
per  day  the  year  round,  with  diet 

There  are  good  fairs  and  markets  in  the  vicinity ;  Fain  and 
as  at  Newtown  Hamilton,  Port  Norria,  and  eltewhere*   M"'*^^ 
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None  of  the  new  improvements  in  huslMindry  have 
beeji  introduced,  except  in  a  few  instances  by  the  red- 
Rotation  of  dent  gentlemen.     Potatoes  first,   then  flax,  next  oats, 
^^^^       and  a  little  barley  in  the  most  improved  parts,  oonsti- 
Stocks  of   tute  the  general  rotation  of  crops.     As  the  lands  are 
^^'^^^       divided  into  «mall  forms,  each  tenant*  proportions  his 
stock  of  cattle  to  the  extent  of  his  holding :  one  or  two 
horses,  from  one  to  five  or  six  cows,  and  a  very  few 
sheep  may  be  regarded  as  the  general  average.    The 
rural  implements  are  such  as  have  been  in  use  for  many 
years. 

X.  Tradcy  Manufactures^  Commercey  S^. 

JUnen  Ma-      There  is  no  collective  manufactory;  but  individually 
'  almost  every  member  of  the  several  fomilies  is  engaged 
in  some  branch  of  the  linen  trade;  few  housesare  with- 
out from  one  to  four,  or  even  six  looms ;  the  women  and 
children  spin,  and  wind  quills;  and  the  husbands  and 
sons,  weave  excellent  linen  from  (what  are  called)  12  to 
Trade.        14  hundreds ;  this,  with  a  small  trade  in  pigs  and  butter, 
WooOeii     constitutes  the  whole  of  their  commerce.     It  has  been 
^^^"^   previously  observed,  that  they  also  manufacture  very 
substantial  broad-cloths,  blankets,   druggets,  &c.  f^r 
their  own  use.

SitaatioxL  the  parish.  It  is  situated  in  the  county  of  Limerick, 
barony  of  Small  County,  and  diocese  of  Emly.  It  was 
united  by  the  authority  of  the  diocesan,  in  the  year 

Boundaries  1795,  to  the  small  parish  of  Kilkellane.  The  union 
diU8  formed  is  bpunded  by  the  parish  of  Aney  on  the 
south-east ;  on  the  west  by  Grange ;  by  Cahirelly  on 
thie  east  and  north-east;  and  by  Rochestown  on  the 

Contcntk  north.  Its  contents  may  be  estimated  at  sixteen  thou- 
sand acres.

the  hills  already  deicribed. 

IIL  Modam  BmUUfigSy  S^c. 

'the  parish  does  not  contain  any  public  buildingSy 
such  ai^  workhouses  or  infirmaries*  .  An  excellent  slate 
house  near  the  church  has  been  lately  built  fbr  the  pa- 
rish elerk,  by  a  general  subscription  of  the  gentlemen 
of  die  county,  as  a  reward  to  him  for  shotting  the  lendar 
of  a  banditti,  which  disturbed  this  neighbourhood  in  the 
year  1809.  Tliey  assembled  in  large  parties  at  night, 
mounted  on  horseback,  and  severely  flogged  those  ob- 
noxious to  them,  making  the  fanners  around  comply 
with  .certain  injuncticms,  and ;  obliging  them  to  have 
horses  ready  bridled  and  saddled  at  a  certain  hour  ^every 
flight*  These  they  abused  very  much  by  riding  them 
constantly  till  morning.  The  captain  of  one  of  these 
parties^  of  the  name  of  Howard,  coming  one  night  to 
the  house  of  I>*lood  the  derk,  demanded  entrance,  which 
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Fkiod  refitted,  remonstimtiiig  strongly,  at  the  aeine  time 
00  the  irapn^riety  of  sach  conduct.  Bnt  as  Howard 
persisted  in  his  deteimination,  Flood  shot  him  dead  on 
die  qpot ;  on  which,  his  party  went  ojB^  leaving  behind 
dtt  dead  body  of  their  leader.  In  omsequence  of  this, 
die  oooDtry  has  ney^  dnee  been  disturbed.  Flood  also 
receiTed  one  hundred  pounds  from  GoTemment^  for 
his  spirited  conduct. 

The  high  road  from  Limerick  to  Hospital  (fiunous  H<»dt. 
for  its  horse  fiurs,)  passes  through  Herbertstown,  a  long 
Tillage  consisting  of  thatched  houses. 

About  a  garter  of  a  mile  to  the  west  of  the  Olebe-  Gentle- 
house,  but  on  the  o{qposite  side  of  the  Comogue^  and'"'^^'^ 
near  the  high  road  between  Cork  and  Limerick,  is  the 
fery  beautiful  and  hij^Iy  improved  seat  of  Standish 
(yOrady,  Esq.  and  about  a  mile  to  the  north  of  this,  is 
Balinaguard,  the  fine  and  extensive  demesne  of  Edward 
Croker,  Elsq.  It  is  highly  ornamented  with  extensive 
plantations  of  aged  oak,  ash,  beedi^  and  elm. 

IV.  Ancient  BuildingSf  ^c. 

On  the  opposite  bank  of  the  river,  near  the  glebe-  Rulnt. 
house  of  Balingoola,  are  the  remains  of  a  small  abbey,  Abbeys 
cdled  Little  Friarstown.  About  four  miles  to  the  west 
rfthis,  on  the  banks  of  the  same  river,  are  the  ruins  of 
a  very  large  and  magnificent  building,  called  in  Irish, 
Monister-a-Nenagh,  or  Uie  Monastery  of  the  Fairs. 
Mr.  Archdall,  in  his  Monasticon  tlibernicum,  gives  a 
fine  description  of  it,  and  says^  there  were  two  great 
battles  fought  near  it,  in  one  of  which  the  Irish  were

<<Thi8  burjing  place  and  monmnent  irerebotfa 
made  and  erected  at  the  charges  of  Edward  Cro- 
ker, Esq.  for  him  and  hi9  to  be  deposited  in,  till  the 
resurrection  of  the  dead,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  iT^f, 
and  in  the  70th  year  of  his  age,  being  then  blessed  with 
anumerons  issne  of  his  children's  children,  and  an 
.honest  handsome  provision  for  them.

In  Ralei^stown  are  the  remains  of  an  ancient 
building,  defendedat  its  four  angles  by  four  small  square 
towers.    It  is  not  known  by  whom  it  was  erected,  bat 
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IKnb  JtrttMe  irindo^frames  and  flanken,  its  date  seem* 
U  be  flbovt  tke  reigtt  of  Elizabeth  or  James  I. 

fkk  sihm  higbest  suOMnit  of  the  hills,  mentioned  in  i>mIA 
fa.  1^  are  the  remains  of'  a  kind  of  fortress  or  watch 
towey^  from  which  stone  waHs  seem  to  have  extended 
in  di£Bnrent  directions,  and  in  many  places,  where  these 
tenoinal^  they  ha^e  been  connected  by  other  walls, 
and  these  again  fortified  by  small  triangular  buildings. 
Tkey  extendfour  or  five  miles,  and  seem  to  have  been 
a  slKoi^  fortified  Danish  setdement. 

In  one  of  the  islands  of  Lough-Gun,  on  the  side  ^JJ^ 
the  l«nd»  stands  a  stsoog  castle  neariy  perfect; 
sUe^  at  the  terainatioii  of  a  eansewayi  are 
tut  fine  rmns  of  what  the  inhabitants  call  die  Black 
Castle.  A  small  island  in  the  middle  of  the  lake  was 
also  strongly  foctified^  and  the  English  troops  were 
mosli  aanogped  fiKim  ii  at  dififfcai  periods  of  tim^  cat 
Mr  ttttrc^  between  Cork  and  Lhnerick,  as  die  otd 
toad  between  these  places  passes  near  it  These  castles, 
if  the  tradition  deserve  credit,  were  built  by  the  Lords  of 
Dcsmondy  one  of  whom,  as  refaUed  by  the  Abb^  Mc 
OesgkegoB  in  Ut  history  of  Irehoid,  fevght  a  desperate 
hfflle  widi  tbe  Butler  fimrily,  but  being  defeated,  be  Ited 
to  his  fortresses  in  the  take  of  Gun,  in  the  county  of 
limerick. 

Near  the  lake  are  three  stone  errcles^  whether  Dns*  Dmidicai 
iAcafpbces  of  worship,  or  S^rjrdiian,  introduced  by  the  men^." 
Buies,  IS  doubtful.     On  the  top  of  one  of  the  highest 
hiUa  ad^piaing  the  lake,  called  Knockfennel^  is  a  Panish 
aod  also  s  Cf  onrieack   In  one  side  of  this  hiU, 
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which  is  very  steep,  and  near  the  smmnit,  is  a  deep 
cave  called  the  foxes'  den,  to  which  some  peracms  im- 
plicated in  the  rebellion  of  1798,  retired  every  night  for 
foar  of  being  arrested,  if  they  slept  in  their  own  Jumses, 
Nearly  opposite  to  this,  in  the  island  of  Knock<-a-dooii, 
is  a  very  l^rge  and  deep  cave,  called  the  red  cdlar. 

Round  On  the  top  of  a  very  steep  and  craggy  hill,  called

Balingoola,    are    the    remains  of  a   strong  drcolar 

stone  building,  around  which  are  many  ratha  or  Inoats.* 

A  report  being  prevalent,  that  there  was  near  this  a

grounds,  TheroaroalsotQbaaaeniatbewestoftbe  coontyof  CIh%«^ 
the  driest  and  most  elevated  points  •fcr  the  Atlantic^  many  of  these  not 
more  than  two  leethigh,  and  perfectly  drcular.  These  low  raths  have  not 
been  noticed  either  by  Boate  or  Molyncux  in  the  natural  history  of  Ire- 
land :  whether  they  were  places  of  meeting,  or  of  retreat  and  saftty,  it  it 
now  for  antiquarians  to  decide.  About  six  miles  from  this  paridi,  at  a 
place  caOed  Dun-a^maa,  near  Croom,  there  is  a  round  tower,  of  which  no 
account  is  to  be  found  in  Dr.  Ledwich*s  catak^gue  in  hb  Irish  antiquitisB* 
This  is  so  very  narrow  and  confined  at  its  summit,  that  it  is  impossible  t 
bell  placed  within  it,  (for  which  use  the  Doctor  supposes  them  to  bate 
^  been  erected)  could  have  been  heard  at  any  distanre.     If  they  were  fin;- 

tended  for  a  certahi  set  of  Anchorites  called  Indosi.  as  Dr.  Ifihier  ddnks, 
the  poor  andiorite  could  scarcely  incline  his  bead,  or  help  hims^to  fMd 
in  thia^  It  also  gives  such  indications  of  Christian  times  and  foundsr^ 
and  is  at  such  a  distance  from  the  coast,  that  it  does  away  Vallanoey'i  opi- 
nion, that  theywere  built  by  Phemcians  in  their  commerrisl  visits  to  Irs^ 
Und  as  Pyrathcia  or  ftre-altars.  Many  of  the  Iiiih  from  the  fifth  to  the 
ninth  century,  buiU  monasteries  and  abbeys  on  te  oentfaient  of  Eoropei

itone  on  whidi  were  ddineated  some  ancient  charactert, 
on  examination  it  was  found  to  be  a  large  rudely  shaped 
rock,  on  one  side  of  which  were  raised  some  lines  scarce- 
ly discernible^  crossing  each  other  at  right  angles, 
somewhat  like  the  old  Irish  Ogham,  which  are  to  be 
in  Vallanoe/s  Irish  Grammar.* 


In  the  parish  of  Kilkellane,  are  the  walls  of  a^  old  Ruined 
dmidi ;  and  also  a  handsome  house,  built  by  the  Boo* 
diier  fiunily.  At  a  place  called  Doon,  about  five  miles 
distant,  is  buried  thefiuhous  Irish  outlaw  Emun-a-knock* 
or  Edmund  of  the  hill,  whose  song  of  <<  Cool  ahan  das,** 
so  much  admired  and  sung  by  the  Irish,  is  beautifully 
tasalated  by  Miss  Brooke,  in  her  Reliques  of  Irish 
poetry,  into  <<  Bright  her  locks  of  beauty  grew/' 

V.  Praent  4*  Former  SuUe  qfPopulalionf  Foodf  Fudj  4^. 

The  number  of  houses  in  Cahircorney  is  65 ;  in  Kil-  PopuktSoiu 
keUane,  BS ;  and  in  that  part  of  Herbertstown  which 

my  it  not  be  supposed  that  they  buih  the  like  in  Ireland,  and  also  round 
iowcn  both  for  ornament  and  use  ?  They  are  always  found  near  old 
dmAes,  or  the  lite  oC  old  cfaurdiesy  composed  many  qC  them  of  the  same 
IM  of  etooe^  and  sermingly  of  the  same  antiquity.  If  the  nun^ber 
flf  these  places  of  worship  were  only  in  proportion  to  the  number  of 
fODod  towers  now  extant,  was  it  not  fery  nacessaiy  to  point  oat  dieir 
litastions  by  something  of  this  kind,  in  the  then  state  of  the  countty^ 
ttn^  covered  with  woods.  Lighted  lamps,  it  is  said,  were  hauled  up 
oceaabnaUy  at  n%ht,  and-the  lig^  eoitveyed  around  by  means  of  te  ibur  . 
apotores  at  the  top,  to  pilgrims  and  trscvelkrs,  and  socfa  of  the  inhabitants 
djjsccnt  as  chose  to  assemble  at  the  place  of  worship  next  day.

TImb  middling  dastes  of  people  are  comfoitaUa 
and  well  dressed ;  bat  die  lower  orders  are  in  general 
Food.        v^  poor.    Their  usual  food  is  potatoes  and  milk. 
Itenti,       They  pay  jSS.  per  acre  for  a  small  cabin  and  garden, 
while  their  daily  hire  is  but  one  sliilling  without  food. 
Those  who  chance  to  have  a  house  and  garden  mthoiit 
being  obliged  to  pay  for  them  by  task-work,  h>e  more 
cleanly  and  comfortably ;  they  rcceira  more  wages,  and 
are  more  at  home  to  improre  their  cabins  and  gardens, 
FncL         Fuel  is  very  scarce  in  the  parish  oC  Cabircoraey,  as 
there  is  no  .bog  attached  to  it*    It  is  with  much  dift- 
culty,  and  at  a  great.expense,  they  can  procure  toij 
from  the  neighbouring  parishes^    Hieycut  what  is 
called  slane  turf*  in  March  and  April :  this  can  be  done 
by  a  few  hands,  and  on  dry  ground.    To  make  hand 
turf  many  men  are  necessary.    This  work  is  put  off  till 
June  or  July,  for  two  reasons;  first,  because  the  people 
are  generally  employed  during  the  former  months,  in 
cultivating  their  corn  and  potatoes;  and  nexi;,  becsfise 
they  could  not  without  gicat  danger  stand  ia  the  eild 
waler  from  morning  to  night,  until  the  warm  weather 
sets  in.

Tbo  middlii^  dasies  speak  English ;  the  lower  classes  Unguag^. 
gsaanUj  Iririi.  They  are  attentite  and  friendly  to 
each  other  when  sober.  Their  place  of  wor^ip  is  at  chapei* 
IlttfaeHstewn,  at  which  they  regularly  attend  both  on 
Hsdaja  aad  hofydaya.  After  prayers  many  (tf  them 
betake  themsehres  to  the  diflbrent  houses  that  retail  spi« 
ritaand  beer,  several  of  which  the  village  contains ;  here 
ihgj  regale  thmnsdves  a4d  their  Irlendsy  oftffl  continu- 
m^  in  them  tiB  oigbti  and  they  seldom  separate  without 
fij^iting.  They  canstantly  fight  at  fiurs,  hurling  match- 
es,  and  race-courses ;  nay,  oftentimes  at  their  chapels^ 
lhnay|b  their  clergy  do  aU  in  their  power  to  prevent  ity 
barii  by  eskortatieii  add  eceteBiastlcal  een^uree. 

In  tlis  parish,  and  indeed  in  aU  those  around  it,  as-  Cuttootf. 
assnlilajri  are  held  on  the  tops  of  the  highest  hills  on 
aMty  fit.  hkmln  «ve^  when  dny  Kght  up  dears,  wfaick 
aifebttifdles  ti  atnnr  tied  to  long  poles,  and  as  atl  tb^ 
devated  places  for  forty  miles  arotmd  appear 
blase  of  fire^  the  effiact  is  veiy  brilliant  tt  is 
n  ps^gao  eostom^  and  is  conjectured  to  have  been  a

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mode  of  worAip  paid  to  the  heathen  deity  Baal,  ai  th« 
Irish  at  this  day  call  the  Ist  of  May  <'  JLa  Baal  tine,** 
that  is,  «  the  day  of  Baal's  fire." 

VII.    7%€  Education  and  Employment  of  Children^  Sfc. 

RjUM  of  ^  The  inhabitants  of  these  parishes  have  a  great  wish 
uiuon.  ^  YisL^e  their  children  instructed,  and  pay  from  two  shil- 
lings to  half-a-guinea  a  quarter  for  their  tuition.    There 

fichoolt.  are  two  Roman  catholic  schools  in  Herbertstown,  one 
for  instruction  in  the  classics,  the  other  for  arithmetiCf 
&C.  neither  of  these  is  endowed.  The  average  number 
of  pupils  in  each  school  may  be  calculated  at  seventy, 
fifty  of  which  at  least  are  boys.  They  attend  aboat 
nine  months  in  the  year.  The  younger  people,  both 
male  and  female,  with  very  few  exceptions,  know  how 

Irish  MSS.  to  read  and  write.  Many  of  the  old  men  know  the  Irish 
language,  and  have  some  Irish  manuscripts  on  various 
subjects  of  very  old  date ;  these  are  so  black  with 
smoke,  and  so  tattered  and  old,  that  it  is  often  impossible 
to  know  the  title,  date,  or  sulyect  of  them.* 

^  Wc  are  told  tbat  tbe  Sinoens  nnder  the  Caliph  Omar  daHicy^  tlie' 
famous  Egyptian  library.  Tha  Gotfat  and  Vandab,  aooorfing  lo  Robert- 
wofQ,  in  tbe  l8t  vcdutne  of  his  history  of  Charles  V.  destroyed  all  the  woriLs 
of  science,  taste,  and  grandeur  in  the  Roman  empire  during  theur  incur- 
sions into  it  If  the  Danes^  as  Mr.  Warner  observes,  burnt  the  librariea  of 
the  ancient  Irish,  and  sudi  monasteries  and  places  of  antiquity  as  cane  is 
tiieir  way,  and  what  they  had  spartd»  orwiiatwasaAeifiawkconyikdistat 
tp  wredL  when  tbe  £n^ish  took  poiwwiion  of  the  island,  where  are  w«  to 
look  tat  tfae.prapcr  documents  to  illustrate  the  ancient  history  of  tbe  Irish 
people  ?  Certainly  not  in  the  mouldering  manuscripts  that  now  remain  in 
Irdand,  but  hi  thoie  deposited  m  the  Ubmies  of  Loufaiot  the  Sofbono^ 
mdtheVaticaa.

VIIL  StaU  cf  Beligkms  EstaUiskment^  T^hes,  ifc. 

Tliis  parish,  as  has  been  already  said^  is  nnited  to  the  Adfowson. 
gmall  parish  of  KilkcUane :  the  ancestors  of  hord  Ken^ 
mare  presented  to  it,  but  since  the  revolution,  it  has 
been  in  the  gift  of  Government.     The  glebe-house  was  okbe- 
boilt  by  one  of  the  Croker  family,  who  gave  jt  together  ^^'^'^ 
with  eight  acres  of  land  to  the  church,  at  the  annual 
rait  of  £1^  sterling. 

The  Impropriate  tythes  belong  to  Edward  Croker  of  i>thcs. 
Balinaguard,  Esq.  The  tythe  has  not  encreased  much 
in  diis  parish,  in  consequence  of  a  penalty  of  j£lO  for 
every  acre  tamed  up,  over  and  above  a  certain  number 
ifflowed  by  lease.  For  the  tythe  of  potatoes,  flax,  wheats 
md  barley,  the  fiurmers  pay  on  an  average  ten  shillings 
per  acre,  for  meadows  six,  and  for  oats  eight :  the  tythe 
far  sheep  is  seldom  d^nanded.  Eight  guineas  per  acre 
was  paid  by  the  present  incumbent,  for  some  meadow 
in  thb  parish,  which  he  had  occasion  to  take.  For  the 
tythe  of  these  meadows  the  usual  price  was  paid,  which 
it  the  one  thirtieth  part  instead  of  the  tenth.  The  fiur- 
mers  made  thir^  pounds  per  acre  by  their  wheat  last 
year,  dear  of  all  expenses.  They  paid  as  usual  ten 
thillingi  per  acre  tythe^  which  is  but  the  one  sixtieth : 
here  therefore  is  no  exaction  in  the  collection.  This  is 
the  mode  not  only  in  Cahircomey,  but  also  in  sixteen 
parishes  around  it,  with  all  of  which  the  writer  is  well 
acquainted.  The  tythe  is  never  asked  for,  nor  paid  in 
Mod. 
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IX*  Modes  cf  AgriaAure^  CropSf  ^* 

Modt  of  The  fenners  generally  meadow  the  low  groundfl  in 
^^^  Ibis  parish.  They  eultivateaUkiQdaofgttiiwflaXt  and 
potatOiDs.  About  the  Tillage  of  Herbertstown  in  parti- 
eidarB  thQT  raise  a  large  qnaolity  «f  fiaxy  which  when 
dressed  they  carry  to  the  counties  of  Kilkenny  and  Wa- 
ter^rd  to  sell.  For  the  ground  on  which  they  raise  i^ 
th^  pay  twelve  gumeas  per  acre^  for  which  they  tdke 
two  cn^)  the  first  of  potatoes  die  second  of  ihz.

The  lauds  have  been  leased  for  the  last  ten  years  on 
an  average  at  five  pounds  per  acre.    The  old  takes  are 
fiinof       set  at  very  moderate  rents.    The  pariah  is  divided  into

( of  extremely  rich.    The  first  crop  is  potatoes ;  the  second 
wheat  orfiaxs  then  barley  or  oats:  of  the  latter  they 
can  raise  many  cr(q)s,  and  this  without  any  manurew 
A  large  field  in  this  parish  had  been  tamed  op  foot 
potatoes,  which  gave  a  crop  of  very  fine  flax  the  fi>lloww 
ing  year ;  they  then  let  it  run  into  heart  three  year% 
then  turned  it  up  for  potatoes  and  flax  agaiOf  never  pat- 
ting on  any  kind  of  manure  during  the  whole  time.

XII.  Suggesiienn  Jor  Impravemenif  and  Means  Jar  me-- 
Iterating  the  Condition  of  the  People, 

The  people  are  improving  rapidly  in  manners  and 
dress ;  their  houses  are  in  general  comfortable  and  clean ; 
ibdr  £urms  well  stocked  and  cultivated.  There  are  few 
prone  to  drink ;  none  to  disaffection.  They  are  much 
attached  to  their  own  clergy  and  religion^  yet  highly

respectful  and  attentive  to  those  oftbe  established  drardii 
and  greatly  gratified  when  they  walk  with  or  talk  ftini- 
liarly  to  them. 

Their  great  fault  is  their  propensity  to  fighting;  bnt 
time  will  do  away  this,  as  the  people  aire  becoming  more 
sober  and  indastrious,  the  magistrates  more  active^  snd 
the  clergy  more  instructive.    Tlie  parish  of  Cahiroor- 
ney  has  many  advantages ;  there  is  a  large  and  fine 
mill  at  Balingoola,  where  all  the  oats  raised  in  this  snd 
the  adjoining  parishes  are  readily  bought  up.  It  is  inter- 
sected  by  excellent  roads,  and  is  within  eight  mila  of 
Limerick,  and  four  of  the  market  town  of  Bmff;  yet 
its  want  of  fuel  is  a  great  check  to  the  encresse  of  its 
population,  and  the  penalty  already  mentioned  on  thtt 
of  its  agriculture.    The  latter  of  these  could  be  remor- 
ed  by  the  liberality  of  the  landlord.    The  use  of  cost, 
which  could  be  had  on  easy  terms  firom  Limerick,  (ps^ 
ticularly  if  the  river  Maigue  were  rendered  navigsbki 
which  might  be  done,)  would  do  away  the  impediment 
to  the  former.

Utoe.  XHE  town  of  Carrick  is  said  to  derive  its  name  from 
a  large  rock  in  the  river  on  the  banks  of  which  it  u 
bniltj  Carrig  hi  Irish,  signifying  a  rock.    From  the 

Boondwiet  town  the  parish  takes  its  name.  It  is  bounded  on  the 
west  by  the  parish  of  Kilmurry,  or  as  it  was  indcntly 
written,  Kilmore,  which  is  contiguous  to  and  lies  to  the 
east  of  than  of  Kilsheelan.  These  three  are  in  the  dio- 
cese of  lismore,  and  are  episcopally  united  by  die 
Bishop  of  the  united  dioceses  of  Lismore  and  Watar- 
ford* 

SiMiaoiL  The  union  (except  a  small  part  of  Kilsheelan  which 
runs  into  the  county  of  Waterfordi  and  barony  of  Up- 
perthird,  bounded  by  the  parishes  of  Rathgonnickf 
Windygap,  and  Dysert)  is  situated  in  the  coun^  of 
Tipperary,  and  barony  of  Iffa  and  Offii  East.    It  is  K- 
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mited  on  tbe  north  by  tbe  pariahes  of  Newtown  and 
Kilcah ;  on  the  Kmtfa  by  the  river  Soir;  divided  on  the 
eist  from  the  province  of  Leinater,  and  dioceee  of  Oh 
sory,  by  the  river  L^nnan ;  and  it  extends  on  the  west  Extnt 
to  the  parish  of  Clonmell.  The  united  parishes  vary 
frmn  cme  to  three  miles  in  breadth,  and  extend  about 
nine  mSes  in  lei^th  from  east  to  west,  containing  about  Coaibrntm 
eiij^t  thoutend  acres  paying  church  rates. 

A  ridgt  of  high  hills  extends  in  an  easterly  direo-  Mountaini; 
tkm  from  the  mountain  of  Slieve-narmann,  into  the 
county  of  Kilkenny,  skirting  along  the  north  of  the 
union;  those  contained  within  its  limits  are  named 
Radiclaridi,  Macreary,  Curraghdobbin,  and  Brittis, 
Thift  part  of  Kibheelan  within  the  county  of  Waterford 
CMMisti of  mountainirnamed  Coolashin,  Boulagh,  and 
Knockaree.  The  country  between  the  river  Suir  and 
the  hilh  to  the  north,  within  which  limits  the  union  is 
neariy  enclosed,  is  flat,  and  in  general,  excellent  for  til- 
lage. 

The  <mly  rivers  in  the  union  are  the  Suir,  which  Rhvs. 
bounds  the  county  of  Ttpperary  side  of  the  parish  on  the 
sooth,  and  that  part  within  the  county  of  Waterford 
en  the  north;  and  the  Lennan,  which,  ri^g  in  the  coan« 
tf  of  Kiycenny,  and  taking  a  south-easterly  direction, 
4lk  inio  ihe  Suir  about  a  mile  below  the  town.  There 
are  some  nameless  brooks,  which,  running  in  the  same 
direction  from  the  chain  of  bills  before-mentioned,  also 
iM  into  the  Suir.  The  first  furnishes  sahnon  c^^cd* 
ent  quality,  and  in  tolerable  abundance ;  and  both  pro<^ 
duce  trout,  pike,  and  eeh. 
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CUmata.  The  climate  of  this  district  is  remtukMy  mild;  a 
range  of  hills  protecting  it  from  the  northern,  and  ifx 
3ome  degree  from  the  eastern  blasts* 

IL  Minesy  Minerals^  Sgc. 

Tiirtwtonn,  ^g  for  mineralogical  productions,  it  does  not  appear 
that  any  exist  in  the  union.  Limestone  is  scarce  aboat 
the  town,  but  tolerably  plenty  in  the  country,  and  is 
much  used  as  a  manure.     No  mari  has  been  disoova»d. 

III.  Modem  BuildingSf  J^c. 

Town.  xhe  town  of  Carrick  is  built  on  the  north  bank  of 

the  Suir.  It  has  one  long  street  running  from  east  to 
west,  which  is  intersected  by  three  others  on  the  n(»rth 
side,  and  one  on  the  south,  leading  to  the  river.  Auhe 
extremity  of  the  northern  streets  is  a  spacious  fidr- 
green,  round  which  are  some  neat  houses.  There  are 
also  some  back  lanes. 

t^^  The  only  public  buildings  which  the  union  possenes, 

are  a  barrack,  (affi>rding  bad  accommodation  for  a  troop 
of  cavalry,  and  two  companies  of  InGmtry)  and  six 
bridge  ;  one  in  the  town,  over  the  Suir,  connectifigihe 
.counties  of  Waterford  and  Tipperary;  another  small 
one^  also  in  the  town,  over  a  mountain  stream,  which 
runs  into  the  Suir,  and  serves  as  a  race  to  some  milk  9D 
its. banks.  There  are  three  small  bridges  over  the  Lm- 
nan,  c(mnecting  the  provinces  of  Leinster  and  Munster, 
one  about  a  mile  from  Carrick,  on  the  Waterford  road, 
and  a  new  one  at  Kilsheelan  over  the  Suir. 
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The  principal  proprietoxv  of  the  town  are  the  Mar*  Piroprietoi« 
^ais  of  Ormond,  Earl  of  Besborough,  and  Lord  Dan- 
sany.     There  are  in  it  1^52  houses,  of  which  144  ar^ 
at  present  onoccapied,  and  2%  now  building. 

The  Marquis  of  prmond  has  a  patent  for  a  manor  Police, 
court,  in  which  any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  pounds  may 
be  recovered.  Proceedings  in  this  court  have  however 
ka  a  long  tikne  been  disused ;  but  the  present  Earl  has 
appointed  Mr.  Wogan,  an  eminent  solicitor,  seneschal; 
who  sometimes  gives  hopes  of  restoring  the  jurisdiction. 
This  is  the  only  police  the  town  can  boast  of. 

Of  the  1482  bouses  of  which  the  town  of  Carrick  limt  and 
consists,  sixty-three  are  occupied  by  people  licen-  2lJ2^ 
sed  to  sell  spirits;  there  is  one  tolerable  inn,  and  a 
hotel,  which  is  supported  by  Lodge  No.  808  of  Free- 
masons :  the  arms  of  the  Earl  of  Dorchester  are  placed 
as  its  sign,  in  testimony,  as  the  inscription  under  them 
sets  forth,  of  the  gratitude  of  the  inhabitants  for  the 
good  conduct  of  his  Lordship's  regiment,  the  Dorset* 
shire  militia,  when  quartered  in  the  town  in  the  year 
1798. 

Midway  between  Clonmell  and  Carrick^  on  the  right  Ocmle. 
of  the  road  leading  from  the  former  town  to  Water-  »«a'»8e«H, 
fi>rd,  is  Linville,  the  seat  of  Mr.  Lowe;  two  miles  further, 
Baliydine,  Mr.  MandeviUe  Power's ;  within  a  quarter 
of  a  mile  of  Carrick,  Lodge,  Mr.  Mandeville*s ;  both 
en  the  right ;  and  a  mile  beyond  the  town,  Tinvane, 
Mr.  Briscoe's,  on  the  left. 

At  Gurteen,  in  the  coonty  of  Waterford^  are  above  Wooili. 
two  hundred  acres  of  wood,  which  on  being  advertised 
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for  sale,  pursuaiH  to  the  will  of  the  late  Mr.  Power  of 
BflJlydtne^  were  Tallied  at  i?9Q»000.  There  are  aome 
trees  at  Linvill^  and  some  at  die  entraoce  of  the  towa 
ait  Mr.  Herbert*!^  and  at  Tiovane ;  but  no  others  are 
worth  mentioning  in  the  parish.  A  richer  view  can  no 
where  be.enjoyedi  than  ^rcmi  the  great  road  fion  Qoo- 
mellto  Carrick;  the  hills  in  the  parishof  Dysert  or 
Chorchtown  havhig  their  bases  washed  by  the  Sair^  aad 
covered  to  their  very  summits  with  wood.  'Those  of 
Coobiamnok,  Mr.  Wall's  seat,  are  truly  graad,  being 
mostly  of  Norway  pine  of  great  age  and  noble  siae.

Citklei.  At  Carrick  stands  a  fine  old  castle  belonging  to  the 

Ormond  family;  in  part  of  it,  which  is  still  habitable^ 
is  a  room  commanding  a  yiew  of  several  mfles  in 
distance;  it  is  durty  feet  long,  twenty  broad,  and  thir- 
ty high.  There  is  also  some  fine  old  tapestry,  the  sub- 
ject the  acts  of  Sampson,  not  much  injured  by  time. 
Over  the  chimney  in  one  of  the  rooms,  are  the  arms  of 
Thomas  Earl  of  Ormond  and  Ossory,  cut  iu  stone; 
they  have  been  daubed  over  with  ochre  by  some  modem 
beautifier.* 


^  finee  tbbsccoutit  yin»  written,  much  of  tkis  fine  old  building  bv 
been  taken  dbwn;  the  habitable  pert  aad  two  square  towen  alone leoeiii. 
Tlie  pweentptoprietort  Mr.  Wogn,  h  inaking  ita  comlbftable  iuiilfw»i 
in  the  manner  of  doing  wfaidi,  he  haa  diiplajed  much  taate ;  aDfaiiaddi- 
bei^  la  eaMlleai  keifiiif  wiii  As  i 
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There  k  a  square  castle  at  Poulakerry  in  tlie  parish 
of  Kikbeelaa.  A  report  is  current,  that  there  were  the 
raios  of  an  abbey  dedicated  to  Saint  John  the  B^ist 
in  the  town ;  but  if  any  such  exists  they  are  reduced  to 
a  piece  of  a  chimney,  with  a  small  portion  of  wall  at- 
tached to  it;  not  sufficient  to  admit  the  forming  of  any 
opinicm  as  to  the  probable  date  of  its  foundation :  from 
what  appears  however,  the  intelligent  inquirer  would 
not  be  disposed  to  class  it  among  antiquities. 

The  church  of  Carrick  is  ornamented  with  a  large  Mmu- 
niodem  marble  monument  of  the  Earl  of  Tyrone^  rather  ^'"^ 
coarsely  executed.    From  the  epitaph  it  af^pears  as  if 
his  Lordship^s  relatives  did  not  exactly 
<<  ^i^^hear  with  a  disdainful  smile 
*<  The  short  and  simple  annals  of  the  poor  ;** 
(or  no  country  church-yard  can  boast  of  one  more  brief 

and  simple. ^<  Here  lies  the  body  of  James  Power, 

Earl  of  Tyrone,  who  died  19th  of  August,  1704,  in  the 
thirty-eighth  year  of  his  age;  and  also  the  body  of  Ann 
his  wife,  who  departed  this  life  the  26th  day  of  Septem* 
her,  nS9»''  There  is  also  a  Bionumentof  John  Earl  (^ 
TpoBfl^  who  died  in  1699.

as  ff  the  population  had  at  one  time  been  greater  than 
it  is  at  present  No  information  however  respecting. 
itafiMiBeratate  can  be  procured.  Theve  are  at  presaftl 
14M  fimiUeiy  wlncb  aare  ccmpsmeA  of  9004  mskiB^  and 
6095  females,  making  a  total  of  9179  in  Carrick  and 
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its  townlands:  in  Kilmuny  918  males,  922  females; 
total  1 884*,  who  dwell  in  two  handred  and  seventy-seven 
houses:  In  Kilsheelan,  517  males,  5S4  females;  total 
J051.    Grand  total  of  the  united  paridies,  12064.* 

Oeoipa*  In  the  country  the  entire  of  the  male  inhabitants  are 
employed  in  agriculture ;  and  in  general  they  are  in 
comfortable  circumstances.  This  supposition  arises 
from  observing  in  the  parochial  valuation  book  that  few 
are  without  some  tillage,  exclusive  of  their  potatoe  ga^ 
dens.  Of  the  people  of  the  town  and  parish  of  Carrick 
there  are  1217  families  employed  in  trade  and  maon&c- 
ture,  and  82  in  agriculture ;  the  remaining  fiuniUes  are 
without  occupation.

Food.  As  to  food,  the  report  will  probably  be  the  same 

throughout  the  south  of  Ireland — <<  Potatoes  and  milkJ 
The  labouring  poor  appear  to  prefer  this  root  to  bread 


*  Hie  writer  had  hopes  of  being  able  to  give  a  more  eiact  littef  th^p^ 
pulatioii  of  theie  parisbeB,  but  wae  obliged  to  abandon  the  attempt  in  ooo- 
aequence  U  the  throwing  up  of  their  farms,  (wfaidi  is  unfiDrtudatelf  m* 
confined  to  this  district)  bj  a  great  number  of  tenaata;  aeaicclfa  b^ 
passes  without  at  least  one  tenant  and  his  ftmilj  decamping  with  all  thor 
goods  and  diattles.  The  loss  8U9tained%7  landlords  must  be  fciy  oooside* 
lable.  The  amount  can  scarcely  be  stated  with  accuracy,  nor  would  t 
coi^jccture  be  strict^  justifiable  in  sudi  a  casew  But  with  rsgsrd  to  him-

For  this  year  the  ntm  have  been  l«Mnd 
nominally  two  shillings  per  acre^  but  in  reality  much  more;  which  bowever 
has  not  hitherto  been  made  known  publicly,  firom  an  apprehension  of  his 
being  considered  fai  some  measure  as  compromising  the  intefcsli<ifibedcfg]r» 
by  aoquie^uig  in  the  reoe^  €f  ooBsidcn^  kst  thui  what  the  lur  sOoi«* 
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che  writer  of  this  aoooont  having  been  once  or  ,twice 
under  the  necessity  of  substituting  the  latter  for  the  for- 
mer,  the  change  was  strongly  objected  to. 

Sea  coaly  in  consequence  of  the  communication  with  r^^ 
Wstarford  by  the  Soir,  can  in  general  be  had  on  reason* 
able  terms ;  but  as  there  are  ilo  bogs  in  the  lower  lands, 
torf  is  brdo^t  fix>m  the  tops  of  the  hills,  and  is  therefore 
teiyscaroaand  dear;  so  dear  indeed,  that  once  when 
a  little  was  wanted  for  a  particular  occasion,  the  writer 
ptidin  the  market  sixteen  pence  for  a  basket  containing 
fifteen  small  sods. 

The  following  observations  on  the  subject  of  local  dis-  DiiMnei 
€sies  were  compiled  by  Dr.  John  Briscoe^  an  active 
sad  intelligent  physician  :— The  diseases  4o  which  the 
inhsbitants  of  Carrick*on-Suir  and  its  immediate  vicini^ 
are  chiefly  subject,  originate  in  a  great  measure  from 
the  decay  of  manufactures  in  this  once  flourishing  town ; 
the  necessary  consequence  of  which  is,  poverty  among 
thtt  cUss  of  people  who  were  formerly  employed  in  the 
dodi  business^  and  its  usual  concomitant  amcmg  the 
poorer  inhabitants  of  this  country,  a  want  of  due  atten- 
tkm  to  cleanliness,  which  is  so  very  necessary  for  the 
preservation  of  health*  The  population  of  this  town  being 
very  great,  the  poorer  classes  are  necessarily  much 
crowded  together  in  their  small  habitations ;  whenever 
therefare  a  f<^er  occurs,  (however  mild  at  first  in  its 
type)  it  must  in  a  little  time  acquire  a  great  degree  of 
vudignancy,  from  the  circumstances  above-mentioned. 
July  and  August  are  however  those  months  in  which 
typhus  fover  most  generally  prevails ;  its  fatal  tern^ina- 
tiou  to  individuals,  depends  in  a  great  measure  on  the 
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Diseases,  ^a^t  of  a  pTop^T  hoflpital,  or  house  of  rtcovety  toceo* 
vej  the  |>atient8  to^  on  ^e  flnt  attadt  of  the  diMtM^ 
thus  preventing  the  nt^sion  of  tlie  coattigion;  ttid  to 
the  want  of  the  precaution  c^  frequently  whitewashing 
their  dwetliugS)  add  speedHy  iianiing  the  staw,  and 
washing  the  bed  clothes  which  have  been  nuMle  oia  of 
by  the  person  first  attacked.  Agues  too  occur  hen 
frequently,  occasioned  most  probably  by  the  mlaswsis 
exhaled  from  the  putridstagnant  pools  of  water^  wfaick 
are  in  general  opposite  uydie  doors  of  ihtfar  habitadoos. 

With  regard  to  tbevacclne  inoculatioiiy  tha  writsr 
has  not  observed  that  any  prejudice  eiists  against 
its  use  in  the  minds  of  the  coaunon  peopict  when* 
ever  an  opportunity  oocurs  of  fiuriy  pointjug  aal 
to  them  its  euperior  efficaqr^  and  proviag  by  cnr>ripir 
the  certainty  of  its  preventing  that  formidable  dis- 
order, the  small  ptoxr  It  must  however  be  cnnfiMsd 
that  its  practice  is  not  ao  general  as  it  ou^t  to  be^  la 
places  more  remc^  from  the  towUf  in  eoasequeuoa  of  a 
class  of  men^  (itinerant  inoculitfors)  who  procure  t  live- 
lihood by  the  practice  of  the  variolo  inocuiarion>  for 
which  they  shew  a  decidod  pre&fencet  either  fr^m  the 
flicili^  with  which  ii  is  kept  i^H  by  i^  ipneater  opportu- 
nity of  procuring  fresh  infection,  or  the  difficulty  rf  ob- 
taining the  vaccme  lymph  in  its  pure  state,  when  only 
it  can  ensure  soooesa.  The  writer  is  well  convinced 
that  many  cases  of  small  pox  occurring  after  the  ^ov 
pock,  have  originated  in  those  men  ^ing  the  infoctiou 
at  an  improper  time,  when  it  could  only  produce  a  spo^ 
rious  pustule  which  they  called  cow  pock ;  the  patient 
therefore  was  fully  as  liable  as  before^  to .  the  infecUou 
from  the  small  pox. 
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Mmjr  pec^le  in  tkit  parish  haye  lived  to  a  great  age.  LaogeHif* 
Stean  WHlis  died  idxnit  a  year  ago»  at  the  advanced 
sge  of  105  jeurs.    A  man  named  Fentien  died  eome 
tiaie  linoe  at  106;  anotl^r  at  lOS;  and  in  November  . 
hrt  aaother,  wkoie  name  was  Bennett,  lived  to  the  age 
er9&

Vnm  the  name  of  the  ebordi,  wfaidi  is  ealled  Saint  Pirtroft. 
Ificholaa's,  it  might  be  supposed,  that  he  was  the  patron 
cfdiepwridi;  yet  he  is  not  held  in  particular  reverence^ 
nor  are  there  any  patron  days  now  kept  in  the  onioiL 
Fonaei^  diere  was  a  patron  held  at  Kilshaelan  cm  La- 
df^day,  the  5th  of  May,  firlMl|  has  been  discontinued, 
ftr  iribat  reason  is  not  known,  these  last  thirty  years. 

There  is  no  church  yatd  at  ArdcoUnm,  nor  do  they  Tn^oo. 
ever  bnry  within  the  walls  of  die  diurdi ;  for  the  stery 
goe^  that  thn  diurch  belonged  to  a  cemetery  on  the 
opposite  nde  of  the  river,  and  was  transported  by  some 
nqwmatnral  being  to  its  present  situation ;  dierefiire  if 
the  common  people  have  occasion  to  spedc  of  it,  they 
shrays  mention  it  as  die  church  diat  jumped  across  the 
water. 

The  En^ish  language  is  but  litde  used  in  the  hilly  Uoga^r^. 
parts,  but  is  universally  understood  by  the  inhabitants 
of  the  low-lands ;  Irish,  however,  is  the  language  which, 
even  iheete  is  commonly  used ;  and  it  is  only  when  they 
perceive  diey  are  not  understood  in  that  tongue,  that 
dnyqieak  the  other,  which  thqr  alwayi  dowitb  evi- 
dent reluctance. 
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Oeniatand  At  t  time  when  the  msorrection  act  is  m  full  force 
^^  throughout  the  greater  part  of  the  county^  it  is  acareely 
fieur  to  draw  a  picture  of  the  disposition  of  the  bwer 
chsses ;  and  much  cannot  be  said  in  their  praise ;  it  hi 
however  but  justice  to  sajr,  that  they  have  eridenlly  the 
advantage  over  other  parts  of  the  county  of  Tipperary* 
Among  the  higher  classes  there  are  many  families  pro- 
fessing the  Roman  catholic  religion,  between  whom  and 
the  protestants  the  utmost  cordiality  subsists ;  indeed 
so  great  is  the  liberality  of  mipd  and  amoii^  of  naft- 
ners  evinced  by  both  parties,  as  to  ^Bspel  the  appidMudoit 
of  a  difference  in  religious  opinions  in  the  slightssl  de* 
gree  disturbing  the  harmony  sdbeisdng  between  thenu

Old  women  wear  r  head 
dress,  which  appears  to  be  general  thronghout  the  soatb» 
made  of  a  coloured  Or  ilUwashed  white  handkerchief  ded 
tight  over  the  head,  with  all  the  ends  hanging  down 
behind ;  it  is  singularly  unbecoming  and  ugly.

In  the  town  of  Carrick  there  are  two  schools^  itt 
which  diildren  are  educated  gratis;  one  in  which  out

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of  mmi  ia  the  other  inttract  one  himdrod  and  twenty 
girk  Thei«  are  ten  otlier  schools,  in  which  three  hun* 
died  and  twenty-ox  boys,  and  one  hundred  'and  twen- 
^three  giris  are  instructed  in  EngUsbi  wiiting^  reading 
sad  arithmetic  The  rates  of  tuition  vary  from  three  R<»t«  «f 
dulling^  and  threepence  to  one  pound  two  shillings  and 
iiii)ep»ce  per  quarter*  Fi%  boys  and  six  girls  attend 
the  scbocd  19  Kihnurry^  and  pay  two  shillings  and  two- 
peace  per  ^larter.  There  is  also  a  school  at  Kilshee- 
IsQi  an  which  the  rates  and  number  of  scholars  are 
aeoriy  the  aame:  an  exact.list  cannot  be  procured,  as 
tke  wmber  of  pupils  is  perpetually  varying.  None  of 
the  s^oola  are  endowed.  The  parish  derk  is  the 
tesdiery  appointed  by  the  incumbent*  As  to  public 
Ubnrie^  mnnuscripCSi  or  documents  relating  to  Irish 
•fiun^  Ibeie  are  none  which  have  come  to  the  writer'9 
knowledge.

the  church-yard.  In  this  uncomfortable  situation^  a 
stuall  glebe-house^  for  which  jfiBTO  has  been  granted  by 
the  Board  6f  Finft  Fndts,  is  now  nearly  finished.

A  glebe  of  eight  acres  is  annexed  to 
Kilmurry,  and  several  spots,  making  in  the  whole 
about  seven  acres,  to  Kilsheelan,  which  last  however  the 
incumbent  does  not  enjoy,  as  the  bounds  were  completely 
defiiced  long  before  he  came  into  the  pariah ;  nor  csa 
they  now  be  discovered, 

F^rodiial  Ten  pounds  per  annum  are  left  by  the  will  of  a  Mn. 
Cooke  to  the  vicar  of  Carrick  in  trusty  to  be  by  him  di- 
vided among  six  poor  protestants. 

^^^^  The  registry  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths,  which 
was  first  regularly  kept  by  the  present  incumbent,  and 
the  vestry  book,  are  the  only  parochial  records. 

ChmA  Carrick  parish  is  a  vicarage§  the  impropriate  tythes 

of  which  are  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Braddiaw^ 
who  purchased  them  from  Mr.  Henry  of  Stra£Bm. 
What  was  the  or^pial  extent  of  Ardcullum  cannot 
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mam  be  dudii^  ascertained;  but  there  is  no  trace 
of  its  erer  hariDg^been  a  parish  in  itself;  it  is  reduced 
to  a  towaland  of  no  great  extent,  and  included  in  the 
pamh  of  Kifanany*  The  parishes  of  Kihnurry  and 
Kikhedan  bdonged  to  the  Abbey  of  Athassel;  they 
mtt  not,  properly  qpeaking,  Yicarages,  though  it  is  only 
«  such  that  Lord  Ormond  presents  to  them*  By 
leCteiB  patent  of  the  SSrd.  Chas.  II.  the  rectorial 
,^diei  were  granted  to  Hugh  Bishop  gf  Water- 
Sard  in  trust  for  the  personit  having  actual  cure  of  souls* 
The  faidiop  therefore  gives  institution  into  the  entire 
Bsctories.  There  are  two  estates,  Sedun,  the  properQr 
of  Lord  Qonmell,  and  Ourteen,  Mr.  Power's;  the 
tenants  of  which  refosed  paying  the  rectorial  tjrthes.  The

1.  The  Name  of  the  Parish,  Situation^  Exientf  Sfc. 

C/F  the  parish  of  Carrigaline,  otherwise  Beavor^  some- 
what more  than  one  half  is  situated  in  the  S.  Liber- 
ties of  the  city  of  Cork ;  the  other  in  the  barony  cl€ 
BomdniM  Kerricnrrihy«  and  county  of  Cork.  It  is  bounded  on 
the  east  by  Cork  Harbour,  and  the  parishes  of  Bama- 
hely,  Liscleary,  and  Marmuilane ;  on  the  south,  by  the 
parishes  of  Kilpatrick  and  Tracton ;  on  the  west  by  the 
river  Awnbny  or  Awinboy,  and  parish  of  Ballinaboy ; 
and  on  the  north,  by  an  inlet  of  the  sea,  and  the  parish 
of  St  Finbars.  The  form  of  this  parish  is  very  irrega« 
lar.  Its  greatest  extoit  from  north  to  south  is  about 
eight  miles;  and  from  east  to  west  about  five;  in  iQany 
parts  however,  it  does  not  exceed  two  miles. 

•  Forty  denominations  and  sub^enominations  of  land 
are  registered  in  the  vestry  books,  as  subject  to  assess- 
ment for  rates,  and  tythes ;  and  these,  according  to  the 
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annexed  tables,  which  were  furnished  by  the  per-  Come&b. 
aoos  employed  in  collecting  these  charges,  appear  to 
contain  13,422  acres,  Englidi  statute  measure.  Of  this 
munber  about  500  are  rough  and  uncultivated ;  about 
3500  are  under  tillage ;  and  the  remainder  meadow  and 
pisture.  The  whole  surface  of  the  parish  is  hilly,  biit 
DO  part  mountainous.  The  soil  is  varions.  Of  lime- s^  and 
soil  there  are  about  2600  acres ;  of  yellow  clay 


soil  500;  and  of  light  brown  shingle  soil  about  4000. 
This  last  is,  for  the  most  part,  the  worst  soil  in  the  pa«- 
liih;  when  properly  cultivated,  however,  it  yields  very 
good  crops  of  wheat,  barley,  and  oats.  A  purplish 
shingle  soil  stretches  over  the  r<»nainder  of  the  parish. 
On  the  tops  of  the  hiUs,  this  soil  is  but  little  superior  iu 
point  of  natural  fertility,  tp  that  last  mentioned;  but  in 
the  Tallies  it  produces,  when  well  treated,  exa41ent 
crops.  There  are  about  100  acres  of  bog  in  detached  Boj;. 
pieces^  which  afford  but  a  very  scanty  supply  of  fuel. 
Of  woods,  properly  so  called,  there  are  none;  but  the 
plantations  about  gentlemen's  seats  are  considerable  and 
thriving. 

Tlie  climate  of  this  parish  is  mild,  equable,  and  ex-  CiimAie. 
tremeJy  salubrious.  Snow  seldom  covers  the  ground  for 
more  than  three  days  in  the  winter ;  and  does  not  lie  a 
loot  deep  on  it  oftener  than  once  in  three  or  four  years. 
The  atmosphere  is  rather  huinid ;  but  rain  is  seldom 
flXHPe  frequent  than  necessary;  and  the  inhabitants  are 
vnifbrmly  found  to  be  more  healthy  during  the  preva- 
lence of  the  south-west  wind,  which  is  generally  accom- 
g»nied  by  rain,  than  at  any  other  period. 

hxk  aim  of  the  sea  extrads  through  this  parish  aboi^  Creek. 
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fear  miles,  as  far  as  the  Bridge  of  Carriga]ine»  vhei^ 
it  meets  the  A  wnbuy,  a  small  river  which  takes  its  rise  in 
the  parish  of  Brinny^  and  forms  the  south  and  6(Kdi- 
west  boundary  of  the  parish  of  Carrigaline.  This  sstu- 
ary  is  navigable  for  vessels  of  fiO  tons  burd^  at  the 
distance  of  three  miles  from  the  sea :  a  drcomstancs 
calcnlated  to  afibrd  much  greater  advantage  than  its  in- 
"B^dMug,  habitants  have  as  yet  availed  themselves  of.  In  thb  es- 
tuary are  fomid  salmoii,  white  trout,  sole^  plaieey  snd 
oysters  of  a  superior  quality*  Towards  the  close  of  Ae 
summer  it  is  occasionally  frequented  by  herrings,  which 
have  been  taken  in  great  numbers.  Another  inlet  of 
the  sea  forms  the  north  and  north-west  boundary  of  the 
parish ;  but  it  is  only  navigable  for  small  boats.  There 
are  no  rivers  or  streams  deserving  of  particular  notice; 
the  parish  is  however  copiously  supplied  in  every  di- 
rection with  water. 

II.  MineSf  ^ineralSt  Sfc. 

This  parish  has  hithertb  afibrded  but  few  spedfflOi 
Uul  of  minerals.  Pieces  of  lead  ore  were,  some  years  sgcH 
taken  up  in  a  limestone  quany  at  Coolmore;  but  the 
nature  of  the  vein  was  never  examined ;  andtheqosny 
having  been  since  filled  up,  precludes  the  hope  of  any 
benefits  resulting  from  the  future  experiments  of  sqeii* 
tific  enquirers. 

lisiaamM.  The  limestone  quarries  in  the  Ckrrigaline  division  of 
the  parish,  are  in  general  very  fine;  one  particularly  to 
on  the  lands  of  Shannavally,  from  which  large  hlodn 
of  stone  are  occasionally  taken,  for  different  public 

NsiMe.  works.  At  Moonrice,  on  the  lands  of  West  Canrigalin^ 
a  small  vein  of  black  marble  was  discovered  some  yesrs 
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ago;  but  the  qoairy  haft  not  been  opened  sinee.  Grey 
marble  of  different  shades,  and  variously  clouded,  ad- 
mitting of  a  high  polish,  has  been  found  in  several  parts 
of  the  parish.  A  slate  quarry  of.  very  fine  quality  has  Slatt. 
been  lately  discovered  on  the  lands  of  Rocheatown, 
vbich  promises  to  be  of  much  advantage  to  the  coun- 
try. 

At  BaUinreay  there  is  a  mineral  spring,  which  has  Mineni 
pnwed  very  efficacious  in  cases  of  debility.     It  is  consi-  ^°«*' 
dered  to  be  of  the  same  nature  as  the  Tunbridge  wa- 
ters, .       . 

III.  Modem  BuildingSj  S^c. 

There  are  no  modem  public  buildings,  such  as  in- 
finnaries,  hospitalS|  jails,  praitentiarics,  or  bridewells  in 
the  pariah  of  Carrigaline.  A  commodious  house  has  IKH>eiisary 
l>eea  lately  built  by  public  stibscription,  for  the  purpose 
of  establiAmg  a  local  dispensary,  under  the  act  of  the 
45th  Geo.  Ill*  c.  3.  and  to  this,  it  is  in  contemplation  to 
attach  hereafter  an  hospital  for  fever  patients.  A  very  Mm. 
&)e  bolting  mill,  capable  of  supplying  20,000  barrels  of 
W  annually^  has  been  lately  erected  near  the  village 
rf  Carrigaline,  by  Mr.  William  Roberto. 

Oyer  the  river  Awnbuy  are  erected  two  bridges,  con-  Bridget, 
wcting  this  parish  with  parts  of  the  parishes  of  Tracton 
^  Liideaiy  •  The  only  villages  here  are  those  of  Car- 
ngaline  and  Douglas ;  the  former  situated  six,  and  the 
latter  two  miles  from  the  city  of  Cork.

Cork.  The  most  extensive  and  highly  improved  dc 
mfsnes  are  those  of  W.  W.  Newenham,  esq,  Coohnore 
George  Goold,  Esq.

£sq.  Maryborough.  The  parish  altogether  exhibits  \ 
very  pleasing  appearance ;  improvements  are  found  ii 
all  directions ;  and  the  harbour  of  Cork,  so  justly  cele 
brated  for  beauty,  appears  to  great  advantage  from  mos 
B««ds.  of  the  more  elevated  situations.  A  great  many  road 
intersect  the  parish ;  the  principal  are  those  which  leac 
to  Cork,  Kinsale  and  Bandon* 

IV.  Ancient  Buildings,  Sfc^ 

Kuined  Near  the  church  of  Carrigaline,  are.the  remains  of  s 

castle,  said  to  have  been  built  by  Milo  de  Cogan*  On 
the  lands  of  Ballygarvan,  are  some  ruins  of  a  build" 
ing,  supposed  to  have  been  a  religious  establisbment; 
but  there  are  no  records  or  inscriptions  on  the  wall^ 
from  which  any  certain  information  respecting  it  can  Ix 
Bxnisii  derived.  Remains  of  small  Danish  forts  are  visible  ii 
^^^^'  many  places ;  but  none  deserving  of  particular  notice. 
A  few  years  ago,  some  labourers  employed  in  Jevellinj 
ground  on  the  lands  of  Ballinrea,  dug  up  several  piece 
of  metal,  which  from  their  shape  are  supposed  to  haffi 
been  instnmients  used  in  war.

10.  Sereral  persons  of  independent  property  reside  in 
lliis  parish ;  and  the  circumstances  of  the  loWer  orders,  in 
most  parts  of  it,  are  comparatively  comfortable ;  in  many 
parts  however,  there  is  much  apparent  wretchedness, 
Heir  food  is  the  same  as  this  class  of  persons  in  most  Food.  \ 
odier  partd  <rf'  Ireland  make  use  of;  viz.  potatoes,  and 
oecasionaily  fish ;  they  are  seldom  so  circumstanced,  as 
to  be  aUe  to  obtain  a  constant  ithd  sufiicient  supply  of 
nilL  They  are  well  and  neatly  clad ;  and  an  increasing  Dr«i» 
legird  to  comfort  and  cleanliness  in  their  habitations  is 
wry  visible.  Many  of  their  houses  constructed  within 
the  last  twenty  years,  are  built  with  stone  and  lime-mor* 
tar,  and  slated.  The  climate  of  this  parish,  as  before 
observed,  being  extremely  salubrious,  its  inhabitants,  Health. 
vbo  are  by  no  means  addicted  to  whiskey  drinking,  are 
eooieqnently  healthy.  They  are  not  subject  to  any  ct- 
dcmial  diseases  ;  and  if  the  small  pox  were  eradicated^ 
(the  ravages  of  which  have,  however,  in  consequence  of 
the  practice  of  vacdnation,  been  much  less  frequent  of 
late  years  than  formerly)  there  are  perhaps  few  dis- 
tricts in  Ireland,  where  a  greater  number  of  children 
would  reach  the  age  of  adolescence.  Several  instances 
of  remarkable  longevity  have  occurred. 

VI.  Genius  and  Disposition  of  the  Poorer  Classes^  S^c. 

The  peasantry  of  this  parish  are^  for  the  most  part,  Oenfasi^ 
extremely  peaceable,  obliging,  respectful,  aodhospita- ^^^^P<»*^^

ble ;  comparatively  industrious,  and  generally  intelli^ 
gent :  with  very  few  exceptions,  tbey  understand  aod 
speak  the  English  language,  but  conversations  amongst 
Sapend*  tlieniselves  are  most  frequently  held  in  Irish.  The  lower 
orders,  generally  speaking,  do  not  appear  to  be  as  su- 
perstitious, as  the  same  class  of  persons  are  said  to  be  in 
other  parts  of  the  country ;  but  ev^i  here  tiiere  is  a 
holy  well,  (St.  Renogue's,)  at  which  a  vast  number  of 
persons  assemble  ever}  24th  of  June ;  some  no  doobt 
with  a  superstitious  view  to  the  recovery  of  healU^ 
through  the  means  of  tho  Saint ;  but  the  fiur  greater 
part  evidently  for  the  sole  purpose  of  amusement. 

Friendly  A  friendly  society,  likely  to  be  productive  of  various 
^^*^^*  beneficial  effects,  was  established  in  this  p^b  in  the 
year  1813.  It  consisted  of  47  members,  of  diflbrent 
sexes  and  ages,  at  the  time  this  survey  was  undertskeo. 
Several  benevdent  individuals  resident  in  the  parishy 
contributed  to  form  a  fund  for  its  future  support;  coq^ 
tributions  were  also  received  from  distant  quartera 
Lady  Mount  Sandford,  of  Castlerea,  contributed  jfSO; 
Mr.  Sandford,  of  Stow^-mead,  in  Somersetshire^  £\^\ 
and  Mr.  R.  Newenham,  of  Cullenswood,  near  Dublin, 
iB5.  These  contributions,  together  with  the  deposits  of 
the  members  on  admission,  amounted  shortly  after  the 
institutk>n  of  the  society,  to  ^111.  iOs.  which  sum  wsi 
almost  immediately  lent  out  among  tiiepoor  and  iadas* 
trious  members,  in  loans  of  from  £2.  to  £S*  each,  «t 
one  per  cent  below  the  legal  interest,  and  payable  by 
monthly  instalments.  These  loans  have  in  generd 
produced  thef  desired  efiects.  In  some  instances  the 
borrowers  have  gained  three,  four,  and  even  five  times 
the  i\Mk  borrowed,  dfter  making  due  deduction  for  the 
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▼alpe  of  (heir  laboar.  With  few  exceptions,  the  monthly  Friendly 
inatftlmwts  have  been  puoctiwlly  paid ;  and  the  society  ^''^^^' 
has  as  yet  sustained  no  loss  worth  mentioning.  The  al* 
lawaDce  to  sick  members,  though  Tery  liberal  in  pro« 
porUon  to  the  quarterly  contributions  of  the  members  at 
large,  have  amounted  to  no  more  than  £1.  lis.  in  the 
two  last  years. 

The  constitution  and  regulations  of  this  society  have 
slready  been  presented  to  the  public,  through  the  me* 
dium  of  the  Munster  Farmer's  Magazine.  It  seems 
therefore  unnecessary  to  introduce  them  here ;  besides, 
their  introduction  would  extend  this  survey  beyond  its 
prescribed  limits.  It  is  greatly  to  be  wished  that  simi- 
lar societies  were  established  in  other  parishes,  as  they 
are  obviously  calculated  in  an  eminent  manner,  not  only 
to  a£fbrd  ample  pecuniary  relief  to  the  aged  and  infirm, 
but  to  {uromote  frugality,  and  foster  a  spirit  of  industry* 
The  Carrigaline  Society  is  at  present  under  the  super-* 
intendance  of  Mr.  Newenham,  of  Coolmore,  (m  whose 
benevolence  and  prudence  the  utmost  reliance  is  placed. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Morgan,  P.  P.  has  hitherto  discharged 
the  duties  of  secretary  and  treasurer  in  a  most  satisfac^ 
tory  manner. 

VII.  Education  and  Employment  of  Children^  ^c. 

.  The  children  of  such  among  the  peasantry  as  can  af-  £du<stioni 
ford  to  send  them  to  school,  are  in  general  instructed 
in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic ;  when  grown  up  Employ, 
they  are  for  the  most  part  employed  in  assisting  their  ™^^ 
parents  in  the  management  of  their  &rms ;  a  few  are 
apprenticed  out  to  different  trades ;  and  several  enter 
into  the  sea  service. 
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The  schools  are  five  in  number;  one  Protestant,  loi 
the  support  of  which  the  rector  allows  j^lO  per  annum 
and  four  Roman  catholic.  In  these  there  are  about  S0{ 
children  educated  during  the  summer  season.  TIm 
terms  of  instruction  vary  from  Ss.  Sd.  to  6s.  6d.  pel 
quarter. 

There  are  no  public  libraries,  or  collections  of  Irisli 
or  other  manuscripts  relative  to  Ireland. 

VIIL  Siate  of  Religious  EstablisAmeni,  T}/lhes,  <Jr. 


Adrowion.  The  parish  of  Carrigaline  is  in  the  gift  of  the  Earl  of 
'^Shannon,  whose  residence  is  at  Castlemartyr,  in  this 
county.  It  has  a  church  and  a  chapel  of  ease;  the 
latter  of  which  was  erected  about  thirty  years  since  at 
Douglas,  in  the  northern  part  of  the  parish,  where  the 
protestant  population  is  most  numerous.  It  has  also 
three  Roman  catholic  chapels. 

Q^A^  The  glebe,  which  is  in  detached  parts,  contains  aboot 

six  acres.    No  glebe-house  has  yet  been  erected. 

1>A«*  The  tythes  are  paid  by  a  composition  with  the  far- 

mers, and  never  taken  in  kind  through  choice;  the  va- 
luation is  made  previously  to  harvest;. and  days  of  meet- 
ing then  appointed  with  the  parishioners  for  letting  them* 
Potatoes,  corn,  and  hay  are  the  only  tytheable  articles. 
The  poor  are  supported  partly  and  chiefly  by  their 
charitable  neighbours,  and  partly  by  collections  made 
at  church  on  Sundays.  These  amount  annually,  one 
year  with  another,  to  between  eighty  and  ninety  poun^J^ 
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IX,  Modes  of  Agriculture^  Crops^  Sfc. 

The  agricultural  system  of  this  parish,  when  com-  Mode  of 
pared  with   what  it  is  reported  to  have  been  twenty  x^u^ 
years  ago,  appears  to  have  experienced  very  consider* 
able  improvement;  and  that  improvement  is  actually 
progressive.     This  is  ascribable,  partly  to  the  great  de- 
mand for  the  different  products  of  the  earthy  which  has 
prevailed  of  late  years;  and  partly  to  the  rewards  held 
forth  to  a  successful  cultivation  of  the  soil,  by  an  agri-  Ftrming 
cultnral  society  established  about  four  years  ago,  under  ^*^'^* 
the  auspices  of  the  Cork  institution ;  and  likewise  to 
the  example  set  by  many  of  its  members.    The  first  ob« 
ject  of  this  society  was  to  improve  the  mode  of  plough- 
ing; and  this  object  has  been  fully  attained ;  in  so  much 
thflt  the  district  of  which  this  parish  forms  a  considera- 
ble part,  may  now  boast  of  possessing  some  of  the  most 
expert  ploughmen  in  the  county  of  Cork,  or  even  in 
Ireland.    The  plough  in  general  use  is  the  Berwick- 
shire. The  drill  husbandry  system  is  now  very  general- 
ly adopted  here,  even' among  the  poorer  classes  of  far- 
mers, for  the  cultivation  of  potatoes ;  and  the  cultiva-  Grefn 
tion  of  fallow  and  green  crops,  such  as  turnips,  clover,  ^"'P^- 
▼etches,  8cc«  for  the  purpose  of  stalUfecding  cattle,  is  ra- 
pidly encreasing  among  those  who  farm  extensively. 
The&rms  vary  much  as  to  size,  viz.  from  10  to  300  Siw  of 
acres ;  the  larger  ones  are  chiefly  in  the  hsnds  of  dairy-  ^"°*** 
men; 

The  manures  in  general  u^tc  are,  farm-yard  dung,  Manurts. 
seftpweed,  and  sea-sand;  the  two  former  for  potatoes, 
the  latter  for  grain.   Lime  mixed  with  the  mellow  earth 
of  headlands,  and  the  scourings  of  dit€hc9,  is  frequently

made  use  of  as  a  preparation  for  corn  crops,  and  is 
found  very  beneficial.  Three  or  four  farmers  have  of 
late  years  put  sea  weed  on  their  lands ;  and  as  it  is  found 
beneficiali  the  use  of  it  may  soon  become  general,  as  it 
is  easily  obtained.  The  Irish  breed  of  cattle,  butmoch 
improved  by  judicious  crossing  with  the  English,  is  most 
prevalent* 

Keiitt»  The  rents  of  this  parish  differ  widely  according  to 

situatipn  and  circumstances.  In  that  part  of  it  which 
is  situated  in  the  liberties  of  Cork,  the  highest  may  be 
ectuuated  at  about  lOl.  the  lowest  at  SOs.  per  Eoglish 
acre ;  in  the  other  parts  the  highest  at  six  gnineas,  and 
the  lowest  at  20s.  taking  an  average  of  the  last  seven 
years.  What  effects  the  return  of  peace  may  eventually 
produce  on  the  agricultural  system^  as  well  as  on  the 
rents  of  l^ds  in  this  parish,  is  at  present  difficult  to 
determine.  Should  the  legislature  deem  it  expedient 
to.afibrd  to  the  agricultural  the  same  protection  against 
foreign  influence,  which  it  has  beenf  ever  ready  to  a£brd 
to  the  manufacturing  interests  of  England ;  it  mdy  be 
b(^>ed  that  the  present  apprehension  of  both  landbrds 
and  tenant  will  not  be  realized.

It  is  situated  in  the  barony  of  Ganycaidei 
in  the  King's  County,  and  in  the  diocese  of  Meath*

boundaries  are,  on  the  north  the  river  Shannon,  by 
which  it  is  separated  frpm  the  county  of  Roscommon; 
on  the  east,  by  Kilcleagh  and  Lemanag^an  parishes; 
on  the  soulh,  by  Thesaurin  parish ;  and  on  the  west, 
by  part  of  Thesaurin  parish,   and  by  the   Shannon, 

^xtcnt      which  divides  it  from  CUway  and  Clonfert.  The  length 

of  die  parish  fron^  cast  to  west  is  about  eight  Irish 

.     miles ;  the  breadth  from  north  to  south  is  about  three. 

jOontenti.  About  S72S  acres  are  arable,  and  fit  for  pasture;  the 
meadow  ground  is  in  general  indifierent;  there  is  bot 
little  upland  meadow,  as  it  mostly  lies  along  the  banb 
of  the  Shannon.  But  it  contains  more  than  double  the 
abovchuamed  number  of  acres  of  bog ;  as  a  large  branch 
of  the  great  bog  of  Allen,  runs  up  i|ito  the  parish;  so

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thu^  inelttding  every  kind  of  soilj  it  contains  upwardi 
of  12,000  acres. 

There  is  no  river  in  or  adjoining  to  this  parish  except 
the  Shannon,  which  mears  it  as  already  mentioned*  A  hikt^ 
lake  called  Qonfiilagh,  which  is  computed  to  cover 
nine^  acres^  produces  good  jnke  and  perch,  and  .some 
eels.  This  sheet  of  water  is  situated  imurly  in  the  cen- 
tre (^  the  parish,  and  derives  its  name  from  the  town- 
land  in  which  it  is.  On  the  north  and  east  it  is  sur« 
rounded  by  hills,  whidi,  if  planted,  would  produce  a 
fine  effect ;  and  on  the  south  and  west  by  a  large  bog. 
The  parish  aboiUids  with  hills,  the  tops  of  which  are  Hilb. 
allotted  to  pasturage,  as  all  the  vallies  are  tilled,  and 
produce  fine  crops  of  corn ;  though  the  general  appear- 
anoe  of  the  soil,  which  is  v^y  light  and  sandy^  might 
lead  at  first  view  to  an  opposite  ccmclusion.

ftiannon.  It  was  built  about  the  year  ti  our  Ixnrd  d61» 
at  which  time  it  was  held  in  high  veneration.  The 
diurdi-^rard  annexed  to  it  contains  nearly  two  IriA 
acres :  ie  is  one  of  the  greatest  burial  platesid  Irdafid; 
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npwsrdsof  foar  hundred  corpMB  ase  supposed  to  beMmiMi^ 
buried  there  aaiiually.    There  are  also  the  remains  of^'^'^"^ 
ten  other  chapels  of  lesser  note,  now  totally  in  ruins ;  a 
^kxnr.of  one  of  them  ia  yery  curiously  and  beautifhlly 
oanred.^    About  hidf  quarter  of  a  mile  thence,  are  the 
remains  of  a  biAop's  palace,  now  wholly  in  ruins ;  some 
4f  the  walls  are  the  <Mily  parts  that  have  as  yet  es« 
caped  the  ravages  of  time.    In  the  church-yard  are  twd  nmmd 
large  round  towers,  one  about  62  feet  high,  and  56  in  ^*'^*^' 
circumfinrcnce;  its  walls  are  8  feet  8  inches  thick;  the 
other  is  .56  feet  high,  7  feet  in  diameter,  and  S  feet 
thiek.

At  a  small 
distance  stands,  what  appears  to  have  been  a  religious 
house  for  nuns ;  it  is  also  in  ruins,  no  part  of  die  build- 
ing remaining  except  a  single  arch.

From  every  information  that  could  be  procured,  it  Popi^aOon. 
uppeats  that  there  are  586  families  in  the  parish,  com- 
pfising  1618  males,  and  1558  females.     Eight  only  of 
jlhesa  fiBUuilies  are  Protestant,  the  rest  Roman  Catho- 
lic.   T^e  people  in  general  are  very  comfortable^  and  ^^^^^ 
dress  neatly,  some  in  grey  frize,  and  some  in  coarse 
blue  doth.    Potatoes  and  milk  form  the  general  food;  Food. 
to  which  is  oflen  added,  fish  procured  from  the  Shan- 
non and  the  lake.    The  poorest  keeps  one  cow;  some 
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have  three  or  roar.    There  are  very  few  who  do  ifbt 
keep  one  horse  for  work ;  gonie  h^ve  two.

There  are,  however,  three  Rot 
man  Catholic  schools,  whose  average  number  of  pupils 
fluctuates  from  forty  to  eighty.  In  harvest  time  and 
springs  the  number  sinks  mijcli  lower,  in  consequence  of 
the  children  being  kept  to  assist  in  the  agricultural 
Ildxnirs.

It  does  not  appear  that  this  parish  ever 
contained  any  other,  or  formed  part  of  any  union*  It 
lies  between  the  55th  and  56th  degrees  of  north  lati- 
tude, and  between  the  7th  and  8th  of  west  longitude; 
bounded  on  the  n<»th  by  the  Atlantic  Ocean ;  on  the  Bmindvics 
east,  by  the  parish  of  Lower  Moville ;  cm  the  south,  by 
that  of  Upper  Moville ;  and  on  the  west,  by  the  parish- 
es of  Donagh  and  Cloncha.  In  lengtl^  it  is  computed  Eitcnt. 
at  nine  miles,  but  from  this  must  be  deducted  one  mile,

Xik«w  fiital  to  a  conviction  by  a  magistrate.  A  lake  at  Mo- 
Beydarra^  abounds  ^itb  char,  a  fish  rarely  afiea  in  anj 
other  waters  in  the  vicii^i^. 

Bay.  ColdafF  bay  is  a  large  open  road  extending  from  Dub- 

more  in  the  east,  to  Glei^d  in  the  west.  Vessels  oc- 
casionally anchor  diere  ia  spmaier;  byt  it  is  very  no- 
safe  in  winter.  Small  craft  can  antMr  the  river  at 
spring  tides,  but  cannot  advance  so  far  as  Culdaff  bridge. 
The  coast  is  steep  for  several  miles  on  each  side  of  the 
^bayi  excepting  wliere  a  few  creeks  afford  shdter  for 
boats.    Previously  to  the  year  1812,  cod  was  taken  in

The  principal  moontains  of  the  parish  are  Cruckna-  Mountabi. 
monan^  Clonkeen,  Carthage  and  Croagh.    They  are 
oorered  with  black  heath,  intermixed  with  a  small  por* 
tion  of  coarse  grass,  which  serves  as  a  scanty  support 
fiifcattiein  summer. 

The  most  extensive  bog  m  the  parish  is  that  of  Drum-  Bog. 
ley*  There  are  several  of  smaller  extent,  but  all  pro- 
duce good  fiid.  They  abound  with  buried  pine  and 
oak  trees,  which  must  have  grown  in  some  very  remote 
age,  as  the  country  is  now  wholly  destitute  of  woods.  It 
is  remarkable,  that  peat  moss  communicates  its  antisep- 
tic quality  to  the  fir,  rathdr  than  to  the  oak :  the  latter 
is  generally  black,  which  arises  most  probably  from  its 
gallic  acid  combining  with  water  that  holds  iron  in  so- 
lution. Yew  has  been  sometimes,  though  seldom,  found 
in  those  bogs* 

IL  MineSf  Minerals^  4^ 


Limestone  is  abundant  in  some  places,  especially  in 
the  lands  of  Culdafi^  Cashel,  and  the  glebe.  In  the 
two  former  it  is  very  pure,  and  is  frequently  intersper- 
sed iddi  chrystallized  carbonate.of  lime.  He  sea  coast 
at  Carthage  and  Glengad,  is  principally  composed  of 
argaiaceous  schistose  $nd  whin-stone^  and  at  Tlerma- 
croragh  and  Ballydiarry,  of  argillaceous  schistose  and 
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gmnite.    AH  the  strata  on  the  coast  ot  Cddafi^  and 

the  conttguoas  parts  of  the  coast  of  Cloncha  appear  to

been  discovered  here. 

ioiL  In  this  parish,  nature  seems  to  have  diversified  the 

soil,  in  a  manner  the  most  fiivourable  to  improvement; 
day,  peat  moss  and  limestone  being  always  nekr  each 
other.  Added  to  this,  the  sea  offers  riches  to  those  who 
will  take  them ;  the  marine  vegetables  fiimishins;  salts, 
and  the  sand  on  the  shore,  being  composed  of  oliceoas 
particles,  and  carbonate  of  lime. 

III.  Modem  Buildings^  ^c.^ 

ViDjge.  Although  the  peasantry  build  their  hous^  in  groups 
there  is  no  village  deserving  of  the  appellation,  ei^cept 
Culdafi^  otherwise  called  Milltown.  It  contains  a 
church,  a  schooUhouse^  a  mill,  and  nineteen  cottages. 

Bridfit*     There  are  two  bridges  over  Culdaff  river ;  one  at  Mill"

^^  On  the  left  of  the  road  leading  from  the  village  of 

I'tSesti,  Culdaff  to  Deny,  and  about  a  furlong  from  the  church 
is  Culdaff  house,  the  seat  of  Robert  Young,  Esq.  and 
nbout  four  miles  from  Culdaff,  on  the  right  of  the  satDfe 
road^  is  Grouse-hall,  the  seat  of  Major  Ball,  now  inha- 
bited by  Norton  Butler,  Esq.  The  glebe-bouse  is  situ- 
ate about  a  mile  fjrom  Culdafl^  and  on  the  left  of  the 
road  leading  from  thence  to  Green-castle« 
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;  There  are  three  principal  roads  in  the  parish ;  one  Roads, 
leadii^  from  the  village  of  Culdaff  to  Derry,  one  from 
thence  to  Malin^  and  ope  to  Green  Castle ;  there  are 
also  many  of  inferior  importance.  They  have  all  sus- 
tained giceat  ii2)ary»,  in  consequence  of  a  clause  in  a  late 
distillery  law»  which  prohibits  the  issue  of  money  for 
the  rqpairs  of  rqads  ^d  bridges,  so  long  as  any  of  the 
fines  imposed  for  illicit  distillation  reipain  unpaid.

IV.  Ancient  Buildings^  4'c* 

.  In  this  parish  there  are  few  remains  of  antiquity ;  one  Anc^t 
circular  fort  of  earth  may  be  seen  at  Cashel,  and  two    °^ 
small  stone  crosses  without  inscriptions  at  Baskill.   The  Ctmm: 
remnant^  of  a  fort  called  Dunowen*,  appears  on  a  small 
and  steep  detached  rock,  half  a  mile  to  the  north  of 
the  mouth  of  Culdaff  river. 

Near  to  Kindrahad  there  is  a  Druldical  altar,  com*  CramleMiik 
fosed  of ,  two  large  perpendicular  stones,  with  a  hori- 
zontal stone  at  top. 

V,  Present  4"  Former  State  qfPqptdatkm,  Foodt  TtieU  Sfc. 

The  number  of  families  in  the  parish  of  Culdaff  FopuSsdon* 
amounts  to  895;  That  of  individuals  may  be  averaged 
at  51  to  each  family ;  and,  of  course,  the  whole  popula- 
tion may  be  supposed  to  amount  to  4911  souls.  Of 
Aose  &milie8  58  profess  the  Established  religion ;  18 
that  of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  and  the  remainder  are 
of  the  Roman  Catholic  persuasion.  The  proportion  of 
males  to  females  has  not  yet  been  ascertained*

Although  the  peasantry  are  generally  speaking*  pooiv 
there  are  few  who  suflfer  under  the  extreme  of  want^ 
except  the  idle  or  decrepid.  A  scarcity  of  fuel  addon 
occurs,  by  means  of  which  advantage,  they  are  eiiempt 
from  one  of  the  greatest  miseries  of  the  poor  in  other 
Po^  parts  of  the  country.  But  they  impair'  their  means  of 
living  by  their  adherence  to  the  use  of  tobaoeo,  the* 
most  odious  of  all  luxuries:  the  practice  of  illieit 
distillation  also  keeps  ike  price  of  grain  considendily 
above  its  level.  Added  to  this,  it  is  with  difficulQr  that 
oats  can  be  ground  into  meal;  for  the  mills  are occu* 
pied  at  least  three  days  out  of  four,  in  grinding  contn* 
band  malt. 

Food.  ^^   ^^^   ^^    ^^     peasantry  consists  of  pota- 

toes, oatmeal  porridge,  eggs,  milk,  butter,  and  fish; 

DrcK.  butcher's  meat  is  seldom  used.  Their  dress  has  im- 
proved considerably  within  the  last  fifteen  years ;  and 
there  are  few  men  who  have  not  shoes  and  stockings, 
and  few  women  who  do  not  occasionally  wear  muslin 
gowns,  with  hats  and  bonnets.  The  use  of  tea  is  also 
becoming  more  extended,  which  may  be  easily  known, 
by  the  increase  in  the  number  of  petty  shops  in  whidi 
it  is  retailed. 

DwcOingk  1%^  cottages  are  in  general  extreme^  deficient  in 
point  of  cleanliness :  as  they  seldom  have  a  chimney, 
they  are  almost  always  full  of  smoke.  Large  heaps  of 
lllth  lie  across  the  doors;  and  in  some  instaneei^ 
eowa  and  horses  are  inmates  with  the  fionily.  f<^ 
obvious  reasons,  this  mode  of  Uving  must  be  ii\|arioitf 
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to  tbe  heallb  of  dM  infaabituitt ;  and  hence  it  ftUows, 
ttui^  notwithstaiicKng  their  handy  constitutions,  they 
are  subject  >to  diseases  which  frequently  cause  extensive 
mortaHty  among  them.  Their  treatment  of  these  malaF-  DiMiMi. 
dies  often  determines  them  to  a  fetal  issue,  when  they 
migfat  otherwise  have  afibrded  hope  of  recovery.  Sti^ 
Bilit  air,  innumerable  visitors,  uaseasoBable  blood-  ^ 
letting,  and  the  unlimited  use  of  ardent  spirits,  con* 
slitiite  the  regimen  applied  to  ril  disorders.  Pleurisies 
sad  pulmonary  complaints  carry  off  great  numbers; 
wd  their  prediiection  for  quackery  forms  a  most  pew* 
etM  auxiliary  to  the  malignity  of  disease.  As  soon  as 
a  patient  appears  to  be  dangerously  ill  of  any  disorder, 
application  is  made  to  every  person  in  the  neighbour- 
hood, who  pretends  to  medical  skill.  All  the  discor- 
dant prescriptions  thus  obtained  are  combined  and  ad« 
ministered  along  with  their  grand  specific,  whiskey; 
die  quantity  of  which  is  encreased  in  proportion  to  the 
exacerbation  of  the  disease.  Typhus  fevers  and  drop- 
nes  are  to  be  met  with  in  this  and  the  adjoining  parishes: 
intenxttttents  are  extremely  rare;  scrofula  is  common; 
dyspepsia  very  prevalent;  vaccination  superstitiously 
resisted. 

An  infant  at  its  birth  is  generally  forced  by  the  mid-  Cottomt. 
w|fe  to  swallow  spirits,  and  is .  immediately  afterwards 
suspended  by  the  upper  jaw  with  her  fore  finger :  this 
last  Qperation  is  performed  for  the  purpose  .of  prevent- 
ing a  disease  called  the  bead-fEdl.  Many  children  die 
^ken  one  or  two  days  old,  of  tbe  trismus  nascentium, 
or  jaw-fall;  a  spasmodic  disease  deemed  peculiar  to 
tropical   climates:    here,    however,    it  is  probably  a 
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dislocation,  caused  by  the  above  racntioned  barbarous 
practice.  No  extraordinary  instances  of  longevity, 
have  been  recorded  in  the  parish  of  Culdafil 

VL  The  G<mtis  Sf  DisposUhnoftJic  Poorer  Classes,  ^c. 

Gcnias  and  The  gentoi  of  the  poorer  classes  is  in  most  capites  ex- 
^^'^^^^^^^  cellent ;  their  talents  only  require  cultivation  to  render 
them  brilliant  and  useful :  their  disposition  is  benevo- 
lent, and  when  they  are  not  misled  by  Jacobinical  emis- 
saries, or  by  the  vices  attendant  on  drunkennete,  they 
possess  many  virtues.  They  set  no  value  on  trouble  in 
the  performance  of  kind  offices;  their  charity  and 
hospitality  to  strangers  are  unbounded ;  and  they  are 
free  from  many  of  the  faults  of  those  who  inhabit  matt 
civilized  regions. 

Adminis-         Distance  from  the  administration  of  justice  has  a 
^1^"*^    natural  tendency  to  produce  insubordination.     The 
large  extent  of  the  county  of  Donegall  has  rendered  it 
nnpossible,  according  to  the  existing  statutes,  to  hdd 
sessions  of  the  peace  in  Ennishowen;  so  that  the  execu- 
tion of  the  laws  in  that  great  barony  is  witli  difficulty 
performed.     In  consequence  of  the  expense  and  trouble 
in  punishing  offenders,  assaulte  and  riots  occur  too  fre- 
quently, yet  not  so  often  as  might  be  expected;  for  if 
the  want  of  a  proper  tribunal,  along  with  their  contra- 
band habits,  and  the  maddening  effects  of  the  trench 
revolution  be  taken  into   consideration,  it  will  be  a 
cause  of  wonder  that  the  morals  of  the  lower  classes 
are  so  little  corrupted.* 

•  The  lerere  Biea^urct  Uuly  adopted  by  the  Bond  of  Exclie,  for  9^^ 
puipose  of  levying  fines,  imposed  for  iU^fd  diitiWatioo,  have  product 
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'  Hie  fireqaency  of  shipwreck  od  the  coast  also  ofibrs  Wrecks, 
a  powerful  inducement  to  miscoadact;  and  yet  the  ten- 
dency to  plunder  on  those  occasions  is  dimmishing 
every  day,  and  even  when  the  principles  of  the  peasan- 
tiy  are  overcome  by  the  hope  of  gain,  they  notwith- 
standing use  their  utmost  exertions,  and  often  ex- 
hibit acta  of -tlie  greatest  courage  in  preserving  the 
Hves  of  the  seamen* 

The  encreasing  number  of  public  roads,  by  means  of  R4Mdft. 
which  intercourse  has  been  lately  much  facilitated,  af- 
fiards  a  hope  of  speedy  advancement  in  civilization; 
but  the  most  cheering  prospect  lies  in  the  disposition  E^ucstkm. 
maoifekted  by  the  peasantry,  to  educate  their  children. 
On  this  object  they  9X^  generally  willing  to  co-operate 
with  those,  who  have  the  means  of  directing  and  assist- 
ing them ;  and  have,  on  several  occasions,  taxed  thcm- 
aelves  with  small  sums,  to  bring  instruction  within  the 
icaoh  of  the  indigent. 

The  language  spoken  by  the  peasantry  is  English.  Lwiguae^ 
The  greater  part  of  them,  however,  can  speak  a  patois, 
which  is  more  nparly  allied  to  Erse  than  to  Irish. 

Of  customs,  there  arc  spnic  which  appear  extraordi-  Cmtcnur 
nary,  though  not  confined  to  the  parish  of  Culdaff. 
One  of  these  is  elopement  previously  to  matrimony,  not- 
withstanding the  absence  of  all  difficulties,  which  might; 
stand  in  the  way  of  the  union  of  the  lovers.  For  this 
practice  no  motive  can  bo  assigned,  except  the  roman- 
tic app'earance  which  it  gives  to  marriage. 

t  fbodous  le-acCkm  on  the  part  of  th«  pMUBtry ;  and  in  some  iosUn^cs, 
•Kdtod  a  degree  of  cruelty,  which  they  were  not  enppoaed  to  postcv^. 
For  the  amoimt  of  thoet  ^nes,  leo  Appwdix,  No.  1 . 
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In  dut  and  some  of  the  neighboaring  ptrkbesi  a 
custom  prevails  for  young  women  to  assemble  at  qna- 
ning  parties,  to  which  each  of  them  brings  a  wheels 
for  the  purpose  of  enjoying  society  without  impairiag 
their  industry. 

Wjkfls.  -  Howling  at  funerals,  and  holdilig  wakes  during  two 
or  three  days  previous  to  interment,  are  customs  rqpi- 
larly  observed  here:  the  latter  seems  to  be  derived 
from  the  funeral  games  of  the  ancients.  These  wakes 
are  oflen  attended  with  unbounded  mirdi  and  festivity^ 
which  are  not  restrained  by  the  presence  of  the  neareiC 
relatives  of  the  deceased.  The  duly  of  a  magistrate  is 
here^  and  in  the  adjacent  parishes,  almost  insi^portfr* 
ble ;  and  the  country  people  lose  much  of  their  tisie 
in  bringing  before  him  disputes,  whldi  might  have 
been  settled  without  such  interference. 

Castomi.  Previously  to  Christmas,  it  is  customaiy  with  the  la- 
bouring dass  to  raffle  for  mutton,  when  a  suflBdent 
uumber  can  subscribe  to  defiray  the  cost  of  a  sheep: 
and  during  the  Christmas  holydays  they  amuse  them- 
selves with  the  game  of  Kamman*,  which  consists  in 
impelling  a  wooden  ball  with  a  crooked  stick  to  a  gitea 
point,  while  an  adversary  endeavours  to  drive  it  in  » 
contrary  direction. 

On  St.  John's  eve  (the  2Srd  of  June)  bonfires  are 
made  on  the  tops  of  all  the  hills.  This  ceremony  i» 
denominated  Beal-Tyn ;  its  origin  is  unknown,  but  it 
is  probably  the  remnant  of  some  ancient  sacrifice  to  W 
Sun,  on  his  arrival  at  the  swnmer  solstice.

VIL  TkeJBditeUimimd  Employment  ttf  ChMdren^  4rck 

Thereare  aeven  airoday-ftcbooU  in  the  parish  of  Caldal^  Sunday- 
tt  wbich  aH  cblldxen  are  taught  reading  grads,  aadno  ^^^*^ 
dvldtsobUgied  to  trav'el  mora  than  a  mile  to  attend  any 
rftbem.    The  number  of  ptopi^  varies  aceprding  to  the 
naoBs  of  the  year :  but  on  an  average  there  are  40 
ttottantly  attending  each  master.    In  additipn  to.  gra- 
twUnu  instmcdon  on  Sundays,  schools  are  held  on  all 
^ther  days  at  the  snnday-school  houses,  where  reading, 
*rith(^  mod  arithmetic,  are  taught.      The  rates  of  iui«  of 
^■ition  fot  the  first  Is  two  shillings  and  six-pence  per  ^^^ 
fwrter;  and  for  the  two  last  three  and  four-pence. 
BAks  and  testaments  are  procured  fpr  the  scholars  on 
^p  ttermis,  luid  sold  at  prices  still  further  reduced : 
^  whidi  tkeans  the  poorest  fiimilies  generaDy  possess  at 
■^sst  one  or  other  of  these  books.     Moral  tracts  are 
^distributed  gratis. 

On  comparing  the  advantages  with  the  disadvantages  Adrantagn 
of  edacating  the  poor,    the .  preponderance  appears  ^    ***   ' 
^^^dy  on  the  side  of  the  former ;    and  it  is  not 
''^^iniction,  but  the  abuse  of  it,  wh|ch  is  any  instance 
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dangerous  to  society.  The  power  of  resdingy  withoat 
access  to  improving  books,  is  perhaps  an  evil  rather 
than  a  good;  and  it  is  from  this  that  most  of  those 
mischiefe  have  sprang,  which  are  so  oflen  attribnted  to 
the  edacation  of  the  lower  orders.  It  may  be  true  that 
ignorance  is  not  so  quickly  put  astray,  as  incipient 
knowledge,  but  when  once  it  has  forsaken  the  right 
path,  it  is  nearly  impossible  to  induce  it  to  r^um;  we 
therefore  find  that  the  cfnormiQr  of  crimes  generally 
observes  an  exact  proportion  to  the  ignorance  <^  the 
inferior  classes. 

This  paHsh  does  not  contain  any  libraries,  books, 
manuscripts,  monumental  inscriptions,  or  any  other 
document  relating  to  Irelttid. 

VIIL  SiaU  qf  ^ligiousEsiaUtskmeni,  TSfAes,  ^c 

Onndu  The  parish  of  Culdaff  possesses  no  place  of  worship 
except  the  church ;  the  Roman  Catholic  chapel  belong- 
ing to  it  having  been  erected  in  the  pariah  of  Cloncba. 
GMm.  There  is  a  glebe  containing  about  100  acres  of  good 
^^"^^^  land,  and  a  bad  glebe-house;  also  a  small  gort,  by 
which  is  meant  a  field,  where  it  is  said  the  tythe  of 
milk  was  formerly  taken  in  kind. 

IVtIia.  Flax,   potatoes,   hay,   and  grain  of  all  kinds  pay 

tythe.  In  the  year  181 4-,  the  present  incumbent 
agreed  with  the  parishioners,  for  the  succeeding  ten 
years,  at  a  rate,  whidi  on  an  average,  amounts  to 
2s.  4d.  per  acre,  on  the  whole  of  the  arable  land  in  the 
parish.    During  the  last  twenty  years,  there  has  not 
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been  an  imtance  of  a  Iaw-6ait  on  the  subject  of  tythes, 
betwe^i  the  inhabitants  and  any  of  the  incumbents  ; 
and  it  is  but  justice  to  state,  that  the  parishioners  of 
CaUaff  are  averse  to  litigation  upon  that  point.  Three 
townlands*  pay  two  thirds  of  their  tythes  to  the  rector 
of  Culdaff,  and  one  third  to  the  rector  of  Cloncha, 
The  reason  of  this  is  not  known,  but  it  may  have  arisen 
fiom  the  circumstance  of  the  parish  of  Cloncha  having 
formerly  contained  a  monastery,  to  the  support  of 
which,  a  pmtion  of  the  tythes  of  Cuidaff  might  have 
been  appropriated. 

There  are  no  patron  days  in  this  parish,  nor  do  the 
names  of  places  appear  to  be  derived  from  any  roots 
which  thtow  light  on  the  transactions  of  former  ages. 
The  Irish  denominations  seem  to  have  been  given  in 
consequence  of  some  peculiarities  in  the  nature  or  situ* 
ation  of  the  lands  themselves^ 

IX.  Modes  qf  Agriaitute^  Crapt^  ifc 

When  most  other  parts  of  the  united  kingdom  have  Mods  of 
made  a  rapkl  progress  in  the  science  of  ^;ricnltur^  Agricuitiifs 
it  it  to  be  lamented  that  the  inhabitants  of  die  paridi 
of  CuldafiP  still  pursue  the  modes  practised  in  remote 
places  above  a  century  ago. 

The  custom  of  holding  fiums  in  rundalef  ,  is  alone 
suflScioit  to  impede  agricultural  improvement.     The

ten  acreS)  and  in  many  cases  not  to  one.  Potatoes  are 
always  planted  in  ridges,  except  by  Mr.  Norton  Battov 
who  drills  them.  Grain  is  sown  at  a  very  adtanced 
period  of  the  spring ;  and  the  lateness  of  the  cttmate  ia 
•rroneonsly  made  to  serve  as  an  argument  fet  delay.

MrauTH.  The  proper  management  of  dunghills  is  not  well 
nndeiatood:  yet  one  oircumstance  k  cariowB  in  their 
method  of  manuring  land.  After  it  has  been  exhauslccl 
by  a  succession  of  crops,  and  again  destined  for  potft* 
toes,  the  middle  of  eAch  ridge  is  dug  np  throagboua  its 
whole  length,  and  scattered  over  the  surfiKe  of  Aa 
field,  on  the  supposition  that  it  will,  tend  to  liartiliae  tl  i 
for  it  is  thought  that  this  part  having  been  undisturbed 
by  the  plongh-sharey  nmst  possess  qualiti^  di£ferent 
from  the  remainder.

stockior  In  this  parish  the  horses  are  small  ami iU  praporticn* 
ed ;  yet  their  strength  and  swiftness  are  often  severdy 
tried^  and  tbeir  parfomaaees  are  sometimes  astonish- 
ing. The  cows  are  small,  and  generally  ill  shaped. 
lu  summer  their  pasture  is  overstocked;  and  in  vddter 
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man  sobBistence  is  deemed  soffieient  Sheep  are  kept 
in  great  abundbiioey  without  sufficient  pastortge*  Be<> 
isg  txtremely  wild^  pressed  by  hunger^  and  ranging 
ofer  a  hurge  ejcteat  of  country^  their  owners  sddoBi 
smpiire  after  them  until  April  or  May,  when  th^  are 
fiHrad  and  delivered  to  a  her^  half  famished,  and  oftew 
iiifiN:ted  with  mange.  They  are  of  a  species  which* 
^les  not  se^m  to  deeenre  much  attention;  their  oarcastieft 
being  smally  thsir  legs  long,  and  th^  wool  coarse  y  and 
in  addition  to  these  defects^  their  wildnesS  atld  fleetaesa 
enable  them  to  set  at  nought  the  best  fences.  In  oases^ 
however,  where  they  have  been  tamed  and  fed  on  good 
pasttirei  tbor  mutton  has  proved  deliciOttSy  surpassing 
even  the  Welch  in  flavour* 

.  Very  few  of  the  inhabitants  possess  wheel  cars  or  impla- 
csrts»    The  substitttte  for  them  being  slide  cars.    A"'''^ 
pnr  of  shaftsy  connected  bya  few  cnm  bars,  oonstitute 
th»  vehide^  irbich  is  dragged  alon^  the  ground  by  a 
bora^  to  Ae  greit  injury  of  the  public  roads.    Their 
(dodi^  are  too  small  to  penetrate  the  ground  to  any 
great  cleptk;  and  their  harrows  are  formed  with  their 
teeth  in  eoasecHtive  order.     A  gtHi  impecfiment  to  Fuel 
good  busbaAdry  in  tha  parish  of  Culdai^  is  die  nece». 
sity  dS  preparing  and  oanrying  home  peat  fhd.    This 
operation  being  practicable  oidy  in  summer,  a  valuable 
pcNTtion  of  the  fermer^s  titoie  is  lost  to  the  purposes  of 
tillage.    But  the  most  powerful  enemy  to  agriculture  is  nuat  iKs- 
ilUcit  distillation.     To  this  a  great  minority  of  the^ 
mhabitsmts  are  addicted,  like  those  of  dl  the  other  parts  > 
of  Irehmd  idiere  fM  and  inaccessible  retreats  abound. 
The  labour  and  dme  applied  to  this  baneflil  practice, 
if  bestowed  on  the  improvement  of  waste  ground, 
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imdc  Dit-  would  return  a  greater  profit  than  it  is  possible  for  them 
*^"*****'  to  obtain  from  a  trade  presenting  so  many  risques  and 
losses.  The  consumption'  of  fuel,  the  wages,  and  the 
maintenance  of  servants,  with  the  purchase  and  feed- 
ing  of  horses,  (all  of  which  are  requisite  to  make 
whiskey  and  carry  it  to  market,)  would  eTentnally  peo- 
duce  greater  gains  if  applied  to  agriculture.  But 
injurious  as  this  habit  is  to  their  industry,  it  is  still 
more  so  to  their  morals ;  for  its  direct  tend^cy  is  to 
prcmiote  dissipation,  perjury,  rebellion,  revenge,  and 
murder. 

Experience  has  proved  the  difficulty  6f  enacting  laws 
likely  to  abolish  this  destructive  trade.  Notwithstand- 
ing all  coercive  measures,  the  evil  still  exists.  The 
system  of  seizure  is  not  always  acted  on,  by  excise  offi- 
cers, with  the  ImiNutiality  necessary  to  give  it  effect; 
and  in  addition  to  this,  the  illicit  distiller  soon  repairs 
A  loss  of  that  nature ;  a  new  apparatus  costing  only  seven 
pounds.  The  act  of  parliament  which  authorises  the 
impositicm  of  heavy  fines  on  the  parishes  where  illegal 
stills  have  been  found,  is  made  in  many  instances  to 
defeat  itself,  as  then:  great  extent  prohibits  any  one 
individual  from  observing  or  controlling  the  actions  ct 
another,  who  may  reside  at  a  distance  of  many  miles 
fix>m  him.  The  offends  also  calculates,  that  each  pa- 
rishioner will  pay  but  an  imperceptible  share  of  the 
penalty,  caused  by  his  transgression.  The  linutatioo 
of  fines  to  townlands  appears  more  certain  of  success ; 
yet,  even  in  this  case,  the  law  is  often  pointed  against 
its  own  object;  for  he  who  opposes  the  illicit  trade,  is 
hated  by  the  private  dlstiUers  and  their  adherents, 
and  they  gratify  their  malignity  by  leaving  within  to 
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pcHUMS  ccHitrabiDd  articles,  wbic^  subject  him  to  the  U&it  Dit- 
vlideof  the  penalty,  if  proceedings  be  taken  for  re-^ 
covering  it  off  him.  Excisemen  have  also  formed  coU 
Intioiis  withydistillersy  to  itnpose  fines  in  a  Mmili^*'  man 
ner ;  and  in  both  these  cases,  detection  is  impossible 
fircmi  the  secret  nature  of  the  transaction.  Where 
landlords. are  so  short-sighted  as  to  connive  at  illicit 
distillation  on  their  estates,  the  act  in  question  promises 
beneficial  consequences.  Yet  even  in  this  point,  it  has 
in  some  instances  been  perverted  from  its  salutary  pur- 
poses ;  and  tenants  have  been  known  to  distress  their 
landlords  by  this  means,  in  revenge  of  their  eflforts  to 
support  the  laws,  and  have  invited  offenders,  possessing 
no  leases,  to  impose,  by  tbdr  illicit  practices,  fines  far 
exceeding  the  value  of,  the  property ;  and  these  fines 
mnst  remain  fi>r  ever  as  a  charge  on  the  estate.* 

Illicit  distillers  are  also  aware .  of  the  great  delay, 
difficulty,  and  expense  in  proceeding  against  them  by 
gectmentf ;  and  in  ciises  of  a  numerous  and  poor  te- 
nantry^  they  conclude,  that  no  landlord  would  attempt 
it.  Minors  being  incapable,  and  officers  in  the  army 
bwig  generally  absent,  are  necessarily  unable  to  rqnress 
the  disorderly  proceedings  of  their  lessees.    A  permis-

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sion  to  me  small  slilb  on  payiog  a  low  dnty,  wooU 
probably  be  a  ineaiure  attended  with  snecest,  no^* 
wiihstaiiding  that  tboee  who  distil  on  a  large  scile, 
would  «itter  complaints  against  so  pardal  a  mode  ol 
tavatioii*.  Bat  by  whaterer  Taw  thb  criminid  trade 
diall  be  finally  suppressed,  the  person  by  whose  conn-' 
sel  it  shall  have  been  enacted,  will  be  entided  to  die 
warm  and  lasting  gratitude  of  his  country. 

Fhiprkton.  Iq  some  parts  of  the  parish,  the  occupiers  of  the 
■oil  have  leases;  in  others  verbal  promises,  apd  m 
many  they  are  tenants  at  will.  The  Marquis  of  Done- 
gal is  the  proprietor  of  the  wh<de,  except  the  townland 
of  Ciddaf^  which  belongs  to  the  aee  of  Deny.  H^ 
,  gives  long  leases  on  die  nH>st  Itbend  terms,  to  the  resi- 
dent gentlemen  who  take  large  tracts  of  his  estate,  and 
in  their  turn,  let  them  to  the  cultivators  of  the  groond. 
These  last,  however,  in  a  few  instances,  hold  dheetly 
from  the  Marquis  iji  Donegal  himself. 

Ksnig.  Rents  are  high,  in  consequence  of  the  high  prioe  of 

grain.  Good  arable  land  having  been  in  some  instancn 
let  at  three  pounds  per  acre  within  the  last  three  yean;  bot 

two  guineas  can  dways  be  had.  The  right  of  turbaiyf 
however,  is  understood  to  be  included.  But  if  the  enor- 
mous prices  be  taken  into  account,  whidi  ue  paid  by  (he 
peasants,  to  obtain  the  tenant-right  to  land,  even  when 
the  term  of  agreement  is  expiring  (amounting  often  la 
8  years'  purchase)  it  will  appear  that  the  pniprietort 
might  obtain  rents    considerably  higher  than  these

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above-mentioned.  Middling  arable  land  brings  from  a 
gBioea  to  l^a  pomilU  per  acre;  bad  in  wnilar  pr(fior- 
tioD.  Few  of  the  labouring  class  are  not  possessed 
of  ii  U$$t  <».e  Iiar^e;  imd  one  cow ;  as  wdl  as  sbe^ 
posltiy^  and  a  d^g. 

Females  are  usually  employed  in.  s{Hnning  flax^  by  j^^jfr* 
which  they  can  earn  from  4d«  to  5d.  per  day ;  males  in 
illicit  distillation  or  tillage.  A  few  of  them  are  weav^ 
en,  who  might  earn  two  and  six-pence  per  daj>  were  ^ 
diey  not  occupiers  of  land ;  but  it  is  very  improbable 
that  the  same  man  should  be  a  good  manufacturer  asid 
a  good  farmer. 

There  are  no  markets.  One  fair  is  held  in  tb^^il*  Fau"^ 
hgeof  Culdaff,  on  the  10th  days  of  February,  May^ 
Augost)  and  Korember.  The  manafiw^urers  ef  s^its 
depend  upon  the  great  whiAey  maiket  held  every  day 
at  Bonnafoable,  oVi  the  shore  of  Lough  Foyl^  where 
nniigglMrs  carry  on  a  constant  trade  in  that  article^ 
with  the  County  of  Derry.

There  are  not  any  fishermen  in  the  parish  of  Cui«  ^'i'lM'y- 
daff  who  subsist  entirely  by  that  trade;  but  pr^ttously 
to  the  present  scarcity'  of  cod,  there  were  many  persons 
who  occasionally  earned  money  by  taking  them.

XIL  Suggestions  Jot  Impraoemmt,  and  Means  for  me^ 
ttoraiing  the  Coniitum  of  the  People. 

Among  the  suggestions  which  present  themselves  for 
the  improvemoit  of  this  parish  and  its  neighbourhood, 
the  establishment  of  a  licensed  distillery  occupies  the 
foremost  place.  The  capital,  however,  which  accord- 
ing to  the  present  excise  laws,  is  necessary  towards  such 
an  midertaking,  makes  it  a  matter  to' be  wished  rather 
than  expected.  It  would  perhaps  be  prudent  to  fine 
the  townlands  in  a  smaller  penalty,  and  punish  the  ac- 
tual offenders  In  a  more  summary  and  severe  manner, 
than  the  present  laws  authorize.  If  illicit  distillation 
thookl  ever  be  suppressed,  there  might  then  be  an  op- 
portunity of  introducing  improvements  in  agriculture 
aod  domestic  economy.* 

If  the  laws  gave  a  limited  power  to  vestries,  to  levy 
the  sums  necessary  to  build  school-houses,  and  pay 
tdioolmasters  for  instructing  gratis,  it  might  tend  to- 
wards the  general  education  of  the  poor ;  a  measure 
for  which  every  patriotic  Irishman  has  long  most  ar- 
deody  wished.

exclude  the  emissaries  of  sedition. 

It  is  difficult  to  propose  an  adequate  remedy  for  tfa^ 
errors  which  prevail  amongst  the  lower  classes,  respect- 
ing the  treatment  of  diseases ;  but  if  a  dispensary  could 
be  established,  under  the  management  of  a  skilful  medical 
man,  their  prejudices  cm  this  subject  would  probably^ 
after  some  tirae^  yield  to  reason  and  esqperienoe.

I.  The  name  of  ilie  Patish^  Siluationy  Extent^  ^. 

2;j^^^  1  HE  paidsh  of  Cloncba^  which  lies  in  the  diocese  of 
Derry,  barony  of  Ennishowen,  and  oonn^  of  Donc^ 
is  situated  between  the  55th.  a»d  56th  degmes  of  north 
latitude,  and  the  7th  and  8th  of  west  longitude :  and  is 
ibounded  op  the  north,  bj  Uie  AUantic  ooesit ;  on ^ 
east,  by  the  Atlantic  ocean  And  the  parish  of  Coldaff; 
on  the  south,  by  the  parish  of  Culdaff;  and  i>n  ibe 
west,  by  the  parish  of  Donagh,  and  an  inlet  of  the  sea 
called  Straibr^agh. 

It  contains  twentyrone  townlands  or  quarter  town* 
lands;  and  is  12  miles  in  length,  and  in  breadth  varies 
from  half  a  mile,  to  three  miles  and  a  half.*  Of  afafal^ 
it  is  supposed  to  contain  6,216  acfes;  green,  mixed, 
and  heathy  pasture  2,520;  peat,  moss,  moor,  wad 
mountain  5,860;  total  nanri>er  of  acres,  12,096* 


*  In  thii,  and  the  neighbouring  pariibes»  land  if  gencnQj 
1^  the  Scotdi  ecrt. 
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The  only  harboar  in  the  parish  of  Cloncha  is  Stra>  Hnbovr. 
br^agh^  which  separates  it  from  the  parishes  of  Do- 
nagh  and  Clomnany ;  it  is  capable  of  admitting  vessds 
of  150  tons  burthen :  the  bar  however,  is  very  dange- 
rous;  and  the  channel,  at  the  entrance,  is  exceedingly 
narrow.  From  these  circumstances,  and  the  necessity 
of  doubling  Malin  Head  in  coming  from  the  eastward^ 
it  is  rardy  firM|tteBted.  The  coast  on  each  side  of  the 
satrance  Is  v«fy  rocky,  and  the  tides  near  Malin  Head 
sad  the  sound  of  Elmistrahul,  are  rapid.  From  Sita^ 
bngsj^  to  Cooloort,  and  from  Malin  well  to  Glengad^ 
the  eoasl  exhibits  a  series  of  picturesque  precipices. 

Strabr^agh  has  been  often  mistaken  for  Xough- Ligbt- 
Swilly,  and  caused  some  melancholy  shipwrecks.  The 
revoWmg  light  on  Ennistrabnl  (an  island  about  2 
lesgnes  to  the  eastward  of  Malin  Head)  has  not  com- 
pklafy  rcQwUed  this  iaoonvenienoe.  Its  distance  fVom 
thspioiat  of  danger  is  too  greats  and  its  revolutions  are 
tao  alow;  the  raja  catch  the  eye  only  once  in  two 
niantes,  ia  consequence  of  which,  it  is  invisible  in  Tery 
duckfiogs. 

Were  breeding  fish  undisturbed  in  the  tnbutiary 
itreaaai  during  whiter,  a  considerable  number  of 
^ihnoQ  might  be  taken  in  Strabregagh.  Seak  were 
JMSMrly  ooogbl  there,  and  their  oil  repaid  tlie  expense 
sf  tshing  for  tlvm,  exclusive  of  the  advantage  oi  sav- 
^E  die  sidmon  Irom  such  voracious  enemies.  They 
1^  on  Ae  sandy  banks  at  low  water,  and  can  be 
^ly  inteicepted  by  nets  on  ibeir  return  to  the 
tea. 
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Strabregagh*  lies  nearly  north  and  south.  Its  namef 
is  derived  from  the  fallacious  appearance  of  the  sands 
in  some  places,  which  betrays  unwary  travellers.  Ta 
thosc^  however,  who  are  acquainted  with  that  strand^ 
there  is  little  danger  in  crossing  from  Malin  to  Clou- 
many  and  Donagh. 

Moimtains.  There  are  bnt  two  mountains  in  the  parish  of  Clon- 
eha,  Knockb'rack  and  Knockamena.  These  are  covered 
with  black  heath,  and  an  inconsiderable  quantity  of 
coarse  grass.  Cloncha  has  many  bogs^  of  the  same 
nature  as  those  of  the  parish  of  Culdaff :  the  laijgest 
is  that  of  Templemoyle.  There  are  neither  woods,  nor 
thickets,  nor  any  peculiar  (ilants  in  the  paririu 

IL  Mines,  Mineraky  ifc. 

At  Glacknadrummon,  Larachril,  Dunross^  Gondi% 
Umestone.  and  Templemoyle,  there  is  abundance  q{  pure  lime- 
stone, which  forms  part  of  the  v&n  extendi!^  Gcom 
Culdaff  to  Cashd,  as  described  in  the  account  of  the 
Parish  of  Culdaff. 

Sdilstofie.  At  Dunmore^  in  the  glebe,  there  is  a  quarry  of  ar- 
gillaceous schistose,  which  contains  flags  of  large  di- 
mensions, many  of  which  rise  12  feet  square;  but  they 
unfortunately  lie  in  a  situation  whence  it  is  difficult  to 
export  them.    In  another  part  of  the  glebe,  there  is  a 

Granite,  considerable  quantity  of  granite,  which  might  be  raised 
in  very  large  blocks :  it  is  of  a  reddish  colour,  and  is 
tasceptible  of  a  fine  polish.    There  is  also  in  the  glebe^ 

*  Stra  Bregagh  signifies  a  lying  or  frUadoos  strand. 
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k  little  bay,  called  the  Port,  the  gravel  of  vhich  is 
chiefly  composed  of  small  branches  of  white  coral.  At  PebUes. 
Malin  Head,  are  found  pebbles  of  great  beauty,  of 
which,  seals,  rings  and  necklaces  are  frequently  made. 
Some  of  the  stones  are  coloured  and  variegated  in  a 
carious  manner.  No  metallic  ores  have  ever  been 
found  in  this  parish.  The  natural  manures  are  the 
same  as  those  of  the  parish  of  Culdaff. 

III.  Modem  Buildings,  S^. 

At  Malin  head  there  is  a  square  signal  tower,  built  signal 
about  ten  years  since,    by  order  of  the  admiralty.  '^<'^"^* 
There  are  no  infirmaries,  jails,  or  work«hoi28es,  in  the 
parish  of  Cloncba ;  nor  any  village  but  that  of  Malin : 
it  contains  fifiy  bouses,  and  there  is  a  large  bridge  at 
the  east  end  of  it. 

Near  this  village^  and  on  the  right  of  the  road  lead-  Gentfo- 
ing  from  thence  to  Malhi  Head,  is  Malin  HaU,  thc"~'*«~*^ 
seat  iof  Robert  Harvey,  Esq.  On  the  right  of  the  same 
road,  and  two  miles  nearer  to  Malin  Head,  is  Goory, 
a  lodge  belonging  to  this  gentleman,  and  inhabited  at 
present  by  John  Harvey,  Esq. 

The  roads  in  this  district  are  numeroiis ;  the  prin-  ly^ 
cipal  are^  from  Malin  to  Londonderry,  by  Carndonagb; 
from  Malin  to  Malin  Head ;  and  from  Malin  to  Green* 

Castle. 

IV.  Ancient  BuUdingSy  Sfc. 

At  Cooloort,  the  ruins  of  a  monastery  may  be  Monastk 
(raced.    At  Templemoyle,  and  at  Lagg,  the  remains  of  ^ 
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churches  are  still  visible;  and  the  burying  grooodf 
attached  to  thenii  are  used  as  such  to  the  present  dqr: 
there  are  ho  traditions  whatever  relating  to  dioie 
buildings.  Near  the  parish  church  of  Qoncha,  stands 
the  celitre  part  of  a  large  stone  cross,  the  sculpture  of 
which  is  in  a  great  degree  oblitdrated ;  but  some  tude 
attempts  at  grotesque  figures  of  animals  may  still  be 
seen  on  it. 

2^«*d«**  At  Larachri),  there  art  twelve  upright  stones,  about 
ments.  six  feet  high  from  the  surface  of  the  ground ;  and  many 
more  have  been  mutilated  or  taken  sway.  They  are 
so  disposed  as  to  form  part  of  a  circle  of  sixty  fat  di- 
ameter, and  present  to  the  eye  a  miniatnre  reMmUaace 
of  Stonehenge  on  Salisbury  plain,  excepting  the  trsos* 
verse  stones  at  the  top,  in  which  they  are  dtfldeot 
It  is  probable  that  Banchan  was  a  hallowed  q)Ot  itt 
idolatrous  times,  as  graves  havp  been  frequently  foond 
there,  in  which  earthen  urns  have  been  disoovered  con- 
taining ashes.  These  urns  always  mouldered  on  ez|N>« 
sure  to  the  air,  and  seemed  to  be  composed  of  uBbanl 
clay. 

Dunmore,  in  the  glebe,  is  a  great  pcDinsiilar  vA% 
,  the  isthmus  of  which  is  a  deep  ravine.    The  uppar 

part  presents  some  platforms,  in  which  natnre  seems  to 
hav^  been  assisted  by  art :  there  is  a  small  peat  bog 
on  its  summit.  In  ancient  warfkre,  this  phic6  inigbt 
have  been  tenable  for  a  short  time. 

V.  Present  ^  Former  Siate  ofPopdaiion^  Tood^  Fudj  tfc. 
Fofmkdsa     In  the  parish  of  Cloncha,  there  are  1,091  families; 
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vhioh,  at  5^  to  eacfa,  amount  to  5,955  individoaU. 
Of  these  fiunilies  49  are  Protestants  of  the  Established 
CliBrGb;  47  of  the  Church  of  Scotland;  and  the  re- 
uaiiider  profess  the  religion  of  the  Church  of  Rome. 
The  relative  number  of  males  and  females  has  never 
been  ascertained. 

For  the  particulars  of  the  situation  of  the  lower 
dassest  i^^  point  of  wealth,  food,  health,  dress,  and 
mode  of  living,  the  reader  is  referred  to  the  description 
already  given  in  the  account  of  Culda£ 

VI.  Genius  and  Disposition  of  the  Poorer  Classes,  ^c. 

For  information  respecting    these  points,  reference  Gmios  and 
may  idso  be  made  to  the  account  of  Culdaff.  "^^^ 

Near  Malin  Head  is  a  smaU  hollow  in  a  rock,  which  Holj  wdii 
is  filled  with  sea  water  at  every  tide :  it  is  reputed  to 
possess  a  miraculous  power  of  curing  diseases,  and  is 
ooosequently  a  serious  nuisance  to  the  neighbourhood ; 
for  it  invites  strollers  and  mendicants  of  the  worst  de- 
scription, from  the  three  adjoining  counties,  who  infest 
the  neighbourhood  by  their  numbers,  and  corrupt  it 
by  thdr  example.  The  patron  days  of  the  place  are,  Patrm. 
Saint  John's  eve,  and  the  assumption  of  the  Virgin, 
and  they  are  celebrated  there  by  the  most  disgusting 
drunkenness  and  debEiuchery,  under  pretence  of  pay- 
ing adoration  to  saint  Moriallagh  the  patron  of  the 
welL  This  saint  is  not  acknowledged  in  the  calendar  | 
sod  the  clergy  of  the  church  of  Rome  have,  very 
properly,  forbidden  the  offensive  orgies  by  which  he  is 
worshipped:  it  is,  however,  to  be  regretted,  that  his 
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votaries  have  not  attended  to  the  salutary  advice  of 
their  pastors  on  this  subject. 

VII.  Education  and  Employment  of  Children^  Sfc. 

gunday.         There  are  sevai  sunday-schools  in  the  parish   of 
^^^^'^       Cioncha,  on  an  establishment  similar  to  those  of  Cul- 
daff.     The  school  of  Malin  is  aided  by  a  gratuity  pf 
ten  guineas  a  year,  from  the  Marquis  of  Donegall. 

In  this  parish  there  are  no  books,  manuscripts,  nor 
IViditioiM.  documents  of  any  sort,  relating  to  Ireland.  Some  old 
people,  however,  in  the  most  remote  parts  of  it)  occa- 
sionally repeat  poetical  fragments  like  those  translated 
by  Mr.  M'Pherson,  and  a3cribed  by  him  to  Ossian. 
The  Irish  harp  is  imknown  here ;  but  some  of  the 
ancient  national  airs  are  occasionally  sung.  The  moun- 
tain herds  often  sing  a  very  wild  kind  of  air,  some- 
what similar  to  the  celebrated  <^  Rans  des  vaches;" 
the  words  of  which  are  sometimes  in  the  form  of  ques* 
tion  and  response. 

VIII.  State  of  JReligious  Establishment,  T^ties,  4-e. 

The  parish  of  Cloncha,  which  belongs  to  the  diocese 
of  Perry,  forms  no  part  of  an  union,  nor  is  it  com- 
posed of  more  parislies  than  one. 

Cbapds.         In  it  there  are  two  Roman  Catholic  chapels;  one 

situated  atLagg;  the  other  at  Larachril.    The  latter, 

however,  was  built  principally  for  the  accommodation 

Meeting     of  the  parish  of  Culdaff.    At  Goory  there  is  a  presby- 
House.  •  •       1 

terian  meeting-house. 
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The  parish  church  of  Cloncha  is  only  one  mile  from  Parish 
that  of  Culdaff.  The  unaccountable  intermixture  of  *" 
these  two  parishes,  operates  as  a  serious  impediment 
to  the  Protestants  of  the  established  religion  in  their 
attendance  oh  public  worship;  for  a  great  number 
of  the  congregation^  of  each  are  obliged  to  pass  by  the 
church  of  the  adjoining  parish,  on  their  way  to  their 
own.  The  church  of  Cloncha  is  placed  close  to  one 
extremity  of  a  very  long  parish,  and  eleven  miles  from 
the  other.  Its  contiguity  to  the  church  of  CuldaiT, 
Koders  it  almost  superfluous  to  that  part  of*  its  own 
parish ;  and  its  distance  from  the  other  end  of  the 
parish  of  Cloncha,  makes  it  inaccessible  to  a  great  ma- 
jority  of  the  parishioners.   ' 

Thfe  glebe  contains  361  acres;    one  half  of  which  Glebe, 
consists  of  deep  black  bog ;   the  remainder  of  arable 
meadow,   and  very  rocky,  but  rich  pasture.     There 
are  two  gorts,  one  at  Cloncha  and  the  other  at  Dun- 
ross.    There  is  not  any  glebe-house  properly  so  called.  Glebe- 
Above  ninety  years  ago,  the  Rev.  William  Elwood,  "°**^ 
one  of  the  former  incumbents,  built  some  office-houses 
as  a  temporary  convenience  for  himself.    These  were 
afterwards  inhabited  by  him  and  the  succeeding  incum- 
bents, and  no  glebo-house  has  ever  been  built  there 
rince. 

The  tythes  are  similar  to  those  of  the  parish  of  TytlMf% 
Coldaff,  with  the  exception  of  the  townland  of  Coo- 
loort,  which  being  abbey  land,  is  exempt  from  tythes ; 
but  pays  a  modus  of  one  pound  per  annum.     Six  town- 
Imds  form  a  part  of  the  see  lands  of  Derry :  the  re« 
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malnder  of  the  parish  belongs  to  the  Marqais  of  Do- 
negall. 

IX.  Modes  of  Agriculture^  Crops,  8^c. 

Hode  of  The  state  of  agriculture  is  like  that  of  Culda^  ar 
^^"'^  far  as  relates  to  the  peasantry.  Mr.  Harvey  of  Malin 
Planting.    Hall  has,  within  the  last  three  years,  planted  sereral 

thousand  trees  on  his  demesne.     He  also  makes  use  of 

bullocks  for  field  labour. 

The  present  incumbent  is  the  only  inhabitant  of  the 
parish  who  drills  potatoes.*  He  has  lately  reclaimed  a 
^^Mn«  few  acres  of  peat  moss,  and  planted  it  with  fiorin. grass, 
which  supplies  abundance  of  green  winter  food  of  a 
moM;  nutritious  quality  for  cattle.  Its  fint  cost  ia  tm«- 
doubtedly  great,  for  exclusive  of  u  enriched  aoil,  i| 
requires  the  fbrfeitnre  of  a  crop  of  graih  the  y«tr  in 
which  it  is  sown ;  it  affords  no  aftergrass,  and  deoMUida 
much  labour  to  keep  it  clear  of  weeds,  and  oth^  graaioi: 
but  in  a  situation  where  turnips  would  be  stolen,  it  n 
inettimable.  Peat  moss,  especially  if  well  cultivated, 
and  regularly  watered,  is  the  soil  most  congenial  to  this 
grass ;  and  even  irrigation  alone  will,  in  three  years, 
produce  it  in  large  quantities  upon  bo^  apparently  of 
die  most  unprofitable  description,  according  to  an  eK* 
periment  made  in  the  glebe  of  the  parbh  of  Clondia. 
In  cases,  therefore,  when  it  is  di^cult  to  spare  labour 
and  manure,  and  easy  to  command  water,  nothing  will 
be  necessary  but  inclosures,  drains   and  irrigation^ 

•  Ifr.  HarMf  of  MiU»  Hall,  and  Mr.  John  Vtmrntf  of  Goory,  to- 
ttod  to  drill  their  poCatoto* 
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aided  by  time.  It  is  nimecessary,  hawever,  in  the 
present  instance,  to  add  any  remarks  on  the  subject  c^ 
this  grass,  as  it  is  gradually  becoming  more  generally 
known,  by  means  of  the  Rer.  Dr.  Richardson.  To 
his  acute  mind  and  persevering  researches,  the  public 
are  inddl)ted  for  this  roost  beneficial  discovery.  Some  Xntu 
Scotch  fir  and  alder  trees  have  been  lately  planted 
in  one  of  the  most  barren  and  exposed  sppts  in  the 
bog,  belonging  to  the  glebe,  and  the  majority  of  them 
are  likely  to  succeed. 

The  present  incumbent  has  produced  an  useful  species  Sheep* 
of  sheep^  by  crossing  the  native  breed  with  the  Leicester: 
these  latter  have  been  lately  introduced  to  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Derry  by  the  Bishop.  Fine  wooled  sheep 
would  not  be  useful  in  a  country  so  remote  as  th^ 
barony  of  Ennishowen;  for  the  fleeces  of  Merino's  or 
South-powns  would  not  bring  a  higher  price  than 
those  of  the  mountain  sheep. 

The  rates  of  rents  are  similar  to  those  of  CuldaC- Rente. 
At  Malin  there  is  a  weekly  market   A  fiur  is  held  there  Fain  end 
on  Easter  Tuesday;    the  2Sd  of  June;    the   lat  of^***^ 
August ;  and  the  1st  of  November. 

XI.  Natural  Curiosities^  Remarkable  Occurrences^  4-c.  ' 


The  parish  of  Cloncha  does  not  contain  any  natural 
curiosities,  nor  has  it  been  famed  for  remarkable  occur* 
renccs  or  eminent  men.

XIL  Suggestions  for  Impraoemenif  and  Means  Jar  me* 
liorating  the  Condition  of  the  People. 

The  suggestions  for  improvement  in  the  parish  of 
Culdaff  apply  to  that  of  Cloncha.  Both  those  parishes, 
however,  require  a  new  boundary  line,  as  their  present 
confusion  is  productive  of  great  inconvenience.  Tlie 
sdte  of  the  parish  church  of  Cloncha,  which  is  decay* 
ing  fast,  ought  to  be  changed  to  Mahn,  and  some  gld)e 
procured  in  its  vicbity. 

In  order  to  prevent  shipwrecks,  a  light-house  ought 
to  be  built  on  Dunaff  Head,  at  the  entrance  of  Lough- 
Swilly,  which  would  save  many  lives,  and  product 
a  great  benefit  to  the  morals  of  the  inhabitanu  of  the 
coast*

In  consequence  of  the  laige  amount  of  the  above  fines,  the  present 
incumbent  has  abandoned  his  intention  of  building  a  new  church  and 
gkbe-hoiiie  in  the  pariah  of  Cloncba. 


While  this  account  was  passing  through  the  press,  the  following  Beport 
from  the  Skukt  CoMMrrrEE  on  Illicit  Distillation  in  Ireland,  wms  printed 
bj  Order  of  the  House  of  Commons ; 

The  Select  Committee,  appointed  to  enquire  into  the  causes  and  ex- 
tent of  IHidt  DistillMSon  of  Spirits  in  Ireland,  and  into  the  best  means 
for  the  prevention  thereof,  and  into  the  operation  and  effects  of  the  pre- 
sent Laws  and  Regulations  miacted  for  the  suppression  (hereof;  and  who 
were  empowered  to  report  their  observations  and  opinion  thereupon,  from 
time  to  time  to  the  Houses  have  considered  the  matters  to  them  referred, 
and  have  come  to  the  following  Resolution  : 

RxsoLwa.  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  ft  is  ineipe- 
dient  to  mdce  any  alteration  in  the  principle  of  the  Law  now  in  force  in 
Ireland,  imposing  fines  fin*  nUcit  distillation  on  the  vicinage  where  the 
(ofifenoe  is  ccmunitted ;  but,  with  a  view  of  preventing,  as  far  as  possible^ 
any  hardships  falling  on  individuals,  such  as  may  have  arisen  under  Che 
present  operation  of  the  Laws,  that  it  is  desirable  to  adopt  certain  mo- 
difications to  obviate  those  difficulties  in  the  mode  of  carrying  the  priy- 
dple  of  tiie  Laws  above-mentioned  into  effect,  and  generally  to  iflbrd 
relief  in  cases  where  the  vicinage  manifests  a  disposition  to  supnort  those 
Laws.

I.  The  Name  of  the  Parish^  SiHtatiotiy  Extent,  S^c. 

Kamt.  1  HE  parish  of  Devnisb,  so  denominated  from  ao 
island  of  the  same  name  in  Lough  Erne^  formerly  ddled 
the  Ox's  island,  from  the  Irish  words  *<  Dav/'  an  oX| 
and  "  Inish/'  an  island,  now  known  by  the  name  of 

SituatSoo.  Devnish,  is  situated  in  the  barony  of  Magheraboy, 
county  of  Fermanagh,  and  diocese  of  Clogher,  ly- 
ing north-west  of  Enniskillen ;  from  which,  the  parish 

Extent  church  at  Monea  is  five  miles  distant.  Its  length  from 
east  to  west  is  ten  miles  at  the  least;  its  breadth  from 

Boundaries  north  to  south,  three  miles :  it  is  bounded  on  the  north- 
west by  the  parish  of  InnisM*Saint,  on  the  coast  by  Lough 
Erne,  which  separates  it  from  the  parishes  of  Trorjr 
and  Derry vollan ;  on  the  south  by  the  parishes  of  Bos- 
sory  and  Bohoe;  and  on  the  west  by  the  county  of 

Contenta.  Leitrim.  It  contains  ninety-five  townlands,  with  Other 
6ub*Klividous.  The  farm  of  Aughamuldoney,  belonging 
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to  thb  parish,  is  situated  nearly  a  mile  within  that  of 

Innis  M^Saint,  by  which  it  is  surrounded  on  all  sides. 

It  is  by  no  means  easy  to  give  a  satisfactory  account 

of  this  district,    which   contains   about  9,240  acres ;  Contents. 

six  thousand  of  these  may  be  considered  as  arable  and 

meadow  land,  and  the  remainder  pasture  ground  and 

mountain. 

There  is  but  one  great  river  in  it,  the  Scillies,  which  Rimt. 
crosses  the  parish :    it  rises  in   the  mountains   near 
Church  hill,  and  proceeds  principally  in  a  southern  di- 
rection  for   10  miles,    when  it  discharges  itself  into 
Lough  Erne,  one  mile  south  of  Enniskillen.     Several  Lakci. 
inconsiderable  lakes  are  scattered  through  the  parish. 

The  surface  is  very  uneven,    but  fertile.      In  the^<>^*n* 

.  Surfiioe. 

centre^  there  is  a  chain  of  mountains  extending  for  four  Moumainsi 
miles,  interspersed  with  a  great  variety  of  arable  and 
meadow  land.  These  mountains  are  of  a  great  breadth, 
particularly  where  the  parish  joins  Innis  M^Saint ;  they 
serve  as  a  divisional  line  for  the  curates  in  the  discharge 
of  their  parochial  duties.  The  principal  part  of  the 
mountains  affords  pasture  only  during  the  dry  seasons, 
as  the  soil  is  very  soft,  inclining  to  bog  and  moor : 
there  are,  however,  some  rich  luxuriant  patches  of 
soil  in  some  parts.  Bog  is  scarce  in  that  part  of  the  Bog. 
parish  n^r  Enniskillen;  but  there  is  a  sufficiency 
to  be  had  in  the  other  parts  of  the  parish  for  the 
inhabitants. 

II.  MineSf  Minerals^  Sfc. 

No  mines  or  valuable  minerals  have  been  yet  disco- 
vered.   A  quarry  of  excellent  free-stone  is  open  near  Fne^oM. 
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Monca;  also  several  Ihne-stone  quarries  in  other  parts 
MarL        of  the  parish.     Marl  pits  have  been  found,  and  great 
quantities  of  earth  burnt  for  manure. 

Fisb.  The  river  Scillies  abounds  with  pike,   bream,  and 

perch :  salmon  is  occasionally  taken  in  it.  In  a  lake^ 
called  Lough  Melvin,  near  the  western  mearing,  is 
found  the  Gillaroo  trouts,  with  «tomachs  like  fowls'  giz- 
zards. 

IIL  Modem  Buildings^  S^c. 

Bridges.  Three  bridges  of  three  arches  each  are  built  over  the 
Scillies,    and  one  over  an  arm  of  Lough^  Erne,  that 

Yillagct.  separates  this  parish  from  Ossory.  The  villages  are 
Monea,  Derrygonnelly,  and  Garrison,  all  poor  and 
inconsiderable:  part  of  Derrygonelly  is*  in  Innis 
M^Saint,  and  part  in  Devnish :  Garrison  is  similarly 

Gentle-      situated.   There  are  but  few  gentlemens'  seats  worth 
noticing;    the  following    are    the  most   remarkable: 
Mr.   Nixon's   of  the   Graan,  two  miles  distant  from 
Enniskillen,  is  a  neat  handsome  dwelling  house :  three 
miles  further  on  is  Craig  Hall,  formerly  the  residence 
of  Mr.  Weir,    and   now  occupied  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Faussett ;  it  is  a  large  old  fashioned  house,  beautifully 
situated  near  the  banks  of  the  Scillies,  in  a  thickly  in- 
habited country.     The  Marquis  of  Ely  haa  made  great 
improvements  in  one  of  the  islands  of  Lough  Eme^ 
formerly  called  Gully's  Island,  situate  five  miles  north 
of  Enniskillen,  to  the  north  of  the  Ballyshannon  road. 
A  neat  lodge  has  been  built  on  it,  and  a  bridge  thrown 
over  that  part  of  the  lake  which  separates  the  island 
from  the  main  land.    The  prospect  of  wood  and  water 
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here  is  probably  equal  to  any  view  in  the  coanty. 
There  is  besides  these,  a  neat  house  in  the  cottage  stile, 
at  Silver  Hill,  within  half  a  mile  of  Enuiskillen,  now  in 
the  possession  of  Mr,  Faussett. 

The  great  road  from  Enniskillen  to  Ballyshannon  Roitds. 
passes  through  this  parish ;  besides  which,  there  af  e 
many  narrow  roads,  as  those  that  lead  to  Derrygonelly, 
Monea,  Garrison,  and  Belcor.  The  parish  indeed  is 
osefully  intersected  with  roads,  but,  on  account  of  the 
unevenness  of  the  country,  they  are  difficult  for  carriages. 
In  some  parts,  a  want  of  materials  has  been  a  great 
obstruction  to  their  effectual  repairing, 

IV.  Ancient  Buildings^  S^c. 

Tiier^  are  few  parishes  without  some  relics  of  the 
dark  ages  of  monasticity ;  yet  it  may  be  observed,  that 
the  researcl^es  of  the  antiquarian  are  often  either  lost, 
or  end  in  conjecture:  however,  on  the  island  from 
which  this  parish  is  named,  such  buildings,  records, 
and  hieroglyphics  still  remain,  as  enable  the  writer  to 
transmit  the  followhig  authentic  description,  as  given  by 
a  gentleman  by  whom  it  has  been  frequently  visited. 

The  lower  church,  dedicated  to  St.  Molush,  is  76  MonaiUQ 
fcet  long,  and  21  wide,  with  a  large  aisle  northward.  ^"*^' 
Near  to  this  is  St.  Molush's  house,  a  Gothic  building, 
M  feet  long,  and  18  wide,  entirely  roofed  and  finished 
with  cut  stone.    There  is  also  a  beautiful  round  tower,  Rmrnd 
in  a  high  state  of  preservation,  82  feet  in  height,  and  '^®''®^' 
49  in  circumference :  it  is  of  cut  stone,  and  finished  at 
top  in  a  conical  form :  it  was  built  about  the  middle  of 

Y 
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the  sixth  century*  Near  the  summit  of  the  hill,  is  the 
abbey,  dedicated  to  St.  Marj ;  it  is  94  feet  long,  and 
24  feet  wide,  with  a  large  aisle  northward.  Near  the 
centre  of  the  abbey  is  a  belfry  arch,  built  of  black 
marble,  supported  by  four  Gothic  pillars,  with  a  grand 
winding  stair-case  of  8S  steps.  A  few  paces  to  the 
Holy  welL  north  of  SU  Molush's  house,  is  his  bed,  which  is  a 
stone  trough  sunk  level  with  the  sur&ce  of  the  ground, 
six  feet  in  length,  and  fifteen  inches  wide,  with  a  rough 
bottom  composed  of  three  stones,  in  which  people  lie 
down  and  repeat  some  prayers,  in  hope  of  relief  from 
any  pains  with  which  they  may  be  afflicted*  About  100 
paces  north  of  St.  Mary's  abbey  is  St.  Nicholas's  well,  to 
which  many  resort  for  relief,  repeat  some  prayers,  and 
leave  9<rag  suspended  on  a  bush  near  it:  it  is  to  be 
wished,  that  the  light  of  truth  should  entirely  remoTe 
all  such  superstitious  practices.  Inside  St.  Mary's 
abbey  is  the  following  inscription :  ^^Mathseus  O'Duha- 
gan  hoc  opus  fecit  Bartholomew  O'Flanagan  Priori  dc 
I)anyni8,  A.  D.  1449 :"  this  is  written  in  old  Saxon 
characters.  The  ruins  of  an  old  church  are  to  be  seen 
at  Monea,  and  of  another  at  TuUycalter.  Several 
Danish  forts  are  scattered  through  the  parish,  but  none 
of  any  eminence.  There  have  been  found  in  the  bogs, 
what  are  called  by  the  natives,  querns,  being  hand* 
mills,  by  which  corn  was  ground  into  meal  for  br^ ; 
the  stones  of  them  are  about  two  feet  diameter.

V.  Present  4-  Former  State  of  Popidt^tOH^  Food^  Fuel,  4^* 

There  are  1,058  ^imilies,  or  inhabited  houses  in  this 
parish ;,  and  allowing  six  persons  to  each,  the  amount 
of  souls  would  be  6,348*     The  women  exceed  the  men 
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in  number,  in  the  proportion  nearly  of  10  to  9.    The  Enpiof- 
Dumufacture  of  flax  occupies  the  women ;  some  of  the  jonen  °**°** 
weave ;  but  they  are  mostly  employed  in  labour :  the 
respectable  &rmer8  are  graziers  also*      Many  of  the 
inhabitants  are  in  very  indifierent  circumstances :  the  Food, 
pooler  classes  live  on  potatoes,  or  bread  made  of  oat- 
meal :   they  are  very  healthy  and  clean,    and  dress  Dim. 
decently ;  yet  there  are  many  objects  of  great  distress 
to  be  met  with :  <^the  poor  are  to  be  found  in  the  land/' 
Seventy  is  not  considered  an  advanced  age  here ;  some  Longevity. 
have  reached  an  hundred:   the  writer  is  acquainted 
with  many  persons  in  this  parish,  who  enjoy  good  health 
at  the  age  of  eighty.     One  old  woman  is  upwards  of 
an  hundred;  much,   however,  cannot  be  said  of  her 
strength :  it  is  labour  and  sorrow  with  her ;  yet  her 
nnderstanding  and  memory  are  but  little  impaired* 

VL  The  Genius  Sf  Disposition  (jf  the  Poorer  Classes^  4^c. 

The  people  are  active  in  their  dispositions,  and  very  Genint  and 
independent  in  principle ;  peaceable  and  industrious :  ^^'^*^*"*^° 
in  some  particulars  superstitious,  but  in  many  instances 
the  light  of  the  gospel  has  shone,  and  daily  increases 
its  influence  with  a  happy  and  salutary  lustre*     English  Language. 
is  the  language  generally  spoken,  except  in  the  moun- 
tainous parts  of  the  parish ;  even  Roman  Catholics,  in 
many  parts  of  it,  neither  speak  nor  understand  the  Irish 
language* 

No  patrons  are  held  here;  nor  is  any  day  permitted 
to  pass  without  labour,  except  Sunday,  Easter  Mon- 
day, and  St  Steph^'s  day.  The  cruel  amusement  of 
cock-fighting  was  formerly  resorted  to  on  Eaiter  Mon- 
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dfty ;  bntf  owing  to  a  strong  sense  of  religion,  strength  • 
ened  by  the  spirit  and  necessity  of.  industry,  the  cus- 
tom is  almost  abolished :  these  ,  remarks,  however, 
extend  only  to  this  parish  ^nd  its  immediate  neighbour- 
bood* 

Many  lands  in  the  parish  begin  with  the  words 
TuUy,  Derry,  and  Drum  or  Drom.  An  explanation 
of  their  meaning  will  be  found  in  the  list  of  the  town- 
lands  in  the  appendix*

VII.    The  Education  and  Employment  of  Children^  S^c 

Every  parent  that  is  able,  sends  his  child  to  school, 
and  inures  him  to  habits  of  industry ;  but  the  poor, 
who  cannot  feed  their  children,  or  pay  for  their  educa- 
tion, are  prevented  from  placing  them  in  a  situation 
that  can  be  of  any  service  to  their  habits  or  morals. 
There  are  several  public  schools,  each  of  which  consists 
of  from  thirty  to  fifty  scholars,  taught  by  one  master : 
they  pay  from  two  and  two-pence,  to  three  and  four- 
pence  quarterly  :  the  rector  pays  two  pounds  yearly  to 
a  licensed  school-master.  Spelling,  reading,  and  arith- 
metic are  taught  in  every  school^  Latin  apd  Greek 
in  one.  There  have  been  three  schools  lately  en- 
dowed here,  by  the  Hibernian  School  Society.  The 
writer  of  this  account  has  also  been  able  to  establish 
a  Sunday-school,  which  affords  a  reasonable  prospect  of 
success. 


VIII.  State  of  Religious  Establishment^  T^es,  4-c. 

AdTowson.      Devnish  is  not  united  to  ai^y  other  parijsh ;  it  is  under 
the  patronage  of  the  Bishop  of   Clogher,   and  the 
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I'ect^  is  the  Rev.  Archdeacon  Caulfidd*  There  are  Churcbes. 
two  places  of  worship  for  members  of  the  established 
church;  one  at  Monea,  foiir  miles  north-west  of  Ennis- 
killen ;  the  other,  a  chapel  of  ease,  at  the  west  end  of 
the  parish,  near  the  village  of  Garrison ;  this  is  in 
rains.  There  are  two  Roman  Catholic  chapels,  and  ChapeU 
one  Methodbt  preaching  house. 

There  is  no  glebe-house ;  but  three  large  glebe  farms,  oube. 
containing  in  all  obont  400  acres,  part  of  which  is  situate 
near  the  church.  The  predial  tythes  are  the  tenth  of  Tythea. 
com  and  hay,  and  six-pence  for  flax:  the  small  dues  are,  Small  du«u 
eleven-pence  family  money ;  nine-pence  for  a  milch  cow; 
four-pence  halfpenny  for  a  stripper ;  six-pence  for  a  foal ; 
a  penny  for  each  sheep  and  lamb ;  one  and  six-pence  for 
churching;  six  and  eight-pence  for  marriage,  by  li- 
cence ;  three  and  four-pence  when  the  banns  are  pub- 
lished. When  the  great  tythes  are  taken,  the  small 
dues  are  included;  and  in  every  instance,  family  money 
and  marriage  money  are  the  only  charges :  sometimes 
a  stripper  cow  is  paid  for.  The  seven  townlands  follow- 
ing are  exempt  from  the  payment  of  tythes ;  viz.  Sil- 
ver Hill,  Graan,  Tully,  Magheragannon,  Faugher, 
Magherry,  Dunbar  and  Fintona. 

IX.  Modes  of  Agriculture^  Crops^  4rc. 

The  lowest  value  of  land  (except  mountain)  is  at^  Roads, 
present  one  pound  four  shillings  per  acre;  the  middle 
two  pounds  or  guineas ;  and  the  highest  three  guineas. 
The  writer  of  this  pays  three  guineas  an  acre  for  thirty- 
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nine  acres,  although  the  land  is  not  remarkably  good, 
and  is  situated  nearly  five  miles  boax  Ennidcillen. 

Mode  of         Ploughing  is  made  use  of  in  dry  lands;  but  those 

1^  parts  whose  soil  is  wet  and .  marshy,  are  dug  with  a 

spade.  Potatoes  also  are  planted  and  raised  with  the 
spade.     A  good  part  of  the  parish  is  under  grazing. 

Stock.  The  stock  consists  of  cows,  bullocks,  and  horses,  ac- 
cording to  the  wealth  of  the  individual*    There  are  no 

Fain.  markets  in  the  parish ;  but  there  are  fairs  in  Monea^ 
Garrison,  and  Derrygonelly. 

X.  Trade^  Manufactures^  Commerce^  S^. 

Weaving  linen,  and  agriculture  are  the  chief  employ- 
ments.

Xlh  Suggestions  for  Improvement^  and  means  for  me* 
lioraling  the  Condition  of  the  People. 

To  offer  any  suggestions  on  this  subject,  would  per- 
haps, be  stating  what  every  man  must  perceive  to  be 
useful  for  improving'  the  state  of  the  country.  To  re« 
move  ignorance,  education  is  necessary ;  to  administer 
relief,  a  more  liberal  appropriation  to  the  wants  of 
those  about  us :  both  must  go  together.  It  is  not  alone 
sufficient  to  hold  inducements  by  gratuitous  instruction  ; 
but  also  to  give  a  supply  of  books,  and  in  some  in- 
stances clothing.  Our  country  may  abound  with  many 
blessed  proofs  of  the  beneficence  of  its  inhabitants,  but 
the  parish  that  has  no  resident  gentlemen  to  consider 
and  promote  its  advantages,  can  scarcely  expect  meliora- 
tion. The  children  of  the  poor,  who  have  not  clothes 
to  go  to  school,  remain  at  home  uninstructed  and  un* 
employed ;  and  when  they  come  to  such  an  age  as  to 
be  able  to  assist  their  parents,  they  are  generally 
sent  to  Ubour.

I.  The  Name  of  ike  Parish^  Sihtafionj  Extent^  SfC. 

iHE  ancient  name  of  this  parish  is  Foghard,  the  Name, 
modern  Faughart.  It  is  situated  in  the  barony  of  Siturtiwi. 
Lower  Dundalk,  in  the  north-east  of  the  county  of 
Louth,  and  Diocese  of  Armagh*  It  is  bounded  on  the 
cast  by  Dundalk ;  west  by  Fork  hill ;  north  by  Jones- 
borough;  and  south  by  Roche;  containing  about 
1)W  acres,  divided  into  the  townlands  of  Balriggan, 
Konkeeah^  Carrick  Edmottd,  Lurgankeel,  and  Dun- 


It*  extent  from  east  to  west  is  nearly  two  miles.  EitMt. 
About  four-fifths  of  the  parish  produce  good  com, 
^beati  bariey,. and  oats;  and  the  remamder  is  in  pas- 
^  and  potatoes.  There  are  no  riyers  running  through  Elftn. 
^  parish ;  but  it  is  bounded  on  the  south  by  Dun^ 
fP^J  river,  which  separates  it  firom  Roche.    Neither  Mauniun. 
^  there  any  bogs  or  mountaint  in  it;    though  it 
i  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Fork  bill  mounUins, 
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which  are  for  the  most  part  pasturable,  yet  high  ao 
beautifully  grand. 

II.  MineSf  Minerals^  ^c. 

The  mineralogy  of  this  parigh,  in  consequence  of  tb 
want  of  mountain,  presents  us  with  very  little  interest 

limcttone.  ing  matter.  Limestone  is  the  chief* substratum;  iti 
found  in  great  abundance,   and  of  a  good  qvMtj 

Marl  equally  useful  for  building  and  manure.  There  is  ak 
rich  marl  in  various  parts  of  the  parish.

which  promises  to  be  of  the  utmost  utility  to  tbeneigb* 

itoadt.  bourhood.  The  high  road  from  Dundalk.  to  Forkj 
bill,  Market  hill,  and  Armagh,  runs  thi*ough  thil 
parish. 

IV.  Ancient  Buildings^  4r^. 

There  are  m  aacieiit  boOdii^  either  monastic 
eascellated  here;  nor  at  present  is  there  either 
church,  or  glebe-bouse.    One  tmaH  Darikh  ftirt, 
' '  Fort  hill,  id  the  property  of  tbe  Earl  of  B^deni 
hiU  was  probably  the  scene  df  tke  celebmted  battle 
which  (he  Scotch  were  flmJly  defeated,  and  Aar  te^ 
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Edward  Brace  killed,  in  the  15th  year  of  the  reign  of 
Edward  IL  by  the  English  of  the  pale^  under  the  com-* 
mand  of  Sir  John  Benningbam,  who  was  created  Earl 
of  Louth,  fer  this  vendee.  Here  ako  Lord  Moun^y,- 
Essex's  saooeasor  in  the  government  of  IreHmd,  gave 
the  first  check  to  the  progress  of  Tyrone.*  Anodier  Ancient 
fort  18  the  property  of  Lord  Clermont,  from  whom,  a  ^^ 
grant  of  half  an  acre  of  land  has  just  been  purchased 
wiiereon  to  build  a  church ;  an  undertaking  much  to  be 
desired,  and  which  is  to  be  commenced  immediately. 

V.  Present  if  Former  State  qfP^puUttion^  Food^Fuel^SfC 

There  are  in  the  parish  of  Faughart  twelve  Pro*  PbpolatkMu 
testant  families,  containing  5^  persons  ;  two  Dissenting 
families,  containing  1 1  persops ;  and  two  hundred  and 
thir^-seven  Roman  Catholic  families,  making  a  total 
^  1,361  persons. 

The  general  food  of  the  inhabitants  is  potatoes,  Food, 
meal,  and  milk;  some  of  the  wealthier  farmers  occasi- 
onally eat  animal  fix)d.  Their  chief  employment  is 
agriculture^  by  which  they  support  themselves  very 
decently ;  they  appear  well  clothed,  and  look  healthy. 
There  are  but  few  paufiers.  No  remarkable  instances 
of  longevity  are  recorded,  though  the  climate  is  dry 
and  h^thy. 

VL  Genius  and  Dispositim  of  the  Poorer  Classes^  %€.

4iocQpfttioo.  The  men  ate  aobcr  and  iadiiitrion} 
and  the  females  aednlotifely  employed  in  Bpumkig. 
They  have  no  pardoahr  cmtonu,  or  patfon  days. 
Ltf^gm^ew  Most  of  them  can  speak  English  tolerably  weU;  but 
their  commoo  langm^  tvith  each  other  is  Irish. 

VII.  Bducutim  Md  Emploj^ment  tf  Ckadren^  4v. 

The  children  have  no  particular  employment;  they 
ait  Ididrably  wdl  educated^  and  aid  their  parents  on 
their  little  fiirmsi  as  soon  as  they  arrive  at  an  age  c^hi- 
ble  bf  labour.

RatM  of  sued,  nor  is  there  any  endowment  to  either*  The 
^^  parents  pay  a  smaQ  salary  of  two  shillings  and  six- 
pence quarterly ;  and  the  rector  gives  the  masters  an 
annual  stipend,'  and  provides  the  children  with  writing 
paper,  prayer-bools,  and  testaments.  Theit  is  no 
public  library,  or  any  collection  df  manuscripts  in  this 
parish. 

VIII.  SiaU  qf  Religious  Establishment^  Tj^es,  ^ 

Mfowtaai  In  the  parish  of  Faiighart  there  is  a  Protestant  rec* 
4or,  and  a  Roman  Catholic  priaaft.  ^The  patvon  is  bis 
Grace  the  Lord  Primate. 
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At  pftient  there  is  no  cfaucch«  neith^  glebe  land  nov 
hovae ;  but  ground  baa  been  lately  purchased  whereon  to 
Uuld  »  ehuroh ;  and  the  rector  is  preparbig  to  bnild.a 
home 4NQ  his  own  farm  in  the  parish.*  Thtr^is  a  good  cii«{wL 
Boman  Calholic  chapeL  The  iythe  of  wheals  barlqF,  Tyth«i. 
oats,  hay,  and  flax,  are  viewed*  and  aet  at  a  yaluation 
agreed  on,  for  which,  tjrthe  notes  are  passed  by  the 
fanners  (at  setting  in  September)  to  tl^  rector,  pay- 
able on  the  first  day  of  November  ensuing;  but  seldom 
paid  until  the  bUowing  harvest 

IX.  Modet  of  Agricidturty  CrepSf  4^. 

Few  fiurmers  hold  more  than  fifty  acres  of  land ;  om  of 
the  rest  diminish  until  they  come  to  15,  10,  or  five^*™"' 
acres.      The  price   of  land,   particularly  late  takes,  Renu. 
is  fi^m  four  guineas  to  five  pounds ;  but  what  has  been 
held  under  old  leases  rates  variously,  firora  one  guinea 
to  three. 

The  mode  of  tillage  is  hot  good.    Hie  ploughs  are  Mode  of 
heavy,  and  the  horses  weak ;  yet  from  the  goodness  of  ^"^^' 
the  soil,  aided  by  lime  and  marl,  in  addition  to  the 
manure  each  former  makes  at  his  offices,  their  crops  are 
productive^  particularly  that  of  potatoes^  which  enables

The  chief  proprietors  of  the  soil  are^  the  Eari 
of  Roden,  the  Viscount  Clermont,  and  Mr.  HamiltoDy 
cf  the  county  of  Dublin.  There  are  no  market  or  fiurs» 
Dundalk  is  the  nearest  market  town. 


X  Trade^  MamsfiiCturesj  Canmeree^  ^e. 

There  is  no  trade  here,  nor  any  manufactures,  except 
that  of  a  few  pieces  of  linen  cloth,  which  the  females  of 
each  fiimily  endeavour  to  make  in  the  winter  evenings, 
both  to  answer  their  own  immediate  wants  and  to  selL 
Being  an  inland  parish,  without  river  or  canal,  it  affi>rds 
no  scope  for  any  remarks  on  the  other  subjects  of  this 
section.

L  The  name  of  the  Parish^  Siiuationf  ExtetU,  ^c. 

The  union  6!  Glenavy^  written  in  some  ancient  re-  Name, 
cords,  Ljnavy  and  Lanaway,  is  composed  of  three  pa- 
rishes, Glenavy,  Camlin  and  Tullyrusk.    The  name  DomtM. 
may  be  derived  from  <<  Glanna-obhin,''  signifying  the 
pleasant  glen;  or  from  ** Glan-amhan,"  denoting  the 
glen  of  the  river;  for,  the  position  of  the  townland  of 
Glenary,  along  the  margin  of  a  bimdsome  glen,  through 
which  a  large  river  runs  for  a  considerable  distance,  will 
give  countenance  to  either  of  these  etymologies.   It  was  Sttu^tknu 
anciently  situated  in  the  territory  of  Killultagh,  in  the 
South,  or  Upper  Claneboy,  and  county  of  Down ;  and 
now  belongs  to  the  manor  of  Killultaght  half  barony  of 
Upper  MasMaeene^  and  ^oounty  of  Antrim.    On  die  Boundariei 
north  and  east,  it  is  bounded  by  Ae  river  of  Crumlin 
and  the  parish  of  Belfast  j  on  the  west,  by  Lough  Neagh; 
ami  on  the  south,  by  the  paridies  oS  Aghagallan,  Batlin- 
derry  and  Derryaghy.    In  figure  it  somcM^tat  resembles 
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Contmn.  a  cresoenty  being  about  four  English  milet  and  a  bilf 
broad,  and  nearly  twelye  miles  long  at  its  extreme  points;* 
containing  17,889  A.  IR.  20  P.  English  measure. 

VMtknk  There  are  four  con^blewicks;  Upper  Glenavj, 
Lower  CHaiavy,  Camlin  and  Tullyrnsk.  That  part  of 
the  union  called  Olenavy,  comprehends  eighteen  tows- 
lands,  namely,  BallypitraaTe^  Ballyoacoy,  TuU^new- 
bane^  Ballymonymore,  Ballyminimore,  Tuliynewbank, 
Glenavy,  Ballymoate,  Crew,  Camkilly,  Ballymacricket, 
Aghadolgan,  Edenturchcr,  BaUyvorally,  BaUyrsDen, 
Feumore^  Great  Deer-park,  and  Little  Deer-park; 
containing  7841  A.  IR.  85P*  English  measure,  indud* 
ing  the  soil  of  Louglibeg. 

Camlin  contains  5451  A.  IR.  35P.  and  has  derea 
townlands,  as  follow;  Ballydonaghey,  Gobb,  (now 
called  Gobrana,)  Ballycamlen,  Lanygarve^  Ballyces^, 
Ballyvollan,  Aghnederagh,  Ballytromery,  Ballygort- 
garve,  Ballymacreevan,  and  Ballyshanoghey,  alias  Bal- 
lyshanagbill.  TuUyrusk  comprehends  4596 A.  lR.30P. 
and  has  four  townlands ;  Budor,  Dunkilltrod,TuUyrousk, 
and  Knockem.f 

Of  these  names  only  eight  appear  to  have  been 
in  existence  in  the  year  1621,  namely,  Ballymoo^nore^

BaUjaghdaigan,  and  Ballyvereely,  in  GlenaVy ;  and  Divbiopi. 
Baifygartgannagfa,  Ballycromriflfe,  Ballyveolane,  Bally- 
toua^ie,  and  Ballyshanaghill,  in  Camlin.*  Others 
which  were  in  existence  at  that  time  have  since  been 
disused  and  forgotten,  or  changed  for  new  names,  such 
as  Ballycrommoigye,  BaUymaderaige,  Balljnekeanagfa^ 
Ballymacbiyan,  Ballydonigan,  Ballykillagh-henry,  Bal« 
Ijagkkemany  and  Ballyn^aruffe,  whose  situation  at 
this  distance  of  tim^  it  is  impossible  to  determine. 

Hence  may  be  formed  some  conjecture,  as  to  the 
cultivation  and  improvement  of  the  different  parts  of  the 
W^n,  at  the  period  of  the  year  1621.  If  we  attend  to 
the  reasons  which  usually  operate  in  giving  names  to 
different  tracts,  we  shall  find  that  they  originate  in  the 
progress  of  agriculture  and  civilizadon;  and  that  those 
places  only  would  receive  names,  which  were  inhabited 
by  man,  and  cultivated  by  his  industry.  For  after  set- 
tlements were  once  formed,  and  a  separation  of  proper- 
ty had  taken  place,  the  occupants  would  find  it  neces- 
sary to  denominate  th^ir  respective  shares  by  particular 
names,  fof  the  conveniency  of  distinguishing  them  fVom 
each  other.  This  was  the  actual  progress  of  things  in 
the  first  settlements  of  America,  and  other  uncultivated 
places.  No  reason  could  operate  in  giving  names  to 
the  several  tracts  of  land  covered  by  an  immense  wood. 
Boate  in  his  Natural  History  of  Ireland,  informs  us 
that  <*  there  were  great  forests  in  his  time,  in  the  coun- 
ty of  Antrim,  especially  in  Killultagh.'*  Connecting 
this  fact  witli  what  has  been  said,  it  would  appear  that

caimatsi        The  elimate  is  tttoist,  with  frequent  returns  of  rain. 

This  may  be  attributed  in  a  great  degree^  to  the  situ* 

ation  of  the  country  between  the  two  watei^  of  liougb 

Neagh  and  Belfast  Lough ;  to  the  vapours  of  frfiich  it 

"   is  therefore  constantly  exposed. 

Son  iDd  The  surfece  of  the  union  forms  a  declivity,  which 
^'^^  descends  from  the  base  of  the  Black  mountain  to  the 
shores  of  Lough  Neagh.  The  sur&ce  of  Tullymsk 
commencing  at  the  Black  mountain,  is  mountamousi 
bare,  and  unimproved ;  that  of  Olenavy  and  CamKn, 
stretching  along  the  banks  of  Lough  Nea^,  is  more 
even,  rich,  and  well  cultivated.  The  general  nature  of 
the  soil  is  clay.  The  two  Deer-parks,  Feumore,  some 
parts  of  Pitmave,  and  the  Crew,  contain  marl.  Along 
the  borders  of  Lough  Neagh,  for  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
distant  from  the  shore,  and  in  several  spots  bordering 
on  the  rivers  of  Olenavy  and  Camlin,  the  soil  is  sandjr* 
Let  100  parts  represent  the  whole :— ^5  parts  n^ill  be 
clay;  25  sand  and  10  marl ;  therefore  that  which  pre- 
dominates is  clay. 
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The  union  is  washed,  for  the  space  of  five  mil^Si  by  Lough 
Lough  Neagh.  This  vast  body  of  fresh  water  is  about  *^ 
twenty  English  miles  in  length,  and  nearly  fifteen  miles 
in  breadth ;  covering  a  space  of  97,77S  English  acres  of 
land.  Irish  historians  inform  us  that  it  burst  out  in  the 
reign  of  Lugaidh  Rhiabderg,  and  was  called  Lion- 
Mhuine.  This  name  would  appearto  have  the  same  im* 
port  with  the  present,  and  both  to  have  originated  in  a 
supposed  healing  quality  possessed  by  the  lake;  for 
Lion,  signifies  a  lough,  and  Mhuine  and  Neasg,  a  sore 
or  ulcer.  The  names  of  Lough  Sydney  and  Lough 
Chichester,  in  honor  of  the  Lords  Deputies  Sir  Henry 
Sydney,  and  Sir  Arthur  Chichester,  were  successively 
given  to  it ;  but  they  have  been  unable  to  supplant  the 
more  ancient,  though  less  refined  appellation. 

Two  remarkable  properties  have  been  ascribed  to 
LfOugh  Neagh ;  a  power  of  healing  diseases,  already 
mentioned;  and  a  power  of  petrifying  wood  and  other 
substances.  As  to  the  first ; — an  analysis  of  this  water 
discovers  nothing  to  warrant  such  a  property ;  and  no 
difference  has  been  found  to  exist  between  it  and  the 
waters  of  other  lakes  in  the  kingdom.  The  influx  pro- 
bably of  some  mineral  waters  from  the  neighbouring 
land,  may  have  imparted  a  medicinal  quality  to  parti- 
cular parts,  and  hence  a  general  quality  ascribed  to  the 
whole.  With  regard  to  the  property  of  converting 
wood,  and  other  substances,  into  stone ;  this  seems  not  to 
rest  on  better  grounds.  The  absence  of  any  peculiarity 
in  the  water  is  irreconcileable  with  its  existence;  and  the 
orcumstance  of  similar  petrifiu^tions  being  fofind  in  the 
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^f*>^       land,  and  at  considerable  distances  from  the  hike, 
ders  the  supposition  altogether  untenable.* 

Lough  Neagh  abounds  in  fresh  water  fish  of  diflferent 
kinds,  as,  sabnon^  trout,  eel,  roach,  bream,  pike,  polian 
or  fresh  water  herring,  caUed  in  England  shad,  and  a 
fish  perhaps  peculiar  to  this  lake,  called  the  firesh  water 
whiting.  There  are  two  species  of  trout,  distinguished 
by  their  size;  the  dolochan,  being  in  length  from  four- 
teen to  eighteen  inches,'  said  tabe  peculiar  to  Lough 
Neagh ;  and  the  buddagh,  a  large  trout,  weighing  in 
many  instances,  thirty  pounds.  But  the  most  six^gular 
fish  to  be  met  with  in  this  lake,  is  that  caught  in  Sandy 
bay,  on  the  shores  of  Glenavy,  known  by  the  name  pf 
the  Oillaroo  trout,  which  possesses  the  curious  {>r(qperty 
of  having  a  stomach  like  the  gizzard  of  a  fowl.  It  is 
called  by  the  fishers  the  shell-trout,  from  its  subsisting 
on  shell-fish  of  a  very  minute  size.  The  writer  has  ex- 
amined the  stomach,  and  found  in  it  every  appearance

In  ^e  year  179€t,  a  canoe,  composed 
of  an  entire  block  of  oak,  about  25  feet  long,  li^  4  wide,  was  discovered  im- 
mediately under  the  surface,  on  the  shore  of  Lough  Neagh,  at  Cnimlin 
Water-foot.  Tins  vessel  was  of  a  rude  construction,  die  bottsm  notbeing 
formed  into  akeel,  and  mustfaave  ezisied  from  a  remote  period.  It  wm 
decayed  in  many  placesy  but  no  where  exhibited  thaamflleit^pearaiicaef 
petrifectioQ.

of  a  gizzard.  The  fleshy  when  boiled^  is  of  a  pale  yel-  ^^oi^^ 
low  colour.  Mr.  Barrington  has  giyeti  an  account  of 
tl^B  strange  fish  in  the  philosophical  Transactions  of 
17749  page  116 ;  for  which  he  and  the  Royal  Society, 
have  fallen  under  the  severe  lash  of  the  author  of  the 
Pursuits  of  Literature,  by  whom  the  account  is  impro- 
perly ridiculed  and  discredited. 

In  Lough  Neagh,  at  the  distance  of  one  mile,  two  R«a*f 
(iirlongs,  and  two  perches  English,  from  the  shore,  is  a  ' 
small  island,  called  Ram's  Island,  containing  about 
seven  acres  of  ground.*  It  is  the  property  of  Mr. 
James  Whittle,  formerly  of  this  parish,  now  a  merchant 
in  Liverpool,  who  has  greatly  beautified  the  surface,  by 
planting  trees  and  shrubs,  of  various  kinds,  so  as  to  ren- 
der it  a  handsome  and  picturesque  object  to  the  sur- 
rounding country.  There  is  an  orchard,  garden,  and 
garden-house  in  it,  in  which  a  man  and  his  family  con- 
stantly reside.  A  prescriptive  title  to  this  little  spot 
was  acquired  by  an  old  fisherman,  belonging  to  the 
union,  by  name  David  Mc.  Arevy ;  by  whom  it  was 
disposed  of,  about  ten  years  ago^  to  Conway  Mc  Niece,  . 
Esq.  for  the  sum  of  one  hundred  guineas ;  who  again 
eichanged  it  with  Mr.  Whittle,  the  present  proprietor, 
for  a  small  farm  adjoining  his  own.f

lough  Lough  Neagh  has  been  froz^i  three  times  in  the  me- 

N«^  mory  of  roan ;  once  in  the  memorable  fitwt  of  1789; 
again  in  January,  1784>,  when  the  ice  wasofsudi 
strength,  that  many  persons  passed  over  on  it  to  Ram's 
Island ;  and  again  in  the  January  of  the  present  year, 
(1814)  when  such  was  the  intensity  of  the  frost,  that 
Lieut.  Colonel  Heyland*  undertook,  and  accomplished 
the  hazardous  expedition  of  riding  his  horse  from 
Crumlin  Water-foot  to  R4im's  Island ;  and  the  singalar 
novelty  was  exhibited  of  a  drag  chase  on  the  ice,  round 
the  island,  with  Mr.  Sta£Pord  Whittle's  pack  of  harrien. 

In  May  1604,  Sir  Arthur  Chichester  received  a 
grant  of  the  fisheries  of  Lough  Neagh,  and  was  appoint- 
ed admiral  and  commander-in-chief  thereof,  with  full 
power  and  authority  to  dispose  of  all  shippings  boats 
and  vessels  thereon ;  which  grants  were  confirmed  by 
letters  patent,  dated  the  19th  of  James  L  These  grants 
were  afterwards  surrendered  by  fklward  Viscount  Oii- 
Chester,  to  Charles  I.  to  comply  with  the  King's  oc- 
^casions,  in  consideration  of  a  pension  of  j£40.  per 
annum,  and  liberty  for  himself  to  fish.  Many  arrears 
being  due  on  this  pension  in  the  reign  of  Charles  II. 
the  fisheries  of  Lough  Neagh,  with  the  soil  fliereof,  and 
islands  therein,  were  again  granted  in  the  18th  of  that 
king,  to  the  famUy  of  Chichester,  by  a  patent  purport- 
ing to  bear  date  the  8d.  of  July. 

Near  Lough  Neagh,  and  separated  fronf  it  by  anar? 
row  neck  of  land,  known  by  the  name  of  the  Deer*

called  Loughbegy  or  the  Little  lake.  This  body  of  wa* 
tcr  covers  6^5  acres  of  land ;  and  is  stored  with  pike, 
bream,  trout,  perch,  roach,  eels,  and  a  variety  of  wild 
fowL  An  ingenious  attempt  to  drain  it  was  made  about 
the  year  1740,  by  Arthur  Dobbs,  Esq.*  then  agent  to 
Lord  Conway,  For  this  purpose  he  erected  a  wind- 
mill at  the  place  where  the  isthmus  between  the  lakes 
ia  narrowest;  which  acting  upon  buckets,  threw  the 
water  into  the  other  lake.  In  this  way  the  lake  was 
emptied ;  but  the  ^i^ter  returning  again,  either  through 
springs,  or  as  some  alledge,  by  a,  subterraneous  com- 
munication with  Lough  Neagb,  the  scheme,  after  va« 
rious  experiments,  was  abandoned. 

In  a  sequestered  spot  in  this  lake,  called  Sally  Island,  StJUy 
tradition  relates  that  the  pious  and  learned  Jeremiah 
Taylor,  who  was  chaplain  to  Charles  I.  and  Bishop  of 
Down  and  Connor,  in  the  year  1661,  frequently  com<^ 
posed  his  admired  works ;  probably,  among  others,  his 
celebrated  ^<  Ductor  Dubitantium,"  the  preface  of  which 
is  dated  from  his  study  in  Portrnore,  in  Killultagh,  on.  , 
the  banks  of  Lough-beg. 

There  are  two  rivers  of  considerable  magnitude,  be-  River&« 
longing  to  the  union ;  namely,  Crumlin  River,  which, 
rising  at  the  Black  Mountain,  discharges  itself  into 
I/Migh  Neagh ;  and  Glenavy  River,  rising  in  the  moun* 
of  B^ymuckilward,  and  discharging  itself  also

P>M»<*ti«»s  This  country  being  either  under  cultivatioii  or  pas- 
ture, does  not  contain  much  timber.  The  only  planta- 
tion of  grown  wood  of  any  magnitude^  is  one  at  Cheny- 
valley,  in  the  townland  of  Ballymacreeyan,  covering  a 
few  acres  of  land,  and  belonging  to  the  Countess  of 
Longford.  A  clause  has  been  introduced  by  the  Mar- 
quis of  Hertford  into  his  leases,  binding  his  tenantry  to 
the  planting  of  a  proportionable  quantity  of  timber; 
which  in  process  of  time^  it  is  expected,  wiU  have  the 
^fect  of  rendering  wood  more  abundant 

« 
Woods.  It  has  already  appeared,  that  there  were  great  forests 

h6re  in  the  time  of  James  I,  and  for  many  years  after. 

Considerable  vestiges  of  them  remained  so  late  as  fifty 

years  ago ;  and  fourteen  hundred  acres,  covered  with 

forest  trees,  on  the  banks  of  Lough  Neagh,  were  held 

as  a  park  by  the  Lords  Conway.    This  park  was  stored 

with  deer,  pheasants,  ja3rs,  turkeys,  hares,  rabbits,  and 

«  variety  of  game.    A  neat  lodge  was  built  in  it  by 

Lord  Conway,  for  the  purpose  of  enjoying  the  pleasures 

€>f  the  field  with  greater  convenience.    About  thirty 

years  ago,  a  considerable  portion  of  it  was  leased  to 

tenants,  by  whom  it  has  been  altogether  cleared  of 

wood,  and  is  now  well  cultivated.   The  remaining  part, 

forming  a  peninsula  with  Lough  Neagh,  was  enclosed 

-by  a  wall  constructed  at  the  entrance;  and  continued 

for  some  time  a  receptacle  for  deer,  under  the  name  of 

the  Hogg,  or  Little  Deer*  park.    This  park  was  also 

given  up  to  cultivatioiit  about  twelve  years  ago,  and 
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lened  to  tenants; . since  which  time,  it  has  been  mtirely 
divested  of  timber,  and  reduced  under  the  dominion  of 
the  ploogh.  Here  grew  an  oak  tree  called,  from  its 
extraordinary  size  and  ^mensions,  the  Royal  Oak. 
This  noble  tree  was  forty*two  feet  in  circumference; 
die  principal  arm  was  sold  for  an  axis  of  a  mill ;  an4 
die  odier  brandies  built  a  vessd  of  fifty  tons,  called  the 
Royal  Oak.  The  baric  sold  for  forty  guineas :  the 
tnmk  was  sold  at  Is.  6d.  per  foot:  and  the  whde  tree 
produoed  jei21.  lOs.  The  ground  in  which  it  grew, 
was  a  very  stiff  day.  This  great  tree  being  decayed  at 
die  roots,  sunk  under  the  pressure  of  time,  about  forty 
years  ago,  on  a  calm  day.*  Near  to  its  statdy  brother 
grew  another  oak  tree,  of  an  unusual  size^  called  the 
Broad  Oak,  from  the  great  expansion  of  its  branches. 
The  trunk  of  this  tree  was  about  sixteen  feet  high,  and 
twdfe  feet  in  circumference.  The  branches  extended 
to  die  distance  of  four  English  perches,  or  twenty-two 
yards  diameter.  It  was  entirdy  hollow^  occasioned  by 
die  trunk  haying  been  chipped  with  a  turf  spade,  whence 
it  absorbed  moisture  and  rotted.  When  it  fell,  it  was 
dierefore  of  little  value. 

There  is  no  waste  ground  in  the  union ;  and  only  an  Bog. 
hundred  acres  of  turf-bog,  at  the  Brown-Moss,  in  the 
parish  of  Tullymsk.    There  was  formerly  a  quantity  of 
moss  in  the  Deer-park,  which  has  been  reclaimed,  and 
converted  into  meadow.

III.  Modem  Buildings^  4^. 

There  are  two  towns  in  the  union ;  Olenavy,  and  Toimt. 
Cromlin.  Glenavy  is  a  small  town^  situated  about  the  Glmtfy. 
centre  of  the  union.  It  is  of  an  angular  form,  and  stands 
on  two  hills;  between  which  an  extensive  river  runv 
dividing  the  town  into  two  parts;  one  of  which  bel(mgs  to 
the  parish  of  Glenavy,  the  other  to  the  parish  of  Camlin. 
There  are  sixty^^ht  houses  in  it,  containing  809  inha- 
bitents:  of  whom  153  are  males,  156  females;  ]62  pro- 
teitants,  37  protestant  dissmters,  and  1 10  Roman  ca« 
tholics ;  the  average  number  of  souls  to  each  house  being 
nearly  five  and  a  hal£  It  is  a  pott  town,  and  is  distant 
teventy-four  miles  from  Dublin,  seven  from  Lisbum,  and 
twelve  from  Belfast :  Miss  Jane  Quigley,  is  the  Deputy 
post^mistress.  This  town,  since  the  death  of  Dogherty 
Gorman  Esq.  who  lived  and  expended  a  large  income 
in  it,  has  been  on  the  decline.  The  erection,  however, 
of  a  cotton  manufactory  in  it,  by  Pr.  Forsj^tbe  and 
others,  may  tend,  in  some  degree,  to  its.  revival 
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in  die  Imftiar  Gbitttry.

About  fifty  years  ago  it  oonsiited  of  only  two  houses) 
one  of  which  was  a  ptriilio  kouMf^  and  the  other  a  smith's 
forge.    The  contiguity  of  Mr*  Md.  Aula/i  flour  aoiUs, 
and  the  Rer.  Mr.  Alexander's  academy,  hair^  ptobaUy 
contributed  to  its  prosperity^    A  post,  which  arrives  six 
days  in  the  week|  was  eitablisfaed  here  about  ftfat  years 
ago.

There  are  several  gentleman 'b  seats  in  the  union.  Gentla. 
Thistleborough,  the  residence  of  Stafford  Whittle^  Esq.  "^'•^•^ 
is  a  handsome^  modem  building,  61  feet  in  length,  by 
41  in  width.  It  is  situated  in  die  townland  of  Bally- 
8hanoghey,  on  the  left  of  the  road  leading  from  Moira 
to  Crumlin,,  being  about  the  distance  of  half  a  mile 
from  the  latter.  The  farm,  consisting  of  about  300 
acres,  in  high  condition,  is  laid  out  with  taste,  and' 
planted  with  trees  and  shrubs  of  various  descriptions. 
The  house  commands  a  pleasing  view  c^  Lough  Neagli, 
and  Rams  Island. 

Cherryvalley,  the  seat  of  John  Armstrong,  Esq.  is 
sitaated  in  the  townland  of  Ba^Iymacreevan,  on  the  left    . 
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Ooxtle.      of  the  road  leading  from  Lough  Neagb  to  Crimilio; 

"^*  from  the  latter  of  which  it  is  distant  about  a  quarter  of 
a  mile,  .  It  is  a  good  houses  having  been  ahered  and 
improved  by  the  proprietor.  The  grounds  are  diqxned 
with  judgment,  and  ornamented  with  young  planting. 

A.large  house,  not  yet  finished,  called  Lalrefiddi  hai 
been  erected  in  thetownland  of  Ballyshanoghey,  by  Mr. 
Hyndman,'  a  West  Indian  merchant.  '  Its  dimensioDi 
are  80  feet  long,  by  70  wide^  with  two  wings  in  the 
rear.  The  situation  is  on  an  eminence  fronting  the 
lake^  and  on  the  right  of  the  road  leading  from  Glea- 
avy  to  Cnimlin ;  being  distant  from  the  latter  a  quarter 
of  a  jnile.  There  is'a  demesne  of  112  acres^  whidi  ii 
planted  and  in  good  condition. 

Goremount,  the  seat  of  William  Gore,  )Esq.  is  situ* 
ated  in  the  townland  of  Ballymacrlcketi  about  a  qiuur- 
ter  of  a  mile  from  Glenavy,  on  the  left  of  the  roid 
leading  from  thence  to  Molra. 

Mr.  Whittle^s  cottage  of  Glenconway,  distant  about 
a  mile  from  Glenavy,  stands  on  an  elevated  atnatioDf 
commanding  an  extensive  view  oif  Lough  Nei^,  and 
the  surrounding  country.  The  grounds  exhibit  a  plea- 
sing su&ce,  and  are  variegated  with  planting. 

William  Gregg,  Esq.  and  Mr.  John  Fulton,  In 
Knockaim;  Messrs.  Whttla,  in  Gobrana;  Mr.  Walter 
Oakman,  in  Ballyminimore;  Mr.  John  Murray,  in  Bsl- 
lypitmave ;  Mr.  Ferguson,  at  Cidercourt ;  Messrs.  Otk« 
roan,  Mc.  Niece,  and  Sloan,  in  Pigeontown ;  and  lfr« 
David  Mc.  Clure,  in  Budor,  have  also  good  houses. 
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An  inn  is  kept  at  Olenavy^  by  Mr.  John  Fens ;  and  inns, 
a  new  and  commodious  house,  in  a  central  situation, 
Ins  lately  been  opened  for  that  purpose  in  Cmmlin,  by 
Mr.  Arthur  MagilL    There  are,  in  addition  to  these, 
thirteen  public  houses  in  the  union. 

The  total  number  of  inhabited  houses  is  1082;  of 
houses  buildings  9 ;  and  of  houses  uninhabited,  42.  They 
are  mostly  built  of  stone  and  lime,  mud  cabins  not  being 
Gommcm :  in  general  they  are  not  more  than  one  story ; 
often  roughcast  and  whitewashed ;  usually  thatched,  and 
sometimes  slated;  the  windows,  in  many  instances, 
sashed,  and  with  the  doors  painted,  and  one  or  two 
rooms  floored. 

The  roads  may  be  distinguished  as  made  or  repaired  RomIs. 
by  the  county,  or  by  the  court  Leet  of  the  manor ;  the 
former  being  the  public,  the  latter  the  bye^roads.  The 
materials  of  Which  they  are  composed,  are  field  stones^ 
broken  with  a  sledge ;  over  which  a  covering  of  gravel 
is  scmietimes  spread.  Tley  are  in  general  in  good  or- 
der; where  they  are  not  so,  it  may  be  attributed  to  the 
scarcity  of  materials,  which  every  where  exists  in  this 
country.  Attention  to  the  comforts  of  the  traveller  are 
in  many  instances  apparent  Unger-posts  haVe  been 
erected  at  Crumlin ;  there  are  milestones  on  the  An- 
trim, Dublin,  and  Lisbum  roads;  and  in  many  places  the 
deqi  and  dangerous  drains  along  the  old  roads,  have 
been  filled  up.  These  improvements  give  a  civilized 
af^iearance  to  the  country,  and  evince  that  the  gcfntle- 
men  of  it  are  not  unmindful  of  their  duties.  l%e  pub- 
lie  roads  diverging  from  the  town  of  Glenavy,  are,  on

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jumds.  Uie  noctbi  the  road  k^ing  to  Anirim  hy  Crtm-tuII) 
the  road  to  Crumliiii  and  ihtt  to  IsB^oid  Lodge;  on 
the  east,  die  road  to  Belfasti  and  that  to  Lisbnm  by 
Stoneyford ;  oq  the  saptb>  the  road  to  Lisbum  by  tbe 
Crew-hill^  and  the  road  to  M oira  and  DubUn ;  and  on 
the  west,  the  road  to  Lough  Neagh. 

Tbe  great  road  leading  from  Lurgan  to  Antrim,  and 
passing  through  Glenavy,  being  under  the  directiou  of 
%  turnpike  Board,  was  suffered  to  go  out  of  repair,  so 
$g  in  some  places  to  be  ahno^  in^taasable  finr  betvy 
carriages.  The  funds  of  the  board  were  altogether  in- 
^dequ^te  to  i^eep  it  in  ord^,  and  were  rapidly  dimi- 
nishing, travellers  being  obliged  to  take  any  other  wsyt 
though  longer,  in  preference  to  the  turnpike  road.  The 
N  interest  on  the  debentures,  to  which  that  board  was 
aulject,  was  unpaid  for  many  jrears.  This  circumstancei 
together  with  a  desire  to  have  this  usefiil  line  of  road 
effi^etuaUy  repaired  by  county  presentm^its,  which 
ooukt  not  be  done  while  tolls  were  paid,  soggeated  the 
id<9e  of  o&ring  «  coi<iposition  to  the  holders  of  the  de- 
benture^  by  tray  of  purehese,  as  tUs  was  the  only  ob- 
sti^e  to  tbe  removal  of  the  gates.  Tbe  sum  of  lOL  per 
cent,  was  accordingly  offered  to  the  prt^etors,  and 
accepted  by  them.  By  the  UberaU^,  and  suocessfbl 
exertion  of  some  of  the  neighbouring  noblemeU  and 
ganttemen,  a  subscription  was  opened,  which  prodaoed 
Ae  sum  required.  The  Maiqoisof  Hortfofd  subscribed 
lOCri.  end  Earl  O'NeUl  50l;  the  remainder  was  paid 
by  the  nri^bouring  gentleenep;  and  this  useful  otyect 
was  accomplished  about  ^  fWi^  ago.  The  tompike 
gates  were  immediately  removedi  and  lai^  presentmeots 
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obtained  from  the  Grand  Jury,  at  each  succeeding  as- 
sizes. The  road  is  now  repaired^  to  the  manifest  advan« 
ti^  and  accommodation  of  the  public. 

The  bridges,  ad  the  roadis,  may  be  distmguished  into  Brt^; 
Aoeemade  by  the  county^  and  those  by  the  mano^ 
The  principal  are  those  over  the  rivers  of  Glenavy, 
and  €!rumlin«  On  Glenary  riyer  are  four,  namilyi 
Kfiockan-n,  Ballydonagfay,  (GHenavy,  and  Giencoliway. 
On  Crumlin  rrrer  are  six,  vi2.  Thompson's,  Dundrod, 
Gmndin  upper,  Grumiin.town,  Cidercourt,  and  Water- 
fi)oC»  These  are  in  good  order,  ^d  are  repaired  at  Che  . 
cxpence  of  the  county. 

The  country  presents  an  i^eeat^le  surfkc^  of  hill  and  Soenerj. 

dale^  watered  with  frequent  rivulets,  and  vari^ted  by 

fke  hand  of  industry.    The  scenery  akng  the  banks  of 

Lough  Ne^,  is  patfticnlarly  pleasing ;  exhibiting  richh 

ikid  highly  cultivated  ground^  resembling   gardens, 

frn^ged  widi  luxurhmt  hedge-rows,  and  covered  With 

neat  ftrm  hoose^  and  comfortable  cottages,  often  em* 

boBcmed  in  ordiards;  elegant  mansions,  and  handsome 

demesnes  of  country  gentlemen,  occasionally  appearing ; 

these  objects  being  reflected  in  the  ^assy  surface  of  the 

lafc^  and  enriched  by  its  surrounding  beauties.  The  pros* 

pect  from  die  high  grounds,  is  interesting  and  extensive : 

that  from  the  Crew-hill  commands  a  vi6w  of  Lough. 

Neagh,  Loughbeg,    Ram's  Island,  ShaneVcastle  (the 

seat  of  Eari  aNeiU,)  tangford  Lodge  (the  seat  of  the 

Countess  of  Iiongford,)  part  of  the  counties  of  Derry, 

Tyroqe,  Armagh,   Monagban,   Louth,    Antrim^  and 

Siown;  aluo  the  towns  of  Moira,  Dungannon,  Cbarle- 

mont,  Stewartstown,  Lurgan,  and  Hillsborough. 
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IV.  Ancient  Buildings^  SfC* 
Ancient         xhe  old  chuTch  of  GlenavY  was  a  plaio  stone  edifice 

Chufidi* 

OkDSTj.  plaistered  with  roughcast,  without  a  spire  or  tower, 
and  stood  immediately  in  front  of  the  so^th  wall  of  the 
present  building.  It  was  fifty*eight  feet  long,  by  nine- 
t^n  feet  and  a  half  wide ;  the  entrance  being  on  the 
south,  through  a  porch,  on  the  door  of  which  was  for- 
merly Inscribed  the  date,  1664.  The  north  and  south 
'  walls  were  each  supported  by  two  buttresses.  There 
were  two  rows  of  seats  in  it,  with  a  small  gallery, 
containing  in  all  31  pews,  and  affording  convenient  ac« 
commodation  to  about  three  hundred  persons.  The  time 
when  it  was  erected,  is  unknown ;  but  an  addition  to 
the  west  end  was  made  in  the  year  1717*  Being  too 
small  for  the  congregation,  it  was  taken  down  in  the 
year  1812.  Some  old  people  relate,  on  the  authority 
of  persons  who  were  then  living,  that  when  the  army 
of  James  II.  was  expending  its  ravages,  this  churdi 
escaped  their  notice  by  its  low  situation,  being  con- 
cealed in  the  deep  forest  which  then  covered  most  of 
the  country.  Previous  to  this  time,  the  curate,  whose 
name  was  Arthur  Moore,  conformed  to  the  Roman  Ca- 
tholic religion,  and  occasioned  the  secession  of  many 
of  the  congregation,  and  his  own  expulsion  in  the  suc- 
ceeding reign. 

Cemeufy.  It  is  said  that  the  burying  ground  originally  belon^g 
to  the  church  of  Glensivy,  was  situated  at  some  distance 
from  it,  in  an  angle  formed  by  the  Glenavy  and  Pi- 
geontown  roads,  near  Mr.  John  Forsythe's  house.  This 
tradition  is  corroborated  by  the  fact|  th|it  human  scul]% 
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and  other  bones,  have  been  frequently  found  m  that 
spot. 

The  church  of  Camlin  it  a  venerable  ruin^  overgrown  CmUa.  - 
with  ivy;  and  is  situated  at  the  verge  of  the  parish,  <m 
a  precipitous  bank  overhan^g  the  river  of  Crumlin; 
being  distant  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  that  town. 
It  is  seventy-seven  feet  long,  and  twenty-three  wide. 
Although  the  present  floor  is  on  a  level  with  the  adja- 
cent ground,  the  origindi  one  appears  to  have  be^i  much 
beneath  it ;  for  there  are  arches  and  niches  running 
along  the  walls,  and  the  present  floor  rises^to  the  tq>  of 
them,  at  a  short  distance  from  the  roof.  The  windows 
are  immediately  above  these  arches :  that  on  the  east  is 
a  lonj^  nan:ow  aperture.  A  few  individuals  still  con- 
tinue to  bury  in  the  grave-yard. 

Tradition  relates  that ,  this  church  was  destroyed  in 
the  wars  of  Ireland.  By  this  must  be  understood  the 
wars  of  James  II.  when  the  churches,  and  other  public 
edifices,  wei^  often  occupied  by  his  forces.  In  thb 
manner,  the  church  of  Magheramesk,  in  a  neighbouring 
parish^  was  demolished,  in  order  to  dislodge  a  body  of 
Irish,  who  had  stationed  themselves  in  it,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  annoying  an  Englbh  garrison  in  that  quarter. 
It  could  not  have  been  destroyed  in  the  Cromwelian 
wars,  since  it  appears  by  the  registry  of  the  diocese  of 
Connor, .  that  an  ordination  was  held  in  it  on  the  1st  of 
December,  1661,  by  the  celebrated  Jeremy  Taylor, 
Bishop  of  Down  and  Connor. 

The  church  of  TuUyrusk  stood  in  the  townland,  and  TuDynisL 
on  the  verge  of  the  parish  of  that  name ;  being  distant 
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irom  Glenftvy  about  three  miles :  no  psrt  of  it  renuun^ 
except  the  foundations :  it  appears  to  have  been  about 
sixty-two  feet  long,  and  seventeen  feet  wide.  There  is 
sta  e^ctensive  and  wdl-enclosed  yard,  in  which  the  FVo* 
testant  dissenters^  and  Roman  Catholics  chiefly  bwry. 
In  it  are  the  ruins  of  a  schoothousew 

There  are  no  remarkable  monuments  belcHigiog  t(» 
any  of  these  churches.  The  chalice  <tf  the  commuiuon-^ 
tbble,  which  is  of  silver,  has  die  following  inscription  :''^ 
•*  ITiis  plate  was  given  to  the  church  of  Grtenatvy,  by  the 
^  Officers  of  the  Queen's  regiment  of  horse,  command- 
^  ed  by  the  Hon.  Major-Oeneral  Sir  John  Lanier,  in 
^  the  yeare  1690.  In  honorem  Ecctesitt  Anglicanap.''-^ 
When  Duke  Schomberg  was  stationed  at  Ltsbsm,  a 
detachment  of  his  army  was  quartered  at  GUenavy,  and 
being  well  treated  by  the  inhabitants,  this  chalice  i^ 
l^eM's'to  have  been  given  in  aclmowledgBlenU 

Round  c  in  Ram's  island  is  one  of  the  ancient  round  towers  of 
^^*  Ireland.  It  is  43  leet  high,  and  SO  feet  5  inches  tndr^ 
cumfefenoe;  the  walls  being  2  feet  8^  inches  in  thick-< 
ness*  The  door  ikces  the  south-west,  and  is  distant 
from  the  ground  a  step  of  about  six  inches.  It  is  di- 
vided into  three  stories;  the  first  ig  14  feet  4i  inches 
from  the  surface,  and  contains  the  door ;  in  the  second 
is  a  window  facing  the  soutfi-east ;  and  m  the  third  is  a 
window  facing  the  north,  about  3  feet  Mgh,  and  If  feet 
broad.  There  are  two  rests  for  joists ;  and  a  projecting 
stone  in  the  first  story,  about  5|  feet  from  tiie  surfiure. 
Certain  letters  or  characters  appear  to  be  cut  on  the 
stones  in  the  inside,  but  so  obliterated  by  time,  as  to  be 
illegible.     On  going  into  the  building  there  is  ft  hollow 
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flDondy  or  edkoj  wluch  induced  the  person  who  at  present 
lives  in  the  islandf  to  dig  five  feet  below  the  surface, 
where  he  &und  several  human  bones,  and  some  coffin 
boards.  A  skeleton  was  discovered  near  die  tower  some' 
time  ago^  and  bones  and  sculls  in  many  parts  of  the 
island*  These  circumstances  indicate,  that  a  plaee  of 
worsbq)  once  existed  here ;  and  sanction  the  opinion  of 
J>r.  Ledwicb,  that  the  round  towers  were  appreciated 
to  ecclesiastical  purposes ;  from  whence  also  it  may  bp 
infinredi  that  the  island,  at  no  very  remote  period,  was 
a  part  of  the  continent.* 

There  are  three  ancient  sepulchnd  monuments,  called  Sepuktod 
Tumuli,  in  the  union ;  and  thirty-seven  artificial  moundsi ,      ^ 


commonly  denominated  Danes-raths.  About  half-a*mile  Dtnlih 
above  Dundrod,  are  three  of  these  mounds,  in  one 
chain ;  in  the  neighbourhood  of  il^  are  five  in  another; 
and  below  it  are  five  more  in  a  third.  Oppos^  to 
diem,  on  the  KiUead  side,  and  nearly  parallel  to  the 
river  of  Oumlin,  are  fifteen  in  one  chain ;  and  about 
half  a  mile  fiurther  back  from  the  river,  are  nine  more 
in  another  chain.  These  m6unds  iiffetf  both  in  eon« 
stmction  and  dimensions ;  <some  are  plain,  low^  circular 
platforms  of  earth,  without  either  dildi  or  trench  ;f 
others  are  of  a  great  size,  surrounded  by  a  deep  trendi 
often  filled  with  water,  and  enclosed  by  a  lofty  bank;

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Vtau^  The  use  to  which  they  were  applied,  has  never  6e^ 
clearly  ascertained.  It  has  been  commonly  supposed, 
they  were  military  posts,  or  places  of  secori^and 
defence;  but  a  little  reflection  is  sufficient  to  refbfie 
such  a  supposition.  They  are  of  too  small  a  aurfiu^  to 
contain  a  formidable  number  of  men ;  many  of  them 
are  not  elevated  more  than  three  or  four  feet ;  and  otfaen 
are  situated  1)eneath  the  brow  of  a  hill,  whence  the  oc- 
cupants could  have  been  overwhelmed  with  stones,  and 
other  en  jpnes  of  destruction.  Had  they  been  intended 
as  places  of  defence,  the  top,  and  not  the  bottom  of  iull% 
would  have  been  selected  for  their  station.  The  late 
Bishop  Percy  thought  they  were  places  of  rendezvons 
and  security  for  cattle  at  night,  in  times  when  the 
country  wanted  endosures,  and  abounded  with  robben 
and  beasts  a!  prey.  Harris*  supposes  them  designed  for 
the  habitations  of  single  famflies ;  who  by  means  of  their 
rwed  situations,  lived  more  secure  from  the  sodden 
onsets  of  their  surrounding  enemies,  and  at  the  same 
time  were  i^thin  the  call  of  assistanc^t 

To  these  theories  an  ol^jectloQ  arises,  that  the  ea? 
trances  are  generally  turned  towards  the  east  Tbii 
peculiari^  would  indicate  a  religious  vipw  if|  tb^  coa- 
atruction.  It  is  certain  that  our  heathen  ancestors  were 
accustomed  to  worship  the  sun  in  eifclosefl  phices,  ss 
well  as  in  groves;  and  an  instance  may  be  adduced  in  that 
great  I>ruidical  temple,  called  the  Giant's  Bing^  in  the 
parish  of  Drumboe,  near  Bel&st  Hence  may  be  form- 
ed a  conjecture^  that  these  mounds  were  oratories,  or

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places  of  worship,  not  unlike  our  chapels  of  ease^  for 
the  daily  convenience  of  those  districtSi  which  were  at 
a  distance  from  the  great  temples. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  these  venerable  remsuns  of 
primeval  art»  are  b^pnning  to  disappear  from  the  bee 
of  the  country.  Being  found  to  contain  excellent  soil, 
they  are  now  aj^lied  by  the  fEurmers  to  the  purposes  of 
agriculture,  in  defiance  of  the  displeasure  of  the  &iriesy 
the  apprehension  of  whom  had  long  contributed  to  pre* 
Mve  them ;  and  it  is  to  be  feared  that  in  a  little  time, 
scarcely  a  vestige  of  them  will  exist.  Several  of  these 
raths  have  been  levelled  in  different  parts  of  the  union, 
but  in  none  of  them,  as  far  as  the  writer's  information 
extends,  have  apy  military  weapons,  or  other  remains 
of  antiqui^  been  found.* 

At  Pitmave  is  to  be  seeivan  anciait  cemetery,  called  tHtfvtt 
the  Giant's  Grave,  at  the  spot  whence  that  townland  de-  ^^^* 
rives  its  name.  It  is  an  enclosed  vault,  composed  of 
large  square  stones ;  being  about  35  feet  long,  4|  feet 
wide,  and  2  feet  deep.  About  forty  years  ago,  a  per- 
son of  the  name  of  Skelton,  at  that  time  land-surveyor 
to  the  Earl  of  Hertford,  had  the  curiosity  to  open  it^ 
and  found  in  it  human  bones  of  a  gigantic  size,  as  the 
people  of  the  country  report  These  bones,  when 
touched,  crumbled  into  dust.  At  the  head  of  this  ancient 
cemetery,  stands  a  venerable  thorn,  of  a  remarkable  «ize. 
Two  other  vaults  of  smaller  dimensions  are  on  each 
side.

dutorjr.  The  district  comprehended  in  the  anion}  was  former- 
ly  a  part  of  the  vast  possessions  of  the  O'Ndlls.  Before 
die  Baron's  Wars  in  EngUind,  it  was  possessed  and  in- 
habited by  Englishmen ;  and  an  old  defaced  castle^  be- 
](ongit^  to  them}  called  Sir  Miles  Tracie's  Castle,  ifss 
in  existence  ip  the  year  1598.*  Early  in  the  rdgn  of 
Queen  Elizabeth}  Cormac  Mc.  Neile,  called  the  Cap- 
tain of  fellnltagh}  possessed  this  country ;  who  bdog 
bopgKt  off  by  Sir  Nicholas  PagnalH  deserted  the  stin- 
dard  of  O'Neill^  and  submiUed  to  the  Queen.  This 
conduG;t  occasioned,  in  all  probability,  the  loss  of  hit 
territoiries ;  for  shortly  after,  we  find  O'Neill's  nephew, 
Bryan  Mc  Art,  in  possession  of  Killulta^h,  idth  |i  force 
of  .twenty  horse,  andon,e  hundred  and  wcty  foot  From 
his  impenetrable  woods,  and  strong  holds,  he  continaed 
for  several  years,  to  make  irruptions  into  the  Eoglisb 
pale,  and  to  spread  terror  and  desolation  whererer  he 
Fent.  HTs  outrages  at  length  calling  for  the  chutise- 
meht  of  the  English  government,  he  w|i^  attacked  in 
jthe  month  of  March,  1602,  by  Sir  Arthur  ChicbesteTf 
then  governor  of  Carrickfergns ;  was  defeated,  sod 
driven  out  of  his  own  territories,  into  which  he  hsd  re- 
treated with  five  hundred  men ;  and  his  followers  ^ 
duced  to  such  extremities,  that  they  ^ere  compiled  to 
seek  subsistence  by  devouring  each  oth/er.  JSetdom  bss 
the  page  of  history  recorded  more  deplorable  scenei  of 
distress,  Aan  jthose  endured  by  the  unfortunajte  sdhe- 
rents  of  Bryan.  Three  children  were  seen  feeding  od 
the  starved  body  of  their  dead  mother,  which  had  ser^ 
ved  them  for  food  for  twenty  days.f

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By  the  act  Tor  the  attamder  of  iShane  (yNeill,  palssed' History. 
in  the  year  156d,  the  territories  of'  Killultagh  escheated 
to  the  queen;  by  wh<xn  they  were  granted,  with  other 
possessions  of  the  O^eiUs,  in  th6  year  U?l,  td  Sir 
Hiomas  iSnjrth  and  Son,  on  condition  of  subdoing  all 
rebeb  therein,  and  plantbg  theoti  witli  gbod  silbjects. 
Airsoant  to  these  conditions,  a  colony  was  sent  over ; 
bnt  the  younger  Smyth  lost  his  life  in  the  atteiftpt  to 
establish  it ;  and  after  the  sum  6f  ^l 0,000  had  been  ex- 
pended, the  undertaking  was  rendered  abortive  by  the 
decided  opposition  of  the  O^K^ills.  The  conditions  not 
being  fulfilled,  the  grants  in  consequence  became  void^ 
and  reverted  td  the  crown.* 

In  the  year  1604,  Con»  O'Neill,  in  consideration 
of  a  pardon  granted  to  him  by  the  king^  at  the  suit  of 
Sir  James  Hamilton,  consented  that  these  lands,  with 
others,  should  be  conveyed  to  him  by  letters  patent.  From 
Sir  James  Hamilton  they  passed,  about  the  year  16099 
by  letters  patent,  to  ISr  Fulke  Conway,  at  that  time  an 
acdve  oMcer  in  the  English  army;  who,  by  introducing 
English  and  Welsh  settlers,  and  with  them  English  and 
Welsh  manners  and  improvements,  greatly  contributed 
towards  die  civiBzation  of  the  inhabitants,  and  the  cul- 
tivation of  the  soQ.  The  &mily  of  Sir  Fulke  Conway 
enjoyed  the  territories  of  KiUvdtagh  until  the  year  168S, 
when  Edward  the  last  Earl  Conway  dying  without  issue, 
bequeathed  them  after  the  decease  of  his  Countess 
Drsula,  to  Francis  Seymour,  son  of  Sir  £dward 
S^ymouri    speaker   of  the  Long    Parliament,!  and

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Hbtoiy.  the  r^ered  author  of  that  second  great  charter  of 
our ,  liberties,  the  Habeas  Corpus  act  This  Fran* 
cis  Seymour  was  to  have  married  the  only  daugh- 
ter of  Earl  Conway,  who  had  no  male  issue;  and  the 
marriage  settlements  were  prepared  and  a^usted.  Qa 
the  day  fiated  for  the  celebration  of  their  nuptials,  the 
lady  died  suddenly,  to  the  inexpressible  grief  of  bar 
bther,  and  intended  husband*  When  this  melancholy 
event  was  announced,  Earl  Conway  sent  for  Mr.  Sq^ 
mour  to  his  bedchamber,  and  after  dqiloring  the  at 
.  flicting  incident,  told  him,  that  since  it  was  the  will  of 
.  God  to  prevent  an  alliance,  which  he  had  much  at 
heart  to  see  accomplished,  he  must  still  cpn^ider  him  as 
his  6on-in*law,  and  heir  to  his  estates  and  fortune.  Hit 
will  .was  made  according  to  this  declaration,  and  Mr. 
Seymour  inherited  his  extensive  territories*  From  him 
the  lands  of  Killultagh  have  descended  in  r^rular  suc- 
cession, to  the  present  noble  proprietor,  the  Marqoii 
of  Hertford. 

V.  Present  4r  Farmer  Slate  qfPcpulaitarh  Food,  Riet^  Ift* 

Popuktioa  An  eniuneration  of  the  population  of  the  uniob,  wai 
made  by  the  writer  in  the  course  of  a  parochial  visita- 
tion, in  the  year  1808;  of  which  an  abstract  will  be 
found  in  the  i^pendix. 

There  is  no  docliment  to  shew  the  former  state  of 
population.  A  conjecture  only  as  to  it  can  be  fonnedt 
If  the  same  ratio  be  allowed  to  exist  between  the  bap« 
tisms  and  population  of  difierent  years^  the  populatioi 
of  the  year  171S,  will  be  thus  ascertained :— the  bap- 
tisms in  the  year  1813,  amount  to  98 ;  the  populatioi 
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in  the  same  year,  to  6107;  and  the  baptisms  in  the 
jear  171 S,  to  3d.*  Here  the  three  terms  will  produce 
a  fourth,  1433,  for  the  population  of  1713.  Should 
this  be  thought  to  bear  too  small  a  proportion  to  the  • 
present  popi^ation,  it  will  be  recollected,  that  thecoun« 
tty  at  that  time^  was  much  covered  with  wood ;  and 
that  such  has  been  the  progrqiBS  of  population,  in  mo* 
dem  times,  that  an  unusual  increase  will  be  observed 
since  the  first  census  taken  by  me  in  1808,  owin^, 
among  other  causes,  to  the  great  farms  being  subdivided, 
as  they  &U  out  of  lease,  into  smaller  portions. 

The  number  of  poor  on  the  church  books,  compre^  Fmpmu 
bending^  individuals  of  different  religious  persuasion^ 
amounts  to  thirty-itfx. 

There  is  one  resident  magistrate  in  the  union,f  Staf*  Bf^igistnt^ 
ford  Whittle,  Esq.  who  is  assisted  in  his  duties  by  four 
petty  constables,  appointed  at  the  Court  Leet;  and  by 
'the  constables  of  the  barony,  appointed  at  the  assizes. 
Thdr  authority  is  strengthened  by  a  fine  corps  of  yeo*  Ytemuay. 
manry,  called  the  Glenavy  Infantry,  consisting  of  148 
rank  and  file ;  of  which  Mr.  Whittle  is  captain,  and 
Messrs.  John  Ridgeway  and  Daniel  Allen,  are  licute^ 
nants. 

The  food  of  the  lower  classes,  consists  of  potatoes,  Food, 
meal,  milk,  and  occasionally  butter,  flesh,  aB(|  fish.  The

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Fu^  fiiel  used  by  the  inhabitants  in  genera},  is  tar(  and 
sometimes  bog-timber  and  coal.  The  best  turf  is  sold 
at  4s.  6d.  per  cage;  light  turf  from  2s.  to  Ss.  4d.  The 
Appeanuice  appearance  of  the  people  is  decent,  healthy,  and  robosL 
Diw.  Their  clothing  is  good  and  substantial,  being  partly 
of  Irish,  and  partly  of  English  manufi&cture.  The  fi> 
males,  since  the  intrc^uction  of  the  cotton  manu&ctnres, 
vie  in  neatness  and  superfluity  of  dress,  with  their 
wealthier  neighbours ;  and,  it  may  be  remarked,  that  it 
is  rare  to  meet  with  an  instance  of  a  person,  at  thefiurs 
or  other  places  of  public  resort,  wanting  shoes  and 
stockings.  Their  mode  of  livings  is  cleanly,  comfint- 
able^  and  regular.  In  point  of  wealth,  thqr  mi^ 
be  said  to  be  independent. .  The  great  moderaticm 
with  which  the  Marquis  of  Hert&rd  sets  his  lands, 
enables  them  to  cultivate  their  fiirms  with  spirit,  and  to 
advant^e ;  and  as  they  frequently  unite  mann&ctures 
with  their  agricultural  occupations,  it  is  not  unusual 
that  individuals  realize  a  competeuce  to  bequeath  to- 
their  fiunilies. 

OwcUingi.  'the  cottiers*  houses  are  in  general  built  pf  8t6Ae  and 
mortat.  They  are  roofed  with  fir,  ash,  or  b6g  tindkber; 
and  thatched  with  straw,  except  a  few  that  are  slated. 
The  size  is  from  17  to  24  feet  long,  and  from  IS  to  15 
feet  wide^  and  about  six  feet  high  in  the  side-walls.  They 
are  divided  into  two  apartments,  a  kitchen,  &bd  a  bed- 
room. The  furniture  differs  according  to  the  indtlstry 
of  the  fiunily ;  for  two  cottiers  may  have  the  same  wa- 
ges, and  the  furniture  of  one  be  superior  to  that  of  the 
other.  They  have  commonly  two  beds,  (mo^  dia£^} 
with  bed  cIoAes.  Some  have  bol  one,  wd  some  threes 
five,  or  six  stools  and  chairs ;  one  or  two  looms,  and 
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^inniog  whceU ;  one  or  two  metal  pots ;  a  small  tables 
or  two ;  one  or  two  boxes,  or  chests ;  a  jsmall  quantity  oi, 
earthen,  and  tin  ware ;  one,  or  two  wooden  bowls  or 
dishes;  ^  small  nomber  of  wooden  vessel^  sudi  ^ 
a  tub,  a  piggin,  a  can,  and  two  or  three  npggins ; 
and  a  few  knives,  and  horQ  spoons.  7%e  ^[arden 
seldom  exceeds  one  English  rood  of  ground.  The 
annual  rent  of  a  house  and  garden,  varies  from 
IL  14s.  l|d.  to  21. 16s.  10|d:  a  few  may  be  higher. 
A  great  part  of  the  cottiers  are  employed  yeady  in  la« 
hour  by  their  landlords.  A  few  are  linen  and  cotton 
weavers,  who  are  only  engaged  to  work  occasionidly  for 
Ihenu  Some  have  a  house  and  garden,  aiid  a  cow's 
grass  during  the  summer  season ;  Sqk  vdiich  th^  pqr 
from  4|  to  6i  guineas  per  annnm. 

The  diseases  chiefly  prevalcaiit,  are  those  inddental  DiiwHt. 
to  the  climate;  rheumatism,  dyspepsil^  pleurisy,  and 
weakness  in  the  limbs.  Although  the  climate  is 
variable,  it  is  yet  temperate^  and  instances  of  pro- 
tracted existence  are  not  unfreqnent  In  the  townland  Longeti^. 
of  Aghadolgan  lives  William  Lennon,  of  the  age  of 
97,  who  is  able  to  go  round  his  farm,  and  attend  his 
cattle.  In  the  year  1723,  died  Ann  Oore,  aged  85. 
A  note  in  the  parish  registry,  which  records  her  inter- 
ment, attests  that  she  bore  a  child  at  the  age  of  58.  In 
Crumlin,  lived  Sarah  Mc.  Quillen,  at  the  age  of  93.  In 
the  year  1801,  died  Arthur  Bell,  aged  90.  In  the  year 
1803,  James  Smith  of  Glenavy  died,  aged  93.  In  1810 
died  Oliver  Ingram  of  Ballyvorally,  aged  88.  At  Pi- 
geontown,  died  Mrs.  Margaret  Mc.  Niece,  in  the  year 
1811,  at  the  age  of  95.    This  venerable  matron  sav^r 
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the  fifth  generation,  in  her  daughter's  great-grand* 
children ;  and  if  the  eldest  of  them  had  not  died,  it  is 
probable  she  would  have  seen  the  sixth.  In  the  year 
1812,  died  Mrs.  Clements,  at  the  age  of  82;  and  in 
the  same  year,  Miss  Ann  Gorman,  aged  85.  In  the 
present  year  died  Sarah  Ingram,  at  the  age  of  84> ;  and 
Elizabedi  Montgomery,  aged  91. 

VL   The  Genim^  Disposition  qf  the  Poorer  Classes^  SfC. 

Gcniiuttid  The  lower  classes  are  intelligent,  honest  and  indus« 
^^^^  trioas ;  temperate  in  their  habits,  and  orderly  in  their 
conduct  They  are ,  civil  and  obUging  to  one  another, 
and  respectful  to  their  superiors,  yet  not  servile.  There 
is  a  manliness  in  their  demeanour,  which  is  the  result 
of  Uberal  treatment,  and  education;  and  their  content- 
ment with  their  lot  may  be  inferred  firom  their  loyalty 
to  the  king^  and  attachment  to  the  constitution. 

Ltflfosit.  Their  language  is  exclusively  English,  the  Irish  being 
altogether  unknown.  It  has  b^n  i^ready  noticed,  that 
an  English  colony  w^s  introdqced  by  Sir  Fulke  Con- 
way ;  to  this  it  may  be  iiscribed,  that  the  idiom  is  cor- 
rect without  provindalisn),  an4  the  dialect  unadulte- 
rated by  brogue. 

Among  a  people  thus  diversified  by  intermixture,  and 
progressive  in  improvement,  it  cannot  be  expected  that 
the  primitive  manners  of  the  country  would  continue. 
Accordingly  their  mode  of  living,  clothing  and  habita- 
tions, are  altogether  modem,  and  possess  nothing  to 
distinguish  them  from  their  neighbours.    The  few  ci»- 
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Comt  that  remain,  have  been  rendered  more  permanent,  Custoosk 
by  being  connected  with  religious  observances.  Yet  for 
this  reason,  they  are  not  merely  local,  and  are  to  be 
found  in  other  parts  of  the  island.  When  they  bring 
their  children  to  be  baptized,  a  piece  of  bread  and  cheese 
is  wrapped  up  in  the  infiint's  clothes.  If  several  chil- 
dr^  are  brought  to  the  font,  the  male  is  presented  first. 
On  die  1 7th  of  March  a  shamrock  is  worn,  in  honour  of 
St  Patrick.  Palm  twigs  are  borne  on  the  Sunday  be- 
fore Easter.  Pancakes  are  eaten  on  Shrove  Tuesday ; 
nuts  and  iq^ples  on  Hallow*eve ;  and  a  goose  on  Christ- 
mas-day. Easter-monday  is  devoted  to  festivity;  St. 
Stephen's  day  to  the  pleasures  of  die  field;  and  on 
Midsumm^s-eve  bonfires  are  lighted,  in  unconscious 
observance  of  the  superstition  of  our  heathen  ances- 
tors, who  thus  did  honour  to  their  God  Beal,  or  the 
sun. 

The  only  tradition  preserved  among  them,  that  the  Tradition, 
writer  has  been  able  to  collect,  is  the  following : 

At  Knockaim,  now  the  residence  of  Wm.  Gregg,  Esq^ 
lived  in  the  times,  perhaps  of  James  I,  a  chieftain,  who  is 
called  by  the  name  of  Dunn.  This  person  was  married 
to  one  of  the  Uptons  of  Templepatrick,  a  Protestant, 
whom  he  would  compel  to  renounce  her  faith,  and  em- 
brace that  of  the  church  of  Rome.  Being  unable  to 
accomplish  his  purpose,  either  by  persuasion  or  threats, 
he  Has  inflamed  with  indignation,  and  resolved  to  punish 
her  obstinacy  by  devoting  her  to  destruction.  He  ac- 
cordingly enclosed  her  and  her  children  in  a  part  of 
his  casUe,  and  then  set  fire  to  it.  To  enjoy  the  effects 
of  his  cruelty,  he  posted  himself  on  a  small  hill,  at  the 

t  p 
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Tradition,  distance  of  aboot  eighty  perches,  and  sitting  down  en  a 
krge  stone,  exclaimed  with  cool  barbariQr,  that  ^  iie 
took  pleasure  in  their  cries."  Whence,  says  my  T^rorter, 
this  hin  is  called  the  <<  Hill  of  Pleasure,"  to  this  day. 

Siidi  wanton  cmdty  towards  thdr  sister,  did  not  fail 
to  excite  the  resentment  of  the  Uptons ;  and  collecting 
all  their  forces,  they  determined  to  inflict  rengeanoe  on 
the  Author  of  It.     They  therefore  made  an  irroption 
into  their  brother-in-law's  territories,  and  posted  them* 
selves  on  a  small  hill,  called  ^<  Bell's  HSV'  ^thin  about 
half-a-nule  from  the  castle.    Dunn,  in  the  mean  ^ime, 
was  not  i^miss  in  preparing  for  his  defence.    Assem- 
bling liis  numerous  forces,  (for,  says  my  audiority,  be 
had  the  upper  parts  of  this  county,  and  the  county  of 
Anlia^,  tinder  him)  he  presented  so  formidable  a  firont 
to  his  enemies^  that  they  were  obliged  to  retreat  slowly 
to  Dundrod.    Dunn  pursued  them  with  rapid  speed. 
The  Uptons  seeing  him  approach,  posted  themselves  in 
an  advantageous  situation,  on  a  little  hill  above  Dun- 
drod; whence,  observing  their  enemy  exhausted  by  the 
rapidity  of  his  march,  they  attacked  him,  completely 
defeated  him,  and  compelled  him  to  consult  his  safety 
by  a  precipitate  flight  to  Dundrod.     Hence  the  route 
which  heptiirsued,  is  yet  called  **  Dunn's  Race."     Here  * 
the  tradition  ceases,  and  leaves  us  in  the  dark  as  to  the 
fate  of  this  bigotted  chief.    The  foundations  of  an  an* 
dent  buildinff,  said  to  be  the  remains  of  Dunn's  Castl^ 
me  to  be  seen  near  Mr.  Gregg's  house.

The  SdKpok 
former  are  kept  in  houses,  bailt  for  ^e  purpose  by  the 
inhabitants ;  the  Tatter  in  barns,  by  itinenmt  teachers, 
in  the  summer  seasop.  The  quarterly  salary  for  tuition  Ra^  of 
is,  8s.  9d.  spelling  and  reading;  for  writing  and  arith- 
metie,  5s.  In  schools  of  a  higher  class,  the  rate  of  tut* 
tion  is,  lOs.  for  reading,  arithmetic,  «id*£nglish  gram- 
Biar ;  7s.  6d.  reading  and  writing ;  and  5s.  alphabet  and 
9>elling.  Clements  Fitzgerald  is  the  parochial  school- 
master, appointed  pursuant  to  the  statute  of  Henry 
VIII.

Hence  it  follows,  in  reference  to  the  population  of 
the  same  year,  that  one  scholar  and  a  fraction  of  AV  goto 
school  from  every  four  families  in  the  parish  of  Glenavy ; 
one  scholar  and  a  fraction  of  tVt  from  every  three  &• 
milies  in  the  parish  of  Camlin ;  and  ope  scholar  and  a 
fraction  of  ^  from  every  two  families  in  the  parish  of 
TuUyrusk.  All  these  schools  are  conducted  on  the 
old  plan  of  education.  Two  new  school-houses  are 
now  building ;  one  in  the  townland  of  Crew,  and  the 
other  in  the  Deer-park- 
There  is  an  academy  at  Crumlin  for  boarders  and 
day-scholars,  under  the  superintendance  of  the  Rev.  N. 
Alexander,  assbted  by  ushers,  which  is  conducted  with 
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cave  &Dd  ability.  The  course  of  edacation  compruies  the 
Greek,  Latin,  English,  and  French  languages,  Mathe- 
matics, Astronomy,  Geography,  Logic,  History,  Chris- 
tian Morality  and  Evidences,  Writing,  and  Arithmetic 
A  classical  school  is  taught  in  Glenavy,  by  Mr.  Daniel 
Mc.  AUister;  in  which  the  rate  of  tuition  is  lis.  8d.per 
quarter.  The  contiguity  of  these  schools  enables  die 
wealthier  classes  to  give  their  children  a  liberal  edoca- 
tion ;  and  has  been  the  occasion  of  many  farmers  send- 
ing their  sons  to  college,  and  placing  them  in  learned 
professions. 

VIIL  Siate  of  Religious  EstaUishmeni^  TS/thes^  S^e. 

The  union  of  Glenavy  is  composed  of  three  vifcarages,  AJaww*. 
Glenavy,  Camlin,  and  ^uHyrusk,  of  which  the  Marquis 
of  Hertford  is  patron,  and  rector.  It  is  now  situated 
in  the  diocese  of  Connor,  although  before  the  Charter 
•f  James  L  which  erected  the  chapters  of  Down  and 
Connor,  it  was  a  part  of  the  diocese  of  Down,  and  in 
the  ancient  rural  deanery  of  Clandermont.  The  pre- 
else  year  in  which  the  union  took  place,  is  not  known. 
It  would  appear  by  a  regal  visitation  book,  deposited 
among  the  records  of  the  Court  of  Prerogative,  that 
there  was  an  union  so  early  as  the  year  1633.  Perhaps 
the  date  may  be  referred,  either  to  the  time  of  the  dis- 
solution of  the  abbeys,  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII, 
when  the  great  tythes  of  many  parishes  belonging  to. 
them,  virere  granted  to  bymen,  and  the  remaining  re- 
venues in  some  being  then  found  inadequate  to  the 
support  of  a  minister,  would  occasion  their  being  united 
in  one  person ;  or,  to  the  time  of  Queen  Elizabeth, 
when  an  additional  reason  for  uniting  parishes  arose, 
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>idfows«u  firom  ihe  »iiiatt  number  of  ProtesUmta  in  mum  oC  tbe9» 
in  coAsequeace  of  tlie  separatioft  of  the  Roman  Catholics 
from  the  refiimed  drarcb. 

The  rectory  of  Glenavy,  previously  to  Ae  dmolutioa 
of  the  moooBteries,  pertained  to  the  g^eat  Abbey  of  Ban- 
gor, io  the  cottDtj  of  Down ;  after  which,  it  was  grant* 
ed  to  Sir  James  Hamilton,  ip.  the  patent  which  confer- 
red on  him  the  territories  of  Killultagh.  Sir  Fulke 
Ccmway  then  became  possessed  of  it;  and  the  Rev. 
Meredith  Gwyllim  was  presented  by  him  to  the  vi- 
carage, in  the  year  1622.*  It  appears  by  a  terrier  of 
the  year  1604,  the  vicar  paid  at  that  time  for  ecclesiasti- 
cal dues,  Ss.  in  proxies;  ds.  in  refections ;  and  2s.  in 
synodak.  In  1622,  da.  were  paid  in  procurations;  SL 
in  first-fruita;-and  Sd.  in  tweDtieth-part8.f  The  vicar 
at  present  pays  for  the  union,  IL  68.  Sd.  in  procurations,, 
and  8s.  4d.  in  exhibits ;  at  the  Primate's  triennial  risi- 
tadon,  2L  12s.  6d. 

Camlin  was  anciently  a  Bbhop's  meosal,  and  cootaio- 
ed  two  townlanda  belonging  to  the  See  of  Down,  which 
were  probably  lost  by  being  leased  in  perpetuity,  before 
the  restraining  statuteb*  It  is  called  a  Grange  io  the 
registry  of  Connor;  and  the  church  designated  by  the 
name  of  the  Chi^  of  Camlin,  both  in  the  registry,  and

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tbe  regal  Tisltation  book.  This  followed  Trom  the  na« 
tare  of  a  mensal,  of  which  the  bishop  being  rector, 
the  dirties  were  discharged  by  a  curate,  and  the  place  df 
worship  in  whicli  he  officiated,  therefore  denominaled 
by  the  more  humble  appellation  of  ChapeL  The  same 
hand  which  was  so  lavish  of  the  temporalties,  may  hm^ 
conveyed  away  the  right  of  presentation.  Camlin 
paid  in  the  year  1604,  Is.  in  proxies;  Is.  in  refec- 
tions; and  2s.  in  sjmodals.  In  1 622,  the  curate  paid 
lOs.  first  fruits,  and  6d.  twentieth -parts.  Six  shillings 
ibr  procurations  upon  the  impropriation,  were  claimeil 
m  the  same  year. 

Tullyrusk  is  called  a  Grange,  in  the  registry  of  Con- 
nor ,  and  a  chapelry  in  the  terrier,  and  regal  visitation- 
book.  It  was  probably  either  a  Bishop's  mensal,  or  a 
chapelry  dependant  on  some  of  the  great  monasteries. 
In  1604,  the  curate  paid  2s.  in  synodals;  and  in  the  year 
1622,  lOs.  in  procurations. 

The  tythas  are  rectorial  an^l  vicarial.  The  Marquis  t^iImi. 
of  Hertford,  with  that  moderation  which  has  always  dis- 
tinguished his  treatment  of  his  tenantry,  accepts  a-small 
compensation  in  lieu  of  the  former.  A  lease  of  the  latter, 
for  ten 'years,  ¥Pas  given  by  the  present  incumbent  to 
trustees,  on  behalf  of  the  parishf  for  an  acreable  com- 
position. There  is  at  present  neither  glebe  or  glebe- 
Jiouse^  4>elonging  to  the  i^nion.^

priated to  the  clerk  and  sexton's  salaries,  repairs  of 
the  church,  communion  elements,  parish  charges,  and 
▼arioos  other  public  purposes.  The  cess  may  be  a?e* 
raged  at  601.  per  annum. 

Parodiid  The  poor^s  box  produced  this  year,  SOL  18s.  6d.  Ai 
^J^l^^^^*^  during  part  of  this  time  the  new  church  was  not  finiiih 
ed,  the  arerage  produce  may  be  stated  at  d6L  Thii 
fund  is  ^>plied  quarterly,  to  the  relief  of  the  poor  of  all 
persuasions :  the  sum  given  to  each  individualy  is  msd 
according  to  the  exigencies  of  die  season* 

Pkrachiai  The  records  of  the  union  are,  a  registry  of  biqptim^ 
^^^'^'^  marriages,  burials,  and  acts  of  vestry,  in  one  volmne^ 
commencing  in  the  year  1 707 ;  a  registry  in  parchmentf 
of  baptbms  and  marriages  commencing  in  the  yeir 
1813;  and  a  book,  containing  the  acts  of  vestry,  oom- 
mencing  in  the  year  1814.  The  registry  of  burials  is 
still  continued  m  the  cdd  book  erf*  1 707.  These  records 
are  kept  in  the  church,  under  lode  and  key. 

Churdi.  The  church  is  advantageously  placed  for  the  purpoies 
of  devotion,  in  a  cahn  retired  situation,  along  the  banks 
of  the  river  of  Glenavy,  at  a  short  distance  from  tbe 
town ;  the  approach  to  it  being  by  a  long  avenue^  lio^ 
on  each  side  with  a  row  of  veqerableadi  trees.  It  is  tn 
handsome  modern  buildings  60  feet  long,  by  32  wide, 
with  a  tower  and  qpire,  and  a  gallery.  The  inside  is 
neatly  finished,  the  pewa  being  unlfoon,  and  of  an  oak 
colour;  and  the  ceiling  deooratedmtb  a  cornice  ssd 
stucco  worL    There  are  four  tier  of  seats,  two  Qi|  ^ 
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fiid^  and  two  in  the  centre^  with  two  alleys.    The  total  Chi^ft^. 
namber  of  pews  amounts  to  sixty,  most  of  which  are 
doable. 

The  €id  chnrch  being  two  small  for  th^  encreasing. 
popnlaticm  of  the  country,  it  becaipe  necessary  either 
to  enlarge  it,  or  build  a  new  one.  The  former  reso* 
Intion  was  at  first  adopted;  but  the.  walls  being  fi>und 
iosufficient,  it  was  relinquished,  and  a  new  church  de^ 
teraunedoq.  For  this  purpose^  a  sum  of  1501.  was  pre* 
seated  at  the  vestry;  to  which  the  Mar^s  of  Hertforcf, 
with  his  usual  laterality,  added  a  donation  of  lOOl ;  and 
the  Countess  of  Lcmgford,  though  not  an  inhabitanty 
generously  gave  20l.  This  fund  was  still  inadequate  to 
the  object ;  and  the  work  would  have  been  ddayed,  per« 
hsps  abandoned,  had  not  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Down 
and  Connor,  the  Right  Reverend  Dr.  Nathaniel  Alexan<r 
i&i  secured  its  progress,  by  his  exertions  in  obtaining 
from  the  Board  of  First  Fruits,  a  donation  of  200L  and 
a  loan  of  250L ;  thus  adding  another  to  the  many  proofs^ 
which  the  dio<:ese  exhibits  of  his  nnremittmg  care^  in 
the  numerous  churches  and  glebe-houses,  which  he  haa 
been  thp  means  of  erecting  in  vario]is  parts  of  it.  A 
farther  sam  of  5001. 1  la*  was  raised  by  auctioning  the 
titoatbns  to  build  pew^,  and  po  complete  die  work ;  and 
after  the  foundation  stone  had  been  laid  on  d^e  18th  of 
Jone^  1812,  the  doors  w^re  qfiened  to  it^e  congr^ation 
on  ^e  24(h  of  April,  18H. 

The  churcl^wardens  for  the  present  year,  are  Messrs.    . 
John  Ferris,  and  William  Bryans;  and  the  aidemen| 
Messrs.  William  Gregory,  and  David  Patterspp, 
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Meetiiig  In  the  town  of  Crumlin  is  a  meeting-house^  for  the 
^'"^  Protestant-dissenters.  It  is  a  plain,  substantial  edifice, 
60  feet  Icmg,  by  24  wide,  with  an  aisle  and  three  galleries, 
containing  70  seats,  some  of  them  double,  sufficient  to 
aecommodate  500  persons.  The  Rev.  Nathaniel  Ales- 
ander  is  the  minister. 

ChtpeL  The  Roman  Catholic  diapel  is  a  neat,  modem  biiU- 

ing,  60  feet  long,  by  SO  wide;  and  la  titoated  in  the 
townland  of  BaUymacrieket,  wtlhin  kalf-awnile  of  die 
town  of  Olenavy.  The  Rev.  Patridc  Blaney  is  die 
Roman  Catholic  priest.  This  chapel  was  built  about 
15  yean  ago,  by  subscription ;  to  which  the  Msn|iwof 
Hertfordi  and  the  I^rotescants  of  the  umoB,  lil)eniil7 
eontrHrated. 

IX.  Jyfod^i  (f  Agricultvre^  Cropst  4^. 

Mode  of         The  mode  of  agriculture  differs  little  from  wbst  is

generally  practised  in  the  neighbouring  parishes.  Hei- 

vy  clay  land  is  prepared  for  wheat,  or  vetches,  towludi 

ijL  u  well  adapted,  by  a  winter  fallow,  and  crosif  lowed 

in  May :  when  dried  sufficiently  by  the  weathery  it  is 

levelled  with  a  break,  and  then  with  a  small  harnnr. 

Lime,  or  soil,  or  a  compost  of  both,  is  spread  over  it; 

after  which,  the  field   is  formed  by  the  plough  into 

ridges.    The  wheat  and  vetches  are  sown  in  October, 

and  covered  with  harrows ;  or  if  the  ground  be  wet,  are 

trenched  with  the  spade.     \Vhen  the  crop  b  reaped 

and  Udcen  off,  the  stubble  ground  is  ploughed  in  tbe 

following  ^ring,  for  a  crop  of  oats,  which  are  well 

covered 'with  the  small  harrow.     The  Airrows  arc  then 

cleared  up  with  a  plough  constructed  for  that  purpoiet 

which  throws  the  mould  to  each  side,  and  is  drawn  by 
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006  horse.  The  third  crop  ib  generally  clover,  or  grass  Mode  of 
,  feed,  for  feeding  cattle.  After  resting  two  or  three  ^^^** 
years^  the  ground  is  treated  in  the  manner  above  des« 
cribed,  and  the  same  succession  of  crops  taken  firom  it 
Light  ground,  as  in  Pitmave,  TuUyrusk,  and  the  up- 
per part  of  the  union,  is  seldom  employed  in  grazing 
more  than  a  few  years,  lest  it  should  become  too  light,* 
and  therefore  less  productive. 

*Tbe  ground  allotted  for  potatoes,  is,  Ibr  4he  most  part, 
stobble  of  the  third  crop  of  oats ;  which,  being  harrowed 
fiat  with  a  break  «id  small  harrows,  cross^cttt  with  the 
plough,  again  harrowed  and  formed  into  driHi^  aad  a 
qnantity  of  manure  made  by  cattle  during  the  wintea 
qnnead  on  it,  potatoes  are  dropped  into  the  ddiiiy  and 
immediately  covered  by  the  ploi^.  The  necessaty  ope« 
radon  of  ploughing  and  working  among  these  dhirng 
the  inrnm^,  to  kill  the  weeds  and  mould  the  potatoas^ 
it  considered  nearly  equal  to  a  Mow.  When  d»po(*« 
toes  are  raised  and  taken  away,  wheat  or  vetches  mre 
sowedin  November;  or  it  is  reserved  for  oats,  in  Ae 
ensoing  ^ring.  When  the  gmeund  is  light  oat  ueoAy^ 
barley  or  rye  is  commonly  sown.  Some  farmers  keep 
their  potatoe  ground  until  May  or  June  following,  for 
producing  turnips  in  the  drill  way. 

The  kinds  of  grain  chiefly  cultivated  are,  wheat,  oatsg 
barley  and  rye,  in  the  fSaHowii^g  proportions.  Let  50 
represent  the  whole  grain  in  the  union ;  of  which  it  is 
etimated,  that  35  parts  are  oats^  19  wheat,  2  barlej^ 
and  1  rye.

The  <mly  green  food  raised  for  cattle  in  widtery  b 
inmips  and  vetches;  and  even  these  in  small  quantities. 
It  is  eaqiected,  however,  that  when  the  utility  of  these 
green  crops  is  better  understood,  they  will  be  more  ex* 
tensively  cultivated* 

tiiipie^  Fi^oin  the  preceding  statement  it  will  ^)pear,  that 

ipiprovements  in  agriculture  or  imjdements  of  husban- 
dry,, hav^  diough  progressive^  not  been  hilherlo  very 
Gonsiderablev  Mr.  Whittle  of  Thistleborough  has  b- 
troduced  a  scythe  for  cutting  grain,  similar  to  the  con- 
noki  sqrthe^  but  widi  qplinters  of  wood  fastened  to  the 
handle^  and  running  in  the  same .  direction  with  the 
Uade^  to  lay  the  heads  of  the  grain  one  way.  He  b)8 
also  a  threshing  machine,  to  which  one  for  wmnowiog 
the  grain  is  attached,  by  which  the  process  of  both 
threshing  and  cleaning  is  carried  on  at  the  same  time. 
Scotch  ploughs  have  been  introduced,  and  are  used  hj 
.  many  with  good  effect,  chiefly  in  breaking  up  meadovr 
ground,  and  in  land  where  there  are  few  stones.  Mr. 
William  Whitia  of  Gobrana  lately  introduced  a  water- 
fbrrowing  plough,  with  a  rake  at  each  side,  fastened  by 
a  hinge ;  which  rakes  the  ridges,  while  it  clears  the  fur- 
rows. It  is  obtious  that  this  can  be  employed  with  most 
advantage  in  grounds  loose,  and  free  from  stones.  The 
common  Irish  plough  is  mostly  used.  The  reniainuig 
implements  are,  small  harrow^  common  cars,  two> 
wheeled  carts,  spades,  shovels,  picks,  hoes,  8cytbes» 
reaping-hooks,  two  or  three  pronged  forks,  prumug  bill% 
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liedge  sdssan,  oommoa  hand  machines  for  deaning 
grain,  tpkes^  wheei-barrows,  hand-barrows^  baskets  .for 
sowing  grain,  and  flails. 


The  manures  chiefly  used  are,  lime^  soil  raised  out  of  ifamn^ 
the  gripes,  or  from  the  backs  of  ditcdies ;  and  dung  made 
by  the  cattle  in  winter.    The  latter  is  for  the  most  part 
reserved  for  meadow. 

An  account  of  the  stock  was  taken  in  November  1 80S,  Swdu 
by  order  of  Government ;  of  which  the  following  is  an 
abstract.*  On  the  larms  in  the  union,  being  481,  were 
42  saddle  horses,  420  draft  ditto,  55  oxen,  1121  cows^ 
920  youog  cattle  and  colts,  228  sheep  and  goats,  775 
pigs,  378  cars,  491  boles  of  wheat,  4176  boles  of  oats, 
105  boles  of  barley,  6087  loads  of  hay,  8898  sacks  of 
potatoes,  14  cwt  of  flour,  408  cwt  of  oatmeat. 


In  Uie  lower  part  of  the  union,  bounded  by  the  Lur^^  i^  of 
j;an  road  on  the  east,  Glenavy  river  on  the  north,  and 
extending  to  Derryola  and  the  new  Park,  the  fistrms  are 
on  an  average  about  20  acres;  in  the  other  parts  they 
will  average  about  80  acres.  There  are  several  farms 
of  a  large  size:  Mr.  Whittle  holds  above  300  acres  in 


^  lUacooaiit,  to  cmureitiadeitrtcy,  was  taken  under  the  supethitc^ 
^anoe  of  the  late  Conway  Mc  Niece,  Esq.  d  Ffgeontown;  who^  to  aa 
lirt*— *aK»  knowledge  of  the  countryt  united  an  active  interference  in  its  con* 
ccms.  Hie  memory  of  this  gentleman  is  held  in  deserred. estimation  in 
the  Union.  He  deTotcd  the  course  of  a  long  life  to  its  interests ;  and 
j^avcd  seitber  personal  exertion,  his  time,  or  his  purse,  in  settling  the  dif- 
fereneesioon^osing  the  dissensions,  and  promoting  the  vct&rt  of  Uie  in* 
-Transeat  in  exempluftL 
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biiowahaiidt;  Willuun Gr^gy Eiq> of  Knockaini, haf 
S67  acres  ki  ^kis  fiurm ;  Mr.  John  Murray  of  BaUypit- 
mavei  197;  Mr.  John  Oakman  of  Baliydonag^yi  150; 
and  Mr.  William  Clementi  of  Ballydonagby,  126;  few 
beside  these  exceed  50 ;  others  diminish  until  they  come 
to  15  and  10.  The  proportion  of  working  horses  to 
the  size  of  fiurms^  may  be  thus  estimated :  in  the  lower 
district  of  the  union,  two  horses,  that  is,  one  ploogii, 
are  able  to  work  forty  acres;  as  also  in  the  uppa ports, 
where  the  land  does  not  produce  wheat.  But  in  hetvy 
clay  ground,  three  hotses  are  required  to  a  plough,  to 
cultivate  the  same  number  of  acres.  In  that  district 
where  I  have  stated  the  average  size  of  farois  to  be  20 
acres,  the  fields  contain  about  three  acres ;  where  the 
farms  are  larger,  the  fields  generally  contain  about  4 
acres. 


The  fences  or  enclosures  most  prevalent,  are  day 
ditches,  fiu:ed  with  stones,  and  quicked  in  front  In 
soft  marshy  ground,  and  bogs,  as  in  the  Tunnc^  Is^ 
land  and  Deerpark,  the  inhabitants  make  two  ditches 
about  a  perch  asunder,  with  the  back  of  the  one  opposite 
to  that  of  the  other.  The  back^  of  each,  and  the^ace 
between  diem,  are  planted  with  osiers,  and  the  face  with 
quidcs.  The  ditches  answer  the  double  purpose  of  good 
enclosures,  and  draining  the  grounds. 

^mgig^ff^  The  Marquis  of  Hertford  is  proprietor,  and  lord  of 
the  manor.  The  only  perpetuities  in  the  union  deriw 
from  him,  are  the  four  townlands  of  Ballymacrceran, 
Ballytromery,  Ballygortgave,  andBanyshano«:hey,con- 
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taining  1587  acres,  and  S  roods,  English  measmre, 
leased  to  Sir  Hercules  Langford,  BarU  by  Lord  Con- 
way, about  the  year  1670;  for  which  the  Countesi 
of  Longford  pays  an  annual  rent  of  thirty  pounds* 
Several  individuals  hold  farms  on  these  lands,  in  perpe- 
tuity, under  her  ladyship. 


From  the  year  1741  to  1745,  nearly  the  entire  of  the  Rentv 
anion  was  let  by  the  late  Marquis,  then  Earl  of  Hert- 
ford, for  three  lives  and  41  years,  from  three  to  five  shil- 
liogs  the  acre.  The  longevi^  of  the  inhabitants  is 
strongly  evinced  by  the  number  of  these  lives  who  yet 
survive.  When  a  lease  expires,  the  land  is  re-set  by'the 
present  Marquis  to  the  occupying  tenants,  at  a  moderate 
roit;  and  no  advantage  taken  of  the  houses,  and  other 
building^  made  by  the  tenants.  On  no  estate  perhaps 
in  the  country,  is  tenant-right  more  respected;  and 
hence  the  many  comfortable  houses,  and  several  el^;ant 
mansions,  which  have  been  erected,  and  the  high  rate 
at  which  the  tenant-right  is  sometimes  sold.  The  tenure 
given  by  the  present  Marquis,  is  one  life  and  twenty-one 
years;  and  the  rent  may  average  at  about  16s.  an  acre. 
The  measure  used  i^  the  English  statute,  except  in  the 
Countess  of  Longford's  perpetuity,  where  it  is  the  Cun- 
ningham. 

The  rate  of  labourers*  wages  is  about  fifteen-pence  a-  Wages  of 
day.    Hired  men  servants,  with  bed  and  board,  get     ^^^' 
from  ten  to  sixteen  pounds,  and  maid-servants  from 
21.  lOs.  to  4L  10s.  a  vear.

Fiifai.  A  fiUr  is  held  twice  a-year  in  Glenavy,  on  the  14th 

of  May,  and  the  29th  of  October;*  in  which  homed 

Markets,  cattle  are^the  chief  article  of  sale.  A  monthly  market 
is  held  in  Crumlin,  on  the  first  monday,  for  the  sale  of 
yam,  cattle,  and  other  commodities.  Though  but  lately 
established,  it  is  well  attended,  and  under  the  care  and 
protection  of  Lieut  Ck>lonel  Heyland,  has  every  ap- 
pearance of  prosperity.  The  tolls  taken  in  both  places 
are^  twqpence  for  a  cow,  and  one  p^my  for  sheep  and 
swine.  The  market-towns  for  the  sale  of  grain,  afc^

Agricol.  It  may  be  fvopev  to  state  here^  tfnat  an  agricultural 
dctj.  Society  for  Lower  Massareeae  and  Glenavy,  was  formed 
about  the  year  1803.  The  principal  object  was  to 
promote  improvements  in  the  smidler  farms,  and  to  ex- 
cite exertion  by  ofiering  premiums.  With  this  view, 
they  proposed  to  encourage  the  saving  of  flax  and  clover 
seeds ;  ploughing,  ditching,  and  attention  to  Uie  breed 
of  cattle,  weve  also  recommeyided ;  and  the  advantages 
of  cultivating  green  crops  for  winter  food  were  pointed 
out,  and  directions  given  for  raising  them.  It  is  to  be 
rqp*etted,  that  this  useful  society,  after  a  short  continn- 
^ce,  was  dissolved** 

X.  Trade,  ManufactureB,  Commtrce,  4r. 

IVttcle^  The  trade  principally  consists  in  brown  linen,  yam, 

butter,  pigs,  grain,  and  potatoes.  The  principal  ma* 
Oi^acture  is  linen.  Tb^re  19  a  cotton  manufiictory 
at  Glenavy,  belonging  to  Messrs.  Forsythe  and  Ca 
which  employs  from  90  to  }00  hands  within,  and 
about  SOO  weavers  without,  These  manufactures  are 
carried  on  promiscuously  with  agriculture.  Every 
hpuse  may  be  said  to  possess  a  wheel;  and  nearly 
cme-third  of  the  houses  a  lopm.  A  mill  for  spinning 
flax  has  been  erected  by  Mx.  J.  Feiguson,  at  Cider- 
eourt,  near  Crumlin ;  for  which  he  received  a  premium 
from  the  linen-board.    Mr.  Joseph  Ashcrofl  has  a  ma«

There  were  foimerly 
eight  bleach  yards  on  the  river  of  Glenary ;  one  of 
which  remains,  one  is  unemployed,  two  have  been  con- 
wrted  to  the  ptnrposes  above-mentionedi  Knd  dtc  rest 
are  iaroins. 

Undressed  flax  is  sold  from  8s.  dd.  to  20s.  per  stone  FUz. 
of  16lb ;  dressed  flax  from  Is.  8d.  to  5s.  per  pound ;  yam 
from  2s.  6d.  to  5s.  per  spangle.   The  linen  usually  made  • 
is  seventeen  hundred,  yard  wide,  and  sold  from  2s.  6d. 
to  Ss.  per  yard,  in  the  brown  state :  the  cambrics  are 
thirty  inches  wide,  and  from  Is.  6d.  to  2s.  2d.  per  yard. 
Children  earn  at  the  cotton  manu&ctory,  from  Is.  8d.  a 
week,  to  a  higher  sum,  according  to  their  ages ;  women 
earn  4s.  6d. ;  the  wages  of  men  varies  until  it  rises  to 
11. 10s.    Prices  in  the  usual  trades: — masons  and  car-  PricMof 
penters,  3s.  Sd.  per   diem ;  tailors,  6s.  6d.  for  a  suit  '^^^^^•■'W"' 
of  clothes,  (with  diet);  shoemakers,  from  9s.  to  12s.  for 
a  pair    of  sboes^  including  materials;  smiths.  Is.  8d. 
fop  horse-shoeing,  exclusive  of  materials. 

There  are  twenty  vessels  bekmging  to  the  union»  which  K«?igaiiiiii» 
ply  on  tiie  shores  of  Lough  Neagh.  These  may  be  dia* 
tii^^hed  by  their  freight  info  three  kinds.  The  first 
comprehends  a  sloop  of  10  tons  burden,  employed  in 
carrying  grain  to  Antrim;  and  a  pleasure  boat  of  2 
toDs^  and  S  cwt.  bdongiiig  to  Mr.  Whittle.  The  second 
eonaisti  of  two  boats,  called  by  the  fishermen  ponts,  of 
SO  cwt  eaeh,  used  principally  in  the  carriage  of  turf: 
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mod  Uie  tblrd  comprdiends  sixtem  amaU  boat%  of  lit 
cwt.  eaoby  engaged  in  the  fishenes  of  troiit»  pollen,  tendi^ 
and  pike. 

XI.  NiUm-al  Curiosities  Bemarkahk  Occurrences^  4^c. 

m 

Ctfvadu  ^  Thei:e  is  ft  fine  cataract,  called  the  <<  Leap,"  in  the 
lands  of  Mr.  Whittle^  at  Glenconway,  composed  of 
basalt  strata,  over  which  the  river  of  Glenavy  rolls  in 
its  passage  to  Lough  Neagh.  Its  perpendicular  hei(^ 
IS  about  45  feet,  the  breadth  38,  with  a  gradual  slope 
of  about  105  feet.  The  declivity  is  broken  and  irregu- 
lar, by  which  the  water  is  fretted  in  its  course;,  and 
precipitated  to  the  bottom  .in  a  cloud  of  spray.  A  row 
of  planting  skirts  the  banks  of  the  river,  and  adds  beau* 
.  iy  and  varie^  to  the  scene* 

FaU  oi  Hie  beginning  ot  the  year  1814  is  remarkable  for  an 

min.  extraordinary  fall  of  snow,  accompanied  with  an  intense 
frost;  and  the  conclusion  of  it,  for  the  greatest  bli  of 
mn  that  has  happened  in  the  memory  of  man.  Hie 
snow  began  to  fall  on  the  Sd  of  January,  and  was  not 
completely  thawed  until  the  29th  of  March,  continuing 
on  the  ground  for  85  days ;  during  ptUrt  of  which  time 
,  the  roads  were  covered  to  an  unusual  depth,  so  as  to  be 

impassable  to  both  man  and  horse.  The  rain  continued 
for  above  two  months,  almost  without  intermission^  and 
produced  such  exciBssive  floods,  that  the  new  bridge  over 
Crumlin  river^  at  Cidercourt,  was  entirely  swept  away* 
Lough  Neagh  was  swelled  to  an  unprecedented  heij^ 
and  overflowed  ita  banks  for  a  considerable  distance ; 
bywhichmany  fiunilies  were  compelled  to  leave  their 
habitations,  and  much  property  was  lost.    In  one  day 
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the  raia  guage  annotmced  a  &1I  of  tkree  aich60»  ttpxX  "^^^ 
to  the  aEverage  fiill  of  a  whole  month.    From  the  lltfa  Bain. 
of  October  to  the  SOth»  5.636  inches  fell ;  in  November^ 
10.334$  Total  inches,  16*1 70;  forming  together  twc^ 
third*  of  the  common  ayarage  of  an  entire  yearns  &U. 
A  parallel  to  diis  is  sot  in  human  memory.* 


*  Since  th^ae  papm  were  prepsred  for  the  press,  Ihe  PoUowing  account 
of  •  pbaMMiiaMm  in  Dundiod,  in  the  piridi  of  TNiIlynuk,  appetred  in  the 
Bdfiial  News*  Lettar,  of  the  9th  of  April,  1816:— «*  Ongnlar  Fhenoiie- 
nap.  On  tlia  6th  ult  during  a  aarere  shower  of  bai^  aocompanied  widi 
loud  peals  of  thunder,  a  body  of  matter  was  obaenred  inthe  nei^ibourbood 
of  Dnndrod,  obunt^  of  Antrim,  resembling  a  little  dark  cloud  stretching 
iiaalf  to  tfie  ground,  and  wieadiing  like  that  part  of  a  water-spout  which 
awj  ba  taan  ib  a  iuctuating  state  balbra  it  bursts.  It  continued  moving 
npsdltf  in  •  north  aastcrly  cBreciioo,  tifl  ooming  to  the  houae  of  Dand 
Haifa,  iiin<4aaper,  it  instantly  carried  qff  the  whole  thatch  from  the  dwal« 
fing-bouse,  together  with  that  of  an  adjoining  bam ;  also,  a  rick  of  hay 
-Oat  >Aood  a  iiew  perches  from  the  kitchen  door.  Some  ofthese  were  found 
tftatteitdtfBOugh  the  fields  at  the  distance  of  three-quarters  of  a  mile  ihntf 
Mnra^  and  some  were  eanglit  \xj  the  neighbouring  hedges,  which  were 
htokan  down ;  some  thorns  were  torn  out  of  root,  and  part  of  a  potatoe 
pit,  against  which  it  struck,  scattered  throu|^  the  field.  Continuing  its 
coorae  in  the  direction  before-mentioned,  and  leaving  behind  it  the  strong- 
est symptoms  of  impetuosity,  it  came  to  the  dwelling  of  a  man  named 
Oodiers,  about  a  mile  ftom  the  former  house^the  door  was  latched  and 
tMorred  with  a  spade,  placed  obliquely  against  it  in  sudi  a  ipanner  as  not  to 
tceede,  but  such  was  the  foioe  of  the  impulse,  that  the  door  was  instanta- 
fiaoualy  driven  open,  the  latch  broken,  the  head  of  the  spade  forced  through 
the  door,  and  a  woman  who  was  sitting  at  the  fire'with  achild  in  her  arms, 
waa  oaivicd  to  the  back  part  of  the  kitchen ;  on  recovering^  she  perceived 
m  body  of  fa^  going  out  at  a  breach  made  in  ^  roof  opposite  the  door. — 

SoBCof  the  thatch,  &C.  was  carried  away  a  considerable  distance  fi-om  the 
hovae;  also  the  top  of  an  oat  stack,  part  of  whidi  has  not  since  been 
found.     From  its  efforts,  it  appears  to  have  been  about  one  hundred  yards 

in  breidth,  and  to  have  continued  neariy  three  miles  in  its  course.  We  are 

happy  to  add  that  no  person  recetvad  any  material  hurt  fh»m  it/' 
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^niaeai  The  loiion  has  prodoced  three  MCh(Hrs,80tisef  die  Rcf* 
Thomta  Crawlbrd,*  therenerable  and  respected  Asnl 
kg  minister  of  Crumliti  for  56  years,  by  hb  wife  Anne 
Mc«  Cay,  sister  to  the  itiother  of  Miss  EBzi^)etli  Hs* 
miltoiH  authoress  6t  «<The  Modem  Philosopher!," 
and  other  celebrated  works.  The  ekle^  son,  Dr. 
William  Crawford,  was  a  man  of  considerable  lesrih 
in^  and  great  application.  About  the  year  1769  be 
published  remarks  on  Chesterfield's  letters,  whkh  pbh 
ed  him  much  reputation  as  a  sound  moralist,  and  good 
critic ;  and  in  some  of  the  colleges,  particularly  Oxford, 
was  put  into  the  hands  of  the  students  as  an  antidote  to 
the  poison  contained  in  that  profligate  work,  la  1778, 
he  published  a  trandation  of  Turrettne's  Dissertstion 
on  Natural  Theology,  in  two  volumes.  About  the  year 
1780  he  published  a  short  History  of  Ireland,  inletten. 
He  died  minister  of  the  Presbyterian  congrq^ation  is 
HoUywood,  in  1801.  His  life  was  not  only  bfaundeii^ 
but  actively  employed  in  doing  good.  John  Crawfer^ 
the  second  son,  was  a  surgeon  in  the  service  of  the  East 
India  Company  for  many  years.  In  an  essay,  dedicated 
to  Sir  George  Colebrooke  in  the  year  1769,  he  detaib 
the  success  of  Us  practice,  by  the  emj^qjment  of  aier* 
cury,  which  haa  since  been  generally  adopted,  and  al- 
most considered  as  a  panacea  in  the  liver  complaints  of 
that  country.  He  died  in  the  year  181S»  at  Baltimorii 
in  America.  The  third  son,  Adair  Crawford,  was  bred 
a  physician^  and  practised  in  London.  Few  men  daring 
Us  short  lifo,  acquired  more  celebrity.  He  pubfisbed 
an  Experimental  Essay  on  Animal  Heat,  which  attracted

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flie  attention  of  all  the  philosophers  of  Eiirq>e^  and 
Ims  been  trandated  into  many  of  the  modern  languages. 
He  published  besides,  in  the  Transactions  of  the  Royal 
Society,  of  which  he  was  a  member,  an  explanation  of 
Ihe  power  in  animals  to  resbt  yery  high  dq^rees  of  heaty 
written  in  consequence  of  the  well-known  experiments 
made  by  Doctors  Fordyce  and  Soknder,  in  a  heated 
room ;  an  Essay  on  the  Matter  <^  Cancer ;  and  Mother 
on  the  medical  Effisots  of  Muriate  of  Barytes.  Be* 
aides  these  he  left  a  posthumous  work,  an  experimeiital 
inquiry  inta  the  nature  of  the  obbesioB  of  the  animal 
fibre;  which  wlH  be  immediately  published  by  his 
younger  and  surviring  brother,  Doctor  Alexander  Qraw^ 
ford,  an  eminent  physician  at  Lisbum.  This  ingaiioufl^ 
learned,  and  amiable  man  die^  ot  a  consumption,  oeca- 
noned  by  intense  applicati<m  to  his  literary  and.  profes* 
nonal  pursuits,  at  Lymington,  in  Hampshire^  in  ^ 
year  1796.

vantage  from  a  more  extensive  introduction  of  E^gUdi 
and  Scotch  improvements  in  agriculture;  and  its  sqr- 
fine  would  assume  additional  beauty,  hj  a  move  genersl 
Uttenfioii  to  planting*

Town.  on  roads  in  the  mountainous  district*  The  only  town 
of  any  note  is  that  of  Mountcharles,  which  gives  the 
title  of  viscount  to  the  noble  &mily  of  Conyngham,  to 

ViDiga,  whom  the  greatest  part  of  this  parish  belongs.  The 
villages  on  the  Port  and  Inver  are  mostly  inhabited  by 

Gentle,      fishermen.    On  the  left  of  the  road  leading  from  Killy- 

sBcnt  Setts,  beggs,  half  a  mile  from  Mountcharles,  handsomely  situ* 
ated  on  the  Bay  of  Donegal,  lies  the  Hall,  the  seat 
of  Sir  Henry  Conyngham  Montgomery,  Bart.    Haifa 
mile  further  on  the  same  bay,  is  Sea-view,  the  summer 
residence  of  the  1^1  of  Belmore ;    and  immediately 
adjacent,  Salt-hill,  the  residence  of  Mrs.  Montgomery. 
Threemiles  further,  to  the  right  of  the  road,  and  at  the 
distance  of  half  a  mile  from  it,  is  Bony  Grien,  the  seat  of 
Murray  Babington,  1^. ;  and  half  that  distance  on  the 
opposite  side,  is  Clover-hill,  that  of  Mr.  Hugh  Mont- 
gomery :  proceeding  farther  a  few  hundred  yards,  on 
the  left  lies  the  Glebe-house  of  the  Rev..  Alexander 
Montgomery,  and  a  mile  and  a  half  still  nearer  the 
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town  ef  Killybeggs,  also  on  the  left^  is  KilmaereddaK, 
the  residence  of  Robert  Nesbit,  Esq. 


The  post  road  is  the  principal  ond,  leading  towards  f(Mdk 
Killyb^gs ;  it  enters  the  parish  of  Inver  near  its  south- 
eastern extremity^  and  keeping  neariy  a  north-westerly 
directicHi,  turns  into  the  parisl^  of  Killaghte^  about 
half  a  mile  from  the  town  of  Dunkandy*  A  mile  from 
the  verge  of  the  parish,  after  passing  the  town  of 
Moontcharles,  a  road  strikes  off  to  the  right,  leading 
towards  the  mountains  of  Glenfin,  in  the  parish  of  Stra- 
norlar,  which  as  yet  extends  only  three  or  four  miles. 
Near  the  junction  of  the  last,  another  branches  off  in  an 
opposite  direction  with  the  post  road,  intersecting  the 
peninsulaof  Doorin,  which  is  about  thr^  milea  throu^ 
its  entire  length :  there  is  also  another  road  leading 
through  the  oame  district:  and  advancing  a  mile  farther 
on  the  light^:  the  road  to  RuUand  turns  0%  taking  its  way 
through  the  village  of  Glentire;  and  a  mile  fieirther  the 
road  to  the  market  town  of  Ardara  commences* 

IV.  Ancient  Buildings^  %c. 

The  only  ruins  of  religious  houses  are,  those  of  a  Ruined 
Church  and  Roman  Catholic  chapel,  each  near  the  site  ^IJ!^'.*^ 
of  the  present  places  of  worship ;  within  these  seven 
years  both  were  habitable.     Ruins  of  Danish  forts  and  Dam'sk 
moats  are  to  be  found  in  man^  places,  but  none  of  either  ^^'^* 
castle  or  round  tower ;  and  there  is  no  monument  or 
inscription  except  those  in  Uie  burying  ground  belong- 
ing to  the  old  church,   none  of  which  seem  worthy  of 
observation.

Smithy  and  the  r^ru}ar  system  of  education,  as  : 

Then  are 
aereral  sohoob  besides  throughout  the  parish,  estaMisb- 
ed  and  supported  solely  by  the  inhaUtants,  pretty  nearly 
on  the  same  plan  as  the  parish  school.  At  Mouutchtfrlea 
XL  catholic  there  was  a  seminary  under  the  control^  of  the  RomaA 
Catholic  Bishop,  where  young  men  of  that  persuasioa 
were  educated,  preparatory  to  entering  into  lioly 
orders ;  it  has  been  some  time  abandoned.  The  present 
rector  contributes  to  the  support  of  two  other  schools 
besidel  that  which  regularly  belongs  to  the  parish.

XII.  iSuggeUians  Jbr  Impfwementf  and  Means  Jbr  me-

Unfortunately  for  this  part  of  the  country,  and  most 
particularly  so  for  the  parish  of  Inver,  by  mudi  the 
greatest  part  of  it  is  the  property  of  absentees,  so  that 
scarcely  any  of  the  rents^  (comparatively  speaking)  are 
expended  in  it,  or  in  any  way  return  to  it  again ;  this 
is  the  great  bar  to  improvement,  and  naturally  points 
out  what  would  be  most  condudve  to  it :  for,  besides  the 
actual  advantage  derived  from  the  rents  remainmg  in 
the  country,  example  Would  do  much  for  the  inhal>i- 
tants,  as  witnessing  the  benefits  resulting  from  an  im* 
proved  mode  of  husbandry;  which,  continually  im- 
pressed on  them,  is  the  only  means  of  getting  rid  of 
their  old  prejudices  and  slovenly  habits.  However,  much 
'to  the  credit  of  the  proprietor,  the  lands  are' almost  all 
moderately  set ;  so  that,  with  the  example  of  the  few 
gentlemen  who  do  reside,  notwithstanding  tfie  difficuU 
ties  to  be  contended  with,  the  last  few  years  have  pro- 
duced a  great  change  for  the  better,  not  only  in  the  sa- 
perficial  appearance  of  the  country,  but  also  in  the 
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general  modes  of  agriculture.  The  establishment  of 
some  manyi%:tory  is  also  greatly  wanted  to  employ 
the  number  of  idle  hands,  which  the  encreasing  popu- 
lation aild  failure  of  the  fisheries  have  produced :  this 
evil  will  be  now  greatly^  encreased  by  the  numbers 
set  at  liberty  by  the  termination  of  the  war,  and  the  ao« 
cumulation  of  every  ensuing  year  fircNB  the  same  cause. 
There  can  be  no  doid)t  but  that  the  suppression  of  private 
distillation^  if  carried  into  complete  effect,  as  now  seems 
likely  to  be  the  case^  willhavethe  most  beneficial  efiects 
In  improving  the  country  and  the  morals  of  the  people 
and  in  promoting  dvilizaticm  in  everyway.

YMki^  The  village  of  Glin  has  at  present  a  bad  quay;  but 
the  situation^  if  a  good  quay  were  made,  is  very  well 
adi^ted  for  trade,  and  safe  anchorage  for  the  largest 
vessels  is  in  die  part  of  the  river  near  it.  Sessionswere 
formerly  held  here,  but  they  have  been  discontinued  for 
a  considerable  time.  A  new  bridewell  has  been  built 
Th^e  is  no  market  house. 

Neither  physician,  apothecary,  lawyer,  or  attorney 
Dkpenitty.  reddes  in  the  parish.  As  a  branch  of  the  Sbannagoldeo 
dispensary  Is  kept  here,  a  physician  attends  once  a  week. 
In  the  season,  a  number  of  the  neighbouring  gentiy 
come  here  for  the  benefit  of  bathing,  which  is  of  ad- 
vantage both  to  the  civilization  and  the  emolument  of 
the  inhabitants. 

Q^g^^  There  are  but  a  few  gentlemen's  seats.  The  Knight  of 
>  Glin  resides  in  an  extensive  and  fine  mansion  house,  built 
by  his  father.  Lancelot  Kiggell,  Esq.  has  lately  built  a 
beautiftd  lodge  near  GHn,  adjoining  the  wood,  which  b 
sera  to  great  advantage  from  the  water.  There  are  like- 
Vfise  nine  or  ten  very  respectable  looking  country  houses 
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beautifblly  situated  near  the  SbannoD,  which  ^  here 
three  miles  in  breadth.  The  view  is  very  fine,  extend-  Sciii^» 
ing  fourteen  miles  towtirds  the  mouth  of  the  Shannpn» 
taking  in  the  islands  of  Tarbert  and  Scattery ;  the  lat- 
ter island  has  six  old  churdies  on  it,  and  a  round  txnmt 
▼ery  perfect.  The  view  irom  Olen  towards  Ltmericic, 
extends  five  miles  to  Fayn's  Island.  The  Shannon  here 
produces  oysters  and  other  shell  fish  in  great  abun- 
dance. 

The  new  mail  coach  road  from  Liinerick  to  Tralee  fUmSk 
mns  through  the  whole  length  of  the  parish^  near  the 
Shannon.

IV.  AncierU  Buildings^  tfc. 

There  are  the  remains  of  an  old  castle  and  church  in  Rn^o. 
the  parish.  The  history  of  the  sieges  whidi  the  pastle 
maintained,  and  the  events  connected  with  the  place,  are 
to  be  found  in  the  Pacata  Hibemia,  Spencer,  Campion, 
Archdall,  Smith,  and  other  historians.  There  is  a 
stime  over  the  present  gate  of  Glin  Honse^  which  was 
taken  firom  the  castle,  with  an  inscaription  relating  to 
the  FltzgerAld  f^ily ;  it  bears  date  A.  D*  1615.

The  pumber  of  Roman  Catholics  is,  at  six  to  each  iVipuliuioa 
family,  SI 96;  the  Protestants  amount  to  55,  includ- 
ing children  and  servants.      The  people  in  general  AppMrace 
are  not  wealthy ;  they  dress  well,  and  have  no  other 
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occdpatidn  than  fiftrming:  from  the  advantage  of 
carriage  to  Limerick^  the  market  is  convenient  for  the 
«ale  of  their  goods.  Thej  seem  to  be  remarki^ly  heal- 
thy»  and  a  great  number  of  very  old  peofde  is  to  be 
met  with  there. 

VI.  T^e  Genius  Sf  Disposition  of  the  Poorer  Classes^  <Jr. 

Qitfacter.  The  people  of  this  parish  are  in  general  intelligent, 
and  very  civil ;  there  is  scarcely  one  family  in  the  parish 
that  does  not  speak  English  correctly.  The  attach- 
ment they  feel  for  the  Fitzgerald  fiunily  is  very  remar- 
kable. 

VII.    The  Education  and  Employment  qf  Children,  Sfc. 

Sctok.  There  are  but  two  or  three  schools  in  this  parish : 

these  are  much  crowded,  and  the  people  are  very  desi- 
rous of  having  their  children  instructed;  this  has  been 
for  a  long  time  the  case.  A  school  on  the  Lancasterian 
plan  is  intended  to  be  established  immediately  by  the 
Knight  of  GUn. 

VIII.  Slate  qf  Religious  EstoMishmeni,  Ti/ihes,  ^c 

AdTowioiu  KilfiNTgus  is  in  the  gift  of  the  Vicars  Choral  of  li- 
merick, which  consist,  of  six  vicars  and  the  organist 
The  body  appoints  to  this  and  four  more  vicarages  in 
their  gift,  by  rotation.    It  is  not  united  to  any  parish. 

rpiipu  The  tythe  has  within  these  twelve  years  nearly  doubled 
in  value,  and  this  from  the  increase  of  tillage  not  fiom 
any  advfmce  in  the  mode  of  valuation.    The  whole 
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tythe  now  amounts  to  more  than  £400  ^  year;  but  if 
it  was  estimated  at  its  real  value^  it  would  amount  to 
more  than  that  sum.  The  rectorial  part  of  it  belongs 
at  present  to  a  Roman  Catholic  gentleman  of  the  name 
of  Sheehy,  who  purchased  it  from  the  late  Crosbie 
MorgaPs  executors,  who,  by  advancing  money,  got  a 
lease  for  ever  from  the  vicars ;  but  as  the  lease  could 
not  be  valid  without  the  Dean's  consent  in  writing,  and 
as  the  late  Honorable  and  Reverend  Dean  Crosbie  re- 
fused to  put  his  name  to  the  lea9e,  though  he  was  offered 
a  sum  of  money  by  Mr.  Mo^gal,  the  pi^esent  vicars  ai;e 
endeavouring  to  break  the  lease  of  the  rectori^  tythes 
of  this  parish,  and  of  four  other  parishes  in  their  gif^ 
circumstanced  in  the  same  way. 

'  There  is  a  large  slated  chapel  in  the  village  of  Glin,  ChApeL 
and  on  a  very  bold  commanding  situation  near  the  Cbmltu 
chapel,  a  handsome  church  is  now  building.  The 
late  Knight  of  Glin  promised  to  give  twenty  acres  of 
land  for  a  glebe,  and  it  is  expected  that  his  son,  who 
resides  in  Glin,  will  consent  to  it:  there  is  no  gl^be 
at  presept  Most  of  the  old  church-yard  has  been  an- 
nexed to  the  neighbouring  lands,  and  at  present  the  old 
church  and  about  sixty  acres  are  not  in  the  parish  of 
Kilfergus,  but  the  tyihe  is  paid  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hart, 
xector  of  Loughill  parish.  These  sixty  acres  of  land 
"belong  to  the  sec  of  Limerick,  as  likewise  sixty  more  in 
the  centre  of  the  parish,  and  these  also  pay  the  lyhole 
tythe  to  the  rector  of  LoughilU 

IX.  Modes  qf  J^ctdtwre,  Crops,  ^c. 

The  farmers  are  rapidly  improvingin  their  raelhod 
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of  tilkge.  '  From  the  great  abundance  of  sea  weed,  and 
a  pecnliarly  productive  shell  sand,  they  have  every  op- 
portunity of  improving  the  land.  '  Though  there  is  no 
limestone  quarry  on  this  estate,  yet  the  convenience  of 
w&ter  carriage  to  the  island  of  Achenesh,  (whidi  abounds 
with  limestone)  and  to  Loughill,  (where  there  is  excel- 
lent culm)  gives  an  opportunity  of  burning  lime  fer 
manure  at  the  cheapest  rate ;  as  both  these  places  are 
only  a  few  miles  up  the  Shannon  firom  Gliu.  Most  part 
of  the  land  is  arable  or  meadow,  except  some  ftw  bogs 
which  produce  excellent  turf.  Near  the  Shannon  the 
soil  is  very  good,  though  not  of  limestone;  it  produces 
wheat,  oats,  barley,  and  lately  turnips  have  been  sown. 

ttcBti.  Land  sets  at  about  three  pounds  per  acre,  plantatioa 
measure  i  but  some  small  farms  near  Glin  set  at  four  or 

Wages  ot  five  pounds,  plantation  acre.  The  price  of  labour  is^ 
tenpence  per  day,  without  any  provisions.  The  wives 
or  daughters  of  the  labourers  bring  them  potatoes  and 
milk,  and  sometimes  butter,  at  the  hour  of  twelve.  Tb^ 
price  of  grain  is  nearly  according  to  the  Limerick  mar- 
ket,  where  it  is  all  sent  for  exportation,  at  one  fiurthing 
a  stone  for  freight. 

fWipdettn  All  the  parish,  except  the  two  parts  whidi  pay  lythe 
to  the  rector  of  Loughfll,  belongs  to  John  Fitzgerald, 
Knight  of  Glin,  and  except  two  or  three  ploughlands 
lately  sold  by  his  father,  and  the  ploughland  of  Fiean, 
which  is  the  property  of  the  Earl  of  Clare,  Kellycol- 
logh,  belonging  to  Lord  Holmes'  family,  and  the  GisUe 
quarter,  which  is  now  the  property  of  Sir  William  Bar- 
ker, and  contains  about  sixty  acres.  The  entire  estate 
of  the  Fitzgeralds  was  under  forfeiture^  yet,  by  some 
mistake  the  estate  of  Glin  being  mentioned  only,  that 
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pBtt  which  the  Knight  of  Glin  ucfw  possesses  was  res* 
tored  by  Queen  Elizabeth.  The  Glin  estate  was  origl« 
nally  let  very  low,  but  will  risis  considerably  on  the  fall 
of  lives* 

The  town  being  well  situated,  is  capable  of  great 
improvement,  and  the  present  Km'ght  of  Glin  gives 
^ery  encouragement  for  building. 

X.  Trade^  Mam^actures^  Commerce^  SfC. 

A  manufacture  of  linen  and  cotton  cheques  is  now 
beginning  to  be  established  in  Glin,  by  Mr.  John  Fitz-  ^"^ 
gibbon,  late  of  the  firm  of  John  and  Thomas  Fitzgib- 
bon  of  Limerick.  His  report  is,  that  Glin  is  very  well 
situated  for  manufactures,  as  it  is  so  abundantly  supplied 
with  fuel  and  water,  and  provisions  of  all  kinds;  also 
that  it  contains  a  large  population.  Butter  and  com 
are  sent  in  great  quantities  to  Limerick  and  Cork. 

XI*  Natural  Curiosities^  BemarkoUe  Occurrences^  4^ 

It  is  worthy  of  remark,  that  during  the  rebellion  in 
Wexford,  and  at  a  time  that  even  the  neighbouring 
parishes  were  in  disturbance,  the  inhabitants  of  this 
parish  continued,  as  usual,  remarkably  peaceable  and 
loyal,  through  the  great  exertions  of  the  late  Knight  of 
Glin,  to  whom  the  tenantry  were  remarkably  attached. 
The  title  of  Knight  of  Glin  was  conferred  by  the  Earl 
of  Desmond,  by  virtue  of  his  sovereign  authority  as 
Palatine ;  and  this  tide  has  been  lineally  transmitted 
through  tfie  descendants  of  the  first  Knight,  for  tbre^ 
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hundred  years.    The  patent  for  the  manor  court  is  ofte 
of  the  first  granted  in  Ireland.

XIL  Suggestions  Jar  Improvement^  and  means  Jar  me* 
liarating  the  Condition  qf  the  People. 

On  that  part  of  the  parish  which  lies  near  Tarbert, 
diere  are  nearly  three  hundred  acres  of  strand,  that,  by 
keeping  off  the  encrease  of  the  tide,  might  become  ex« 
cellent  meadow  or  pasture.  It  was  the  intention  of  the 
present  Knight's  uncle,  Capt.  Fitzgerald,  to  recover  this 
land  from  the  river,  as  it  joins  his  property  :  he  would 
be  well  recompensed  for  the  expense.  Any  manu&c* 
ture,  if  established  here,  would  be  extremely  beneficial 
to  the  iobabitants.

X*  TheNa$ne  of  the  Parish^  Situation^  Extent,  ^c. 

7HE  parish  of  Kilgeriff  is  sitaated  in  the  east  divi-  SSauKUoii* 
aion  of  the  barony  of  East  Carbery,  in  the  county  of 
Corky  and  diocese  of  Ross.    Three  of  the  parishes  to  VMAmit 
which  it  is  united,  are  situated  in  the  barony  of  Ibawne 
and  Barryroe.    Kilgeriff,  in  which  the  town  of  Clogh- 
nakilty  stands,  is  on  the  south*east,  twenty-two  miles 
sooth-west  of  the  city  of  Cork,  but  about  twenty-five 
miles  by  the  new  mail  coach  road.    The  other  parishes 
sunround  it  on  all  parts  except  the  north-east,  where  it 
is  bounded  by  the  parish  of  Templebryen.    Ardfield,  Bdandtfics 
the  southernmost,  is  bounded  by  the  ocean  on  the 
south.    The  outline  of  the  Union  is  very  irregular,  but 
its  sur&ce  may  be  equal  to  about  four  square  miles. 
The  number  of  townlands  in  all  is  very  considerable. 
The  fax  greater  part  of  this  parish  comes  ipder  the  SmUnd 
head  of  arable  meadow,  or  pasture.    In  the  parish  of 
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Ardfield,  there  Is  a  large  barren  moor,  caUed  the  Com- 
mon  Mountain ;  it  is  one  of  the  few  places  here  thst 
goes  under  the  name  of  commonage.  In  Castrum  Veiw 
try,  which  extends  further  northward,  there  is  a  good 
deal  of  moor  land,  once  overrun  with  furze  and  heath, 
now  for  the  most  part  reclaimed,  and  in  a  productive 
slate.  The  general  character  of  all  the  country  is  that 
of  hill  and  dale^  with  «  great  intermixture  of  rock,  often 
Bc^.  rising  above  the  surface.  The  bottoms  or  low  flats  were 
formerly  turf  bogs,  inost  of  which,  particularly  in  the 
south  quarter,  (which  is  the  most  pcqiulous,)  have  been 
exhausted.  There  are  however  still  some  large  bogi 
near  Cloghnakilty,  and  a  sufficiency  of  turf  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Castroventry,  or  Castrum  Ventry. 

Riftn.  There  are  no  rivers,  properly  so  called,  but  many 

brooks.  The  most  considerable  rises  in  the  parish  of 
Castrum  Ventry,  and  takes  a  soutbom  eourse  into  the 
sea  near  Castle  Freke:  the  next  passes  through  Qogh- 
oakilty,  where  it  meets  the  sea,  whence  it  becomes  Bsvi* 

Snboun*  gable  for  small  vessels.  About  a  mile  below  the  to«m 
is  the  harbour  of  Ring,  difficult  of  access,  from  a  sandy 
bar  at  its  mouth,  but  safe  when  entered  The  rest  of 
the  coast  is  rather  open,  but  has  some  creeks  for  small 
boats,  particularly  at  Donicave  in  the  parish  of  Ardfield^ 
where  com  and  potatoes  are  shipped  in  fine  weather. 
There  are  no  native  woods  remaining.

l^ate  quiN     Many  quarries  of  blue  slate  are  found  in  the  union, 
^^      *    ttd  one  of  good  quality  on  the  north  side  of  the  town. 
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in  the  parish  of  Kilgeriff.  They  are  chidly,  and  widitn 
the  district  end,  particularly  at  Clogfanakilty,  taken  from 
m  part  of  Lord  Shannon's  estate,  called  FcnrechiU.  None 
of  them  are  properly  cleared,  or  sunk  sufficiently;  a 
cironmstance  the  more  to  be  regretted,  as  those  of  best 
qoality  lie  deep,  and  are  thereby  exempt  from  the  de- 
composing influence  of  the  atmoqphere.  They  are  usually 
sold  by  the  thousand^  or  the  square^  which  is  supposed 
txi  contain  that  number ;  pricey  from  9s.  to  12s.  Qoar- 
lymen  are  paid  from  Is.  6d.  to  2b.  per  day.  Slate?  are 
aent  from  Cork  to  Donicave,  m  the  parish  of  Ardfield, 
msoA  sometimes  fit>m  Ring.  The  price  in  Cork  is 
much  higher ;  fr<Hn  14s.  to  20s.  per  thousand,  but  die 
freight  is  h^. 

Copper  was  thought  to  exist  at  Dnnmorein  theparish  Cf^i^m. 
of  Ardield,  but  the  search  proved  unsuccessfuL  A 
▼ein  (tf  lead  was  discorered  there^  the  quality  of  which 
was  ascertained  to  be  good,  hut  the  quantity  incondderw 
able.  The  famous  Red  Strand  abounds  with  shelly 
sand  of  a  reddish  cobor. 

III.  Modem  Buildings^  ^c. 

Cloghnakilty  is  the  only  town  in  the  uniotu    It  owes  Towns. 
its  feundation,  like  many  others  in  this  county,  to  the 
noble  family  of  Boyle.    The  charter  erecting  it  into  Chirter  of 
a  corporation,  consisting  of  sovereign,  burgesses,  and  ty/^  * 
freemen,  and  returning  two  members  to  Parliament, 
was  granted  by  James  I,  and  comprises  a  circle  of  one 
mile  and  a  half  round  the  town.    It  gives  power  to  hold 
a  court  of  reeord,  for  reeovery  of  d«bU  tpider  £20 ;  and     ' 
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n  lessions  of  the  peace,  for  ptmishing  petty  oBoioet 
The  charter  was  procured  by  Sir  Henry  Boyle,  who  is 
styled  Lord  of  the  Borough,  with  power  of  appointiog 
the  sovereign  and  reccnrder.  The  fanner  b  nominated  l^ 
his  representatives,  firom  three  burgesses,  chosen  annu- 
ally by  the  corporation.  Since  the  union  it  has  ceased 
to  return  members  for  Parliament*  The  present  Earl 
of  Shannon,  whose  grand&ther  purchased  firom  Lord 
Burlington,  is  Lord  of  the  BcHrough,  and  proprietor  of 
the  town  and  adjcMning  estate.  His  lordship  gives  great 
encouragement  to  buildings  by  granting  long  leases,  at 
low  rents ;  in  consequence  of  which  the  town  has  been 
greatly  enlaiged  and  improved  of  late,  though  the  hi{^ 
price  of  timber,  occasioned  by  the  interruption  of  the 
Baltic  trade,  has  opposed  a  temporary  obstacle  to  its 

Buiiaiflgb.  enlargement.  A  new  square  was  laid  out  about  ten 
years  since^  and  contains  several  qMicious  and  convenient 

Qiuyg.      houses.    Within  a  few  years  also,  several  large  and 

commodious  quajrs  have  been  built,  principally  for  sup- 

.  plying  the  country  with  sea-sand,  the  quali^  of  wfaidi 

is  here  remarkably  good,  abounding  chiefly  in  shells  of 

VaOMM*  the  cockle  kind.  There  is  a  weekly  market  on  Fridays 
in  which  a  lai^  quantity  of  linen  yam,  and  coarse 
linens  are  purchased  by  the  Bandon  merchants :  it  is 

Man  CkMch  also  a  great  pork  market  in  winter  and  spring.  A 
new  line  of  mail  coach  road,  extending  from  CSork  to 
Skibbereen,  runs  through  Cloghnakilty,  and  proinise^ 
great  advantages  in  the  carriage  of  commodities,  and 
the  facility  of  intercourse. 

The  town  contains  a  considerable  number  of  opulent 
aqd  respectable  inhabitants,  many  of  whom  are  engsged 
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in  bnsiBess  of  various  kinds.  There  are  several  larg6 
storehouses,  and  much  corn  bought  on  commission; 
there  is  also  an  extensive  and  well  managed  porter 
brewery,  by  Messrs.  Deasy  and  Co. 

There  are  few  country  seats  in  this  union  inhabited  Gemle- 
by  persons  of  fortune,  most  of  the  land  belonging  to 
great  proprietors,  who  reside  on  other  parts  of  their 
estates :  the  principal  are  the  Earls  of  Shannon  and 
'Bandon,  Lord  Carbery,  &c.  A  respectable  branch  of 
the  Hungerford  family  was  long  resident  on  the  island 
of  Inchidony,  and  some  of  them  are  stUl  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood. The  Rev.  Mr.  Stewart  has  built  a  good 
house,  and  highly  improved  a  farm  near  the  town,  on 
Lord  Shannon's  estate. 

Many  handsome  situations  are  to  be  met  with  near  Scen^f. 
Clc^hnakilty,  commanding  a  view  of  the  great  strand, 
which  at  high  water  is  a  grand  object.     The  sea  coast 
abounds  with  lofty  and  abrupt  cliifs,  possessing  a  great 
variety  of  romantic  situations. 

The  Western  road  from  Cork  to  SkibberceU]^  passes  Roads. 
through  Cloghnakilty  and  has  already  given  encourage- 
ment to  a  st^e  coach,  which  passes  there  every  day. 
It  was  lately  laid  out  in  a  new  line,  under  the  mail  coach 
act,  and  is  now  almost  finished ;  notwithstanding  the 
hilly  nature  of  the  country,  it  will  be  one  of  the  best 
aud  most  level  roads  in  the  kingdom^  Some  important 
cross  roads  lead  from  the  sea  to  the  inland  country,  the 
principal  of  which  is  that  proceeding  from  the  Red 
Strand.

viz.  those  of  Castrum  Ventry  and  Dysart  seem  to  liave 
been  applied  rather  to  civil  than  ecclesiastical  purposes.

Emploj.        Agriculture  is  the  chief  employment  of  the  country 
''^^        people.    The  farms,  from  the  great  population  of  the 
district,  are  in  general  very  small ;  several  of  thdr  pro- 
Food,        prietors  however  are  rich.    Tlieir  food  is  potatoes,  with 
DrMk        milk  or  fish.   The  rich  fininers  eat  pork  sometimes.   On 
Sundays  and  holydays  they  appear  well  dressed,  diiefly 
in  frize  of  their  own  making.    The  women  ^generally 
wear  coarse  stufis  and  cheap  cottons,  bought  in  die 
shops;  they  also  wear  long  cloaks  of  rug,  bought  in  the 
same  manner,  or  of  this  firize,  manufiictured  at  home. 
No  material  change  seems  to  have  lately  occurred  in 
their  dress.    The  labouring  poor  live  chiefly  on  pota- 
toes, and  are  not  so  well  clad.

The  common  Irish  are  naturally  shrewd,  but  very  ig-  Genius  and 
norant,  and  deficient  in  mental  culture^  from  the  bar-  ^''p^^^^ 
barous  tongue  in  which  they  converse,  which  operates  Language* 
a«  an  efl&ctual  bar  fto  any  kind  of  literary  attainment ; 
like  all  of  a  aimilar  ^escnption,  they  are  addicted  to  pil- 
fering and  have  very  imperfect  notions  of  moral  rec- 
titude.   They  are  however  generally  quiet  and  indus- 
trious, except  when  whiskey  is  cheap.     The  language  of 
the  common  Roman  Catholic  peasantry  is  Irish  ;  Protes- 
tants of  the  lower  order  speak  both  English  and  Irish : 
in  town  English  is  frequently  spoken  by  both.     Many  HolydtTt. 
holydays  are  kept  on  Saints'  days  and  Lady  days  to  the 
great  prejudice  of  industry,  and  the  great  emolument  of 
alehouses.

VIL  The  Educaliott  and  Eanjlcj/meni  of  Children^  Sfc 

The  children  have  Iktle  or  no  employment  until  able  EdacatkNu 
to  work  at  the  ferm.  They  are  often  sent  to  school  in 
their  childhood,  but  retarning  \»  a  family  speaking  no- 
tjiing  but  Irish,  seldom  reap  much  benefit  from  their 
education.  There  is  a  Roman  Catholic  school  for  read-  Schodt. 
ing,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  in  Cloghnakilty ;  and  one 
in  each  of  the  parishes  except  Disert  Island  and  Kil- 
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getifff  ia  which  the  toii^p  stands.  The  number  of  8cho< 
hrs  varies  very  much,  as  indeed  does  that  of  schools 
also ;  for  teachers  sometimes  come  from  Kerry,  and  s^ 
up  summer  schook  in  various  pbices.  Few  children 
attend  them  in  winter,  excqH  at  Cloghnakilty,  where 
there  is  often  mcMre  than  one  schoolmaster :  under  these 
circumstances  it  is  not  easy  to.  calodlate  the  average  of 
children  instructed.  Some  have  no  regular  school,  and 
attend  private  houses.  Catholic  children  are  prohibited 
as  much  as  possible  by  the  priests  of  the  Ross  diocese^ 
from  attending  any  Protestant  schools ;  yet  children  of 
Protestants  are  sometimes  taught  by  Catholic  schoot- 
vaasters.    There  is  no  evening  school. 

Ciaisicil         An  excellent  classical  school  has  been   establi^ed 
^^        fti  Cloghnakilty,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Earl  of 
Shannon,  who  built  a  house,  and  enclosed  a  garden 
and  play-ground.     The  number  of  boarders  is  usually 
from  80  to  50 :  the  terms  are  thirty  guineas  perau- 
num :   the  number  of  day  boys  from  8  to  12  :  it  is 
kept  by  the  Rev.   Henry  Wilson  Stewart,   L.  L.  D. 
A  charity  school  on  Erasmus  Smjrth's  fbtmdation  has 
been  lately  applied  for,  under  the  patronage  of  the  same 
nobleman.     No  school  has  as  yet  been  opened  on  this 
foundation,  though  the  Earl  of  Shannon  has  applied 
P^irUi       for  one,  in  conjunction  with  the  rector.    The  latter 
^^^^^      however  has  himself  established  a  protestant  charity 
^school  for  boys;  and  there  has  lately  been  a  school- 
house  built  for  girls  of  the  same  persuasion,  where  from 
40  to  50  are  in  the  habit  of  regular  attendance.    There 
is  no  collection  (^  Irish  manuscripts,  or  any  other  his- 
torical docummits  relating  to  Ireland  to  be  found  in 
this  parish. 
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VIII.  SiaUo/Bel^UmEsUMhhment^  Tythest^c. 

This  parish  is  in  the  gift  of  the  Bishop  of  Cork  and  AdTowson. 
R088,  whose  residence  is  at  Cwk.    It  is  episcopally 
united  to  five  other  parishes,  viz.  Castrum  Ventry,  Island, 
KilkerranM>re,  Ardfield,  and  Dysart.  There  is  a  church  aureh. 
at  Clogfanakilty,  capable  of  holding  500  persons,  by 
means  of  a  gallery;  but  being  insu£Scient  for  the  congre- 
gation, it  is  in  contemplation  to  build  a  new  one: 
there  is  a  new  and  spacious  Roman  Catholic  chapel  at  Chspeli. 
the  same  place,  lately  erected.    There  are  also  three 
other  chapels ;  one  at  Ardfiold,  another  at  Kilkerran* 
iBore,  and  another  in  Castle  Ventry  parish :  Dysart  being 
small,  is  united  to  one  of  the  adjoining.     The  chapels 
have  all  slated  roofs)  but  that  in  Cloghnakilty  is  far  su- 
perior to  the  rest.    There  are  three  small  glebes,  viz^  Gleb«i;. 
in  Ardfield,  Kilkerranmore,  and  Kilgerifi*;  the  largest 
about  eight  acres.    There  is  {no  glebe  house,  as  the 
town  of  Cloghnakilty  aflTords  a  residence  for  the  minis* 
ten    The  tytheable  articles  are  potatoes,  com,  hay  and  Tythca^ 
flax:  the  tythea  are  generally  let  to  proprietors  every 
year,  and  very  seldom  taken  in  kind.    The  Island  only 
is  an  entire  rectory ;  of  the  rest  the  incumbent  has  the 
yicarial  tythe,  which  is  one  half.    Dysart's  rectorial 
tythes  bekmg  to  die  Dean  of  Ross ;  those  of  the  other     ' 
three  are  impropriate.    The  parish  register  must  b^  Parish 
conttdered  as  belonging  solely  to  the  Protestant  popula-  ^^'^- 
tion,  no  records,  atleastas  far  asthe  writer's  knowledge 
esctends,  being  kept  by  the  Roman  Catholic  clergy  in 
oduntry  parishes.    This  being  a  military  station,  seldom 
without  a  company  of  foot,  the  number  of  births  and

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marriages  sometimes  exceeds  the  just  parodiial  i»opor- 
lion  :  there  b  also  a  variation  occasipned  by  inpidaital 
circumstancesi  some  companies  having  a  much  krger 
proportion  of  Protestanljs  thiM^  otherv.  The  c^dr^ 
are  most  numerous  in  the  militia. 

IX.  Ixodes  of  AgricuUurej  CropSf  Jfre. 

U«wi.  Of  those  horses  which  rank  among  the  best,  few,  if 

any,  are  bred  in  the  parish.  J>ea]ers  and  private  persons 
wanting  such,  resort  to  the  fairs  in  the  breeding  coun- 
ties. There  are  however  many  of  the  smaller  kind  bred 
here  by  farmers,  but  hardly  enough  for  their  own  use : 
the  price  of  the  former  runs  from  SO  to  40  guineas,  of 
SMccst.  the  latter  from  10  to  20  pounds.  The  homed  cattle 
bred  here  are  of  a  small  size  and  mixed  breed,  seldom 
exceeding  8  cwt  They  are  generally  good  for  the  pail, 
and  when  in  full  milky  state  sell  from  8  to  12  pounds. 
Gentlemen  have  introduced  larger  cattle,  and  many  now 
have  the  Down  breed,  which  appears  to  suit  the  conn- 
She^  try.  Sheep  bred  here,  and  of  which  every  farmer  has 
a  few,  are  small,  but  a  little  improved  in  many  places 
by  a  mixture  of  the  Leicester  breed,  whidi  many  gen*- 
tlemen  have  encouraged;  the  larger  seldom  exceed  16 
or  17  lb.  per  quarter,  the  smaller  are  from  9  to  12Ux 
Wethers  sdt  according  to  their  condition  and  size ;  from 
10  to  15  shillings  when  not  in  condition,  and  from  18.  to 
Uop,  30  shillings  when  fat  Hogs  are  abundant ;  every  house- 
keeper and  cottager  having  one  or  more :  they  are 
generally  of  the  old  long-legged  white  kind^  though  in 
some  places  improved  by  crosses  of  the  English  br^ed. 
They  are  most  commonly  sold  young,  that  is  befiu^ 
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drey  ftttain  the  age  of  tWo  years ;  and  their  weighs  when 
iht  enough  for  market,  is  from  l|  to  5  cwts*  The  price 
Taries  according  to  demand ;  it  has  lately  been  very  low, 
even  to  IL  28.  9d.  per  cwt  Daring  the  war  they  were 
generally  high,  sometimes  up  to  Si.  The  prices  of  FricMCjf 
beef  and  mutton  vary  greatly ;  from  August  to  Christ- 
mas about  4d.  per  lb.  for  the  best;  the  rest  of  the  year 
from  5d.  to  7d.  bacon  is  not  sold  here :  fowls  are 
plen^  :  geese  sell  from  lOd.  to  Is:  chickens  from 
9d.  to  Is.  per  couple  :  turkeys  from  .2s.  6d.  to  6s.  per 
couple  :  chickens  are  higher  in  the  very  early  season. 
Flour  varies  as  the  wheat ;  it  is  now  3s.  4d,  per  stone^ 
for  fine,  and  cheaper  for  inferior  kinds :  oatmeal  is 
now  about  2s.  the  half  peck:  potatoes  vary  much; 
this  year  they  rate  from  4d.  to  6d.  per  weight  of  211b. 
sweet  milk  2d.  per  quart;  sour  Id.  As  to  the  number  Stock, 
of  horses,  cows,  sheep  and  pigs  bred  within  the  Union^ 
,  or  made  use  of  and  disposed  of  in  it,  a  satisfiu^tory  cal- 
culation cannot  be  furnished.  Every  farmer  has  a  few 
sheep,  one  or  more  cows,  and  the  same  number  of  horses. 
Near  the  town  there  is  some  dairy  land,  as  milk  sells 
high,  particularly  in  winter  and  springs  from  Sd«  to  4d. 
per  quart  Flax  is  a  good  deal  cultivated ;  but  poti^toesy  FUx.» 
wheat  and  barley  are  the  principal  crops. 

The  chief  proprietor  is  the  Earl  of  Shannon.    ]^ear  Chief 
die  town  land  sets  high,  particularly  of  the  description  of  ^^*^***^» 
town  parks.    In  remote  parts  good  arable  bripgs  from  R«nt9f 
SOSf  to  40s.  per  acre ;  often  more.  It  is  difBcult  to  form 
a  general  average  in  such  a  ya;riety  pf  litjtuations  and 
circumstances^ 
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]eaiia.  There  are  three  fairs  held  annually  in  Clogfanakiltj; 

on  the  25th  of  March,  29th  of  September,  and  1st  of 
September,  old  style. 

X.   Trade,  Manufactures,  Commerce,  Navigation,  8^ 

Market*.  Cloghnakilty  has  a  weekly  market  on  Fridays,  and 
three  yearly  fairs,  at  which  the  linens  and  linen  yam  of 
the  Union,  as  well  as  of  the  adjoining  parts  are  disposed 
of.  The  average  of  expenditure,  including  the  feirs,  (or 
rather  the  eves  of  the  fairs,  for  it  is  then  the  linens  are 

Linen  Ma-  sold,)  may  be  rated  at  700l.  per  week.  Rne  linens  arc 
sometimes  made  for  private  use,  but  coarse  linens  from 
I  yard  to  1  yard  wide,  some  bleached,  and  some  un- 
bleached, are  the  only  kind  exposed  for  sale.  The 
principal  purchasers  are  Bandon  merchants,  by  whom 
they  are  exported.  Much  linen  yam  is  also  bought  by 
them,  as  well  as  by  the  weavers  and  manu&cturers  of 
linens,  who  live  within  the  Union  or  its  vicinity.  The 
sums  expended  in  linens  exceed  that  laid  out  in  yarn. 
Many  persons  are  manufacturers  of  coarse  linens,  and 
almost  every  person  who  holds  land  cultivates  a  small 
part  of  it  for  flax,  so  that  the  whole  quantity  raised 
within  the  Union  is  considerable,  though  from  the  num- 
ber of  persons  cultivating,  and  the  small  lots  generally 
cultivated,  it  is  not  easy  to  collect  the  gross  amount: 
probably  something  less  than  the  whole  expenditure 
may  result  from  flax  grown  and  cultivated  vnthin  the 
dislrict. 

The  trade  here  is  fluctuating,  and  some  few  years 
since  was  very  low ;  at  present  it  seems  more  brisk,  aad 
is  certainly  rather  increasing  than  diminishing ;  bat  as 
its  prosperity  depends  very  much  on  e  traneoua  causes, 
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it  is  impossible  to  sp^k  with  confidence  of  the  fiitare. 
The  principal  export  trade  ia  that  of  com  and  potatoes,  Bxpont* 
the  former  bought  on  commission  by  the  Cork  mer- 
chants, the  latter  usually  sent  to  Dublin.     Slates  are 
are  also  sent  to  Cork  from  the  sea  coast,  which  abounds 
with  quarries  of  blue  slate.     The  conveyance  of  shop  C«rrimg«of 
goods  from  Cork  is  chiefly  managed  by  land  carriers. 
The  principal  imports  are  coal,  rock  salt,  and  earthen-  Imports 
ware  firom  England.     The  vessels  employed  are  sloops, 
some  of  which  belong  to  the  Cloghnakilty  traders,  and 
the  people  of  Ring.    Timber  is  also  brought  by  sea 
carriage,  usually  from  Cork. 

Sea  sand  may  now  be  enumerated  among  the  articles  Sea  SiH 
of  commerce.  There  are  about  a  dozen  large  lighters, 
about  thirty  tons  each,  employed  all  the  summer,  and 
a  great  part  of  the  winter,  conveying  sand  into  the 
countryi  which  the  farmers  immediately  purchase  at 
aboiit  12s.  per  boat  load.  It  is  now  a  profitable  branch 
of  business. 

Ring    harbour,   about  an  Irish  mile  south-east  of  HariMur, 
the  town,  is  safe  when  entered,   but  difficult  of  access, 
from  the  quantity  of  sand  ob||5tructing  the  entrance.  This 
renders  it  inaccessible  for  vessels  of  large  burden.

JNtoo.  1  HE  parish  of  Killuken  lies  in  the  barony  of  Bovle, 
county  of  Roscommon^  and  diocese  of  Elpbin ;  and  is 

Situatioiu  situate  on  the  great  road  from  Dublin  to  SUgo,  being 
above  seventy-four  miles  distant  from  the  former,  and 

BoundariM  twentyHseven  miles  from  the  latter.  It  is  bounded  on 
the  north  by  the  parish  of  Toomna;  on  the  west,  partly 
by  the  parish  of  Eastersnow,  and  partly  by  that  of  Ard- 
came ;  on  the  south,  by  the  parish  of  Killumod ;  and 
on  the  east  by  the  river  Shannon.     Its  townlands  are 

E^rtent.  twenty«^ne.  It  extends  in  computed  miles,  about  five 
in  its  greatest  length,  and  half  a  mile  in  its  great- 

tonttDti.    est  breadth.    It  contains  about  308  acres  of  arable  land, 

BiYM^  SB  of  meadow,. and  828  of  pasture.  There  is  but  one 
small  river,  (the  Killuken  river)  which,  issuing  out  of 
the  small  lake  of  Knockroe,  in  the  parish  of  Creeve, 
takes  an  easterly  or  north-easterly  course^  and  passing 
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kear  the  Church  of  Killaken^  Mh  into  the  Shannon  a 
little  below  Carrick-on-Shannon.  There  are  no  moun-  Hills, 
tains,  but  many  hills,  which  are  all  pasturable^  or  even 
arable.  There  is  some  bog,  with  moor  adjoining,  on  Bog. 
the  road  from  Carrick  to  Croghan,  on  the  left  hand ; 
and  beyond  Croghan,  a  small  bog  on  the  right  hand. 
There  are  no  woods  or  thickets,  nor  any  remarkably 
peculiar  plants.  There  are  some  marshy  lands,  that  are 
flooded  in  winter,  but  which  in  the  summer  are  used  as 
meadow  or  pasture.

There  is  a  bridge  over  the  Shannon  at  Carrick,  of  BrM^ 
which  town,  that  part  which  is  in  the  county  of  Ros- 
common is  the  only  town  in  the  parish.     Croghan  is  the  vshg^ 
only  place  deserving  the  name  of  a  village.    The  gen-  GenUe- 
tlemen's  seats  are.  Hermitage,  the  seat  of  Thomas  Kirk-  °^ ' 
wood,  Esq.  Fairview,  the  seat  <^  MoUoy  Mc.  Dermott, 
Esq.  and  Croghan,  that  of  Patrick  Brown^  Esq.   These 
three  are  all  near  Croghan;  the  former  on  the  right 
hand  side  of  the  road  to  Frenchpark  frcmi  Carrick,  and 
tiie  two  latter  on  the  left.

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jBCondt.  The  high  roads  which  intersect  the  parish  are,  tlul 

leading  from  Carrick-on-Shannon  to  Frenchparki 
through  Croghan;  and  that  leading  from  Carridc« 
on-Shannon  to  Elphin.  Hie  acenery  of  the  parish  is 
that  of  a  number  of  gentle  hiUs^  mostly  round  and  de- 
tached.

The  number  of  inhabitants  in  Killuken  parish,  from  Fap^kMti 
%  survey  lately  taken  by  the  high  constable  by  an  order 
of  Government  is,  1790,*  of  which  904  are  males,  and 
886  are  females.    Weaving  is  the  chief  trade  to  which  Empioj. 
the  men  are  brought  up  here,  and  the  w(Mnen's  chief 
emplojrment  is  in  manufacturing  or  spinning  flax.   Tlie 
liiiens  that  are  made  here  are  mostly  of  the  coarse  and 
narrow  kinds.    In  general  there  is  a  want  of  employ*

V^mum*  nerally  potatoes.  They  are  subject  peculiarly  to  scro- 
iulcms  complaints,  occasioned  it  is  thought  by  their  low 

DwvDings.  diet.  Their  dwelUngs  are  usually  very  indifferent  and 
dirtyi  and  even  devoid  of  necessaries.    Many  sleq)  oq 

Dif^  the  damp  floor.  Their  clothing  for  day  or  night  k 
often  very  scanty ;  with  i*espect  to  dress  however,  there 
is  within  these  few  years  past  a  considerable  improre- 
ment  in  their  condition  and  appearance ;  this  is  eqie- 
dally  observable  in  the  females.  They  are  much  given 
to  drunkenness,  and  the  clandestine  stills  in  the  countiy 
put  whiskey  easily  within  their  reach.  There  are  not 
any  extraordinary  instances  pf  longevity  in  this  paridi. 

VI.  Genius  and  Disporitim  rfihe  Poorer  Classes^  4^ 

etBBluMmiA  The  people  of  this  country  appear  a  laborious  raoe^ 
"^^^"^  patient  of  hardships,  and  very  kind,  according  to  their 
abilityi  to  the  distressed  and  wandering  poor;  hardly 
ever  refusing  to  such,  food  of  whatever  kind  they  have 
themselves,  or  a  night's  .lodging  in  their  houses:  they 
f^re  enterprising,  and  will  undertake  a  journey  even  to 
England,  tor  work,  and  to  earn  something  for  their  fami- 
lies :  they  are  ready  to  enlist  also  into  the  militia  or 
army,  when  impelled  by  poverty :  they  seem  to  pobses 
a  natural  shrewdness,  (often  ill  directed) :  nor  can  they 
be  much  depended  upon  for  truth  or  honesty  at  present, 
through  their  ignorance  of  moral  duties :  they  also  ap- 
pear very  quarrelsome  and  Utigious  among  themselves. 
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B^^Iog  18  very  common  among  them ;  and  it  is  melan-  Meiididi;^. 
cfaoly  to  see  whole  &miUes  brought  up  in  that  habi^ 
Under  the  present  unenlightened  and  unimproved  cir* 
ciunstances  of  the  lower  classes  in  this  part  of  the  coun- 
try, a  respect  fcnr  the  laws,  or  a  steady  attachment  to 
the  constitution  under  which  they  live,  can  hardly  be 
looked  for  in  them,  and  will  not  be  found  M  present 
eiusting  in  them  generally.  Hitherto  the  Irish  Ian-  Lwigin^ 
guage  has  been  mudh  spoken  here  by  the  aboriginal 
inhabitants,  but  it  is  now  much  declining,  chiefly  owing 
to  the  rising  generation,  learning  as  they  are  so  gene- 
rally, to  read  English  at  the  little  country  schools,  which 
are  becoming  very  common.  The  most  remarkable  Custoam 
customs  retained  among  the  people  are  those  of  repair- 
ing to  certain  wells  in  the  neighbourhood,  (of  which 
ther^  are  several  at  present  in  the  parish  of  Killuken 
itself)  to  perform  what  they  call  stations,  on  certain 
days  in  the  yean  The  priests  are  becoming  adverse  to 
these  public  meetings,  because  of  the  irregularities  they 
immediately  occasion.  Any  traditionary  information 
among  this  people  is  very  scanty. 

VII.  Education  and  Employment  of  Cliildren^  Sfc. 

The  children  here  have  no  employment,  except  occa-  -Eaa^of^ 
sionally  when  they  can  help  their  parents  at  the  time  of  ™*^*» 
planting,  or  getting  in  the  potatoe  crop,  or  making  turf; 
at  other  times  they  have  nothing  to  do  if  they  are  not 
sent  to  school ;  which  latter  indeed  both  parents  and 
diildren  appear  remarkably  desirous  of  at  the  present 
period.    There  are  numerous  small  schools  through  the  Schoob. 
country,  where  almost  as  many  as  desire  can  learn  to 
read  and  write,  and  acquire  some  knowledge  of  accountsv. 
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There  (ife  no  public  or  aidowed  gchods  in  the  paritk 
la  the  parish  schooii  where  the  pUn  of  the  Hibemian 
Sunday  School  Socie^  has  been  partiallj  adopted*  (so 
&r  as  the  introduction  of  their  qpelling  books,  and  the 
classing  of  the  children)  there  are  at  present  about  90 
children ;  the  common  or  lowest  price  for  teaching  in 
the  country  is  from  3s«  9d«  aquarter  for  accountants^  to 
Is.  7^  for  filers  or  readers.  There  ifi  no  paUic 
library,  nor  any  collection  of  }rish  or  otb?r  manuscript^ 
^l  the  parish.

Adfowioa,  Killuken  is  a  rectory  entircv  and  is  die  corps  of  the 
arcbdeaconryi  being  under  the  patronage  of  the  Lord 
Biflhqp  of  Elphin,  who  resides  at  Elphin  House.  It  is 
not  united,  but  heretofore  it  had  been  so  to  the  paridiei 
of  Toomna,  Creerc^  and  KUgeffin.  This  union  was 
dissolved  by  Dr^  Law,  the  last  Bishop  of  Elphh^  shortly 

Cburdi.  before  his  death*  There  is  but  one  parish  Churdi,  xiz. 
that  of  Killuken ;  and  tber^  are  two  Roman  Catholic 

(Hebe.  Chapelsi  one  at  Lodge,  and  the  other  at  Croghan.  The 
glebe  of  Killuken  contains  thirteen  acres,  but  haa  no 

'ifStm.  glebe  house.  The  articles  tytheable  by  custom  are^ 
Gonii  meadow,  flax,  wool,  and  lambs ;  there  is  also  a 
small  charge  that  may  be  demanded  for  every  nuunied 
couple^  and  for  every  milch  cow,  f(nd  brood  mare.  The 
lythes  ar^  valued  and  sety  and  (hen  paid  in  money. 

IX.  Modes  of  JgrictJture^  CropSf  Sfc. 

The  highest  acreable  rent  of  the  best  land,  supposing 
it  t«  have  been  set  within  the  last  tJiree  years,  is  about 
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three  f[;iifiieaB;  of  the  middliiig  about  fifty  shillings  $ 
and  of  tbe  poorest  about  forty.    The  mode  of  agricul-  ^^^  ^ 
turois,  chiefly  by  digging  with  a  very  clumsy,  lon^  and 
nil^row  spadc^  here  called  a  lay ;  the  plongk  is  not  maoh 
used,  partly,  (they  say)  because  of  tlie  wetness  of  the 
ground,  (being  a  clayey  soil,  without  gravel)  and  partly 
from  the  poverty  of  the  petty  tillage  farmers,  who  are 
iiiiable  to  keep  working  cattle,  or  to  provide  themselves 
irith  proper  implements  of  husbandry ;  the  labour  of 
coarse  of  raising  crops  here,  when  the  plough  is  not 
uied,  is  exceeding  great,  and  very  tedious.    Xhere  are  Siae  of 
laige  pasture  farms  held  by  gentlemen  graziers. 

There  is  no  market  except  at  Carrick-on-JSiannon, 
and  it  is  on  the  Leitrim  side  of  the  bridge.  Thursday 
18  the  market  day.  There  are  five  fairs  held  in  the  year,  ^w. 
viz.  two  in  Croghan,  and  three  in  Carrick,  on  the  Ros- 
common side ;  the  fiiirs  of  Croghan  are  held  in  June 
and  October;  and  those  of  Carrick  in  May,  Augost, 
tnd  November. 

X.  Trade,  Manufactures,  Commerce,  S^c* 

The  chief  article  of  trade  in  this  part  of  the  country  Tm^- 
is  butter,  large  quantities  of  which,  in  the  season,  are 
sent  aS  to  Dublin :  by  it  the  formers  chiefly  make  up 
their  rents.    There  is  alio  a  good  deal  of  yarn  sold  in 
the  market,  and  sent  to  Dublin*    The  chief  manufac-  Mumbt* 
ture  is  linen  of  the  coarser  kind.    Drugget,  frize,  and  ^^^ 
coarse  flannel  ar6  also  manu&qttgred  here,  for  the  use 
of  the  neii^bourhood; 
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Kiv^Mion.  The  navigation  between  Carrick-on-ShannoB  anl 
Dublin  would  be  open,  (ria  Shannon  Harbour)  if  some 
obstructions  to  the  navigation  of  the  Shannon  from 
Drumsna  to  Carrick-on-Shannim  were  removed;  du% 
it  is  expected,  will  be  done  this  summer.

L  The  Namerfihe  Parish^  Situation,  Extent,  tfc. 

Ntaiii  1  HE  present  name  of  this  parish  is  that  by  which  it 
atoudfliL  has  always  been  designated.  It  is  situated  in  the  baro? 
ny  of  Gowran,  and  county  of  Kilkenny,  and  is  of  in 
Bovndsriis  irregular  %iire^  but  rather  conical.  Its  base,  on  the 
east  and  south-east,  rests  on  the  parish  of  Grange  SyWc> 
on  the  south  and  south-west,  it  is  bounded  by  the  pansk 
of  Gowran,  in  the  diocese  of  Ossory ;  on  the  west,  iti 
summit  meets  the  parish  of  Tiscoffin,  otherwise  F^ 
nystown ;  and  on  the  north-west  and  north  it  is  boooded 
by  Shtokiil,  in  this  diocese.  Its  geographical  situatioa 
is  about  5S  degrees  north  latitude,*  and  about  7  degrees 
wast  longitude.    The  church  is  exapUy  fifty  miles  in  a

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direction  S.S.W.  from  Dublin,  close  to  the  maH  coach 
road  leading  thence  to  the  city  of  Cork.  On  account  CooMnn^ 
of  the  irr^ular  figure  of  the  pansh,  it  is  not  easy  to 
ascertain  its  contents  in  square  miles}  but  as  far  as  can 
be  conjectured,  it  contains  about  four ;  of  these  almost 
all  are  arable.  Some  of  the  rich  low  grounds  produce 
meadow  spontaneously ;  but  the  greater  part  of  the  hay 
is  obtained  from  land  laid  down  with  clover  and  grass. 

Here  it  is  to  be  observed,  that  about  the  year 
1800  this  parish  was  surveyed  by  order  of  Doctor  Clea- 
ver, who  was  then  Bishop ;  and  the  return  of  its  con- 
tents was,  2875  acres,  exceeding  the  old  survey  by  no 
less  than  258 :  this  can  be  easily  accounted  for.  About 
thirty  years  ago,  when  the  writer  of  this  account  first  be- 
came curate  of  the  parish  of  Powerstown,  and  union  of 
Grange  Sylvse  and  Kilmacahill,  (for  the  church  of  Pow- 
erstawn  at  that  tinie^  and  until  the  year  1806,  was  the 
only  church  in  the  three  parishes)  several  hundred 
acres  of  tl^e  hilly  part  were  unprofitable,  overrun  with 
heath  and  furze,  its  natural  production,  and  therefore 
not  taken  into  account.  These,  by  the  plentifid  use  of 
lime,  which  the  neighbourhood  affords,  have  disappear- 
ed, and  what  was  before  unprofitable,  has  yielded  to  the 
dominion  of  the  plough;  however,  if  not  well  attended 
to,  it  would  soon  revert  to  its  pristine  state :  it  exactly 
answers  Virgirs  description  oJF  bad  laud : — ^  Dumosis 
calculus  arvis ;  and  ^  Jejuna  clivosi  glarea  ruris.*' — Yet 
notwithstanding  these  natural  disadvantages,  great  im- 
provements have  been  made,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
^ley  will  continue  to  be  progressive.  The  soil  improves 
as  we  descend,  until  it  becomes  a  rich  loam,  and  is  of 
an  excellent  quality,  though  on  the  declivity  it  inclinop 
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to  moitture ;  but  if  good  Soolch  ditdies  were  made^  and 
m  pit^r  cystem  of  draining  introduced,  the  improve- 
■lent  would  toon  be  manifest  The  Irish  name  of  the 
part  now  described  is  Knockadeen. 

With  respect  to  riyersy  lougbsi  &c«  it  may  be  obtenred 
that  there  is  no  stagnant  water  of  any  kind  in  the  pa* 
Ihcr.  rish ;  and  only  one  stream,  scarcely  deserving  the  name 
of  river :  it  rises  about  four  miles  north-west  of  the 
church,  passing  which  in  a  south-easterly  direction,  and 
in  its  course  scantily  supplying  two  mills,  it  &lls  into 
the  river  Barrow  at  Betty  mount,  in  the  parish  of  Grange 
Sylvse,  about  eight  miles  from  its  source.  It  is  called 
the  Akore  river. 

In  this  parish  there  are  no  woods,  and  very  few  trees 
of  more  than  forty  years  growth  ;  nor  are  the  pUnta- 
tions  on  the  gentlemen's  demesnes  e3Uei}sive;  t^ey  are 
merely  ornamental. 

IL  MineSf  Minerals,  S^c. 

Three  years  ago,  the  present  Lord  Monck  brought  a 
master  collier  from  England  at  a  very  considerable  ex« 
(ML.  pense^  for  the  purpose  of  searching  for  coal.  The  ^p* 
pearance  of  that  mineral  on  the  banks  of  the  stream, 
where  it  skirts  the  parishes  of  Shankill  and  KihnacahiU, 
together  with  a  soil  on  the  southern  declivity  of  thehill^ 
similar  to  that  on  the  north,  where  the  great  coal  mines 
of  Castlecomer  and  Dounane  are  situated,  at  the  distance 
of  about  eight  miles,  induced  a  strong  presumption  that 
a  continuation  of  the  stratum  might  be  found.  Whether 
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the  imdeftaker  du)  bis  duty,  is  a  que^on  not  easily 
K^ved ;  but  his  failure  is  a  subject  of  much  regret,  as 
its  success  would  have  been  attended  with  incalculable 
adrantage,  not  only  to  the  surrounding  country,  but 
to  the  kingdom  at  large ;  the  proximity  of  the  navigable 
rirer  Barrow  afibrding  every  &ciiity  of  transport. 

In  Knockadeen  there  are  two  flag  quarries,  the  flags  Flag  qnar* 
of  which  are  raised  from  five  to  ten  feet  in  diameta*,  "^ 
and  about  two  inches  in  thickness ;  but  from  their  un- 
even surface,  covered  with  tuberculous  knobs,  they  are 
unfit  for  flooring,  and  are  used  only  for  covering  corn 
stands,  pig^houses,  and  similar  purposes. 

III.  Modem  BuUdingSy  4^c. 

It  is  somewhat  remarkable  that  there  is  neither  town, 
viUage,  inn,  or  alehouse  in  this  parish.  Gentlemen's  Gcntk- 
aeats  are  few ;  three  only  are  deserving  of  notice.  The  °^*^**^ 
first  is  Paulstown  Castle,  formerly  the  residence  of  the 
late  Warden  Flood,  Esq.  but  at  present  uninhabited. 
The  old  castle  is  a  square  building,  similar  to  many 
others  in  this  neighbourhood ;  but  at  what  time,  or  by 
whom  it  was  built  is  not  recorded :  some  additions  have 
been  made  to  it,  in  the  modern  stile,  so  as  to  render  it 
a  comfortable  residence.  The  demesne  is- small,  but 
tolerably  well  planted.  It  is  situated  on  the  south  side 
of  the  great  road,  about  eight  miles  south-west  of  KiU 
kenny,  and  five  miles  north-east  of  Leigh!in*bridge. 
The  next  seat  is  Fairview,  the  residence  of  John  Flood, 
Esq.  but  he  seldom  lives  there.    This  is  adjacent  to  the 
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Ofnih'  Ibrmer ;  the  hoose  was  latel  j  built,  and  is  nekt  and  plai^ 
santly  situated :  the  plantations  are  yet  in  their  infim- 
cy.  The  third  is  Monnt-Rothe,  the  seat  of  Cieorge 
Rothe,  Em].  proprietor  in  fee.  This  hoose  is  io  the 
modem  style,  two  stories  high,  with  suitable  apartment!. 
The  demesne  contains  ninety  acres  of  very  saperior 
land,  and  is  tolerably  well  planted :  it  adjoins  thegrest 
road  on  the  south  side ;  being  distant  from  Kilkemiy 
seven,  and  irom  Leighlin-bridge  five  miles.  The  re* 
maining  houses  are  habitations  of  farmers  and  their  on* 
dertenants,  and  of  cottiers,  situated  so  as  to  be  conre- 
nient  to  the  farms  they  occupy. 

IB^sd^  The  parish  is  intersected  by  a  number  of  roads,  bat 

particularly  by  that  leading  from  Dublin  to  the  city  of 
Waterford,  which  branches  from  the  great  Cork  rosd 
near  Shankiil,  on  the  boundary  of  this  parish,  and  pssKi 
through  Oowran  and  Thomastown,  towards  Waterfoid. 

IV.  Ancient  Buildings^  8^.  \ 

On  this  subject  scarcely  any  information  can  be  st 
forded,  as  not  a  vestige  of  the  kind  appears  in  theparishi 
except  the  old  castle  of  Paulstown,  menticmed  in  the 
Tn^tion.  preceding  section.  Tradition  says  that  this  old  squire 
building  was  formerly  the  residence  of  a  Sir  Peane 
Butler,  a  branch  of  the  Ormond  fiunily,  from  whom  it 
passed  to  the  ancestors  of  the  present  Lord  Clifleo, 
under  whom  the  Flood  family  held  it  at  a  small  rent, 
by  lease  in  perpetuity.  The  ruins  of  the  old  church 
have  been  made  use  of  in  erecting  the  new*

On  the  bead  oFfoi^er  population,  no  data  oan  be  had  Popuktioii. 
¥^bereby  an  esact  calculation  may  be  made  ttf.  the  nu* 
iBerii:al  encreade;  yet  from,  observations  respecting  the 
number  <rf  houses  of  diffisrent  descifiptions  lately  built, 
and  from  other  circumstances,  it  may  with  truth  be  a& 
firmed,  that  one-third  at  l^aat  has  beenaddfed  to  the 
population  of  the  parish,  in  the  course;  of 'the  last  thirty 
years.  The  soil  is  productive ;  and  as  population  de- 
pends upon  food  and  cloathing,  It  willlnvariably  indrekse 
in  proportion  to  the  facilities  with  which  these  are  ob- 
tained. The  population  of  the  parish  at  present  stands 
thus :  19S  families,  of  which  eight  are  Protestant  To- 
tal number  of  inhabitants,  1 180,  of  Which  44  are  Pn>- 
testants;  be^g  on  an  average  six  'to  a  house,  atld  26 
over :  602  males,  and  578  females.  Protestant  dissent- 
ers there  are  none. 

Apiculture  is  the  general  employment  of  both  s^ces.  Emplogr* 
They  have  no  manufactures,  except  that  0f  a  lit^e 
coarse  linen,  and  woollen  cloth,  for  their  oWn  consump* 
tion.  They  grow  but  little  flax,  and  are  ^  little  skilled 
in  its  proper  management :  they  are  constantly  obliged 
to  purchase  the  finer  fabricks,  according  to  their  wants 
and  their  abilities.  There  are  but  few  mechanic  trades- 
men, such  as  masons,  carpenters,  &c.;  these  are  gene- 
rally employed  by  the  farmers  as  they  have  occasion  for 
them. 

As  to  the  appearance  of  the  people^  though  it  does 
not  indicate  wealth,  yet  it  does  plenty  and  health.  The 
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food  food  of  the  farmer  is  the  produce  of  his  fisurm,  tiz.  poti» 
toes,   bread,  butter,  milk,  pork,  bacon,  fowl,  &a ;  he 

FiMl  seldom  goes  to  market :  his  fuel  is  stone  coal,  brought 
from  the  colliery,  distant  about  eight  or  nine  miles,  and 
turf  brought  from  the  summit  level  of  the  hills  alretdy 
mentioned,  on  which  there  are  large  turbaries  in  almost 
every  direction.  As  to  the  lower  dass,  their  food  is 
generally  potatoes,  butter,  milk  and  eggs,  but  seldom 
meat  For  the  most  part  be  possesses  a  cow,  and  a  pig 
or  two  is  to  be  found  at  every  door ;  these  useful  ani- 
mals  bring  him  an  annual  return,  which  greatly  assists 
him  to  pay  the  rent  of  his  cabin  and  potatoe  garden: 
the  rest  is  made  up  by  his  manual  labour* 

Mttdkitj.  In  this  parish  there  are  no  mendicants,  and  but  few 
paupers  that  need  assistance ;  these  are  supported  by  the 
bounty  of  the  neighbourhood.  Even  in  the  summer  of 
1819,  a  season  6f  uncommon  scarcity,  no  person  was 
obliged  to  leave  his  cabin  through  want;  a  committee 
of  the  most  respectable  inhabitants  was  chosen,  to  whom 
contributions  were  made,  sufficient  to  purchase  and  dis- 
tribute food  for  the  relief  of  the  necessitous,  until  the 
return  of  plenty.  Although  the^  inhabitants  are  in  ge- 
neral healthy,  yet  there  are  no  instances  of  unoommoU 
longevity ;  very  lew  exceed  the  eightieth  year. 

VL  QeniusandDisposiiianqf  the  Poorer  Classe$9^ 

a«iiut  and     The  people  of  this  parish  are  in  general  sober,  peace- 
^^^      able,  and  industrious ;  which  character  they  have  main- 
tained since  the  days  of  the  White  Boys,  about  forty 
years  ago,  in  whose  excesses  some  few  only  were  impt 
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t&ted.  Even  in  tho  late  rebellion,  upon  the  incursion 
of  the  Wexford  rebels  from  Vinegar  Hill,'  in  their 
inarch  to  Castlecomer,  marking  their  course  through 
this  parish  with  devastation  and  plunder,  few,  if  any, 
were  connected  with  them. 

They  have  no  particular  customs.  Their  language  Ungutgt. 
is  for  the  most  part  English,  which  they  all  speak  flu* 
ently ;  this  was  not  the  case  some  years  ago.  The  Irish 
language  is  understood  by  all,  and  occasionally  used ; 
it  is  however  on  the  decline.  As  to  their  maimers  and 
religious  customs  they  have  experienced  no  change. 

VIL  7^  Education  and  Employment  ofChildren^  8fc. 

There  are  only  two  schools  in  the  parish,  both  under  IL  Q^si^ 
Romui  Catholic  masters.     The  number  in  each  fluctu- 
ates; it  is  encreased  or  diminished,  according  as  their 
parents  may  have  occasion  for  the  assistance  of  the  chiU 
dren.     The  average  number  in  both  may  be  about  100. 
They  are  taught  reading,  writing,  and  a  little  arithme-  Coime  of 
tic ;  they  afterwards  pass  generally  into  the  occupations  ^'"■^™**^. 
of  their  parents,  except  the  few  that  are  put  to  trades. 
The  quarterly  salary  to  the  master  for  reading  is  28. 2d. ;  R«im  ^ 
writing  8s.  Sd. ;  arithmetic  5s.  6d.     There  is  no  Pro-  ***°*^ 
testant  school  in  the  parish ;  nor  is  it  possible  under 
present  circumstances,-  to  establish  one,  as  it  has  be«i 
ascertained,  that  parents  would  not  send  their  children 
to  a  Protestant  master,  however  eminent  his  abilities^ 
The  parish  dcrk  is  paid  a  small  salary  by  the  vicar,  for 
attending  the  few   Protestant  children  at  their  own 
houses.     There  are  no  public  libraries,   Irish  maBO« 
scripts,  or  any  historical  document  whatever  relating  to 
Ireland.

it  has  been  transferred  to  that  family*  has  not  bee& 
clearly  ascertained.  The* tythes  are  generally  valoed 
by  the  proctor  or  agent,  who  seldom  fails  to  agree  with 
the  &rmer.  If  any  disagreement  should  occuTi  it  is 
settled  by  the  vicar ;  so  that  he  is  never  und^  the 
cessity  of  taking  them  in  kind..  The  chaiges  per.

Unite.  This,  vieiirage  had  been  for  many  years 

paUy  united  to  the  parish  of  Grange  Sylvae^  but  vna 
disunited  in  the  yeac  1804,.  on  the  demkeof  the  Revw 
Theobald:  BlM>wnrigg^  rector  and  vicar  of  that  anieii, 
by  Doctor  Cleaver,  the  then  ordinary  of  die  diooeaeu 
Tins  nnm^. together  wiUi  the  panshes  of  Old  LeigUm . 
and  Wdlsy  aie  all  united  under  one  Roman  Caihnlii: 
pricsti  with^oadjotors  under  him. 
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Tbere  is  but  one  place  of  public  worship  in  the  pa-  Chuvd^ 
rish,  and  that  a  Protestant  church,  without  any  parochial 
fiindsi  or  any  records  whatsoever.  The  chapel  to  which 
the  inhabitants  of  this  parish,  of  Shankill,  and  of  a  great 
part  of  Grange  Sylv»  resort,  is  situate  in  the  parish  of 
Shankill,  on  the  boundary  of  this ;  its  situation  is  marked 
on  the  map*  Th^e  is  no  glebe,  and  consequently  no 
glebe-house.  It  is  however  certain  that  there  was  once 
a  glebe  of  twenty  acres,  which- belonged  not  to  the  vi- 
carage, but  to  the  impropriation:  but  this  through' 
neglect,  was  suffered  to  merge  int«  the  estate  of  the  ad- 
jacent proprietor ;  and  is  now  irrecoverably  los^  not 
the  least  trace  of  its  boundary  being  discoverable.  The 
old  men  are  but  lately  dead,  who  could  have  pointed  out 
its  bounds. 

The  church  is  the  only  public  building  in  the  parish ; 
it  was  built  in  the  year  1806|  by  the  present  vicar,  under 
the  order  of  Doctor  Cleaver,  the  then  Bishop,  by  whom 
a  grant  of  5001.  haj}  been  obtained  from  the  Board  of 
First  Fruits,  for  its  erection.  This  building  is  sixty 
feet  long,  by^  twenty-two  wide,  and  is  finished  in  the 
best  manner.  It  stands  upon  the  site  of  old  ruins,  for- 
merly consecrated  as  a  place  of  worship ;  but  at  what 
time  the  decay  took  place  is  not  recorded.  The  church 
yard  is  much  too  small,  and  consequently  inadequate 
to  the  present  population ;  but  notwithstanding  repeat- 
ed and  earnest  applications  have  been  made  by  the  vicar^ 
for  the  grant  of  a  very  few  perches  of  ground  from  the 
adjaeent  proprietor,  in  order  to  its  enlargement^  and  to 
I^ovide  a  more  convenient  site  for  the  new  cbuithf 
he  has  not  yet  been  abl^  to  succeed. 
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IX.  Modes  of  Agriculture^  Crojp$f  4*r*

tice,  though  a  better  system  is  beginning  to  take  place, 

as  well  in  the  method  of  tilling^  as  in  the  rotation  of 
crops.  Instead  of  idle  fallows  preparatory  to  wheats 
green  crops  of  clover  and  vetches  have  been  lately  in- 
troduced. These  supply  a  plentiful  quantity  of  food  in 
the  first  summer  months,  especially  where  the  pastares 
are  too  confined  for  the  number  of  cattle  necessary  for 
the  culture  and  use  of  the  fisirm ;  and  besides,  if  the 
ground  producing  vetches  and  clover  has  been  previous* 
ly  well  manured,  it  will  be  clean,  and  a  good  cn^  of 
wheat  may  be  expected,  by  putting  in  the  seed  with  the 
rest  of  the  field,  or  that  firom  which  potatoes  have  been 
taken,  which  will  be  about  the  first  wedi  in  November. 
The  writer  can  recommend  the  adoption  of  green  crops 
from  his  own  experience :  in  1 797  he  took  fifty  acres  of 
land  from  William  Bayly,  Esq,  whose  estate  adjoins 
this  parish,  at  two  guineas  per  acre*  Finding  it  much 
exhausted,  and  unable  to  give  a  crop  of  any  value,  he 
laid  it  out  into  eight  even  compartments  every  year  fol* 
lowing,  and  manuring  one  division  with  lime,  120  bar« 
rels  to  the  acre ;  he  then  sowed  wheat,  and  had  a  tole- 
rably good  crop ;  next  year  he  sowed  barley,  and  laid 
it  down  with  clover  and  trefoil  in  equal  parts  of  twrive 
pounds,  and  six  barrels  of  clean  grass  seeds  to  the  acre, 
(after  the  first  year  a  sufficient  quantity  of  grass  seed  is 
always  obtained  from  the  hay.)  The  barley  was  a  good 
crop.  He  mows  this  division  two  seasons;  the  first  is 
a  plentiful  crop,  of  at  least  four  tons  to  the  acre;  the 
next  not  so  much,  but  of  a  finer  quality.  This  be  gravs 
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two  yean,  and  proceeds  in  the  same  manner  witb  the  Mode  of

whole.  While  this  rotation  is  in  progress,  he  begins  to  ture. 
plough  up  that  first  laid  down,  sows  oats  under  the  har- 
row, and  always  has  a  plentiful  crop.  When  the  oats 
are  taken  o£^  he  manures  a  portion  generally  with  lime^ 
and  fallows  it  for  winter  vetches,  which  he  sows  under 
the  harrow,  and  it  answers  extremely  well.  The  re- 
mainder is  ploughed  in  winter  for  drill  potatoes ;  it  is 
r^ploughed  in  spring ;  when  harrowed,  the  drills  are 
opened  pretty  deep,  with  a  double  mould  broad  plough 
and  four  horses,  allowing  three  feet  to  each.  On  every 
ninth  drill  a  good  row  of  dung  is  laid ;  when  this  b 
done,  women  and  children  plant  the  setts,  four  inches  or 
less  asunder ;  six  or  seven  men  spread  this  manure  upon 
them,  which  the  same  plough  immediately  covers.  In 
this  manner,  if  the  plough  is  properly  attended,  he 
plants  with  ease  two  acres  in  the  day.  They  remain  in 
this  state  a  few  days,  until  the  clay  is  perfectly  dry  and 
mouldering,  when  a  harrow  without  pins,  or  turned 
upon  its  back,  (that  the  manure  may  not  be  disturbed) 
is  drawn  across,  and  the  whole  levelled.  Here  the 
work  rests  for  some  time,  until  the  plants  are  sufficiently 
hi^  to  mark  the  drills,  when  the  same  double-mould 
board  plough  is  again  introduced^  throwing  up  the 
earth  equally  on  both  sides,  and  covering  the  plants : 
thus  they  remain  until  the  plants  are  three  or  four  inches 
high ;  then  two  horses  and  a  small  paring  plough  with- 
out a  mould  board  takes  the  earth  from  each  side  of  the 
drill,  as  close  to  the  plant  as  may  be^  without  injuring 
it«  By  this  operation,  (which  ought  to  be  performed  in 
dry  weather)  every  noxious  weed  is  destroyed,  or  if  any 
diould  escape  the  plough,  they  are  hand-picked  at  a 
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vety  %iafill  expense :  as  sodn  as  the  weeds  are  tt^irhered, 
nnd  their  vegetation  destroyed,  theearth  h  again  fehrown 
up  ^lose  to  the  stems  of  the  plants,  -by  the  double-moold 
board  plough,  and  tlius  the  business  ends.  Thetrrop 
is  aUrays  abund^nt^  of  excellent  qualrty,  and  vastly  su- 
perior to  that  of  sach  of  bis  neighbours  as  have  not 
adopted  the  same  method. 

5iock.  Stocks  of  cattle  are  smatli  except  one  dairy  of  about 

twenty  cows,  the  remainder  is  barely  suflScient  for  the 
use  of  the  inhabitants.     There  are  but  very  few  sheep. 

Beats^  The  average  rent  of  good  land  is  about  two  guineas  per 
acre,  although  «ome  of  Lord  Monck's. estate  has  been 
lately  set  so  high  as  four  guineas ;  a  rent  so  much  above 
its  value,  compared  with  the  present^  and  probably  fu* 
ture  low  price  of  com,  thai  the  tenant  can  never  pajr 
iu  It  is  a  maxim,  and  perhaps  founded  on  truth,  '*  thai 
when  an  acre  of  tillage  land  ^xcee^  the  price  of  a 
barrel  of  wheat,  it  is  too  high,  for  the  farmer."  The 
rent  of  a  cabbini  with  a  few  perches  of  cabbage  gardo^ 
may  on  an  average  be  about  2l.  per  annum :  if  more 
land  is  annexed,  it  is  g^eraliy  at  the  rate  of  three  gui- 
neas per  acre.  One  or  two  acres  is  the  most  that  any 
cottier  holds:  he  is  paid  additionally  for  any  Work  he 
performs.  No  duties  are  required  or  paid  by  any  de§* 
cription  of  inhabitants;  the  non-residence  of  landlords 
and  agents  may  be  the  cause  of  this  ^x^mption,. 

Although  there  are  no  markets  in  the  parish^  yet  the 
many  corn  stores  and  flour  mills  on  the  river  Barrow, 
ajFord  the  farmer  a  convenient  and  ready  sale  for  Ule 
produce  of  his  farm:  their  number  prevents  monopoly. 
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gnA  he  9hmy%  obtaiw  tiL  6tr  price,  which  is  r^ulated 
by  the  PoWa  and  WaterfiMrd  markets.  The  price  he  Wag«of  ' 
pajB  fi^hboforflocteaCes:  memnmar  i|  is  generally  Is.  ^^^*^^' 
per  dmy  mAoat^  and  Od.  with  food;  in  winter  it  is  less. 
The  wagesof  an  Me  servant  are  from  71.  to  8L  per  an- 
ntini.  In  gcsiend  die  nmnber  of  a  (armet^s  domestics 
is  not  aaffident  to  reap  and  save  his  crop,  and  therefore 
in  harvest  he  is  oUiged  to  have  recourse  to  a  species  of 
labourers  calkd  ^^spalpe^asi^  tibese  men  come  from  die 
monntaincms  parts  of  Carlow  apd  Kilkenny,  and  even 
from  Kerry,  in  Munater.  Tli^  assemble  on  a  Sondaj 
or  fad^^day,  m  latge  bodies,  spm^imes  of  three  or  four 
bnndred,  in  Gowran  and  the  nmf^bbowrmg  towns,  olfer* 
ing  themselves  for  hirc^  aad  are  taken  as  the  fiurq^er 
may  hi^e  oecasinsi  for  them :  their  wages  fkictoate  ac^ 
cofiling  to  theurgency  of  the  season;  sometimes  risii^ 
to  Sa.  ^  per  day  with  feod^  but  never  less  than  Is.  ld« 
Tlua  bsts  aboot  oae  fortm^itt  wboi  they  retam  home 
in  time  to  reap  tibmr  own.cnsps.  Th^ come i^gpfai 
abovt  th&  faOfter  end  of  Oetobert  to  asrist  m  taking  oat 
tbw  polatoesi  when  thqr  ere  hired  in  the  saaoe  manner.

In  diis  respect  I  the  parish  is  at  present  uncommonly 
unfortunate;  not  a  single  proprietor  reddes  upon  his 
estate^  and  of  course  no  attention  is  paid  to  the  tnhaU« 
tants^  except  to  collect  fheir  rents^  that  they  tnay  be 
elsewhere  expended*

L  ne  name  of  ihe  Parish^  SUuationf  Extend  4^. 

XH£  parish  of  KilmacUge»  which  is  a  rectoiy  and  vi*  1 
carage»  is  situated  in  the  barony  of  Linejr,  county  of 
Sligo^  and  diocese  of  Acbonry.    It  is  fjx  miles  in  length  Exint 
hy  four  in  breadth ;  bounded  on  the  east  and  south  by  Bounteies 
the  parish  of  Adionry ;  and  on  the  nortli  and jsrest  by 
those  of  Killasser  and  Attemass.    A  }ong  range  of  Mmmtaiiii; 
mountains  passes  through  it^  most  of -whieb-  i»  jtaslum" 
ble:  it  also  contains  large  tracts  of  wet  beg.    No  woodb 
are  to  be  met  with  in  the  parish ;  although'  In  former 
ages  a  gmit  part  of  i(  mu«t^have)>^n  covert  with 
timber.  . 

There  is  one  lake  in  the  parish,  called  <  Lough  Talt' ; 
which  means  the  High  Lake,  as  it  is  situated  in  the 
midst  of  high  mountains,  that  seem  to  have  been  thrown 
up  from  the  valley  where  the  lake  lies,  by  some  extraor- 
dinary convulsion  of  nature.    These  ipountains  are 
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very  ruggedi  and  nearly  perpendiculari  presenting  ia 
the  summer  season,  a  roost  romantic  and  picturesque 
appearance.  There  may  be  seen  large  herds  of  gost8» 
some  sheep,  and  a  few  young  cattle,  browzing  oo  the 
sides  of  these  rocky  precipices,  and  in  continual  danger, 
(as  it  would  seem  to  the  anxious  spectator)  of  being 
hurled  headlong  into  the  lake  which  washes  their  base: 
accidents  of  this  kind  sometimes  happen.  The  inac- 
cessible difis  near  the  summit  afford  a  safe  retreat  to 
the  eagle,  who  nestles  there  every  year,  yet  without  en- 
creasing  his  species,  as  there  is  never  more  than  one 
pair  known  to  breed  there  at  the  same  time.  A  city 
alderman  might  envy  this  monarch  of  Crummas  his 
daily  fare;  his  kitchen  being  well  supplied  not  only 
with  kid,  Iamb,  hares,  rabbits,  but  with  every  specie^  of 
game,  which  is  to  be  found  in  great  abundance  on  his 
ample  demesne^  and  within  his  hnmediate  grasp. 

Kdk  The  lake,  which  is  about  a  mile  long,  and  half  that 

space  across,  is  well  stocked  with  trout  of  a  small  liae^ 
where  a  tolerably  good  angler  with  the  assistance  of  i 
boat,  may  take  five  or  six  dozen  in  part  of  a  day.  Ther^ 
are  two  small  rocky  islands  *in  this  lake^  whic^  in  sum- 
mer are  thickly  covered  with  goXls  6t  different  Iand% 
that  breed  there  in  great  numbers,  and  from  their  cott^ 
tinual  noise  and  incessant  flying  io  and  fro  a£ford  some 
variety  and  entertainment  to  the  passenger,  ha  tberM 
firom  Ballina  to  Tobercurry  and  Boyle  passes  ctose  ft 
fts  verge. 

1do§.        '    In  these  mountains  there  is  excellent  inr(  #bicii  |^ 
the  ottly  fiiel  usedby  the  inhabitants;  anid  which  thofoih 
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efery  wh^re  in  die  country/  the  bogs  bdng  intenpened  Bog. 
wtth  the  arable  lands  in  every  quarter ;  and  it  appears 
liiat  all  these  tracts  which  are  now  covered  with  bog,  as 
well  as  most  Gff  the  high  mountains,  were  formerly 
dothed  with  woods  or  forests;  as  the  rooU  of  oak,  birch  ^  ^ 
and  fir  are  every  where  found  in  the  bogs,  from  five  to 
eight  feet  below  die  surface.  When  the  turf  is  cut 
down  as  fiir  as  it  can  be  found,  there  is  a  stratum  of 
gravel,  clay,  or  marl  at  the  bottom ;  where  very  large 
roots  of  the  above-mentioned,  and  other  sorts  of  tim^ 
ber  trees  are  every  where  to  be  met  with,  in  the  posi* 
tkm  in  which  tbey  orighaally  grew,  and  extending  many 
feet  arouid.  Large  trunks  of  the  same  sort  of  trees 
are  often  found  in  the  same  places,  lying  horizontally, 
and  one  kind  of  them,  nmnely,  the  fir,  very  valuable, 
lArding  timber  for  roofing  houses,  making  joists,  and 
other  domestic  uses*  Trees  of  this  kind  would  not  now 
grow  in  such  bogs ;  whence,  as  also  from  the  quality 
of  die  soil,  it  is  pi^obable  tfatft  the  timber  originally  grew 
on  the  earth,  where  their  roots  are  now  found ;  and 
that  the  bog  was  produced  by  the  waters  collecting  in 
tlie  woods,  where  they  have  been  impeded  by  die  falling 
leaves  and  branches,  diat  first  formed  a  kind  of  moss, 
aiad  afterwards,  through  time,  assumed  the  appearance 
it  now  has.  In  a  bog  where  the  turf  has  been  cut 
a;tray,  the  remains  of  b  stone  wall  has  been  seen,  extend* 
isig  many  perches,  and  serving  to  confirm  the  opinion, 
iiuit  bogs  have  originated  firom  die  cause  now  mentioiiF 
«d,  and  did  not^hginally  form  a  part  of  the  surface  of 
ibe  earth.  It  appears  that  many  of  the  trees  which  fat* 
inerly  grew  here,  and  are  now  found  mfiny  feetrbeneadi 
Ibe  aurfaee^  have  been  felled  by  fire^  and  oot  est  down ; 
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Bof*  is  the  thick  part  of  the  trunks  next  the  roots  stiU  retain 
the  marks  of  the  fire^  having  some  fiset  of  them  reduced 
to  diarcoal ;  and  probably  these  ti^eesljingon  theeardi 
in  greatnumbersy  have  also  been  the  cause  of  arresting 
the  waters,  confining  them  to  these  pkces,  and  thcrebj 
prodncing  the  present  bogk  A  valoable  improvement 
was  made  in  this  place  about  twenty  years  ago,  throng 
the  exertions  of  a  Captain  CXDowdd,  who  possessed 
an  estate  of  many  thousand  acres  of  these  mountains, 
which  were  without  inhabitants,  except  those  'fene 
»  natUFse',  and  which  were  nearly  impassable  to  the  active 
and  barefiM>ted  native.  The  immense  rodcs,  steep  hills, 
and  deep  caverns,  which  evary  where  preseated  them- 
selves, fimned  as  many  insuperable  difficulties,  as  the 
passage  of  the  Alps  did  m  former  days ;  but  this  Han* 
nibal,  by  labour  jmd  perseverance  overcame  them  all, 
and  has  now  formed  a  road,  where,  a  coach  paaaes  six 
.  times  awaek,  oomRsying passengers  to  and  from  BaUina 
and  Castkrea,  and  has  shortened  the  line  from  Balliaa 
to  Banada  from  twenty  to  twelve  miles. . 

The  river  Moy,  which  passes  through  this  pa* 
rish,  in  a  direction  frrai  north  to  east,  towards  Fox- 
fcfd»  ud  thence  to  Ballina  in  a  a^rtiieni  directiaD,  is 
a  beasrtifttl  streaosi  winding  its  coarse  through  a  great 
paftortbeeo«atyofS%o,  wfaeie  it  takes  its  rise,  aid 
lUliag  iBftw  the  sea  near  Bamna,  in  the  oonaty  of  jyUyob 
This  liver  was  some  yean  agp  a  aouroe  of  great  Msolii* 

tteat  «o  indmcfaialsi  as  itoontaiMd  ooe  of  the  jbat  adk> 
wm  fisheries  in  hnkni  i  hut  itisrf  laltAnchdflaiiiisk^ 
e4  iMI-liie  Mglrct  of  the  proasot  ftnoen,  neither  .«f 
wlMNa  raida  in  the  coaMiy.    Qa  tUi  aea^«<i  tht 
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tkreedlng  fish  that  come  up  from  the  sea  to  the  small  Saknon 
rif  ere  falling  into  the  Moy,  are  almost  entirely  destroy--  FiAwy, 
cd  inr  the  spawning  season,  by  the  people  living  near  the 
banks;  consequently,  fresh  salmon,  which  formerly  sold 
at  threepence  per  pound  in  q)ring^  now  sells  at  tenpcnce 
or  a  shilling.  The  laws  in  being  are  folly  adequate  to 
the  preservation  of  the  species,  but  there  are  now  no 
water  keepers  to  look  after  them,  or  to  prosecute  the 
offenders.  So  abundant  was  the  take  of  fish  on  this  ri- 
ver at  Ballina,  where  they  have  weirs  and  boxe»  for 
taking  them,  that  the  reporter  has  seen  eleven  hundred 
taken  in  one  day  at  the  weirs,  and  fifteen  hundred  at 
another  time,  in  a  few  hours,  by  drafting  with  nets,  Bt 
which  times  they  sold,  (being  the  pledtifoi  sieason)  for 
three  halfpence  per  pound.  At  that  period,  being  aboqt 
twenty  years  ago,  besiides  sillying  the  surrounding 
country,  and  sending  as  many  to  thb  Dublin  mattc^t-as 
there  was  sale  for,  the  owners  used  to  saltfor^Kpcnrta- 
tion  sisty  or  dghty  ton  of  fish ;  whereas,  a«  present  there 
are  none  salted  for  exportadony  and  att  those  caught 
during  the  months  in  virhich  they  will  bear  to  be  carried, 
are  taken  by  the  cadgers  to  the  Dublin  market,  idiere 
they  sdmetiihes  are  sold  for  double  what  they  cost; 
whHtt  the  Inhabitants  t>f  the  couhti^  ean  scarcely  pro- 
cune  toy  for  their  own  tAAe&i  as  these  cadgers  buy  them 
by  the  hundred,  and  gently  pay  for  them  beferq- 
hand.  The  lovers  of  angling  have  grettt  roaaon  to  ki- 
ib^'tti^  (kdSxit  of  this  fishery;  as  an  experienced  an- 
jjler,  ^eU  provided  wMi  a  cot  and  suitable  tacUii^ 
ttight  kiU  fi^m'ten  to  twenty^  salmon  in  a  faMsouiaUe 
day;  and  th6  repo^er  of  this  has  k|Ued  with  his  irod 
and  a  mgle  flf^  ott^  hundred  and  mxg  salmon  iftliKmr*

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teen  sncceisive  days.  The  proprietor  of  thb  BAery  h 
^^^*  tlie  Earl  of  Arran,  to  whom  the  present  fiumen  pqr 
about  £500  per  annum;  atod  it  may  be  calculated^  that 
after  d^ucting  the  necessary  expenses  attending  it,  they 
have  scarcely  any  thing  saved,  but  rather  have  been  tat 
some  years  losers ;  whereas  it  is  well  known  that  a  fer- 
tner  tenant  cleared  fifteen  hundred  pounds  in  one  jrear ; 
but  that  was  a  year  of  an  uncommonly  abundant  take. 

It  is  wonderiul  to  see  with  what  avidity  all  descrip- 
tions of  persons  in  this  parish  pursue  this  unofiending 
and  useftil  race  of  creatures,  and  that  at  a  time  when 
their  food  is  both  unwholesome  and  insipid.  Tliey  be- 
gin to  run  upwards  fixnn  the  sea  in  February,  and  con- 
tinue to  do  so  until  December,  which  is  the  chief  mondi 
of  their  spawning,  and  they  seldom  arrive  at  the  small 
rivers  until  the  floods  in  November,  which  enable  them 
to  push  up  into  those  nvers,  where  they  deposit  their 
spawn,  (for  they  never  breed  in  the  deep  waters,)  and 
no  sooner  are  they  discovered  to  approach  these  well- 
known  haunts,  but  the  natives,  with  one  accord,  old  and 
young,  men,  women  and  children,  take  the  field  against 
them.  They  watch  the  fall  of  the  waters,  which  is  sud- 
den, nxid  then  find  the  fish  on  the  shallow  gravelly  fords, 
preparing  to  propagate  thdr  kind;  and  with  gofis, 
pitchforks,  reaping  hooks,  and  long  poles,  they  attadc 
them  in  the  day  time,  and  by  night  take  tordies,  made 
of  slips  of  bog  fir  tied  together,  to  assist  them  in  disco- 
vering and  killing  the  breeding  fish,  which  is  then  v^ 
easily  done.  Hence  it  follows,  that  not  many  are  per- 
mitted to  spawn,  and  of  those  that  do  spawn,  few  ar^ 
suffered  to  return  to  the  sea  whence  they  came* 
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It  is  much  to  be  r^etied,  that  measures  are  not  Mmenk 
adopted,  to  protect  and  encourage  this  fishery;  which 
night  be  made,  as  it  was  heretofore^  a  source  of  wealth 
to  the  owners,  and  a  matter  of  public  utility^  not  only 
to  the  neighbourhood,  buit  to  the  most  remote  parts  of 
the  kingdom.  It  would  tend  to  lessen  the  consumptioui 
and  lower  the  price  of  fresh  meat;  and  it  would  require 
no  papal  edict  to  enforce  the  use  of  it  at  certain  periods^ 
B&  from  the  excellence  of  the  food,  it  jieould  be  eaten  at 
all  times,  when  it  could  be  procured. 

II.  MineSj  Minerals^  8^, 

No  coal  mines  have  been  discovered  in  this  parish,  MSMnl^; 
Bor  have  there  been  any  efforts  used  to  ascertain  whe* 
ther  our  mountains  contain  them.  Almost  every  sort  of 
stone  abounds  here^  both  on  the  surface  of  the  earth, 
and  under  it ;  but  the  most  common  are  granite^  lime- 
atone,  and  whinstone;  these  however  are  not  found  in 
regular  quarries,  but  lying  on  the  surface  of  the  ground 
in  great  quantities,  so  as  in  some  places  to  occupy  one 
half  of  the  soil,  and  many  of  them  so  large,  as  to  re- 
quire the  force  of  gunpowder,  or  of  large  turf  fires  built 
around  them,  to  reduce  them  to  such  dimensions  as  to 
make  them  manageable.  The  granite,  when  split  into  OrsnitA. 
pieces  by  those  means,  bears  dressing  remarkably  well, 
and  becomes  excellent  stone  for  building.  The  craggy  B«nU. 
mountains  are  composed  chiefly  of  basalt,  commonly 
called  whinstone,  which  is  but  indifferent  in  quality, 
and  useful  only  for  building  common  walls.  The  only  ] 
r^ular  quarry  here,  is  one  of  limestone  at  Banada,  close 
by  the  river,  which  is  (^  a  very  good  quality  for  house 
work^  furnishing  quoins,  window  stools,  &c» 
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SUtd^Mv-     Mr,  John  Taafle,  who  lately  purchased  a  tract  of 
^*  mountain,  consisting  of  some  thousands  of  acres,  near 

the  lake  before-mentionedi  has  lately,  by  accidest,  dis- 
covered a  slate  quarry,  which  firom  the  descriptum  he 
has  given  of  it,  promises  to  be  a  source  of  great  emolop 
meat  to  himself,  and  of  equal  utility  to  the  surrounding 
country.  Hie  slates  can  be  raised  to  the  length  of  six 
feet,  and  will  bear  to  be  wrought  to  any  thickness  that 
may  be  required.  They  are  of  a  close  hard  grain,  eanly 
worked,  and  of  a  blue  colour.  There  was  but  one  slated 
house  in  this  parish  uiitit  within  these  ten  years  back ; 
now  there  are  Uiree^  and  probably  within  a  few  years 
more,  there  will  be  a  great  number,  on  account  of  the 
£MuIity  of  procuring  dates.  Sligo,  which  is  the  princi- 
pal place  where  slates  are  t6  be  obtained,  is  22  miles 
distant.  Those  which  are  brou^  diither,  are  firom 
England  or  Wales :  the  price  is  very  high^  and  the  car- 
riage thence  will  cost  nearly  40s.  per  ton.  This  quar- 
xy  has  been  but  barely  opened,  but  the  workmen  who 
were  brought  to  examine  it  affirm,  that  two  inieU^ent 
hands  would  produce  one  tfiousand  pounds  worth  of 
Ijiem  in  a  month* 

III.  Modem  SuildingSf  i^c. 

Bea^ii  The  chief  road  is  that  leading  from  Balllna  to  Boyle» 

through  Banada  and  Tubbercorry ;  another  leads  from 
this  now  mentioned  to  Foxford,  in  an  easterly  direction. 

Gtnile;.  The  only  gentleman's  seats  are  Mr.  Robinscm's,  at 
Cloonrogeen,  within  a  mile  of  the  road  leading  to  Boyle 
firom  Ballina,  on  the  right ;  and  Mr.  Jones's  at  Banada, 
on  the  left  of  the  same  road^  where  there  is  also  a  hand* 
some  bridge  over  the  Moy. 
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Tbore  is  not  a  tree  to  be  seen  in  the  parish^  but  what 
•re  to  be  found  on  the  demesnes  of  these  two  gentlemen. 
Mr.  Robinson,  who  is  but  a  few  years  the  proprietor  of  Plsntuv* 
his  place^  has  planted  a  good  number  of  useful  and  oma* 
mental  trees,  and  is  raising  great  quantities  in  nurseriesy 
which  he  intends  planting  when  they  are  of  a  proper 
growth.  He  has  a  large  number  of  tenants  and  cottiers, 
many  of  whom  are  scattered  on  the  side  of  an  improve- 
able  mountain ;  and  in  the  gardens  of  each  of  these,  he 
has  planted  a  convenient  niunber  of  timber  trees,  which 
they  are  obliged  to  take  care  of  and  protect.  He  has  also 
dashed  and  whittled  the  outside  of  their  houses  and  cot- 
tages, which,  with  the  clumps  of  trees  adjoining  them, 
gives  a  very  picturesque  and  lively  appearance  to  that 
part  of  the  country,  and  attracts  the  attention  of  the  pas- 
sengers, as  it  lies  open  to  the  view  from  one  of  the 
principal  roads  leading  through  the  parish. 

Mr.  Jones,  who  is  but  hitdy  come  to  the  possession 
of  his  estate  at  Banada,  has  built  a  very  neat  cottage 
there^  and  to  the  natural  beauties  of  the  place,  he  is 
now  adding  many  usefiil  improvements,  by  laying  down 
Ills  ground  with  great  taste,  and  planting  a  number  of 
ornamental  trees,  which  promise  in  a  few  years  fuUy  to 
rqpay  his  labour  and  expense,  by  making  it  a  residence 
equally  comfoiitable  and  elegant.  He  can  already  boast 
of  an  inheritance  which  no  gentleman  within  twenty 
miles  of  him  can  exhibit,  viz.  as-many  grown  trees  ai 
constitute  a  rookery. 
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IV.  Ancieni  Buildings^  i^c* 

Atibef.  At  Baiiftda  the  mins  of  a  Tery  fine  abbey  of  ancient 

architecture  are  to  be  seen,  with  a  square  steeple  in  good 
preserration,  which  is  said  to  have  been  built  250  years 

Praiab  ago.  Many  Danish  forts  of  very  rude  structure  are 
scattered  through  the  parish,  of  the  same  materials  and 
form  as  those  to  be  met  with  in  all  parts  of  the  island, 
but  none  remarkable  either  for  size  or  strength. 


Forts. 


Omrdi.  The  church  is  very  small^  being  suited  to  the  num- 
ber of  inhabitants,  and  containing  only  four  pews.  In 
the  time  of  tlie  late  rebellion^  it,  as  well  as  several  others 
in  thes^  dioceses,  were  the  object  of  popular  finy  and 
fanatacism,  and  was  very  much  damaged,  but  has  since 

Cttfaolie     been  put  into  deceit  repair.    In  the  yard  whidi  sor* 

^^^  rounds^the  church  at  Kihnactige^  about  three  miles 
firom  Banada,  there  are  the  ruins  of  an  ancient  building, 
which  is  said  to  have  been  a  college,  or  plac^  of  edaca- 
tion  for  young  men  intended  for  the  priesthood;  but  no 
particulars  respecting  the  establishment  are  now  to  be 
ascertained.  Close  by  the  church  there  was  also  a  bar- 
radc,  where  some  military  were  stationed  about  eighty 

CjBtle.  years  ago.  On  the  lands  of  Beleclare,  on  the  I^  of  the 
road  leading  to  Foxford,  are  the  ruins  of  a  castle,  with 
a  court  yard,  enclosed  by  a  very  thick  strong  wall ;  9oA 
the  walls  of  the  castle,  like  those  of  the  other  old  build- 
ings, are  of  a  great  thickness,  and  put  together  with 
some  sort  of  cement  of  a  very  durable  kind,  much  pre- 
ferable to  that  used  in  modem  buildings.  It  is  report- 
ed to  have  been  built  by  some  of  the  (yibm%  ^^ 
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ir^e  formerly  a  very  powerful  and  populous  clan  in  this 
country. 

V*  PresetU  4*  JRnvier  State  of  Pepidatiovh  Food,  Fueh  4^. 

The  number  of  families,  (by  a  return  made  of  the  Fdpu1«aoii« 
last  year  by  the  priest)  amounts  to  twelve  hundred  Ro» 
nun  Catholic  families,  to  which  may  be  added  ten  Pro- 
testant families,  four  of  which  have  come  lately  to  the 
parish.  The  number  of  houses  he  states  to  be  eleven 
hundred  and  fifty,  to  which  jsre  to  be  added  those  of 
the  Protestant  part  of  the  population;  in  many  «f  these 
there  are  two  families  lodging  together.  Many  of  these 
families  ke^  a  servant  boy  or  girl,  and  sometimes  both, 
for  three,  six,  or  nine  months  in  the  year,  to  asdstthem 
in  their  work.  He  computes  that  there  are  on  an  ave- 
rage five  children  in  each  fiunily,  or  rather  hoose^  which 
however  must  be  rather  toalarge  a  computation,  as  many 
are  old  people^  and  many  newly  married.*  The  pro- 
portion of  males  and  females  is  nearly  equal.  They  are 
mostly  poor^  maintaining  themselves  on  small  portions 
of  land,  for  which  they  generally  pay  a  very  hi^  price. 
Tliere  are  not  thirty  femilies  in  the  parish  who  pay  any 
of  the  public  taxes  included  under  hearth  and  window 
-  duty,  &c. :  they  are,  notwithstanding,  t<derably  healthy, 
though  confined  to  poor  diet,  such  as  potatoes,  with  milk  Foo^ 
and  eggs  occasionally.  The  population,  as  well  as  the 
prices  of  provisions,  must  have  encreased  very  much 
within  the  last  forty  years^  as  at  that  time  Archdeacon 
Hutchinson,  who  was  the  indnmbenty  could  set  the

Countries  consisting  chiefly  of  mountainous  and 
coarse  tracts  of  knd,  are  those  whidi  produce  thegreat* 
est  increase  in  population,  whilst  those  that  are  ferdle 
and  accessible  contain  the  fewest  inhabitants^  and  are 
least  friendly  to  population*  The  reason  isobviousr 
The  wealthy  fanners  and  graziers  are  attracted  by  the 
rich  plains  and  open  country,  which  are  best  adapted  to 
breeding  or  fiittening  of  sheep  and  black  cattle^  or  for 
oonvertii^  into  extensive  tillage,  where  they  may  have 
a  fair  field  for  employing  a  large  capital,  and  of  increas- 
ing their  fortunes;  whilst  the  poor,  being  unable  to 
cope  with  this  description  of  people^  or  to  rent  large 
tracts  ct  rich  land^  are  compelled  to  retire  to  the  moun* 
tainous  and  micultivated  grounds,  which  they  can  rent 
at  a  small  price^  and  by  labour  and  perseverance  woik 
out  a  subsistence  for  their  families.  In  those  sorts  of 
ground,,  actuated  as  well  by  necessity  as  industry,  they 
add  every  jrear  a  new  quantity  of  arable  ground  to  their 
respective  farms,  ndiioh  are  afterwards  subdivided  among 
their  children,  as  they  grow  up  and  become  married. 

3iarriagM.  The  early  marriages  of  the  lower  rank  of  the  inhabi* 
tants,  fiimish  another  cause  of  the  great  increase  of 
then*  numbers,  and  fill  their  houses  with  children.  The 
young  women  are  generally  married  from  the  age  of 
fifteen  to  twenty,  and  the  men  from  twenty  and  upwards. 
The  portion  usually  given,  is  from  ten  pounds  to  fifty 
with  the  girls,  and  the  young  man  has  generally  a  small 
holding  of  land,  with  perhaps  a  few  catde,  to  beg^n  the 
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'Wbnd  with.  A  few  instances  may  occur  where  one  nun-  iftoiigM. 
dred  pounds  may  have  been  given  as  a  portion  with  a 
bride,  but  such  may  indeed  be  called  a  <<  rara  avis.^ 
These  marriages  are  contracted  in  most  instance^  with- 
out any  regard  to  lOve^  affection,  6t  any  of  the  finer 
feelings,  and  are  concluded  between  the  friends  of  the 
young  people,  Widiout  any  refei'ence  to  their  choic^  or 
judgment  $  and  it  frequently  happens,  that  the  bride  ig 
dragged  to  the  Hymeneal  altar,  bathed  in  teat%^  Und 
compelled  to  take  a  companion  for  life,  t^ho  is  choseh 
by  hei"  parents  frori)  prudential  motives*  The  chief  time 
for  marriages  is  from  Christmas  until  Lent,  being  th^ 
season  of  the  year  when  people  have  the  most  leisure 
for  settling  such  business* 

When  the  parents  of'  a  young  man  think  it  time  for 
him  to  take  a  wife,  they  consider  what  young  woman  ill 
the  neighbourhood  will  be  likely  to  itnswei^  the  purpose^ 
Md  having  deterihined  oil  one,  the  party  goes  to  mak^ 
the  match,  as  they  term  it,  which  is  done  by  sitting  up 
the  whole  night,  talking  over  the  tenns,  drinking  wliis^ 
key,  and  sinoaking  tobacco.  -The  match  being  con<* 
duded,  the  day  is  appointed  for  the  marriage,  at  whicU 
time  the  parties  assemble  at  the  abodci  of  the  woman^ 
where  the  priest  attends,  and  a  plentiful  dinner  or  sup*" 
per  is  prq)ared  for  the  occasion,  at  which  a  larse  num* 
ber  of  the  friends  are  ehtertained,  aiid  abunoance  o£ 
whiskey  distributed  ampngst  them ;  perhaps  ten  gallons^ 
or  more,  the  price  of  which  woilld  purcliase  a  middling 
cow:  this,  with  the  accompaniment  of  a  piper^  enabled 
ibem  to  pass  the  night  itk  the  Utmost  festivi^.  tHatihg 
makes  a  considerable  pert  ctf  their  entertafaottcii^  itM 

V  V 
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^anriag^.  is  Considered  as  a  necessary  accomplisbment  amoQgrt 
them ;  and  hundreds  who  have  never  learned  their  al» 
phabet,  or  spoke»  a  word  of  English)  have  regiilarlj 
attended  the  dancing  schools,  and^  at  no  small  expenap^ 
become,  adepts  in  that  science.  Singing  the  old  Irish 
spnj^  makes  also  a  principal  part  of  their  entertainment 
which  Uiey  execute  with  great  correctnei^  as  nuuij  of 
them  have  sweet  and  melodious  voices^  well  adapted  to 
these  melancholy  and  plaintive  strains.  Things  go  oo 
very  well  in  the  beginning  of  the  night. '  As  long  as  the 
reverend  pastor^olds  the  chair,  he  keeps  them  to  re- 
gularity and  good  order ;  but  afterwards  the  socne  shifts^ 
and  exhibits  a  chaos  of  tumult,  vociferation,  and  drun- 
kenness.  Perhaps  three  musicians  may  be  found 
playing  to  as  many  sets  of  dancers,  a  dozen  men  and 
women  singing  as  many  different  songs,  and  other  groapi 
employed  in  altercation  and  quarrelling.  Thus  two  or 
'  three  days  and  nights  are  spent,  before  the  parties  dis- 
perse ;  and  it  frequently  happens  that  th^re  is  as  ipuch 
money  lavished  on  the  entertainment  as  would  amopift 
to  half  the  fortune  of  the  bride.  Such  however  is  the 
custom  of  the  country,  and  such  the  pride  and  spirit  of 
the  people,  that  they  would  lay  out  their  las^  sljiilling  to 
furnish  the  feast,  rather  than  be  thought  singular  oc 
churlish. 

pMd.  It  is  only  on  auch  occasions  as  wedd!|igs  and  ^rii^jten- 

ingSy  and  at  Easter  and  Christma^  that  they  affovd 
themselves  any  sort  of  animal  food.  Potatoes  fiumish 
the  standing  dish  three  tinies  a  day  t^ougbput  thup 
year^  e^urept  that  in  summer,  whe^  they  ^c^in  to  gro;r 
iparce^  tho^  who  can  save  a  part  of  their  oats  feom  the 
landlord's  rent^  laake  a  iittl^  meal,  which  they  use  eitber

Ibr  bready  or  to  make  gruel,  which  tliey  take  nvtth  their  Food, 
potatoes.  Although  almost  every  family  has  one  cow, 
mnd  many  of  them  more  than  one,  yet  their  pasture  is 
so  bad,  and  their  winter  feeding  so  scarce  and  indifferent, 
that  they  have  very  little  milk  at  any  time ;  but  for  the 
winter  and  sjiring  months  scarcely  any,  particularly  if 
their  cows  are  in  calf.  Those  who  have  even  one  cow 
put  by  all  the  sweet  milk  for  cliurning,  and  use  none 
but  the  buttermilk ;  by  so  doing,  they  make  half  a  hun- 
dred weight  of  butter  in  the  season,  and  perhaps  more, 
which  they  sell  ai  Sligo,  where  it  brings  from  5l.  10s.  to  * 
6L  10s.  per  cwt.  and  which  enables  them  to  pay  their 
xent«  They  have  a  good  many  fowf,  and  plenty  of  eggs, 
which  the  women  sell  to  procure  the  price  of  tobacco, 
(a  luxury  to  which  they  are  immoderately  attached,)  and 
fuch  is  their  infatuation,  that,  notwithstanding  their  po- 
ytertf  and  nakedness,  each  family  will  expend  from  lOd. 
io  Is.  8d.  per  week  on  that  abominable  weed,  where  it 
Is  used  by  the  man  and  wife ;  ibr  although  they  could 
buy  as  many  salt  herrings  for  that  money,  as  would  af- 
ford them  nearly  a  dinner  every  day  along  with  their 
potatoes,  they  prefer  eating  them  dry,  to  the  want  of 
cheir  beloved  tobacco. 

VI.    Jiie  Genius  4*  Disposition  of  the  Poorer  Classes^  Sfc. 

The  understanding  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  parish,  Genlm  and 
though  uncultivated,  is  acute:  they  are  generally  hospi-  ^'■P**'*^ 
table,  complaisant  and  honest.  The  Irish  language  is  uni-  Lmgusft.  * 
versally  spoken,  and  but  few  of  them  can  speak  English, 
A  great  number  of  Saints'  days  are  observed,  which  how- 
ever are  spent  in  idleness  and  drinking,  to  the  great  in- 
jury of  the  people,  both  as  to  morals  and  industry. 
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Piiioflu^  The  Lady  Days  pre  obserred  witliibe  most  scnipalom 
attention,  that  is  to  say,  so  &r  as  abstaining  from  aU 
kind  of  daily  labour,  or  following  any  trade  or  calling, 
^though  their  sanctity  does  not  operate  on  their  minds 
io  as  to  induce  them  to  refrain  from  sports  and  pastimei, 
cursing  or  swearing,  or  frequenting  tippling  houses,  aii4 
drinking  to  excess.  At  the  same  time  it  is  not  unusual 
to  see  them  actively  employed  on  Sundays  at  their  usual 
labour,  without  seeming  ^  think  that  they  are  trans* 
gressing  a  positive  commuid  of  Ood,  or  doing  an  act 
^  either  sinful  or  indecent.  With  an  equal  strictness  do 
they  observe  the  fiist  from  flesh  meat  op  fridays,  and 
during  Lent;  although  if  au  opportunity  ofiers,  they 
would  not  scruple  to  get  drunk  at  these  tinies.  On 
making  enquiry  from  some  of  the  more  deceqt  c^  them, 
why  they  gcted  thus,  and  why  they  transgressed  the  po* 
^tive  commands  of  Ood,  with  so  littie  feeling,  while 
they  obeyed  the  ordinances  pf  mere  men  with  such  ex- 
|ict  devotion,  the  writer  was  informed,  that  their  church, 
which  taught  them  to  do  so,  was  infallible^  and  that  it 
^as  their  duty  \o  obey  its  decrees. 

To  the  fondness  they  have  for  observing  holidays^ 
may  be  added  another  propensi^  highly  injitrious,  that 
of  attending  at  the  foirs  and  markets  in  their  neighbourt 
hood,  although  they  have  not  any  business  to  transact 
there.  From  these  they  seldom  return  without  laying 
0ut  some  part  of  their  small  means  for  whiskey,  which 
often  produces  rioting  and  fighting ;  this  is  followed  by 
|k  further  loss  of  time^  and  waste  of  money,  in  going  to 
the  magistrates  to  obtain  justice,  and  from  thence  to 
the  sessions  to  prosecute  their  suits.  Often  indeed  they 
little  their  disputes  at  home,  by  reference  or  by  a^bitr^? 
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llopi  and  the  same  ingredient  which  originally  prodaced 
the  quarreli  and  marked  their  heads  with  bleeding  scar«^ 
becomes  the  means  of  adjusting  the  dispute ;  for  the 
compromise  is  neyer  ^nte^ed  upon  but  where  whiskey 
can  be  procured,  and  here  the  parties  are  well  fined,  by 
paying  for  the  liquor  employed  in  treating  the  Prehoons, 
(for  thus  the  arbitrators  are  called  in  Irish)  and  the 
^ends  and  witnesses  who  attend  at  the  reference. 

Another  source  of  idleness  amongst  them,  is  the  con-  Wako^ 
stant  attendance  given  at  the  wakes  and  funerals  of  their  <• 
neighbours;  the  neglect  of  which  Hould  be  considered 
as  a  crime  of  the  blackest  dye,  and  an  offence  not  to  be 
forgiven.  It  is  also  a  custom  amongst  them,  that  when 
any  pen  on  dies  in  a  village,  all  work  and  labour  is  to- 
tally suspended,  by  all  those  living  in  the^village,  or 
within  a  short  distance  of  it,  until  after  the  interment : 
the  intermediate  space  is  usually  employed  in  visiting 
the  house  where  the  corpse  is  exposed,  smoaking  tobac- 
co, or  entertaining  diemselves  with  certain  plays  or 
tricks,  which  are  practised  by  the  young  folks,  (some 
of  whom  are  particularly  expert  in  performing  them) 
and  which  enable  them  to  pass  away  the  long  night  in 
the  greatest  mirth  and  hilarity ;  so  that  a  person  unac- 
quainted with  their  customs,  passing  by,  or  visiting  the 
house,  would  be  led  to  believe  that  they  were  assembled 
£)r  the  purpose  of  celebrating  a  marriage,  or  commemo- 
rating some  joyful  event,  rather  than  condoling  with 
the  .disconsolate  friends  of  the  deceased.  Among  the 
more  wealthy  people,  victuals  are  provided  for  those 
who  come  to  the  wake  from  a  distance,  and'also  a  due 
proportion  of  whiskey,  and  abundance  of  tobacco  and 
pipes ;  so^ie  of  which  is  idso  brought  to  the  burying 
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WakM»  place;  with  which  they  regale  themselres  while  th*  ce- 
i-emony  is  performing.  These  several  expenses,  which 
are  deemed  to  be  indispensable,  and  highly  creditable  to 
the  deceased,  and  to  their  friends,  together  with  the 
fees  to  be  paid  to  the  priest,  amounting  to  eight  shil- 
lings for  each  person,  and  the  masses  read  for  the  soul 
of  the  departed,  to  bring  him  out  of  purgatory,  amount 
to  a  considerable  sum.  The  burial  of  a  wife  with  all 
the  necessary  appendages,  may  in  many-cases,  amount 
to  half  the  portion  which  the  husband  received  with  her 
at  marriage.  When  the  deAth  of  a  husband,  wife,  or 
child  is  spoken  of,  the  complaint  does  not  seem  to  turn 
so  much  on  the  loss  of  the  person,  as  on  the  money  it 
has  cost  the  family  for  the  interment. 

Among  the  genteel  and  opulent  families,  besides  the 
usual  masses  celebrated  for  the  souls  of  ^e  departed, 
there  is  another,  not  less  strange,  but  to  which  an  un* 
common  degree  of  merit  and  virtue  is  ascribed ;  this  they 
call,  <<  A  Month's  I^ind.''  The  ceremony  is  attended  by 
as  many  of  their  clergy  as  they  can  procure,  at  the  house 
ivhere  the  person  died  j  where  the  forenoon  of  a  certain 
number  of  days  is  dedicated  to  masses  and  prayers,  for 
the  liberation  of  die  soul  of  the  deceased  from  its  in* 
termediate  prison,  and  to  send  it  to  the  abodes  of  the 
blessed :  whilst  the  afternoons  are  spent  in  conviviality 
and  innocent  recreation ;  for  which  purpose  the  best 
meats  and  drink  which  the  country  can  afford  are  pr#» 
cured. 


The  surest  proof  of  the  gdodnesg  of  a  mdn's  life  i 
to  be    the  largeness  of  his  funeral;    and  therefiiM 
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ipreat  oiure  is  taken  to  have  the  reoiains  numeroudy  at-  ftiomk 
tended  ;_60  that  hundreds,  and  sometimes  thousands  are 
seen  assembly  to  commit  one  poor  putrifying  body  to 
its  Jdndred  earth,  whilst  the  air  resounds  with  the  melo- 
dious voices  of  a  large  assemblage  of  females,  who,  not-* 
withstanding  the  dolefiil  and  melancholy  cries  uttered 
by  them,  are  totally  unconcerned  about  the  decease^, 
and  never  sully  their  cheeks  with  a  falling  tear,  to  de« 
n<^  their  grief.  A  priest  was  stationed  here  lately, 
who,  if  he  had  continued,  seemed  to  be  likely  to  remove 
aoipe  of  their  gross  prejudices,  and  unreasonable  prac« 
tices.  He  began  by  prohibiting  the  use  of  this  Irish 
Cry  at  fuijierals,  as  being  in  it^  useless,  and  only  fit 
for  uncivilized  society.  Reason  and  good  sense,  ajkled 
by  the  authority  which  the  Catholic  clergy  possess  over 
the  n^ip^ds  of  the  people,  p^o4uce4  the  desired  effect,  an4^ 
put  a  stop  to  that  practi^ce  so  loijig  as  he  continued  in  ' 
the  pftri^b ;  but  on  his  reqioval,  th^y  fell  into  their  old 
practice  as  fully  as  ^ver:  so  difficult  if  it  tp  eradM^tf 
pr^l^ice  cffif^tx^  by  long  custom. 

AUhopg^  tbt^  pepple  a^e  in  genei:al  tplecably  hcaUhy,  DitiCMio. 
yet  th$r/e  is  a  tr^ct  of  ground  wbic^  runs  9^mg  ilue  side 
of  the  mountain,  which  for  sovie  years  back,  baa  noi 
^M^en  free  from  a  dangerous  malignant  fever^  mosdy  of 
thie  typhus  jkindi  whidi  carries  off  the  people.  Some 
4ie  njt  fifteen  or  twenty  days,  and  others  linger  far  l^va 
or  six  .weeks.  The  existen<;e  of  dus  diaeiise  onf^  be  at^ 
t^ibnted  principally  to  tbesituatioii  of  the  inhabitants, 
i;afjier  than,  to  any  other  cause,  as  their  di^  apd  ooima- 
of  living;  idiffer  in  noUiing  firom  the  rest  of  the  palish. 
In  HAb  Iract  .of  the  ooomtry,  the  gro.unfl  is  veiy  wet,  and 
of  a  cold  quality,  whilst  its  vicinity  to  liie  mountain 
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renders  the  atmospbere  humid  and  cloudy,  and  iiiTotv^ 
it  in  mists  and  showets.  This  is  also  apparent  from 
the  crops  sown  there  not  ripening  within  some  wedu  Us 
soon  as  those  in  the  flat  part  of  the  county.  Anotb^ 
cause  which  tends  to  render  these  fevers  of  so  long  coo- 
tuiuance  in  this  part  of  the  country  is,  the  mistaken 
idea  they  entertain  of  the  propriety  of  gmng  to  visit  the 
sick,  and  enquiring  after  their  health  t  this  they  are  not 
.  satisfied  with,  unless  they  go  to  the  bed  side  of  the  pa- 
tient, sit  down,  and  spend  a  considerate  time  in  dis- 
coursing and  smoaking  tobacco,  if  they  can  get  it.  The 
sick  bed  is  usually  a  wad  of  straw  laid  on  the  flocMv  near 
the  fire,  and  sometimes  on  a  bedstead ;  and  let  the  wea- 
ther be  what  it  may,  there  is  a  constant  fire^  and  abm^ 
dance  of  smoak  kept  up  for  his  comfort ;  seitha^  though 
the  disease  be  of  ever  so  long  ccmtinoance,  do  they 
think  of  changing  the  poor  creature's  linen  or  bed* 
clothes  t,  it  has  cAen  been  found  very  di£Scult  to  pei^ 
suade  them  to  do  so.  As  sooii  as  the  breath  has  dqiart* 
ed  from  a  sick  person,  the  bed  is  carriied  out,  and  if 
there  be  a  high  ground  near  the  house,  it  is  there  set  on 
fire,  and  consumed  to  ashes^  whilst  the  air  resounds 
with'  the  doleful  cries  of  the  survivors,  who,  (as  is  said) 
use  thir- ceremony  for  the  purpose  of  notifying  the  de« 
parture  of  the  deceased  to  the  surrounding  villages*  and 
warning  them  to  give  their  attendance  at  the  approadi- 
ing  wake  and  funeral.  Pleuritic  attacks  are  also  fipecjoeol 
here  in  spring  and  autumn,  but  are  seldom  fiitaL  IiH 
Qculation  has  saved  the  lives  of  thousands  in  this  pariah^ 
as  scaraely  any  child  dies  of  it ;  but  at.  this  time  a  greai 
many,  whomUie  superstidcm  of  their  parents  kept  froa 
inoculation,  are  dying  of  the  lUtoralpockt  andacavody 
tne  of  them  surriyes. 
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f  tlm  areiM  w^in  tlie  pwrish,  called  Holjr  WeOs ;  Hdbr  intUi* 
tiMur  are  jmrnted  lo  by.  the  inBabttants,  iriio  go  tb^eto 
pnjf  and  peffimD  oertaiii  pcmioe&;  these  are  either 
mlmtary^fW  ii»|XMed  bjr  the  prieat  aa  a  {mnishmeBt  \ 
fin:  aoms  cnaaes  pyUk^y  oomnitled^  or>for  aias  reveal- 
ed ta.hiiii.atcoiifaKkiii»  which  arecQuaidered  too  serious 
to  be  abiolT^  without  the  infiictkiB  of  scmie, bodily  pu- 
9islnMBt.  At  one  of  theset  called  <<Tttbber.  Art,'* 
tbere-  used,  to  be  a  large  assemblage  of  people^  acodm- 
panied  bgr  tents,  pq>erS|  fiddlers,  liquors^  add  every  thing 
necessary:  to  oelebrate  the  fiestival  of  the  patron ;  bat  on 
aoooont  of  the  excesses  committed  there,  the  priest  (to 
hit  credit  be  it  reocMrded^}  put  a  stop  to  the  assembly : 
howeveri  at  present,  they  have  renewed  thdr  attendance 
on  die  saint,^  with  the  permission  of  a  succeeding  cler- 
gyman. Many  of  .the  people  who  frequent,  these  holy 
wdls,  wiU>assare  you  in  the  most  scdemn  manner  tW 
they  possess  a  miraculous  virtue,  and  perform  the  same 
cores^on  the  blind,,  lame,  and  impotent  folk,  ^otry 
.  them,  as  the  pool  of  Bethesda  had  fi>rmerly  done. 

Besides  the  miracles  per&Hrmed  by  these  waters,  the  SupmiK. 
opmmoo  people  are  taught  to  bdieve^  that  their  priesto  ^'^ 
liave  a  power  of  performing  the  IUec  miracles,  by  pray* 
0rs  and  charms  which  they  use ;  and  they  not  only  call 
on  them  when  one  of  their  fiunily  happens  to  be  af- 
fficted  whh  sickness,  to  perform  <VAn  Office,''  as  thqr 
call  it,  for  the  sid^  person ;  but  what  is  more  extraordi- 
nary, they  also  bring  the  priest  to  perfonn  the  same 
cetemony  for  a  cow,  a  horsey  or  a  pig,  if  any  of  these 
indniAIe  domesticsehould  be  suddenly  taken  ilL  They 
bdieve  also  that  their  clergy  dui  by  the  same. means

The  writer  of  dds  ae» 
count  met  a  poor  woman  some  time  ago^  kadbig  her 
daughter  to  a  friar,  who  was  hearing  confessions  in  ths 
neighbourhood,  in  order  to  have  her  cured  of  a  saddoi 
blindness  with  which  she  had  been  sej^  a  few  d^i 
before :  he  examined  her  eyes,  but  cQuU  not  diseem  any 
defect  in  diem.  Thisgirl  proceeded  t0  her  |^os%  4a^ 
tor,  whose  exerUons  in  her  fiurour  had  so  powoffid  aa 
effect,  (as  the  vnnter  was  afterwards  tnGnnped)  theft  she 
returned  perfectly  restored  to  sight.  The  writer  called 
to  see  the  gir),  who  told  him  that  she  had  been  onredas 
above  related ;  but  however  that  on  die  night  beibn  sk 
went  to  the  friar,  the  sight  of  one  of  Ae  eyes  hnd  ns^ 
turned,  and  that  the  other  became  well  befcre  she  n* 
turned  home.  The  writer  was  also  well  acquainlsd 
with  a  woman,  who,  as  well  as  all  her  family,  had  been 
brought  up  in  the  Protestant  religion ;  but  having  be«i 
attacked  by  some  sudden  ftt,  die  was  prevailed  on  le 
allow  a  priest  to  be  called  to  her,  who,  it  was  aasertedi 
would  cure  the  compfau^t  She  complied;  and  the 
priest  informed  her,  that  she  roust  make  a  solemn

YIL  Edtsfotion  and  Emptaynuni  qf  Children^  ^c. 

This  parish  is  very  backward  as  to  education,  owing, 
to  the  ignorance  of  the  parents,  and  to  the  children  being 
constantly  engaged  v^  domestic  occupations.  Inhere  Schools^ 
are  ;  at  present  three  schools ;  one  encouraged  by  the 
Association  for  discountenancing  vice;  by  whom  th6 
roasts  is  allowed  a  salary  of  £l  5.  a  yeto ;  and  for  whose 
use  a  neat  house  has  been  built,  which  cost  upwards  of 
i£lOO$  partly  at  the  expense  of  the  Association,  and 
partly  of  the  incumbent.  The  other  two  are  supported 
by  the  London  Hibernian  Society,  who  pay  eight  gui- 
neas per  annum,  for  forty  scholars,  taiight  after  the 
plan  which  they  prescribe,  which  is,  learning  to  read 
tbe  Testament,  and  committing  portions  of  it  to  meihory, 
with  the  other  usual  branches  taught  in  country  schools. 
The  average  number  of  pupils  in  each  of  these  schools 
is  sixty;  and  there  might  be  as  many  more^  were  it  not 
for  the  dislike  testi^ed  by  the  Catholic  clergy  and  peo- 
ple, at  having  the  scriptures  put  into  the  hands  of  their 
children.  The  usual  rate  of  payment  for  tuition  is,  from 
Is.  8d.  to  2s.  6d«  per  quarter.

The  tekools  eatablithed  by  die  Loild(»i  HttMfBiH 
SooiaCyin  thu  cooBtry,  ate  likely  to  prodoee  wry  ba> 
neflcial  effK4a  on  Ibe  moiak  and  genend  iitfwBiatm 
tbe  lower  classes.  Mr.  Albeit  Kast  ci  Sbgo^  wfaobs 
been  q>pointed  dieir  principal  agent  and  ooiidncforf 
baa  e^ablisbed  lAom  100  of  tbem  in  diis,  and  die 
neigbbounng  conndes^  in  which  thechil<bren  are  la^^ 
gratis,  and  supfdied  with  books  suitaUe  to  their  wantSi 
The  nles  and  r^gulatbns  laid  down  by  this  gentleaia% 
are  wdl  calculated  to  instruct  and  improve  both  the 
masisers  and  the  cbildroi.  There  is  a  nuaaber  of  kn 
spector^  iirtiose  duty  it  is  to  visit  the  severa!  adKNii^ 
esomine  the  scholars,  see  whether  they  are  makii^  ^ 
expected  {HN)gre8B,  whether  they  observe  thendas  pva* 
scribed  for  their  kietruction,  and  whether  the  masteta 
also  perfentn  didr  dnty,  in  a  fiur  and  h<mest  mmmmr; 
all  which  they  report  to  Mr.  Kesti  whohiM  a  power  to 
dinniss  or  continue  the  masters,  as  he  may  see  just  canse. 
ThegreatMalwfaiolibe  possaaito  for  the  propitiation 
of  C^hrisdan  knowledge;  a  very  intimate  acqoaoitanca 
wi&tbe  scriptures^  and  m  talent  well  adapted  to  iMeaa 
and  coamunicate  use6d  phtis  ibr  improvement,  conciH 
bote  to  raider  him  a  very  useful  instrument  m  the  bands 
of  that  bsnevoknt  and  praiseworthy  Society.

James  Kelly,  whoteadies  one  of  ^lese  sdioob,  con- 
sidkri^gr  ^urt  many  were  fnrevented  from  atlendKn^  on 
afccoont  of  the  interference  of  domeslie  boainess,  cob«- 
ceivedajdanofopeninganig^achoolt  fertheaoopmr 
anidation  of  such  as  conld  not  attend  in  the  day.  At 
diiaachod  a  great  many  grown  npyomig  men  gave  their 
attndance,  and  were  instfocted  in  reading  Eni^tsb 
grammaticaUyt  and  in  ooostming  die  irnl^  testament 
into  Eni^Erii ;  with  which  latter  study  theyaeemed  very 
mnrii  pleased  and  aUfied.  But  m  oosueqoenee  of  the

tion*  of  dieir  talents.  *  Henoe  it  is,,  that  tevetal  of  these 
masters^  after  a  abort  continuaace  in  the<  ampfoymeoly 
have  either  been  disnaisiod  from  tha  aiiaatiuu^  hy  tie 
iaspectoni  for  foUnoei  m  their  duty,  or  hate  ^

may  be  prepared  to  come  to  confession.  He  most  re» 
pair  to  the  place  in  the  morning,  fastings  as  be  must 
celebrate  mass  before  any  other  business  takes  place: 
that  being  finished,  a  good  breakfast  of  tea,  eggs,  l»cad, 
and  butter,  together  with  a  bottle  of  whiskey*  is  pro- 
ved. The  confession  thai  commences,  which  coiiti- 
Bues  till  three  or  four  o'clock,  when  dinner  is  provided, 
vHiidi  generaIly*consists  of  fowl,  butcher's  meat  with  oalM 
fanead  and  butter;  and  many  of  the  decent  neij^iboats 
are  invited.  When  sunday  arrives,  some  of  the  dectti 
people  ask  him  to  dine ;  and  when  a  baptism  or  w$at^ 
riage  occurs,  the  best  fare  which  the  country  Can  pro- 
duce, is  provided  for  the  priest  and  the  select  guesfk 
In  this  routine  his  time  passes,  and  indeed  intbisparUi 
a  very  laborious  tune  it  is,  from  the  numbers  neeeaaaiy 
to  be  attended  to,  the  distance  he  has  to  rid^  and  the 
bad  roads  through  the  Interior  and  mountainous  partiL 
Hence  it  appears,  that  his  domestic  expenses  cannot  be 
astravagant;  and  that  considerable  savings  might  be

Besides  the  priest's  fees  on  marriage,  the  man  has  to 
pay  6s.  being  the  bishop's  fees  for  licence ;  and  should 
the  parties  contracted  be  connected  in  affinity^  or  coo* 
jBangoinity,  they  pay  a  certain  sum  for  each  degree^  ill 
proportion  to  its  nearness ;  and  for  this  they  are  grant* 
ed  a  dispensation*  In  cases  of  what  they  term  **  fiartim 
ant  raptim,*'  that  is,  where  the  parties  marry  dandes^ 
tinelys  or  make  a  runaway  match,  they  are  charged  si 
certain  sum  in  proportion  to  the  nature  of  the  offisnc^ 
by  way  of  punishment  The  servants,  and  young  peo« 
pie  in  each  fiunily  pay  sixpence  each  time  for  confession ; 
and  at  Blaster  and  Christmas  voluntary  donations  or  of* 
ferings  are  made  at  the  different  masses,  according  to 
the  abilities  or  indination  of  the  people^  from  one  pen« 
|iy  to  a  shillin^^  whidi  often  amounts  to  a  sum  of  con* 
f  eqvence.  To  these  may  be  addc^  the  fees  which  they 
occasioQally  receive  for  mnsfics  said  at  private  houseSf 
and  for  the  souls  of  the  departed,  which  are  propor* 
tioned  to  the  abilities  of  the  people  to  pay  th^n. 

The  numbers  of  Roman  Catholic  bi^ams  last  yen 
were  2S0;  of  which  there  were  some  more  males  than 
females.    There  were  59  marriages,  and  of  deaths  60 ; 
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whilfl  in  thai  period,  the  Protestant  deqgnnaa  alta|&-

IX.  Modes  of  AgricuUwref  Crops,  4fC. 

^f^^^        'The  lands  are  for  the  most  part  under  tillage^  acepi 
turn.  the  coarser  parts,  which  are  applied  to  graadng  cows  and 

horses,  and  a  few  sheep.  The  crops  are  potatoes,  oats, 
Rtntof  and  flax.  The  best  land  will  set  from  40  to  SO  shillingi 
p(Br  acre;  the  middling  from  25  to  SO  shillings;  and  the 
worst  for  20  shillings.  What  are  called  con  acres^  are 
set  proportionably  to  the  goodness  of  the  ground,  and 
the  state  it  is  in  at  the  time  of  setting.  Good  soil  will 
give  eight  guineas  per  acre  for  one  crop  of  potatoes; 
five  or  six  guineas  the  following  year  for  oats ;  and  four 
the  third  year  for  oats  or  flax.  Inferior  ground  wilt 
bring  from  five  to  six  guineas  for  the  potatoe  crc^  and 
from  three  to  four  for  the  two  succeeding  crops*  The 
The  ground  hercf  is  generally  rocky  and  uneven,  and 
horses  and  ploughs  are  scarce,  which  occasions  the  people 
to  turn  the  sod  with  loys  and  spades,  set  them  up  to  dry, 
and  when  mixed  with  turf,  to  bum  them  on  the  ridges^ 
and  spread  the  ashes ;  thus  producing  good  maniire^ 
which  if  properly  managed,  ensures  three  or  four  good 
crops,  as  before  described.  This  is  the  usual  routine  of 
tillage  in  the  parish,  and  the  land  after  these  crc^  is 
sufi*ered  to  run  out,  producing  nothing  for  two  or  three 
years  but  weeds.  Except  the  incumbent  and  two  others 
in  the  parish,  there  are  none  who  lay  down  their  land 
with  grass  seed,  or  any  forced  crop.  The  utili^  of  this 
practice  has  been  pointed  out,  but  they  could  not  be 
prevailed  on  to  to  give  five  shillings  per  barrel  fiur  hay 
seed,  to  sow  their  grounds  with.    Indeed  the  want  k 
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cldelosiireS}  and  the  distracted  state  of  commonage  n  Mode  of 
which  they  hold  their  lands,  are  the  prindpal  causes  of  ^'^'^'^'^^ 
this  great  want  They  grow  neither  wheat  or  barley 
here,  having  more  need  of  the  oaten  straw  fot  the  fodder 
of  their  cattle  in  winter,  as  it  is  the  only  food  they 
have  for  them ;  and  besides,  the  oats  have  a  more  cer- 
tain and  relEidy  sale  than  any  other  grain,  particularly 
of  late  years;  during  which  the  demand  for  exportation 
was  very  great,  and  the  prices  uncommonly  high.  Un- 
fortunately this  golden  age  has  ceased  with  the  war ;  * 
and  peace^  which  at  other  times,  and  in  other  countries^ 
was  esteemed  one  of  the  greatest  blessings,  is  now  con- 
sidered by  the  people  of  this  kingdom  the  greatest  evil 
that  could  be&l  them,  and  makes  than  wish  for  another 
fierce  and  protracted  contest  The  present  state  of  the 
peasantry  and  farmers  is  truly  distressing.  Stock  of  all 
kinds  have  fallen  one  third  at  least  in  their  price,  and 
pigs  one  half:  potatoes  and  oats  have  lost  about  the 
same  proportion  of  their  value,  as  well  as  oatmeal ;  on 
which  articles  depended  the  payment  of  their  rents,  and 
die  support  of  their  fiunilies. 

The  implements  of  husbandry  used  here  are  of  the  Inple^ 
common  and  most  simple  kind,  such  as  loys,  shovels,  ^ 
ploughs,  and  harrows  of  a  light  small  kind,  adapted  to 
die  of  working  potatoe  soil,  or  stubble  ground ;  for  it 
teldom  happens  that  any  ground  it  ploughed  out  of  the 
lea,  or  fallowed.  Their  horses  are  so  wea  kand  small,  that 
they  are  obliged  generally  to  put  three  of  them  abreast 
in  plowing ;  and  it  is  truly  ridiculous  to  any  person  who 
is  a  judge  of  this  sort  of  work,  to  see  the  man  who  leads 
these  horses,  standing  or  walking  before  them,  with  }m. 
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Mode  of     face  turned  to  the  horses,  Boving  bAdnnrd,  ttid  drag^ 

Agriculture ^.^^1^^^  after  him:  yet  BOtwithstanding  their  bad 
mode  of  h^sbandry^  there  are  tolerable  good  crops  of 

"BjuMm.  potatoes  and  com.  The  ctlstomof  nmniog  m  eomoian 
is  a  great  evil,  and  produces  much  mischief  amoig  theou 
It  is  frequently  the  cause  of  neglecting  to  make  dieif 
fences,  and  sufiTering  their  cattle  to  damage  the  growi^ 
cropM ;  and  one  or  two  lazy  or  indigent  partners  wtt 
introduce  confusion,  and  damp  the  industry  of  the  otheim 

VnAiins*  Their  manures  consist  in  such  as  the  cattle  prodoes^ 
which  in  general  is  very  little ;  or  a  compoal  made  of 
bog  8tu£&  which  they  call  *  Mooreen,'  and  eanh  mixed 
and  dug  up  together,  and  left  in  that  state  to  ml  dmteg 
the  winter.  This  is  a  tolerably  good  maaure^  boi  does 
not  produce  potatoes  so  large  or  dry  as  that  made  b^ 
the  cattle.  The  manure  produced  from  bundngthe 
ground  affords  good  crops ;  but  it  is  asrtertod  that  dns 
practice  impoverishes  the  land,  by  wasting  theaorfrd^ 
which  is  the  most  fertOe  and  productive  part  of  it; 
and  against  whidi  a  severe  penalty  has  been  enacted 
by  the  Icgisbture,  which  howiever  is  seldom  toed  fiir, 
and  difficult  to  be  recovered. 

CusUMM.  In  this  rough  and  mountainous  country  the  land  is 
seldom  let  by  the  acre^  but  by  the  bulk ;  and  icar  ifce 
most  part  at  too  high  a  rent  to  enable  the  tenants  to  pay 
punctually,  and  to  support  their  &milies  la  any  degree 
of  decency  or  comfort,  particularly  in  such  Curma  as 
have  been  let  within  these  few  years.  The  custom  of 
making  them  Englidi  tenants  has  been  adopted  by 
many  landlords  of  late;  but  it  is  ^apprehended,  that 
from  the  change  which  has  taken  places  maa>  of  them 
virill  not  only  iall  back  into  the  old  Irish  custom^  but 
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^ill  be  obliged  tfaroogh  iiiftbiU^y  io  rarrender  their  Cmtooii. 
holdingt,  and  turn  beggart,  a  trade  they  are  well  accus* 
toraed  to  here;  as  in  the  summer  season,  when  the  po- 
tatoes are  planted,  manj  of  the  men  go  to  England,  or 
to  Leinster,  to  get  work,  and  the  women  and  children, 
having  fiwtened  the  door  with  a  string,  take  their  blan« 
kets  on  their  backs,  and  torn  out  to  beg  until  the  latter 
end  of  harvest.  The  men  generally  bring  home  from 
two  to  six  guineas,  aorording  as  they  haiq>en  to  &11  into 
work ;  whilst  the  other  part  of  the  fiunily  procure  not 
only  a  sufficient  quantity  of  potatoes  to  support  them, 
but  also  some  to  sell  to  those  who  keep  their  houses. 
This  is  well  known  to  be  the  case;  as  also  that  those 
very  persons  who  are  thus  buying  provisions,  constantly 
Contribute  to  the  support  of  these  beggars,  by  dividing 
with  them  a  part  of  their  scan^  stocL  Complaints 
have  often  been  lodged  before  the  writer  of  this  account, 
by  beggars,  against  housekeepers,  for  defrauding  them 
of  die  prices  agreed  to  be  paid  to  th^,  for  potatoes  and 
oatmeal  sold  in  this  manner.  But  nothing  pleases  them 
80  much  as  to  get  some  halfpence  to  buy  tobacco ;  and 
they  would  give  more  prayers  for  one  penny  given  for 
this  purpose^  than  for  three  times  the  value  in  potatoes* 
Some  of  the  tenants  are  subject  by  their  tenures  to  give 
ao  many  days  work  to  the  landlord,  and  to  furnish  a 
few  fowls  annually. 

Labourafs  are  seldom  hired  h^re,  except  for  a  short  time  Wages  of 
in  spring  and  harvest ;  at  which  seasons  they  are  paid  ^^^^'^^ 
lOd  a  day  with  meat  and  drink,  such  as  the  poor  people 
themselves  use*    One  gentleman  in  the  parish  pays  4d« 
per  day  to  bis  cottiers,  who  have  an  acre  of  land  for  SOs. 
and  the  grazing  of  a  cow  for  the  same  price;  and  these 
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are  obliged  to  attend  his  work  whenever  he  wants  1 
he  also  gives  them  one  meal  a  day,  chiefly  coiisistiDg  of 
potatoes  and  milk,  or  herrings ;  and  has  told  the  writer 
diat  he  c^ered  to  pay  them  sixpence  per  day  withoia 
£>od,  but  that  they  preferred  the  present  mode  of  pay- 
ment. The  rate,  paid  l^  the  incumbent  to  his  labour- 
ers at  first,  was  6d.  during  the  short  days,  and  Sd. 
during  the  long,  without  dict^  with  two  acres  of  land  to 
each,  at  30s.  per  acre ;  but  now  they  receive  lOd.  « 
day  through  the  year,  without  any  land :  in  the  q[»ru^ 
and  harvest  he  has  paid  is.  Id.  per  day  to  labourera^ 
without  diet,  which  is  the  usual  rate  when  the  times 
are  busy. 

Sin  of  As  to  the  size  of  farms,  there  can  be  no  probuble 

*"^  guess  made.  The  townlands  are  divided  into  three  or 
fbur  portions,  and  each  of  these  occupied  by  a  certain 
number  of  tenants,  who  hold  in  common,  dividing  the 
arable  in  equal  parts,  and  appropriating  the  coazse 
gronnd  and  pasture  to  grazing;  each  having  a  ri^t  to 
put  on  a  certain  number  of  cattle,  reckonipg  by  their 
ages  and  kinds ;  which  is  a  source  of  great  variance  and 
disputes  between  them,  and  gives  great  trouble  to  Uie 
landlords  and  magistrates  to  adjust  Satisfactorily. 
Whenever  a  man  has  a  farm  in  his  own  power^  or  a 
part  of  an  undiidded  farm,  and  has  one  or  more  so^s  to 
marry,  he  gives  to  each  of  them  a  division  of  his  hold- 
ings maldng  them  subject  to  pay  their  proportion  of 
the  landlord's  rent ;  by  which  it  comes  to  pass,  that  a 
holding  worth  ten  or  twelve  pounds  a  year,  is  subdivide 
ed  into  portions  of  three  or  four  pounds;  and  each  oC 
those  branches,  as  well  as  the  parent  stock,  driven  to 
the  necessity  of  supporting  themselves  on  these  small 
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pDvtioBS  of  kind;  which  is  indeed  a  very  difficult  task,  sise  of 
It  is  said  that  the  tenants  in  common  have  been  of  late  ^*>^°^ 
coming  into  the  habit  of  dividing  their  several  propor- 
timis,  casting  lots  on  the  divisions,  and  inclosing  them ; 
which  must  tend  very  much  to  make  them  more  com- 
fortable, and  better  able  to  support  their  families. 

Two  instances  taken  from  .the  inhabitants  of  two 
towhlands,  may  serve  as  a  standard,  by  which  hundreds 
of  the  same  description  may  be  measured.     A  landhold- 
er of  the  fir^  description,  has  a  division  of  land  in  com- 
mon with  four  others ;  his  yeady  rent  comes  to  £3.  Ss. 
the  quality  of  the  ground  is  indifferent;  he  plants  about 
three  roods  of  potatoes,  has  one  rood  of  flax,  and  one 
abre  of  Corn.     These  produce  fo] 
of  potatoes,  of  lO'cwt.  to  the  bar 
well  manured,  and  the  season  fs 
produce  will  be  only  about  ten  b( 
very  uncertain  crop ;  according  t 
s^t  'season,' if  prepared  for  the  ms 
not  produce  more  than  the  pric< 
soil;  but  in  general,  between  that  sold  in  the  unmanu- 
factured state,  and  that  i^un  into  yarn,    the   tenant 
end^iaVours  to  make  up  one  half  of  the  rent.^    The  acre 
of  oat^prodoces  four  barrels,  o^^i^  stone  to  the  bai^rel; 
two  of  which  must  be  sold  for  the,payment  of  rent  and 
tythes,  t  barrel  reserved  for  seed^  and  a  barf  1^1  made  > 
into  m^al  for  the  use  of  the  familvj.  ^  The  p<)ta^f^,.^i^.; 
seWe  the  family  but  for  about  nin^  mo^t|^^j^.^9  t|j?itiJ\e/ 
inust  buy  what  will  support  them  tl^  ^theif  tl^ifee^  or.go 
eutandb^g.    lie  keejps  one  cow^  for  ^.  the  (gazing  c^ 
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Site  of  which  there  is  allowed  cmly  about  half  an  acfe  of  pas- 
ture^ which  roakea  up  the  complement  oC  ground  ta 
which  he  is  entitled ;  namely^  two  acres  and  a  hat£  IBs 
cow,  like  those  of  most  other  villagers,  is  k^  tied  M 
the  kitchen  every  night  through  tbe  yeuf;  and  in  the 
summer,  he  pulls  grass  about  the  dltehe»,  and  weeds 
which  are  found  in  the  com  and  potatoe  fields^  and  the 
grown  tops  of  the  potatoe  stalks,  when  he  bqpns  to  dig 
them ;  in  winter  he  feeds  his  cow  with  sti'aw,  and  if  it 
is  giving  milk,  he  gives  her  the  small  potatxws.  K 
the  cow  is  in  calf,  he  is  without  milk  for  three  months 
'  before  thq  time  of  calving.  When  there  is  a  .good  de^* 
mand  for  butter,  he  generally  kills  the  calf  when  dn^ 
ped,  which  is  worth  from-  four  to  five  shiUiligs ;  the  en« 
tire  of  the  new  milk  is  converted  to  making  butter,,  and 
the  buttermilk  given  to  the  family  with  their  potatoes. 
There- is  always  a  pig  in  th^  family,  (and  sometimes 
two)  which  is  fed  by  the  broken  potatoes  which  the  fi^* 
mily  leaves,  and  with  what  it  can-  pick  up  about  die 
roads  and  fields.  When  this  pig  is  a  year  old  it  win 
be  sold  for  a  guinea,  or  a  guinea  and  a  half;  andif  kqpt 
over  for  another  year,  for  two  op  three  gaineas^  aocord^ 
ing  to  its  condition.  They  sometimes  venlxire  to  make 
a  couple  of  barrels  of  oats  into  mall^  and  distil  it;  which, 
if  they  escape  detecUoni  will  produce  to  them  a  profit 
of  from  four  to  five  pounds,  which  is  a  great  temptft* 
tion  to  them  to  deal  in  this  dangerous  and  iltidt  pmc* 
ticc«  So  much  for  this  class  of  tenanti^  of  which  there 
arc  many  hundreds  in  the  parish,  and  many  who  hdM 
a  still  smaller  portion  of  land,  and  yet  endeavour  to 
live  on  it ;  if  indeed  such  an  existence  can  be  called 
liviug.  A  man  of  this  description  has  a  wife  and  ser^i 
children  to  feed  and  clothe,  the  eldest  being  about  14 
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years  of  age,  and  consequently  but  ill  qualified  to  give  Sin  of 
him  toiuch  assistance ;  however  two  of  them  spin^  when    ^™^ 
they  hare  any  flasL^  which  is  not  one  half  of  the  ycar^       / 
unless  it  is  bought  for  them.    It  is  scarcdy  worth  a  SpinniDg. 
woman's  while  to  sit  down  to  spin  bought  fiax,  as  she 
will  not  earn  more  than  twopence  a  day  by  so  doing; 
as  may  appear  from  the  following  statement    A  pound 
of  0ax  will  cost  Is.  8d.;  this  is  usually  spun  to  the  grist 
of  three  hanks  to  the  poutid ;  and  for  this  yam  there 
wQl  be  earned  8d.  per  hank,  making  £s. ;  which  will  leave 
only  9d.  for  the  labour  of  spinning ;  or  Sd.  per  day, 
supposing  a  wotfiaki  to  spin  one  hank,  or  dozen  per  day ; 
which  those  who  have  the  care  of  a  houses  or  the  murs- 
ing  of  a  duld,  cannot  peffinrm :  so  that  it  may  be  cal- 
cnilated,  that  a  woman  will  s^om  earn  more  at  such 
work  than  l%»  per  week,  which  will  not  be  sufficient  to 
buy  tobacco  ibr  herself  and  her  hurixind. 

A  landholder  of  the  second  class  is  tak^  from  among  Fanm. 
those  who  hold  about  ten  acres  of  land,  of  which  nearly 
three  are  unproductive^  being  corded  with  rocks  or 
stones.  For  this  he  pays  £l2.  a  year  rrat,  and  has  it 
for  18  years  past ;  and  if  he  were  to  take  it  at  this  time, 
he  would  pay  £l5.  or  £16.  for  it :  he  holds  this  divi*  - 
aion  entirely  to  himself.  His  usual  tillage  is,  one  acre 
and  half  of  potatoes,  and  a  like  quantity  between  oats 
and  flax.  He  keeps  a  brood  mare,  and  two  cows,  and 
is  enabled  (with  the  assistance  of  two  sons,)  to  cultivate 
his  ground,  to  pay  his  rent  punctually,  and  to  feed  and 
dotbe  his  fiunily,  consisting  of  a  wife  apd  six  children, 
decently  and  [comfortably*  His  resources  for  the  pay- 
ment of  hk  rent  and  tythesare,  suppose  Icwt.  of  butter, 
6(Mne  flax  or  yarn^  a  pig  or  two,  and  a  few  small  sheep, 
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Siie  of  which  he  contrives  to  keep,  partly  at  grazing  widi  other 
*'^°^  people,  and  partly  on  his  own  land ;  and  in  the  winter 
they  run  in  common  through  the  country.  The  mare 
-brings  a  f6a]  almost  every  year ;  and  thb  when  sold  at 
a  year  old,  will  bring  eight  or  ten  guineas.  All  the 
work  of  his  ground  is  done  by  the  mare^  with  the  assist- 
ance of  a  neighbouring  horse,  which  is  procured  for  the 
ploughing  of  the  ground,  and  an  equal  number  of  days 
given  in  return  for  the  horse.  It  is  also  customary 
with  these  who  have  no  horse,  to  give  two  days  work  of 
a  man  for  one  dajr's  work  <tf  ahorse;  by  whidi  means 
they  get  their  plowing  done^  and  their  manure  turned 
out*  This  man  and  his  two  sons  are  capable  of  doing 
all  the  work  of  the  land,  and  cutting,  and  carrying  home 
their  turf,  without  hiring  any  labourers;  but  if  be  had 
not  this  assistance,  he  would  be  obliged  to  hire  a  work- 
ing boy  by  the  year,  whose  wages,  besides  diet  and 
lodging,  would  cost  from  six  to  eight  guineas  a  year. 
"With  what  wool  they  have  of  their  own,  and  some  more 
bought,  the  woman  spins,  and  makes  frixe,  for  the  use 
of  the  men,  and  drugget  for  herself  and  her  daughters. 
She  also  makes  every  year  as  much  linen  as  wiU  serve 
the  purposes  of  the  family,  with  the  assistance  of  two 
girb  who  can  spin.  They  usually  rear  a  calf  each 
year,  which,  when  sold  at  two  or  three  years  old,  will 
bring  boax  th|ree  to  live  guineas. 

There  are  some  families  in  the  parish  who  pay  for^ 
pounds  a  year  rent,  at  the  rate  of  £'Z,  4s.  per  acre,  being 
late  takes ;  they  live  but  very  poorly,  and  find  great 
(}i$CttU^  in  making  up  the  rent  for  the  landlord. 
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X.  Tradff  Manufacturesy  Commerce^  S^c. 

There  are  no  manufactures  carried  on  here,  except  Linm  Ms- 
weaving  on  a  very  small  scale.  The  weavers  are  scat-  '***^»<*"^ 
tered  through  the  villages,  having  in  general  a  small 
holding  of  land,  which  they  cultivate  in  the  same  man* 
ner  as  other  tenants ;  and  at  their  leisure  time  weave 
pieces  for  the  country  people,  or  for  themselves.  For 
pieces  of  52  yards,  which  are  wrought  for  the  market, 
they  get  about  twenty  shillings,  and  so  proportionably 
for  small  pieces.  There  are  good  markets  for  these 
linens  at  Sligo  and  Ballina,  where  they  are  soid  green ; 
and  many  of  them  bought  by  bleachers  in  the  neigh* 
bourhood;  who,  after  bleaching  them^  send  them  to 
Dublin,  or  some  foreign  market.  They  sell  green  at 
about  ls«  2d.  per  yard.  The  sort  of  yam  used  in  mak- 
ing these,  is  that  of  two  and  a  half,  or  three  hanks  to 
the  pound.  They  also  weave  coarse  frizes  and  flannels, 
both  for  private  consumption  and  for  sale.  The  former 
being  coloured,  sell  for  about  Ss.  Sd.  a  yard ;  which  is 
the  usual  clothing  of  the  poor  men ;  and  the  latter  at 
about  lOd. ;  which  serves  for  linings,  and  other  uses 
for  the  women  and  children.  The  tradesmen  here  are 
partly  &rmers;  each  of  them  having  a  holding  of  land, 
which  they  till  or  graze  for  the  use  of  their  familiea; 
and  work  occasionally  at  their  trade* 

XI.  Natural  Curiosities,  Bemarkable  Occurrences,  Sfc. 

As  to  eminent  men,  though  there  have  not  been  any  Eminem 
who  deserve  that  name,  it  may  not  be  unsuitable  to  the  ^^ 
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Eminent  subject  to  mention  two  incumbents^  who  have  distio* 
^  guished  themselves  by  Aeir  laboprs  and  literary  exer- 
tions. The  first  of  these  was  the  Rev.  Thomas  Ma« 
ningham,  a  native  of  England^  who  resided  here  up- 
wards of  forty  years  ago :  and  was  an  excellentsdioiar, 
and  highly  accomplished.  He  possessed  a  great  Uste 
jbr  poetry^  andpriated  u  volume  of  miscellaneous  trad% 
in  prose  and  v^rsc^  partly  in  Latin*  and  partly  in  Eaf[- 
)ish.  The  present  incutpbent  has  ^ideavonred  to  4:a)B- 
tribute  to  th<e  geoeral  stopk  of  rfdligiotts  knowledge,  hj 
printing  aad  publishing  a  works  which  he  calls '  The 
Bible  in  Miniature/  being  a  seleetSon  of  die  most  ase* 
.f|d  and  necescusry  parts  of  the  Old  and  Ntw  Ttttame&l, 
divided  into  fifty*two  pn^rtionsi  wjUi  an  iq>propriateke- 
iure»  h«stori€al  and  crjiicaU  annexed  to  #ach  portioiL 
This  wprk  was  patronized  by  the  Primate,  and  eacoii- 
xaged  by  many  of  the  bishop^  He  haa  also  completed 
a  tranalatiMi  in  verses  of  the  most  intimsUog  parU  of 
the  sGrtptuKs,  which  he  ifitends  soon  to  publish

ILIh  Suggest  ions  Jbr  In^rovcmcntj  and  Means  for  mC" 
liorating  the  Condition  of  the  People. 

Many  tilings  might  be  suj^ested  for  the  improvem^t 
of  the  common  people;  but  great  difficulties  must  be 
Bormonnted,  and  great  prejudices  ef&ced ;  and  these 
the  interference  of  the  government^  and  the  serious  co- 
operation  of  tfaeit  clerg}')  must  be  employed  in  remov* 
mg.  Hkd  the  gentlemen  of  landed  property  a  due* 
consideration  for  the  well  being  of  their  poor  tenants 
and^  dependielnt^/  there  are  nfany  ways  by  which  they 
would' be  able  to  assist  them,  and  promote  their  happi* 
sess.  The  first  and  greatest  benefit  they  could  confer 
on  diem,  would  be  to  give  them  land  at  a  reasonable 
rent^  instead  of  setting  up  their  lands  to  be  canted,  and 
givhig'them  to  the  highest  bidder :  and  the  next  benefi- 
cial act  would  hk  to  subdivide  each  farm,  and  take  care 
that  each  &mily  should  possess  its  own  portion,  inde- 
pendent of  any  other;  and  that  they  should  have  good 
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and  sufficient  bounds  and  fences  to  protect  tliem  and  pre- 
serve them  from  damage ;  which  would  prevent  endlesi 
disputes  and  quarrels,  and  induce  them  to  cultivate  their 
several  holdings  with  more  care  and  industry. 

Another  means  which  the  landlord  has  in  his  power 
to  assist  his  tenantry  is,  by  procuring  for  them  a  suffid* 
ent  supply  of  flax  seed,  at  the  proper  season  of  the  year, 
and  giving  it  to  them  at  the  first  cost.  This  would  safe 
them  a  considerable  sum  of  money,  as  they  now  gene- 
rally  buy  it  from  small  dealers  in  the  country  on  credit, 
and  at  a  very  dear  jrate :  but,  if  th?y  were  to  have  it  on 
fair  terms,  the  female  part  of  the  family  would  be  ible 
by  their  work,  to  pay  half  the  rent  of  the  ground,  from 
that  article,  and  have  a  saving  to  procure  necessaries 
for  themselves* 

Totally  abolishing  all  the  fees  which  they  are 
compelled  to  pay  to  their  own  clergy,  and  to  give 
to  these  a  yearly  stipend,  sufficient  for  their  support  and 
comfort;  for  instance,  lOOl.  or  2001.  per  annum,  paid 
out  of  the  treasury  half  yearly ;  which,  though  but  a 
small  allowance,  would  be  more  satisfiictory  to  them, 
than  a  much  greater  siim  received  as  at  present.  Their 
bishops  might  be  paid  in  like  manner,  if  they  wouki  ac- 
cept of  it  The  fees  of  the  clergy  are  felt  heavily  by 
the  Roman  Catholics,  particularly  as  they  have  encreai- 
ed  their  charges  of  late,  and  in  some  parishes  imitate 
the  friars,  by  going  about  collecting  oats  firom  their  pa- 
rishioners. The  income  of  the  priests  in  many  parishes, 
is  equal  to  that  of  the  Protestant  clergyman,  and  in  some 
parishes  much  greater.

Ahoui  fiao 
aneks  is  the  quandly  malted,  and  dislillad  el  each  ton,  wMsh  iaeMQyocA- 
cealad,  and  qnicUy  put  throBgh  the  proeen.  At  tibcn  is  ae  bailey  gnwn 
heva,  some  of  the  people  send  to  boy  it  in  tlie  neighbeoring  paliiha%wfaid^ 
when  made  into  mal^r  they  mix  vrith  oaten  malt;  whidi  process  preditii 
the  greatest  quanti^  of  spirits;  but  in  general  k  is  made  frees  eats  abna.

Govemmant  has  not  aa  yet  devised  any  method  to  put  s  oomplele  stop 
to  the  evil:  for  the  laws  in  force  whilst  they  enridi  tibe  revenue  officer, 
and  those  empleyed  in  the  execution  of  them,  are  reducing  the  country  to 
a  stale  of  distress  and  beggary,  without  produdiig  the  intended  effects;

KILMORE, 

{Diocese  of  ElpMn,  and  Cotrnty  of  Rosconmotu)

I.  The  Uameqfthe  Parish^  Situation^  Extent^  ^c. 

KlLMORE,  signifying  in  the  Irish  language.  Great  Namt. 
<}hurch  yard,  is  the  name  of  the  parish.     It  is  in  the  Sitoadon. 
barony  of  Balintober,  county  of  Roscommony  and  dio- 
cese of  Elphin,  and  is  not  united  to  any  other  parish. 
It  b  bounded  on  the  north,  west,  and  south  by  the  river  BcModatiet 
Shannon ;  on  die  east  by  the  parishes  of  C^ncraft  and 
Aghriin.    The  tovmhinds  into  which  it  is  dirided,  are 
qpeofied  in  the  appendix.    The  parish  extends  about  Eitent. 
five  miles  in  length,  andjw many  in  breadth;  contain*  Conttnts. 
ing  about  ^6SS  acres  of  arable  land,  and  678  of  bog. 

Tlie  river  Shannon,  as  has  been  said,  bounds  three  L«ke. 
sides  of  the  parish,  «Bd  finrms  alarge  andheantiful  lake, 
taHed  Boffin ;  by  which  means  many  boats  lad^i  widi 
iCflferent  articles  go  from  Drumsna  to  Dublin;  and  if 
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there  was  a  spirited  proprietor  in  Prumsna,  a  very  ex- 
tensive trade  might  be  carried  on ;  the  banks  of  the 
river  ofibrding  an  excellent  situation  for  buildiDg  a  good 
qnay  for  loading  or  nnWding  vessels ;  and  the  country 
prodacing  great  plenty  of  com  and  potatoes. 

HUli.  There  are  no  mountains,  but  many  gentle  hills  fruit- 

Bog.  fiiUy  pasturable^  without  heath.  Many  good  tnrf4)ogs 
Wood.  are  dispersed  dirough  the  parish ;  and  an  eztensife 
wood  is  in  Cha^lestown^  the  habitation  of  Colond  Gil- 
bert King.  The  houses  of  the  other  resident  gentle- 
men have  many  trees  about  them ;  and  j^ome  new  plan- 
tations will  in  a  few  years  add  much  to  the  beau^  of 
•the  landscape.  There  are  three  slated  houses  in  the 
paridi,  and  one  oovered  with  shingles ;  yet  there  are 
many  very  comfortable  thatched  cabins.  The  nearest 
sea-port  whence  English  slates  are  imported,  is  the  tows 
of  Sligo,  about  thirty  miles  distant

No  remarkable  mines  or  mberals  are  as^yet  diacom- 

limtitoiie.  ed.    Limestone  quarries  are  found  in  every  towoland 

in  abundance.     The  soil  bdng  naturally.fruitfiil»  sll^ 

necessaries  for  supporting  life  are,  with  proper  maioge- 

ment,  produced  in  die  greatest  idmndanoe. 

III.  Modem  Btuldiftgs,  ^c. 

ViOtgig.  There  are  four  villages  in  this  pariah,  namdy,  Ces- 
lare,  Clogher,  and  two  at  Charleston,  one  east,  and  the 
other  west,  adjoining  the  Shannon.     About  twenty 
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hamlets  are  also  dispersed  tbrougfa  it ;  the  greater  nuin- 
ber  of  which  is  situated  west  and  north  of  the  church. 
A  bridge  of  one  arcA  is  built  over  a  smali  rirulet,  lead^  Bri40a. 
ingto  the  church;  wd  one  handsomely  built  across 
the  Shannon,  half  of  it  bdng  in  the  parish  of  Ktlmore, 
affords  a  most  beautiful  prospect  of  wood  and  water; 
this  fine  river,  winding  through  trees  as  far  as  the  eje 
can  reach,  forms  a  most  charming  soene^  not  to  bo  ex- 
ceeded by  any  thing  tbdt  can  amuse  a  tra/vdier  of  tasfae 
and  reflection.  The  Earl  of  Roscommon  resides  at  a  Otntla- 
place  called  Bollycomen,  a  smalt  seat,  near  the  river  "^^* 
Shannon.  Cokmei  Gilbert  King  lives  at  a  handsome 
place,  called  Charlestown,  also  on  die  Shannoa ;  tile 
house  is  v^y  old,  and  presents  a  most  venerable  iqppear* 
ance,  surrounded  as  it  is  by  woods,  with  a  commanding 
view  of  the  bridge  already  mentioned;  it  was  boik  by 
the  first  Protestant  bishop  that  filled  the  see  of  Elphin, 
doee  by  the  banks  of  the  river,  on  the  north  side  <^the 
jpoad  leadiag  to  Jamestown,  in  the  county  of  Leitrim, 
firom  which  it  is  distant  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  by  the 
high  road,  and  is  the  same  distance  from  Drumsna.  One  itonds, 
high  road  leading  firom  Liongfi>rd  to  Drumsna,  in  the 
county  of  Leilrim,  passes  through  the  centre  of  the  pa- 
rish ;  and  another  leads  from  Elphin  to  Jamestown, 
^nearly  in  the  same  direction.  The  roads  in  general  are 
kept  in  good  order,  and  are  rq)aired  with  stone  broken 
very  simll,  which  is  the  most  durable  method  ofmak* 
ingthem. 

IV.  Ancient  BmlJdt^s^  Sfc. 

The  remains  of  the  monastery  or  priory  built  in  the 
^ear  1232,  by  Con.  O'FIanegan,  for  Augustine  Canons, 

SB 
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4Uid  called  the  Priory  of  Saint  Mary,  accorcfog  to  Sir 
Ruitis.  James  Ware's  annals,  cannot  now  be  traced.  Tlie 
ruins  of  an  old  building  on  the  lands  of  Ballycomeo,  the 
residence  of  the  Earl  of  Roscooifloony  is  said  to  bare 
been  a  churdi  and  burying  places  but  its  ezistenee  in  a 
complete  form  is  oat  of  the  memory  of  any  person  Vth 
iog.  The  ruins  of  another  old  building  on  die  tovm- 
land  of  Kilbride,  the  estate  of  the  Earl  of  WeaCmeadi, 
is  said  to  have  been  formerly  a  nunnery;  this  opimim 
rests  only  cm  tradition;  which,  thou^  not  always 
correct,  has  probably  its  foundation  In  mith ;  for  Ire- 
land hiiving'had  the  gospel  preached  werj  early  in  it, 
gave  rise  to  many  religious  fimndations,  soon  after 
Christianity  had  been  spread  abroad  in  the  workL 

V.  Present  4*  Former  State  of  Pdpulatkmj  Food,!^^ 

Fopuliuioiw  The  number  of  families  of  every  descriptioo,  bodi 
rich  and  poor,  amounts  to  about  662;  an  aa  wcwragB, 
.  taking  six  to  each  fimiily,  the  population  may  amonal 
to  5612;  of  which  number  of  &milies  i^onl^  are 
Protestants.  A  second,  and  amre  accurate  cxanmuir 
tion  has  ascertained  the  number  of  souls  of  every  de^ 
cription  and  age,  to  amount  to  3620,  of  which  ISOO 
are  males,  aiul  2020  females. 

Mode  of  The  inhabitants  in  general  keep  cows,  Uve  totenAdy 
living.  ^^11^  ^^^  ^^^  healthy,  many  of  them  attaining  Ae  gene> 
ral  age  of  man,  and  some  exceeding  that  period.  Yet 
the  dwellings  of  the  lower  classes  are  kept  in  a  very 
slovenly  manner;  they  are  dirty,  aud  badly  thatched; 
the  greater  part  however  are  built  of  slone ;  few  aie 
to  be  seen  finrmed  with  mud  walls.    The  people  of  this 
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garish  dress  in  a  style  fiir  superior  to  the  line  of  life  Dress, 
in  wbicfa  they  are  placedi  partictilarly  the  females,  who 
are  very  fond  of  show,  and  comply  with  modem  fashions 
a«  much  as  tbtsy  can  posaibly'aAird  it  t  they  are  enabled 
to  indulge  in  this  propensity  by  their  industry  in  spin- 
ning and  in  wearing  coarse  linens ;  these  they  briner  to 
maiitet,  and  when  diqxwed  of,  they  purchase  ornamen- 
tal clothing  with  part  of  tlie  profit.  On  Sundays  and 
particular  oocasioos,  ihey  dress  in  cottons  or  muslins ; 
but  when  employed  in  their  daily  avocations,  they  ge- 
nerally wear  a  suit  of  wooHen,  sudi  as  flannel  or  drugget, 
coloured  to  tfaehr  fancy* 

TUspikrish  is  remarkably  well  supplied  with  fuel,  FM 
moat  of  the  townlands  having  very  good  turbaries  an- 
nexed to  diem.     The  general  food  of  the  peasantry  is  Food, 
potatoes.    During  the  Lent  season,  and  a  little  before 
and  after,  saked  herrings  make  an  addition  to  their 
daily  food.     Flesh  meat  is  seldom  used  in  their  cottages, 
except  on  remarkable  occasions,   as  at  Christmas  and 
Easterf  and  even  then,  the  only  kind  used  is  pork  or 
bacon ;  their  rents  are  so  high,  that  they  cannot  aflbrd 
to  Iniy  any  other :  yet  it  is  a  melancholy  fact,  that  they 
<^en  spend  their  money  on  market  days,  to  a  d^ee  of 
extravagance,  in  drinking  and  carousing ;  so  that  when 
die  high  rent  of  their  land  is  called  for,  they  are  quite 
unprepared   to  answer  the  demand.   The  extravagant 
value  that  is  now  set  on  lands  is  the  great  grievance 
that  th»  country  has  to  complain  of;  the  proprietors  of 
estates  are  much  too  eager  for  high  rents.     Many  mid- 
dlemen, by  setting  their  lands  iX  a  very  great  advanced 
rent,  become  gentlemen,  and  receive  double  for  their 
lands  than  what  they  pay  to  the  head  landlord.

Graiiiiaiid  The  people  9C  thispanihareof  asbaj^keengenitny 
*^*'^^^  fond  of  paying  coinpliinesits,  and  ezpresdog  a  disposH 
tion  to  give  the  prefio^eoee  to  any  person  tbey  happen 
to  make  a  baigain  witfa»  but  too  often  with  very  little 
Lraguag^  sincerity.  Englip h  19  the  language  spoken  by  the  pe^ 
pie  in  general :  they  all  initeed  nndefstaad  Irish,  bot  it 
is  not  so  much  used  among  them  as  fi>rmerly.  There 
are  no  particular  customs  among  the  lower  classes,  di^ 
fering  from  those  of  the  Irish  naticm  in  generaL  They 
assemble  sometimes  on  Sundays,  and  dance  in  groups  to 
the  music  of  a  fiddle,  dressed  out  in  their  best  attire, 
imitating  the  higher  classes  in  dress  and  manner  as  much 
as  possible. 

VII.  The  Education  and  Employmeni  <fOtildrem^  ^ 

Employ*        The  children  are  generally  sent  to  school  when  vcfy 

™^^        young;  and  when  grown  up,  the  females  are  employed 

in  spinning ;  the  boys  are  s(»netime&  bound  apprcntms 

to  different  trades,  and  sometimes  beccnne  laboorersand 

petty  farmers. 

Sobools.  There  are  several  schools  kept  in  di^rent  parts  of 

the  parish,  where  reading  and  writing  are  taught;  and 
in  some  of  these  the  average  of  pupils  is  from  20  to  iO 
in  each  school.  The  numbers  however  are  coiisidera^ 
bly  more  in  summer  than  at  any  other  season :  their 
parents  keep  them  at  home  in  spring,  and  harvest,  to 
assist  in  the  labour:  very  few  attend  in  wintir.  The 
teachers  are  b^Iy  paid,  and  seldom  continue  to  ke^p 
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regular  schools.    No  distinction  can  be  remarked  be*  Scliook 
tween  Ae  treatment  of  children  of  different  rdigious 
persuasions,  except  as  far  as  rdatet  to  their  catechetical 
instmction ;  in  other  respects  their  mode  of  education 
is  exactly  the  same.    The  usual  rates  of  tuition  are,  for  BatM  of 
q>e)ling,  Is.  8d.  per  quarter ;  reading  and  writmg,  2s.  6d.  ''^^*^**^ 
arithmetic,  as  far  as  the  five  first  rules,  5s.  4d. ;  writing 
and  arithmetic,  5s«    There  are  no  higher  schoob  or 
rates  in  the  parish.    The  books  in  general  use  are,  the 
common  spdlmg  bodes,  short  histories,  or  other  narra- 
tives, and  the  usual  authors  on  arithmetic,  such  as  Vos* 
ter  and  (}ough. 

W6  have  no  public  library,  which  is  a  very  great 
want  in  any  country  at  such  a  distance  firom  a  large  town. 
It  is  very  much  to  be  wished,  that  there  was  a  library 
established  in  every  bishop's  see ;  it  would  be  of  infinite 
use,  and  contribute  to  disseminate  learning  in  the  coun- 
try at  large.  Many  persons  probably  would  leave  their 
libraries  to  the  diocese;  and  in  process  of  time  there 
would  be  an  extensive  collection  of  books  in  every  dio* 
cese  of  the  kingdom.  The  bishop  would  probably 
grant  a  Isomfortable  salary  to  the  curate  of  the  cathe* 
dral  church,  to  attend  tlie  public  library  a  certain  num* 
ber  of  hours  every  day,  which  hours  should  be  fixed ; 
and  every  clergyman  should  be  obliged  to  take  the  li« 
brary  oath,  as  is  done  by  graduates  in  Trinity  College^ 
I>ublin.  Such  an  institution,  in  a  short  time,  would 
prove  its  own  expediency  Qnd  use,  Men  who  have  small 
incomes,  and  families  to  support,  and  live  at  a  conside- 
rable distance  from  large  towns  where  books  may  be 
bought,  might  thus  have  their  desire  for  information 
gratified  near  home,  without  too  heavy  an  expense.

li^uiiding^  situated  n^ar  the  scite  of  the  Pciorjr  of  Saint 
Mary.  Theieis  neither  glebe  land  nor  glebe  houses 
though  it  is  said  there  were  lormerlj  ihir^-fi>ar  acres 
of  glebe,  beloi^ing  to  the  parish. 

TfiM.  Wheat  and  barley  are  rated,  as  to  tythe^  at  aboat 

128.  per  acre ;  flax,  oat^  and  meadow  at  about  six.  At 
Easter  a  certain  sum  is  agreed  upon  at  the  vestry,  to  be 
assessed  on  the  parish,  to  keep  the  church  in  order,  and 
to  pay  the  derk  and  sexton  their  respective  salaries. 
The  amount  of  the  weekly  collection  made  at  the  church 
for  the  poor,  produces  about  £4.  annually :  it  is  dis- 
Chtfitable  tributed  at  Easter.  It  may  not  be  improper  here  to 
^^V^*^  mention,  that  the  late  James  lewder,  of  Kilmore,  Esq. 
left  by  his  will,  j£20.  a  year  fiir  ever,  to  the  care  of  the 
parson  of  the  parish  for  the  time  being,  to  clothe  six 
poor  men,  and  six  poor  women ;  this  is  the  only  Amd 
or  charitable  institution  in  this  parish. 

IX.  Modes  of  Agriadturey  Crops^  S^c. 

Mod*  U        The  usual  mode  of  the  fisrmers  who  hold  bat  a  fisw 

x;^!^^     acres,  is,  to  turn  up  their  land  with  a  sort  of  qpade^ 

called  a  loy,  as  the  rent  of  land  is  so  high,  that  they 

cannot  afford  to  keep  horses  for  ploughing.    Several- 

gentlemen  plough  in  the  mode  now  usually  practised, 
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with  two  horses  abreast :  the  old  method  was  mth  four 
hones  breast,  die  driver  walking  backwards,  between 
the  two  middldiorses ;  but  that  mode  b  not  so  cmnmon 
«B  formerl;.  Sooie  personsof  bigh  rvA  use  rdns,  the 
ploughman  holing  the  ploa^,  and  driving,  which  is  the 
general  mode  of  plooghnig  in  Engtand*  The  highest  Btntt. 
aereable  rent  near  a  town,  is  diree  guineas ;  at  a  di»- 
tanee  frmn  a  town>  land  that  has  been  set  within  the  last 
three  years,  brings  two  gnineaa  and  upwards. 

~  A  fair  is  held  in  the,  month  of  May,  in  the  parish  of  Fair, 
mimore;  though  the  patent  is  for  two  fiiirs  every  year. 
The  townland  where  the  fair  is  held  is  called  Dangan : 
cattle  of  every  deseriptbn  are  sold  there.  There  is  no  Muket 
market  in  the  paridi,  but  a  weekly  one  is  held  in  the 
neighbouring  town  of  Jamestown  every  Saturday,  which 
is  well  supplied  with  meat,  meal,  and  many  other  nece»* 
aaries  of  life,  pretty  much  at  the  same  prices  as  in  other 
parts  of  the  kingdom. 

X.  Ttade^  Mam^acturety  Commercey  Jjrc. 

There  are  good  tradesmen  of  every  description  in  this 
•parish;  and  a  considerable  quantity  of  coarse  cloth  is  WooQen 
manvdttctured  here ;  which  is  sold  in  the  n^hbonring  twe. 
fairs  and  markets. 

A  branch  of  the  Royal  Canal  passes  through  the  pa*  lid«Bd!Rii- 
rish,  from  one  part  of  the  river  Shannon  to  the  other,  '**^' 
forming  a  large  curve  of  n  circle  in  its  course  round  one 
aide  of  the  parish.    This  eamd,  when  finished,  will  re- 
dace  the  price  of  die  carriage  of  goods  to  the  neigh- 
bouring town  of  Carrickpon-Shannon.    This  cut  of  the 
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Inland  Ka-  Canal  has  been  useless  for  a  considerable  time ;  theondap- 
^^"''^  takers  having  cut  the  banks  so  narrow,  and  weakened 
them  so  mudi,  that  the  floods  burst  them  in :  but  as  they 
havebeen  repaired,  it  is  to  be  hoped  kmay  sodn  bccoiBe 
of  public  utility.  Some  large  boats  with  one  mast,  are 
continually  passing  and  repassing  to  the  Kflaaore  sideof 
the  Shannon,  byDrumsna ;  these  Tessds  may  cany  about 
60  tons  and  upwards;  and  in  process  of  time,  if  the  in- 
land navigation  continues  to  be  properly  encouraged, 
a  very  brisk  trade  will  be  carried  on  in  thb  neighboar- 
hood ;  and  conveyance  of  commodities  from  the  metro- 
polis to  this  part  of  the  kingdom  be  gready  promoted 
and  cheapened.  The  articles  of  expoit  from  this  parish 
are,  com,  potatoes,  oatmeal,  pork,  batter,  flax^  ytfB, 
and  some  skins;  in  return  for  whidi  areioiported,  flax- 
seed, deal  boards,  and  occasionally  groceries  and  to« 
bacco. 

XL  Natural  Curiosities^  Remarkable  Occurrences,  l^c. 

No  natural  curiosities  are  to  be  found  in  this  parish* 
DMiiA  The  remains  of  many  circular  ^iclosnres,  called  Danish 
Forts  may  be  seen ;  &r  what  use  such  enclosures  were 
made,  is  very  uncertaiA ;  they  seem  rather  to  have  been 
intended  f<Nr  the  security  of  cattle,  than  fortresses  for 
the  protection  of  armies. 

HlatorkBi  On  the  24th  of  April,  1795j  the  rebels,  who  at  that 
time  called  themselves  defenders,  first  oppoi^  the  King's 
forces  in  the  open  fidid,  in  the  parish  of  Kilmore.  In 
the  morning  they  assembled  to  the  .amount  of  i&X^ 
armed  with  firelocks,  pikes,  and  swords;  Mid  marched 
in  regular  order,  to  Dnimsna,  with  design  to  plunder 
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the  towiii  and  do  other  mischief;  fortiiBately  there  hap- 
pened to  be  a  seijeant  and  ten  men  of  the  Derry  Mili- 
tia  in  the  town,  who  were  ordered  out  by  the  resident 
magistrates,  to  oppose  the  rebels;  the  serjeant  very 
wisely  formed  his  men  four  abreast  at  the  &rUier  sideof 
the  bric^  and  foiming  a  kind  of  a  *  tete  du  pont,*  kept  s 

op  a  regular  fire :  as  the  foremost  rank  fired,  it  wheeled 
tt>  the  rear;  the  next  rank  succeeded,  and  so  on ;  and 
by  the  time  the  little  force  )iad  fired  four  rounds,  the 
rebek  fled,  and  carried  off  their  wounded,  one  of  whom 
was  taken,  tried  at  Roscommon,  and  executed.  The 
seijeant  obtained  a  commission  for  his  brave  conduct. 
The  house  of  the  writer  of  this  account  had  been  tiU 
taded  i»eviitittsly  to  that  time  by  about  100  defenders, 
who  toik  his  arms  by  forc^  and  administered  an  oath 
to  be  loyal  to  their  Roman  king,  as  they  styled  him.

^is  tract  of  country  is  deeply  indented  by  inlets  of  Graafci» 
the  sea;  by  which  the  water  carriageof  turf  from  almoat 
erery  part  of  it  to  the  maricets  in  the  city  and  county  of 
limerick  is  fiicilitateds  an  abundant  snp^y  of  Umestone 
may,  by  the  same  means,  be  conveyed  badt  for  the  pur- 
pose of  reclaiming  the  tracts  of  bog. 

Thore  are  three  rir^rs  in  this  district,  ooe  of  which,  Bims. 
(Sragh  riv^)  is  larger  than  the  rest;  it  rises  in  the 
neighbouring  parish  ei  Kihnichael,  and  empties  itMf 
into  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  at  the  Bay  of  Dunbag.  This 
river  produces  very  fine  salmon.  The  other  two  take 
thdr  rise  in  At  parish  of  Kilrush :  one  of  them  runs 
fifmn  the  loughs  of  Knookerry,  and  taking  a  western 
direction,  empties  itself  into  the  credc  at  Kilrush  |  the 
other^  (the  Boekough,)  which  is  also  a  smaH  rlver^  rises 
in  the  lands  of  Tullagower,  and  running  west  about  ^ 
three  miles,  fidk  into  the  large  creek  of  Poulanishery, 
€fr  Oyster  Cove,  which  divides  the  parish  of  Eihrush 
from  these  of  KOfieragh  and  Moyarta.  Exclusively  «f 
tfie  two  loughs  M  Knockerry,  (one  of  which  might  easQy

Mountaini.  There  are  no  mountains  in  Killard  or  KJlfiem^  but 
fery  high  difi)  hanging  over  the.  ocean*  in  both*  In 
Moyarta  and  Cariieenaveilane,  and  in  the  pariah  oTKU*- 
bally bone^  are  saveral  tracts  of  a  mountainous  nature. 
Very  fine  crops  of  potatoes  and  corn  have  faowerer  been 

!Bo?.  of  late  years  proceed  from  these  grounds.  There  b 
scarcely  a  townland  ia  the  parish  of  Kilriub  without 
oonvenient  turbary :,  it  cx>ntain8  a  great  proportion  of 
the  Bog  of  Monmove,  whidiis  9aid  to  rank,  as  toes- 
tent,  in  the  third  or  finuth  place  among  thoae  of  Lwr 
land.  Great  quantities  of  turf  are  annually  sent  hence 
by  boats,  to  the  city  and  county  of  Limerick.  This 
trade  emph^s  numbers  of  people  at  a  season  when  littk 
else  can  be  dpne  by  t^em ;  whil^  it  ^ntribpt^  essenii* 
a%  to  the  comforts  of  the  peasant  employed  in  it.  Turf 
cutting  is  the  first  step  towards  the  recovery  of  tracts  of 
ground  from  an  unprofitable  state^  after  which  the  land  a 
generally  planted  with  rape  and  potatoes,  and  eventually 
sown  with  oats  and  grass  seed.  For  these  reasons  this 
trade  is  encouraged  by  one  of  the  principal  proprietoni 
who  permits  his  tenants  to  cut  and  dispose  of  as  much  toif 
as  they  choose^  without  any  pecuniary  remuneratkm. 
It  is  thought  that  the  value  of  the  turf  sent  off  annoally 
firom  this  and  the  neighbouring  bogs,  amounts  to  up- 
wards of  iK10,000  a  year.  A*  boat  mamied  hg  two  per- 
sons, generally  a  man  ahd  a  boy,  earns  about  leSOO  a 
year  at  this  trade;  and  would  produce  considendily 
mare,  if  fireighted  with  limestone  in  return.    The  Mqp- 
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more  bog  also  branches  into  the  parish  of  Kilborilf  wbere  Bog. 
there  are  like^vise  several  other  tmaU  bogs :  there*  are 
considerable  tracts  aho  in  tte  pSurish'  cf  iCilfiera^, 
The  great  creek  of  Poulanisberj,  or  Oyster  Cove^  run- 
fling,  by  what  is  called  here  a  Crttin|Mine,  a  considerable 
way  throogh  this  parish,  facilitates  the  loading  of  turf 
boats,  and  at  a  future  day  may  afford  an  ingress  to  lime 
and  other  materials,  for  improving  the  land.  A' very 
large  bog  runs  nearly  through  the  centre  of  the  parish 
of  Kilfieragh,  from  east  to  west,  on  which  a  great  quan- 
tity of  turf  is  cut  for  the  Limerick  market,  and  iBdnt  off 
from  ^uerin,  Dupaha  and  Carrigaholt  There  is  also 
a  bog  at  Ki]bah%  in  the  parish  of  Kilballyhone,  where 
it  is  said,  that  a  guinea  is  the  price  of  that  portbn  oJP 
^qrf^ce  on  whicluevery  boat  load'bf  tdrf  is  cut  and  saved 
for  sale.  It  is  certainly  fair,  that  where  the  bogs  ar^ 
small,  aiid  likely  to  be  coX  out,  in  consequence  of  the 
&cility  of  tran^porfing  the  fuel  by  water  carriage  to  a 
dear  market,  the  tenant  should  consider  h  a  suffici* 
ent  indulgence  to  be  permitted  to  cut  enough  of  turf 
for  his  own  consumption^  and  pay  for  any  other  privt<^ 
lege  which  trade  may  induce  him  to  solicit 

It  is  a  general  rule  here,  not  to  cut  turf.  tiJI  the  main 
crop  of  potatoes  has  been  planted,  which  is  seldom  ac- 
complished until  the  iniddle  pf  the  month  of  May; 
whereas,  if  the  turf  were  cut  in  March,  (and  no  ftost 
prevents  its  being  saved  fit  that  dpie  of  the  year  in  this 
part  of  Ireland,)  the  potatoes  pight  be  set  in  the  month 
of  April,  which  is  allowed  to  be  the  best  month  for 
planting  them ;  and  the  turf  could  be  got  out  of  the  bogs 
In  the  banning  of  Jun^  when  the  days  are  nearly  at 

3J> 
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Bog.  their  greatest  lengthy  a&d  horses  and  cars  can  generally 
pass  OTar  the  worst  roads  without  much  inconvenience. 
On  the  present  plan,  th^re  is  no  calculating  the  quantum 
labour  thrown  away.  Men,  women  and  children  are 
laboriously  occupied  during  ahnost  the  whole  of  the 
months  of  September,  October,  and  November,  m  pre^ 
paring  their  turi^  and  carrying  it  home  from  the  bogs. 

Considerable  tracts  of  exhausted  bog  are  burned  every 
jrear,  and  they  produce  excellent  crops  of  potatoes  and 
pats.  But  here  improvement  too  often  terminates ;  al- 
though the  convenience  of  water  carriage,  and  the  via- 
nity  of  the  sea  afford  various  means  for  enriching  the 
$oil,  which  are  not  -enjoyed  in  other  places.  Ume^ 
sand,  ^arthf  marl»  shells,  and  sea  weed  may  be  readily 
brought  to  every  acre  in  this  district  One  of  the  most 
effectual  methods  of  improving  a  bog  is,  to  intersect  it 
with  ro|suls»  The  dykes  on  each  side  of  these  roads 
having  at  least  one  settled  bank,  will  conduct  the  water 
away  more  efiectually  than  the  wid^t  drajns,  which9  from 
a  want  of  pernoanent  sides  ox  banks,  are  apt  to  be  ^osed 
iq),  and  hence  become  useless.  Most  of  the  bogs  in 
this  union  have  gravelly  hillocks  in  or  near  them,  whidi 
might  probably  be  used  with  advantage  in  reclainiing 
them*  The  luxuriant  verdure  on  the  sides  of  the  beg 
roads  seems  to  invite  the  experiment. 

There  are  no  woods  her^  but  some  handsome  young 
plantations  are  to  be  seen  in  Mr.  Vandeleur's  demesne, 
near  Kilrush.  It  is  saidj  that  the  vicinity  of  the  ocean 
is  un&vourable  to  the  growth  of  trees ;  and  such  as  are 
now  growing  here  are  bent  in  the  direction  of  the  pre- 
vailing wind;  but  many  trees  thrive  well  i4  this  ne^gln 
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bonrhood^  such  as  ash,  oak,  birch,  elm^  alder,  and 
Scotch  fir.  It  is  certain,  from  the  number  of  trees 
fonnd  m  the  bogs,  that  this  neighbourhood  formerly 
produced  plenty  of  timber,  notwithstanding  its  conti« 
gaity  to  the  Atlantic  Ocean. 

The  bog  timber  consists  of  fir,  oak,  and  yew,  but  Bogtimber 
chiefly  of  the  two  fdtaer  klndfy  which  are  often  fi>und 
of  large  dimensions,  and  serve  to  roof  houses,  and  sup- 
ply the  simple  furniture  of  the  peasantry.  Some  years 
ago,  Mr»  Anthony  Nolan,  of  Qallykett,.  found  on  his 
fiurm  a  bog  fir  tr)ee»  which  was  purchased  from- him  by 
Mr*  Paterson  of  Kilrttsb»  &a  £U.  19s.  6d.  It  mea- 
sured at  t^e  thickest  end  38  inches  in  diameter,  and^ 
•  at  upwards  of  68  feet  from  that  part,  SI  inches.  It 
was  very  fine  sound  timber,  and  produced,  or  rather 
saved  him  in  the  expense  of  building  his  house,  upwards 
of  thirty-six  pounds.  By  age,  and  the  action  of  the 
water,  this  tree  had  lost  so  much  of  its  original  bulk, 
that  the  part  preserved  was  merely  the  heart,  and  not 
nearly  half  its  original  size. 

The  maimer  of  finding  these  trees  in  the  bogs  of  this 
neighbourhood  is  remarkably  curioiis.  Early  in  tb^ 
morning,  before  the  dew  evaporates,  a  man  with  a  long 
small  sbaip  spear,  (called  in  Irish  Tharagber,  or  Bog 
Auger)  goes  into  the  bog ;  and  as  the  dew  never  lies  oa 
the  part  over  the  trees,  he  can  ascertain  their  position 
aod  length ;  and  easily  find  whether  they  are  sound  or 
rotten :  if  sounds  he  marks  with  a  spade  the  spot  where 
t|iey  li^  and  at  bis  leisure  f^roceeds  to  estrieate  theni 
from  tbf ir  bfd^  which  is  undoubtedly  a  laborious,  and 
ofkentimed  a  v^  difficult  ^process..  The  roots  pf  the 
fir  trees  affi>rd  a  convenience  to  the  inhabitants  of  this 
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district,  (ts  in  many  other  parts  of  the  oooit)  rivaliiBg 
the  properties  of  Kendal  coal,  by  giTing  them  li^^t  and 
heat  m  the  long  winter  nights.  It  is  sold  at  a  very  low 
rate  in  back  load%  brought  by  asses  ilito  the  town  of 
iGlrush*

There  are  no  mines  now  open  in  the  union,  but  strong 
Bfincnl  indicaUons  of  iron  are  to  be  found  in  many  parts.  '  At 
iBallykett,  Monmore^  Fierd,  and  many  other  places,  are 
chalybeate  Mrells  of  considerable  strength;  particularly 
at  Monmore,  which,  a  few  years  ago,  was  fireqnented 
in  the  Summer  time  by  multitudes  of  invalids,  many  of 
whom  were  willing  to  ascribe  the  salutary  efiects  of  a 
morning's  Walk,  and  a  draught  of  good  water  to  the 
overruling  influence  of  some  tutelary  saint  ' 

'  The  following  minerals  were  found  here  some  time 
ago  by  Mr.  Donald  Stewart  and  others,  who  deposited 
specimens  of  them  in  the  Museum  of  the  Dublin  Socie* 
ty,  viz.  manganese,  from  the  Spa  well  of  Fierd,  on  the 
sea  shore,  near  Cross,  the  estate  of  Mr.  Westby.  Spe- 
cimens of  this  ore  were  sent  to  Mr.  Roe,  at  Rings^id^ 
and  others,  who  stated,  that  it  was  more  free  from  iron^ 
better  than  they  had  seen  before^  and  very  fit  for  mak- 
ing the  bleaching  liquid :  it  is  formed  by  water  on  the 
rocks.  Heavy  porous  iron  manganese  is  found  at  Kil- 
credane  point,  near  Carrigaholt  Castle,  the  estate  of  the 
CcmL  Honourable  Colonel  Burton.  Coal,  from  a  thin  seam* 
in  a  stream  dividing  the  estates  of  Lord  Milton  and  the 
representatives  of  Liqrd  Clare,  near  the  sea  shorc^  to  the 
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West  of  Carrigabolt  Castle,  where  also  are  strong  indi- 
cations of  the  same  mineraL  Black  limestone,  from  limestone. 
large  stones,  found  within  the  high  water  marie  on  the 
shore  of  the  Shannon,  about  two  miles  north  of  Carri* 
gaholt  Costlej  on  the  estate  of  Mr.  Macdonnel,  of  New 
Hall.  The  clifis  at  the  white  strand  of  Moyarta  con* 
tain  a  considerable  quantity  of  loose  limestones  of  a 
smaller  size,  some  kilns  of  which  were  burned  by  the 
late  Mr.  Johfison,  who  had  a  bathing  lodge  near  Car- 
rigaholt;  between  which  and  the  village  of  Cross,  a 
great  part  of  the  road  is  almost  paved  with  limestone. 
These  are  indications  of  the  existence  of  limestone  quar- 
riesy  which,  if  once  discovered,  would  prove  a  great 
source  of  wealth  to  the  barony  of  Moyarta. 

There  are  also'  in  these  parishes^  and  more  particu*  Potter « 
lariy  in  Kilrush,  valuable  dajrs  for  potteries,  and  for  the     ^* 
manufiictare  of  brick;  several  kilns  of  which  have  been 
burned  in  the  townland  of  Monmore.    At  Kiiockerry,  FUgquar* 
is  an  excellent  quarry  of  flags,  and  another  at  Tulla^  *^^ 
gower,  in  the  parish  of  Kilrush.    These  flags  are  of  the 
grit  kind,  generally  from  four  to  eight  feet  long,  and 
from  two  to  four  feet  wide.    The  smaller  kinds  are  of- 
ten used  for  slating  houses,  but  require  a  strong  roof  to 
support  their  weight.   From  theur  durability  and  rough- 
ness, these  flags  are  considered  better  than  limestone  for 
fi>otpaths,  tod  the  floors  of -shops,  kitchens  and  cellstrs; 
and  are  therefore  brought  in  great  quantities  to  Lime- 
rick, Tarbert,  Milltown,  and  other  places.    At  Kilrush  Orit  Stone.^ 
is  the  great,  grit  stone,  quarry,  of  Crag,  impending  over 
the  town.     Round  the  base  of  the  hill  in  which  this 
^arry  lies,  and  in  the  ar^as  of  almost  all  the  houses 
lately  built  Jbere,  are  deep  beds  of  excellent  building 
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gaud.  The  adjoining  bogs  aflTord  plenty  of  fod  to  bnrn 
limestone^  which,  a»  before  obserredf  may  be  broii|^t 
from  the  neighbouring  county  of  Limerick^  by  water 
carriage;  and,  by  the  same  conreyanoe,  an  abundant 
supply  (^  Killaloe  and  Broadford  slates  may  be  at  all 
times  had.  Front  these  rarely  combined  circeasstance^ 
with  the  frequent  arrival  of  foreign  timber  at  t^  port  of 
Kilrush,  it  is  evident,  that  as  great  facilities  for  biiildiDg 
exist  in  it,  as  in  any  other  po^t  of  Ireland.

ter of  houses,  with  a  Roman  Catholic  chapel,  near  the 
ruined  church  of  Kilballyhone. 

The  seat  of  the  Right  Hon.  John  Ormsby  Vandeleur,  Oentl*. 
near  Kilrush. — This  house,  which  has  been  lately  erec-  ""^•^^••^ 
ted,  is  a  handsome  and  commodious  building,  standing 
on  an  interesting  spotp  which  commands  a  view  of  Mfui- 
gerton  and  MacgiUycuddy's  rocks  at  EallamQr,  Bran- 
don Mountain,  Kerryhead,  and  the  mouth  of  the  river 
9iannon«  The  inner  area  of  this  rich  proqpect  is  or- 
namented by  a  view  of  one  of  the  finest  harbours  in 
Europe^  Bale-bar,  Kilcredane  pdnt,  Rehy  Hill^  Carrjr 
gaholt,  and  Carrigafoyle  Castles,  with  the  round  tower, 
cathedral,  and  ruined  churches  in  the  celebrated  island 
of  Saint  Senanus,  now  called  Inniscattery.  The  view 
of  the  town  and  harbour  is  truly  delightful  at  sunset  on 
a  rammer  evoiing,  when  Scattery  Road  is  crowded 
with  shippmg^  and  upwards  of  200  herring  boats  issue 
together  firom  the  neighbouring  creeks,  gliding  over  the 
glasqr  surfiioe  of  the  Shannon,  to  take  their  station  for 
theni^sfishiag. 

Ballykett,  the  residence  of  a  branch  of  the  family  of 
Hickman,  whose  adjoining  estate,  for  want  of  male  Mue^ 
is  diyided  among  ovheiresses  and  their  representatives. 
Iliehoase  was  built  in  the  year  1719,  and  has  the  &fui-

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Genife.  ly  tnuii  with  their  motto,  <<  Nin  DomintiSy'*  cm  tke 
'  hall  door.  A  very  considerable  sum  of  money  was  ex- 
pended on  it|  a  deer-park,  and  garden  walls;  botthe 
florroanding  landa  were  left  in  a  state  of  nature.  Mr. 
Thomas  Pilkington  \b  the  present  occupier  of  this  plsce^ 
in  which  several  very  fine  filU  grown  beeches  prove  to  s 
dononstrationi  that»  contrary  to  a  prevailing  opinion, 
trees  would  grow  here^  if  they  were  but  planted  and 
protected* 

KUkea  House,  the  former  residence  of  th^  Mscdood 
&mily,  is  pleasantly  situated  near  a  stnpendoQs  di$  a 
small  bay,  and  a  iriiite  strand,  on  the  shore  of  the  Atr 
fantic.  It  has  been  for  some  years  in  a  state  of  decij. 
Its  last  occupier  of  the  Macdonel  fiunily,  was  this  gidt 
grandhioth^  of  the  present  praprietor;  she  died  at  s 
very  advanced  age,  in  the  year  1708.  This  lady,  who 
was  descended  from  the  aodent  house  ci  O'Brien  of 
Ennistyttbfid,  kept  up  the  oU  Irish  praetioe  of  iodii- 
criminate  and  unbounded  hospitali^  for  many  years. 
She  ascribed  her  health,  qpirits,  and  longevity  to  the 
efficacy  of  a  very  fine  if>^mg  well  in  Uer  garden,  fioo 
which  she  drank  a  large  glass  of  water  at  an  early  hoor 
every  morning.  At  this  place,  as  well  as  at  Ballybtt 
and  Querin,  are  the  almost  Imperceptible  rmns  of  cas- 
tles, the  materials  of  which  have  profaoibly  bees  used  in 
erecting  the  houses.  Kilkea  Castle  is  m«rked  da  SD  sb- 
cient  map  of  the  Irish  coast 

Opposite  to  Kilkea  House,  is  AtlAntie  Lodges  ^ 
pleasant  summer  residence  of  Oedrge  Studdert,  of  Clos* 
derlaWj  Esq.  who  has  erected  several  otfa^  bosies 
round  the  White  Strand* 
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Qaerin  is  the  r&idmce  of  LaeatenaQt  Willjam  Po*  GmdH 
rongh,  of  the  Royal  Navy.   This  houseisinitself  a  very  ■"•"^•••^ 
great  cariosity,  having  been  built  after  the  old  Dutch 
fitfhion,  with  two  stories  in  its  long  projecting  toot    It 
is  credibly  reported,  that  every  article  ^  of  ijbe,  materials 
of  this  house,  timber,  bridLs,  shingles^  windowsi  ^^ 
were  brought  here  from  Holland  in  one  vessel,  by  Mr 
Vanhoogart,  the  ancestor  of  Mr*  Borough,  who  obtain* 
ed  a  lease  &r  ever  of  the. estate  of  Querin,  from  pne  of 
the  Earis  of  Thomond.    Qn  this  account  the  pprough 
fiunily  pays  a  chief  roit  to  Mr.  Vandeieur.    The  lute 
Mrs.  Borough,  who  was  grand-daughter  of  Mr.  Vasi- 
lioogort,  died  lately  at  a  veiy  advanced  age^  adding  one 
to  the  nnmeriHis  instances  ol  longevity  in  this  pfurt  of 
the  county. 

The  creek  of  .Querin  is  remarkable  for  producing 
very  fine  dirimps,  and  some  excellent  flat  fisfa^  iNsd.af- 
ferds  a  safe  harbour  for  herring  boats,  and  other  mqi^I 
craft  Near  diis  is  Dutiaha,  tbeseat  of  a  branch  ^f  tha 
at  fiuntly  of  Morony. 


Carrigaholt  was  the  residence  of  the  unfortunate 
Viscoaht  Clare,  and  is  now  tbepi^pp^rty  ef  the  Ho- 
nourable Francis  Nathaniel  £[urton.  The  hpufe  is  |jfi 
niins:  it  wasattached  to  the  Oastle,  whicdbis  9tiU  inQPli- 
l^ed.  The  garden  wall^and  the  piers  pf^  QOiin-ysid, 
bodi  of  which  were  built  x>f  brick  losg  befora  the  xtm^- 
hrtion,  are  still  standing,  jmd  in  uderable  .repair.  The 
aea  is  however  making  annual  inroads  on  this  fi$c€;^ 
aad  now  wadies  the  walls  of  the  caaAe,  although  Lovd 
CSare  often  eKerciaed  his  celebrated  Ttpmioi  of  dm- 
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GMtki-      Mons  on  a  fine  lawn  which  stood  hetweaat  hisloftr 
mansion  and  the  watery  element. 

These  are  the  residences  of  the  prmcipal  proprieCon 
or  landholders ;  but  there  are  several  oth^  comfortable 
seats  here,  and  among  them  those  c^  Messrs.  O'Donne^ 
^  Cox  and  Brew,  whose  fiunilies  form  the  chief  part  of  the 
congregation  in  the  cfaur^  of  Kii&ragh.  At  Moyne^ 
near  Kilmsh,  are  the  ruins  of  the  residence  of  the  fiuni- 
ly  of  Iversy  the  ancestors  of  Nicholas  Comyn,  Esq.  who 
holds  that  property  in  perpetnity  nnder  Mr.  Vandelear, 
On  the  same  townland,  near  the  Rerenoe  Square  of 
Kilrush,  is  a  handsome  lodge^  built  and  inhabited  by 
Captain  Jewel.  In  addition  to  these  may  be  mentioned 
the  bathing  lodges  of  George  William  Stackpok^  Esq. 
and  Mr.  Singleton,  at  Farrihy  and  Baltard. 

Jmu  There  is  a  good  inn  at  .Kilrush,  kept  by  John  Flan* 

nery.  From  the  description  of  the  maiket,  stocked  as 
it  is  by  a  fruitful  soil  and  a  prolific  sea,  it  may  be  rea* 
sonably  concluded,  that  a  traveller  may  find  good  eo* 
tertainment  here. 

Boidi.  The  chief  roads  are  three,  viz.  the  lower  road  to  Ea- 

rns, by  the  iSiannon  side,  through  BallymacremioB, 
Kilmore,  Cl<mderla,  and  Kildysert,  &c.  aboat  39  miks 
long;  The  new  or  upper  road  by  Couradare,  Clonkst 
and  over  the  mountains,  by  Rilmalqr  and  CahiroaB^ 
into  Eanis,  23  miles;  and  the  road  fiK>m  Loop's  Head 
lighthouse  through  Cross,  Carrigaholt,  Dunafaa»  Kilkes, 
Dunbeg^  and  Milltown,  towards  Eonistymond  and  the 
Bay  of  GalwiQr ;  having  theAtlantic  Ocean  on  the  I^ 
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lumd.  From  these  leading  roads  there  are  of  course  Roads, 
several  branches,  and  they  are  all  in  a  state  of  pn^res- 
aive  improvement  Some  of  the  narrow  causeways, 
paved  upwards  of  a  o^tury  ago^  areatill  to  be  found  in 
^  The  West,'  by  which  name  that  part  of  this  union 
which  lies  inside  the  great  strand  is  commonly  called* 

The  scenery  here  has  been  already  noticed  in  one  Seenof . 
instance,  the  view  from  Kilrush  House  :-^there  it  is 
beantifiily  in  other  placed  inconceivably  grand  and 
awful.  Who  can  behold  the  waves  of  the  Atlantic 
cxrean  rage  and  foam  against  the  stupendous  cliffi  of 
Baltard  or  Kilkea,  in  a  wintry  storm,  without  feeling 
an  indescribable  sense  of  the  omnipotence  of  that 
Great  Being,  <<  at  whose  word  the  stormy  wind 
ariseth,  and  who  then  sayeth  to  the  wave, — Uius  far 
ahalt  thou  come  and  no  farther." 

It  would  indeed  be  an  act  of  rashness  and  injustice, 
to  attempt  to  describe  the  romantic  scenery  of  this 
coast  The  pen  of  a  Southey  or  a  Scott  would  fail  in 
the  effort  Let  it  be  sufficient  to  recommend  the  poet 
or  philosopher,  who  may  hereafUr  visit  this  part  of 
the  country,  to  ride  with  an  intelligent  peasant,  (and 
be  will  readily  find  one)  from  Dumoore^  by  the  cliflSi^ 
to  L6op-Head,  passing  by  KiUard,  Baltard,  Moveei^ 
Carfaemaveilan,  the  Castle  and  fortified  island  of  Dun* 
Ifcky,  die  puffing  holes  and  Castle  of  Clahansevan,  the 
iiatural  bridges  and  ancient  church  of  Ross,  and  the 
kvfiy  Cairn  Croghane.  Here,  with  the  ocean  on  his 
right  hand,  Malbay  and  the  islands  of  Arran  fhll  in 
Bis  view,  the  traveller  may  enjoy  the  sublime ;  and  on 
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Bnxmji  his  return,  tonranls  Kalnash,  by  die  flowery  banks  cf 
the  l^annon,  he  may  find  the  beanrifiil  in  a  thonaad 
varied  forms;  whilst  his  ardent  and  open  hearted 
Mlow-traveller  will  not  finl  to  render  the  ci^corHaa 
doubly  intereeting  by  legendary  tales  of  odiar  days» 
the  glories  of  the  ancient  chiefs  of  Coikavasidny  or 
the  heroism  of  Lord  Clare,  whose  ghost,  and  those  of 
his  brave  ^Teilovr  Dragoons,''  are  still  said  Co  tra»gie 
<<  The  West''  in  die  winter  nights,  and  plwige  at  Ae 
dawning  of  the  .day,  into  the  surge  that  ibams  roonl 
the  ruins  of  Carrijpsdiolt. 

IV,  AndetU  Buildings^  ^ 

These  buildings  are  >-lst.  The  five  Pariah  cfanidwsi 
2d,  The  ruined  churches  of  Xilcacrol,  Jdologfaa,  £A- 
dimo,  Kilnagallagh,  Kilcrony,  Kilcredane,  and  Ross ; 
8d,  The  round  tower,  abbey,  and  diurches  of  InBi»- 
cattery ;  4th,  The  Caatles  of  Carrigabolt,  Clahanserau, 
Dunlicky,  Dunmore,  Dunbeg,  and  Inniscattery. 

liiuued  The  diurch  lof  Kllrofh  is  aaid  to  be  very  ancient 

^"^^^^  A  traditionary  «k^  i$.pre8er«redin  the  aeighboufcooi 
ascribing  itd  building  to  Sensnaa,  Ibe  ffocoesaor  of  St. 
Patrick,  and  liMneqting  in  pathetic  straiiis,  the  diy 
when  the  bones  of  an  heretic  weae  laid  in  his «fa|idi; 
alluding  to  the  interment  6f  a  YeneisfMe  minister  of  An 
parisbj^  upwards  of  a  eentnry  ago,  whose  doctrine  ^ 
composer  of  these  Terses  little  snspeeted  to  have  ben 
the  same  fer  sum  and  substanc«e  with  that  profinead  by 
the  ancient  Irish,  entirdy  independant  -of  the  See  ci 
Borne. 
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Kilburd.— This  church  is  unroofed,  but  the  walls  are  Rumtd 
standing.    It  takes  this  naoie  from  its  high  situation, 
near  the  Cliff  of  Baltard. 


KilfierAgh. — This  church  is  said  to  have  been  rebuilt 
by  the  Macddnnd  family  early  in  the  last  century;  it 
is  in  dkorougfa  repair,  and  has  divine  service  in  it  rega^ 
larly,  with  a  large  congregation  in  the  summer  time. 

Mbyarta. — This  church  is  in  ruins ;  the  greater  part 
of  the  walls  of  it  having  been  taken  away  to  cover 
graves.  It  is,  however,  a  great  burial  place  for  the 
andeiit  septs  of  Macmahon,  (yCahan,  0*Honeen,  &e. 
If  the  travellef  should  feel  any  surprise  at  seeing  the 
cdebrated  name  of  ^  Conti*'  inscribed  on  several  tomb- 
stones here^  he  may  conclude  that  they  cover  the  re- 
mains of  descendants  of  some  of  the  illustrious  visitors 
of  the  Cl6re  family,  at  die  neigfabourmg  castle  and 
mansion  of  Carrigaholt. 

It  is  fiid^  that  when  the  Earls  of  Thomond  wrote 
to  their  noUe  relatives  here,  they  sometimes  directed 
their  letters  ^To  Carrigaholt^  near  Spam;''  alluding 
to  the  fiK^i^  and  frequency  of  intercourse  between  this 
l^aoe  and  the  oontinent  of  Europe* 

A  btf ge  b^  was  found  here  a  few  years  agd^  and 
sent  to  limerick,  where  h  Was  sold. 

The  dinreh  of  KilbaUyhone  is  without  a  roo^  nor  is 
it  likdy  Aat  it  has  been  covered  in  for  a  century  and 
41  half;  yet  the  walls  are  standing^  and  in  perfsct  repair* 
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Ruined  light  was  admitted  into  it  bnt  sparingly  at  the  ctit 
window^  all  the  rest  being  narrow  spike  holes.  Three 
courses  of  hewn  stones  project  one  orer  another,  roond 
about  the  side  walls,  and  are  supported  on  the  inside  by 
twenty-seven  projecting  stcmes,  firmly  fitstened  in  the 
wall.  This  acconnts  Cbr  the  perfect  state  of  the  biiid- 
ing,  aftar  sueh  a  lapse  of  time  since  it  was  joawSoL 
The  arch  of  the  door  is  Gothic,  and  seems  low,  as^the 
graves  and  tomb-stones  have  raised  the  sur&ce  of  the 
inside  of  the  church  several  feet  above  the  level  of  the 
ancient  floor,  the  hard,  and  almost  imp«ietrablesai&ce 
of  which,  generally  forms  the  bottoms  of  the  graves. 
Here  are  the  remains  of  a  baptismal  font,  which  has  been 
broken ;  but  on  each  side  of  the  square  pedestal  which 
supported  it,  are  figures  not  inelegantly  acdptoRd; 
but  only  two  of  them  remain  perfect.  One  of  these  is 
an  human  figure  bare-headed,  with  a  staffer  crozier  in 
his  hand;  and  the  other  a  tree^  with  two  pnyctiog 
branches. 

As  a  specimen  of  the  eflfects  of  lay  imprqpriatioos 
and  non  cures  on  the  Protestant  religion  in  Irdandf  it 
may  be  stated  here^  that  three  Protestant  fiuniKesof 
the  name  of  Austin,  Gibson,  and  Brew,  lapsed  iotp 
Popery  in  this  parish,  within  the  last  half  oeDtoij. 
This  may  in  a  great  degree  be  ascribed  to  the  waotof 
a  church  and  a  resident  clergyman^  in  a  paridi,  regu- 
larly attended  by  a  Romish  priest.  It  is  but  juat,  hov- 
ever,  to  observe  here,  that  the  decline  of  die  Protes- 
tant rdigion,  in  this  instance,  cannot  be  laid  to  die 
charge  of  the  present  incumbent;  die  eflbcts  of  itoe 
active  and  examplary  zeal,  are  at  this  day  visible  int^ 
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large  and  resp^ct^Ie  ooogr^tion  at  Kilrush.  But 
Kilrosh  is  at  least  twelve  miles  distant  fk>m  the  ruined 
church  of  Kiilbailjhone ;  the  rectorial  tythes  of 
which  are  divided  between  a  lay  impropriator  and  the 
PrAendBry  of  Tomgraney,  near  Kilhdoei  dxty  miles 
distant  from  itv  It  is  much  to  be  regretted,  that  so  many 
parishes  in  the  south  of  Ireland,  are  situated  in  this 
way,  with  reelect  to  Killbailyhone. 

The  mined  church  of  Kilcarrol  stands  on  a  seques-  KlkanoL 
tered  spot,  within  half  a  mile  of  Kilrush,  situated  in  a 
rich  rein  of  ground:  it  would  justify  Butler's  obserra- 
tion,*— — 

^  Kb  Jeiolt  ever  yet  was  found, 

H  To  plant  ft  church  in  buren  gnmiuL** 

In  most  places,  however,  as  well  as  in  Kilcarrol, 
early  cultivation  has  made  good  ground ;  and  monks 
have  often  converted  barren  and  wild  spots  into  frqitful 
gardens  aqd  luxuriant  meadowy.  In  this  old  church 
are  the  remains  of  a  worm-eaten  wooden  image,  held 
in  t)ie  greatest  veneration  by  the  peasantry ;  and  near 
the  church  is  a  circular  mound  of  earth  and  stones, 
firom  the  top  of  which,  tradition  says,  St.  Carrol 
preache^,    Thb  is  a  popular  burial  place. 

Mologha  is  celebrated  as  the  birth  plape  of  SU  3^na«  Mologh«. 
nus,  bishop  and  abbot  of  Inniscathay,  (Inniscattery) 
which  is  said  to  have  been  founded  by  St  Patrick  early 
in  the  fifth  century.  Senanus  is  here  called  **  Saint 
Shannon  ;*'  and  none  of  our  boat^men  would  venture 
on  the  management  of  a  vessel  which  had  not  made  a

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pilgrimage  round  irit  ^  Sainted  Isle,**  or  had  not  a 
Btonid  in  her  keel  firom  die  holy  strand,  to  keep  her 
from  sinking* 

Knaimo.  Kildhno*^ — Every  vestige  of  this  churdi  has  disap* 
peaared ;  but  tradltHm  records  ks  situation  in  an  ordiard 
near  Ae  residence  of  the  late  Mr.  Arthur  (yDonncL 
When  Ludlow  laid  siege  to  CarrigahoU,  a  skinnidi 
took  place  here,  between  a  party  of  his  men  and  the 
(yCahans  or  jKines,  in  which,  die  English  commander, 
Ciq[>tain  Scaff,  was  killed,  his  head  <mt  c^  mud  pot 
upon  one  of  the  gaUes  of  Kildimo  ehurdu 

KUiicgdp  The  ruins  of  Kilnegallagh  church  are  near  dare- 
**^  field,  in  the  parish  of  Kilfieragh :  part  of  the  waBs 
remained  a  few  years  ago.  This  church  is  said  and 
recorded  to  have  been  founded  for  the  use  of  certain 
nuns,  called  «*  The  Daughters  of  Noteus.*'  lu  anciem 
name  was  Kilcochaile;  its  present  one  denotes,  **Tlis 
Church  of  Old  Women.''  It  is  the  burial  place  of  the 
Protestant  families  of  Cox  and  Scales,  who  have  leases 
in  peipetuity  of  adjoining  farms  from  the  representa- 
tives of  the  Ballykett  Hickman  femily,  by  whom  they, 
tnA  some  othel-  families,  were  setded  here  upwards  of  a 
century  since,  for  the  purpose  of  encouraging  die 
Protestant  religion  in  this  part  of  the  country.  The 
salutary  efiects  of  this  colony  have  been  loi^  viaibk^ 
In  the  superior  civilization,  loyalty,  and  industiy  cf 
these  parishes. 

The  people  of  the  name  of  Scales  are  setded  ronad 
the  Danish  tort  of  Rathaninky,  in  the  parish  of  Kilfie* 
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cagh :  they  are  descended  from  a  fiwily  of  that 
Diunei  on  Lough-Erne  side,  in  the  county  of  Femar 
migh*  Their  ancestor,  who  removed  to  diis  &rmi 
bad  been  educated  for  the  Presbyterian  ministry ;  but 
being  interrupted  in  his  pursuits  by  the  troubled  state  of 
Iceland,  under  the  despotism  of  James  the  second*  h» 
was  glad  to  accept  of  a  lease  renewable  fqv  ever,  9$ 
sixQr  acres  of  ground  bere>  from  Mr.  Hickman.  This 
little  property  he  divided  between  his  two  sons,  each 
of  whom  again  sub-divided  it  between  their  children ;  and 
it  is  now  occupied  by  almost  as  many  Scales^  as  it 
contains  acres.  Having,,  however,  turned  their  atten* 
tion  to  the  linen  manufacture,  and  learned  the  arts  of 
boat  building,  and  forging  anchors,  &c.  this  interest- 
ing colony  has  not  fallen  into  that  state  of  indigence, 
which  might  have  been  expected  from  the  increase  of 
their  numbers,  and  the  subdivisions  of  their  farms. 

Eilcrony  is  situated  on  the  Shannon,  near  Punaha.  KOcrooy. 
It  is  remarkable  only  as  the  burial  place  of  the  ancient 
and  respectable  family  of  Morony,  or  Moroni,  whose 
principal  head,  the  late  Andrew  Morony  of  Dunaha» 
was  converted  from  the  errors  of  the  Romish  fiutb» 
by  Dean  Coote^  one  of  the  late  rectors  of  this  union* 

Kilkredane. — There  are  considerable  ruins  of  two  KflVradans 
ancient  churches  in  this  plac^  which  is  a  beautiful 
spot  of  high  ground,  projecting  int«  the  Shannon,  west 
df  Carrigs^olt.  In  one  of  them  is  a  burial  place  of 
the  MacdonnelPs  of  Kilkea.  There  is  a  well  in  one 
of  the  clifiEs  here^  dedicated  to  Credan  Neapha,  <^  The 
Sanctified  Credan ;"  it  is  remarkable  for  curing  sore-eyes, 
and  restoring  ricketty  children  to  health,   on  which 
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account^  great  numbers  of  people  reaort  to  it  from  all 
parts  of  the  county  in  summer.  It  is  said  to  hove  a 
circular  motion  like  a  whirlpool,  the  rapidlQr  of  which 
is  considered  as  the  measure  of  its  efficacy  cm  those 
who  use  it  The  tide  comes  near  this  well,  but  never 
so  fiur  as  to  profime  it  by  any  <<  intermixture  of  ils 
bitter  waters.** 

Ross.  The  churcli  of  Itoss  is  situated  near  the  natural 

bridges,  on  the  remote  and  wild  bay,  called  by  this 
name.    It  is  thirty  feet  l6ng,  and  fifteen  wide.     The 
eastern  wall  had  fallen  into  the  body  of  the  church, 
but  was  made  up  again  in  a  temporary  way  by  loose 
stones ;  and  the  altar  has  been  rebuilt  in  the  same  way; 
from  which  circumstance,  together  with  a  graven  image 
of  lime-stone,  which  lies  on  the  altar,  it  is  probable 
that  this  remote  and  sequestered  place  was  used  in  latter 
times  for  the  celebration  of  Mass,  when  the  Romish 
-religion  was  not  publicly  tolerated.    In  the  adjoining 
grave-yard,  the  inhabitants  of  the  neighbourhood  pcnnt 
out  to  strangers,  the  tomb  of  nine  sainta  of  eminent 
piety,  said  to  have  been  buried  here  many  centuries 
ago.    This  was  once  a  popular  burying  place;  but  for 
more  than  a  century,  no  person  has  been  interred  in  it^ 
owing  it  is  said  to  the  circumstance  of  a  body,  which 
had   been  deposited  here,   having   been  found  over 
ground  next  morning,  and  disinterred  again,  as  often 
as  it  was  committed  to  its  original  grave.     On  the 
clifis  near  this  place,  are  several  immense  stones,  said 
to  have  been  heaved  up  firom  their  ancient  watery  beds, 
by  the  tremendous  fury  of  the  Atlantic  ocean,  during 
the  earthquake  which  destroyed  Lisbon  in  1759. 
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*  A  gentleman  of  a  neighbouring  barony,  who  holds 
thia£urm,  under  Mr.  Westby,  leaves  a  long  cable  at 
Itoss  House,  (an  ancient  residence  of  the  Kanes)  for 
the  purpose  of  saving  the  timber  of  various  kinds, 
which  is  often  cast  in  here  after  a  storm.  Balk  beams, 
and  fine  planks  of  mahogany,  with  fragments  of  masts, 
&c.  are  often  thrown  up  in  a  considerable  quantity, 
after  a  continuance  of  stormy  weather.  Some  years 
ago  a  pipe  of  wine,  supposed  to  be  port,  floated  gently 
ibto  one  of  the  deep  bays,  between  two  high  cli£&, 
near  this  place.  The  vigilant  watchman  and  his  as- 
sistants prepared  the  rope;  one  of  them  dcEcended  with 
it,  and  had  just  time  to  fiisten  it  oh  the  object  of  their 
enterprize,  and  be  drawn  back  again,  when  a  sudden 
swell  of  the  sea  raised  the  vessel  half  way  to  the  top, 
and  then  descending  as  suddenly,  dashed  it  to  pieces 
on  the  rocks,  at  the  base  of  the  cliff. 

At  a  small  distance  from  Ross,  and  divided  from  it  KSkxMo* 
by  a  bog,  the  ruins  of  the  church  of  Kilccan  were 
some  years  ago  perceptible.  It  was  called  the  church 
of  Coan,  a  survivor  of  the  nine  saints,  whose  bodies 
lie  in  the  church-yard  of  Ross.  He  was  to  have  been 
buried  along  with  them ;  but  falling  into  mortal  sin 
after  their  death,  the  piety  of  the  times  separated  his 
remains  from  those  of  his  more  immacuUte  companions* 
They  were,  however,  considered  holy  enough  to  war- 
rant the  building  of  a  church  over  them,  and  render 
this  one  of  the  popular  burying  places  of  the  coun-

The  round  tower,  cathedral,  and  other  churched  iu 
the  island  of  Inmscathay,  or  Inuiscattery. 
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Round  Tbe  round  tpwer  in  this  intteresting  klaad»  is  ja 

^•'*^*  hundred  and  twenty  feet  high;  it  fomw  a  beantifiil 
object,  and  an  useful  land-mark  in  tbe  month  ct  tbe 
Shannon.  This  tow^  was  struck  with  lightening  maiij 
years  ago^  and  sfdit  for  several  feet  from  its  top :  it 
is  howeTer,  not  likdy  to  fidl  for  some  time»  and  when 
it  does,  it  is  to  be  hoped  it  may  be  rd>uilt  in  a  pennap 
nent  manner :  a  sailor  climbed  to  the  top  of  it  for  a 
trifling  wager  scune  years  since.  It  differs  in  no  mate- 
rial respect  from  the  other  round  towers  in  Ireland; 
having  the  door  several  feet  from  the  ground. 


Citfiednl.  The  cathedral  churdi  of  Inniscattery,  onc«  called 
Chuidi.  inniscathay,  or  « Battle  Wand,"*  was  founded  by 
St  Patrick,  about  the  middle  of  the  fifth  century,  and 
is  said  to  have  been  governed  by  him  for  some  time^ 
when  Senanus  s'ucceeded  him  as  bishop  and  abbot  of 
it  To  this,  a  passage  of  Sir  James  Ware  alh|de% 
where  St;*  Patrick  is  introduced  prophesying,  that  Se- 
nanus, not  then  bom,  diould  be  his  successor.  *^  The 
prelates  of  this  church,''  says  Ware,  (Bishops,  page508.) 
^^are  sometime^  called  bishops  and  sometimes  abbots; 
and  there  are  very  few  traces  to  be  met  with  oonofmiog 
them  in  ancient  writers." 

TrtahioD.       The  traditionary  account  of  Senanus,  at  Kilrudi,  is

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tfds : — ^He  was  bom  at  Mologha,  on  the  lette  of  the 
present  mined  church,  which  was  erected  in  honour 
of  him.  Before  he  was  baptised,  his  mother  took  him 
out  hi  her  arms  early  in  a  summer's  morning,  and  as 
she  passed  alon^  tasted  some  wild  fruit  diat  she  met 
on  her  way;  the  child,  to  her  utter  astonishment,  ex- 
claimed:— **Es  much  a  lungan  thu  a  vahir,"  ^You 
have  an  early  appetite,  mother."  The  mother  answered, 
**  S8ian  a  lavrin  diu  a  Laniv,"  **  You  hare  old  talk,  my 
ehOd/*  Hie  word  <<  Shan"  (or  old)  was  then  adopted 
by  the  saint  for  his  name.  He  desired  his  mother  to 
pluck  three  rushes  from  a  vialley  near  her  dweUing, 
^here  a  lake  spmng  up,  in  which  she  baptized  the 
ehild,  with  a  form  of  words  prescribed  by  himself.  To 
this  day  &e  lake  rismains,  and  is  called  Leughsha- 
nan. 

Senonus,  and  the  monks  of  his  abbey,  at  Innis- 
cathay,  were  so  strict,  as  to  make  it  a  matter  of  con- 
science^ not  so  much  as  to  look  at  a  woman,  and  much 
less  to  suffer  one  to  land  on  the  island*.

An  ancient  bell,  said  by  CHalloran  and  many  otherp^ 
to  belong  to  St.  Senanns's  aftar,  is  sdU  preserved  by 
the  descendants  of  the  family  of  O*  Kane,  in  /<  The  Weat;"! 
and  the  spot  on  which  it  is  averred  that  it  fell  from  hea^ 
ven  for  the  ISaint's  use,  is  shewn  at  the  cross,  between 
KUdimo  and  Farrihy,  wl^ere  an  altar  has  been  erected 
to  commemorate  the  eyent«  This  relip  of  antiquity  it 
covered  by  a  strong  coat  of  silver,  firmly  fastened  to  it, 
atad  ornamented  by  rais^  figures :  it  is  in  general  use 
for  the  discovery  of  petty  thefts,  and  the  clearance  of  cha: 
racters.  Many  of  the  country  people  would  not  swear 
falsely  on  the   <<  Golden  @ell*,"  as  it  is  called,  for

O'Hallotan,  in  his  Introduction  to  tiie  Historr  of  Ireland, 
^be  bell  of  St  Senanus ;  and  with  that  bias  towards  supentition,  (whith 
characterises  the  pages  of  Roqoish  writers)  be  pndias  Una  mode  of  pc^ 
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dwj  are  toagilt  from  dieur  infirnqs  that  the  oonseqaenca 
«f  suoh  an  act  would  be  instant  death.  . 

The  remains  of  the  monnment  of  Senanns,  which 
was  defaced  by  the  Danes,  hi  816,  are  stilT  to  be  seen 
in  Scattery  Uand,  with  the  ruins  of  eleven  chnrches^ 
and  several  edis.  In  the  stone  diat  closes  the  tap  of 
the  altar  window  of  the  cathedral  cfaurdi,  is  the  head  • 
of  the  saint,  with  his  mitre^  boldly  executed,  and  but 
little  defined.  This  is  one  of  &e  most  popular  burial 
places  in  the  connty;  but  as  it  is  not  very  easy  of 
access  in  stormy  weigher,  the  inciOAy^ieDce  is  remedied 
hf  a  burial  place  called  SumakiU,  (the  old  drarch)  cm 
the  townlands  of  Leadmore,  near  Kilrush.  The 
oomitry  peopk  believe  that  aU  the  bodies  buried  in 
this  latter  ploee^  are  miracolously  convqred  under  the 
bed  irf*  the  river  into  the  holy  groond  of  Inniscatterry. 

The  sea  is  making  great  inroads  on  this  island,  and 
consequently  taking  avray  its  soil.  An  ancient  grave- 
yard, on  one  of  the  cliffs  near  die  castle,  is  mouldering 
•way  in  this  manner;  and  layers  of  human  bones,  a 
&w  feet  from  the  sur&ce,  are  washed  off  gradually  by 
the  action  of  the  tide.

comtty  ftom,  the  incmrsions  of  tfieir  tutbalmt  tm^jci* 
boars.  From  the  fourth  oenisr]^  the  territory  of 
Thomond  was  declared  sword  Itads^  (Fbariian  finrgab- 
hUana  dordhimb)  and  free  from  eveiy  tribute^  whibt 
the  chieftains  preserved  tins  barrier  of  Monster. 

tfiinmdre  castle  iseitlMtedonthewestsm  side  of  She 
bqr  of  Jivaiatgy  near  the  entrance ;  it  fli  about  Ae 
same  height  and  dimoisions  of  the  n^(bbomrfaig 
castle  of  Dunbeg.  The  sea  has  worked  its  passage 
into  the  deep  vaults  under  it,  and  with  the  wind 
whistling  through  it,  has  ofteu  produced  strange  and 
frightful  noises,  to  the  terror  of  those  who  believe  the 
place  to  be  haunted  by  the  ghoMs  of  some  prisoners 
said  to  have  been  murdered  there  many  centuries  ago. 
Not  one  of  these  castles  is  without  a  de^  imult,  *<<  A 
Donjon  ke^,"*  which  the  peasants  call  the  <f  murdering 
hole,^'  and  people  with  hobgoblins  and  apparitions. 

Buniidcy  Bunlickey,  {or  the  fortified  place  on  the  rockj)  ia 
one  of  the  most  curious  places  in  ^^The  West."  A  qpot  of 
land,  containing  about  an  acre,  is  nearly  insulated  by 
the  ocean ;  and  the  acoeasible  part  ia  ^paided  bgr  an 
h^h  narrow  tower»,  wt^  a  wall  on  eadi  ttde.  Tin 
tower  and  wall  are  still  standin|^  thou|^  the  mortar 
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luu  been  worn  awnj,  so  as  to  giye  the  baildin^iui  ap- 
pearance of  heiiq;  composed  of  loose  stones:  this 
place  lies  on  ^  cliff  between  Kilkea  and  Knocknagao? 
liuni  or  CarhnnaTeelane. 

Clal^anseTan  castle  was  situated  in  the  same  manner  ciaham^ 
a»  Dunlicky,  guarding  the  pass  to  a  peniosulay  acces-r  ^*°  ^^*^ 
sible  only  through  it  •  it  was  blown  down  by  a  storm  in 
the  winter  of  1802.  Tradition  says,  that  it  was  once 
used  for  the  dreadfql  purpose  of  decoying  ships  to  this 
iron  bound  coast ;  and  certainly  it  might  be  readily  and 
fiitaily  mistsfken  by  n^fprii^ers  Ipr  IiOop^Head  lights 
tiouse^ 

Carrij^ahoh  castle,  (of  Cairidc  an  Oidti^  thecbnigAdt 
Ulsterman's  Rock)  is  said  to  faa^  been  bniU  by  an  ad«  ^ 
venturer  from  the  County  of  Dowot  from  which  cir- 
cfunstmce  its  name  is  derived.  This  castk,  and  the 
lirhole  peninsula  of  ^<  Western  Corkavadcini^  now 
called  ^  the  West,''  was  cmce  the  property  of  a  branch 
of  the  ancient  &mily  of  MacMfihoBi  which  claims  its 
descent  from  Mahon,  the  dder  broths  of  Brian 
^O^imhe,  the  grea^  king  of  Irdand. 

The  last  proprietoi^  of  this  Oaslle^  ai^  the  ac|)oiiibig 
estate  of  the  MacMafaon  family,  was  Teig  Keigb,  who 
lived  in  the  tsigi  of  queen  Elizabeth.  Ub  sister  Una 
had  been  married  to  Edward  FitB-Manrice  the  tenth 
Lord  of  Kerry,  who  died  in  1543,  leawng  issue  by 
Una  MacMahon,  fimr  sons  and  five  daiq^ta!S.  Hie 
dang^iter  of  Tag  Keigh,  i(dieone  ^ed  Lord,  ashe  was 
called)  maitied  llaurice  the  lecood  ison  of  PaUriek  Fits- 
Thomas»    Fttz-Mamrice^  Lord  of  Lbenaw,  an  obsti- 
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Date  retiely  wfao^  lieariiig  of  the  arrivii  of  tlie  EngUA 
army,  under  Sir  George  Carew,  at  Corrigafoyle,  fircm 
Kilmsb,  on  the  38  th  of  July,  1600,  demolished  hit 
castle  of  Beauliew,  and  died  of  grie£  Thus  conneeted 
in  the  neighbouriog  county  of  Kerry,  the  unfortunate 
Tag  became  deeply  implicated  in  the  rdiellion  against 
queen  Elizi^tb ;  and  spending  most  of  his  time  in 
arms  with  the  rebel  army  on  the  o&er  side  of  the 
rirer,  left  his  wife  and  unmarried  daughter  in  die 
castle  of  Carrigaholt  Some  outrages  lumog  been 
committed  by  MacMahon,  <m  persons  who  had  been 
sent  into  West  Corkavaskin,  to  collect  ocrtmi  chief 
rents,  or  taxes  due  to  the  crown,  a  complaiot  waa 
made  to  the  celebrated  Earl  of  Thomond,  who  sent 
Ids  brother,  Henry  O'Brien  of  Tmmmera  casde,  to 
remonstrate  with  his  relative  MacMahon,  on  the  m* 
propriety  of  such  conduct,  not  knowing  that  the  nnfior- 
Innate  chieftain  waited  only  for  an  opportunity  to  break 
<mt  into  rebellion.  O'Brien  arrived  at  the  castle  of 
^  Carrigaholt  in  the  absence  of  the  proprietor,  who  waa 

with  his  friends  in  Kerry,  making  arrangemaits  for 
their  intended  q)erations.  During  a  stay  of  thfee 
weeks  here,  an  attachment  was  formed  between  thia 
young  gentleman  and  the  beautiful  daughter  of  Mac 
Mahon,  who^  knowing  her  father's  savage  dispoaitiony 
Ud  rooted  hostility  to  ihe  Thomond  family,  not  onljr 
despaired  of  obtaining  his  consent  to  an  unioft  with 
O'Brien,  but  even  dreaded  he  would  assassinate  him  cm 
Ilia  return*  The  young^'lover  sometimes  spent  his  mom- 
inga  in  the  epqoyment  of  the  pleasures  of  the  diaaei 
and  it  was  agreed  on  beiwben.  him  and  hia  mistreaa^ 
that  in.  case  the  lord  of  the  castle  should  return  in  his 
absence^  and  manifest  a  spirit  of  hoslBity  towanls  iuxn. 
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m  UaekJuoidkerclueF  should  be  hoisted  by  the  lady  on 
the  flag  stafl^  on  the  western  pinacle  of  the  castle. 

The  castle  of  Carrigabolt  was  then,  and  is  stilly 
inclosed  by  a  eourt  yard,  secured  by  high  walls  on  one 
side,  and  the  cli£&  and  bay  on  the  other,  from  which^ 
to  the  white  strand,  on  the  Moyarta  side  of  the  creek, 
there  is  a  passage  of  considerable  depth  for  several 
hundred  yards*  Returning  from  the  chase  one  evening, 
O'Brien  was  so  absorbed  in  thought,  that  he  n^lected 
as  usual  to  look  towards  the  top  of  the  castle,  till  the 
closing  of  the  great  gate  behind  him,  and  the  shoutg 
of  the  guard  iqpproadiing  to  seize  him,  interrupted  his 
reverie^  and  directed  his  eyes  to  the  black  flag  which 
mraved  in  mehmcholy  undulation  from  the  top  of  the 
castle.  His  followers,  except  one,  were  instantly  se* 
cured,  when,  to  the  a^nishment  of  MacMahon,  the 
intx^id  O'Brien  and  hb  fiuthful  servant  plunged  with 
their  horses  into  the  foaming  Ude,  from  the  black  rock 
near,  the  castle,  and  under  an  heavy  fire  from  the  assasn 
sins,  arrived  safely  on  the  white  strand  of  Moyarta^  , 
In  the  mean  time,  a  detachment  of  MacMahon's  men 
had  hurried  round  to  a  narrow  pass  through  a  clifl^ 
between  the  white  strand  and  the  road  to  Kilrush,  and 
firing  on  the  devoted  fugitives,  killed  O'Brien's  servant, 
and  wounded  himself  severely  in  one  of  his  hands* 
He  made  his  escape  however;  and  hi§  noble  father  sent 
him  to  queen  Elizabeth's  court  with  his  arm  in  a  sling, 
and  an  ftccount  of  the  uiqparallelled  ingratitude  and 
treachery  of  his  savage  relative.  The  queen  instantly, 
without  hesitation,  declared  MaqMahon  an  outlaw,  and 
made  a  grant  of  bis  entire  estate  to  the  injured  O'Brien^ 
wkp  returned  to  subdue  him  and  take  |X}Bse6sion  of  lU^ 
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The  wtH*k  WM  howerer  done  before  his  amyi),  for 
we  find  in  Sir  George  Carew's  Pftcata  Hibemia,  (page 
240)  <<  That  Tirlogh,  son  of  Teig  Keagh  MacMahoQ 
ef  ThonHHidy  slew  his  father,  while  the  castle  of  Dun* 
bay  waa  besieged ;"  and  the  historian  adds,  that  *^  die 
qneen  gave  bis  lands  to  the  Earl  of  Thoroond's  brother.^* 
As  the  %vTetched  Tirlongh  fled  to  Spain  in  thenMiathaf 
December,  1601,  no  obstacle  remftined  to  CBrieo's 
entermg  peaceably  on  the  fortified  esUte  of  West  Cor* 
kavaskin ;  and  bis  triarophant  retam  was  crooned  by 
an  union  with  the  fair  and  faithful  dbject  of  his  wishes^ 
This  founder  of  the  Clare  branch  cf  the  Thoraapid 
fiunily  was  the  second  son  of  Hel^,  youngest  divf^^ 
ter  of  Pierce  Earl  of  Ormond.  Lodge  c^Us  bim  Teig^ 
and  says,  <^  His  residence  was  at  Moyartie  aiyl  Carrfaj- 
dionlta.*'  His  third  son,  Daniel  O^Brien,  repaiied 
the  castle  of  Carrigfdiolt,  as  iqipears  by  an  inscriplioi^ 
on  a  large  limestone  chjmney  piece  in  the  upper  room. 
He  represented  the  county  of  Clare  in  parliament,  early 
in  the  seventeenth  century,  and  was  knighted  for  his 
senrices  to  the  crown.  He  was  afterwards  a  member  of 
the  General  Assembly  ci  Kilkenny;  and  on  die  14tli 
0f  November,  1642,  was  appqiiited  to  the  aopreme 
Council  of  that  ass^nbly;  the  other  comrnksionezB  for 
the  province  of  Munster  being  Viscomit  Bocb^  Edmondl 
Fitz-Maurice,  Doctor  Fennel,  Rob«t  Lambert,  an4 
George  Comyn. 

Upon  the  restoration.  Sir  Daniel  CyBrien,  in  con* 
sideration  of  his  own  and  his  children's  eminent  servioes^ 
was  created  Baron  of  Moyfota,  or  Bf oyarta,  suid 
Viscount  Qare^  and  bad  an  entire  resdtutioci  of  iris 
estate  by  the  «<  Act  of  Explanation,  in  166S."    He 
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married  Catlierkie^  daughter  of  Gerald,  i^teeiitli  Earl 
of  Desmond,  and  had  issue  four  sons ;   1st,  Donogfa, 
hia  heir,   who  died  in   Limerick  in  1688,   and   was 
buried  in  St  Mary's  church,  in  the  tomb  of  his  illos- 
trkHis  Ancestors;    2nd,  Connor,    who  succeeded   bis 
Iklhar;  Srd,  Hurrogh,  who  married  Eleanor,  daughter 
of  Richard  Wingfiej^I^   Esq.;   and,   4th,  Teig^  who 
ibarried  Mary,  daughter  of   Gerald  Fitz^Gerald  of 
Ballighane^  Esq.     Connor,  the  second  Viseount,  died 
about  the  year  1670>  and  by  his  wife  Honora,  daughter 
of  Daniel  O'Brien  of  Duagb,  had  Daniel^  the  third 
Viscount,  who  married  Philaddphia,  eldest  daughter  of 
Francis  Leonard,  Lord  Dacre  of  the  souths  and  sister 
to  Thomas,  Eari  of  Sussex.    This  Lady  died  m  166S, 
and  left  her  Lord  two  sons,  Daniel  and  CSuurles,  die 
fimrth  and  fifth  Viscounts.  Dataiel  (the  third  Viscount) 
tock  a  decided  part  at  the  Revolntion,  being  one  of 
the  ^most  able  and  active  support^s  of  king  James  IL 
of  #hose   privy  council  he  was  swqni    a  meniber 
oa  the  SSth  of  •February,  1€84.    He  ^as  one  of  Ae 
lords  who  saC  in  the  pretended  parliament  at  Dublin, 
held  the  7th  of  May;  1689.    He  was  also  Lord  LAm* 
tenant  of  the  connQr  of  Chure,  and  Colonel  of  a  regi- 
ment'of  horse,  which  he  raised  at  Carrignholt,   and 
which,  from  ihe  facing  of  their  imifbrm,  were  called 
die  **<  Dragoon  Buoys,*'  (Yellow  Dragoons.)  John  Mac 
Namara  was  first,  and  James  Phiilips  second  Lieutenant 
Colonel,  and  Browne  Major  of  this  regiment 

In  1689,  Lord  Clare's  dragoons  were  considered  the 
Bower  of  king  Jameses  arn^y;  and  when  they  were  sent 
into  yister  in  the  summer  of  this  }*^ar,  with  a  numerous 
smd  well  appointed  armyy  under  the  conduct  of  liord 
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Motmt  Ctthelt  the  oommaad  of  them  Was  given  to  Sir 
Jamee  Cotter. 

On  the  d6th  of  July,  in  this  jreai"^  they  were  eiu 
countered  near  Lisnaskea,  in  the  county  of  Fermaaa^ 
by  Captain  Martin  Armstrongs  with  two  troops  of 
horse  and  two  companies  of  foot,  who  making  a  feint 
to  attack  with  his  horsey  retired  as  if  in  disorder,  tiH 
he  drew  the  enemy  into  the  ambuscade  of  his  foot,  who, 
fayr  an  unexpected  volley,  caused  a  great  slaughter ;  the 
horse  at  the  same  instant,  feeing  about,  fell  on  with 
incredible  force,  and  cut  this  brave  regiment  almoet  to 
pieces,  very  few  escaping  by  flight;  the  tenror  and 
awiftness  of  which,  gave  rise  to  an  irony,  to  this  dqf 
used  among  the  Munster  Irish,  and'  well  known  st 
Kihrush,  <<  Cos,  cos,  a  dragoon  buoy;"  that  is,  **  Stofi^ 
stop,  yellow  dragoon;"  to  which,  the  dragoon  replies 
M  Not  till  we  come  to  the  bridge  of  Clare  f  and  another, 
<<  No,  not  till  wecome  to  the  ford  of  Moyarte."  They 
who  escaped  to  the  main  army  of  the  Irish,  stmck  m 
unusual  panic  through  it  The  gallant  EnyiiskiUBiien, 
animated  by  this  first  success,  followed  up  the  Uow, 
and  engaging  the  enemy  at  Wattle  Bridge  near  C^atk- 
saandersoo,  gave  than  m  signal  defeat,  so  that  the 
enemy's  loss,  in  the  pursuit,  in  the  battle,  and  in  the 
defeat  of  Lord  Clare's  regimen^  was  computed  to 
amount  to  four  thousand  men. 

On  the  11th  of  May,  1691,  Lord  Gare  was  outlawed 
for  his  adherence  to  lung  James;  and«dying  soon  after* 
wards,  his  son  Daniel,  the  fourth  Viscount,  weat  into 
France  with  the  unfortunate  monarch  and  died  diersb 
His  brother  Charles,  the  fifth.  Viscount  puurried  thi 
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eldest  dangbter  of  Henry  Backley,  Esq.^  Master  of 
the  household  to  king  James  the  second;  and  fighting 
for  the  French,  at  the  battle  of  Ramellies,  on  the  11th 
cf  May,  1706,  received  nine  wounds,,  whereof  he  died, 
lefrving  several  children,  the  eldest  of  whom  was  colonel 
of  one  of  the  Irish  regiments  in  the  French  service^ 
bore  the  title  of  Lord  Clare,  and  died  on  the  20th  qf 
May,  1749,  N.  S.  at  Prague  in  Bohemia. 

The  present  proprietor  of  the  castle  and  estate  of 
Carrigaholt,  is  the  Honourable  Francis  Nathani^ 
Burton  of  Buncraggy.

According  to  a  census  taken  by  the  writer  of  this 
account,  in  the  year  1803,  the  town  of  Kilrush  con- 
tained 1,320  inhabitants,  In  December,  18)3,  it  ap«* 
pears  to  have  contained  2,460,  nearly  doubling  its 
population  in  ten  years. 

From  the  local  circumstances  of  this  place,  itmustFooil, 
Sh 
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Food*  have  already  appeared,  that  it  is  abtmdantly  supplied 
with  provisions.  The  eastern  part  of  the  country  being 
remarkable  for  some  of  the  best  sheep-walks  in  the 
province ;  and  the  midlands  and  Shannon  side  contain- 
ing many  very  fine  stock  farms,  both  for  rearing  and 
fiittening  blade  cattle.  Pork  is  produced  in  great 
quantities,  and  prepared  for  exportation.  All  kinds  d 
fowl,  both  wild  and  domestic,  are  abundant;  but  of 
late  years,  rising  in  their  prices,  owing  to  the  ra}ud 
increase  of  population  and  wealth.  In  fact,  it  may  be 
said  of  the  inhabitants  of  Kilrush,  in  the  language  of 
the  Roman  orator :  <^  Propinquam  fructuosamque  pro- 
vinciam  habent  quo  facile  excurrant,  ubi  libenter  nego- 
tium  gerant,  quos  ilia  mercibus  suppeditandis  cum 
qusestu  compendioque  c|emittit." 

The  sea  is  also  an  inexhaustible  resource  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  population  of  this  union,  and  the 
neighbouring  districts.  The  mouth  of  the  Shragh  river, 
at  Dnnbeg,  produces  very  fine  salmon  and  trout.  The 
banks  of  Baltard  affinrd  turbot,  cod,  baddick,  Ui^ 
doree,  mackarel,  whiting,  pollock,  and  other  fish,  in 
great  ptrfedion  and  abundance.  The  other  bays  and 
creeks  of  die  Shannon  and  ocean,  furnish  flat  fi^  of 
various  kinds,  with  crabs,  lobsto^  dirimp^  oysters, 
GockloB,  muscles,  and  razor  fish. 

The  herring  fishery,  in  the  mouth  of  the  Shannoo, 
commences  on  the  fourth  of  July,  with  such  regularity, 
that  these  who  ^<  try  their  new  potatoes"  on  that  day, 
usually  expect  the  comfort  of  a  dish  of  fresh  herrings 
with  them,  and  to  have  the  enjoyment  of  t;bat  luxury 
doubled  by  the  reflection    that  the  poorest  cottier  in 
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the  baron/  may  dine  as  well  as  the  richest  man  in  it  on  Food. 
that  day. 

The  bank  on  which  the  turbot,  &c.  are  caught,  near 
Baltard,  is  about  three  leagues  from  the  shore:,  the 
quantity  of  fish  taken  there  is  immense.  Hie  boats  in 
use  are  the  ancient  Celtic  corachs,  or  Nivoges,  a  kind  Concfai. 
of  basket  work  covered  with  hides^  and  of  all  others 
the  best  calculated  to  live  on  this  rocky  coast,  where 
the  violence  of  the  sur^  for  nine  days  out  of  ten^  would 
dash  a  wooden  boat  to  pieces. 

It  has  been  truly  observed  of  the  western  corach^ 
tbat  it  is  not  uncommon  for  the  intrepid  navigator  of  it^ 
to  put  his  foot  through  the  hide  when  be  spies  a  rent  in 
k  as  it  mounts  over  the  broken  wave  in  a  storm,  and 
his  wig  or  his  breeches  in  a  second  or  a  third ;  which 
simple  expedients  oftentimes  condoct  him  in  safe^ 
throu^  a  scene,  which,  to  a  fresh  water  sailor,  would 
be  indescribably  terrific.  Some  of  these  boats  make 
firom  fi%  to  sixty  guineas  in  the  season,  on  the  bank 
of  Baltard ;  and  there  is  not  less  than  an  hundred  of 
them  employed  in  this  fishery.  The  fish  is  brought  to 
Limerick,  Ennis,  Kilrush,  and  the  county  of  Kerry-; 
and  ihere  are  often,  (when  a  glut  comes, )  from  one  to 
two  hundred  horses  with  side  creels,  waiting  on  the 
shore  for  the  return  of  the  canoes,  on  whidi  oecasSons, 
many  of  them  come  back  loaded  with  fi^h  to  the  value 
of  ten  guineas  fi^m  a  single  trip. 

The  cUfi  near  the  castles  of  Qahsnsevan  and  Dun-  Samjihiiv. 
Itcky,  are  remaricable  for  very  fine  samphire ;   these 
of  Baltard  for  mnrfirooms,  and  the  different  strands  ibr 
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Vood.        dilisk  and  leaver ;  the  latter  of  which  is  excdlait  here^ 
and  best  known  by  the  name  of  slokane^  or  sluke. 

With  all  this  profusion  of  food  of  the  most  exquisite 
kind,  it  may  perhaps  puzzle  the  Political  Economist  to 
hear,  that  the  greater  part  of  the  inhabitants  of  this 
rich  and  populous  district  lire  upon  potatoes  and  milk. 
The  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Kilrush  may  perhaps 
be  excepted ;  but  a  great  proportion  of  our  landholders 
sell  their  oats,  calves,  lambs,  poultry,  pork,  and 
butter;  living  and  thriving  upon  eggs,  fish^  potatoes, 
buttermilk,  and  salt 

Many  of  these  pe<q>le  give  their  daughters  marriage 
portions,  amounting  to  an  hundred  guineas.  They 
ride  to  mass  on  Sundays  with  their  wives  behind  them, 
on  good  horses  and  comfortable  piUions,  wear  de- 
cent frize  clothes,  and  have  brick  chimneys  on  their 
houses^  The  &ct  is,  that  the  potatoe  afibrds  sufficient 
nourishment  to  them;  and  any  thing  fiurther,  in  the 
way  of  food,  whether  it  be  turbot  or  mutton,  smoaked 
dog  fish  or  salt,  is  luxury,  pleasant  or  necessaiy  to 
those  who  accustom  themselves  to  seek  indulgences^  bot 
utterly  unnecessary  to  those  who  disregard  them.  At 
Christmas  and  Easter,  and  on  St  Martin's  Eve,  how- 
ever, a  more  expensive  mode  of  living  is  adopts ; 
for  on  these  occasions,  every  man  in  die  parish  and 
union  dines  upon  animal  food. 

Fui^  The  fuel  here  is  excellent  tur^  with  bog-^fir,  YHkich 

latter  serves  kit  light  as  well  as  heat     It  has  bea 

'  already  menticned,  that  this  unio^  supplies  gr^  tput^ 
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UtUs  of  fuel  for  the  consamption  of  the  county  and 
city  of  Limerick. 

The  general  appearance  of  the  people  here  is  jMre-  Apptwuiee 
possessing;  they  are  as  tall  and  as  handsome  as  any 
other  inhabitants  of  Ireland,  and  their  comfortable  , 
slate  blue  frize  cloatbing,  is  highly  ornamental  to  their 
graceful  persons.  Inguinal  Hernia  is  very  common  Difiw^^ 
among  the  labouring  classes  here*  From  the  damp- 
ness of  the  climate,  a  dysentery  also  prevails  in  wet 
seasons ;  and  a  low  kind  of  continued  fever  sometimes 
prevails  among  the  peasantry  in  autumn.  Children 
are  here,  as  usual,  subject  to  measles,  smalUpox,  and 
chincougb,  with  individual  instances  of  persons  escap* 
ing  all  these  diseases,  and  being  proof  against  the  action 
of  variolous,  or  vaccine  infection.  Scarlatina,  and 
other  eruptive  fevers  called  rashes,  or  hives,  are  com* 
men,  but  not  often  fatal ;  as  are  also  the  complaint 
called  aphtha,  or  the  thrmsh,  and  the  eating  hive,  or 
burned  holes,  the  last  of  which  has  been  frequently 
cured  by  the  application  of  elm  bark. 

This  neighbourhood  abounds  with  instances  of  longe*  I^ongtvit/. 
vity.  The  late  Mrs.  Borough,  grand-daughter  to  Mr. 
Vanhoogort  of  Querin,  died  a  few  years  ago  aged  nearly 
an  hundred  years,  retaining  her  faculties,  and  a  re- 
markable degree  of  penetration  and  ability  to  the  last. 
Mrs.  Ward,  the  daughter  of  Anthony  Hickman  of 
BaUykett,  Esq.,  died  a  few  years  before  at  the  age  of 
ninety,  and  talked  of  her  nephew,  Mr.  George  Smytfa^ 
till  he  was  eighty-four  years  old,  as  a  boy.  She  recol« 
lected  almost  every  remarkable  paper  in  the  Spectator^ 
and  often  talked  of  them  with  rapture ;  and  here  it  ma^ 
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longevity,  be  observed,  that  this  old  ^endewoman  woa  one  of  dit 
many  instances  of  the  deep  and  salatary  iaipreiakim 
made  on  the  minds  of  the  upper  and  middle  ranks  of 
the  Irish  people,  by  this  popnlar  and  fascinating  work; 
eight  large  editions  of  which  had  been  sold  in  DnbUs,  be- 
tween its  first  appearance  and  the  year  17S89  wkcn  die 
ninth  edition  was  published  by  George  GriersoOy  at  the 
Two  Bibles  in  i>sex-8treet :  the  Spectator  may  therelbre 
be  said  to  have  educated  more  of  the  Irish  gentry,  than 
all  the  public  schools  have  done.  Opposite  to  Mr.  Pih 
terson's  seat  in  KiHnsh,  lives  <<  Old  Nanny,**  who  it 
now  considerably  above  an  hundred  years  <^  age,  and 
never  was  confined  a  single  day  of  her  life  by  aidmess. 
Mr.  Michael  Brew,  of  Leadmore,  sen.  is  modier  tn« 
btance  of  longevity.  In  the  early  part  of  his  life  he 
was  raAer  dissipated ;  he  was  tfien  one  of  three  lives  in  a 
large  farm,  held  under  Mr.  Scott  of  Cahircon.  Leave 
was  requested  to  change  his  life  for  that  of  another  of 
more  temperate  habits,  and  it  was  granted.  Thes^ 
three  lives  died,  and  the  lease  was  renewed  for  three 
more,  at  a  considerable  advance;  these  three  lives  Ao 
dropped,  (Walt  Archer,  Esq.  was  the  last  of  them) 
and  the  farm  was  lately  set  by  Mr.  John  Scott,  at  an 
advance  of  a  thousand  a  year,  and  Brew  is  still  alive. 
The  late  Murtough  MacMahon  of  Ckmina,  Esq. 
(another  instance  of  longevity  in  this  neighbourhood) 
obtained  a  similar  fevour,  with  die  same  rasuit^  respect 
ing  the  castle^  demesne,  and  extensive  farm  of  Carri* 
gaholt,  which  he,  and  his  father  and  unde,  had  hcU 
for  many  years  under  the  Bmrton  family.  His  tenure  wa 
for  three  lives ;  viz.  his  own,  his*brother  Andrew^s,  and 
his  sister's,  the  late  Mrs.  England  of  CUnrcalbu    Hii 
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fiunily  consisted  of  two  sons  and  (me  daughter,  who  was  LoBgenty. 
afterwards  married  to  O'Donoghue  of  KiUaniey ;  and  he 
ecmsidered  it  an  important  object  to  get  their  lives  sub- 
stituted in  place  of  his  own,  and  those  whom,  in  the  com- 
mon course  of  nature,  his  children  might  be  expected 
to  survive.  His  wish  was  accomplished ;  great  would 
have  been  his  disappointment,  if  his  worthy  landlord 
had  refused  to  gratify  it :  but,  oh  the  vanity  of  human 
wishes !  The  young  MacMahons,  and  Mrs.  O'Do- 
noghue^  all  died  before  their  £ither,  their  uncle,  or 
their  aunt.  The  acquired  interest  in  the  beloved  cas- 
tle^ and  fascinating  fields  around  it,  was  as  unexpect* 
edly  and  irrecoverably  lost  to  the  &mily,  as  the  fee 
simple  of  them  had  been  two  centuries  before;  and 
Carrigaholt,  for  some  years  previous  to  Mr.  MacMa- 
hon's  death,  was  set  to  solvent  tenants,  at  the  advanced 
rent  of  eight  hundred  pounds  a  year. 

VL  Genius  and  Disposition  of  the  Poorer  Classes^  Sfc. 

The  genius  of  the  pocnrer  classes  here  is  acute,  and  Geniutand 
wants  only  the  aid  of  education  to  develope  and  cherish  ^^^*P^^** 
it.  Their  disposition  is  kind ;  but  diey  largdy  partake 
of  the  faults  as  well  as  the  excellencies  of  the  Irish  cha- 
racter :  classed  into  clans,  fiunilies,  and  factions,  they 
violently  resent  the  injuries  or  affironts  offered  to  each 
other.  |n  too  many  instances  they  keep  up  hereditary 
feuds,  like  those  of  the  Montagues  and  Capulets;  and 
often  decide  their  quarrels  by  pitched  battles  at  the  fairs 
of  Baliykctt,  Kilmurry,  and  Kilmacaduane.  It  is  much 
to  be  regretted  also,  that  a  general  abuse  and  disregard 
of  oaths  prevail  in  this  district  in  common  with  too  many 
other  parts  of  Ireland.    When  two  men  quarrel,  and 
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Gm&mviA  beftt  each  otfaer,  tbey  are  too  often  known  to  run  to  a 
^'^^^^  justice  of  the  peace,  after  the  combat  is  over,  and  eadi 
of  them  ofiers  to  depose  upon  the  Holy  Evangelists  that 
the  other  was  the  aggressor.  The  road  making  and 
presentment  systems  hold  out  strong  inducements  to  the 
ignorant  and  avaricious,  for  the  commission  of  this  crime; 
and  some  revenue  laws  or  regulations  have  been  hither- 
to as  little  conducive  to  the  preservation  of  the  morab 
(^our  people  here  as  elsewhere. 

I'MVtuige*  Hie  language  generally  spoken  here,  except  in  tbe 
remote  parts  of  the  union,  is  English.  Manj  penons 
however  arc  still  utterly  Ignorant  of  the  English  ian* 
guage ;  and  a  great  proportion  of  the  inhabitants  speak 
Irish  in  preference.  In  the  years  1799  and  180S, 
twenty-four  copies  of  the  gospel  of  St  kke^  and  the 
Acts  of  the  Apc^tles,  were  sent  by  Doctor  Stokes^  of 
Trinity  College,  to  the  curate  of  this  parish  and  upioo, 
to  be  distributed  here.  One  consequence  of  this  was, 
that  tbe  parish  priest  of  Moyarta  endeavoured  to  collect 
these  books,  for  the  purpbse,  it  was  generally  understood, 
of  burning  them  on  the  high  road,  as  false  trandations: 
in  this,  however,  he  met  with  more  resistance  than  he 
expected;  for  many  refused  to  give  up  the  Irish  gospd| 
'  and  the  boc^s  remained  in  the  hands  of  the  people. 

Mannm.  The  manners  of  the  people  here^  like  those  of  tie 
native  Irish  in  all  parts  of  our  island,  are  courteous  and 
engaging  in  the  highest  degree.  With  the  politeness 
of  courtiers  they  qualify  their  refusal  by  civil  excuses, 
and  grant  requests  in  a  manner  which  doubles  the  val^ 
of  the  favour  they  confer. 
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In  common  inth  the  rest  of  the  inhalntants  of  the  o«iiiii  mA 
province  of  Mnnster,  these  people  are  accused  of  kudn-  ""P^"™* 
cerity;  but  due  allowance  being  made  for  their  maa- 
ners,  they  are  just  as  sincere  as  any  other  people  in  the 
empire.    The  peasant  who  volunteers  to, open  a  gate^ 
break  down  a  ditch,  and  perhaps  go^hree  miles  out  of 
bis  way  to  oblige  a  stranger,  can  hardly  be  suspected  of 
any  design  in  taking  so  much  trouble  finr  one  whom  he 
never  saw  before,  nor  ever  expects  to  see  again,  parti- 
cularly as  he  parts  him  with  as  much  civility,  when  he 
gets  nothing  but.  thanks,  as  when  half-a-crown  is  put 
into  his  hand*    Neither  can  they  be  suspected  of  in- 
sincerity in  keeping  open  houses  for  ail  str^mgers,  divid- 
ing their  potatoes  and  milk  with  the  wanderer,  and 
taking  him  to  sleep  under  the  same  blanket  ^ith  them- 
«eWes  and  their  children.    The  <<  Laban  an  Onltagh," 
or  Ulsterman's  bed,  is  not  uncommon  here;  it  is  a  bed 
of  straw  in  a  small  room,  covering  the  whole  flooi*, :  in 
which  the  husband  and  wife,  and  oftentimes  a**guest  or 
two  deep.    Mr.  Paterson  of  Kilrush,  called  very  early 
one  morning  at  the  house  of  a  boatman,  to  send  him  to 
Limerick,  and  found  the  door  open.    He  went  towards 
the  <  Laban'  to  enquire  fer  the  man,  whose  wife,  a  hand- 
some young  woman,  answered,  that  he  had  gone  to  the 
boat.    While  she  was  speakii^,  Mr.  Paterson  to  bis 
great  surprise^  saw  a  man  fiut  asleep  among  the  children^ 
between  her  and  the  wall ;  and  asking,  **  what  the  deuce 
brought  him  there^"  she  replied  with  unconcern,  that 
^*  he  was  an  uncle's  son  of  Paddy's,  who  came  to  see 
them  the  night  before."    The  farmers  have  a  kind  of  a 
bed,,  (generally  by  the  fire  side)  called  a  ^  Cullentine.' 
It  is  enclosed  by  four  straw  mats»  with  a  small  door*way

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fbr  entnnee,  and  though  comfortable  eDough  in  the 
winter  nights,  it  is,  from  its  closeness,  imwhcdesome  ia 
•anmer,  and  too  often  a  safe  receptacle  for  more  kinds 
«f  fermia  than  one. 

The  New  Year  is  opened  witfi  dirxne  senrtce  in  KU- 
rudu    On  diis  day  congratnlations  and  wishes  for  mmj 
liappy  new  years,  resound  in  all  directions,  and  the 
jfouiig  people  expect  <  new  year's  gifts,*  to  fill  their 
<  Oirifltmas  bores.*    On  the  first  of  February,  a  stimiw 
lus  to  ilidttstry  being  ofiered  by  the  lengdiening  ^ 
and  brighienhig  sky,  the  labour  of  spring  oonunenceg 
with  the  old  adage^  <'  Candlemas  day,  throw  candle  and 
«uldlestkk  away.''    Shrove  Tuesday  is  the  greatcit 
day  in  the  year  for  weddings;'and  the  Roman  Catholic 
ptieats  mre  generally  occupied  in  Uie  celebration  of  mi^ 
tfioMmy  from  satirise  till  midnight*    The  genend  fee 
«ii  this  occasion  is  two  guineas  and  a  half;  and  many 
tkonghtless  couples,  under  the  age  of  sixteen,  pay  it  with 
chaerfiiluesi,  when  they  have  not  another  penny  in  thcff 
fMseasion*    Tb^  who  do  not  marry  on  this  day  mmt 
wsdt  until  Easter  Moodqr,  on  accounted  the  interveno^ 
Ij0Bt    The  usual  deseit  and  supper  on  Shrove  T^mb* 
day  ia  the  pancake^    Small  pieces  of  them  rolled  up  in 
a  staokingb  and  phoed  wndcr  a  lover*s  pillow,  are  fouod 
to  be  wvy  tfficacious  in  producing  prophetic  dreams  to 
conaole  these  who  ane  compeHed  to  defer  their  matri* 
moaial  engagements  fitHn  Ash  Wednesday  to  Easter- 
Monday. 

On  Aih  Wednesday,  being  the  fint  ^ay  of  Last, 
divine  service  is  read  in  Ae  parish  cfaarDb,  and  mass  ia 
all  the  chapels.    On  this  day,  as  well  as  on  alltheSan^

boUi  places^  with  this  materia)  difference,  that  one  priest 
reads  them  in  English^  and  the  other  in  Latin. 

Tlie  seven  weeks  of  Lent  are  strictly  observed  here 
by  the  Roman  Catholics }  and  on  every  iriday  during 
this  holy  season,  and  every  day  of  the  last  week  of  it^ 
diere  is  divine  service  in  the  parish  church.  On  Easter 
Sonday  every  one  in  the  union  breakfiuts  on  ^g^  and 
dines  on  flesh  meat  Easter  Monday  is  a  great  hoUday 
here ;  and  multitudes  go  into  Scattery  Island  this  day 
ibr  the  purpose  of  performing  penance  on  their  bare 
knees,  round  tbe  stony  beach  and  holy  well  there.  Tents 
are  generally  erected  in  the  island  on  this  occasion,' and 
oftentimes  more  whiskey  is  drank  by  the  pilgrim^  thaa 
is  found  convenient  on  their  return  in  crouded  boats. 

On  the  first  of  April,  the  old  practice  of  fool«making 
is  kept  up  here.  On  the  first  of  May  bushes  are  erect- 
^  before  the  doors,  and  decked  with  flowers.*  On  die 
night  of  tbe  twenty-third  of  June^  being  midsummer 
eve^  bcmefires  are  kindled  in  all  directions  through  the 
country ;  tbe  young  people  dance  round  them,  and  some 
drive  dbeir  cattle  throuj^  them.  On  the  29th  of  Sep- 
tember, (Michaebnas  day,)  the  harvest  being  generally 
aecured,  bunting  commences.  Plenty  of  hares  are  to  be 
liad  in  all  parte  of  the  union,  and  particularty  in  the 
bogs  q[  Shragh.  Foxes  are  scarce  and  keep  chiefly  in 
tbedifi.

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Costomt.  On  the  last  day  of  October,  all  the  HaUoweoi  trid» 
are  played  here,  in  a  manner  similar  to  those  in  the 
mountains  of  Ulster,  or  the  Highlands  of  ScotlaiML 

Till  within  a  few  years,  for  some  weeks  befinre  Chrisl- 
mas,  a  midnight  procession  with  mnsic  took  place  at 
Kilnish,  called  <<  Waits  ;'*  but  this  custom,  with  that 
of  assembling  in  the  Christmas  holydays  ^as  mummers 
or  wren-boys,  and  baiting  a  bull  on  St  Stq)hen*8  day, 
is  now  grown  obsolete.  The  good  people  of  Kilrosb 
sire  too  busy  to  be  as  gay  now  as  when  they  had  littleor 
nothing  to  do  but  amuse  themselves;  they  forget  not 
however  the  festivity  and  hospitality  of  this  holy  season, 
which  ^re  always  accompanied  by  a  liberal  relief  to  the 
necessities  of  the  poor. 

OuiMUi^        It  was  formerly  usual  here  to  make  expensive  enters 

^^*  tainroents  at  christenings;  but  the  custom  has  been 
abolished  among  the  Protestants  by  the  present  incum- 
bent    It  still  continues  among  the  Roman  Catholics. 

ManiagM.  The  inhabitants  of  this  district  marry  at  an  early  age. 
In  **  The  West,''  a  girFs  first  appearance  at  mass,  is 
well  understood  to  be  an  intimation  that  her  parents 
wish  to  receive  proposals  for  her.  The  marriage  fee  to 
the  Romish  priest  fluctuates  between  one  guinea  and  five. 

Wakes  and  Some  wakes  and  funerals  here  exhibit  the  same  savage 
mixture  of  mirth  and  grief,  which  has  been  so  often 
observed  in  other  parts  of  Ireland.  Dismal  howlings 
are  alternated  with  songs,  plays,  and  ridiculous  stories ; 
whilst  the  various  passions  of  grie^  love  and  anger  are 
in  turn  elevated  to  their  highest  pitch  by  copious  liba- 
tions of  whiskey.  It  has  been  sometimes  observed  on 
these  occasions,  that  a  man  who  would  grudge  to  buy 
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a  bottle  or  wine,  or  a  blister  for  his  relative  when  livingy 
has  expended  thirty  guineas  in  whiskey  at  the  wake  and 
iiixieraL  Many  protestants  use  the  Irish  cry  here^ 
which  is  not  the  case  in  Ulster ;  and  some  of  them,  when 
6{ieakiDg  of  their  departed  friends  have' been  known  to 
fidl  into  the  popular  custom  of  saying  <*  God  be  merci- 
ful to  them. ' 

The  vague  and  contradictory  traditions  of  this  tract  iVsaitidM 
of  country  would  fill  a  volume  of  greater  size  than  va- 
lue y  few  of  them  indeed  merit  to  be  recorded.  Those 
connected  with  anciei^t  Ecclesiastical  history  have  been 
already  noticed ;  and  the  two  following  may  serve  as 
samples  of  those  of  more  modem  date. 

The  Reverend  John  Vandeleur,  a  younger  son  of  the 
Ralahine  family,  in  the  east  of  this  country,  succeeded 
to  the  living  of  Kilrush,  on  the  6th  of  March,  1687,  in 
the  room  of  the  Rev.  John  Paterson  deceased.  Feeling 
in  common  with  the  rest  of  the  Protestants  of  Ireland, 
the  intolerable  pressure  of  Lord  TyrconnePs  govern- 
ment, he  took  an  early  opportunity  of  joining  his  fel- 
low sufferers  in  seeking  redress ;  and  after  rendering 
many  services  to  the  Protestant  cause,  and  being  severe- 
ly wounded  at  the  battle  of  Aughrim,  he  returned  to 
Ealrush,  and  repossessed  himself  of  his  benefice. 

His  neighbour  and  cotemporary  the  Reverend  Mr. 
Barclay,  Vicar  of  the  union  of  Kilmurry  Mc.  Mahon, 
remained  at  home  during  the  whole  contest^  and  hold- 
ing a  valuable  &rm  under  the  see  of  Killaloe^  paid  the 
tythe  of  it  to  the  Catholic  priest,  who  had  usurped  his 
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aVididoiifc  living.    The  priert  was  particularly  acrere  in  exactnig 
tytbes  from  the  ejected  vicar,  and  always  required 
rity  for  tbeir  payment.    In  the  rammer  of  1691,  he 
unosnany  hard  to  be  pleased  io  the  security,  and  Mr. 
Barclay  despairing  of  being  able  Io  procure  it,  was  r»-> 
turning  in  low  spirits  to  his  reudence  nt  BaRyartueyv 
when  he  met  Captain  O'Brien  of  Ennistymond,  with 
the  news  of  the  utter  defeat  of  the  Irish  army  at  Augh- 
rim.    He  returned  immediately  to  the  house  where  the 
intruder  was  setting  the  ty  thes  of  his  parish,  surroopded 
by  a  great  number  of  people.     *<  Have  you  got  secarity. 
Sir?'  said  the  priest,  in  a  loud  and  imperious  voice. 
**Ihavs^"  said  Barclay;   «*  My  security  is  the  great 
King  William;  and  if  you  do  not  deliver  up  my  tythe 
books  in  ten  minutes,  I  will  have  you  hanged  on  the 
high  road  of  Kilmuny."    The  priest  turned  pale^  and 
trembled  on  the  seat  of  office.    Lord  Clare's  dragoons 
galloped  through  the  villa^  in

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.  About  this  time  the  Bishop  of  Killaloe  sent  an  ham« 
per  of  medicines  to  Kilrash,  for  the  relief  of  the  poor, 
and  in  some  time  afterwards  Lieutenant  Augustas  Mar- 
kett,  of  the  Royal  Navy  made  a  similar  donation,  whidi 
with  occasional  aid  from  the  proprietor  and  incambent, 
remedied  in  some  degree  one  of  these  evils,  until  an  apo- 
thecary settled  here.  Mr.  Vandeleur  also  provided  a 
regular  supply  of  vaccine  lymph,  by  subscribing  annu- 
ally in  the  curate's  name  to  the  Cow-pock  Institutioii, 
and  strongly  refcommended  his  tenantry  to  avail  them- 
selves of  the  benefits  arising  from  Dr.  Jenner*!  discove- 
ry. There  are  now  at  Kilrush  one  physician  and  accou- 
pheur,  and  four  surgeons  or  apothecaries,  all  of  whom 
are  said  to  have  employment 


R^Ifgious 
Opinions. 


The  inhabitants  of  this  union,  (amounting  in  Decem- 
ber 18 IS  to  17.242  souls)  were  born  and  baptised  either 
in  the  Established  or  the  Romish  church,  with  a  few 
Individual  exceptions.  The  incumbent  of  this  ben^oe 
has  exerted  himself  most  laudably  for  many  years  in  the 
discharge  of  his  clerical  duties;  catechising,  preadin^ 
and  visiting  the  sick.  But  the  Protestant  establishi^ent, 
as  must  have  been  already  observed,  is  utterly  inadequate 
to  the  purpose  intended  by  it,  for  want  of  resident  der- 
gymen,  with  schoolmasters,  churchwardens,  and  sides- 
men'in  each  of  these  five  parishes.  It  is  to  be  hoped, 
however,  that  this  subject  may  ere  long  occupy  some 
portion  of  the  attention  of  the  public,  which  has  been 
hitherto  lavished  on  less  Important  obje<^  and  that,  by 
the  blessing  of  God  upon  the  wisdom  and  nnuiifioeQce 
ofthe  British  nation,  the  vivifying  light  of  the  gcspd 
may  yet  beam  in  a  permanent  and  steady  manner,  upon 
the  multitudes  who  remain  here  as  well  as  elsewhere  in 
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dUrknefs  tiid  the  shadow  of  death.  No  knrer  of  God 
or  his  country  can  think  on  this  awful  subject  with  im« 
concem  :  but  to  pursue  the  consideration  of  it  belongs 
to  the  political  economist  and  legislator,  rather  ihan  to 
the  statistical  inquirer. 

.  ^I.   The  Educ(Uion  and  Entphg/mefU  ofChitdr^^  tfC. 

The  education  of  the  children  here  b  irregular  and  Edncstfaa 
Inqierfect,  but  a  geneiral  desire  for  learning  to  ready 
writ^  and  keep  accounts  prevails  in  every  townland. 
The  emplojrment  of  the  children  interferes  very  much 
with  their  educatiopi  as  they  are  constantly  occupied  in 
agriculture  and  the  fisheries,  or  in  saving  turf,  and  lead- 
ing the  horses  that  draw  it  to  the  shores  of  the  river. 

,  Thehedm  sdiools  are  as  miserable^  and  the  books  Hedge 
xead  in  them  as  worthless  as  they  have  been  observed  to  '"^''^ 
be  in  other,  parts  of  Ireland.  Indeed  so  universally 
siiBilar  «r^  the  latter  in  this  country,  that  a  list  of  those 
fiiHiidtM  the  schools  here  in  1808,  served  to  enumerate 
those  at  present  used  in  one  of  the  northern  parishes,  a 
survey  of  which  appeared  in  ^e  first  volume  of  this 
wonc 

Here  are  twenty-one  schools,  viz.  at  Kilrush,  two  class!- 
calachools;  one  of  them  kept  by  the  Rev.  Henry  Allen, 
anrate  assistut  to  the  incumbent  of  this  union ;  number 
of  pupils  5£— 4U[id  four  English  and  arithmetical  schools ; 
die  nnmbtr  of  sdiohurs  185.  There  are  also  four  other 
adioola  therc^  at  iHiicb  60  girls  and  40  boys  are  taught.

In  lS07f  there  were  but  eight  schools  in  this  union, 
and  but  VIS  children  taught  in  them.*  This  marks  the 
ppogress  of  education  and  of  the  Elnglish  language  here. 

Chum  There  was  a  charter  school  erected  on  the  estate  of 

****^       Anthony  Hickman,  Esq.  at  Ballykett,  early  in  the  last 

century.    It  maintained'  40  boys,  and  had  two  acres  of 

ground  annexed  to  it;  but  it  has  been  for  many  years 

in  ruins. 

IriihlCSi.  Here  are  no  public  libraries,  nor  any  manosdr^pts, 
except  a  few  in  the  Irish  character,  preserved  by  a  fii* 
ntily  of  the  MacMahons,  in  Carrigdiolt.  A  poblic  li* 
brary  at  Kihrush  would  be  a  desirable  acqmaitiMi  tlMMw 
it  should  .be  furnished  with  the  English  and  tririi  Fkup* 
mer^s  Journals,  and  Agricuhurai  Magazines,  iMi  Ar-^ 
my  and  Navy  Lists,  the  New  Encydopsdia^  and  all  the 
Statistical  publications.  The  same  room  might  aerw 
as  a  kind  of  Exchange,  and  a  closet  adjoining  it  should 
be  a  repository  for  the  Bible  Society. 

VIII.  State  of  Religious  EstaUishmenif  T\fthes,^. 

The  following  account  of  the  ^aie  of  the  religions  t§* 
tablishment  in  this  union,  taken  chiefly  from  puUia  do- 
cuments, exhibits  a  striking  elucidation  of  the  imperfect

eifUj  the  impropriation  of  t/thes,  wiUi  the  firmer  i^b- 
duction  of  the  ancient  mensal  lands  of  the  national 
clergy. 

The  glebe  of  Kilnish  contains  SA.  2R.  25P.  On  this  Okbc^ 
small  spot  the  present  incumbent  has  erected  an  excel<» 
lent  glebe  house  and  offices*  The  ^ebe  of  Kilfieragh  con* 
tains  3A.  2R.  S5P«  Tradition  says  that  it  was  once  much 
larger,  and  some  remains  of  adjacent  boundaries  would 
seem  to  corroborate  the  opinion.  Killard  and  Moyarta 
have  no  glebe.  The  glebe  of  Kilballyhone  contains  SA, 
6B.20P. 

The  vicarage  of  Kilrush  is  in  the  gift  of  the  Bishop  AdvowM^ 
of  Kilbdoe :  the  rectory,  (a  sinecure)  in  that  of  the  Mar- 
quis of  Thomond.  Kilfieragh  is  a  rectory,  in  the  gift  ' 
of  the  bishop,  who  also  presents  to  the  vicarage  of  Killard. 
George  William  Stackpolc,£s(}.  is  the  proprietor  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  ty thes  of  his  own  estate  in  this  parish,  and 
also  those  of  some  other  lands.  The  Rev.  Richard 
l^tuddert  also  owns  the  ^thes  of  his  own  estate.  Moyatta 
is  a  vicarage,  in  the  gift  of  the  Bishop  of  KiU&'oe;  hut  the 
vicar  has  a  right  to  the  rectorial  and  vicarial  tythes  on  the 
townlands  of  Querin,  Tullarue,  Rathanesdcy,  Clarefield, 
Newtown,  Tarmon,  and  some  other  lands.  In  this  pa- 
riah, or  that  of  Kilballyhone^  arc  some  townlands,  two- 
thirds  of  the  tythes  of  which  are  annexed  to  the  pre* 
benil  of  Tomgrany,  in  this  ifiocese,  from  which  these 
lands  are  distant  upwards  of  50  miles.  Killballyhone 
is  a  vicarage,  in  the  gift  of  ihe  bishop  of  Killaloe ;  but 
the  vicar  has  a  ri^t  both  to  rectorial  and  ticarial  tythes. 
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im  the  townlands  of  KQclo^^  and  KilbaluL  Tbeie 
fi^e  parishes  are  at  present  episcopally  unkedv 

The  corps  of  the  prebend  of  Inniscattery  or  K&mshf 
consists  of  the  Ticarage  of  Kiinishy  and  aD  the  tythes  of 
die  parishes  of  Killard,  Kilfieragh,  Mojrartay  and  Kil- 
ballyhone,  except  the  vicarages  of  the  last  four  parishes ; 
and  it  is  said  that  this  corps  cannot  be  legally  dirided. 

YythM.  Wheat,  oats,  rape^  hemp,  flax,  potatoes,  meadow,  or- 

chards, brood  mares,  mikh  cows,  sheep,  pigs,  geese^  and 
hens  are  tytheable,  though  tythes  are  not  exacted  on  aH 
these  artides.  The  lay  impropriations  of  the  greater 
part  of  the  western  parishes  belong  to  Lord  Castle- 
coot^  although  these  lands  were  all  forfeited  to  the  crown* 
by  Ix)rd  Qa^9* 

^mSbm^  There  are  but  two  parish  churches  here,  one  at  Kil- 
rnsh,  and  the  other  at  Kilfieragh.  The  former  is  abcmt 
to  be  rebuilt;  it  is  one  of  the  most  anci^it  lurches  in 
Ireland,  and  much  too  small  for  its  present  coi^rc^* 
lion.  The  church  of  |Cil$eragfa  is  said  to  have  been 
preserved  from  dilapidation  by  th^  MacdoneO  fiunily, 
whose  original  resid^ce  is  near  it.  It  is  now  in  good 
prder,  and  as  Killcea  is  becoming  a  place  of  great  fesort 
for  sea  bathing,  the  copgr^Uon^  in  summer  are  oflen 
very  large. 

llie  Roman  Catholic  phapels  are  five^  viz.  at  KHmshf 
Punbq;^  Ijssdeen,  Mqyarta,  and  KUballyhone.  Most 
of  these  have  been  rebuilt  and  slated  since  Ae  year 
1 799.  A  methodist  me^ng  house  has  been  lately  frect^ 
a^  in  Inrush. 
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In  this  highly  improred  tract  of  coontfyy  the  modes,  Modt  or 
of  agriculture  hitherto  in  use^  are  uot  of  that  descrip-  tsSt^' 
tkm  likely  to  improve  ity  or  to  remunerate  the  cultivator 
for  his  pains.  It  i%  however,  to  be  hoped,  that  with 
resources  for  renovating  the  soil  beyond  the  reach  of 
those  who  cultivate  the  inland  parts  of  the  island,  the 
inhabitants  of  this  interesting  district  will  ere  long  avail 
themselves  of  its  great  local  advantages,  and  by  the 
cultivation  of  gre^a  food  in  winter,  as  well  as  the  im- 
provement of  all  their  rough  land,  will  render  their 
fields  as  productive  and  b^uitifiil  as  the  richest  spots 
in  England  or  Wales. 

Lord  Lyndock  rode  over  this  union  on  b  military  , 

tour  with  Lord  Cathcart  during  the  last  war ;  and  the 
illustrious  and  patriotic  warrior,  who  was  known  soon 
afterwards  tp  spend  the  midnight  hours  of  an  active 
campaign  in  planning  cottages  for  the  happy  tenantry 
of  Ballygowan,  declared  he  had  never  beheld  in  any 
country  a  more  interesting  or  improveable  tract  of 
ground,  than  that  through  which  he  passed  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Kilnish. 

The  course  of  crops  here  is, — 1st,  potatoes,  with  Count  or 
manure;  5nd,  Potatoes,  without  manure;  3rd,  wheat;  ^"^ 
4th,  oats;  5th,  flax,  or  oats,  with  grass  seed.     The 
potatoes  here  are  the  original  apple,  the  black,  and  a 
kind.of  white  potatoe,  called  the  cups :  the  latter  ase 
excellent,  and  most  generally  planted. 
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Impi*.  The  plough  is  the  old  Irish  one,  sometimes  draim 

"^°^  by  four  houMs  abreast;  but  Mr.  Vailddeur  has  latelj 
introduced  some  Scotch  and  English  ploughs.  There 
are  a  few  Scotch  carts  here;  but  that  ill  constructed  ve- 
hicle, the  old  Munster  car,  is  sdll  in  use.  It  is  m  die 
drawing  oF  turf  to  the  shore,  that  the  advantage  ct 
carts,  or  single  horse  machines,  such  as  Mr.  Edgeworth 
first  introduced  into  the  county  of  Longford,  w#nld  beF 
Flu,  particularly  experienced  here.  Flax  is  of  late  years 
become  a  favourite  crop ;  and  the  soil  of  these  parisfief 
is  peculiarly  favourable  to  its  growth.    "' 

RoBcbk.  The  injurious  mode  of  tenure,  called  rnndak^  hat 
been  nearly  abolished,  particularly  on  Mr.  Vanddeut^s 
estates ;  but  it  prevails  still,  with  its  usual  iU  consequen- 
ces,  in  some  parts  of  **  The  West** 

Scodc  The  black  cattle  here  are  of  a  tolerably  good  kind, 

considering  the  little  care  taken  in  breeding  them.  The 
neighbouring  county  of  Kerry  produces  a  small  breed 
of  cows  highly  prized  here,  and  in  aH  other  parts  of 
Ireland,  for  producing  great  quantities  of  exodlent 
milk  on  the  poorest  pastures.  The  horses  of  tkfs  bi-' 
rony,  in  common  with  those  of  the  whde  eodiity  of 
Clare,  were  once  the  finest  in  Ireland;  and  liioi^ 
they  are  now  degenerated,  diey  hold  a  respectsMe  rank 
among  the  classes  of  horses  in  the  province  of  Munstov 
being  active,  hardy,  and  serviceable.  The  horses  of 
Lord  Clare's  Dragoons  were  remarkably  beaatifiil,  and 
some  of  their  breed  were  preserved  in  CarrigriloSt  l3! 
the  accession  of  his  present  majesty.  In  the  memory 
of  some  persons  now  living,  Mr.  Dennis  MacMahon 
had  some  very  fine  horses  in  his  demesne,  that  wtte 
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not  put  into  a  horse-rider's  hands,  till  they  were  past  Stock. 
the  age  of  seven  years. 

Asses  are  very  common  here,  from  a  prevailing  idea, 
that  by  a  certain  instinct,  they  destroy  the  murrain- 
worm,  which  was  once  said  to  have  been  very  disastrous 
to  the  cattle  of  this  district,  by  polluting  the  water  they 
drank :  mules  are  also  mach  used,  and  sell  at  very  / 
bigh  prices.  The  old  mountain  breed  of  sheep  are 
small ;  but  the  mutton  of  such  as  are  old  enough,  b  of 
as  delicious  a  flavour  as  that  of  Ennishowen  in  the  county 
of  Donegall.  They  are,  however,  wearing  out  as  the 
country  advances  in  cultivation ;  and  our  most  constant 
suj^Iy  of  mutton  is  of  a  larger  kind,  from  the  midland 
and  eastern  parts  of  the  coun^.  The  quantity  of  pork 
produced  here  is  very  great:  the  best  breed  is  the 
mixture  of  the  Dutch  and  Irish.  Goats  are  very  com- 
mon. 


A  daily  market  is  held  at  Kilrush ;  but  the  principal  Fain  sod 
market  is  wi  Saturdays ;  and  fairs  are  held  at  the  fol- 
lowing times  and  places; — May  2nd,  Dunbeg;^  10th» 
KUmsk;  June  1st,  Moyatta,  near  Carrigaholt;  Srd» 
Ballykett;  July  4th,  Ballyket^  a  great  fair;  5th, 
Mog^arla;  26tb,  Dunb^;  August  17th,  Ballykett, 
Ifttby  Moyarta;  October  8th,  Dunbeg;  12tb,  Kilrush;

Labourers^  hired  without  board,  have  per  day.  Is.  8d.  Wagw  of 
and  with  board  lOd.     By  the  half  year,  with  board, 
aa  a  servant  roan  for  labour,  they  receive  from  three  to 
four  guineas.    The  general  wages  of  women  servants 
are  from  15s»  to  £\*  per  quarter.

Tn/^  In  the  memory  of  «ome  persons  now  living,  the  in* 

habitants  of  Kilnish  were  myler  the  necessity  of  resort- 
ing to  the  market  of  Couracif  r^  a  small  decayed  TiDage^ 
at  the  distance  of  n  few  miles  from  it,  for  oatmeal,  and 
th^  oth^r  neoessaries  of  life,  .wl^ich,  from  the  low  state 
of  agriculture^  were  not  easily  procured  in  any  part  of 
the  country*  In  the  year  1797  it  was  fitde  better,  there 
^eipg  bi|t  two  small  diops  in  it,  badly  assorted,  and  the 
articles  sold  in  them  one  hundred  per  cent,  dearer  than 
in  Limerick.  It  continued  much  in  this  state,  till  the 
year  1802^. w^en  Mr.  James  Pat^rson,  a  Scotch  gen- 
tlqman  pf  respectable  family  and  connexions^i  f  ho  had 
been  lieutenant  of  one  of,  the  gun-boats,  tlien  paid  qft* 
and  discharged  here,  happily  &r  himself  and  (he  neigh- 
bourhood, turned  his  attention  to  trade,  and  met  with 


in  ^LtWerick,  to  look  elsewhere  for  thdr  goods;  and 
they  now  purchase  in  Dublin  on  an  extensiTe  scale. 

Thore  are  in  Kilru^h  tm  olotfa  shpfp^^s^m.^  of  irhich 
remit  three  thousand  potti|d$  a  year  to  the  aaQu&ctiiran 
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and  importers  of  cloth  to  Dablin ;  tlus  &ct  has  been 
ascertdned  by  Mr.  Paterson^  from  whom  they  procure 
bills  for  their  remittances.  Thirty  persons  hold  spirit 
<ir  grocery  licences,  besides  hnxters  and  sellers  of 
earthen  war^  with  tradesmen  of  every  description; 
and  there  is  very  little  difference  between  the  retail 
terms  here  and  in  limerick* 

In  the  year  I8O69  Mr.  Vandelear  had  'Kilmsh  made  ConmiMct. 
•  port  for  export,  under  the  direction  of  the  collector 
of  Limerick,  for  whose  accommodation,  or  that  of  his 
proHX>llector,  a  cnstom-house  and  dwelling  house  have 
been  since  built  near  the  quay.  In  1807,  Mr.  Pater- 
•on  shipped  the  first  oats  ever  sent  fitnn  this  place  to  a 
Ibragn  market,  in  the  sloop  Flora  of  Greenock.  An 
idea  of  the  progress  of  agriculture,  since  that  time^  may 
be  readily  formed  from  the  following  statement,  extract- 
ed from  Mr.  Paterson's  books. 

In  1802,  when  he  commenced,  the  quantity  of  oats 
flold  in  Kilrush  market  amounted  to  12,000  barreb, 
jmd  cost  jK,666.  averaging  at  lis.  Id^.  per  barrel.  In 
1807,  five  years  afterwards,  it  amounted  to  26,000  bar- 
rels, and  cost  jei8,795. 16s.  8d.,  averaging  at  14s.  S^A. 
per  barrel  In  1812,  after  a  lapse  <^  five  years  more^ 
it  amounted  to  84,000  barrels,  and  cost  je38,681.  Bb^ 
averaging  at  19s.  3}  d.per  barrel. 

About  1,200  firkins  of  butter  are  shipped  annually 
ftom  Kilrush.  In  1810,  Mr.  Paterson  shipped  the 
first  butter;  and  in  1812,  he  b^^an  the  maki]^  up  of 
provisions,  chie^porktof'siiich,  (as  has  been  afaready 
elated)^  there  is  ant  dbundaat  su[^y.  .  In  the  sane

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Camamf.  /ear^  he  fitted  out  the  first  packet  betmn  Eilrasli  nd 
Limerick;  in  1813  he  bad  a  second  pfying.  Asd  such 
is  the  increased  resort  of  atraiigers  to  this  part  of  the 
couniryt  for  the  benefit  of  s^  bathing  apd  other  porr 
posesy  that  the  same  entezprizing  person  is  nov  engaged 
ifx  the  erection  of  hot  baths,  and  an  extensive  bote^ 
near  the  creek  of  Kilrush ;  and  expects,  in  the  comst  ^ 
of  a  year,  to  have  a-  steam  boat  plying  betwe«i  tins 
and  Limerick*  The  trade  ef  this  pkoe  has  also  been 
€9senlial]|y  ben^t^  by  the  exertion^  of  Mr«  Studdfit, 
vho  rempved  here  from  Limerick  some  years  ago,  and 
has  buUt  isn  house  and ,  extensive  stores  near  the  nev 
Quayf  o]^posite  the  custom  house. 

Maaofre.  The  wwipfar/ures  ^e  f^hiiefly  for  home  consnmptiaiv 
ai^  consist  of  firiz^  flannels  stockings,  shoes,  brogue^ 
nails,  strong  sheeting,  with  a  narrows  and  serviocable 
kind  of  linen  called  handle  cloth.  It  has  been  alroady 
observed,  that  several  northern  sojourners  have  settled 
bene^  and  are  improving  the  linen  manufacture*

Limtrick  to  ike  sea,  ie  toteraMy  safe;  and  vessels  of 
foo^  buddlml  tons  buitbea  can  come  u^  to  tbcr  qaay  of 
thair  cit]F»  Bat  the  harboui^  of  Kifarusb,  horn  its  concig«^ 
itjF  to  the  mouth  of  the  river,  as  welt  as  from  thv  reodj^ 
ai^firoadi  of  trading  vessels  to  it,  has  decidedly  an  ad- 
vwstage  not  ovXy  over  the  port  of  Clare^  bot  even  om 
that  of  Limerick ;  for  the  channel  of  the^  river  ShaoOiOD^ 
communicating  with  each  cX  these  two  faist  mentioned' 
places,  is  so  very  narrow  £31^  many  miles^  and  so-' 
much  obstructed  by  different  impediments,  that  the 
trading  iessuis  empfoyed  in  the  navigation  meet  with 
such  fhM]uent  and  unavoidable  delays  and  dtttculties  ai^ 
greatly  to  enhadco  th#  amount  of  freight  and'premlum 
ofinswpanea. 

Theivare  many  faistiuicee  of  sb^^pkig  havhag  cle&i^ 
om  Hi  lAsxMtlxkf  and  been  ready  to  saS,  and  of  having 
been  uyiafda.  of  t^o  montba  detained  in  the  narrows 
by  the  western  wjnd»  which  prevaOs  so  much  here, 
whflo  ifose  ftdgkted  at  Kikvsh,  have  witMn  the  same 
period  of  tltale^  made  their  paissage  to  porfo  in  Engtand 
mid  fibotland,  and  returning  fbr  fresh  cargoes,  have 
MM  the  iLimeriek  venek  so  cletidned  still  lying  in^  the 
liveF'  8nMBon« 

A  proposid  was  made  some  years  ago  to  insulate  that 
part  of  this  union  which  was  anciently^cal!^  Western 
Corkavadtin,  and  is  still  called  «*The  West,*'  by 
cuttmg  a  cmsal  from  the  head  of  the  great  strand  of 
Pbuba^heryi  to  the  bay  of  Bunbeg.    This  might  sav* 
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iMvrtloii.  the  tedious  paMi^  from  linwrick  or  KSmslit  to^  Gil- 
WBjf  Killfda^  or  SUg^  by  Loop&^He«d  and  round 
Malbay.  The  'mt&^ejkiag  ground  U  levd»  and  scundy 
Ave  miles  across ;  so  that  this  might  be  Msilj  douc^  if 
it  were  advisable  to  do  it.  But  the  Atlantic  ooesa 
manifestly  requires  the  strong  berrian  of  difi  aad 
sand  baoks  by  which  it  is  repelled  here;  and  Aetdxe, 
in  the  conjunction  of  an  equinoctial  tide,  with  a  storm 
from  the  north*-westf  an  opening  at  Dunbcg  laigs 
enough  to  admit  vessels  of  three  or  fbnr  hundred  tons 
burdeO)  might  prove  the  means  of  inundating  a  gient 
part  of  the  barony  of  Moyarta. 

We  are  told  ly  0'H41oran,  on  lbe«uAority  of  die 
more  ancient  Irish  historians,  that  in  the  mcmth  of 
March,  SIS,  during  a  dread&l  storm,  attmdedby 
thunder  and  lightning,  the  Adantic  ocean  sfwdkd  to  a 
tremendous  height,  and  breaking  in  upon  tfie  nordi 
shore  of  Corkaveskikiy  laid  a  considerable  part  ef  it 
nnd^  water-  The  historians  add»  that  a  thousssd 
persona  perished  by  dieinnndation  and  llghtnii^. 

Ftfiy.  Over  the  creek  of  Poularishery,  which  runs  aboot 

three  miles  into  the  country,'in  two  difierent  directiom^ 
is  a  patent  ferry,  copnmunicating  between  KilmA  and 
<<  The  West''  The  receipts  at  this  ferry  on  public  digrs 
are  very  considerable,  though  somewhat  diminished  of 
late  by  the  erection  of  a  bridge  over  the  salt  ford,  h^facr 
up  in  the  creek.  Early  in  the  last  century,  a  {nroposd 
was  made  by  a  Dutch  coo^pany,  throu^  Mr.  Van* 
hoogort  of  Querin,  to  recover  a  great  piopoition  ef 
land  h-om  the  slob  in  this  creek*  T)ie  l^royect  is  cer- 
tainly practicable;  a  similar  one  was  lately  j 
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Belfast  {  and  it  would  probably  be  attended  with 
nuttcb  adTantage  to  the  proprietors  of  the  surrounding 
estates,  if  it  were  carried  into  execution  without  injury 
to  the  navigation  of  the  creek.  From  this,"  and  other 
inlets  of  die  sea  in  this  union  and  its  immediate  neigh- 
boiHrhood,  an  immense  quantity  of  turf  is  sent  annually 
to  the  city  and  county  of  Limerick.  In  the  harbour  of 
Kilnish.  alone,  upwards  of  an  hundred  boats  (from  five 
to  twenty  tuns  burden  each)  are  employed  in  this  trade, 
and  in  the  herring  fishery.  In  the  bay  of  Carrigaholt, 
vessels  lie  in  great  safety  froni  westerly  and  north- 
westerly winds ;  but  being  much  expdsed  to  south-east 
winds,  and  an  heavy  swell  from  the  mouth  of  the  nvier, 
a  pier  has  been  lately  erected  there  for  their  protec- 
tion. 

There  L|  also  a  refuge  for  small  craft  in  the  wild  bays 
of  Kilclogher,  or  Kilbaha,  and  one  more  se<iure  and 
commodious  in  the  creek  of  Qaerin.  Higher  i!lp  than 
the  Revenue  Quay,  at  Kilrush,  is  a  quay  btiilt  by 
presentment  some  years  ago,  at  the  shore  6f  Moyne, 
or  Knockanes,  opposite  to  Hog  Island,  on  Mr.  Comyn's 
property.

'  I.  Public  free  schools,  on  Bell's  improved  plan,  Would 
be  of  incalculable  benefit  in  Kilrush,  Dunbeg,  Kilkea, 
Carrigaholt,  and  Cross,  for  each  of  the  Sfive  united 
pioisbes. 

,  The  .nulled  diarter  sdiool.atBallykettfNighttobe 
rebuilt  and  re-endowed,  as  the  cheapness  of  this  neigh« 
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bonrliood^  and  the  Mlubrity  of  itf  nitt  reoda  it  t  de- 
sirable dtnatkm  for  such  an  ettaUfahmenC 

II.  A  bible  aociety  is  much  wanted  at  K9niih,  to 
iiirniah  copies  of  the  Holy  Scriptares,  to  the  thounndt 
of  youRg  people  who  are  learning  to  read  in  this  inteiw 
estiog  district;  where^  but  a  few  years  ago^  theEa- 
glish  langnage  was  but  little  known,  and  where  die 
initiatory  books  now  in  use^  are  of  an  indiArent  de- 
scripticm.  It  would  also  be  highly  desir^l^  to  hiie 
the  words  of  eternal  life  here,  for  the  accommodstioa 
of  mariners,  who  bceasionaUy  come  into  this  harbour, 
from  all  parts  of  the  habitable  globe.  The  conoexioB 
between  the  extension  of  our  commerce,  and  the  pro- 
pagation of  the  christian  fiuth^  a£R»ds  the  bri^tot 
and  most  i^rious  prospects  to  the  British  empire. 

III.  A  benefit  society  would  be  desirable  here^  fcr 
the  relief  of  its  members,  when  afflicted  by  sickocsi  or 
any  other  nusbrtulie.  Seditious,  or  scandalous  coodad, 
and  particularly  a  disregard  of  the  awful  aanctien  of  sn 
ooth,  to  be  deemed  a  sufficient  cause  of  exdusion  or 
expulsion. 

IV.  The  sinecure  rectory  of  KihruA,  with  the  tydiei 
paid  to  the  prebendary  of  Tomgraney,  and  all  the  Iiy 
impropriations,  ought  to  be  ^plied  to  their  originsl 
and  proper  use,  without  injury  to  the  present  patrons, 
proprietors,  or  possessors  of  them.  Theses  with  the 
remaining  vicarages,  would  maintain  a  resident  Protsi- 
tant  minister  in  each  of  these  five  parishes,  whick 
would  put  the  Pr<>testant  religion  on  an  efficient  footing 
here.   The  tfcrce  dilapidated  churches  should  berebofl^

est  to  introduce  some  English  or  Scotch  fanner»h^e,

At  the  fisheries  alone  would  occupy  and  main- 
tain a  great  pn^rtion  of  the  super-abundant  population 
of  this  district,  the  improvement  of  them  is  an  object 
of  die  utmost  importance  to  its  fiiture  prosperity.  Mr. 
Dutton's  observations  on  this  subject,  in  die  oountj 
Survey,  are  so  valuable^  that  a  brief  extract  from  them 
may  be  useful  under  this  head. 

<<  If  some  person  or  company  of  property  would  etOf 
hark  in  the  fishery  here,  and  who  had  sufikient  sathoricj 
to  make  other  fishermen  comply  with  rc^gulations  tiiat 
would  be  mutually  beneficial,  there  could  belittle  doobt 
of  a  profitable  return.''  Under  the  present  system,  the 
flhoals  of  herrings  are  pft^  preinatvrely  disturbed,  nor 
has  the  ^miral,  who  i#  amaially  cbps^  from  the 
oldest  of  tl^  boatmen*  sufficieni  a«ithority  to  enforce 
those  laws  and  r^ulattotts,  which  they  all  agree  in 
promiaiag  to  obey,  for  the  general  good  of  all  the 
fishermen.  So  that  they  finsqnendy,  &om  theif  o*^ 
breach  of  agreement,  return  without  a  single  berriogt 
loading  each  other  with  curses  and  abu^e.  ''  They  are 
generally  so  cowardly,  diat  though  the  Galway  ssaAs 
come  about  fifty  miles  and  fish  outside  of  the  light  hoosef 
not  one  of  these  would  venture  wkiiin  five  miles  of  die 
Shannon  moudi.''  <<It  ia  generally  thmigfat,  that  a  veiy 
productive  tuibot  fishery  wif^  be  carried  .cm  in  ike 
mouth  of  the  Shannotn;  yet  no  pxattipm  have  been  jet 
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mide  to  diis  end ;  fev,  if  any  of  the  fishermen  being 
sble  to  expend  fifteen  or  twenty  guineas  for  a  trawl." 
^  No  part  of  Ireland,  or  indeed  any  other  country,  h 
so  well  atuat)^  for  carrying  on  a  lucratire  fishery ;  but 
as  only  the  wedc  and  small  fish  keep  near  the  diore,  ii 
most  be  mere  peddling  until  companies  are  formed,  that 
will  be  able  to  fit  out  vessels  large  enough  to  nav^^ate 
the  sea  as  for  as  the  banks  of  Newfoundland."  . 

VIII*  As  the  province  abounds  in  wool,  the  manu- 
foctnrers  of  cloth,  flannel,  stu&,  serges,  hats,  and 
stockings,  ought  to  be  encouraged  here.  As  the  soil  of 
this  district  has  been  found  to  be  peculiarly  favourable 
to  the  cultivation  of  flax,  it  has  already  attracted  many 
Bortbem  weavers  to  setde  here.  The  want  of  a  r^ular 
doth  nuurket,  and  of  a  few  wealthy  linen  drapers,  are  very 
s»aibly  folt  her^  and  should  (if  possible)  be  remedied. 

The  weavers  are  at  present  employed  in  manufactur- 
ing a  strong  kind  of  coarse  sheeting  for  domestic  use, 
wkibh  is  considered  too  narrow  for  the  West  India 
market ;  and  a  narrow  kind,  called  handle  doth,  of  a 
finer  texture.  Mr.  Paterson  sent  specimens  of  the 
dowlass  manufactured  here  to  Glasgow ;  but  it  was  not 
considered  there  to  be  such  as  would  suit  a  foreign  mar- 
ket. Upwards  of  a  thousand  wheels,  and  a  proporti- 
onate number  of  reels,  have  been  granted  by  the  Linen 
Board,  and  distributed  within  the  last  ten  years  among 
the  lower  classes  here,  very  much  to  their  advantage, 
in  a  manufactory,  which  (like  the  fis>heries  and  agricuL- 
tore)  wants  but  encouragement  and  judicious  regulation, 
to  render  it  a  valuable  source  of  employment  and  com- 
fort to  an  abundant  interesting  population.    The  great 
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quratity  of  kdp  annuidly  mumfiu^titred  on  tbe  extemn 
thores  in  tbU  ningbboorhood»  may  be  considered  ai  aa 
additional  circamatanoe  in  imvoor  of  tke  linen  mamh 
&cture;  but  Mr.  Dntton  obtenres,  thai  this  aitide  a 
manufactnred  so  cardesdy  in  Ireland,  that  die  yni» 
of  it  is  considetmUy  less  than  Aat  of  Scotland  of  odier 
countries. 

IX.  The  breed  of  hones  and  black  cattle  ought  to 
be  improved,  by  the  introduction  of  approved  hones 
and  bulls,  purchased  and  maintained  at  the  expemeof 
the  difierait'parishes. 

X.  The  cottages  require  improvement ;  and  ssplentj 
of  stones  can  be  found,  and  good  bricks  may  be  made 
in  almost  all  parts  of  the  country,  mud  buildbgsooj^ 
f  o  be  discouraged.  He  houses  should  be  white-wadied 
inside  and  outside  once  a  year,  and  the  occupiers  dumld 
be  prevailed  on  to  keep  the  dunghills  at  sotte  distaaoe 
from  their  doors,  and  to  cultivate  beans,  tnrnipBiCib- 
bages,  and  clover,  in  their  gardes. 

XI.  tt  would  tend  much  to  the  preservation  of  the 
peace,  and  the  prevention  of  smuggling  in  this  part  of 
Clare  knd  the  opposite  coast  of  Kerry,  if  barrada 
were  erected  at  Kilrush,  and  some  troops  permaiieDtly 
quartered  there  in  time  of  war.  The  services  of  tbe 
Kilrush  yeomanry,  horse  and  foot,  in  this  way,  as  well 
as  in  protecting  shipwrecked  vessels  fix>m  plundefi  baie 
been  of  the  utmost  importance  for  many  yean  bad; 
and  co-operatiug  with  the  improvement  of  roads,  the 
establishment  of  Quarter  Session^  and  theexertioDsoi 
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an  indqM^ndent  active  magbtrate,  have  contributed  In 
a  great  d^ee  to  preserve  the  tranquillity  of  this  part 
of  Clare,  and  create  those  habits  of  peaceful  industry, 
for  which  It  has  heea  so  eminently  distinguished. 

XIL  A  ferry  for  the  conveyance  of  carriages  and' 

cattle  across  the  Shannon,  between  Kilrush  and  Carri- 

gafoyle,  is  much  wanted  :  travellers  from  Killamey  or 

Tralee  would  find  this  a  great  convenience,  as  many  of 

the  Clare  Curmers  and  butchers  attend  the  fairs  of  Tar- 

beit,  Lostowel,  and  Killoraglin,  in  the  county  of  Kerry ; 

and  many  of  the  Cork  and  Kerry  buyers  come  to  the 

fidrs  of  Kihrush  and  Ballykett    The  ferry  at  Coma- 

e^a,   near  Kilrush,   requires  a  second   and  a   safer 

boat  than  that  at  present  used  there,  if  the  Saltford 

bridge  has  not  rendered  it  unnecessary.    The  quays» 

or  landing  places  at  Diinbeg,  Querin,  Dunaha,  ^  and 

Carr^aholt,  ought  to  be  improved ;  and  a  graving  dock 

erected  at  or  near  Kilrush,  for  the  repairing  of  ships 

eoming  into  the  Shannon  to  refit  after  receiving  damage 

at  sea.    This  little  convenience  would  be  sensibly  felt, 

not  only  by  many  of  His  Majesty's  ships  of  war,  but 

also  by  all  the  traders  on  the  south-west  coast  of  Ireland, 

and  oftentimes  by  East  and  West  India  sea  vessels. 

XIII.  One  of  the  principal  considerations  here^  is 
the  improvement  of  the  harbour,  by  the  erection  of  a 
pier  at  the  point  ol  Scongb,  (see  the  plate.)  The  con- 
struction of  this  pier  would  preserve  the  present  depth 
of  water  in  the  channel  of  the  credc  of  Kilrush  from 
being  lessened  by  mud,  sand  and  gravel  being  washed  % 
into  it  by  the  the  influence  of  the  prevailing  winds. 
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wLile  it  would  protect  the  vcssek  lying  there  firom  the 
ftome  winds,  and  enable  them,  by  a  £ivotirable  ftlant 
breeze,  to  clear  out  and  paM  the  head  lands  erf'  the 
river  in  a  few  hours;  a  matter  of  much  importance  to 
mariners,  when  the  shortness  and  vicissitudes  of  adariL 
winter's  day  are  duly  considered. 

The  elongation  of  the  pier,  for .  reasons  sofficieody 
obvious,  should  be  run  nearly  parallel  with  the  course 
of  the  stream,  proceeding  from  the  head  of  the  creek, 
which  forms  a  deep  cut,  visible  at  low  water,  paniiig 
over  the  flat  sand  at  the  entrance  to  the  credc,  and  fldi- 
ing  into  the  bed  of  the  Shannon.     It  should  be  about 
650  feet  long,  56  feet  wide^  and  21  feet  high  aboTe  the 
level  of  the  foundation.    To  resist  the  action  of  the 
sea,  on  the  western  side  of  this  pier,  it  Aould  be&eed 
with  large  punched  stones,  and  a  parapet  four  feet  hi^  * 
and  four  feet  thick,  continued  along  the  whole  \m^ 
of  the  same  side.     From  the  great  convenience  of  ma- 
terials, and  the  cheapness  of  labour  here,  this  greit 
object  might  probably  be  accomplished  at  a  sum  not 
exceeding  4^10,000. 


Remarks  on  the  annexeo  Plan  for  improving  the 
Harbour  of  Kilrush. 

With  respect  to  Uie  improvement  of  the  interior  of  the  harbour  df  I3> 
nuh,  in  ckering,  deepoiing,  and  increasing  the  breads  of  the  flhaaa^ 
tonporarf  embankments  should  be  formed,  by  throwing  up  the  slob  m 
each  aide  of  the  channel,  and  to  rise  it  abofo  high  water  maik,  inte  di- 
rection delineated  by  broad  dotted  lines  in  diisdmigbt;  andasthepkfsl 
Soongh  point  is  calculated  to  prt?ent  mud  and  sand  fropi  being  fiveod  hi 
by  the  agitation  of  the  sea  with  westerly  winds,  the  interior  will  becooi^ 
derably  dcq^ed  (the  bottom  being  soft  for  aerersl  (bet  deep)  by  the  ope-  ^ 
ration  of  two  shiiocBi  one  at  the  intended  bridge^  D«  sad  the  oth«>  it  tkt 
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■tream,  E,  preeMdiiig  from  Foul ^Voderow;  wtiidi,  b^  being  opened  at 
last  quarter  ebb,  will  act  powerfullj  in  dwyening  tfaf  channel  sufficiency 
for  ihips  of  the  largest  burden  frequenting  the  Shannon.  When  the  lands 
mre  let,  or  a  fund  can  be  had  for  the  construction  of  walk  and  quays,  the 
direction  of  the  broad  dotted  Jine  should  be  attended  to. 

Bj  removing  the  projecting  parts  of  the  steep  c1i£&  northward  of  the 
Revenue  slip,  which  is  every  day  falling  away  by  the  sea  washing  its  base^ 
to  the  Watch-house  pool,  wbkh  dries  at  half  ebb,  a  valuable  piece  of 
ground  may  be  had  by  filling  it  into  the  broad  dotted  line,  X.  It  would  be 
a  pretty  situation  for  bathing  lodges,  and  the  ground,  it  is  presumed,  would 
let  well  for  that  purpo^  if  set  in  lots.  The  pool,  Y,  would  answer  well 
the  purposes  of  a  shipwright ;  it  could,  at  a  small  expense,  be  formed  into 
a  graving  dock :  the  situation  would  be  eligible  for  a  person  building  craft, 
porticularly  for  the  Irish  fishery  :  it  would  be  convenient  for  the  repairs 
of  cruisers,  &c  on  the  western  station  ;  and  a  proper  place  for  storage  of 
all  materials  requisite  for  their  speedy  supply. 

The  excavation  of  Poul  Moderow  being  formed  by  nature  partiealafly  * 
favourable  for  docks,  it  ie  conceived  that  the  situation  would  be  eligible 
for  building  ships  for  the  royal  navy,  or  for  persons  having  ciqnt^  specu- 
lating on  the  advantageous  prospects  of  the  several  fisheries.  Hie  ground 
at  Scou^  is  well  adapted  for  the  erection  of  glass-works,  salt  and  limt 
works ;  and  as  the  opening  of  the  Shannon  is  most  convenient  for  the 
importation  of  timber  and  every  de^ption  of  naval  stores,  merchants 
would  find  their  interest  in  forming  commercial  establishments  here.

I.  'The  Name  of  the  Parish^  Siiuation^  Erfentf  S^. 

HaMOAN,  (from  «  Rath,''  a  mount,  and  «  Mona/'  Nime. 
a  bog  or  plain,)  is  the  ancient  and  modem  name  of 
the  parish.    It  is  situated  on  the  coast  of  the  northern  Situtdon. 
part  of  the  barony  of  Carey,  in  the  county  of  Antrim, 
bemg  bounded  on  the  east  by  the  parish  of  Culfeigh*  BoaadariM 
trin;  on  the  south  by  that  of  Armoy;  on  the  west  by 
Ballintoy ;  and  on  the  north  by  the  ocean ;  and  con-  Content!. 
tains  6,S00  acres,  which  are  distributed  among  thirty- 
three  townlands.     Its  greatest  extent  from  north  to  Extent. 
south  is  about  five  Irish  miles,  and  four  from  east  to 
west.    The  climate  is  variable;  but  from  the  influence  Climate. 
of  the  sea  air,  the  cold  of  winter  here  is  not  so  intense 
as  in  the  interior.     It  does  not  contain  any  river  of 
importance.    The  rivulet  of  Glen-Shesk,  which  flows  screamt. 
between  the  parishes  of   Ramoan  and  •  Culfidghtrin, 
rises  southward  of  BaUycastlc;  near  the  base  of  Knock- 
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leade,  and  flown  northward ;  at  a  little  distance  aboie 
its  junction  with  the  sea,  it  is  joined  by  another  small 
rivulet  called  the  Tow.  At  the  mouth  of  this  united 
body  of  water,  excellent  salmon  are  caught ;  wfaidi, 
notwithstanding  their  advanced  price  in  several  ndgh- 
bouring  fisheries,  continue  to  be  sold  here  at  5d.  aid 
6d.  per  pound,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  inhsK- 
tants :  the  fishery  is  the  properly  of  Mr.  Qoyd.  There 
'  Htt*our.  ure  not  any  lakes  in  the  parish.  The  only  harbour  is 
that  of  Ballycastle,  which  is  much  exposed  to  north  aad 
north-east  winds. 

Mdontoui.  Knockleade^  or  Knocklaid,  (the  broad  mouotaio]ii 
partly  situated  in  Ramoan  and  partly  in  Armoy ;  it  is 
remarkable  for  presenting  a  similar  phasis  in  eveiy  di- 
rection :  this  immense  mass,  which  is  prindpally  con- 
posed  of  limestone,  forms  a  beautiful  back  groond  to 
the  view  of  Ballycastle,  which  is  situated  exactly  at  its 
base.  It  rises  nearly  *  nineteen  hundred  feet  above  the 
level  of  the  ocean,  and  is  clothed  with  verdure  to  in 
very  summit.  ^  It  abounds  with  petre&ctions,  particu- 
larly of  bivalves  and  volutes,  the  species  of  whidi  are  worn 
considered  extinct.  Cultivation  has  within  these  fev 
years  considerably  ascended  above  its,  former  limito  «■ 
the  side  of  this  mountain  :  near  the  top,  there  is  a  bo^ 
where  turf  is  cut  and  drawn  down  the  steep  winiii^ 
path  on  little  vehicles,  resembling  cars  without  wiwdi) 
which  are  called  slide*cars.  There  is  not  any  other 
mountain  or  considerable  hill  in  the  parish. 

*  Doctor  Bcaf^ger  Inforraed  the  writer  of  tbit  aceoon^  ^mS  it  «h 
vp^pitds  of  two  fhouamd  fMl  in  height 

*^  Sed  noD  oinn3Ni3  credendun^  est.*' 
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The  bogs  are  three,  "Cairn  Saggardh,^  (priest's  Bqgt. 
heap,)   "  Cairn  Duff,'*    (black    hillock,)  and  «« Cairn 
Sampson/'    In  the  southern  part  of  this  parish,  is  an  lUckan* 
extensive  thicket,   the  remains  of  an  ancient  forest, 
which  formerly  clothed  the  base  and  sides  of  Knock- 
leade.     Roots  of  large  trees  are  also  frequently  found 
here,  in  Exposed  situations,  where  planting  would  now 
be  attempted  in  vain ;  and  from  the  bogs  are  daily  Bqg-ti«fc» 
raised  large  trunks  of  oak,  fir,   and  sometimes  yew 
trees.    As  wood,  in  a  considerable  quantity,  is  seldom,  ' 
if  ever,  found  sunk  in  any  other  soil  except  flashy  peat 
ground,  it  gives  additional  authenticity  to  the  unfortu* 
nate  E^l  of  Cromartjr's  method  of  accounting  for  the 
immersion  of  bog  timber.* 

Of  modem  plantations,  the  principal  is  that  alining  FltiitaiiMft 
the  house  of  Ezekiel  Devis  Boyd,  Esq.  which  is  in  a 
flourishing  condition :  there  is  another  at  Clare  House^ 
the  property  of  John  MacQUdowney,  Esq.  which  is  at 
present  in  an  infiint  state. 

The  plants  of  this  parish,  though  numerous,  are  not  pigmii. 
uncommon ;  the  fiorin  grass,  indebted  for  its  just  ce- 
lebrity to  Doctor  Richardson,  is  fcmnd  here;  asisalso, 
on  the  shore^  the  marine'  plant  alga  lapidosa,  with 
greenisk-brown  cylindrical  leaves,  from  six  to  twelve 
feet  long. 

IL  MineSf  Minerals^  SfC. 

No  mine  has  been  yet  discovered  in  this  parish. 
Stra^  of  coal  are  thought  by  some,  to  extend  from

are  so^h  as  are  to  be  met  oa  otlier  basaltic  coasts. 

Timfv^,  The  qaarries  are  of  basalt  and  limestone;  firom  the 
latter  of  which,  a  considerable  profit  arises  to  Mr. 
Boyd.  The  natural  manures  are  principally  lime  and 
8ea*weed ;  which  latter  is  gathered  at  different  periods 
of  the  year*    There  is  not  any  mineral  spring  in  this 

J^'omSb.  parish.  Of  fossils  there  is  an  interesting  and  beaatifbl 
yariety :  some  fine  crystals  have  been  found  in  Knod:- 
leade ;  and  the  shore  presents  specimens  of  chalcedony, 
zedite^  belemnites,  and  dendrites,  on  which  represent 
tatioas  of  sereral  marine  plants  are  pourtrayed  with 
wonderfiil  predsioa  of  figure ;  and  some  fine  pebbles, 
tinged  with  various  hues,  which  will  bear  a  higjk  polish. 
Masses  of  mica  are  found  in  the  interior;  as  are  also 
detached  porticHU  of  gneiss  and  granite.  Stalactites 
are  found  in  the  rocks  near  Kinbane;  and  tufa  is  diaoo- 
vered  along  the  borders  of  several  rills  (hat  trickle 
throu^  beds  of  limestone. 

irsiii.  Various  kinds  of  fish  are  caught  on  this  coast ;  diose 

in  moBt  esteem  are  saknon,  rdck  cod,  mullet,  red  gar- 
net, lythe,  sea  trout,  lurbot,  soal,  and  flounder.  Her* 
rings  in  great  quantities  sometiaies  visit  the  bay;  not- 
withstanding this  abundance,  there  is  not  any  fish 
caught  here  during  the  winter  months,  b»  the  boldness 
of  the  shore  and  violence  of  the  surf,  prevent  fishermen 
from  venturing  during  that  period  to  sea« 

III.  Modem  Buildings^  4tc* 

The  only  public  building  is  a  goal  adjoining  the 
market  house  of  BaUycastle,  and  two  handsome  stone 
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bridges,  partly  in  this  parish  and  partly  in  Calfeightrin> 
erected  over  the  river  of  Glen-Shesk. 


The  only  town  is  Ballycastle,  so  called  from  an  an-  Town, 
cient  castle  of   the  MacDonnells,   Earls  of  Antrim, 
having  once  stood  here,  the  ruins  of  which  are  beside 
tlie  church :  it  contains  237  houses,  and  1,469  inha- 
bitants.    Its  hindlord,  Hugh  Boyd,  Esq.  is  a  ward  of 
chancery.     This  town  is  the  residence  of  three  magis^ 
trates,  who  are  generally  grand  jurors ;  they  keep  car- 
riages, and  have  handsome  fortunes ;  theirf names  are 
Ezekiel  Devis  Boyd,  uncle  to  the  proprietor,  Edmond 
MacGildowney  and  Alexander  MacNeil,  Esqs»     Six 
other  genteel  families,  attracted  by  its  singular  and 
beautiful  situation,  as  well  as  by  its  advantage  for  sea 
bathingt  have  made  it  their  permanent  abode.    That  RomK 
part  of  the  town  called  the  quay,   is  separated  from 
the  main  body  of  Ballycastle^   by  a  handsome  road, 
about  two  hundred  yards  long,  shaded  on  each  side  by 
trees.     Several  roads  intersect  the  parish  in  various  di- 
rections, all  of  which  are  in  excellent  repair.     Tlie 
principal  one,  the  great  shore  road,  which  commences 
at  Coleraine^  and  proceeds  from  thence  by  Dunluce 
C!a8tle^  Bush  mills,   Balliutoy,  Ballycastle,  Newtown- 
glens,    Glenarm,    Larne,    Carrickfergus,   and  Bel&st, 
is,  from  Bush  mills,  near  the  Giant's  Causeway,   to 
Lame,  fifty  milc$;  and  for  magnificence  of  sea  view, 
and  extensive  prospect  of  the  opposite  Scottish  shores, 
islands  and  mountains,  is  the  most  beautiful  drive  in 
Ireland.     An  inland  road  also  runs  through  the  parish 
to  Coleraine  by  Mossede,  Derry  Keehan,  and  Benvar- 
din;    and  another  from  hence    to   Belfast,    through 
Clogh  mills,  Broiighshane,  and  the  iBattery. 
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Scenc^'  The  view  surrounding  the  quay  is  unrivalled  (at 
beauty  and  variety :  north-east  lies  the  island  of  Bath- 
lin,  above  whicbi  on  a  clear  day»  the  dome-like  moun- 
tains of  Jura  seem  to  rise, 

<*  At  if  Nine  Tiewlcsi  hand  hjid  tnced 
*'  An  airy  palace  on  the  iky.** 

To  the  east»  the  sea  view  is  terminated  by  the  lofty 
mountains  of  Argyleshire,  above  whose  summits,  the 
steep  crags  of  Arran  are  faintly  seen,  softened  by  dis- 
tance into  a  delicate  and  almost  ethereal  tinge  of  bhie : 
South-easti  the  basaltic  promontory  of  Fair-head,  pro- 
jects .  its  grave  and  impressive  outline  to  the  sea :  due 
south,  Culfeightrin  extends,  dotted  with  white  houses, 
and  interspersed  with  the  monastic  ruins  c^  Bonamaiga» 
Churchfield,  &c.  south-west,  Knockleade  rises  in  a 
graceful  waving  line  on  the  horizon,  while  Danish  rath% 
distant  cottages,  and  the  spire  of  Ballycastle  dinrcb, 
glittering  above  the  trees,  give  an  adinirable  finish  to 
the  whole. 

Inns.  It  is  an  unpleasant  circumstance,  that  very  little  re- 

gard is  paid  to  the  comfort  of  the  traveller  at  several 
village  inns  through  Ireland ;  and  in  this  respect,  Bally- 
castle has  not  been  without  its  portion  of  blame. 
When  an  exclusion  fi'om  the  continent  obliged  the 
English  gentry  to  seek  for  attractions  in  their  own  do- 
minions, the  Giant's  Causeway  became  a  place  of 
ftishionable  resort  to  many  British  visitants  of  distinc- 
tion ;  and,  as  this  town  is  ten  miles  distant  from  the 
Causeway,  it  is  considered  the  next  stage  on  the  shore 
road,  and  was  much  frequented  by  straiigers :  during 
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the  sammer  months,  handsome  carriages  with  coronets  inm. 
have  been  often  ohserved  to  drive  up  to  the  door  of  an  ill 
regulated  inn,  where  the  chambers  were  in  disorder, 
the  attendants  slovenly,  and  the  larder  almost  empty. 
Persons  who  would  judge  from  such  a  reception,  of 
pur  improvements  and  domestic  comforts,  can  have  but 
a  very  humble  opinion  of  Ireland.  A  considerable  al- 
teration, however,  for  the  better,  has  lately  taken  place 
in  these  departments.  There  is  now  a  decent  inn  kept 
by  a  person  of  the  name  of  FuUarton,  who  has  carriages 
for  hire,  and  another  by  one  O'Neale;  the  former  is 
opposite  to  the  church,  the  latter  is.  in  the  centre  of  the 
town. 

About  three  miles  south-east  of  this  town,  is  Glen-  gw^ 
bank,  theseatof  John  Cuppage^  Esq.;  and  half  a  mUe  ™*"'*  ^** 
aouth-west  from  hence,  is  Clare  House,  the  residence 
of  John  MacGildowney,  Esq.  All  other  resident  gen- 
tlemen of  this  parish  live  in  Ballycastle,  except  the 
vicar,  whose  glebe  house  will  be  mentioned  hereaf- 
ter. 

IV.  Ancient  Buildings^  Sfc. 

There  is  not  any  monastic  ruin  or  ancient  church  in 
this  parish,  nor  any  monument  or  inscription.  There 
are  the  remains  of  four  Castles,  Kinbane,  Duninneeny, 
Gobbin's  Heir,  and  Ballycastle,  of  which  the  following 
is  a  description : 

Kinbane*  Cattle  is  distant  fromDunsevcrie  five  miles,  kj,^^^ 

Castle. 
*  Tbt  Eo^Uib  of  Kiobtnt  it  <'Fbir  Hod,*'  or  <«\¥lute  Hend." 
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and  firom  Ballycastle  two :  it  is  situated  on  a  cliff  of 
limestone,  which  projects  with  a  lofty  perpendicQiar 
front  into  the  ocean ;  it  belonged  to  a  chieftain  c€  the 
sept  of  Mac  AUister.  One  massive  tower  is  alt  die  re- 
maining record  of  its  former  importance :  finom  th6 
romantic  beanty  of  its  situation,  it  is  mudi  firequented 
by  parties  in  summer. 

Dtminiic^.      Little  more  than  the  outward  wall  of  a  tower  remains 
oy  CiMle.    ^  Duninneeny*  Castle,  whidi  is  distant  fitim  KiBbane 

one  mile  and  a  half;  and  from  Ballycastle  half  a  mile ; 

it  is  situated  on  the  rei^of  a  rock,  rising  nearfy  diree 

hundred  feet  above  the  ocean :  all  history^  and  traditioa 

concerning  it  are  lost. 

Qobbin's  Heir,  situated  on  the  baHkd  ef  Gkn-fibesk 
river,  about  a  mile  south-east  of  Ballycastle  appears 
to  have  been  the  most  ancioat  edifice  in  dm  country. 
In  the  massive  ruin  whieh  remains,  no  sculpture  Ss  vi«> 
sible,  as  in  the  other  neighbourii^  castles;  no  oomioe^ 
no  dawning  of  taste  to  relieve  this  ponderous  load  ol 
human  toil,  which  seems  intended  more  for  imponBg 
terror  than  for  ezcidng  admiratioQ;^  the  sitnatiooy 
however,  is  pleasing.  All  history  of  this  castle  is  also 
involved  in  obscurity ;  but  imagination  has  supplied  the 
deficiency  of  authentic  accounts^  by  hivekitittg  many  a 
wondrous  tale  of  Sairies  and  spectres,  who  are'stSI  ssfl 
to  frequent  it. 

Ballycastle,  the  most  modem  of  all  our  castdlated 
ruins,   was  erected  in  160d,  by  Band^l^   Eail  of 

•  HitEsgBibcf  PoaanrtBtfiyii  "  Pn  Cads  sn  His  lli%ln,* 
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Antrinis  who  was  directed  by  James  L  to  raise  <<  fiure 
castels,"  at  reasonable  distances  on  his  vast  estates  in 
this  conotry;  that  by  the  residence  of  himself  or  of 
some  immediate  branch  of  his  famOy  in  those  places, 
the  surrounding  country  might  be  the  more  speedily 
civilized  and  reduced  to  obedience.  On  Lord  Antrim's 
making  Bailymagarry  castle  his  principal  residence, 
Ballycastle  was  suffered  to  fall  into  decay. 

There  are  several  raths  here;  they  are  of  two  shapes,  J>mA 
some  terminating  in  a  pointed  apex,  others  flat  at  top 
like  a  truncated  cone.  Of  the  latter  description,  thei'e 
is  a  beautiful  one  within  a  quarter  of  a  mile  of  the 
town,  called  <<  Dun-a-Mallaght,"  Cursed  Fort  There 
are  three  others  undignified  by  any  name  or  lingering 
tradition;  they  are  all  of  northern  origin^  net  one  of 
the  carinated  or  boat  shaped  tumuli  that  are  to  be  met 
in  England,  and  the  north  of  France,  is  to  be  seen  in 
this  country.  The  writer  of  this  was  some  time  ago 
present  at  the  opening  of  an  ancient  rath,  near  the 
Causeway  shore*  It  contained  three  urns  of  baked 
day,  which  were  omamaated  on  the  outside  with  wav- 
ing lines,  and  round  the  brim,  with  a  rude  imitation  of 
fidiflge;  they  were  placed  each  with  the  mouth  down* 
wards ;  a  little  black  ashes  were  all  they  covered ;  the 
qpot  around  them  was  neatly  paved  with  small  round 
atones,  collected  from  the  shore:  their  contents  are  at 
present  in  the  possession  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Douglas,  vicar 
of  Derrykeehan* 

Within  four  miles  of  Ballycastle,  in  a  place  called  Roim4 
Ard-Moy,  (Yellow  Hill)  stands  the  ruin  of  one  of '^''''•'• 
those  roond  towers ;  which,  although  so  numerous  in 
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Hound  Ireland,  are  not  to  be  found  in  any  other  part  of 
*^"^  Europe,  Their  period  of  construction  and  purpose 
has  baffled  the  research  of  every  antiquarian  from  the 
days  of  Giraldus  Cambrensis  in  1180,  to  the  present 
time.  They  are  supposed  by  the  most  able  writers  on 
the  8ub|ect»  to  have  been  built  twenty  centuries  ago. 
Little  wicker  and  wooden  churches  were  constructed 
near  them,  by  the  early  teachers  of  Christianity,  and 
bells  placed  in  them,  from  whence,  they  were  called 
^*  Clog-Tea,"  (Bell  Houses,)  and  are  supposed  to  have 
l^een  belfries,  founded  by  the  primitive  christians  of 
Ireland ;  but  it  is  difficult  to  conceive  why  those  persons 
should  construct  their  churches  with  such  frail  materials 
as  wood  and  wicker  work,  while  the  belfries,  buildings 
of  inferior  consideration,  were  finished  with  such  dura- 
bility  as  to  survive  the  lapse  of  ages ;  besides,  bells 
were  not  employed  in  religious  uses  so  early  as  the 
sixth  or  seventh  century;  and  Ihe  term  ** Clog-Tea," 
seems  rather  to  be  a  surreptitious  epithet,  invented  fin* 
the  purpose  of  conferring  a  high  degree  of  antiquity  on 
the  establishment  of  Christianity  in  Ireland,  than  the 
original  name  of  those  buildings.  Ninety-seven  of 
these  circular  towers  ar3  still  standing  in  various  parts 
of  Ireland,  some  of  which  rise  to  the  height  of  130 
feet*  The  doors  of  all  are  at  a  considerable  distance 
from  the  ground,  some  24  feet ;  so  that  they  must  have 
been  entered  by  ladders :  the  walls  are  extremely  mas- 
sive, and  the  workmanship  is  excellent.  Light  is  ad- 
mitted through  small  square  apertures,  placed  near  the 
top,  and  facing  the  cardinal  points.  The  peasantry 
believe  that  they  are  all  haunted,  and  strengthen  their 
assertions  by  many  a  curious  legend* 
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On  tbe  very  summit  of  Knockleadei  is  a  large  heap  caim. 
of  stones  piled  together,  which,  in  the  Gaelic,  is  called 
«  Cairn  an  Truagh,"  (The  hillock  of  the  three.)  The 
tradition  concerning  this  cairn  is^  that  three  Danish 
pTinccsses,  sisters,  after  various  misfortunes  and  wan- 
derings, were  buried  here.    • 

V.  Present  4*  Former  State  of  Population^  Foodj  Fuel^  8fc* 

The  number  of  inhabitants  in  this  parish  amounts  to  Fopiilationt 
4153  persons.    Many  are  wealthy ;  most  of  them  above 
want :  their  dress  and  appearance  are  in  general  re-  Appearmc^ 
spectable.    Oatmeal  and  potatoes  constitute  the  chief  Food, 
food  of  the  peasantry.    There  are  many  remarkable  in-  Xongeviiy. 
stances  of  longevity  here:  the  sexton  is  91 :  two  of  the 
Protestant  congregation  are  above  90  years  old ;  and 
another  is  100.  ^  This  last  person  is  called  Sheile;  he 
has  attended  six  successive  generations  of  the  Boyd  fa- 
mily, to  whom  he  was  butler  in  the  memorable  year  of 
the  great  frost,  (1739);  he  has  always  supported  a  high 
character  for  temperanpe  and  unblemished  reputation. 

Turf  is  the  principal  fuel  used  here;  it  is  sold  on  an  Fuel 
average  at  Is.  4d.  Irish  per  kish.     Coal  from  the  neigh- 
bouring colliery  is  purchased  at  lOs.  lOd.  Irish  per  ton. 

Cancer  is  not  unusual  in  this  country ;  and  scrofula  Dis^sukca. 
afflicts  the  lower  classes  with  alarming  frequency. 

VI.  Genius  and  Disposition  of  the  Poorer  Classes^  S^c. 

The  lower  classes  of  people  are  not  industrious  here ;  DlspouOdii 
yet  there  are  few  places  where  the  laws  of  our  country 
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are  more  respected,  or  where  there  is  oiore  domesdc 
Lto^uago.  peace  and  security.  The  English  langoage  is  generall j 
spoken :  Irish  also  is  very  much  used.  The  latter  is 
here  an  imppre  dialect  of  the  ancient  Gaelic,  intermixed 
with  several  words  foreign  to  that  language.  Many, 
the  authbriias  been  told,  are  of  Scandinavian  origin. 
The  Irish  vowels  and  diphthongs  which  in  Munster  or 
Connaught  would  receive  a  full  and  mdlow  tone,  are 
both  here  and  ail  over  Scotland,  abbreviated,  which 
makes  each  word  sound  as  if  cluttering  with  coosooants. 
Underneath  are  annexed  a  few  words,  the  better  to  nn- 
exemplify  the  foregoing  remark*  They  are  ^lelled  in 
flttch  a  manner  as  to  omke  the  meaning  obviops  to  tfa^ 
English  reader** 

There  are  not  any  patron  days  observed  here.  Reli* 
gious  festivals,  merely  local,  are  seldom  found  to  eodst 
on  sea-coasts,  long  exposed  to  hostile  incursions.  Tbe^ 
peasantry  have  a  strong  attachm^t  to  posthumous  res- 
pect. Mn  HiU  told  the  writer,  that  in  his  derical  ca- 
pacity he  visited  a  poor  man,  who,  at  the  point  oC 
death,  expressed  considerable  regret  that  his  fimeral  was 
likely  to  take  place  on  a  day  when  several  of  his  neigh- 
hours  could  not  attend  his  remains  to  the  g^ve.  The 
Ifidi  Ctj.  Irish  lament  on  these  occasions  is  9till  k^tnp  here 
among  the  Roman  Catholics;  and  is  arranged  with 
more  melancholy  sweetness  than  in  any  other  part  of 
Ireland.    It  consists  of  six  notes,  the  first  four  of  which

The  inhabitants  are  extremely  anxious  to  give  their  EducttSo^ 
children  such  education  as  their  limited  circumstances 
will  admit.    There  are  very  few  who  at  a  certain  age 
cannot  both  read  and  write.

every  purpose  of  rustic  education.    The  general  plrio6  Bates  of 
for  pupils  at  such  places  are^  for  those  who  wviCe  5s.  5d» 
per  quartar^  for  readers  9s»  6d.$  and  %A  iboie  fAto 
learn  the  most  necessary  branches  of  the  madiematicts 
10a.  lOd.  Thare  is  a  charter  school  contiguous  toRamoan  Cfaartef 
church,  where  sixty  female  children  are  maintained  and  ^'^^^^ 
educated  until  the  age  of  14,  when  they  are  bound 
iqpprentices  to  such  persons  of  good  charactet  as  miqr 
require  their  services.

curious  Irirfi  manus(5ript  in  the  possessicm  of  ChatAes 
Mac  Gildowney,  Esq.    It  is  an  heroic  poem,  and  die 
Irish  characters  are  admirably  writteti. 


VlII.  State  of  Beligious  Establishment  TjfthOf  4v. 

This  parish  is  situated  in  the  diocese  of  Connof,^  so 
calkd  from  Saint  Comnhair,  who,  in  some  Irish  mann- 
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scriptif  lA  said  ip  daioi  the  prseoedeoey  ftovk  Aogni 
MacDise,  of  bayiog  foimded  this  diocese  in  the  latter  «id 
Adrowm*  of  the  fifth  emtury.  This  parish,  with  those  of  Loogh- 
Gilly  Derrykeehao,  Culfei^tiin,  and  GleoarBi,  unite 
'  m  forming  the  chancellorship  of  the  diocese.  Tlie  pa- 
tron is  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Down. 

caiuitbet.  There  are  two  Protestant  churches  here.  The  parish 
church  of  Ramoan  is  situated  within  cHieisile  westward 
of  Ballycastle,  on  the  inland  road  leading  to  Colorain. 
The  ancient  churchi  which  was  in  a  roinotts  atate,  was 
taken  down  in  May,  1S12.  A  loan  s^  £M(k  was  grant- 
ed by  the  Board  of  First  Fraits;  an  tddittcmalcmn  was 
kid  on  the  parish  by  act  of  vestry,  and  a  lurndsome 
church  was  in  eigbi  months  finished  on  lira  sdte  of  the 
formsKV  And  divine  service  was  perfimncd  in  it  od  Sun- 
day, January  the  dlst,  1813. 

The  second  Protestant  church  is  that  of  Ballycastle, 
to  which  the  writer  is  chaplain.  It  has  a  handsome 
l^nt  of  cut  stone,  with  a  spire  100  feet  high :  the  in- 
terior is  stuccoed  and  painted.  It  was  commenced  in 
1752,  and  finished  in  1756,  at  the  sole  expense  of  Mr. 
Boyd,  great-grandfiither  to  the  present  proprietor.  He 
endowed  it  with  4S50.  per  annum ;  to  which  the  Board 
of  First  Fruits  some  time  ago  added  the  augmentatioa 
of  £20.  yearly ;  so  that  the  chaplain  has  the  annual  al^ 
lowance  of  4S60.  Ballycastle  chapel  has  not  any  cure 
of  souls  attached  to  it.  The  presentation  is  the  gift  of 
Hugh  Boyd,  Esq. 

lythefc  The  great  tythes  of  this  parish,  with  Aose  before- 

mentioned  in  the  union,  are  paid  to  the  Rev.  William 
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Trail,  D.  D.  chancdlor  of  this  dioease.  The  vioariAl 
tjrtbes  of  Ramoan  w^^  united  to  those  of  Culfeightriii, 
by  the  late  Doctbr  Dixon,  bishop  <rf* Downs  the  Rev. 
Charles  Hill  is  vicar  of  both  parishes.  Hay  and  grain 
of  every  description  are  the  only  tytheable  arlides. 

The  glebe  of  Ramoan  parish  contains  26  acres  of  ex-  Glebe. 
cellent  arable  land.  •  In  1809,  the  Board  of  First  Fruits  Glebe- 
granted  the  sum  of  £550.  for  buildhig  a  glebe-house^  ^oam. 
iH^hich  was  finished  in  1811  i  it  is  now  the  residence  of 
the  vicar  and  his  family;  it  is  on  the  opposite  side  of 
the  road  to  the  church  of  Ramoan,  and  is  distant  from 
it  100  yards.    Much  praise  is  due  to  Mr.  Hill's  judici- 
ous management  of  tiie  money  allowed,  which,  by  his 
mperintendance  and  aid,  defrayed  the  expense  of  a 
-  building  which  would  have  otherwise  cost  upwards  of 
£700. 


A  Roman  Catholic  chapel  bas  been  lately  erected  in  Cb^^. 
Ballycastle.    The  meeting  house  of  PfotestaUt  dissen- 
ters is  distant  two  miles  from  the  town,  at  a  place  called 
Coul-kinny.    There  is  also  in  the  town  a  neat  Mctho-  Meeting

IX.  Modes  of  Agriadiure,  Crops^  SjfC. 

Agricultural  improvement  has  within  these  few  years 
considerably  advanced,  from  the  laudable  attention  of 
the  resident  gentlemen  to  farming.  Cultivation  is  now 
extended  to  places  which,  until  within  these  last  three 
or  four  years,  have  been  waste  from  time  immemorial.

X.  Tradtf  Mamifaeture$f  Commtrce^  4^. 

Though  there  is  no  pi^dic  manofiictory  in  thta  nei^ 
Linn  lis-  beoibood,  there  is  an  indiTidaal  mannfaetore  of  ooarw 
linen,  which  the  respective  weavers  expose  to  sale  on 
every  first  Tuesday  of  the  month. 

The  pier  of  BaUycastle^  whidt  cost  £SO.tK)0,  was 
finished  in  1744,  but  from  an  error  in  the  ori^al  phm 
it  is  now  a  Jieap  o  mins# 
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Sea  #eed  ii  maimfiictnrM  into  kelp  in  the  monthi  of  K^ 
Jiin^  Jaly,  and  August,  aeec»*cKng  to  tlie  foHowing 
process: — Several  women  assemble  eariy  in  the  mcxmingy 
who  collect  the  sea* weed  recently  washed  on^the  diore 
by  the  tide,  or  who  cut  it  from  the  rodis  iround  which 
it  grows,  when  the  absence  of  the  tide  admits  their  wad- 
ing out  so  Far.  This  sea-weed  or  rack  thus  collected,  is 
spread  along  the  shore,  and  when  suffieienily  dried  by 
the  sun,  is  put  into  a  kib,  tirhich  is  a  tude  elliptiail 
structure,  formed  of  sods  aitd  stot;ies,  about  three  feet  in 
depth,  and  open  at  the  top ;  into  which  ihd  weed  is  pot 
and  set  fire  to.  The  weed,  from  the  strong  heat,  in- 
corporates into  a  glutinous  matter,  and  is  gently  stirred 
with  a  stick :  in  this  stat^  it  is  suflbred  to  remain  until 
it  cools  and  becomes  hard,  it  is  thto  called  kdp. 

XI.  Natural  Curiositidi,  RcmarhMt  OccurrendeSf  8^. 

In  a  range  of  lofiy  basaltic  rocks,  extending  from 
Ballycaitle  bay  to  Kinbane  pointy  there  are  sevard  Gsm. 
caves,  one  of  which  is  remarirable  Sot  its  superior  beiglit 
and  beauty ;  its  entrance  forms  a  superb  Ootbic  arch ; 
it  reaches  a  considerable  way  into  the  rdck.  A  bogle 
or  French  horn  sounded  in  this  cave  produces  an  adml^ 
rable  effi^t;  ihe  sound  at  first  swdls  with  a  variety  of 
echoes,  then  gradually  sitiksittiD  a  fiiint  and  inexpres* 
sibly  pleadng  murmur. 

The  following  is  a  description  of  a  singular  appear- 
ance seen  on  the  coast,  particularly  near  the  Causoway 
shore : —

by  the  peasants,  that  a  sod  from  the  Irish  <^  terra  finBtt" 
thrown  on  this  island,  would  ffve  it  stabiliQ^;  te 
though  several  fishii^  boats  have  gone  out  at  diffns 
times,  provided  with  this  article,  it  has  hitherto  dsded 
their  vigilance.    It  was  perhaps  pn^  of  these  ekctik 
appeai^ances,  that  gave,  rise  to  the  Rolnaa  narigstt^s

There  is  not  perhaps  any  part  of  Great  Britain  or 
Ireland,  in  which  the  situation  of  the  peasant  is  more 
comfortable,  than  in  this  parish,  by  the  praise-worthy 
exertions  of  the  magistrates  and  resident  gentlemen ; 
every  incitement  to  party  spirit  has  been  uniformly  sup- 
pressed; quarrels  seldom  occur  at  fairs,  or  public 
meetings ;  a  spirit  of  well  regulated  independence  pre* 
vails  among  the  parishioners,  and  no  opportunity  is 
ever  omitted  by  the  landlords  or  agents  of  this  neigh- 
bourhood, to  aid  the  honest  exertions  of  the  industri-

I.  The  Name  (f  the  Parisfh  Sittuaiaih  lExterU^  ^ 

®**"«**^  The  parish  of  Scagoe,  situated  in  the  barony  d 
^"B^  Oneiland  east,  and  coun^  of  Annagfa,  derives  its  Appel- 
lation from  a  family  of  the  name  of  Smith,  (in  the  Irufa 
tongue  Oabha,  or  as  it  is  pronounced  Gabh-wa  or  Gawa) 
who,  as  tradition  says,  emigrated  from  a  neigbbooiiog 
district  about  two  centuries  back,  and  settled  tbemsdres 
here,  whence  the  name  Sea-gabh  was  softened  or  cor* 
mpted  in  Seagoe^  signifying  litieraDy,  <<  the  seat  of  the 
BomidttiM  Smiths.''  It  extends  along  die  great  river  Bann  (which 
forms  its  western  boundary)  for  about  four  milea  and  a 
half.  On  the  north  it  is  bounded  by  the  small  parish 
of  Mointaglis,  formerly  a  part  of  itself;  oa  the  east  liei 
the  parish  of  ShankDI ;  and  to  the  sputh  and  sooth-eist 
is  the  parish  of  Tullylish  in  the  county  of  Down.  Tlie 
fiintastic  windings  of  its  boundaries  almost  defy  mathe* 
matical  skill  to  reduce  them  to  any  rq^lar  figure;  hot 
it  may  be  set  down^  generaUy  q>eakin£^  as  being  about 
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fbitr  mOes  and  a  half  from  north  to  Bouth,  and  nearly 
three  from  east  to  west  It  is  divided  into  three  mano-  aub-airi- 
rial  districtl^  viz.  Carrowhrack,  Kerdnan,  and  Deny, 
OT}  as  it  is  called  from  the  proprietor,  Brownlow's  Der- 
rj.  These  manors  are  again  snbdivided  into  ballyboes 
or  townlands,  enoAierated  in  the  appendix,  amounting 
in  all  to  about  8000  acres. 

The  soil  is  in  general  fertile  and  productive.    The  SoO. 
fiice  of  the  country  is  a  gentle  undnlation  of  hill  an^ 
dale,  not  marked  by  any  ccmsiderable  eminence.    From 
one  hill  called  Drumdogher,  or  the  Stoney  Back,  there 
is  a  full  view  of  nearly  the  entire  paridi ;  it  is  the  alarm 
post  of  the  yeonmnry  <^  the  parish^  having,  a  flag  staff 
erected  on  its  summit,  on  which  a  standard  can  be 
hoisted  to  call  them  together  in  case  of  emergency.  The  Okm^ 
climate  we  must  pronounce  good,  although  it  has  been 
ascertained  of  late  years  by  medical  men,  that  during 
the  winter  months  there,  arises  from  the  marshy  and 
flooded  grounds  adjoining  the  Bann,  a  damp  exhalation, 
highly  prejudicial  in  pulmonary  cases.     Many  respected 
individuals  have  fidlen  victims  to  this  fatal  vapour ;  while 
it  must  be  acknowledged,  on  the  other  hand,  that  num- 
bers have  arrived  at  a  very  advanced  age  within  the  full 
jnange  of  its  noxious  influence. 

The  beauty  of  the  fine  river  Bann,  winding  majesti-  Bim. 
cally  through  this  lovely  plain,  cannot  be  surpassed.  It 
ia  navigable  for  sloops  of  60  tons,  numbers  of  which  are 
ccnatantly  seen  on  its  bosom,  conveying  to  distant  conn- 
tries  the  produce  of  its  shores.  There  is  no  other  river 
of  name,  nor  any  lake  or  standing  water  in  the  parish ;

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though  its  nortb^east  corner  rests  in  a  trying  degree 
Bof.  on  the  great  lake  of  Lough  Meagh.  There  are  soom 
patches  of  tnrf  bog  in  different  parts  of  the  paridi,  and 
the  northern  extremity  mns  ^nto  the  great  4cact  of  tnr- 
barV)  which  will  be  more  particolaily  meiitioB«[  in  the 
accomit  of  the  MointiigUs  parish,  to  which  it  giTet  name. 

Flaotit-  There  are  no  woods  in  the  parish.     On  the  demesne 

of  Carrick  there  are  some  rery  fine  old  oaks,  which  have 
braved  the  storms  for  upwards  of  1^0  years ;  and  alsQ 
some  well  grown  beech  and  adi.  Mr.  William  Robin- 
son and  Mr.  Woolsey  A^kioson  have  laid  ont  aiMne 
young  plantations  with  considerable  taste^  though  not 
on  an  extensive  scale;  they  ^ipear  to  be  thriving  aid 
are  taken  ^careof. 

II.  Mines^  Minerals^  ^c. 

The  m^ieralogy  of  this  parish  affords  nothing  worthy 
of  remark.  There  is  a  limestone  quarry  in  the  town* 
land  of  Balteagh  and  Kilfergan ;  wd  the  townland  of 
Killycomaiii  produces  building  stone  of  a  superior  des- 
fcrjption ;  it  js  a  hard  blue  stone,  yirhich,  from  the  man- 
ner in  which  it  comes  out  of  the  <piarry,  requires  but  lit- 
Grsfd.  tie  of  the  hammer  to  square  it  for  the  mason.  The  hQl 
pf  Drumlin  in  the  southern  corper  of  the  parish  is  re- 
markable for  the  superior  quality  of  the^  gravel  it  pro- 
duces^ affbrding  the  finest  njaterial  for  roads,  walks,  &c. 
as  it  spcijedily  bii^d^  and  has  little  or  n<>  admixture  of 
day. 
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III.  Modem  Buildings^  SfCw 

A  new  parish  church  is  in  progress,  the  old  one  havii^  Omrah. 
been  found  too  small.    A  small  chapel  for  the  Roman  GhspdL 
CathoUe  parishioners  has  also  been  commenced*  There 
is  no  town  in  the  parish,  though  from  the  rapid  increase 
of  bdldin^  on  the  Scagoe  side  of  Portadown  bridge, 
that  town  may  be  shortly  said  to  extend  into  it.    The  Bd^gM. 
fine  bridge  just  mentioned,  stands  in  this  parish ;  the 
small  bridge  of  two  arches  which  is  to  be  met  with  on 
the  causeway  leading,  to  the  town,  being  the  division  of 
the  parishes  and  baronies;    The  old  bridge  having  been 
swept  away  in  the  year  1751^  and  it  being  difficult  to 
get  a  proper  foundation  in  the  old  channel  of  the  river 
Bann,  a  new  one  was.  cut  parallel  to  it,  the  present 
bridge  built,  and  the  water  turned  into  the  present  ' 
channel.    It  oonsistB  of  seven  large  arches,  turned  with 
cut  stone;  the  centre  or  main  ardi  being  sufficiently 
wide  to  admit  the  passage  of  the  sloops  which  trade  on 
the  river. 

The  only  gentlemen's  seats  are^  Carrick,  the  seat  of  Gend*- 
Dean  Blacker,  a  large  edifice,  originally  biitlt  in  169%  ^ 
as  appears  by  a -date  on  a  stone  in  the  wall,  but  much 
improved  since  that  period.  It  still  retains  many  of 
those  fantastic  appendages^  which  pleased  the  eyes  of  our 
forgathers,  however  unnecessary  or  ridiculous  Uiey  ap* 
pear  to  the  Cognoscenti  of  the  present  day.  Silverwood 
Houses  the  seat  of  Mir.  Cuppage,  is  a  neat  brick  edifice ;, 
and  the  glebe*house  adjoining  the  church,  a  commo- 
dious residence,  was  built  about  60  years  agOy  and  since 
improved* 
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Botdi^  Two  great  leading  roads  pass  througfa  thk  parUiy 

Tiz.  the  road  from  Armagh  to  Bel&st,  and  that  from 
Portadown  to  Banbridge;  to  which  may  be  addedf  a 
new  Une  made  within  the  last  twenty  years,  leading  to 
Waringstown,  Dromore,  and  the  county  of  Down  in 
generaL  There  are  several  lines  of  minor  importance^ 
though  all  rendered  very  necessary  by  the  popnlatioii 
and  trade  of  the  country.  The  roads  are  generally 
good,  though  it  is  by  no  means  easy  to  keq>  them  so^ 
from  the  immense  numbers  of  narrow-wheded  cars 

HoQfMk  which  are  constantly  traversing  them.  The  farm  hoo«s 
exhibit  much  appearance  of  comfort;  diose  on  Carridc 
estate  are  remarkable  for  their  neatness  and  comfort; 
but  in  many  places  are  to  be  seen  cabins  of  the  most 
miserable  description ;  the  numbers  of  the  latter  is  how- 
ever, ha)3pily  on  the  decrease.  The  scenery  in  summer 
is  rich  and  varied :  the  prospects  from  the  risii^ 
grounds,  of  the  Bann,  Lough  Neagh,  Moume  Moon- 
tains,  &c  are  strikingly  beautifol. 

IV.  Ancient  Buildings^  S^. 

The  only  ancient  building  is  the  diurch,  which  is  now 
more  than  half  buHed  in  the  graves  with  wbich  it  v 
surrounded.  The  pews  and  pulpit  are  of  old  black  oak,  of 
curious  workmanship ;  the  latter  exhibits  a  date  on  dn 
front  of  1666.  Within  the  last  three  years  an  exliibi« 
tion  of  taste  took  place  here,  which  should  be  handed 
down  to  posterity. — ^This  fine  old  black  pulpH  and  read- 
ing desk  were — <<  risum  teneatis,**  actually  painted  a 
muddy  yellow.  There  remain  two  of  the  old  circohr 
raths,  one  at  Lisnisky,  the  other  at  Lisnamentry, 
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V.  Present  4*  'Former  Siate  of  Populatumy  Food^  FueU  ^c. 

The  population  of  this  parish  has  been  ascertained  by  PopulatkA 
the  late  returns  to  exceed  5000  souls,  9-10tb8  of  whom  Empioj- 
are  concerned  more  or  less  in  the  linen  manufacture ;  "'^^ 
the  children  of  both  sexes  being  initiated  into  the  work 
at  a  very  early  age.     The  food  of  the  lower  class  is  oat-  Food, 
mealy  milk,  and  potatoes,  with  salted  herrings  occasion* 
ally.    The  fanners  use  much  animal  food,  particularly 
bacon,  and  some  poultry.    The  fiiel  is  turf,  which  is  cut  FuvL- 
and  saved  in  the  months  of  July  and  August     Great 
quantities  of  this  useful  article  are  conveyed  up  the  river 
Bann,  from  the  extensive  bogs  in  its  neighbourhood ; 
the  bogs  in  this  parish  being  totally  inadequate  to  the 
•n^ly  of  the  inhabitants* 

The  appearance  of  the  people  indicates  a  high  degree 
of  dvilizadon.    On  Sundays  and  at  fairs  their  dress  is  Drew, 
remarkably  neat  and  cleanly ;  their  habits  in  general  are 
industrious :  they  are  loyal,  peaceable^  and,  generally 
^)eaking,  religious. 

Some  years  ago,  when  the  North  of  Ireland  was  dis-  Hinorioa) 
turbed  by  those  deluded  wretches  called  Hearts  of  Oak,  ^'»**^^*- 
and  Hearts  of  Steel,  this^  parish  came  in  for  its  share  of 
the  contagion.  Their  meetings  took  place  at  a  cross 
roads  called  from  a  large  rock  on  the  spot,  <^  The  Blue 
stone.''  A  dreadful  murder  was  committed  near  this 
spot  in  the  year  1781,  and  the  perpetrators  being 
brought  here  for  execution,  their  bodies  were  thrown 
into  a  bote  by  the  side  of  the  rock,  which  was  heaved 
upon  the  top  of  them:  some  days  aflerwards,  their 
friends  having  shewn  a  disposition  to  take  up  the  bodies, 
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a  spirited  magistrate  repaired  to  the  q>ot9  wliare  iSbej 
had  actually  commenced  operations  :  be  then  had  the 
remains  dug  out,  and  having  burned  them»  swept  the 
ashes  into  the  hole;  burying  the  rock  with  them  bdov 
the  surface  of  the  road,  where  it  has  lain  undisturbed  to 
this  day. 

Cintoint.  From  this  period  the  morality  and  general  good  ocm- 
duct  of  the  people  appear  to  have  been  progressive.  It 
is  but  a  short  time  ago  since  they  were  much  addicted 
to  xhe  barbarous  custom  of  cock-fighting,  (than  which 
nothing  is  more  pregnant  with  mischief  to  the  individual 
and  the  community) ;  and  this  they  are  &st  laying  aside. 
The  law  for  preventing  riotous  assemblies,  which  these 
meetings  always  are,  has  been  exerted  once  or  twice^ 
and  explained  to  the  people  with  the  best  eflects ;  and 
there  is  every  reason  to  hope  that  this  inhuman  pastime 
will  in  a  very  short  time  be  unknown. 

Ocncnlap-  As  to  personal  appearance,  the  females  are  gaieratly 
handsome;  their  occupation,  (spinning)  by  ccmfinii^ 
them  much  within  doors,  contributes  to  render  them 
more  delicately  fidr  than  the  women  of  other  dis- 
tricts. The  men  are  stout  and  of  a  good  appearance. 
The  yeomanry  battalion  of  the  parish  is  as  fine  a  body 
of  men  as  can  be  seen ;  it  consists  of  8£0,  and  has  kng 
been  remarkable  for  its  appearance^  steadiness,  and  dtf» 
cipline.  The  growth  of  the  men  must  however  receive 
a  considerable  check  from  the  early  period  erf*  life  at 
which  they  are  placed  on,  and  obliged  to  bend  over  the 
loom :  it  is  surprising  that  complaints  in  the  chesi  ait 
not  more  frequent  from  this  practice;  it  maybe  ac* 
counted  for,  however,  by  their  time  being  pretty  equally 
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divided  between  the  loom  and  the  cnltivaticm  of  their 
little  gardens  or  farmi ;  and  it  has  been  decided,  that 
there  is  sometlung  in  the  smell  of  earth  newly  turned 
up  highly  salpbrious  to  the  longs.  The  instances  of  Longcivitji, 
extraordin^  longevity  are  few,  not  more  than  two  or 
three  having  exceeded  100  years  :  in  fhe  parish  regis- 
ter there  appear  the  names  of  a  good  many  who  have 
passed  80.  Mr.  Isaac  Clayton,  who  died  last  year,  had 
served  the  office  of  parish  clerk  for  60  years  and  np- 
virards,  under  five  different  incumbents. 

VI.   7^  Genius  4r  J^isposUian  qffhe  Poorer  Classes^  ^c* 

Of  the  genius  and  disposition  of  the  inhabitants,  spf-  Gcnhisaiid 
ficient  has  been  said  in  the  preceding  section :  they  are  ^^''^"^ 
civil  to  strangers,  but  shrewd  and  observant  The  lan- 
guage is  entirely  English,  being  equally  free  from  the 
Scotch  accent  of  their  neighbours  in  the  county  of 
.  Down,  and  the  broad  brc^e  of  those  in  the  county  of 
Louth  and  southern  parts  of  the  county.  There  is  at 
the  same  time  a  particular  intonation  peculiar  to  a 
northern  Irishman,  which  distinguishes  him  iu  every 
part  of  the  habitable  globe,  and  which  he  never  loses, 
let  him  change  his  residence  and  his  society  as  oflen  as 
he  may :  place  him  for  years  unid  the  Bramins  of  In« 
dia,  the  CfjLtabaws  oS  America;  let  him  associate  with 
either  German,  Jew,  or  Qentile,  still  it  adheres  to  him 
as  fresh  as  in  the  hour  \it  left  his  native  hills. 

The  manners  and  customs  of  this  parish  appear  to  be  ^ 
d^ived  in  a  certain  degree  from  the  English,  but  more 
from  the  Scotch,  as  is  die  case  throughout  the  north  of 
Ireland ;  there  being  littl^  if  any»  remnants  of  the  old 
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Gcoias  and  Irish  habits.  The  people  are  ifldiBcd  to  drinkiBi^ 
'^"*'**^^*^  tlioagh  not  to  agreatexceis  :  they  are  becomiiq^ flMm 
ibnd  of  ale  dian  formerly;  and  there  is  a  great  coor 
saniptionofdiatwholeaome  beverage  spruce  bear.  Tbcy 
delight  in  dancing,  and  have  frequent  meetings  for  die 
purpose ;  but  hunting  seems  to  be  thdr  favourite  amvae* 
ment:  die  moment  thecry  of  thehonnds  is  heard,  every 
thing  else  is  deserted  and  forgotten ;  the  hboorer  dropa 
his  spade ;  the  weaver  rushes  from  his  loom,  sddom 
waiting  for  coat  ot  hat ;  away  run  the  modey  mold- 
tttde,  bounding  over  hill  and  dale  in  the  plenitude  of 
wild  delight,  widi  an  acdvi^  almost  incrediUe;  yel 
they  rarely  &il  to  make  up  by  redoubled  exer^ians  fix 
any  time  lost  on  an  indnlgoice  of  this  nature.  Tlifly 
are  grateful  for  ^cvoor^  and  though,  like  the  rest  of 
their  countrymen,  quick  to  resent  insult  or.  wroo^  they 
cannot  be  considered  as  addicted  to  revenge. 

CoBtomi,  The  fesdvals.  of  Easter  and  Christmas  are  religioiidy 
observed;  but  the  great  holyday  is  the  Ist  of  July,  old 
styl^  being  the  anniversary  of  the  battle  of  the  Bofac. 
A  procession  takes  place ;  the  wbde  pqpulatioD  wear 
orange  lillies ;  and  the  day  is  spent  in  fesUvi^.  Varaoas 
and  incessant  have  been  d>e  effiurts  made  by  disattdcd 
and  designing  persons  c(  late  years,  to  porsnade  the 
Roman  Catholic  part  of  the  population  of  die  coontij, 
that  these  festivities^  (of  a  century*s  duratioD)  are  in- 
tended  as  an  insult  to  them  and  their  rdiglon ;  «ad  in 
some  places  these  misguided  people  have  been  aedaoed 
into  acts  of  outrage,  which  have  rendered  themobsicK* 
ious  to  the  laws  of  their  country.  This  idea  of  iaten- 
tional  insult  on  Ae  part  of  the  Protestants,  baa  been  m 
efteuijK)  variously,  and  so  ably  refuted,  that  it  is  need- 
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Vm  Io  reiterate  b^re  the  argocneiits  made  use  of  on  tibe  CnitMBt. 
sttlyect  The  cool  dispassioiKite  man  of  sense  reipiires 
no  argoments  to  convinQe  him  of  the  abaurdityi  as  well 
as  &Isehood  of  such  a  supposition;  and  the  captious  agi« 
tator  would  not  be  reasoned  into  a  renunciation  of  the 
opinion  be  holds  on  the  occasion,  however  erroneous; 
no,  not  by  ,^  Moses  or  the  prophets,  or  by  one  risen 
firom  the  dead." 

Allhallow,  or  Holy  £ve^  was  formerly  observed  here 
as  in  ScoUand^  and  indeed  is  still  kept  up  in  a  certain 
degree;  but  the  celebration  is  confined  chiefly  to  the 
junior  classes^  who  play  a  few  harmless  tricks  on  the 
occasion :  servants  and  labourers  are  regaled  with  tea^ 
punch  and  apples;  but  upon  the  whole>  this  fatival  is 
in  the  wane, 

VII.  llie  BducaiUm  and  ^mpU)^^ 
• 

There  are  several  schools  in  this  parish,  and  all  much  Scfaooli. 
fieqpiented.  They  are  upon  the  old  plan;  thenewlig^t 
of  Bdl  or  Lancaster  not  having  shone  here  as  yet. 
There  are  two  sm^day  schools  held  during  the  summer,  flttpj^r* 
one  in  die  parochial  scbod-house  at  the  church,  and 
the  other  in  the  Methodist  meeting-house  at  the  Blue 
Stmie.  In  the  latter  finom  two  to  three  hundred  diil- 
dren  are  instmctcd  in  the  rudun^ts  of  learning,  by  a 
immber  ci  the  religiously  disposed  inhabitants  of  the 
neighbouriiood,  of  both  sexes ;  but  the  early  period  of 
life  at  which  the  diildren  are  usefully  employed  in  the 
Imen  manufacture  must  naturally  interfere  with  their 
attendance  at  schods.    Leammg  however  must  be  ccm* 

ds 
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rfdefed  <iii  the  iticreasc^  tnd  from  the  exertioiis  of  dv 
curftte  (Mr.  Olpherts)  and  other  respectable  penotii^  w 
likely  to  oonthiue  so. 

VIII.  Siaie  0/ Religions  EsiaUtikmeni^  TSfOes^iic. 

lV>'the  exertions  of  one  indmdaaU  now  no  mdxe^ 
(whose  name  is  never  menttoned  withont  respect^  snd 
to  whose  memwf  the  tribute  of  manya tear  is  stittpaid) 
may  be  distinctly  attributed  the  ftmfishiog  state  of  die 
religious  establishment  in  this  parish :  ardent,  firm  and 
lealousinthe  discharge  of  his  duties;  and,  abote  al^ 
practising  as  he  preached,  his  labours  id  likt  vineyard 
of  God  were  eminently  suceessfiiL  Annaed  is  tfa6 
epitaph  which  appears  on  a  tablet  erected  €6  bis  mteuK 
ry  in  the  parish  church.^  He  has  been  ^icceeded  In 
the  vicarage  by  his  brother;  who»  most  fertonaftely  ibr 
the  intet^ts  of  rellgicm,  has  Appc^ted  to  dm  cnra^ 
the  Rev.  Richard  Olpherts,  a  young  gentleman  wkoee 
exertions  render  hi<i  an  honour  t&  his  proftassM;  and 
who  alone  could  have  reconciled  the  pariah  K>die  kMB 
sustained  by  them  in  the  decease  of  tibeir  Jat^  vicar. 
After  this  it  is  needless  to  say  that  the  ebtirdk  is  crond- 
ed ;  so  much  so,  that  a  new  one  has  been  jnst  omb^ 
menced,  as  was  before  stated,  of  dimensions  more  suited 
to  the  congregation.

Fanning  'm  not  practised  hei'e  to  any  extent,  or  with  Mode  of 
much  attention  to  system.  The  smallness  of  the  larms  timT^ ' 
forbids  the  one»  and  the  linen  manufacture  withdraws 
the  mind  frem  the  other :  this  however  is  to  be  under- 
Stood  generally :  there  ^re  some  specimens  of  farming, 
.particularity  on  the  Carrick  estate,  which  must  rank 
very  Jijgh  for  neatness,  judgment  and  produce.  For- 
merly, a  little  oats,  potatoes  and  fl^  for  home  consump- 
tion, were  all  that  occiipied  the  attention  of  the  gene- 
rality of  the  bndholders;  but  the  gradual  rise  on  lands. 
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and  die  Cftablirimient  of  s  gram  market  ib  Bortadoini^ 
bave  contributed  to  the  odtiratioii  of  much  wheat  and 
bariej,  which  tomeChnes  appear  in  plots  aosmall  as  half 
an  acre^  or  e?eo  ]eSB«  Flax  crops  are  less  frequent  than 
fimnerly,  the  mamdactnrers  being  sapplied  with  much 
Okdook  jam  from  Tymne  and  Deny.  Onions  are  coltivated 
to  a  considerable  eKteot»  and  are  a  vwj  profitable  crop. 
One  man  in  partioilar  has  beoi  kwwn  to  pagr  the  rett 
of  ten  or  twelre  acres^  b^  the  produce  of  a  rood  «f 
cmions.  Thejr  require  modi  attention  as  to  weedii^ 
dunningf  &c« 

Ml  The  greater  proportion  of  the  land  is  aimbk;.lNit 

there  is  an  extensire  tract  of  low  ground  akmgdie  river 
ddtf  used  exdnsively  for  meadow  and  pasture.  This 
plain  js  inundated  by  the  rising  of  the  rifer  about  Christ* 
mas;  and  abotit  March  the  waters  iMgin  to.snbade^ 
•leaving  behind 'them  a  l^t  deposit  of  mnd|  which^ 
enriching  tb%  soil,  causes  a  yearly  spring  of  nutritioas 
(though  in  some  cases  coarse)  herbage.  In  some  places 
Ais  is  kept  for  meadow ;  in  others  cattle  are  takoi  in  ^ 
graze  during  the  summer  and  auimnn  months^  the  nsmd 
sum  demanded  being  fimn  one  to  two  guineas,  acoordt 
log  to  the  age  of  the  beasts 

Flanibg.  The  fields  are  small,  few  exceeding  eight  cv  ten  acre% 
and  the  generality  much  under  that  number :  they  are 
divided  by  ditches,  planted  for  the  most  part  with  white 
thorn.  Some  years  ago  th^i«  wfis  a  great  deal  of  hedges 
row  timber ;  but  it  has  disappeared,  and,  except  on  the 
Carrick  estate,  little  care  has  been  taken  to  renew  it. 
On  that  estate  Colonel  Blacker  has  of  late  years  pursued 
and  encouraged  a  system  of  pruning  and  dressing  up 
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heAfgb^r&m  timber,  wfaiob  promiies  modi  for  die  fiitiire 
ornament  and  adyantage  of  the  country. 

^  The  stoi^ofcal^  it  Hmited  to  the  oowi  kept  by  in^-  Suxdt. 
drridualft  for  mOk,  Sea  and  a  few  dieep,  for  prirate  or 
kome  consomptioD,  kept  on-  Carrick.  demeane  or  the 
g^ebe.  P^  coBttitote  the  stock  of  the  common  people, 
the  poorest  baffing  at  least  one  of  these  animak.  Before 
Ike  tetmioadon  of  the  war  they  brought  an  immense 
pricey  lAid  aasbted  materially  in  paring  the  rents;  the 
port  of  Bel&st,  20  miles  dbtant,  affi>rding  a  market  for 
them.  Since  the  peace  they  have  fidlen  to  one  third  of 
their  former  valnc^  which  is  severely  felt  by  all  classes. 

The  ehief  proprietors  are  Lord  Dungannon,  Messrs.  iVopdctoB^ 
Brownlowy  Blacker,  Cope,  Sparrow,  Robinson,  and  a 
$ew  others,  who  hare  small  portions  scattered  through 
the  parish.    The  price  of  land  varies  from  208.  to  50s^  Rentof 
the  English  acre :  agmneaandahalf  maybeconsider^^^ 
€d  a  fiur  general  value.    Labourers'  wages  are  lowr^ 
being  from  lOd.  to  Is.  Id.;  but  they  are  much  higher 
in  harvest.    There  are  no  fidrs  or  markets  in  this  pa- 
rish.   The  implements  <tf  labour  are  of  the  common  impfe. 
description.    A  few  improved  Scotch  ploughs  have  come  "^^ 
into  use ;  but  the  old  clumsy  native  still  holds  its  place 
in  gener^    Carts  are  beginning  to  8iq>ersede  the  old 
car.

Theonly  mairafiustnre is  that  of  Unaa,  whkh  k  it  iMeii> 
less  to  dwell  upon*  Mr.  Oefcnd  of  Edeadeiry,  cx^ 
ports  a  fgpoA,  deal  of  grain,  and  importi  coals,  aalt,  ftc 
from  the  seaport  of  Ncwr3s  by  the  oaaal  win^  eom* 
municates  between  that  town  «iid  ihe  rtv«r  Bam.  Mr. 
Wooisey  Atkinson,  though  tesidant  in  tba  tofm  of Poit^ 
adown,  has  c>rr)res,  &o.  at  the  Seagoe  side  of  the*iPBf| 
and  contributes  largely  to  the  tmproiwBienl  fif  the 
country  by  building,  plantingv&c*  in  whiehheeviiioai 
much  taste  and  judgment.

XL  Natural  Curiosities^  Remarkable  Oc^wretKeSj  4^ 

The  naturalist  will  find  but  little  food  far  specolatkMi 
in  this  parish ;  nor  oan  the  historian  swell  his  pages 
Hritrtry  much  from  our  annals.  A  ft*\v  j  ears  ago,  three  swords 
Ab^i^^  '^  and  a  ^pear  of  cast  brass  were  found  in  a  little  morass 
Gcljoining  Carrick  demesne,  where  tradition  sap  a  battle 
l.vl  been  fought  about  the  year  380,  between  two  chief- 
tains and  their  septs,  whose  names  are  lost,  but  it  b  said 
one  of  them  was  called  Ailagh  or  Ail,  probaWy  a  cosh 
nection  of  the  b*Nail  or  O'Nial  family,  possessors  and 
Icings  of  these  districU  in  days  of  yore.  They  are  pqw 
in  the  possession  of^  Colonel  Blacker,  and  are  curious 
and  elegant  remains  of  antiquity.*

I.    The  N&me  of  the  Parish^  SUmOhn^  Extent^  9fc. 

WhITECHURCH  18  the  translation  of  the  old  Nam 
Iriali  denomination  of  this  parish;  but  the  saint  to 
vfiKnn  the  diurcb  was  dedicated,  has  not  been  ascer- 
tained. Kihnokea,  or^  as  it  is  spelled' in  old' diocesan 
documenti^  <<  Kilmokeia,''  is  supposed  to  signify  the 
borying  place^  ceB,  or  cemetery  of  some  saint  or  pa- 
tron, whose  name  is  eorpressed  (probably  comiptly) 
by  the  latter  syllables  of  the  word.  No  record  or  trace 
of  this  pencmi  writtai  or  traditionary,  Is  to  be  found. 

The  union  is  situated  in  die  south-west  of  the  coun^  SItoatiosu 
of  Wexford^  and  in  the  barony  of  Shdbume,  with 
the  exception  of  one  townland,  Ti2«   Stokestown  m 
'Whitechurch  parish,  whidi  lies  in  the  barony  of  Ban- 
try.    The  whde  is  bounded  on  the  west  by  the  river  BoundMritt 
Barrow;  on  the  south  by  the  parish  of  St  James; 
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(BgDyhack)  on  the  aittt  fa^F  tb«  parkk  of  Old  Bmi;

The  only  public  building  (exclusive  of  places  hereaf* 
ter  mentioned)  ousting  in  \hese  parishes,  is  a  house 
built  by  the  late  proprietor  of  Stokesix>wn,  Udith  Paul,  Schotfl, 
otbermse  Drake;  and  intiended  a&  a  school  for  the^^**^* 
gratuitous  education  of  the  poor  children  of  her  estate, 
and  endowed  by  her  will.  She  is  about  two  years

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Island,  and  the  other  demesnea^  lie  on  die  iietl 
Bide  of  die  road  to  Ross;  PortobeUo  oa  the  east 
aide  of  it.  Besides  the  glebe^honse  of  EOmcAeay 
there  stands  in  the  Great  Island,  a  houses  caDed

Swna7.  Enniscorthy.  The  scenery  of  these  parishes  is  genially 
picturesque,  affording  various  beauliAil  ritira  of  the  river, 
and  neighbouring  moAntains,  in  t^  coimties  of  Kit 
kenny,  Watericnrd,  and  Tipperary. 

IV.  Jndeni  ^nUit^s,  ffc^ 

Though  there  are  not  any  ruins  of  a  monasterf  iii 
the  union,  the  venaraUe  pile  .of  nuns  at  Dunfarody  ^ 
contiguous  to  it,  and  may  be  seen  from  all  parts  of  it* 
^ornea  The  ruins  of  one  castle  of  note,  built  irith  fhnkria 
and  a  bawn,  are  to  be  found  at  SttHykeerogae :  It  far* 
merly  belonged  to  the  Stittcms,  who  gave  denomma- 
tion  to  a&  ancient  pirochial  division  of  land,  cottipri»- 
bending  this  union  and  several  ac^foining  parishes  since 
subdivided. 

^cieiii  Several  of  the  square  casdes,  built  by  the  undcrt^en^ 
still  exist  One  stands  at  Stokestowa,  another  at  AMer- 
town,  a  thhrd  at  Priest* s  Haggert,  and  two  in  the  fliisai 
Island.  In  the  townland,  formerly  an  island  (contfiM 
distinguished  from  the  little  Island  ia  the 
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Wftterford)  now  a  peninsula  formed  by  banking  out  the 
rirer,  there  are  two  Danish  raths  of  considerable  ex<-  lUthi. 
tent|  and  a  strong  entrenchment  like  that  of  Baggin- 
bun,  supposed  to  be  erected  for  defence  of  the  island 
from  the  mainland ;  but  there  is  not  any  record  of  the 
time  or  occasion  of  their,  erection.  The  island  appears 
to  have  been  a  scene  of  conflict^  bolli  in  ancient  and  mo- 
dem times ;  for,  besides  a  large  collection  pf  human  bones, 
much  decayed,  found  in  one  part  of  it,  grape  and  other 
shot  are  found  in  several  places :  a  lodgment  made  by 
Cromwell  in  the  island,  on  his  approach  to  \yaterford, 
may  account  for  the  latter  circumstance.

occur  antong  them ;  they  are,  however,  subject  to  an 
ague  in  spring,  and  to  fevers  in  summer.

concern  (or  ibeir  sick  friends  exposing  them  much  u> 
it ;  and  from  an  indiscreet  use  oS  wine  and  apirits,  to

^^***"*^"  their  disposition  good;  as  a  proof  of  which,  in  the  late 
rebellion,  no  outrage  of  any  magnitude  on  ponson  or 
property  occurred  in  these  parishes ;  though  the  rebel 
hordes  to  the  amount  of  50,000  were  for  some  days  en- 
camped on  Slievkelter.  The  singular  loyalty  and  good 
conduct  of  their'  priest,  the  Rev.  James  Doyl^  g<^^^ 
them  an  example  by  whidi  the^  profited. 

language.      The  language  in  general  use  is  English,  which  all- 
can  speaky  though  they  occasionally  converse  with  ^apb 

Tttam^  other  in  Irish.  The  only  patron<>9olemiMty  observed 
bere^  is  that  of  Priest^s  Haggert  or  Trinity  Sunday, 
dedicated  to  the  holy  Trinity :  patrcms  have  been  in  tbe 
memory  of  man,  jobserved  at  Whitechurch  and  Kilmo* 
kea;  but  having  been  scenes  of  riot^  they  were,  long 
ago  suppressed  by  the  clergy,  magistrates,  and  gentry.
